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TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


As has been usual, we give in this] 
number of the Journal a condensed 
account of the proceedings of the So- 
ciety at the last Annual Meeting, to- 
gether with an abstract of the Report 
of the Directors, and such portions of 
the Reports of Committees as will 
serve to bring the recent action of the 
Society fully before the view of the 
reader. For the sake of unity, and to 
prevent repetition, we have distributed 
our extracts from the last named docu- 
ments among those from the Report 
of the Directors, under the heads where 
they are severally referred to. 


MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


The American Epvucation Soctrety 
held its Twenty-Seventh Annual Meeting 
in the vestry of Park Street Church, Boston, 
May 29, 1843, at half past 3 o’clock, P. M. 

Hon. Samuet T. Armstrone, Vice 
President of the Society, took the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Rev. Lronarp Bacon, D. D., of New 
Haven, Ct. 

Rey. Wittiam L. Maruer, of Wiscas- 
set, Me., was appointed Clerk. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting, 
and the Minutes of a Special.Meeting of 
the Society, held October 19, 1342, were 
read by the Secretary. 
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The Treasurer submitted his Report, 
which was accepted, aud adopted, and 
ordered to be printed. 

The reading of the Report of the Direc- 
tors was deferred, to be read at the public 
meeting to be held in the evening. 

A letter from Hon. Samet Husparp, 
LL, D., President of the Society, declining 
a re-election, on account of the pressing 
demands upon his time from other public 
duties, was read by the Secretary. 

The Secretary read a letter from Rev. 
Francis Waytanp, D. D., President of 
Brown University, resigning his place as a 
Corporate Member of the Society. 

The Secretary also stated that the Hon. 
Pxriny Curier had requested to be ex- 
cused from longer serving as Auditor. 

The Rey. Heman Humrpurey, D. D., 
chairman of the committee appointed at the 
Special Meeting in October, to revise the 
Rules of the Society, read an elaborate Re- 
port; in which the committee recommended 
the adoption of a number of Resolutions, 
intended to effect certain changes in the 
Constitution and Rules, 


Voted, To consider each of the Resolu- 
tions separately. ; 


The first Resolution being under con- 
sideration, which was in the following 


words, viz: 


Resolved, That no aid be given to any 
candidate for assistance, before the com- 
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mencement of the college course, or before 
the candidate has completed two years of 
classical study ; and that no aid be given to 
any, after the college course :— 


It was moved to amend the Resolution 
by striking out the words, ‘and that no 
aid be given to any, after the college 
course.” 

Pending the discussion of this motion, 
the time for adjournment having nearly 
arrived, it was 


Voted, That when the Society adjourn 
after the public exercises this evening, it 
be to meet at half past eight o'clock to- 
morrow morning in the Lecture Room of 
the Central Church, in Winter Street. 


The officers of the Society for the en- 
suing year, were then chosen. 

Adjourned to attend the public exercises 
of the Anniversary in Park Street meeting 
house at half past 7 o’clock. 

Met according to adjournment. 

Hon. Samvet T. Armsrrona, he having 
been chosen President of the Society, pre- 
sided on the occasion, 

The services were opened with prayer by 
Rev. Dr. Ponp, of Bangor Theological 
Seminary. 

An Abstract of the Annual Report of the 
Directors was read by the Secretary. 

On motion of the Rev. Wittarp Carxp, 
of Norwich, Ct., which was seconded, 


Resolved, That the Report, an Abstract 
of which has now been read, be accepted 
and adopted, and be printed under the di- 
rection of the Executive Committee. 


On motion of Rev. Nrnemtau Apams, 
of Boston, seconded by Rev. Tomas 
Syeuu, D. D., of North Brookfield, 


Resolved, That the present state of 
opinion and feeling in the Christian public 
on the subject of charitable education for 
the Christian ministry, demands our pray- 
erful attention and our solemn inquiry with 
respect to the will of God and our individ- 
ual duty in relation to this cause. 


This Resolution was supported in an 
address by Rev. Mr. Apams. 

Addresses were also made by Rev. Hz- 
mAN Humpurey, D. D., President of 
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Amherst College, and Rey. Lronarp Ba- 
con, D. D., of New Haven, Ct. 
After singing the Christian Doxology, 
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the Benediction was pronounced by Rey. 


Dr. Woops, of Andover, and the Society 
adjourned to meet at half past 8 o'clock, on 
Tuesday morning. 


Tuesday, May 30. Met according to ad- 
journment. 

The President took the chair. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Emxrn- 
son, of Andover. 

After the reading of the Resolutions re- 
ported by the Committee, the question 
recurred on the motion to amend the first 
Resolution. 

A motion was made and seconded to lay 
the whole subject of the Report of the 
Committee on the table. 

This motion, after discussion, was re- 
jected. 

The question on the amendment, as 
above, then returned; and, after further 
discussion, was decided in the affirmative. 
Yeas 32, nays 3. 

The Resolution as amended, was then 
adopted unanimously. 

The other Resolutions reported by the 
Committee were then taken up, one by one, 
and passed unanimously. 

The Report of the Committee with the 
Resolutions entire, as amended, was adop- 
ted and ordered to be printed. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Ponn, the meet- 
ing united with Rev. President Hopxins, 
of Williams College, in an offering of pray- 
erand thanksgiving to God, for the har- 
monious and happy result to which the 
business had been brought. 

Votes of thanks were then passed to the 
Hon. Samurn Huesarp, LL. D., late 
President of the Society, for his services 
many years in discharging the duties of 
that office; to Hon. Puiny Curuer for his 
attention to the duties of Auditor; to the 
members of the Special Committee for their 
labors in preparing the Report which had 
just been adopted; to the speakers at the 
Public Anniversary last evening; and to 
the choir of singers who assisted in the 
services of that occasion,

EXTRACTS 
FROM THE TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL RE- 

PORT OF THE DIRECTORS, AND FROM THE 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES, 

During the year which has elapsed 
since the last Annual Meeting of this 
Society, it has pleased God to remove 
one of the members of the Board of 
Directors by death. The Rey. Daniel 
Crosby, late of Charlestown, who was 
elected a Director at the Annual Meet- 
ing in May, 1841, and subsequently, by 
the Board, a member of their Execu- 
tive Committee, died on the 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1843. Mr. Crosby was in the 
midst of life when the summons from 
the Master came; and, although his 
impaired health had compelled him 
about a year before to resign a pastoral 
charge in which his labors had been 
abundantly blessed, yet in a different 
sphere he was still in the midst of his 


the voice of Providence. Ifa spirit of 
sincere and untiring devotedness to the 
great objects of the Christian ministry 
and an,earnest co-operation in the be- 
nevolent enterprises of the church 
could avail to detain the servants of 
Christ on earth, we might not have ex- 
pected this early removal of him whose 
loss we now lament. His early depar- 
ture is fitted to give impression to the 
words of inspired instruction: ‘“ What- 
soever thy hand findeth to do, do it 
with thy might.” : 


Number Assisted—The number of 
young men assisted by the Society 
during the year is 468. 

Of this number 804 are connected 
with the Parent Society ; 109 with the 
Central American Education Society ; 
twenty-four with the Education Society 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church; 
and thirty-one with the Board of Edu- 
cation of the German Reformed Church. 

The whole number who have been 
under the patronage of the Society from 
the beginning is 3,482. 


Number Received.—Only twenty-six 
young men have been received during 
the year; seventeen by the Parent 
Board, and nine by the Board at New 
York. 

It will be seen by this statement that 
the number ef new applicants for aid 
from this seurce in preparing for the 
sacred ministry is at present very sinall. 
It would be interesting, in view of this 
fact, to know whether the number of 
pious young men in other connections, 
who are commencing a course of pre- 
paration for the ministry, and who will 
be sustained without the aid which this 
Institution was intended to impart, is 
equal to what it bas formerly been. 
Unless, indeed, it should not only equal, 
but very much exceed the ratio of for-

avery great falling off in the number 
of young men preparing for the minis- 
try. In view of all which has been 
said and written of late on the subject 
of a superabundant supply of mjnisters, 
it will not appear strange that an im- 
pression should have been produced on 
the minds of young men, and of their 
parents and advisers, unfavorable to 
the entertaining of such a purpose. 
The Directors would express the belief 
that there are very serious grounds for 
the apprehension that the number of 
pious young men of every class who 
have taken up the design of preparing 
for the ministry, within a year or two 
past, will prove in the aggregate to be 
much diminished, in comparison with 
the number in former years; and that 
it will be found to be very unequal to 
the demands which in due time the 
Theological Seminaries of this country 
will be called upon to supply, in order 
to meet the exigencies of the spiritual 
harvest both at home and abroad. 


Pdronage Withheld.—Patronage has 
been withheld from six young men in 
the course of the past year, whose 
scholarship, or whose general intellec- 
tual promise has not appeared to be 
sufficient to authorise a decided expec- 
tation of their usefulness in the high 
calling of the Christian ministry. 


Young Men Deceased.—The Direc- 
tors lament to state that eight of the 
young men under patronage, in dif- 
ferent stages of their course, have during 
the past year been removed by, death. 
Probably no other year in the history 
of the Society has witnessed a greater 
mortality in proportion to the number 
pursuing their course of study. Not 
only the relatives, and companions in 
study of those so prematurely taken 
away, but the churches of Christ, also, 
as being peculiarly interested in them 
are called upon by these providences 
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to remember that their affliction and 
disappointment did not spring from the 
dust; but from an All-wise and Right- 
eous Hand, which would thus admin- 
ister some needed lesson.of chastise- 
ment or instruction. 

It is not irrelevant to state in this 
connection, that the number of deaths 
of ministers in the United States, as 
recorded in the American Quarterly 
Register, for the year now closed, has 
been one hundred and twenty-seven ; 
which places the year, with the two 
years immediately preceding, among 
the few in which the records of mor- 
tality among ministers, preserved in 
that publication, have risen above one 
hundred. 

The number of young men assisted 
by the Parent Society, who have been 
spared to complete their course of 
study and enter upon the work of the 
ministry, during the year, is thirty-one. 
This is about the same number as 
finished their course the year before. 


Receipts—The receipts into the 
Treasury of the Parent Society and of 
all the Branch Societies, excepting 
those connected with the Central 
American Education Society, at New 
York, during the year ending April 
30th, have been $21,609 96. To this 
is to be added $2,352, the amount of 
appropriations made by the Central 
American Education Society, and re- 
ported to the Parent Board; for which 
it has been usual for the Treasurer to 
include an equal snm in the aggregate 
of the Society’s receipts, as exhibited 
in his Annual Report. The amount of 
receipts as there stated will then stand 
at $23,961 96. 

From the accounts of the Treasurer 
of the Central American Education 
Society, embracing, besides what is 
paid in at New York, the receipts of 
the Philadelphia Education Society ; 
the Western Education Society at 
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Auburn, the Uutica Agency, and the 
Education Society of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, at Gettysburg, Pa., 
it appears that their receipts have been 
$12,179 37. Adding this amount to 
the receipts of the Parent Society, and 
making allowance for the above-men- 
tioned sum of $2,352—so that it shall 
not be twice reckoned—it appears that 
the total amount of contributions to 
this cause during the year, together 
with the income from permanent funds, 
is $33,789 33. 

It is proper here to remark, that 
while the receipts, from various causes, 
are liable to fluctuate from year to 
year, the fairest criterion of the amount 
of pecuniary patronage given to the 
object, in comparing one year with 
another, is seen in that proportion of 
the annual income which accrues from 
the regular contributions of the church- 
es. Judging from this standard, it 
appears that the Education Society has 
gained ground in New England during 
the year which has now closed; inas- 
much as its income from the contribu- 
tions of the churches has exceeded that 
of the previous year more than a 
thousand dollars, or about eight and a 
half per cent. This fact, though a 
small consideration in itself, will appear 
the more encouraging when it is stated, 
that, with a single exception, the con- 
tributions of every year since 1836, 
until the present year, have been con- 
tinually falling short of those of the 
year before. The entire decrease from 
that time to the present, even with the 
small improvement of the past year to 
relieve the statement, has exceeded 
fifty per cent. It may be hoped that 
the long ebbing tide has reached its 
lowest mark, and is beginning again to 
return, 

It is gratifying to the Directors in 
this connection to state, as a probable 
indication of the favorable influence of 
the Special Meeting, that the greatest 
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ratio of advancement in the funds, 
comparing the corresponding portions 
of the present year and the one before 
it, has been realized during the last six 
months. 


Expenditures.—The expenditures of 
the Parent Society during the year 
have amounted to $17,186 17. 

To this the sum of $2,352 (making a 
total of $19,538 17) is added in the 
Treasurer’s account, for appropriations 
granted to young men by the Central 
American Education Society, and paid 
from their Treasury; because this part 
of the expenditure of that Society is 
recognized in the transactions of the 
Parent Board. But this should be 
considered as distinct from the expen- 
ditures of the Parent Society, except 
for the purpose of showing the corres- 
pondence of the present statement with 
the Treasurer’s Report. 

The expenditures of the Central 
American Education Society, and of 
the Organizations connected with it, as 
appears from their T'reasurer’s state- 
ment, have amounted to $12,104 37; 
being $75 less than the receipts of that 
Society. The whole aggregate of ex- 
penditures, therefore, for the year is 
$29,290 54. 

Returning now to the Parent Society : 
If we deduct the expenditures from the 
receipts, there remains a balance of 
$4,423 79. 

Of this sum, $633 82 has been ap- 
propriated towards the payment of the 
debt; being the whole amount of re- 
funded money received since the Quar- 
terly meeting of the Board in January ; 
which by a vote of the Board passed at 
that meeting was directed to be so 
applied, together with all sums to be 
refunded hereafter until the debt is 
extinguished. 

The balance, $3,789 97, remains in 
the Treasury ; it being the intention of 
the Directors, on account of the neces- 
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sities of the young men now depending 
upon the Society for assistance, to 
apply it to current use, rather than to 
the immediaie reduction of the debt. 

But according to the customary 
mode of exhibiting the finances, the 
present debt of the Society stands, as 
stated in the Treasurer’s Report, at 
$31,116 02; being a reduction from 
last year of $4,423 79; which is the 
excess of the income above the dis- 
bursements for the year. 

The Directors have felt themselves 
imperiously called upon, on account of 
the inadequacy of the Society’s income 
to meet the necessities of the young 
men who are depending upon it for 
assistance, to cut off every expenditure 
incurred for the support of the estab- 
lishment which could by any possibility 
be dispensed with, consistently with 
the efforts immediately necessary for 
the collection of funds and the most 
efficient management of its concerns. 
In order to accommodate themselves 
to their circumstances, and to the 
peculiar state of the times, they may 
possibly have gone further in this pro- 
cess of curtailment than a large view 
of the progress of the Society, in times 
of high pecuniary prosperity, might 
seem to require. The most rigid 
economy, however, compatible with an 
energetic prosecution of the great de- 
sign of the Institution, they would 
deem it their duty alike in all cireum- 
On this 
principle it has been that one curtail- 
ment after another has been made 
within the last two years, to the effect 
of reducing the annual expenses of the 
Society, in the particulars above re- 
ferred to, more than three thousand 
dollars.

Permanent Funds.—The permanent 
funds, as stated in the ‘Treasurer’s 
Report, amount to $73,006 31. This 
is a reduction from the amount as it 
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stood last year of $2,141 77; which has 
been occasioned by a deficiency in the ; 
sum realized during the year from the . | 
sale of property bequeathed, compared 
with the estimated value when received 
by the Society several years since. 


Amount Refunded.—This has been 
considerably less the last ,year than for 
several years previous. The amount 
is $2,157 05. It has all been applied 
to current use excepting the small sum 
of $633 82, which has been received 
since the vote of the Board, in January, 
setting apart the income from this 
source toward the payment of the debt. 
The great difficulty of obtaining money 
at present, is doubtless the principal 
reason why so little has been returned 
to the Treasury by those from whom 
it has become due. 

The propriety of devoting whatever 
income there may be from this source 
to the reduction of the debt, is mani- 
fest from the fact that the debt was 
chiefly contracted in past years to sus- 
tain the men who have finished their 
course of study. 


Appropriations.—These have been 
continued regularly through the year, 
at half the usual amount; i. e. $10 each 
quarter, or $40 for the year. It was 
thought that the limited amount which 
the Seciety would probably be able to 
grant during the year, would be more 
serviceable to the young men if dis- 
tributed quarterly, and promptly paid, 
than if paid at more distant and uncer- 
tain intervals for the sake of dealing it 
out in full appropriations. The distri- 
bution quarterly, at the periods fixed 
by the Rules of the Board, is best ad- 
justed to meet the periodical wants of 
the young men at their several Institu- 
tions. 

It is painful to be compelled thus to 
deal with an interesting and devoted 
band of youth; especially after most of 
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them had been encouraged to expect 
the full amount of assistance, and had 
set out in their undertaking depending 
on this encouragement. Some have 
fainted by the way ; others are holding 
on at a sacrifice of health and of a 
portion of their literary advantages ; 
and few, as has before been stated, are 
coming forward to supply the ranks 
for future years. But the Directors 
will not dwell on this point. So far as 
often reiterated statements could do it, 
it has been fully set before the Chris- 
tian public. 


American Quarterly Register.—This 
work, which has been published by the 
Society for sixteen years, and which 
with the number for the present month, 
completes a series of fifteen volumes, 
has been discontinued for want of 
sufficient pecuniary patronage. The 
publication has been highly valued by 
clergymen generally, and by a select 
portion of the literary public. It has 
been sustained by the most diligent 
and persevering efforts on the part of 
those on whom the responsibility of 
conducting it has successsively devol- 
ved, Although a large portion of the 
proper materials which were most 
easily accessible must have been gath- 
ered into its ample pages, still other 
fields are continually opening to the 
eye of historical and statistical research ; 
and no greater difficulty might have 
been found, perhaps, than heretofore, 
if adequate pecuniary means had been 
afforded, in still securing to the work 
the reputation it has obtained of being 
the richest depository of ecclesiastical 
and educational statistics in the world. 

But the expense and labor attending 
its publication, on a careful balancing 
of accounts with subscribers, and after 
every possible curtailment, appearing 
to be more than the Society could de- 
fray without appropriating other funds 
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came to the conclusion that it ought 
not to be continued. The subscription 
list might doubtless have been replen- 
ished by the employment of suitable 
Agencies. But neither did the Direc- 
tors see their way clear to incur the 
risk attending an operation of this kind. 
This could better be accomplished by 
individual enterprise ; and the Direc- 
tors are happy to say, that there is now 
some prospect that the publication will 
be taken up by an individual, who will 
have peculiar qualifications and facili- 
ties for the undertaking. 

The Quarterly Journal, which has 
been printed with the American Quar- 
terly Register, and also in a separate 
form, and which is the appropriate 
vehicle of information respecting the 
operations of the Society, will continue 
to be published for gratuitous circula- 
tion. 


The past year has been one of un- 
common solicitude to the Directors. 
They entered upon it with a deeper 
sense of responsibility, perhaps, than 
ever before, under a conviction that, in 
all probability, it must embrace one of 
the most critical periods in the history 
of this important enterprise. It had 
been obvious for several years that the 
cause had been laboring against in- 
creasing obstacles; originating partly 
in some of the arrangements belonging 
to its own system of operations, and 
partly in the altered circumstances and 
sentiments of many in the religious 
community, on whose favor and co- 
operation its adyancement must in a 
considerable measure depend. Some 
things in the state of the public mind 
which operated unfavorably to the 
prosperity of the Society, the Directors 
were at no loss to perceive and under- 
stand ; and they have generally had the 
confidence to anticipate, that time and 
the silent developments of Providence 


for the object, the Board reluctantly | would bring an antidote to their influ- 
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ence. They had also great reliance on 
the intrinsic excellence of the object in 
all its great features; and on its real 
adaptation to meet an essential want, 
created by the circumstances of the 
churches in our country, as well as by 
the Christian enterprises for the salva- 
tion of the world in which these 
churches are They had 
great reliance on these considerations, 
as having power to establish themselves 
more clearly than ever in the convic- 
tions of the intelligent friends of re- 
ligion when the present peculiar crisis 
should have passed by. Still, however, 
the Directors were deeply sensible that 
the consequences of existing evils must 


engaged. 


for the present be disastrous in a la- 
mentable degree; and if they should be 
prolonged and aggravated, that they 
might be even fatal to the Society itself. 
They were aware that it was not im- 
possible that their best efforts to sustain 
the cause might be obstructed by other 
difficulties in the state of the public 
mind, than those of which they had 
been clearly apprised. ‘There seemed 
to be some undefinable ground of dis- 
trust. The appeals which were once 
effectual seemed with many to have 
lost their power. Nor was it always 
easy, how nobly the 
churches had come to the rescue of 
other objects, to account for the feeble- 
ness of the response when the exigen- 
cies of this were spread before them. 
Not a few had discontinued their 
annual contributions; and the income 
from this important source was so 
much diminished, that it was with 
difficulty the Board could find means 
for paying appropriations to young 
men of half the usual amount.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 


In these circumstances of trying 
responsibility, the Directors, when at 
length they perceived that many of the 
friends of religion, and those interested 
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in other benevolent objects not less 
than in this, began to participate in the 
anxious solicitude with which they 
had been exercised, decided that the 
occasion was urgent and the opportu- 
nity favorable for submitting the whole 
subject to the consideration of the 
Society, at a meeting to be called for 
that special object. The season of the 
Annual Meeting as hitherto arranged, 
allows but little time for such delibera- 
It was therefore determined to 
call a Special Meeting of the Society, 
embracing the Corporate and Honorary 
members, to meet in Boston on the 19th 
October, 1842. This meeting was held 
agreeably to appointment, and was at- 
tended by a highly respectable repre- 
sentation from different parts of New 
England, from the Middle States, and 
from some of the Western States. 
Clergymen present who were not 
members of the Society were invited 
to give their aid, and they participated 
freely in the discussions of the meeting. 
Letters were also read, which had been 
addressed to the Secretary by a con- 
siderable number who were unable to 
be present, in which the views of the 
writers were freely expressed, and in 
some cases elaborately drawn out. At 
this meeting the thoughts of many hearts 
were revealed; an 


tions. 


extensive inter- 
change of views in regard to the cause 
of ministerial education was promoted ; 
and the Directors, who, after submit- 
ting a statement of the reasons for 
calling the meeting, with a few leading 
points of inquiry which seemed to 
demand attention, remained for the 
most part in the position of listeners 
and learners, were assisted to compre- 
hend somewhat more clearly the na- 
ture of the difficulties which had 
proved a hindrance to their more 
recent efforts. 

It was no part of the object of the 
Directors in calling this Special Meet- 
ing, to force up at all events a new 
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demonstration of interest in the So- 
ciety ; nor to embody and send out an 
expression of opinion in its favor, 
which might by the mere weight of 
authority overawe and control the 
judgment of individual ministers and 
Christians. They rather sought to 
bring out from every legitimate source 
a fair and full expression of individual 
sentiments, to give opportunity for a 
full discussion of doubts and difficul- 
ties, as they might be found to present 
themselves to the minds of Christians 
at large, in reference to any of the 
practical features of the system. After 
such a revelation and comparison of 
views as might thus be had, with due 
discussion and deliberation, accompa- 
nied with prayer for the divine direc- 
tion, it was believed that substantial 
unanimity would be attained upon 
solid grounds; and that the result 
would ultimately shape itself aright in 
the hands of those on whose cordial 
and steady support the cause must 
depend for its prosperity. The general 
approbation with which the proposal 
was received, and the lively interest 
taken in the subject by the meeting 
when assembled, have confirmed the 
Board in the belief that the measure 
was wise in its design, and will be 
useful in its influence. 

The discussions at the Special Meet- 
ing were continued through three 
entire days. An official account of the 
proceedings, accompanied by the State- 
ment submitted by the Board of Direc- 
tors, was published and distributed 
through the medium of the Society’s 
Quarterly Journal ; and a sketch of the 
discussions on all the most important 
points were widely circulated through 
the columns of the religious papers. 
In speaking of the resulis of the meet- 
ing, therefore, only a brief reference to 
the particulars which have been spread 
before the public will be requisite in 
this place. 
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The three great questions which 
came up for consideration were: First, 
Whether the principle on which the 
Society is founded—viz., that of fur- 
nishing assistance to indigent young 
men preparing for the ministry, is a 
correct principle; Second, Whether it 
is expedient to maintain a_ general” 
organization, like those of our great 
benevolent Societies, for the promotion 
of this object; and Third, Whether the 
system on which the American Educa- 
tion Society is at present organized, 
considered in its practical details, is 
the best that in the circumstances can 
be devised. 

The two first points of inquiry, after 
every suggestion which seemed worthy 
to receive attention had been patiently 
canvassed, were decided with great 
unanimity in the affirmative. In a 
brief Address to the Public, adopted 
and sent forth by the meeting, this 
part of their deliberations and the con- 
clusion to which they came is referred 
to in the following emphatic terms. 


“This Society was intended to meet an 
existing want ;—to call forth, under the 
pressing exigencies of the church, further 
aid for the accomplishment of those great 
designs which Providence has so plainly 
set before us. 

Has that want ceased? Have the exigen- 
cies which gave rise to the Society passed 
away? To this question we have first di- 
reeted our attention, with all the interest 
which so momentous a subject is fitted to 
create. The result has been a growing 
conviction on every mind, that the causes 
which led to the formation of this Society, 
continue to exist in their full extent. 
Though a few of our settlements have a 
larger supply of ministers than at a former 
period, we find abundant evidence in the 
constant and rapid growth of our country, 
the increasing demand in our new settle- 
ments, for a more enlightened ministry, 
and the widening extent of the missionary 
field abroad, that the period is far distant at 
which our churches can dispense with such 
an organ as the American Education So- 
ciety, without a sacrifice of some of their 
highest duties to God and to man.” 


A Committee of which Rev. Leonard 
Woods, D. D., of Andover, was chairman, 
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submitted a Report on these points, in 
which they speak as follows : 

Your Committee consider the plan 
of affording to indigent and pious young 
men assistance in some sense and in 
some degree gratuitous, in preparing 
for the ministry, as having resulted not 
from speculation, but from sober ex- 
perience. It was found to be a fact, 
that an adequate supply of ministers 
for the Missionary field, and for the 
Home service, could not be had from 
those who possessed the means of 
educating themselves. It was indeed 
true, that many young men who were 
in indigent circumstances, attempted 
to prepare themselves for the ministry. 
But for the most part those who were 
left without gratuitous aid, were com- 
pelled either to relinquish the object 
entirely, or to enter the ministry with 
avery partial education. Many even 
of those who had some degree of 
assistance from benevolent individuals, 
felt it necessary to leave their studies 
at College, and their theological studies 
in the midst of a regular course. Such 
was the general fact before the plan 
was in good earnest adopted, of afford- 
ing gratuitous aid to those who were 
indigent. And on the solid ground of 
past experience, we are convinced that 
should gratuitous aid be now withheld, 
a large portion of those who are ina 
course of training for the ministry, 
would pursue other vocations, and 
another portion would seek admission 
into the sacred office with a very in- 
adequate and superficial preparation. 
And so the design of having an able 
and learned as well as pious ministry, 
could not be carried into effect. 

The effort to train up indigent young 
men of proper qualifications for the 
service of the church, has been gener- 
ally regarded as essential to the success 
of all our other benevolent enterprises. 
And our deliberate opinion is, that that 
is a just view of the matter. And if 
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this species of charity should be sus- 
pended for only a few years, the ex- 
periment we think would Jead to 
results which good men would most 
heartily deplore. The present want of 
well qualified missionaries for the 
foreign field and for our own country, 
would unquestionably be more than 
doubled, and a very. large part of the 
usual supply of ministers for our 
churches would be cut off. It seems 
to us evident, that if, through the op- 
eration of any causes whatever, the 
efforts of the benevolent to educate 
indigent young men for the ministry 
should cease, even for a few years, we 
should be involved in unspeakable 
difficulty and distress, in regard to all 
the interests of Christianity; and an 
injury would be inflicted on the cause 
of the church, which could not be 
easily repaired. 

It must be admitted then, that gra- 
tuitous aid of some kind, in educating 
men for the sacred office, is indispen- 
sable. But the question remains, 
whether a General Organization is ne- 
cessary; or whether such a sacred 
charity may not be applied to greater 
advantage in some other way. It 
may be thought that this concern can 
be safely intrusted to spontaneous in- 
dividual generosity,—or to the charity 
of the churches, or to the guardians of 
each Academy, College, and Seminary, 
or to the smaller clerical bodies, as 
Associations, Conferences, or Presby- 
teries. We say, the smaller clerical 
bodies. For if a large ecclesiastical 
body undertakes this work, it must 
shape itself for this very purpose, and 
must appoint a Board of Managers, 
Agents, and other officers; and so must 
fully assume the character of a general 
organization. A general organization 
will equally exist, whether it be found 
in a large voluntary association of men 
formed for the very purpose, or whether 
it be engrafted on a large ecclesiastical 
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body which previously existed, for other | whole concern to well qualified trust- 


purposes ; and in both cases the organ- 
ization would be equally voluntary, 
so far as relates to the education of 
ministers. 

The question before us is, whether 
any general organization is called for. 

And your Committee are persuaded 
that an organization of the general 
character referred to is, in various 
respects decidedly preferable to any 
other way of accomplishing the object. 
First, it is preferable in respect to a 
judicious selection and education of 
those young men who shall be trained 
up for the ministry. How can it be 
expected as a general thing, that mer- 
chants, farmers, mechanics, or other 
benevolent individuals, or that churches 
whether larger or smaller, will be as 
able to judge of the intellectual and 
moral qualifications of those youth who 
shall be the objects of their pious 
charities, as a body of men whom they 
can appoint for the purpose? And 
how can it be expected that such in- 
dividuals or churches will be able to 
devote the time and attention which 
will be necessary to a safe appropria- 
tion of their pious bounty ? 

One of the circumstances which first 
led to a general organization, was found 
in this very matter. Benevolent men 
said to ministers of the gospel: “ We 
are ready to furnish the funds neces- 
sary to educate pious young men for 
the ministry, but we cannot be bur- 
dened with the business of distributing 
the funds to suitable individuals, or 
with the care of their education. Form 
a society for that purpose, and we will 
supply the means of accomplishing the 
object.” And if the business were 
now thrown upon individuals or chureh- 
es, they would, after a short trial and 
even a partial acquaintance with the 
difficulties of the undertaking, come 
undoubtedly to the same result; and 
would insist upon committing the 


worthy men, who should act for them 
in executing their pious designs. 

Other considerations were urged by the 
Committee, showing the advantage of a 
general organization in respect to the raising 
of funds, and as conducing to the perma- 
nence of this species of Christian charity. 


CHANGES IN THE SYSTEM OF RULES. 

The third point, relating to the de- 
tails of the system as at present pur- 
sued by the Society, engaged the atten- 
tion of the meeting, in one way and 
another, during no inconsiderable part 
of the time they were in session. This 
branch of the discussion, it was very 
natural to expect, would elicit a greater 
diversity of views than that which re- 
lated to the fundamental principles of 
the Institution. Nor was it found to 
be at all practicable to come to a satis- 
factory conclusion in respect to it, with- 
out more time, and a more minute 
attention to facts and circumstances 
than it was competent for the meeting 
in its embodied capacity to give. After 
having clearly come to the conclusion, 
therefore, that the present system of 
Rules ought to be revised, it was de- 


}cided to place that whole subject in 


the hands of an able Committee, which 
should be so constituted as fairly to 
represent the different views and pre- 
ferences expressed in the meeting; by 
them to be matured and again present- 
ed for the consideration of the Society 
at their Annual Meeting. On this 
point, the Address before referred to 
thus speaks: 


‘ How far is the system on which this 
Society is conducted, of a nature to secure 
the end for which it was framed ?—To this 
point we have given an attentive and pro- 
longed consideration, and have listened to 
every suggestion that could be made for its 
improvement. The system has of course 
been experimental from the first; and has 
been changed from time to time, as circum- 
stances seemed to require. After a long 
and serious consideration, we have seen 
reason to recommend a revision of the 
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standing Rules and Regulations; with a 
view to relieve all concerned from any 
embarrassment attending the present sys- 
tem; to encourage those who receive aid 
in their efforts for increased improvement ; 
and to give new assurances to the public, 
that assistance shall be extended only to those 
who, by their talents, their diligence, and 
their consistent piety, give promise of being 
efficient laborers in the cause of Christ. 
To aid in this revision, we have appointed 
a large Committee, whose labors will be 
continued during the approaching winter, 
and who will report the result of their 
inquiries at the next Annual Meeting of 
the Society. 

“ We are firmly persuaded, as the result 
of our deliberations, that the system can be 
so modified as to secure these objects; and 
that if these objects are secured, the Society 
will enjoy the confidence of the Christian 
public, The ends which it proposes com- 
mend themselves to every heart which 
loves the Redeemer and the souls of men; 
and we close our session with the fullest 
confidence that this end can be attained, 
to a most animating extent, by the future 
labors of the American Education Society.” 


The persons appointed on the above 
named committee were the following: 
Rev. Heman Humphrey, D. D., Rey. 
Justin Edwards, D. D., Rev. Richard 
S. Storrs, D. D., Rev. Rufus Anderson, 
D. D., Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., 
Rev. Nehemiah Adams, Rev. Edward 
Beecher, D. D., Rev. Ansel D. Eddy, 
Rey. William M. Rogers, Hon. William 
B. Banister, Hon. Alfred D. Foster, 
Henry Hill, Esq., and Charles Stod- 
dard, Esq. 

This Committee had two sessions 
during the winter; at the first of which, 
a session prolonged through four days, 
every member was present except one, 
who was prevented from attending by 
sickness. It will be seen that a deep 
interest has been taken by them in the 
subject, and great pains bestowed upon 
its investigation. 


The Committee, through their Chairman, 
Rev. Dr. Humphrey, submitted the result 
of their inquiries and deliberations in an 
elaborate Report, at the Annual Meeting; 
which after a free and full discussion, as 
noticed in the Minutes of that meeting on 
a previous page, was adopted, after amend- 
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ment ina single point, with almost entire 
unanimity. Our limits in this number of 
the Journal do not permit of our giving 
extended extracts from the body of this 
Report. We may perhaps publish it entire 
in the next number. The outlines of the 
system hereafter to be pursued are em- 
braced in the following 


RESOLUTIONS. 


1. That no aid be given to any candidate 
for assistance before the commencemnt of 
the College course, or before the candidate 
has completed two years of classical study. 

2. That aid be given only to those 
students, who, being in other respects 
qualified, are proved by the testimony of 
their instructors to be making good pro- 
ficiency in their studies. 

3. That the immediate supervision of 
those students in each College or Theo- 
logical Seminary, who are aided by the 
Society, and the distribution among them 
of the funds voted by the Directors for 
their use, be intrusted to a Committee, at 
or near the College or Theological Semi- 
nary, who shall be appointed by the Di- 
rectors. 

4, That the appropriating Committee, at 
or near each College or Theological Semi- 
nary, be the Examining Committee. 

5. That the appropriating? Committee at 
or near each College or Theological Semi- 
nary, before recommending any candidate 
to the patronage of the Society, shall satisfy 
themselves both by personal examination 
and by suitable testimony, respecting his 
need, his piety, his proficiency in his studies 
and his promise of usefulness generally, 
and shall report the particulars, and make 
return of the testimony to the Directors 
upon whom in all cases shall devolve the 
responsibility of making the appointments. 

6. That the appropriating Committee for 
each College or Theological Seminary 
shall renew their inquiries respecting each 
individual before each successive appropria- 
tion, and shall particularly ascertain from 
his teacher his diligence and proficiency asa 
scholarand his unexceptionable deportinent. 

7. That aid given to each student be 
proportioned to his wants—the average not 
to exceed etghty dollars annually, and the 
maximum not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars annually. 

_&. That it be discretionary with the local 
Committees, in consultation with the bene- 
ficiaries, to determine whether in each case 
the aid afforded be in the form of gratuity 
or loan; that the sums gratuitously given 
shall be considered as an encouragement 
and an expression of the interest of Chris- 
tian friends ; and that loans be made on 
condition of payment before settlement in 
the ministry. 


9. That each recipient of aid shall sub- 
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scribe an obligation, to refund to the 
Society whatever he may have received 
from its treasury, if he shall voluntarily 
fail to enter upon the work of the ministry. 


We have room only for two or three 
paragraphs from the conclusion of the 
Report of the Directors. 

In view of all the way in which the 
Lord has led them, during the year 
which is now closed, the Directors feel 
that they are placed under special ob- 
ligations of gratitude for his auspiciously 
disposing Providence, and for the kind 
and harmonizing influences of his 
Spirit. That the measures which 
were suggested by the Board, should 
have been responded to with so much 
cordiality by the Society at the Special 
Meeting ; that, notwithstanding the 
state of uncertainty and suspense, in 
some respects, into which the public 
mind was brought by the attitude in 
which a variety of important questions 
were left at the close of that meeting, 
there should have existed so general 
an expectation of a right result, attended 
by many new and practical demonstra- 
tions of attachment to the cause; and 
finally, that the members of the Com- 
mittee appointed to revise the Rules, 
should have taken so deep an interest, 
and labored so assiduously in the dis- 
charge of their responsible duty ; are 
considerations to which they cannot 
advert without a clear conviction that 
the hand of God has been with the 
Society in the events and developments 
of the year. 

It will be the earnest endeavor of the 
Directors to employ every means in 
their power for the attainment of the 
true objects of this Society. The 
recent expressions of opinion by its 
members, and by so many who are 
entitled to their highest confidence 
throughout the Christian community, 
have certainly placed them under new 
obligations to strive to do this. From 
the same cause, also, a renewed stimu- 
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which cannot fail of exerting an ani- 
mating influence upon their efforts. 
They do not, however, regard them- 
selves as responsible, at present, for 
special exertions rapidly to enlarge the 
number of young men receiving aid 
from the funds of the Society ; espe- 
cially while those funds shall continue 
to be so greatly inadequate to the 
proper support of such as have already 
received the pledges of the Board. 
Those now under patronage onght not 
longer to be put off with balf appro- 
priations. The disadvantages, in va- 
rious ways, to which they are subjected 
in consequence of such a material 
limitation in their pecuniary means, 
even where it does not interpose an 
absolute impediment to their progress, 
are still in many ‘cases operating to 
impair their literary qualifications, and 
to bring acloud upon their early hopes 
of eminent usefulness in the ministry. 
It will be the first endeavor of the 
Board, and of its agents, to obtain the 
means by which this evil shall be 
avoided. Nor is it unreasonable now 
to expect that the churches will more 
generally come to their help, in a duty 
which, when freed from extraneous 
difficulties, commends itself strongly 
to the judgment and to the heart of 
every Christian, Although, at present, 
it may be necessary to admit that too 
slight a conviction of the importance 
of this cause exists, yet, from facts and 
circumstances before referred to, the 
Directors must anticipate a gradual 
change in its favor ; and they will study 
so to direct all their proceedings, that 
ultimately they may receive the appro- 
bation of the wise and good. Above 
all, they desire to look up to Him to 
whom the church, the ministry, and 
the salvation of the world are un- 
changeably and supremely dear, as 
their teacher and helper in all the la- 
bors and responsibilities peculiar to 
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At the Quarterly Meeting of the 
Board of Directors in July, appropria- 
tions of half the usual amount were 
granted to one hundred and eighty-five 
young men, under the patronage of the 
Parent Society, and its Branches in the 
New England States and in Ohio. 
Five new applicants also were recelv- 


ed, making the whole number one 
hundred and ninety, to whom appro- 
ptiations were granted this quarter by 
the Parent Board. 

The Directors of the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society at New York 
reported fifty-seven young men to 
whom they had granted appropria- 
tions. 

The Board have still to regret their 
inability to make appropriations of the 
full amount, to the young men who 
are dependent upon them for assistance. 
Instances are now known to them of 
young men far advanced in the col- 
lege course, who are upon the point of 
abandoning their studies at the close 
of the present collegiate year, for the 
want of the other moiety of aid which 
the Society has failed to supply. The 
difference between forty dollars and 
eighty, in the matter of meeting the 
expenses of a student in a college or 
theological seminary, as any one can 
see, is a very material difference. It 
is not to be wondered at in the least, 
that many, who have no other source 
of dependence, should be compelled to 
abandon the pursuit of an education, 
and with it the design of entering the 
ministry ; when the Education Society 
is obliged year after year thus to limit 
its quarterly appropriations. Will not 
benevolent individuals under whose 
eyes these statements may fall, take 
into prayerful consideration the present 
circumstances and wants of this class of 
young men? Deserving, as it is be- 
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lieved they are, of the confidence which 
has been placed in them, ought they 
not, for the sake of the cause of Christ to 
which they have solemnly devoted their 
lives, to be enabled to go on and com- 
plete their preparation, and enter with 
suitable qualifications into the work of 
the ministry ?

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WHAT ARE THE PROSPECTS OF THE EDUCATION SOCIETY? 


WE are often greeted with this in- 
quiry of late; and the benevolent in- 
terest with which it is propounded, 
accompanied with an apparent expec- 
tation of an encouraging answer, makes 
ita welcome salutation. Many of the 
friends of religion, with whom we have 
not the opportunity of personal inter- 
course, have doubtless felt a similar 
interest in the present condition of the 
Society. Toas many of them as the 
Journal may reach we would say, Our 
prospects are brightening. ‘There isa 
perceptible improvement in the state of 
the treasury ; though this, we regret to 
say, is not by any means equal to the 
immediate wants of the Society. It is 
of the prospect that we speak, especially 
in this particular, rather than of what 
has been already realized. We are 
encouraged to expect that the results of 
the year will show the names of many 
congregations and individuals among 
the contributors to this object, which 
for a season past have been missed 
from among them. We are receiving 
gratifying assurances from various 
quarters, that the object is regarded 
with new interest and favor since the 
results of the Special Meeting of the 
Society have become generally known. 
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A new turn has been given to the 
thoughts and reasonings of many 
minds, in regard to the duty of sustain- 
ing the operations of the Society, and 
in regard to the value of such an in- 
strumentality to. the church, when 
steadily supported. Circumstances in 
the state of the religious community, 
which seemed, in the apprehension of 
some, to stand in the way of any further 
enlargement of its means, or of the 
number of young men to be benefited 
by their application, have either begun 
to pass away altogether, or have come 
to be regarded in a different light as to 
their bearing on this cause. Tbe num- 
ber of beneficiaries however will con- 
tinue for some time to be comparatively 
small. Indeed it may never again rise 
so high as at a former period, when 
young men were admitted nearly at the 
outset of the course, and when the 
popular demand was for a rapid in- 


crease of numbers in the ministry. 


The change in respect to the time of 
admission, will of itself do much to 
produce a relative. diminution. Even 
though the number who reach the end 
of the course and enter the ministry 
should be greater, still, under this ar- 
rangement, the whole number assisted 
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may at the same time be less. So far 
as any result of this kind shall be 


realized, an actual gain will be achieved , 


in point of safety and economy in the 
application of means. 

The most pressing trial in the affairs 
of the Society at the present time, is 
the continued insufficiency of its regu- 
lar income to meet the necessary de- 
mands of the young men who are look- 
ing to its treasury for aid. On this 
point the solicitude of the Directors is 
deeply exercised. For two years they 
have been able to appropriate only half 
the usual amount, to assist the young 
men in bearing their expenses. Expe- 
rience has fully shown, that to continue 
the appropriations indefinitely on this 
reduced scale, will be equivalent to a 
prohibition of all new applications. 
Unless the friends of the cause of the 
Redeemer are willing to increase their 
contributions to this object, so as to 
enable the Board to grant full appro- 
priations, it will be to little purpose 
that so much pains has been bestowed 
upon theoretical changes and improve- 
ments. It is encouraging indeed to 
know that these efforts on the part of 
the Society are so extensively hailed 
with approbation; and it inspires the 
belief that a better'state of the finances 
will be the consequence. This conse- 
quence, as we have already said, begins 
to come ; but it comes much foo slowly. 
The amount of contributions needs to 
be doubled. If one half of the pecu- 
niary patronage which has been di- 
verted from this object within a period 
of five years, could at once be added 
to its current receipts, its present in- 
come would be more than doubled, and 
the Society would be enabled to fulfill 
all its engagements with the beneficia- 
ries, their number remaining as it now 
is. In a matter of this kind “the 
descent is easy;” but to ascend—to 
regain the ground which has been lost 
—“this is labor!” In this labor will 
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not every pastor, and every private 
Christian, lend a helping hand? So 
doing, they will soon be able for them- 
selves, to give a more satisfactory an- 
swer to the question, ‘ What are the 
prospects of the Education Society ?’ 
eee AS 
Report of the Special Committee, 
ON REVISING THE RULES OF THE AMERI- 
CAN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

In the August number of the Journal we 
gave such extracts from the last Annual 
Report of the Directors, and from the Re- 
port of one of the Committees appointed at 
the Special Meeting, as our limits would 
permit. The Report of the Committee on 
revising the Rules of the Society, which 
was published in the Appendix of the An- 
nual Report, is a document of so much 
interest and importance that we are induced 
to insert it entire in the Journal, for the 
perusal of many of our readers who will not 
have met with it in any other form, 


Your Committee met early in De- 
cember, under a deep sense of their 
responsibility to the Society, to the 
Church, and aboye all, to the Great 
Head of the Church, and spent seyeral 
days in the service devolved upon them 
by the foregoing Resolution. Asking 
wisdom of God, of which they felt 
special need in all their deliberations, 
they carefully reviewed the history of 
the Society through every stage of its 
progress—freely canvassed the funda- 
mental principles on which it was 
founded—minutely examined its Con- 
stitution and Rules—considered and 
weighed, as well as they were able, all 
the objections which they had heard 
urged against its present organization 
—endeavored as far as they could, to 
ascertain the causes of its recent un- 
popularity and decline, and particularly 
inquired what modifications, if any, 
either in its plan or administration are 
called for. 

A rapid glance at the origin and 
progress of the American Education 


= . 


; 
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Society, will prepare the way for a 
more concise statement than. would 
otherwise be made, of the views, ar- 
guments and conclusions, which your 
Committee think it their duty to sub- 
mit to the enlightened judgment and 
deliberate action of the Society. 

This Institution bad its origin in the 
acknowledged and alarming deficiency 
of well educated ministers of the gos- 
pel, and the rapidly increasing demand 
for such ministers, in the new. States 
and Territories of this great country. 
The Society was formed in the month 
of August, 1815, and having now been 
in operation more than twenty-seven 
years, it has had ample time for a fair 
trial. What then has it accomplished ? 
Has its success equalled the reasonable 
expectations of its pious founders and 
patrons, or has it been a failure? Let 
its history speak for itself. 

The first year it received and aided 
seven beneficiaries. The second year 
it aided a hundred and thirty-eight. In 
1828, the number had increased to 
three hundred; and so fast did it con- 
tinue to increase for the next ten years, 
that in 1838, no less than eleven hundred 
and forty-one, were aided from its 
treasury. Since then, there bas been 
a gradual falling off, and for the last 
year or two the decline has been rapid. 

The whole number who have at any 
time received any aid from the Society 
since it was formed, is 3,482. Of these, 
about 1,600 are now ordained Pastors, 


Foreign Missionaries, Secretaries and} 


Agents of Benevolent Societies, and 
Candidates for the Ministry. The 
whole number of Foreign Missionaries 
whom it has helped to educate is 
seventy-four ; of Domestic Missionaries 
a much larger number ; and there are 
now under its patronage 468. ‘These 
the Committee regard, as great and 
glorious results, in which millions will 
rejoice forever. 

Whatever diversity of sentiment may 
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prevail among the pious and enlight- 
ened friends of the American Educa- 
tion Society, with regard to the future, 
we believe there can be but one opinion 
with respect to its having been called 
for, by the exigencies of our country 
and of the world, when it was formed. 
On other points, it is to be expected 
that even good men will differ. Some 
few may think the Society has “ ful- 
filled its mission,” and ‘that having 
done its appropriate work, it should 
now give place to other and _ better in- 
strumentalities ; but it seems to your 
Committee impossible, that any one 
who duly appreciates the importance 
of a well educated ministry, can wish 
that the Society had never existed. 
Who, after making every abatement, 
can deny, that it has accomplished a 
vast amount of good; that its salutary 
influence is felt and will be felt in the 
four quarters of the globe, down to the 
end of time? Who would venture, 
were such a retrograde movement pos- 
sible, to silence its fifteen hundred 
preachers at home, and recall the Mis- 
sionaries by whom it is represented 
abroad, and send them all back to their 
fields and their shops? How would 
“the ways of Zion mourn!” How 
would Lebanon and Carmel languish! 

Has the Society then finished the 
work for which it was organized? Is 
its aid, mm educating poor young men 
of promising talents and decided piety 
for the ministry, no longer needed ? 
If it is no longer wanted, if it can be 
spared, the Committee would say with 
one voice, Let it be given up. Bright 
as this star has shone in the new and 
glorious constellation of the nineteenth 
century, let us not mourn to see it 
stricken out, if the world no longer 
needs its light. The church cannot 
afford to sustain any benevolent insti- 
tution, for the good it has done. It 
must still be wanted, and be able to 
rest its claims for continued patronage 
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upon its prospective usefulness. A 
society may spring up in some great 
emergency, and accomplish the ends 
for which it was established in a few 
‘years. In such a case, its having 
scattered ever so many blessings over 
the land or the world, affords no suf- 
ficient reason for prolonging its exist- 
ence. The friends of any great be- 
nevolent institution must be able’ to 
show that there is still more good for 
it to do, which can be accomplished as 
well, at least, by its agency as by any 
other, or they cannot reasonably ask 
for the continuance of public patronage. 
Has the American Education Society 
then, the Committee again ask, done 
up its great work? Is the religious 
condition of the country and of the 
world so essentially changed for the 
better, that its further aid can now be 
dispensed with, and the funds which 
would be necessary to support it, more 
advantageously laid out for the same 
object, in some other way ? 

If the Society is no longer wanted, 
it must be either because the sacred 
profession is already full—or because 
there are no more poor young men of 
piety and talents to be educated—or 
because the demand itself will ensure 
an adequate supply without the help 
of charity—or because there are wiser 
and better methods of affording the 
needful aid, than the Society employs. 
We can do but little more than glance 
at these suppositions in our present 
report. 

Is the sacred profession then full? 
Are there laborers enough now in the 
Lord’s vineyard? We have been told, 
that there are, and even more than can 
find employment. “The supply of 
ministers,” it is said, “is greater than 
the demand—many excellent men are 
obliged to stand all the day idle, and it 
would be a waste of money to increase 
the number.” In looking over the 
great field, and listening to the urgent 
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calls for more men to break up the 
fallow ground and. reap the harvest, 
your Committee are constrained -to 
come to a very different conclusion. 
That the population of New England, 
and to some extent out of New Eng- 
land, is better supplied with able pas- 
tors than it was a quarter of a century 
ago, and that some good men who 
would be glad to preach are unem- 
ployed, is true; but that there is a 
surplus, or anything like an adequate 
supply of well educated preachers, will 
not be insisted on for a moment, by 
any one who has made himself at all 
familiar with the religious statistics of 
the United States and Territories, and 
with the wants of the heathen world. 
He must be deaf indeed, who does not 
hear the Macedonian cry waxing loud- 
er and louder from year to year, as it 
comes over the great mountains and 
lakes and rivers of the boundless West, 
and is borne upon the winds-of every 
ocean. 

Men always reason deceptively about 
surpluses, when they confine their 
views to the most favored districts. To 
judge correctly, we must take in the 
whole territory which needs the sup- 
ply, and consider how it would be, if 
the article, or the instruction, were 
equally and properly distributed. As 
there might be a large surplus of wheat 
at the West, and of domestic manu- 
factures at the East, and yet not be 
enough of either to supply the whole 
country; just so in the immediate 
vicinity of our Colleges and Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, where most of the 
preachers are educated, they may, ata 
given time, appear to jostle one another, 
when if they could be dispersed and 
set down where their labors are wanted, 
it might emphatically be asked, in view 
of the multitudes still unprovided for, 
“ What are these among so many 2?” 

Upon the basis of calculations which 
have been a hundred times repeated 
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and never disproved, the Committee | ciety, when a thousand beneficiaries 


feel warranted in saying, that if every 
preacher of competent talents and 
learning, who is unemployed and able 
to labor, could have his field, (and a 
large one too,) assigned him to-morrow, 
thousands, yes, literally thousands of 
other fields in this broad land, to go 
no further, must lie waste for want of 
cultivators. It would be very much 
within the truth to assert, that four 
mullions of our people are living with- 
out adequate religious instruction. And 
then, what is to become of the five or 
six hundred thousand souls, added 
every year to the population of these 
United States, without a much greater 
annual supply of ministers than our 
best efforts have yet been able to fur- 
nish. What of a hundred pagan na- 
tions? ‘They must hear the gospel or 
perish ; but “ how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher, and how shall. they 
preach, except they be sent?” “As 
it is written, How beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that publisheth 
peace, that bringeth good tidings of 
good, that publisheth salvation, that 
saith unto Zion, Thy God reigneth.” 
Can this be the time then, the Com- 
mittee would respectfully but earnestly 
ask, for the church to relax her efforts 
to increase the number of efficient 
pastors and missionaries by aiding those 
young men of the right stamp, who 
cannot be educated without her assist- 
ance? Is thisa time to disband her 
societies, or to starve them out, by 
withholding her contributions; and to 
send back the sons whom the Lord 
hath given her, to their secular em- 
ployments, when there is such a 
“famine of hearing the word of the 
Lord” over half the land, and almost 
all the world besides, and when that 
famine is every day spreading wider 
and wider? If, inthe highest pros- 
perity of the American Education So- 


were annually aided from its treasury, 
the supply of educated ministers from 
every source was nearly all swallowed 
up in the vacancies occasioned by death 
and the failure of health in the sacred 
profession, what, the Committee would 
anxiously ask, now,. when the supply 
is yearly falling off, what is to become 
of that great population which has 
never been reached, and of the thirty 
or forty congregations, which are added 
every month, by the well known and 
rapidly accelerated rate of increase ? 
Where are the thousands of pastors 
and evangelists to come from, who are 
wanted to fill up the mighty void? It 
is as clear to the minds of your Com- 
mittee as any moral demonstration 
whatever, that unless the annual quota 
of well educated religious teachers can 
in some way be greatly increased, the 
period is near at hand, when a vast 
majority of the immortal. millions be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Rocky 
Mountains will have no competent 
pastoral care or instruction; and when 
Infidelity, Romanism, and other fatal 
errors, will roll their all-devouring 
surges over the most fertile portions of 
this our great and goodly heritage. 
There is no benign and saving influ- 
ence on earth, like that of an enlight- 
ened, laborious and godly ministry ; 
and there is, there can be, no substitute 
for it. Give to every thousand souls 
in any country, a sound and faithful 
pastor—give them through him, the 
gospel with all its countless blessings, 
and you make them rich indeed. 
“ Happy is that, people which is in such 
a case, yea, happy is that people whose 
God is the Lord.” 

And with such a mighty work upon 
her hands, scarcely yet half accom- 
plished, will the church listen for a 
moment to the paralyzing suggestion, 
from whatever quarter it may come, 
that she-has already transcended the 
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measure of her duty—that she has 
educated more ministers than are want- 
ed—or will she try to comfort her 
heart and quiet ber conscience with 
the thought, that God can take care of 
his own cause, and will not fail, if 
more spiritual laborers are needed, of 
raising them up in his own time and 
way? Let her not be deceived. “God 
is not mocked.” 
the means of doing whatever may be 
necessary to aid those whom it may 
please him to call into the ministry 
from the humblest circumstances, till 
he himself shall say, “it is enough ;” 
and he will most assuredly hold her 
responsible. A dispensation of the 
gospel is in this way committed to her, 
and wo unto her if she be found un- 
faithful. 

On this point, the Committee speak 
earnestly, because they feel strongly. 
Be it that there are just now a few 
supernumeraries, hovering about the 
quiet and sunny enclosures of Zion. 
It is natural and amiable for even good 
men to love the spot which gave them 
birth, more than any other spot in the 
world, and to linger by the graves of 
their fathers as long as they can. And 
who will blame them for it, provided 
they at the same time love their Mas- 
ter and his service, more than father, 


He has given her 


or mother—than home or country? It 
is bare Christian charity to believe, 
that the unemployed ministers in New 
England and elsewhere, whose peculiar 
position multiplies them ten fold in the 
eye of the public, are willing to go and 
labor in any part of the great vineyard, 
where “the Lord hath need of them.” 
Most of them, however, it is well 
known, are too poor to go “at their 
own charges ””—too poor to'reach those 
distant fields, whether at home or 
abroad, where the good seed must be 
sown and the harvest gathered. Let 
the churches in the older States do 
their duty ; let them “ pay the fare” of 
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those candidates who are charged with 
want of zeal and enterprise, because 
they do not launch out into the great 
western prairies and wildernesses where 
they are needed—let the churches rich 
in goods, in beloved pastors and spirit- 
ual gifts, pledge to all the unemployed 
preachers they can find, food and rai- 
ment and fervent prayers for the bles- 
sing of God upon their labors, and see 
if they will not be ready to set out to- 
morrow. But should all who can pos- 
sibly be spared go, still the supply 
would be inadequate. There would 
be a great and rapidly increasing de- 
mand for ministers. There is therefore 
more room than ever, for the American 
Education Society to labor in its ap- 
propriate field of Christian benevolence, 
if young men enough of the right stamp 
can be found to educate. And the 
Committee are happy to believe, that 
on this score, there will be no obstruc- 
tion to its charities. 

When we recollect how richly and 
gloriously the churches have recently 
been blessed with revivals, we cannot 
doubt, that many hundreds have been 
converted, who, if the Spirit of God 
moves them in that direction, ought to 
be educated for pastors and mission- 
aries; but who have not the means of 
educating themselves. Or however 
inadequate the number of suitable per- 
sons to be taken up as beneficiaries 
may now be, no one can doubt, that 
He, with whom “is the residue of the 
Spirit,’ who is “able of the stones to 
raise up children to Abraham,” can, 
with infinite ease, bring in as many 
hundreds, or thousands as are wanted. 
When the fields are white, and the 
reapers few, there is always one re- 
source which cannot fail. It is prayer; 
fervent, believing, persevering prayer, 
offered up to the Lord of the harvest. 
Let the American Education Society 
then be sustained by the prayers and 
contributions of the churches; let it 
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increase, its efforts to build up the 
waste places of Zion through the in- 
strumentality of a pious, learned and 
efficient ministry, and with a single 
eye to the glory of God; and the Com- 
mittee feel assured it will find its hands 
full of work for a great while to come, 
unless the demand for such a ministry 
should of itself create the supply. 

And is there any hope of this? Can 
we rely on the maxims of Political 
Economy, to take care of the religious 
interests of the country? When there 
is a demand for more cotton or wheat, 
that is, when more of either of these 
great staples is wanted than is pro- 
duced, there will soon be a correspond- 
ing increase to meet the demand. No 
other stimulus or agency is necessary. 
The market will regulate and take 
eare of itself. 

Not so in the case before us, It is 
some five or six thousand years too 
late, for any body to be at the trouble 


of proving that men take infinitely 


better care of their temporal, than of 
their spiritual interests—of their bodies 
than of their souls. The experience of 
all ages shows that the demand, mean- 
ing by it the need, of moral and relig- 
ious instruction, will mot create the 
supply. So far is this from being the 
case, that the more the people of any 
destitute region need the gospel, that 
is, the more ignorant and depraved 
they are, the less will they desire the 
blessing, and the greater efforts must 
be made to bestow it upon them. 
When we say there is at this moment 
a demand for some thousands more of 
well educated ministers within our 
own territorial limits and in foreign 
lands, our meaning is that perishing 
millions need them; and it requires 
more than all the education and mis- 
sionary societies in the world can do 
to keep pace with the ever growing 
demand. There are not pious young 
men enough, whose parents are able 
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and disposed to educate them, to meet 
it. Hundreds and thousands must re- 
ceive pecuniary aid from some quarter 
to make up the deficiency, or we are 
lost. 

The only remaining question, as it 
appears to the Committee, is, whether 
there are wiser and better methods of 
affording aid than the American Edu- 
cation Society does or can employ. If 
there are, then its further agency may 
and ought to be dispensed with. The 
Committee are aware, that in some of 
the Academies, many of the Colleges, 
and most if not all of the Theological 
Seminaries, there are funds specially 
appropriated to reduce the expenses of 
indigent young men, who are studying 
for the ministry. Not a few are as- 
sisted by the churches, of which they 
are members; and some are helped by 
benevolent individuals. Now all this 
is well, as far as it goes; and the time 
may come, when no other aid will be 
necessary, or when .a better general 
system than the American Education 
Society, will be devised to take its 
place. When that day shall arrive, let 
the Society by all means retire from 
the field, and leave the work to more 
skilful hands. But how can the desti- 
tute churches and congregations, in 
almost every section of the United 
States; how can the hundreds of 
thousands added every year to our 
population ; how can the hundreds of 
millions of perishing heathen wait for 
it? Till a substitute.can be brought 
into full and successful operation, the 
Society must be sustained. In the 
present state of the country and of the 
world, its agency cannot be dispensed 
with. 

Can it then be so modified, as to free 
it from the embarrassments which now 
impede its progress, and start it upon a 
fresh career of public usefulness? The 
Commaittee entertain sanguine hopes 
that it can; and after long and mature 
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deliberation, they have unanimously 
adopted the opinion expressed in the 
vote of the Society under which they 
were appointed, that to this end the 
Constitution and Rules need revision. 

In coming to this conclusion, how- 
ever, the Committee find no occasion 
for calling in question the wisdom of 
the venerable founders of the American 
Education Society, nor of the Directors, 
who for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, have devoted so much of their 
time to the carrying out of its benevo- 
lent plan. We are not sure that a 
better Constitution could have been 
framed; that any system for bringing 
pious indigent young men into the 
ministry, could have been adopted, 
under which the Society could have 
done more good than it has actually 
accomplished. But no system of man’s 
devising, is or ever can be perfect. No 
system, however well it may answer 
any given end at the time of its adop- 
tion, can be raised above the disturbing 
influences of ever shifting circum- 
stances. Mutability as well as imper- 
fection, is inscribed on all human in- 
stitutions. It is seen in all the various 
forms of civil governments. It is seen 
in our seminaries of learning. It is 
seen everywhere. Nothing is exactly 
in the same state to-day, as it was 
yesterday. As years and ages roll on, 
circumstances and relations will change, 
so that what is wisest and best at one 
time, may be rendered entirely inap- 
propriate at another. 

Besides, it is not in human wisdom 
to foresee just how any complicated 
system will work. It must be tried. 
Seldom, if ever, has the world seen a 
wiser body of men, than the framers of 
the Federal Constitution ; and yet, the 
experience of sixty years has developed 
imperfections and tendencies in the 
compact which those great men never 
dreamed of. The only safe way, in 
the management of our benevolent in- 
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stitutions, is to watch the progress of 
things, and from time to time to make 
such alterations and amendments, as 
the unfoldings of Providence may sug- 
gest and require. 

Changes, moreover, are sometimes 
needful, to remove obstructions which 
have been long accumulating, so that 
the machine may move on freely for 
another indefinite period as before. 
Some regard, also, is due to the well 
known impulse of novelty. Such is 
the constitution of the human mind, 
that men become tired of treading year 
after year in the same beaten path—of 
pursuing the same object.in the same 
way. Change of means and measures 
refreshes the mind, just as change of 
position does the body. A new or 
modified system of action often gives a 
new and effective impulse, in the same 
general direction. 

Your Committee, in recommending 
as they do, a careful revision of the 
Constitution and Regulations of the 
American Education Society, are by 
no means confident that it may not be 
found expedient, in future revisions, to 
restore some of the very features, 
which having “waxed old are now 
ready to vanish away.” Public senti- 
ment may demand it, and if so, let 
them by all means be restored. The 
great thing to be steadily aimed at by 
the friends of charitable education is, 
to bring the best talents and the most 
ardent piety that can be found in 
humble circumstances, into the minis- 
try, till the whole country is supplied 
with able and well educated pastors 
and missionaries. ; 

The Committee will now briefly 
advert to the several changes, which 
they are prepared to recommend for 
the adoption of the Society. The first 
is, that no aid be given to students be- 
fore the commencement of their college 
course, or before they have completed 
two years of classical study. This 
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would be merely returning to the 
original design and practice of the 
founders. Till 1828, twelve years after 
the Society went into operation, no 
assistance was given to beneficiaries in 
their preparatory studies. The revival 
of this restriction, your Committee be- 
lieve is now called for. It is needed 
as a test of character and abilities. 
You want to know what a young man 
is, before you take him up and bestow 
upon him the hard earned contribu- 
tions of his neighbors and acquaint- 
ances, who are as poor as himself. 
You want to know whether he is worth 
educating, before you receive him as a 
beneficiary. Try himthen. Put him 
upon his probation. Tell him that if 
he can by his own efforts, and the aid 
of friends prepare for College, you will 
help him through: but that he must 
prove himself a man, before he can be 
aided from your treasury. Almost any 
young man of ordinary health and 
respectable talents, can struggle along 
through his preparatory studies, with- 
out looking to the American Education 
Society for assistance. ‘Those who 
want the courage and perseverance to 
surmount difficulties in the outset, are 
not in general the men ever after to 
“endure hardness as good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ.” 

Such efforts as a poor young man is 
obliged to make, who is thrown mainly 
upon his own resources in the com- 
mencement of his education, are just 
the discipline which he needs to give 
energy and independence to his charac- 
ter. Those pious young men who are 
able and willing to work their own way 
up from the plough and the shop into 
the public seminary, are the men to 
move “right on” through the whole 
course, and to make the most enter- 
prising and useful ministers. 

The Committee are aware that with- 
holding aid in the preparatory course, 
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man of fair promise from attempting to 
obtain a public education, and thus the 
church may be deprived of talents and 
services which she cannot afford to 
lose. But these will be only rare ex- 
ceptions to an important general rule. 

In regard to the amount of pecuniary 
aid to Beneficiaries, the Committee are 
of opinion that it should in no case be 
sufficient to defray all their necessary 
expenses. It is better, for obvious 
reasons, that poor young men of piety 
and talent should be helped into the 
ministry, than that they should be 
borne all the way upon other men’s 
shoulders. 

Much has been said for and against 
the present loaning system; and a ref- 
erence to the Reports and Records of 
the Society will show, that no question 
has received more attention, or been 
found more difficult to settle than this. 
During the first four years, the aid 
afforded was wholly gratuitous, and 
was intended to be sufficient to meet 
all necessary expenses. But as the 
tendency of this was found in the 
judgment of the Directors to “favor 
indolence, idleness and extravagance,” 
they, at their quarterly meeting in Oct. 
1819, limited the appropriations to a 
definite sum, and thus threw the bene- 
ficiaries in some measure upon their 
own resources and efforts. The next 
year, Oct. 1820, the loaning system 
was introduced in part. Notes were 
taken for one half of each appropriation, 
till July, 1826, when the system was 
fully introduced, and obligations to re- 
fund the whole with interest, after a 
reasonable time, were required. Under 
this arrangement which has been acted 
upon ever since, considerable sums 
have been refunded, and it has till 
lately, as your Committee believe, been 
regarded with favor, by the great body 
of contributors to the funds of the 
Society. 

In proposing a change, which will 
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leave it optional with each beneficiary 
either to receive his appropriations as a 
gratuity, or to give his notes, the Com- 
mittee are by no means sure that expe- 
rience may not ere long demand a 
return to the loaning system, as it now 
exists, or in some modified form. 
They think, however, that the experi- 
ment ought to be tried, with the ex- 
pectation that some will still prefer to 
borrow, and the hope, that those who 
do not will feel themselves bound, if 
practicable, to replace what they re- 
ceive from the treasury at an early day, 
that others in their turn may enjoy the 
benefit of it. The Committee flatter 
themselves, that even more may be 
refunded in this way than upon the 
present system, and with infinitely less 
friction. 

In regard to oversight, and the dis- 
tribution of the quarterly appropria- 
tions, while your Committee would by 
all means have the Directors retain the 
general supervision of the beneficiaries, 
and the same power to receive and 
reject which they now have, we think, 
that the more immediate care of the 
young men and the giving out of the 
money may with advantage be confided 
to standing Committees, at or near the 
respective Institutions ; that these Com- 
mittees should examine all applicants 
for the patronage of the Society; that 
they should require such testimonials 
as fully to satisfy themselves of the 
piety, talents and necessities of those 
whom they recommend to the Direc- 
tors; and that. suitable inquiries in 
regard to the worthiness of the bene- 
ficiaries, ought to be made the ground 
of each appropriation. To carry out 
this part.of the system, in the best and 
most satisfactory manner, we think that 
in all ordinary cases, one individual at 
least, not concerned in the government 
and instruction of the Institution, ought 
to be placed on each local Committee. 

Such is a brief outline of the changes, 
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which in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee are called for in the Constitution 
and Rules of the American Education 
Society ; and which they respectfully 
recommend for its adoption, in the 
following Resolutions,

Number. ] . 


Tn conclusion, the Committee would 
fervently invoke the continued smiles 
of Heaven upon the Society, upon its 
Directors, upon its Officers, upon its” 
Beneficiaries, and upon all its Patrons. 
They have a great work yet to do. 
May their hands be strengthened, may 
their hearts be encouraged. The whole 
land is before them. The field is the 
world. The temple of the Lord must 
go up, and let each do his part till the 
top-stone is brought forth with shout- 
ings, Grace, grace unto it.

Rev, Joseph Emerson’s Report. 


To the Secretary of the American Education Society. 

Dear Sir.—It is now more than a year 
and a half since I have made any formal 
Report, for publication in the Journal, of 
my labors as an Agent of the American 
Education Society. This is not because I 
have ceased to labor; I may rather say, I 
have tried to labor without ceasing; and 
still I have been obliged to leave much of 
my large field unvisited. Not a Sabbath 
has passed, since my last published report, 
on which | have not preached in behalf of 
the object. But I am the only agent for 
the Society in the States of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island; and with 
the best I can do, there are as many as five 
hundred churches to which I cannot preach 
in the course of the year. Whatever of 
preaching, therefore, is heard by them on 
this subject, must come from their pastors. 
And such has been the state of feeling for 
a few years past, that I fear many of these 
churches have heard little from the pulpit 
in behalf of the American Education So- 
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ciety, and have seldom been called upon to 
contribute to supply its wants. 

But while this is true of many, there are 
others, and not a few, whose pastors have 
stood by usin the darkest hour, and have 
not suffered the year to pass by, without 
calling upon their people to pray the Lord 
of the harvest to send forth laborers into 
his harvest, and to act in consistency with 
such prayers. 

Now, indeed, a new state of things is 
rapidly rising ; and it presents a delightful 
contrast to that which is passing away. 
Those who have never doubted the neces- 
sity and usefulness of the Society, now 
labor with much more courage and pleasure ; 
and those who have stood aloof for a time, 
are fast coming again to our aid. The 
main cause of this favorable change is the 
recent modification of the Rules ofthe 
Society. The new rules, I think I may 
Say, are universally approved. 

Yet there are other causes which havea 
strong influence to lead ministers to renew 
their efforts in the work of raising up min- 
isters of the gospel. While the population 
of our country is so rapidly increasing, by 
the addition of those who must prove our 
ruin unless restrained by the influence of 
the gospel, they see that the number of 
those preparing to preach that gospel is 
decreasing with alarming rapidity. While 
they see the whole American Church 
rousing her energies to supply the treasury 
of the Home Missionary Society, they can- 
not but inquire, Where are the men to be 
found, a few years hence, who will be pre- 
pared to go forth as Missionaries of that 
Society? They see that about one half of 
those who now go, are beneficiaries of the 
American Education Society. But with 
the present progress of things this supply 
must soon fail. During the last five years 
the number of beneficiaries has fallen off 
more than six hundred. Yet this has not 
as yet greatly diminished the number in 
the Theological Seminaries. The decrease 
has mostly taken place among those who 
are in earlier stages of their education. 
The inquiry naturally arises, where shall 
men be found, when four or five years have 
passed away, and the present supply begins 
to fail? They look at the “ Thirty-eight” 
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whom the American Home Missionary 
Society has recently sent out, and are told 
that one half—perhaps rather more than 
half of them, are young men who have 
been assisted in their preparation for the 
ministry by the American Education So- 
ciety. They look at that interesting band 
of Eleven, from the last class in Andover 
Seminary, making a part of this Thirty- 
eight, who are all going to plant themselves 
in the Territory of Iowa, and learn that six 
of the number have been beneficiaries of 
this Society. The inquiry naturally arises 
in their minds, Where are their successors 
to come from, if the American Education 
Society be not supported ? 

That these men who have gone to the 
West, will call aloud for others to come 
after them, and that very soon, is apparent 
to all. What was the case in Wisconsin ? 
A noble band of ministers went out there 
under similar circumstances, and they soon 
sent back for many more to come—not to 
break up the soil, and cast in the first seed, 
but to reap the harvest already white. In 
four years the churches of Wisconsin mul- 
tiplied from szz to forty-nine. And will it 
not be thus in Iowa, where, before this 
reinforcement, seven counties out of twenty- 
four were wholly destitute of Congrega- 
tional and Presbyterian ministers? These 
are not uninhabited counties. One of them 
is as populous and wealthy as any in the 
Territory. In Burlington, one of the cen- 
tres of influence for the whole Territory, 
there were, last summer, twenty-six law- 
yers, and not one Presbyterian or Congre- 
gational minister—although such a minister 
had been anxiously sought. In such a 
field, will not these eleven brethren from 
Andover soon prepare the way for a greater 
number? Will not the twenty-seven be- 
sides them, who have gone to other desolate 
regions of the West, accomplish a similar 
work, and send back to us for others to 
assist them in gathering the harvest that 
will spring up under their labors? 

Thinking men see that this is not a time 
to cease from our efforts in educating young 
men for the ministry; and they feel that 
charitable appropriations for this object can 
be applied in no better way, than in that 
now adopted by the American Education 
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Society. And I can say confidently that 
they are coming to our aid. Last week I 
attended the meeting of the North Conso- 
ciation of Litchfield County, Connecticut. 
The Education cause has been much neg- 
lected there, for several years, After ad- 
dressing the Consociation and stating the 
changes in our Rules, one and another, 
who had for years done nothing for this 
cause, rose and stated the fact, but said they 
now felt prepared cordially to recommend 
it to their people. They felt that the 
change in the Rules had removed the 
grounds of all their former objections. 
Many expressed their warm approbation ; 
which expression of sentiment the Conso- 
ciation afterwards embodied in a Resolution, 
which was passed and ordered to be printed 
in the New Ergland Puritan, New York 
Observer and New York Evangelist. 
Ministers and others whom I meet, have 
about done throwing us back on the un- 
employed ministers. They begin to re- 
member that these men are mortal, and 
that a large proportion of them will be in 
their graves when the call shall come to 
summon to their fields of labor those who 
are now commencing their preparation for 
the ministry. They begin to feel that it is 
a pity that these men unemployed, should 
be made an excuse for diminishing the 
number of those whose labors will be so 
much needed when they are dead. And 
how long would it be, if things were to go 
on with the Education Society as they have 
done for the last five years, before there 
would not be left a single beneficiary pre- 
paring for the ministry? Less than four 
years would finish the whole work. But 
the facts stated above convince me that it 
is not to be so. A faithful administration 
of the present Rules of the Society cannot 
fail to secure increasing favor to the cause 
from year to year. In the nature of the 
case it must be so, The decrease in the 
number of those preparing for the ministry 
is not yet felt; itis only seen. But whén 
the time shall come for those who ought to 
have begun their preparation for the minis- 
try, during the last five years, and have 
not—when the time shall come for these 
men to have entered the ministry—then 
the want of them will be felt. Then all

who care for the cause of Christ in our 
land, will take hold of this work. They 
will come to it the more earnestly, because 
they will see how much has been lost by 
past negligence. They will determine, if 
they cannot redeem the past, that they will 
at least improve the future. Fathers will 
educate their sons for the ministry; and all 
will be ready to aid the promising sons of 
the poor in the same great undertaking. 
And the present aspect of things shows 
that the American Education Society will 
continue to be the great channel through 
which this work, so far as it is a charitable 
operation, will be carried on.

Quarterly Meeting of the Directors. 


Pure regular Quarterly Meeting of 
the Directors was held at the Rooms 
of the Society, Oct. 11, 1843. The 
number of applicants for appropriations 
at the Quarterly Meeting in October, 
is usually less than the average of the 
other quarters during the year, from 
the fact that some of the young men 
do not return to their respective Insti- 
tutions, after the autumnal recess, in 
season to send in their schedules. Ap- 
propriations were granted by the Parent 
Board to one hundred and thirty-one ; 
of which number eleven were received 
to the patronage of the Society at this 
meeting. The amount appropriated to 
each, excepting two only, who remain 
in the course preparatory to entering 
college, is twelve dollars; which is a 
small advance upon the rate of the 
quarterly grants for the last two years. 
It is hoped that the course will be 
still onward, to the maximum amount. 

The Directors of the Central Am. 
Ed. Society, at New York, granted 
appropriations this quarter to sixty-six 
young men; of whom five were new 
applicants. The amount of their ap- 
propriation is not stated in their report 
to the Parent Board. 

‘The whole number of young men 
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embraced in the foregoing statement, 
is one hundred and ninety-seven; of 
whom sixteen are new applicants.

Cheering Responses, 


Tue following is given not as an 
extraordinary instance, but rather as a 
gratifying example, of the manner in 
which the presentation of our cause, 
under the recent modifications, has 
been responded to at the autumnal 
meetings of many of the minor Eccle- 
siastical bodies and auxiliary Associa- 
sions, in New England. 

At the Anniversaries of Hampden 
County, Ms., held October 13, at Mon- 
son, Rev. Mr. Emerson, Agent of the 
Society, addressed the meeting; stating 
in the course of his address the changes 
in the Rules adopted at the last An- 
nual Meeting. When he had taken 
his seat, the Rey. Dr. Osgood, of 
Springfield, rose and addressed the 
meeting. He said that for some time 
past he had felt coolly towards this 
cause; but having been appointed by 
the Association to speak upon the 
subject at this meeting, he had made a 
thorough examination of the present 
position of the Society. The result 
was an entire change in his views con- 
cerning it. He now regarded it as an 
indispensable auxiliary in the work of 
preaching the gospel to a dying world. 
He then proceeded, in an earnest man- 
ner, to advocate the claims of the So- 
ciety upon the confidence and support 
of himself, his brethren and the Chris- 
tian public. 

After Dr. Osgood had concluded his 
remarks, the Rev. Dr. Ely, of Monson, 
rose and moved the following resolu- 
tion. 

Resolved, That this meeting have 
confidence in the American Education 


Society, and will do what we can to 
advance its interests.

generally done both by gentlemen and 
ladies,

how many of the thirty-eight new mis- 
sionaries, recently commissioned by 
the American Home Missionary So- 
ciety, to go to the most destitute por- 
tions of the West, are men whom the 
American Education Society has as- 
sisted in obtaining their education for 
the ministry. We find, with certainty, 
that seventeen have been thus aided, 
and probably three more, (whose first 
initials are given without their names 
in full,) which would make twenty, of 
the thirty-eight. 

Among the eleven who have gone 
from the Andover Theological Semi- 
nary to Towa this fall, we have the 
pleasure to recognise siz of our young 
men.

DAY OF PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 


Ir has been usual in this number of 
the Journal to call the attention of our 
readers, of ministers especially, to the 
observance of the last Thursday of 
February, as a season of Prayer for the 
special influences of the Spirit of God 
upon the Colleges and Literary Insti- 
tutions of our country. In doing this 
once more, as the period of this 
Annual Concert is again approaching, 
we would not be thought to arrogate 
to ourselves the merit of any peculiar 
interest in this object, beyond what is 
felt by the pastors of the churches, 
and by intelligent Christians generally. 
Much less do we take it upon ourselves 
to dictate in what manner the day 
should be improved for the purpose 
' intended, nor even to enjoin its observ- 
ance upon any of our brethren as an 
incumbent duty, if not entirely in 
accordance with their own judgement 
or convenience. It is true, however, 
that our connection with a goodly 
number of the pious students in nearly 
all the Colleges of New England and 
the Middle States, and the privilege of 
some pleasant acquaintance with many 
of those under whose instructions they 
are placed, are circumstances adapted 
to bring our thoughts and sympathies 
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into more immediate contact with this 
important object. The invariable influ- 
ence, too, of such a blessing as the 
effusion of the Holy Spirit upon the 
Colleges of our land, in multiplying 
the number and improving the spiritu- 
al qualifications of those from whom 
our churches and our missions, at 
home and abroad, are to be supplied 
with laborers, is a consideration of 
deep interest which necessarily falls 
within the scope of our official inquir- 
ies and responsibilities, 

We feel ourselves free, therefore, 
earnestly to solicit, not only a continu- 
ed but a more general and solemn 
attention to the Annual Concert of 
Prayer for Colleges. While we should 
not be disposed to encourage the 
multiplication of such religious appoint- 
ments for the churches, still we believe 
there are reasons of peculiar weight 
and interest which may be urged in 
favor of an attendance upon this annu- 
al concert. 

The Colleges constitute one of the 
great interests of the Country. Not 
less than ten thousand young men, 
whose influence, at no véry distant day, 
is to be exerted in a decisive manner 
through every department of society, 
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are now resident in these institutions ; 
and are passing through that pregnant 
course of mental and moral discipline 
which is to develope the entire ener- 
gies of their characters for good or 
evil. Think of these thousands of our 
young men, gathered together in the 
Colleges of the country. They are 
capable of being readily brought before 
the mind as a distinct class; and this 
consideration alone would enable us 
to present their case as an interesting 
subject of Christian solicitude and 
prayer to God. Our sympathies are 
the more readily excited in behalf of 
seamen, for example, because their 
pursuits render them to such a degree 
a separate class of our fellow men, 
with peculiar dangers, and peculiar 
opportunities for doing good or evil. Is 
not the case of ten thousand of the 
young men of our country, placed in 
circumstances so critical as those of 
the student in College, and having 
before them a career so eventful to 
themselves and others, one which is 
worthy to receive the special consider- 
ation which is here asked for it ? Many 
a parent, we doubt not, especially in 
New England, where few of the towns 
or churches are without a represen- 
tation in the Colleges, will feel the 
force of these suggestions; and every 
Christian, possessing elevated and en- 
lightened views, must in some measure 
perceive their bearing upon those pub- 
lic and social interests which are most 
nearly related to his personal welfare. 

The peculiar interest which has 
been felt in this Concert, wherever it 
has been statedly enjoyed, especially 
at the Colleges and in those towns 
where they are situated, is a fact which 
should be referred to, among the 
inducements to the more general obser- 
vance of the day. One prayer meeting 
during the year for this object, con- 
nected as it is with so many facts and 
considerations of peculiar importance, 
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may be held with the certainty of its 
being an occasion of no common 
interest to those who attend upon it. 
No pastor who has ever passed through 
College himself, can fail of having his 
feelings deeply enlisted in the part 
which he may have to take in conduct- 
ing such a meeting; nor of finding it a 
most animating opportunity for impart- 
ing appropriate facts and instructions 
to eager and delighted auditors. We 
have often witnessed the high gratifi- 
cation with which pious persons of all 
classes, in the country as well as in the 
city, have participated in the exercises 
of this concert, whenever the requisite 
effort has been used by the pastors to 
direct attention to the subject. 

The frequent answers, in years past, 
to the supplications of the people of 
God offered up on this day, granted 
sometimes in the almost immediate 
effusion of the Holy Spirit upon some 
of the Colleges, is a fact worthy of 
special and most grateful notice. There 
is scarcely any subject of prayer in 
reference to which it has been oftener 
observed that God has been pleased to 
answer his people while they were yet 
speaking. We have seen published 
accounts of revivals, during the last 
year, in as many as seven of the Col- 
leges, which all speak of the College 
term, or session, which included the 
last Thursday of February, as the sea- 
son of this gracious visitation, Many 
facts might be stated which show that 
God has smiled on our Colleges ina 
most remarkable manner, in connection 
with this annual concert. 

The importance of securing a con- 
tinual increase of educated and ardent- 
ly devoted ministers of the gospel, to 
meet the spiritual wants of our aug- 
menting and spreading population, and 
to answer the calls for the foreign mis- 
sionary work, is a consideration which 
urges the duty of prayer for our Col- 
leges and Seminaries of learning, upon 
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every one who truly loves the cause of 
the Redeemer. A much larger pro- 
portion of the subjects of a revival in 
College will become ministers of the 
gospel, than in revivals among the 
churches at large; while, at the same 
time, the fruits are much sooner realiz- 
ed in the former case than in the latter. 
There are many young men now in 
the last year of their college course, 
who, through the efficacy of Sovereign 
Grace, exerted in answer to prayer, 
might soon be transferred, with their 
ripening powers and attainments, from 
the ambitious pursuit of earthly plans 
and enterprises to the service of Christ 
in the ministry of reconciliation. 

And for those students in College 
who are already pious; for those even, 
who, in their own solemn purpose are 
pursuing their way to the work of the 
ministry ; the reviving influences of the 
Holy Spirit ought, perhaps, to be not 
less fervently desired, than for those 
who remain unconverted. The char- 
acter of the ministry of this country, to 
be raised up chiefly in the Colleges 
and Theological Seminaries of the 
various religious denominations, will 
depend, in the most important respects, 
upon the measure of divine influence 
which may be vouchsafed from year 
to year, to rest upon the churches con- 
nected with these consecrated seats of 
learning. If left for a long time with- 
* out the gracious visitations of the 
, Spirit, we can perceive that a College 
might become a most unfavorable 
residence for young men of piety. All 
their spiritual affections would be left 
to comparative inaction and decay, 
while only their classical tastes would 
be sedulously formed and cultivated ; 
and the ambition of literary distinction, 
that frequent bane of piety in the 
scholar, would be stimulated almost 
without festraint. The result would 
be, that something like a new conver- 
sion, so to speak, would be necessary,

in order to prepare, or to dispose, even 
a hopefully pious young man, after 
being thus educated, to become a 
faithful minister of the gospel. But, 
on the other hand, where revivals of 
religion, in evangelical purity and 
power, shall be often experienced in the 
Colleges, the religious principles and 
feelings of the pious student, as well 
as his intellectual faculties, will have 
attained to a symmetrical and manly 
growth. He comes into life not so 
much an educated man, as an educated 
Christian; and he will bring to the 
studies and labors of the ministry, 
especially, a soul deeply pervaded and 
controlled by the love of Christ. 

Our limits do not permit us to say 
more. We trust that our readers will 
reflect upon the subject for themselves; 
and that much earnest prayer will go 
up to the throne of grace, for the out- 
pouring of the Spirit of God, the pre- 
sent year, upon all the Colleges and 
Seminaries of our land.

Rev. Nathaniel Hewit, D. D., 
Moderator of General Association, pre- 
sided. The meeting was opened with 
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prayer by Rev. Edward Beecher, D. D. 
Owing to providential hindrances the 
Secretary of the Branch was unable to 
be present, and the Treasurer was 
prevented by sickness from forwarding 
his report. Addresses were made by 
the Secretary of the Parent Society, by 
Rey. Ansel D. Eddy, of Newark, N. J., 
and by Rev. Leonard Bacon, D. D., of 
New Haven. 

The President of this Branch is the 
Hon. Thomas Day, Esq., the Secretary, 
Rey. Collins Stone, and the Treasu- 
rer, Eliphalet Terry, Esq., all of Hart- 
ford. 
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MAINE BRANCH. 


Tue Annual Meeting of the Maine 
Branch of the American Education 
Society was held at Bangor, during the 
session of the General Conference, 
June 28, 1843. In the absence of the 
President and Vice Presidents, the Rey. 
Ray Palmer, of Bath, was called to the 
chair. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Seth Bliss, Secretary of the American 
Tract Society, Boston. The Rev. Ben- 
jamin Tappan, D. D., of Augusta, Sec- 
retary of the Society, read the Report 
of the Directors. The Secretary of 
the Parent Society moved the accept- 
ance of the Report and addressed the 
meeting. The following Resolution 
was then offered by Rev. Dr. Anderson, 
one of the Secretaries of the American 
Board : yiz. 


Resolved, That within the sphere of 
duty claiming the Jabors of the church- 
es, there isa demand for well educated 


ministers, that cannot be met without | 


a vigorous systein of charitable educa- 
tion. 


Dr. Anderson supported his Resolu- 
tion in an earnest and appropriate 
address. 

The Officers of this Branch are, 
Hon. Robert P. Dunlap, President ;— 
Rey. Enoch Pond, D. D.,. Hon. Will- 
jam. Richardson, Vice Presidents ;— 
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Rev. Benjamin Tappan, D. D., Secre- 
tary;—Professor William Smyth, of 
Bowdoin College, Treasurer ;—Rev.

Ellingwood, Asa Cummings, David 
Shepley, and Ray Palmer, Directors.— 
Joseph Mc Kean, Esq. Auditor. 

The following are extracts from the 
Report of the Directors. 

It has been given as a characteristic of 
the people of New England, that they will 
nut bestow their money, in aid of an object, 
until they understand it, and are convinced 
of its utility. If in some portions of the 
world men prove, in their devotions, an 
implicit obedience to the dictations of the 
priesthood, it is not thus with the descen- 
dants of the Puritans. They claim the priv- 
ilege of judging for themselves; and unless 
you ean convince them that the object is 
good, and the means of effecting it appro- 


priate and practicable, you may not expect 
their contributions. 


The Report here speaks of the high 
estimation in which the American 
Education Society, from its origin, has 
been regarded by some of the wisest 
and best men in the community, and 
then proceeds to notice the difficulties 
against which it has had to struggle in 
several respects, and the aggravation 
of these difficulties by its more recent 
pecuniary embarrassments. The’ call- 
ing of the Special Meeting of the So- 
ciety, the discussions of that meeting, 
and its results, the labors of the Special 
Committee, and the changes in the 
Rules adopted at their recommenda- 
tion, are severally brought under con- 
sideration. These points are clearly 
stated, and the action of the Society 
and its Board of Directors’in reference 
to them, is dwelt upon with approbation. 
After which the Report proceeds :-— 

With respect to the main points at issue, 
the necessity of charitable aid in preparing 
young men for the ministry, and a general 
Society to distribute this aid; the result of 
the inquiries and discussions of the last 
year has been to confirm and strengthen 


the conviction of such necessity. How 
could it be otherwise ? 


Its charitable aid is needed by many hun- 
dreds of piousindigent youth. It will not be 
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imparted to the extent of the demand, 
from the funds of collegiate and theological 
seminaries, nor by the munificence of indi- 
viduals and individual churches. What 
better plan could be devised than that of a 
general Society, with its branches taking su- 
pervision of the whole{concern, receiving 
the funds that may be sent into its treasury 
and distributing them, according to establish- 
ed rules, among persons known upon care- 
ful inguiry to possess the proper qualifi- 
cations. Untila better system can be devis- 
ed, let this be prosecuted with all that zeal 
and vigor which the wants of our country 
and the world demand. 

Have all nations been evangelized? Are 
these United States supplied with a compe- 
tent number of suitably qualified ministers ? 
Are the existing pastors, licentiates and the- 
ological students sufficiently numerous to 
furnish a Christian preacher for every thou- 
sand of our population ? “It would be very 
much within the truth to assert that four 
millions of our contrymen are living without 
adequate religious instruction.” Without 
special effort to provide a supply, the num- 
ber of the destitute will be constantly and 
rapidly increasing, until at a period not very 
remote it will constitute a vast majority of 
our population. 

There will be no want of teachers. Blind 
guides, teachers of ignorance, error, delusion, 
fanaticism, vice, will abound; and when 
the enemy shall thus come in like a flood, 
who will stop the mighty inundation, and 
say to the raging waves, hitherto, but no 
further ? 

It is an omen for good, that the feeling of 
interest in Home Missions is deepening and 
widening ; and the conviction is constantly 
gaining strength, that the American church- 
es must provide for their own—brethren 
and sisters—sons and daughters; that our 
own fair land in all its extent from ocean to 
ocean, and from the Lakes to the Gulf of 
Mexico, already given to Christ as a part of 
his inheritance must be made his actual 
possession. But how shall this great object 
of patriotic and Christian solicitude be at- 

_ tained? Not by might, nor by power, but 
by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts. Amen 
to that! let the whole church reply.— 
Never may we cease to feel, that human 
plans and efforts avail nothing, without the 
blessing of God. But what are the appointed 
means? God speed the tract distributor— 
and the Colporteur—and the Bible agent— 
and the Sabbath School Agevt—and the 
Sabbath School teacher—in all their labors 
in the city and country—upon the rivers and 
canals—among the prairies of the West and 
in the forests of the East—among the home 
born citizens of the New World and the 
incoming emigrants from the Old. But 
the principal agency, to be put In requisi- 
tion, is the Christian ministry. Without it 
much might be done, but with it far more 
usually will be done in every ‘other depart- 
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ment of benevolent effort; and it isin itself 
the instrumentality, which it pleases God to 
bless, above every other. As soon as possible 
then our own country must be supplied 
with missionaries and pastors—that the 
people may be instructed in the words of 
knowledge, and blessed with the care of 
faithful shepherds, But where shall the 
men be obtained? 

Most certainly the time has not yet come 
for this work to cease. When the Ame- 
rican Education Society numbered a thou- 
sand beneficiaries, the supply of educated 
ministers was scarcely more than sufficient 
to meet the vacancies, occasioned by deaths 
and the failure of health. What then is the 
prospect now, when the number is reduced 
by more than one half? In what direction 
shal we look for the thousands of ministers 
that are needed at this moment to supply 
the destitute millions of our own people? 
There are, indeed, in some parts of the 
country ministers and candidates for the 
ministry out of employment. But let them 
be scattered on the length and breadth 
of the land, and they would be much less 
than were the five barley loaves and the few 
small fishes, for the famishing multitudes of 
Judea, 

While many in community doubted, 
whether the Education Society were a strand 
in that ‘triple cord by which the car of 
the Millennium was to be drawn in,” it was 
well to institute a new inquiry and a closer 
investigation. But if doubt is removed, and 
conviction has become stronger and more 
extensive, that its agency is indispensable, 
then let us come up anew to its support, 
and let increased efforts be made to give it 
efficiency. 

It is not known, that in this vicinity any 
particular prejudice against the Society has 
ever existed. Generally speaking, the be- 
neficiaries connected with the Institution in 
this city have recommended to the com- 
munity, both themselves, and the Society 
which patronized them. By this community 
their wants have been known; and it has 
been well understood that with the most 
rigid economy, and the best efforts in their 
power to make, they could not pursue 
their studies without assistance. Here also 
it has been seen, that even while in their 
course of preparation for the ministry, they 
were requiting the kindness shown them by 
their useful labors in the city itself, and in 
the surrounding region. Who considers the 
money loaned to Samuel Morrill* as a waste- 
ful expenditure ? 

In other parts of the State, where the 
Rev. Mr. Nash performed an agency the 
last winter he ‘* was encouraged in hearing 
so general and so enlightened an expression

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of opinion in favor of the Institution.” In 
the course of five weeks he obtained in 
actual payments, and in written pledges of 
responsible individuals, between fourteen 
and fifteen hundred dollars—$1,000 having 
been subscribed by a single individual. 

The whole amount, paid into the treasury 
of the Maine Branch during the year, has 
been $1,45913. The sums paid out to be- 
neficiaries in quarterly half appropriations 
have amounted to $1,114 99. 


After some other notices of the ope- 
rations of the Branch, and of the Pa- 
rent Society, during the year, the 
Report is concluded as follows : 


There is a great work to be done in this 
land for Christ and for souls. There isa 
mighty war to. be waged with the enemies 
of truth and righteousness. On the one 
side, most evidently, the hosts are muster- 
ing for the battle. On the other, there are 
some symptoms of augmented faith and 
courage, enterprise and success. But there 
is already an alarming deficiency, and that 
deficiency is increasing, of officers com- 
missioned and qualified for the sacramental 
host. The number of young men looking 
forward to this service, and seeking a pre- 
paration for it, is less at present, than in 
former years; and there is no small danger, 
that in many portions of the land the enemy 
will take possession, erect and fortify his 
strong holds, and gain an influence and 
a dominion not easily to be subverted, for 
want of a properly organized force to with- 
stand him. There must be a competent 
number of men, imbued with the spirit of 
Christ, and prepared by thorough training 
for the work of the holy ministry; of men, 
who, being set for the defence of the Gospel, 
shall do valiantly for the truth, and shall 
wield weapons, not carnal but spiritual, that 
will prove mighty through God for the 
casting down of strong holds, and of every 
high thing that exalteth itself against Him. 
Indigent young men of promise, who desire 
this good work, must be assisted; and He, 
who will reward the act, as though it were 
done to Himself, when one of the least of 
his brethren is relieved, will not withhold 
His blessing. 

Since our last annual meeting, one of the 
Vice Presidents of the Society, the Hon. Da- 
vid Dunlap, has been called to give account 
of his stewardship. His donations to the 
great cause of charitable education do not 
now afford him any cause of regret. It will 
not lessen the brilliancy of his celestial 
crown, nor the enjoyment of his Redeemer’s 
presence, that he has left behind him on 
earth provision for educating from year to 
year heralds of salvation to dying men. 
God in his mercy grant, that we may be 
incited, according to our ability, to be rich 
in good works, ready to distribute, willing 
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to communicate, laying up in store for our- 
selves a good foundation against the time to 
come, that we may lay hold on eternal 
life. 
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Turis Branch held its Annual Meet- 
ing this year at Nashua, in connection 
with the meeting of the General Asso- 
ciation, August 23, 1843. The Report 
of the Directors, drawn up by the Sec- 
retary, Rev. John Richards, of Hano- 
ver, was read by him. 

The Report stated that the number 
of young men assisted during the year, 
within the limits of the New Hampshire 
Branch, was nineteen ;—viz., two in 
the Gilmanton Theological Seminary, 
and seventeen in Dartmouth College. 
Those in the College were distributed 
in the different classes as follows: ten 
in the senior class, three in the junior 
class, three in the sophomore class, 
and one in the freshman class. Of 
this number, one, from the senior class, 
has died, and the one in the freshman 
class left College at the end of the first 
term, and has gone to other pursuits. 

The Report notices the diminution 
in the number of young men in Dart- 
mouth College assisted by the Ameri- 
can Education Society, as compared 
with the number in some former years. 
Four years ago the number assisted in 
that College was sixty-six. Three 
causes for this diminution are then 
specified: viz., Ist, The appropriations — 
are insufficient essentially to aid young 
men in the enterprise of getting an 
education ;* 2d, If they undertake, they 
prefer to incur the whole expense and 
labor, rather than for so small an 
amount of assistance to take on them 
the obligations implied ; 3d, The grow- 
ing impression that there is a surplus 
of ministers. These considerations are 
dwelt upon at some length in the Re-

now be presented. 


It gives your Secretary pleasure to state 
that, from repeated inquiries of both officers 
and students of Dartmouth College, he is 
persuaded that the character of the bene- 
ficiaries in that institution, both for personal 
character and scholarship, has been respect- 
able—nay, more than respectable —fully 
equal to the average of other professedly 
pious young men at any time cotemporary. 
It has been such as must satisfy the reason- 
able expectations of all friends of the Society 
who inquire into facts. Occasionally, a 
young man has proved deficient in talents 
or industry, or has become recreant to 
Christian obligation and to self-respect, and 
thus has disappointed hope, but this has by 
no means been the fact often. And in the 
diminished number of this class of young 
men, the college must feel sensibly the 
removal of a large proportion of pious influ- 
ence and weight of good character. This 
remark also will doubtless apply to all other 
colleges which are the resort of beneficiaries. 
The colleges as a body must feel this loss, 
and of course the church of God, so far as its 
interest is concerned with these institutions. 
For it is vain to expect that this class of 
young men will suddenly be replaced in 
any other way than that which has been 
pursued. When it is stated that four years 
ago the number of beneficiaries in Dart- 
mouth College was six or seven times as 
large as at present, there needs some quali- 
fication. The number of students generally 
has been diminishing from the commercial 
embarrassments of the country; and our 
own State, being agricultural and interior 
to so great an extent, has probably felt this 
influence disproportionately, and perhaps 
may feel it longer. If then those who 
propose to get an education on their own 
means are discouraged by the difficulty of 
raising those means, much more would 
indigent young men feel discouraged, when 
both the avails of their own Jabor and the 
charity of the church were one half dimin- 
ished. Should the business of the country 
revive, we might expect the number of 
indigent young men seeking an education 
through the channel of the Society would 
be restored. 

But there is another consideration here. 
The impression has been growing that the 
professions are all crowded, and that there 
must be for a season a diversion from 
literary life to other channels, and especially 
from the sacred profession. This doubtless 
has had more influence to diminish the 
number of applications to the Society than 
the depression of the business world. It is 
gratifying to believe from no uncertain signs 
that the business of the country, and hence 
its ability, is reviving ; and if the impression 
could happily be removed that there are too 
many already in the sacred office, not for 


actual demand of the church at home and 
abroad, then might we expect the relative 
proportion of this class of young men to be 
restored, 

It is believed that the public opinion in 
this respect is undergoing a change. And 
we are confident that the time is not distant 
when this subject will be set in a better 
light. We are persuaded the unsettled state 
of the ministry in the older States, for 
several years, arising from causes with 
which we are very familiar, also the pecu- 
niary difficulties of the whole country which 
have borne hard upon all classes, have had 
too much influence on the public mind; in 
leading to the conclusion that there are too 
many in the sacred office. These causes 
are in their nature temporary—the country 
will not always be embarrassed, and the 
ministry, we cannot believe, is to be always 
thus unsettled. Moreover, could we have 
true and extensive statistical tables for the 
actual condition of the churches and the 
ministry, for the year last past, with a can- 
did consideration of the reasons why so 
many ministers have been temporarily un- 
employed, it is believed that this would 
suddenly invest the subject in a new aspect. 

But whatever may be the condition of the 
churches and the ministry for the present,. 
it surely is no time for the friends of Zion 
to halt in their efforts to multiply the means 
of the word of life. The time will very 
shortly be upon us, there cannot bea doubt,. 
when a clear, decisive, unequivocal call will 
be made for more ministers than can be 
found to answer. The country is so large,, 
is filling up so fast, and the limits of popula- 
tion extending so much, that every observer 
is astonished so often as he takes the 
survey. There is room for all the faithful 
seryants of the Lord Jesus Christ that can 
be thrown into the spiritual harvest. And 
shall we wait for the most favorable oppor- 
tunity for entering in? Why not seek op- 
portunity ? Shall we be deterred by a few 
temporary difficulties? Let us rather meet 
them. But on this subject the history of 
the Home Missionary Society for the last 
year has proved very instructive. Their 
operations have been enlarged, and they are 
stinted in no way but by lack of funds. With 
more funds they might have sent forth more 
men. And what is true of the last year,. 
we have great reason to believe will be true: 
of the year to come in a higher degree. 

That the American Education Society, 
has for some time been pressed with diffi- 
culties, by objections against it both in its 
circumstantial and essential features, both 
its members and the public are well aware. 
But it is no slight consideration in their 
favor, that they have with the utmost 
frankness thrown themselves on the candor 
of the public ;—that they have with alk 
frankness opened to inspection their whole 
economy and situation, solicited investiga-

tion, and asked what modifications should 
be made, or whether the enterprise should 
be given up. And it is no small argument 
in favor of their continued existence and 
the prosecution of their designs, that after 
full discussion and prayerful consideration 
by many, the best friends of the Society, no 
essential modifications could be devised, nor 
could it seem the path of duty to entertain, 
for a moment, the thought of abandoning 
the enterprise. The result of that discussion 
has, we believe, begun a revolution in the 
public opinion; leading to a more favorable 
regard and deeper conviction of the need of 
such an institution. 


After the reading of the Report, 
addresses were made by Rev. Ansel 
Nash, General Agent of the Am. Ed. 
Soviety for Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont, and Rey. Dr. Lyman 
Beecher, of Lane Seminary, Cincin- 
nati. 

The President of the New Hamp- 
shire Branch, is the Rev. Nathan Lord, 
D. D., of Hanover, the Secretary, Rev. 
John Richards, of Hanover, the Treas- 
urer, Hon. Samuel Morril, of Concord. 
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WESTERN RESERVE BRANCH. 

Tue Annual Meeting of this Branch 
Society was held on the 23d of Septem- 
ber. The Officers chosen were, Rev. 
George EK. Pierce, D. D., President ;— 
Rey. Samuel Bissell, Secretary ;—Ste- 
phen Tracy, M. D., Treasurer ;—Har- 
vey Baldwin, Auditor. 

The Secretary, in his communica- 
tion, says, “This Branch seem quite 
sanguine in the opinion that much 
more will be done the ensuing year for 
the Education cause, than for the last 
year. Measures are in progress to 
secure an active and enterprising agent 
in the field as soon as one can be 
found.” 
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FRANKLIN COUNTY AUXILIARY. 

Tue Anniversary of this Auxiliary 
was held, in connexion with those of 
several other Benevolent Societies, at 
Heath, October 11, 1848. General Asa 
Howland presided, and Rev. Dr. Pack- 
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ard, of Shelburne, opened the meeting 
with prayer. Rey. Theophilus Pack- 
ard, jr., of Shelburne, Secretary of the 
Associated Auxiliaries, read a Report, 
embracing an account of what had 
been done in Franklin County, for the 
following objects; viz., Education So- 
ciety, Tract Society, Bible Society, 
Home Missionary Society, and Ameri- 
can Board for Foreign Missions. Rev: 
Joseph Emerson addressed the meet- 
ing in behalf of the Education Society. 
The amount contributed for this cause 
in Franklin County during the last 
year was very small. The Association 
has not admitted agents for benevolent 
objects for two years past, except to 
address their Annual Meetings; and 
only five of the churches out of the 
twenty five in the county, contributed 
any thing last year to the funds of the 
Education Society.x—The following is 
extracted from that part of the Secre- 
tary’s Report which notices this branch 
of benevolent operation. 


During the year past, the interests and 
measures of the American Education So- 
ciety, have undergone a thorough investi- 
gation and public discussion among its most 
able friends and patrons.. And while some 
of its features have been modified and im- 
proved, its essential principles remain un- 
changed, and justly challenge our approba- 
tion and confidence. The amount given to 
this object in our country during the year 
ending last May, was $33,789; and the 
number of beneficiaries aided during the 
same time was 468. The whole number 
assisted in obtaining education for the Gos- 
pel Ministry is 3,482. Numerous are the 
Pastors of American Churches and Mission- 
aries to the heathen, who are indebted 
more or less to such beneficence in helping 
them forward to the office of the Christian 
Ministry. That the agency of this Society 
is still needed, must be obvious from the 
facts, that four millions at least of our 
countrymen are destitute of Gospel minis- 
trations ; that our population increases more 
than half a million yearly; that the increase 
of ministers falls far short of the increase of 
population ; and that five or six hundred 
millions of the pagan, papal, and Moham- 
medan world have only about fifteen hun- 
dred Evangelical Missionaries to guide them 
to Christ and heaven, The prospective 
demand for ministers and missionaries ur- 
gently requires, that we have the laborers

ready, when the cry shall come in far loud- 
er strains from all portions of the earth, Put 
ye in the sickle and reap, for the harvest is 
ripe.

NORFOLK COUNTY AUXILIARY. 


The Norfolk Auxiliary Education 
Society met at Randolph, West Parish, 
August 1, 1843. Ebenezer Alden, 
M. D., one of the Vice Presidents, 
presided. Rey. Mr. Fisk, of Wrentham, 
opened the meeting with prayer. The 
Secretary being absent, Rev. J. Perkins, 
of Weymouth, was appointed Secre- 
tary pro tem. 

The following persons were chosen 
as Officers for the ensuing year. 
Nathaniel Miller, M. D., President ;— 
Ebenezer Alden, M. D., Rev. Ebenezer 
Burgess, Dea. Jonathan Newcomb, 
Vice Presidents ;—Rev. Samuel W. 
Cozzens, Secretary j—Rev. John Cod- 
man, D. D., Treasurer ;—Mr. Lewis 
Tucker, Auditor ;—General Nathaniel 
Guild, General Agent. 

_ The Treasurer presented his Report, 
from which it appeared that the amount 
raised for the object within the bounds 
of this Auxiliary during the year, was 
$873 73. \ 

The Annual Sermon was preached 
by Rey. Tertius D. Southworth, of 
Franklin, from 1 John iii. 8. 

The sermon was followed with re- 
marks from the Secretary of the Pa- 
rent Society. 

The next Annual Meeting of the 
Society was appointed to be held in 
Franklin ; and the Rey. Mr. Phillips, of 
Sharon, was appointed to preach the 
sermon. 

By vote of the Society a copy of Mr. 
Southworth’s sermon was requested 
for the press; and it has since been 
published for distribution among the 
churches of Norfolk County. This 
practice of publishing the Annual 
Sermon, which has been in use from 
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has contributed much to the steadfast 
efficiency of the organization. 

The Sermon of Mr. Southworth is 
founded on 1 John iii. 8. For this 
purpose the Son of God was manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the 
devil. 

The preacher first presents in the 
body of the discourse, a varied and 
comprehensive view of the most aggra- 
vated forms of sin in the world; which 
are to be attributed, in an important 
sense, to the malignant designs of the 
devil. He then shows by what means 
Christ will finally subvert the kingdom 
of Satan, and redeem and purify the 
earth from the corruptions: and the 
curse of sin. 

One or two brief extracts, from the 
fervent appeals with which the sermon 
closes, we append to this notice. 


In view of this subject, we may see how 
great is the privilege to be workers together 
with the son of God, in carrying on the work 
of redemption, by extending the knowledge 
of his gospel. He allows men to engage in 
this work, It is a privilege to labor in any 
great and good cause. But what cause is 
there, that can be compared, as to greatness 
and goodness, with that of human salvation? 
Freeing the American Colonies from the 
yoke of oppression, and constituting them a 
free and independent Republic, with wise 
Jaws and salutary institutions, was a great 
and glorious, as well as an arduous under 
taking. But it bears no comparison with that 
which we are considering. The work of 
creation was an amazing, stupendous and 
good work, and worthy of God. But even 
this is far outdone by the work of redeeming 
men; which is more arduous, more amazing, 
more benevolent and glorious. It is con- 
sidered an honor by those, who had the privi- 
lege, and is esteemed so by others, to have 
aided in effecting our freedom and indepen- 
dence. But how much greater the privilege 
and honor to aid in freeing men from the 
tyranny of Satan, rescuing them out of the 
most galling bondage, and introducing them 
into the glorious liberty of the sons of God! 
That work pertained to the present life; but 
this to the life tocome, That bad reference 
to those things which are temporal; this, to 
those which are eternal. That, freed the 
body from some incumbrances; but this, 
frees the mind from the pains of guilt, and 
punishment and despair, and saves the soul. 

But the persons and the character of those 


the formation of this Auxiliary Society, | who lead in an enterprise, add much to the 
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privilege and honor of being associated in it. 
Did not the illustrious persons and excellent 
character of Franklin and Washington, en- 
hance the honor of laboring in our Revolu- 
tion? But look at the glorious personage, and 
exalted and spotless character of the Captain 
of our salvation. ‘ Who among the sons of 
the mighty can be likened unto him?” This 
great, and glorious and amiable personage is 
the leader in the enterprise of salvation. 
And the angels, who are great in power and 
might, and are the most amiable and lovely 
among creatures, he associates with himself 
in the work. And, to say nothing of the 
great, and wise and good men, who are 
laboring in this cause, we are invited to be 
laborers together with God and the holy 
angels, in carrying forward the cause on 
which Jehovah has set his heart. We are 
even allowed to bear a more prominent part, 
to do what angels are not allowed the honor 
to do—to spread the knowledge of salvation 
over the world. 

In view of all this, who of you will wish 
to be excused from entering upon this work? 
Instead of saying, ‘‘I pray thee, Lord, have 
me excused,” will you not rather all rush 
forward, with eager hearts and ready hands, 
and bless God that you may enjoy the glori- 
ous privilege, and share the undying honor, 
of doing the work of God? 

From this subject, we can perceive the 
importance of the object of the American 
Education Society. As set forth in the con- 
stitution, ‘the object of this Society is to 
educate pious young men for the gospel 
ministry.’ The ministry is necessary to 
religion. This sentiment is founded in the 
nature of man. It is the natural and geveral 
sense of mankind. All heathen nations ac- 
knowledge it, and practice accordingly, by 
having priests to officiate at their altars of 
religion. And God, in establishing true 
religion, has not seen fit to violate this sen- 
timent ; but appointed the priesthood to 
officiate at the altar, and give instruction in 
the sanctuary. When the Son of God came 
and remodeled religion, and established 
Christianity, he did not abolish the priest- 
hood, but himself chose and ordained minis- 
ters of the word, and gave them authority 
to lay bands on their successors, and they 
again on theirs, down to the end of time. 
And this order, God has made the principal 
means of preserving the truth upon the 
earth, of spreading the word, and promoting 
true piety. 

All these things enhance the importance 
of the Christian ministry, But if it is im- 
portant and necessary, that men should be 
brought into the ministry, it is necessary 
that they should be educated; for how shall 
they teach others, who are not themselves 
instructed? And how shall the gifted sons 
of the church obtain such an ample educa- 
tion as the work of the ministry demands? 
Few of those who desire it, have the 
means. 
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But how shall the requisite means be 
obtained? That they might be afforded, 
the American Education Society was form- 
ed. And it has supplied the means for 
many hundreds, and thus brought them 
into the vineyard. 

This is an instrumentality which the 
Lord has smiled upon, and which he has 
evidently used as an agent to carry forward 
his work of love. Recently it has languished 
for want of funds to carry on its operations. 
But shall its Janguishment long continue ? 
Will its friends suffer it to droop and die? 
And shall we not bear our part in its sup- 
port, and thus contribute a share in spread- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom among all 
nations, and hasting forward the final 
triumph of the Son of God, over all the 
works of the devil?

NEW YORK AND BROOKLYN YOUNG 
MEN’S EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


The Ninth Anniversary of this Soci- 
ety was held in the Bleeker Street 
Church, New York, Nov. 15, 1843. 
The Society is only indirectly auxilia- 
ry to the Central Am. Ed. Society, its 
funds being applied to defray the 
expense of classical instruction for 
young men having the ministry in view, 
in the Cornelius Institute, during their 
preparation for College. The Annual 
Report read by the Rev. Edwin Holt, 
showed that the Institute under the 
care of Rey. John J. Owen, as Princi- 
pal, is in a flourishing condition. 

The meeting was addressed by the 
Rey. Mr. Spear, of Brooklyn; the Rey. 
Dr. Scudder, Missionary to India; the 
Rev. Mr. Cheever of New York, and 
Thomas Denney, Esq. President of the 
Society. Several of these Addresses 
are reported at length in the New York 
Evangelist for Nov. 23, 1843.

Quarterly Meeting of the Directors, 


Tue regular Quarterly Meeting of 
the Board of Directors was held at the 
Rooms of the Society, January 10, 
1844, Applications were presented for 
the usual quarterly appropriations from 


jone hundred and forty-four young 
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men; eleven of whom asked also for 
the appropriation of the last quarter, 
having failed to forward their applica- 
tion at that time, not having then 
returned, after the fall vacation, to their 
respective places of study. 

An appropriation of Fifteen dollars 
to each applicant, besides the back 
appropriation above referred to, was 
voted by the Board. This will be paid 
immediately. This, it will be observed, 
is an advance of three dollars upon the 
amount granted to each applicant last 
quarter ; which was an advance of two 
dollars upon that of the preceding 
quarter. Thus through the returning 
liberality of the Christian public, the 
rate of quarterly appropriations is 
rising, steadily and surely it is believed, 
toward the maximum amount assigned 
by the Rules of the Society. It is 
most desirable that this maximum 
should be reached as soon as possible ; 
in as much as the young men who are 
depending upon the assistance of the 
Society in prosecuting their course of 
studies, are subjected, by such curtail- 
ments and fluctuations in their means 
of support, not only to serious privation 
and discouragement, but, in numerous 
instances, to one, two, or three years’ 
delay, and, in some instances, to entire 
disappointment. 

The Report of the Directors of the 
Central American Education Society, 
at New York, was laid before the 
Board ; from which it appeared that 
they had granted appropriations this 
quarter to Eighty-six young men. Of 
this number twenty-five received ap- 
propriations of nineteen dollars each, 
and fifty-nine of twelve dollars each. 

The whole number of young men 
embraced in the foregoing statement is 
two hundred and thirty. Of those who 
are immediately connected with the 
Parent Board nearly one half have 
entered upon their course of Theologi- 
cal studies. 


QUARTERLY MEETING—DEMAND FOR MINISTERS. 
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Demand for Ministers, 


We speak of demand partly in the 
sense of an actual demand, and partly 
in the sense of a moral demand en- 
forced by the knowledge of existing 
destitution. The latter brings with it, 
to those who have the means of sup- 
ply, an obligation not less peremptory 
than the former. The following state- 
ments are fitted to awaken a solemn 
sense of responsibility on this subject. 

The Rev. John A. Vinton, Secretary 
of the Orange County Auxiliary Ed- 
ucation Society, Vt, in an earnest 
appeal to the churches of that County 
in behalf of this object, says: 


There is at the present moment an alarm- 
ing deficiency of ministers of the gospel. 
The heathen world needs many, very many, 
Christian missionaries; men, breathing the 
gospel of the great apostle of the Gentiles, 
and like him, not moved by the dangers 
which throng around their path, but resolv- 
ed to spend and be spent in the noble enter- 
prise of spreading abroad the Saviour’s name. 
Our own country is very inadequately sup- 
plied with the ministry of reconciliation, 
Three denominations of Christians have, as 
their own reports show, two thousand 
Churches destitute of ministers. Many more 
Churcbes than are now in existence might 
be formed, especially at the West, if there 
were a prospect of their obtaining pastors. 

Evenin our own favored New England, we 
are assured that there is but one State where 
there is a full supply of competent religious 
teachers. In other parts of the country, 
the deficiency is alarming. A minister in 
Ohio, writes—‘* Would to God you could 
hear the urgency of the requests for but one 
day’s labor among many of the famishing 
neighborhoods in this section of our valley. 
Our Churches may be permanently estab- 
lished, if we can get this timely assistance. 
But it is useless to organize more churches 
here, until we have some prospect of sup- 
plying them.” A letter from Wisconsin 
says—‘ The time has come when this coun- 
try must be provided with the ministrations 
of the gospel. The necessities and desires 
of the people, like the accumulation of an 
obstructed stream, have been rising and in- 
creasing, till the anwiety is very great, and 
the demand imperious. The people will 
do all they can, and all they ought—make 
any effort, any sacrifice, if they can only 
have a good minister. The cry everywhere 
is—send us ministers—send us good min- 
isters—SEND THEM Now!” 

Statements similar to these are made of 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Missour!, 
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and of the West generally. Two thirds of 
the population of the United States reside 
West and South of N. York and N. Jersey; 
while in all that immense tract are found but 
little more than one third of the whole num- 
ber of competent, efficient ministers, of all 
evangelical denominations. 


The editor of the Charleston Obser- 
ver says, in reference to that part of 
the country: 


The demand for an increase of Jaborers in 
the vineyard, is, so far as our Church is 
concerned, greater than the supply; and 
even greater than any prospective supply 
from the sources to which the Churches 
have been accustomed to look. For if the 
number of the students in our Seminary 
were twice as many as they now are—and 
all ready to engage at once in the duties of 
the Ministry—there would yet be room for 
asmany more. Where, then are the Church- 
es to look, but to the Lord of the harvest? 
He has the hearts of all men in his hands, 
and he can turn them as he will.

German Churches in Pennsylvania, 


- The Rev. Hollis Read, formerly a 
missionary of the American Board in 
India, has been employed for some 
time past as a General Agent of the 
American Tract Society in the central 
and eastern parts of Pennsylvania. In 
the October number of the American 
Messenger, published by the American 
Tract Society, he gives an account of 
the destitution of ministers among the 
Lutheran. and German Reformed 
churches in the interior of the State, 
where he has made a tour of investiga- 
tion. The following is taken from his 
communication. 


The field extends from the Delaware 
River to the Alleghany mountains, covering 
the fertile and wealthy territory occupied 
by the High Dutch or German churches, of 
which the Reformed churches number 470 
congregations—50,000 communicants, em-' 
bracing a population of near 200,000; add 
to this number 230 congregations of the 
General Synod of Ohio, and we have of the 
German Reformed churches total 700 
churches. Extending over the same terri- 
tory are also the Lutheran churches, 
amounting in all (including Ohio and the 
West) to 1,400 congregations, 147,000 com- 
municants, and perhaps 400,000 population. 

This field is ripe for the harvest. The 
Spirit of the Lord has come down on this 
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part of the vineyard and blessed it abun- 
dandy. Nearly half their number have 
enjoyed revivals of religion the past year. 
This general religious movement has pro- 
duced inquiry, a demand for more religious 
instruction, and a readiness both to receive 
it and to contribute to support it. 

For 1,400 Lutheran congregations there 
are 400 pastors; for 700 German Reformed, 
192 pastors. The latterinclude 51 ministers 
west of the Alleghanies, and about 30 either 
superannuated, or Jicentiates, or for some 
reason without charge; leaving for the 470 
east of the mountains only 111 ministers— 
one to four and a half congregations. It is 
not uncommon that one pastor administers 
to eight. Many churches have no preach- 
ing. More than 100, (Lutheran, 15 in one 
Synod,) embracing a population of 100,060, 
have no stated preaching. Those who are 
said to be supplied have one minister to 
four, six, eight, ten congregations. Some 
hear but six or eight sermons a year; the 
half that are the better supplied, from 12 to 
26. Very few churches enjoy the entire 
services of a pastor, or have his presence, 
as could be desired, at the weekly lecture, 
the prayer-meeting, the Sabbath-school, the 
sick-bed or in family visitation. There is, 
too, a corresponding paucity of lay labor, 
and a like destitution of evangelical books 
and of a taste for religious reading.

By the Religious Charitable Society 
of Middlesex North Association and 
Vicinity ; at their meeting at Leomin- 
ster, Nov. 8, 1843. Published in the 
N. E. Puritan, Nov. 17. 


Resolved, That we continue to feel 
full confidence in the wisdom of the 
plan of the American Education Socie- 
ty ; and in view of the changes that 
have been made in its operations by 
the light of past experience we feel it 
our bounden duty to sustain the Socie- 
ty by an increased amount of our 
annual contributions. 


By the Harmony Conference of 
Churches of Worcester County, Ms., at 
their meeting at Webster, on the 24th 
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and 25th’of October, 1843. Published 
in the N. Y. Observer, Nov. 11. 

Resolved, That the American Educa- 
tion Society under its present regula- 
tions, has a just claim upon the 
confidence and prayers, and increased 
benefactions of the churches. 

The Scribe, in communicating to the 
Observer, says: This Resolution was 
passed with great unanimity, after hear- 
ing from Rev. Joseph Emerson, Agent 
of the Education Society, a very satis- 
factory exposition of its present state, 
regulations and prospects. The state- 


ment which he made was well adapted 


to allay those objections to which the 
Education Society has been felt to be 
liable, for a few years past. 


By the Berkshire Association of 
Ministers at their Semi-annual Meeting 
in October.

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Term of Theological Study, 


The Presbyterian of October 7th 
mentions that, some time since, the 
Synod of Cincinnati [Old School] ad- 
dressed a letter to the Assembly’s 
Board of Education, requesting them 
to alter the pledge which the beneficia- 
ries of the Board are required to sign 
so as to require of them only a two 
years’ course of theological study, 
instead of three. To this letter an 
answer was returned by the Board 
respectfully declining the proposed 
change. A motion was then made in 
Synod, to appoint a committee to draft 
a letter to the General Assembly on 
the subject. This gave rise to an ani- 
mated discussion but the motion finally 
prevailed. 

On this the remarks of the editor are 
pertinent and judicious: “It is to be 
regretted,” he says, “ that, at this time, 
when there is a peculiarly loud call for 
more learning in the ministry, an at- 
tempt should be made to lower the 
standard of qualification. The pros- 
perity of the church depends more on 
the united piety and learning of her 
ministers than on their number. Num- 
bers do not imply strength. We be- 
tlieve there are many ministers now in 
the church, who fruitlessly regret that 
they did not spend more time in their 
preparatory studies. Why should the 
number of these be increased ?”

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THE SPIRIT OF 


WE would earnest!y commend the follow- 
ing extracts from a Sermon of Massillon, 
with the above title, to the attention of all 
young men who are looking forward to the 
work of the gospel ministry. That separa- 
tion from the spirit of the world, which is 
absolutely essential to a true consecration 
to this sacred work, cannot be too early nor 
too thoroughly considered and understood. 
If some of the terms and expressions em- 
ployed by the writer carry an allusion to a 
class of temptations and dangers from which 
it may be hoped that evangelical ministers 
in our country may be in a great measure 
free ; still there is no part of the article 
which will need to be passed over for the 
want of a profitable application, so long as 
the world, in so many forms, is made an 
instrument of degrading the piety and en- 
feebling the zeal of the servants of Christ. 


“The Spirit of the Ministry,” says 
Massillon, is a Spirit of Prayer— of 
Mourning —of Labor—of Zeal —of 
Knowledge—of Piety. 

1. A Spirit of Prayer. 

Prayer is the ornament of the minis- 
try, the most essential duty of a minis- 
ter, the soul of all his functions. With- 
out prayer he is no longer of any use in 
the ministry—of any service to Christ- 
ians. He plants, but God does not give 
the increase; he preaches, but his words 
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are as sounding brass; he recites the 
praises of the Lord, but his heart does 
not join in them, and he honors God but 
with his lips. In one word, without 
prayer, a minister is without soul and 
without life, all whose Jabors in the vine- 
yard of the Lord are but like the me- 
chanical movements of an inanimate 
machine. It is then prayer alone which 
constitutes the strength and success of 
his different services; and he ceases to 
be acceptable to God or useful to man, 
as soon as he ceases to pray. In prayer 
consists all his consolation; and his 
functions become to him like the yoke 
of a hireling—like hard, burdensome, 
and painful tasks, if prayer neither al- 
leviates their burden, solaces their 
pains, nor consoles him for the little 
success attending them. 

Now prayer supposes a pure spirit, a 
spirit free from those vain and danger- 
ous images which pollute the soul, or 
obscure its light; it supposes a mind 
replete with spiritual, ideas, and fami- 
liarized to meditation on divine truth—a 
mind which departs from its proper em- 
ployments, when it is necessary to turn 
its attention to the perplexing and un- 
profitable cares of the world, and which 
easily resumes, when again quitting 
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these cares, the thought and the recol- 
lection of those eternal truths from 
which it had been diverted. Prayer 
supposes a tranquil heart, in which the 
most lively sentiment is that of holy love 
to God, and gratitude for his mercies; a 
heart accustomed to spiritual enjoy- 
ments—timid, delicate, watchful —al- 
ways guarded against sinful impres- 
sions—always attentive to abstain from 
every thing which can abate its delight- 
ful intercourse with the Lord. This is 
what the spirit of prayer requires. 

2. The Spirit of our Ministry is a 
Spirit of Mourning. 

We are those ambassadors of peace, 
of whom the prophet speaks, who ought 
to weep bitterly, because the ways of 
righteousness lie waste; hardly any one 
walks in the way which conducts to life ; 
the covenant has become unprofitable ; 
and the Lord seems to have cast away 
his people. “The ambassadors of peace 
shall weep bitterly. The high ways lie 
waste; the way-faring man ceaseth; he 
hath broken the covenant, he hath de- 
spised the cities, he regardeth no man.” * 
Yes, my brethren, we ought to be men 
of grief; and to mourn incessantly, be- 
tween the porch and the altar,} for the 
scandals which dishonor the Church, and 
expose it to the derision of the wicked. 

Samuel, after the fall of Saul, retired 
and passed the rest of his days in la- 
menting the unhappy destiny of that 
prince. Jesus Christ, the chief shep- 
herd and the model for others, seeing 
Jerusalem hardened in blindness, and 
upon the point of ruin, wept over it ; and 
he could not refrain his tears at the 
sight of Lazarus when dead, because 
in him he discovered the image of a 
soul spiritually dead. Our compassion 
should be excited by the miseries and 
vices of our fellow men; we ought to 
have the feelings of a mother towards 
them. Indeed, my brethren, whilst 
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* Isaiah xxxiii. 7, 8. } Joel ii. 17. 
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there are sinners upon earth, sorrow 
and mourning will be the lot of faithful 
ministers. 

Now, can you unite this spirit of 
mourning with the vain cares and un- 
profitable amusements of the world? I 
ask you, what is the object of men of the 
world in all their occupations? Plea- 
sure. You cannot therefore associate 
with such men without being either 
witnesses, or approvers, or accomplices 
of their pleasures. Though you should 
be but witnesses, can a minister of 
Christ familiarize his eyes to objects 
which ought to pierce his heart? Can 
he amuse himself with them? The 
primitive Doctors of the church forbid 
Christians the sight of gladiators, be- 
lieving that the disciples of the mild and 
charitable Jesus could not innocently 
feed their eyes with the blood and death 
of those unfortunate persons, and derive 
a cruel pleasure from a sight which 
ought to inspire them with horror, and 
make them deplore the lot and the eter- 
nal ruin of those unhappy victims. 

3. The Spirit of our Ministry is a 
Spirit of Labor. 

The church of which we are minis- 
ters, is a vine—a field—a harvest—an 
edifice, which is building and which 
should grow every day—a holy war- 
fare ; these are all terms which suppose 
care and fatigue, they are all symbols 
of labor and application. A minister is 
placed in the church, like the first man 
in the terrestrial paradise, “to dress it 
and to keep it."* He is accountable for 
his time to the people of his charge. 
All, therefore, that he employs in vain 
and useless intercourse with others, 
except for necessary relaxation; all the 
days, all the moments which he suffers 
to be lost in the uselessness of worldly 
society—in amusements and dissipa- 
tion, are days and moments which 
ought to have been devoted to the sal- 
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vation of his fellow men; and for which 
they will demand an account of him 
before the tribunal of Jesus Christ. By 
ordination he becomes a public minis- 
ter; the people acquire a real right over 
his person, his leisure, his occupations, 
his talents. These are consecrated 
goods, which form, as it were, the pa- 


trimony of the people; he is but the 


depositary of them, and can no longer 
dispose of them according to his own 
inclination. As soon then as he aban- 
dons the employment connected with 
his office, he proves himself unworthy 
of it; he ceases to be a minister, from 
the moment that he ceases to be labori- 
ous; and he passes, in indolence, or in 
vain amusements, always improper and 
often dangerous, that time which ought 
to be devoted to the salvation of his 
people. 

An indolent and worldly minded min- 
ister is, therefore, the most useless and 
the most unoceupied man upon earth; he 
alone, all whose moments are so pre- 
cious, whose duties are so serious and 
so numerous, whose cares ought to in- 
crease as the vices of men multiply—-he 
alone has no employment among men; 
passes his days in a continual void—-in 
a circle of frivolous inutilities ; and that 
life which ought to be the most occu- 
pied, the most loaded with duties, the 
most respected, becomes the most 
empty and the most despicable life that 
is seen in the world. 

I am sensible that great zeal and 
firmness are necessary to enable us to 
break the bonds of flesh and blood; and 
to interdict ourselves almost all inter- 
course with a world with which we are 
connected by so many ties ; and to which 
our own inclinations draw us. But this 
furnishes me with a fourth reflection, as 
a new proof of the truth of which I wish 
to convince you. 

‘4, I say then, in the fourth place, 
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It is our duty to exhort, to correct, 
to reprove, “in season and outof sea- 
son.” We ought to bear our testimony 
boldly against public sins and abuses. 
The face of a Christian minister ought 
not to blush for the ignominy, which in- 
dulgences, unbecoming his character, 
never fail to produce ; he bears, written 
upon his forehead, with much more ma- 
jesty than the High Priest of the law, 
“the doctrine and the truth ;” he ought 
to know no one according to the flesh. 
He who, by the imposition of hands, has 
been set apart to the holy ministry, 
should manifest an heroic disposition, 
which elevates him above his own weak- 
ness, — which infuses into him noble, 
great, generous sentiments, and such as 
are worthy his elevated calling,—which 
raises him above fears, hopes, reputa- 
tion, and opprobrium, and above every 
thing which influences the conduct of 
other men. 

Admitting that, when you first go to 
mingle with worldly scenes, you may in- 
tend not to be seduced from the path of 
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duty ; admitting that you at first possess 


sincerity, firmness, and courage; you 
will soon deviate from them. Those 
ideas of zeal and firmness against vice, 
with which you enter into the world, 
will soon grow weaker; intimacy with 
the world will soon make them appear 
to you unsocial and erroneous; to them 
will succeed ideas more pleasant, more 
agreeable to man, more according to 
the common manner of thinking ; what 
appeared zeal and duty, you will regard 
as excessive and imprudent severity ; 


and what appeared virtue and minis- » 


terial prudence you will consider as 
unnecessary singularity. Nothing en- 
ervates that firmness becoming the 
ministerial character like associating 
freely with men of the world. We 
enter, by little and little, and without 
perceiving it ourselves, into their pre-

of Zeal and Firmness. 


reasonings to which they have recourse 
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to justify their errors; by associating 
with them we cease to think them so 
culpable; we even become almost apo- 
logists for their effeminacy, their idle- 
ness, their luxury, their ambition, their 
passions; we accustom ourselves, like 
the world, to give to those vices softer 
names; and what confirms us in this 
new system of conduct is, that it has 
the approbation of men of the world, 
who give to our cowardly compliance 
with their customs the specious names 
of moderation, greatness of mind, ac- 
quaintance with the world, a talent to 
render virtue amiable. 

5. In the fifth place, the Spirit of our 
Ministry is a Spirit of Knowledge. 

“The lips of a priest,” says the Spirit 
of God, “should keep knowledge.”* 
We are ordered, like the prophet, to 
devour the sacred volume of the law, 
notwithstanding the bitterness of labo- 
rious study ; we must nourish ourselves 
with spiritual food by the sweat of our 
brow; and adorn our souls with the law 
of God as the Jewish priests did their 
garments. Ministers of religion are 
compared, by an eminent Father, to 
those two great Juminaries which God at 
first placed in the firmament. They 
are to preside over the day and over the 
night ;—over the day, by guiding the 
faith and piety of believers ;—over the 
night, by enlightening the darkness of 
error, infidelity, and false doctrine. 
They are the interpreters of the law,— 
the teachers of the people,—the seers 
and prophets, appointed to enlighten 
their doubts, or to make known to them 
the will of the Lord. 

Now, judge whether it is possible to 
unite dissipated and worldly manners 
with the conduct becoming such a great 
and dignified office. Knowledge is not 
to be considered as one of those rare 
gifts which God distributes to whom he 
will, and with which all are not favored; 
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it is an essential—an absolutely neces- 
sary talent for the ministry. The Apos- 
tle, having enumerated the different 
gifts which God bestowed upon the 
rising churches, and remarked that some 
were prophets, others had the gift of 
tongues, and others the power of healing 
diseases, and working other miracles, 
adds that many were established as 
“ Pastors and Teachers,” * (He does not 
separate these two titles, because one 
is a necessary attendant upon the 
other.) Now, nothing is more fatal toa 
taste for useful knowledge than a fami- 
liar intercourse with the scenes of the 
world. Order, retirement, and recollec- 
tion are necessary for study; continual 
dissipation and interruption relax the 
fervor of the mind and destroy all relish 
for close application. 

6. In the last place, the Spirit of the 
Ministry is a Spirit of Piety. 

By this spirit of piety I mean not only 
good morals, but that purity of heart, 
that tenderness of conscience, that taste 
for divine things, which simply the ap- 
pearance of evil disturbs. Such a spirit 
of piety is the soul of our ministry, and 
on this depends all its success. We are 
continually conversant with holy things; 
temples, altars, the holy mysteries, spi- 
ritual songs, the word of life ;—it is in 
the midst of these great, these divine 
objects, that we pass our days; all our 
occupations relate to objects, in the 
view of which angels themselves trem- 
ble. 

Now, my brethren, a serious consid- 
eration of these things could not fail to 
make the most pious distrustful of them- 
selves, and sensible of their need of con- 
tinual assistance from God. Whata life 
of prayer, of retirement, of circumspec- 
tion, of faith, of rigorous government of 
the passions, is necessary to prepare us 
for such services? A minister of reli- 
gion ought not to indulge himself in 
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any thing which he cannot carry to the 
sanctuary, any thing which would be 
unbecoming in that place. He certainly 
ought not then to carry thither disposi- 
tions, affections, and desires which are 
common and worldly. It is necessary 
that the fire of divine love should purify 
his heart and raise it from a common 
to a holy and elevated state ; in a word, 
as nothing is greater and more sublime 
than his functions, so nothing ought to 
be purer and more sublime than his 
piety. 

Will you then think of going from an 
assembly of pleasure to the house of 
God? Will you go to invoke a blessing 
from God, with the same mouth with 
which you have just pronounced vain 
and trifling words? Will you attempt 
to administer Christian ordinances with 
a mind filled with frivolous and indecent 
images? Instead of elevating your 
minds and hearts on high, will you suf- 
fer them to dwell upon the mean objects 
of the world ?—upon objects unworthy 
of occupying the attention of a wise 
man, at any time, and much more of di- 
verting a minister of Christ from an 
attention to the sacred duties of his 
office ? 

But further, a worldly, and dissipated 

_life is inconsistent not only with that 
piety which we ought to possess when 
officiating at the holy altar, but also 
with that grave and edifying conduct 
which is necessary to prepare us for all 
the functions of the ministry, and with- 
out which we cannot expect success. 
If, my brethren, you associate freely 
with men of the world, with what pro- 
priety can you speak of avoiding the 
world,—of the dangers to which people 
are there exposed,—of the necessity of 
prayer, and recollection, and watchful- 
ness,—of the eye which must be plucked 
out, when it becomes an occasion of of- 
fence,—of the account which we must 
render for every idle word,—and of all 
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your manners, and so unknown to the 
world? With what an air of coldness 
and dryness must you appear? ‘The 
holy truths of Salvation come but with 
regret, and with an air of constraint, 
from a mouth accustomed to frivolous 
and worldly conversation. To imitate 
the Apostle, in preaching Christ crucifi- 
ed with success, we must, like him, be 
attached to the cross of Christ; to affect 
the heart, there must be expressions 
which proceed from a heart that is itself 
affected. Without this you will be in 
the Christian pulpit, like those merce- 
nary declaimers, who formerly made a 
parade of their eloquence, in the public 
schools of Rome and Athens, upon 
vague and indifferent subjects, which 
interest neither the hearers nor the 
speakers ; you will make of the ministry 
of the word a vain exercise of parade 
and ostentation,—a spectacle for the 
world; and nota serious instruction for 
sinners ; you will seek the applauses of 
your hearers, rather than their conver- 
sion,—your own glory rather than that 
of Jesus Christ,—yourselves rather than 
the salvation of your fellow men. 
These consequences of a worldly life 
may make your tremble; but they are in- 
evitable ; an intercourse with the world 
sooner or later leadsto them. And be- 
sides, do you consider as nothing the 
stumbling block which, by such a life, 
you will throw in the way of your fellow 
men, and the grief which you will occa- 
sion to good people? What! Shall you 
be continually seen in the midst of the 
pleasures and vanities of the world, and 
will the world, in favor of you alone, not 
take offence at this? And will you not, 
by such conduct, greatly afflict your 
brethren who are faithful, and all those 
who are friends to the cause of truth 
and righteousness ? ; 
But our functions themselves, you will 
say, necessarily draw us into an inter- 


course with men of the world. True, 


those mortifying maxims so foreign from! but we shall rarely be there when we 
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are there only on this account. When | 


we have no object but to conduct souls to 
Christ, we shall show ourselves only to 
point out to them the way. The mo- 
ment they have found it, and can go 
without us, we shall conceal ourselves, 
become eclipsed, and enter again into 
the darkness and safety of retirement. 
Like that star which conducted the 
Magi to Christ, and which was a type of 
pastors ; it showed itself as far as Beth- 
lehem, whither it was to conduct those 
Sages of the East; but the moment they 
found, acknowledged, and adored the 
infant Saviour, it disappeared, became 
eclipsed, and entered again into the 
clouds of the firmament; its ministry 
was finished, and its appearance ceased 
with its ministry. 

Therefore, my brethren, as you ex- 
pect ere long to enter upon the public 
duties of the ministry, be on your guard 
against a taste for the world and its 
concerns. If you still cherish this fatal 
taste, be certain that this is a leaven 
which, ifnot destroyed, will one day cor- 
rupt the whole lump ; and which will oc- 
casion your ruin. If this taste is so 
powerful that you despair of ever sub- 
jecting it to a sense of duty, take the 
world for your portion, before a holy 
engagement shall oblige you to separate 
from it for ever. Do not add to the 
damages of a worldly life the crime of 
appearing there with a sacred character, 
which ought wholly to remove you from 
it. Its seductions will be dangerous, 
even if the calling to which you may 
devote yourselves should make it your 
duty to appear there; judge then of the 
safety which you can promise your- 
selves, if you associate with the world 
in opposition to the commands of God, 
and against the rules of the holy pro- 
fession which you have chosen, 
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The consciences of worldly men often 
condemn them for the injurious influence 
they exert upon the faithfulness of ministers, 


MILLENIAL GLORY OF THE CHURCH. 


[May, 
Millenial Glory of the Church. 


We take the following from an Address 
delivered before a missionary meeting in 
the city of Philadelphia, in 1828, by Rev. 
Dr. Alexander, of Princeton. 


“ One thing which must undoubtedly 
precede this event, is the preparation 
of suitable instruments to evangelize 
the world. Men of the right spirit 
must be trained’and disciplined for the 
service of the Lord, in sufficient num- 
bers to bear the message of salvation 
to every nation under heaven. At pre- 
sent, therefore, it is evident that we are 
not prepared to carry the commission 
of our Lord into full effect, because the 
necessary instruments are wanting. 
But if the Great Head of the church 
intends that she shall achieve anything 
great in promoting this glorious cause, 
her attention will be turned, with great 
earnestness, to the business of search- 
ing out, and training up young men for 
the ministry. This will be felt by all 
Christians, to be a most important and 
solemn duty ; and no promising candi- 
date for the sacred office, will be pre- 
vented from proceeding in his prepara- 
tory studies, for want of the means of 
prosecuting them, It will be a favora- 
ble sign of approaching good when the 
number of faithful preachers of the 
gospel is multiplied. 

But not only must the number, but 
the qualifications of ministers, also be 
increased. When God is about to ac- 
complish a great work upon earth, men 
will be raised up, possessing the spirit 
of the apostles and primitive martyrs ; 
—men who will not count their lives 
dear, nor be unwilling to seal their tes- 
timony with their blood, if the honor 
of their Lord should require such a sac- 
rifice. Indeed, it is not reasonable to 
expect, that the conversion of the world 
will be achieved, without the shedding 
of blood. The grand adversary of God 
and man, will not relinquish his govern- 
ment of the world, without a struggle. 
Whenever the same spirit which actu- 
ated the first preachers of the Gospel, 
shall animate the breasts of missiona- 
ries, and when the strong holds of sin 
begin to fall before the spiritual wea- 
pons of the Gospel, Satan will come 
forth to the contest, with horrible rage ; 
and the more, because he will know 
that his time is short. Know then, that 
as soon as ministers of the Gospel shall 
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be multiplied, and when they shall 
manifest a full devotion to Christ and 
his kingdom, then will there be good 
reason to augur that the triumph of the 
church is near.” 


MILLENIAL GLORY 


Have these remarks, made by Dr. Alex- 
ander in 1828, become obsolete in 1844? 
Have the missionaries of the cross been so 
multiplied as now to inspire the hope of the 
speedy approach of the millenium? Is not 
the present aspect of things quite the re- 
verse of this, so far as our own missions, 
both at home and abroad, are concerned ? 
The insufficient supply of missionaries to 
meet the urgent demands at our foreign 
stations has, as is well known, engaged the 
attention of the American Board, at their 
successive meetings, for three or four years 
past. 
ments derived from the correspondence of 
our missionaries abroad, and presented at the 
meeting of the Board the year before last: 

Writing from Western Africa, Mr. Wil- 
son says, ‘‘ We need, imperatively need, one 
or two missionaries to strengthen the mis- 
sions in this vicinity. We are inadequate, 
totally so, to perform one half of the labor 
which devolves upon us. * * It seems 
to us highly desirable that at least seven or 
eight missionaries should be sent out to 
Africa with as little delay as possible. We 
specify this number, not because we think 
it all, or the half, or even the tenth part of 
those who might be advantageously employ- 
ed in building up the kingdom of Christ in 
this benighted land; but because it is as 
Jarge a number, judging from the past, as 
we may reasonably expect. The field has 
hardly any assignable limits. We could, 
upon our own knowledge of the country, 
scanty as it is, designate locations of a most 
interesting character, for at least one hun- 
dred missionaries; almost the whole of 
which must, we fear, for many a long day, 
remain, as it has for centuries past, a scene 
of desolation and moral ruin.” 

For the Madura mission twenty-seven 
missionaries were asked years ago. Seven 
had been sent in 1842: and the missionaries 
said that the least which they could do was 
to beseech the Board to send forth the re- 
maining twenty. These were not all per- 
haps, required to be preachers. 


The following are some of the state- 
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From Jaffna, Ceylon, the missionaries had 
written importunately for six fellow labor- 
ers; and three only had been sent. 

At the meeting of the Sandwich Islands 
mission, in 1841, the missionaries decided 
that, at least, twelve preachers were impe- 
riously called for to supply the present 
wants of that mission. 

After the statement of these facts, with 
many others of the same kind, at the meet- 
ing of the Board in 1842, the following re- 
marks were added by the Prudential Com- 
mittee : 


“ With this view of the wants of the 
missions, and the calls of divine Provi- 
dence to enlarge and strengthen them, 
no little importance is attached to the 
inquiries, From what source and to 
what extent, can missionary laborers 
be obtained? It has already been 
mentioned that no more than four mis- 
sionaries and one female assistant mis- 
sionary are now under appointment—a 
less number, it is believed, than at any 
annual meeting during the last twenty 
years; and the Committee have no 
information which would lead them to 
count upon more than that number of 
missionaries to be sent forth during the 
ensuing year. So that for this year, 
unless the Head of the Church shall, in 
a special manner, kindle up a missiona- 
Ty spirit in the hearts of young men 
just now entering the gospel ministry, 
reinforcing the missions will be wholly 
impracticable. Will this deficiency be 
compensated by the increased numbers 
who will come forward the year follow- 
ing? So far as the Committee have 
information from Theological Semina- 
ries or other sources they are not aware 
that there are five who propose to offer 
themselves, during the year now com- 
mencing, as preachers to the heathen. 
Nor does the information they possess 
furnish a better prospect for any subse- 
quent year. The most alarming circum- 
stance at the present time, bearing on the 
vigorous prosecution of the missionary 
work, is the anticipated want of an 
adequate number of able and devoted 
missionaries.” 
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It does not appear that the apprehensions 
thus emphatically expressed, in 1842, had 
been much relieved during the subsequent 
year. During that year, (ending September 
1848,) the Board had sent out only three 
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ordained missionaries. The subject of a 
deficiency in the number of candidates was 
again pressed upon the attention of the 
Board atthe annual meeting at Rochester. 
In their paper on that subject the Pruden- 
tial Committee say : 


“Tt is high time for the friends of 
missions to look forward, and concern 
themselves on this point. Good mis- 
sionaries are not to be made in a day. 
Admitting in the highest sense, that 
they are to be called of God to this 
work, and that their primary and most 
indispensable qualification is to be 
wrought by his Spirit, still, as we are 
not to expect miracles, the training in 
addition to this, must be a work of 
years. What foundation shall we lay ? 
What measures would a wise forecast 
lead us to adopt to meet the call which 
may, and we hope will, at no distant day 
be made for preachers to the heathen 2” 


How important, in view of the foregoing 
facts, statements and appeals, does the 
branch of benevolent exertion appear, in 
which the Education Society is engaged! 
How important that it should receive a 
steady support ; increasing too, in propor- 
tion to the increasing demands of the mis- 
sionary work ! When it is considered that 
nearly one half of the missionaries sent 
from this country to the foreign field, have 
been assisted in this manner to obtain the 
necessary qualifications for their work, and 
that a large proportion of the other half 
would never probably have been spared 
from the churches and missions of our own 
land, but for the same instrumentality 
contributing to supply their loss, the con- 
viction will be clear, that without the vigor- 
ous efforts of this Society for years to come, 
the cause of Christ among the heathen can- 
not continue to be sustained even by the 
present number of laborers. The feelings 
of the missicnaries abroad on this subject 
are painfully intense. This is manifest 
from the extracts already quoted from their 
communications to the Board ; and which 
might have been extended so as to make 
this feature in them much more impressive. 

We have reserved our space, however, for 
one or two interesting communications re- 
ceived at the Rooms of the Am. Ed. Socie- 
ty, from our brethren in the foreign field, in 
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which this aspect of the subject is distinctly 
presented. 

The following is from a missionary at 
Jaffua, Ceylon, accompanying a donation of 
thirty dollars to the Society. 


“ I feel pained to hear that there is 
danger lest young men be discouraged 
by want of means from entering the 
gospel ministry. Among the heathen 
nothing can be done without men; and 
the blessed word of God seems likely 
to effect but little unless it be pressed 
home on the conscience and the heart 
by the living teacher. And if such 
can be sent, much of the world seems 
to be full as ripe for the harvest as it is 
ever like to be. Nay, there is much 
reason to fear that as the advance of 
light penetrates the dark and foolish 
systems of heathenism, a yet more 
obstinate infidelity will array itself 
against the gospel, if preachers be 
delayed.” 


Another missionary writes from India as 
follows. His letter is dated, Seroor, April 
28, 1843. 


“T know not how I can better 
express my sympathy for your much 
cherished Society in its present trying 
circumstances, than by sending you a 
donation. It is with grief that I hear 
of your pecuniary depression; and es- 
pecially of the prejudices some good 
people have allowed themselves to 
cherish against the Society. Whether 
there are sufficient grounds for these 
prejudices or not, I do not presume to 
say. But certainly no one, without a 
good reason, can be justified in stand- 
ing aloof from so important an auxilia- 
ry, in the great system of benevolent 
operations, which are the glory of the 
age. Withdraw from the vineyard of 
the Lord all the laborers the American 
Education Society has been instrument- 
al in sending forth, and how man 
churches in New England would be 
left without a pastor ; how many hap- 
py, flourishing congregations of the 
West, would hang their harps on the 
willows; and how many foreign sta- 
tone would be deprived of the word of 
ife ! 

“When I contemplate the vast field 
of moral ruins with which I am sur- 
rounded, calling loudly for hundreds of 
laborers ; and at the same time, re- 
member that there are scarcely any 
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young men now looking forward to the 
foreign field ; I turn my eyes to your 
Society, and weep that its efficiency is 
so much curtailed. Is it indeed true 
that many promising young men, who 
would soon have been prepared to pro- 
claim the gospel at home and abroad, 
have been stricken from your lists, and 
compelled in some instances, probably, 
to renounce their high hopes of useful- 
ness in the vineyard of the Lord ; and 
that others will be deterred from enter- 
ing on a course of preparation for this 
work, for want of the encouragement 
your Society holds out ? 

This subject comes home to my 
heart. Had it not been for the friend- 
ly aid of the American Education 
Society, one laborer at least, however 
unworthy he may be of the station, 
would never have entered this pagan 
land. Please accept the inclosed [$10] 
as a thank offering, from one, who, as 
an individual, feels under the greatest 
obligation to your Society ; and who 
indulges the hope, that, through his 
instrumentality, some from among the 
heathen will rise up and call you 
blessed.

Letter from the West. 


Arcadia, Mo., Dec. 1843. 
Rev. 8. H. Riddel, Sec. of A. E. S. 

Respected anp Dear Sir,—Having 
in the course of my travels for a scien- 
tific purpose, traversed the desolate re- 
gions of the Great West for a distance 
of about 25,000 miles, and in my wan- 
derings penetrated the gloomy recesses 
where the feet of the colporteur have 
never trod, it is with feelings of the 
deepest interest that I state to you in 
a word, my conviction of what con- 
stitutes the great want of this interest- 
ing portion of ourcountry. How beau- 
tiful upon the mountains were the feet 
of the seventy disciples, as they bore 
the early tidings of salvation to the be- 
nighted Galileans! Not less interest- 
ing, perhaps, are the visits of the pious 
colporteurs, penetrating the mists of 
gnorance, and scattering leaves from 
the tree of life for the healing of the 
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nations. May the Lord bless and 
prosper all such benevolent exertions. 
Would that I could say that these 
efforts are all that is necessary. But 
no: however excellent, they are only 
a part, and that the beginning. The 
farmers in this country must carefully 
fold their sheep at night, or they are 
soon destroyed by wolves. Just so the 
wandering sheep of the wilderness, 
visited and sometimes collected by the 
colporteur, when he leaves them,.as he 
is forced to do, are soon scattered and 
lost. The shepherds’ tents must be 
erected for the safety of these sheep 
and Jambs, and in every tent there must 
be a faithful watchman. What then 
this vast region requires most of all, 
is a large number of ardently pious and 
thoroughly educated ministers. Not half 
educated men, but men “thoroughly fur- 
nished.” Men tried and proved. Such 
as the American Education Society 
has furnished for the church. It is 
exceedingly important that these men 
have good theological libraries ; for here 
the flood tide of error is to be met, and 
the foundations to be laid for many 
generations. If then young men can 
be found to devote themselves to this 
work, will not the church arise in the 
strength that God has given her, and 
furnish the means for their education ? 
What is the sacrifice of money in com- 
parison with the sacrifice of one’s self? 
Let the church then arise and assist 
them to build gold, silver, and precious 
stones, throughout the length and 
breadth of this great valley; and not 
leave it for the great deceiver to mono- 
polize the whole. ,

P. S.—In respect to the means for 
sustaining ministers here, I may remark 
that parsonages can in a great many 
instances be obtained for ministers who 
are not afraid of a log-house, (and a 
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comfortable house it will be;) and all 
necessary provisions, except clothing 
and books, can be provided. Fifty dol- 
lars in money, in many places, might 
easily be raised, in addition, for the 
minister, and a house of worship built. 
But the men—the men are wanting.

Correspondence with Students. 

Letters are frequently received at the 
Rooms of the Society from some of our 
young men, in which they refer to the diffi- 
culties which they are compelled to strug- 
gle against in the prosecution of their course 
of studies. We have often wished that 
facts of this kind, which have come to our 
knowledge, could be spread before the 
Christian community. They would produce 
a. conviction which no mere abstract state- 
ments can produce in relation to the claims 
of this object upon those who are in posses- 
sion of this world’s goods. 

The following is froma joint letter, ad- 
dressed ‘*to the Secretary of the American 
Education Society ” by the young men in 
one of the Colleges of New England; when 
the Society was paying only alternate ap- 
propriations. 

Rev. anp Dear Srr,—At the last 
monthly meeting of the beneficiaries in 
this College, it was thought best, in 
view of our present necessities, to ad- 
dress you withrespect to the next ap- 
propriation. The necessity of your 
Society’s withholding, in part, its ac- 
customed munificence from us, for the 
past year, has oppressed us exceeding- 
ly, and clouded in a measure our wont- 
ed prosperity. It has blinded our 
future prospects with uncertainty, and 
we are ata loss to know whereon to 
ground any hope of relief. We are not 
however in the least disposed to blame 
the officers of the Society, for not doing 
what their inability forbade; inasmuch 
as we are aware of most weighty and 
cogent reasons why the appropriations 
should be withheld. But should the 
same reasons continue to exist, and 


! 
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another appropriation or two be with- 
held, the gripe of penury would be to 
some of us almostintolerable. Certain- 
ly the Christian community must know 
very little of the beneficiaries’ struggles 
with poverty, even when they receive 
to the full extent of the expected funds ; 
and much less do they understand the 
real and vital discouragements we ex- 
perience, when-half of those funds are 
for one year withheld. Our depend- 
ence is almost entirely placed upon the 
Education Society for our support. In- 
deed without its assistance many of us 
could not advance at all; for though we 
might half support ourselves in some 
other way, yet to fail in the other half, 
leaves us like a carriage without its 
wheels, and casts in our way insupera- 
ble difficulties. The beneficence of 
the Society has been the anchor of our 
hopes, and the strong cord, which, with 
our desires to do good, drew us from the 
fields, work-shops and counting-rooms, 
where we were once employed. We 
feel that words can never adequately 
express the obligations we are already 
under to the Directors of the Society, 
for the efforts they have unremittingly 
made, and the self denial they have 
ever cheerfully practiced in our behalf. 
The numerous obstacles, opposed by 
indigence, to our future usefulness, as 
far as they were able to accomplish it, 
have been removed ; and our burdens, 
though heavy, they have been willing, 
in part to bear, when the accumulated 
debt of the Society must have weighed 
heavily upon them. We feel that to 
the Society, and most of all to that 
merciful God, who has ever sustained 
and blessed it, we owe lives of untiring 
zeal and usefulness ; and we do hope 
and pray that eternity may disclose the 
welcome truth, that its benefits have 
not been bestowed in vain upon any 
one of us. We are willing to endure 
any trial, or practice any economy, how- 
ever rigid, that shall the better fit us

for the enterprise, in which we have 
engaged. And trusting in God for his 
blessing, and in your Society for a con- 
tinuation of its assistance, we hope 
faithfully to persevere, until we accom- 
plish the end for which we have thus 
far prosecuted our studies. 


The extract which follows, we take from 
the communication of a theological student 
about to return to his studies, after a year’s 
interruption, spent in teaching, to obtain 
money to pay the debts contracted for col- 
lege expenses. He did not receive assist- 
ance from the Education Society while in 
College. 

“T take this opportunity to write,” he 
says “ that, if possible, when I return, 
I may find something that will enable 
me to live. Ihave suffered much in my 
studies for the want of a few dollars. If 
I could see the members of our church- 
es congregated once, I think I could 
tell them a tale, that would unlock their 
liberality, and lead many to give to a 
few students, desiring to live for Christ, 
what they need. My soul has panted 
to preach the glad tidings of great joy 
—the blessed gospel. I know I am 
unworthy. Give me your prayers, es- 
pecially for my health, for J have in- 
jured it much, owing to my straitened 
circumstances.” 

From a theological student providential- 
ly enabled to dispense with further assist- 
ance from the Society. 

Dear Sir,—With the quarterly re- 
turns which I have this day made out 
to the Am. Education Society, I have 
concluded to make my last call on 
them for aid in preparing to preach the 
gospel. And such are my feelings of 
obligation to the Society, that I have 
taken the liberty in this manner, to ex- 
press my gratitude to them for their 
beneficence. A kind Providence, with- 
in a few days, has permitted me an in- 
terview with a dear brother from the 
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far West, who has been preaching - 
there for several years, and who has 
kindly loaned me the use of one hun- 
dred dollars, without interest, as long 
as] may need it. With this and my 
own industry, I hope to defray my ex- 
penses the coming year, and furnish 
myself in part with a library which I 
very, muchjneedweime* “4s Whardly. 
know how to express my feelings of ob- 
ligation and gratitude to the Society 
for their timely assistance repeatedly 
afforded me. Often when bills of debt 
honestly due, destitution of money, 
books needed, clothing, sickness and 
other troubles have combined to over- 
whelm my spirits and fill me with dis- 
couragement, have your quarterly ap- 
propriations come to hand just at the 
time when it seemed as though I could 
proceed no further without them. I 
have often been led to notice this fact, 
and have, I think, felt in some good 
degree that the relief came directly 
from the hand of God. When I have 
forsaken father and mother, and with 
reference to parental assistance father 
and mother have forsaken me, and by 
sickness I could not help myself, I feel 
that this Society under God has kindly 
taken me up, nourished and fostered 
me with tenderness and kindness. My 
best wishes I tender to the Society. 
May God ever bless and prosper it !

From a young man, in an early part of 
the course, compelled to relinquish the de- 
sign of preparing for the ministry. 

He refers to the decease of a brother, 
from whom he had expected some assist- 
ance ; and then to the failure in his appro- 
priations from the Education Society ; in 
consequence of which events concurring, 
he says: 


“J am compelled, though with extreme 
reluctance, to give up for the present 
the idea of becoming a minister of the 
gospel. Having this in view, I have 
gtudied and toiled for many years. It 
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has been the cherished object of my 
youthful days. But I must resign it. 
I hope I may still be enabled to devote 
myself to the cause of Christ, in some 
part of his vineyard. In regard to my 
connection with the American Educa- 
tion Society, I shall endeavor to refund 
the money received from it, as soon as 
I shall have settled myself in some 
business. Unless I should receive 
’ some offer of a situation soon, I think 
now I shall pursue the study of medi- 
cine, asI can do this with very little 
expense, comparatively, in my own 
town. I may, asa physician, stil occu- 
py missionary ground, if it please God.” 


The full meaning and sincerity of the 
writer in the last sentence, will be evident 
from a brief extract from a ietter of an earli- 
er date, in which he had expressed anxiety 
respecting his prospect of entering the min- 
istry. In concluding his letter, he says : 


“TI comfort myself with the reflec- 
tion that God reigns. The work is his; 
and if he has work for me to do, he 
will prepare me for it. The gospel will 
be preached ; the world will be converted 
to Christ ; whether I am employed or 
not. JI desire an interest in your 
prayers ; that I may be, not almost, but 
altogether, wholly and heartily devoted 
to God’s service.”

Response from Harmony Conference, 


WORCESTER COUNTY, MASS. 


The Harmony Conference, at their 
meeting, Oct. 24-5, assigned the eve- 
ning of the 24th to the Anniversary of 
their Auxiliary Education Society. The 
Agent of the American Education So- 
ciety, Rev. Joseph Emerson, addressed 
the audience, and was followed by Rev. 
Asa Bullard, Secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Sabbath School Society. When 
Mr. Bullard closed, one of the pastors 
proposed to the Conference a Resolu- 
tion, expressing approbation of the 
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American Education Society. Two 
other pastors had also prepared a reso- 
lution, which was more full. They 
read it. The mover of the first with- 
drew his, and seconded theirs; which 
was as follows: 


Resolved, That the American Edu- 
cation Society, under its present regu- 
lations, has a just claim upon the confi- 
dence and prayers, and increased bene- 
factions of the churches, 


Four pastors then rose, successively, 
and urged the importance of sustaining 
this Institution. Two of them were 
among the oldest pastors present; each 
of whom said, that for some time, he 
had doubted about the Education So- 
ciety, but that the present Rules of the 
Society were such as to remove those 
doubts, and that now he was ready to 
co-operate heartily in sustaining the 
cause. Rev. Mr. Wood, the venerable 
patriarch of Upton, was one of the two; 
the oldest pastor present, and the Mo- 
derator of the meeting. “Brethren,” 
said he, “I do not rise to make a speech 
—but to show my mutability. I have 
felt coolly towards this cause; and, 
much as I Jove brother Emerson, I have 
not liked to see him come to my house 
on this business. But I never refused 
him my pulpit till to-day. To-day I did. 
I rise to take it back. He may come, 
when he pleases, and I will gladly open 
to him the door of my house, and the 
door of my pulpit.” 

At the request of the Moderator, the 
sense of the assembly upon the Reso- 
lution was taken by rising ; and it was 
ordered by the Conference to be pub- 
lished.

Quarterly Meeting of the Directors, 


The Quarterly Meeting of the Direc- 
tors of the American Education Society 
was held at the Rooms, April 10, 1844, 
The Secretary presented the Quarterly 
Returns from one hundred and sixty 
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young men, attwenty different Institu- 
tions, accompanied by their requests 
for continued assistance from the So- 
ciety; also applications, through the 
different Examining Committees, from 
sixteen young men, to be received 
anew. Of those renewing their appli- 
cations, eighty-six are in Colleges, and 
seventy-two in Theological Seminaries. 
Two only are in preparatory schools; 
having been admitted before the recent 
alterations in the Rules. Of the new 
applicants, nine are in college, and 
seven in the theological course. Whole 
number, one hundred and seventy-six. 

The Board voted to grant to each an 
appropriation of fifteen dollars; which 
was immediately forwarded. 

An abstract of the Report of the do- 
ings of the Central American Eduea- 
tion Society at New York, embracing 
the returns from the young men at 
the Institutions in New York and the 
Middle States, and at Lane Seminary, 
Cincinnati, was laid before the Board. 
They have granted appropriations this 
quarter to eighty-three young men in 
fourteen Institutions. 

The whole number of students in- 
cluded in the above statement for the 
quarter, is two hundred and fifty-nine ; 
and the number of Institutions thirty- 


four.

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TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


Tur Twenty-Eighth Annual Meeting of 
the American Education Society was con- 
vened in the city of New York, May 9th, 
1844. Rev. Jusrin Epwarps, D. D., one 
of the Honorary Vice Presidents, presided. 
After the organization, the Society voted to 
adjourn, after attending the public Anniver- 
sary, to meet in Boston on the 27th of May 
instant. The Anniversary exercises were 
attended in the evening in the Central 
Presbyterian Church. An abstract of the 
Report of the Directors was read by the 
Secretary, and interesting addresses were 
made by Rev. Joserpa P. Tuomrson, of 
New Haven, Ct.; Rev. Grorce W. Brac- 


Strone, of Northampton, was elected 
President. Hon. Aurren D. Foster, the 
Vice President, having declined a re-elec- 
tion, Joun Tappan, Esq., of Boston, was 
elected Vice President. 

An Anniversary meeting of great interest 
was attended in the evening in Park Street 
Meeting house; when extracts from the 
Annual Report were read, and able addres- 
ses were delivered by Rev. Jonatuan F, 
Srearns, of Newburyport, Rev. Carvin E. 
Srowe, D. D.of Lane Seminary, Cincinnati, 
and Rev. Swann L. Pomroy, of Bangor, 
Me.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORT. 


In presenting their Twenty-Eighth 
Annual Report, the Directors begin 
with a devout expression of gratitude 
to God for the more recent and clear 
indications of his favor towards the 
work in which they are engaged. In no 
year, since the late pecuniary reverses 
of our country commenced, have the 
operations of this Society been sustain- 
ed with such a measure of encouraging 
approval and co-operation*from the pas- 
tors and churches on whose support, 
under God, its prosperity depends, as 
during the year which closes with this 
anniversary. These renewed encour- 
agements the Directors would ascribe 
especially to the Divine blessing. Anx- 
ious and untiring efforts have indeed 
been used ; efforts which more and more 
appear to have been wisely adapted to 
their end. But it cannot be necessary 
to say that without the light and direc- 
tion obtained in answer to prayer, these 
measures themselves had proved neith- 
er judicious in their conceptions, nor 
successful in their execution. That 
they have been successful to a gratify- 
ing extent, is aclear evidence, as the 
subject may now be viewed, that God, 
in his favor to the interests of this im- 
portant object, was for a time suffering 
the Society to experience a serious de- 
pression for the purpose of bringing 
about lasting and valuable improvments 
in the scheme of its operations, and thus 
establishing the cause more firmly than 
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ever in the confidence of the religious 
community. 

As one evidence, among many ofa 
less palpable and distinctive character, 
showing the favorable decision to which 
the minds of influential persons have 
been brought in relation to this cause, 
the Directors would refer, with grate- 
ful acknowledgements, to the nume- 
rous Votes and Resolutions passed by 
clerical and ecclesiastical bodies during 
the year, and published by their direc- 
tion in the columns of the religious 
papers. These expressions of opinion 
and of interest, are the more valuable 
to the cause, inasmuch as they have 
not, so far as is known, been the fruit 
of any special urgency on the part of 
the agents of the Society. They have 
sprung from evident conviction in the 
minds of those who have acted in 
adopting them; and have often been 
accompanied with much earnestness of 
argument and appeal, in support of the 
propositions they contain. 


Operations of the Society during the 
Year.—The number of young men who 
have received assistance from the funds 
of the Society during the year, is 388. 
Of this number, 230 were connected 
with the Parent Society and its Branch- 
es in New England, and in the West- 
ern Reserve, Ohio; and 158 with the 
Central American Education Society 
at New York, embracing the Phila- 
delphia Education Society with the 
Branches in Western New York, and 
and at Lane Seminary, Obio ; and also 
tbe Education Society of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church. From the 
Board of Education of the German 
Reformed Church, no report has been 
received. 

The following are the several Insti- 
tutions in which the young men con- 
nected with the Society, (excepting 
those of the German Reformed and 
‘Lutheran connections,) have been pur- 
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suing their studies during the year. 
The number at each Institution is 
annexed.

From a comparison of the different 
departments of study in which the 
young men at this time connected with 
the Society are found, leaving out of 
view the preparatory department, which 
since the changes in the Rules, furnish- 
es no criterion, it appears that the 
largest proportion are considerably ad- 
vanced towards the end of their course 
of study. 


Number Received.-The number of 
young men who have made application 
to the Society during the year, and 
have been received, is sixty-eight :—by 
the Parent Society thirty-nine, and by 
the Central American Education Soci- 
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ety, New York, twenty-nine. This is 
more than double the number received 
during the previous year. 

The whole number on the lists of 
the Society from the beginning, is 
3,039. 


Receipts. — The receipts into the 
Treasury of the Parent Society during 
the year, have amounted to $21,745 95. 

The amount acknowledged by the 
Treasurer of the Central American 
Education Society, embracing, besides 
what is paid in at New York, the re- 
ceipts of the Philadelphia Education 
Society, the Western Education Soci- 
ety, at Auburn, New York, the Utica 
Agency, and the Evangelical Lutheran 
Education Society, together with $347 
26 received for the Parent Society, and 
transmitted, is $13,065 72. 

Thus the whole amount of receipts 
for the year, allowing for the last named 
item, included in both accounts, stands 
at $34,811 67. This is an increase 
above the receipts of last year of 
$1,022 34. 


Disbursements.—The disbursements 
from the Treasury of the Parent Soci 
ety during the year, for paying the 
grants to students, interest on the debt, 
and expenses of conducting the opera- 
tions of the Board, have amounted to 
$15,941 64. Besides this, the sam of 
$6,907 44 has been applied to reduce 
the principal of the Society’s debt ; 
making the whole disbursements dur- 
ing the year, $22,849 08. 

To meet this outlay, the sum of 
$1,103 13 was required, beyond the ac- 
tual receipts of the year. This excess 
the Directors have been able to supply 
from the balance on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year, and to leave a balance 
still in the Treasury of $2,686 84. 

The disbursements from the Trea- 
sury of the Central American Educa- 
tion Society, and of the other Societies

which transmit their accounts to New 
York, amount to $11,681 35. 

Adding this sum to the disbursements 
of the Parent Society, gives the total 
amount of disbursements for the year 
at $34,530 43, 


Economy in Expenses. In conduct- 
ing the operations of the Society, the 
Directors have studied economy to 
the utmost extent consistent with the 
means and agencies necessary for car- 
rying on the work. Early in the year, 
this subject, so far as relates to the 
Parent Society, was given into the 
hands of a Special Committee, who 
subjected everything pertaining to it, 

_ to a patient and careful examination. 
This Committee reported that they 
could find nothing which would admit 
of further curtailment, without impair- 
ing what seemed essential as the main 
supports of the system. In their 
opinion the Board had already during 
the previous year, carried the process 
of retrenchment as far as it could be 
done with prudence. The cost of 
maintaining the operations of the Pa- 
rent Society during the year now 
ending, (including the salaries of the 
Secretary, the Treasurer and two Gen- 
eral Agents, all of whom devote their 
whole time to the work; also the 
travelling expenses of the Secretary 
and Agents, the cost of the Quarterly 
Journal, and other incidental expenses, 
such as office rent, fuel, postage, &c.,) 
has been $4,950 12; thisis a little more 
than one-fifth of the whole amount 
paid out of the Treasury. The other 
four-fifths has been applied to the pay- 
ment of grants to the young men, and 
of debts contracted in making similar 
payments in former years. 

The expectation is entertained, that 
by the return of the churches generally 
to their former habit of contributing 
regularly to this object, the ratio of 
expenditure will at length be reduced 
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much lower. The agencies now em- 
ployed, although they are the least in 
amount which could have been relied 
on, in any circumstances, especially in 
those of the last few years, to carry on 
the work with efficiency, may, with 
the advantage of such co-operation 
from the pastors as was once rendered 
to this object, be instrumental in se- 
curing three times the present amount 
of annual income. To such an im- 
proved condition of the finances the 
Directors are now encouraged to look 
forward. It isa result which may be 
deemed certain, though its consumma- 
tion may still be somewhat retarded. 


Appropriations.—The first quarterly 
appropriation to students by the Parent 
Society, was made upon the limited 
scale of the year before ; that is to say, 
at ten dollars, (or half the stipulated 
sum,) to each of the young men. The 
second was increased to twelve dollars ; 
and the third and fourth to fifteen dol- 
lars. 

The appropriations made by the Or- 
ganizations which send their returns to 
the Central American Education Socie- 
ty, have differed variously from the 
above ; some having paid twelve dol- 
lars quarterly during the year, and oth- 
ers a larger amount. 


Loans Refunded—The amount re- 
funded to the Treasury of the Parent 
Society during the year, by those who 
have formerly received assistance, is 
$3,91404. The entire proceeds of this 
source of income, according to a vote 
of the Directors, mentioned in the last 
Annual Report, are now regarded as a 
sinking fund for the liquidation of the 
debt. The above amount makes about 
one half of what has been applied to 
that object during the year; the other 
moiety having been derived from the 


legacies given for the general purposes 
of the Society, 
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The debt of the Parent Society, 
which, on the 30th of April, 1848, 
stood at $34,905 99, has been reduced 
during the year, to $27,998 55. 


Agencies.—The Rev. Ansel Nash has 
continued to labor during the year, 
with the exception of a few weeks, as 
General Agent in the States of Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. He has 
given an encouraging account of the 
results of his exertions, which have 
been laborious and persevering. 

The Rev. Joseph Emerson, General 
Agent for the southern section of New 
England, has prosecuted the work of 
his agency during the year, with unabat- 
ed energy and success. The cause in 
New England has been greatly indebt- 
ed, for a series of years, to the services 
of these able and faithful men. No 
other agency has been employed upon 
this field the last year. 

The Rev. Daniel Clarke, Jr., has con- 
tinued his labors as General Agent of 
the Central American Education So- 
ciety within the bounds of the Utica 
Agency, and of the Western Educa- 
tion Society which has its centre of 
operations at Auburn, New York. His 
labors have been instrumental in awak- 
ening an increased interest in the cause 
in this important section of the field, 
and of securing an encouraging ad- 
vance in the pecuniary receipts. 

The efforts of the Western Reserve 
Branch, Ohio, to procure an Agent, 
since the resignation of the Rev. Har- 
vey Blodgett, which took place early 
in the year, have not yet proved suc- 
cessful. Scarcely anything has been 
contributed to the funds of the Educa- 
tion Society, by the churches in that 
region, for two or three years past. 
Appropriations are regularly forwarded 
by the Parent Board to students in the 
College and Theological Seminary at 
Hudson; and by the Board at New 
York, to students in Lane Seminary. 
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Changes in the Rules.—At the last 
annual meeting, the Committee ap- 
pointed at the Special Meeting of the 
Society, October, 1842, to revise the 
Rules of the Board, submitted an elab- 
orate Report ; which, after being fully 
discussed, and in one or two points 
amended, was unanimously adopted. 
By this action of the Society, taken up 
and carried through as it was with pro- 
longed deliberation, and an extensive 
comparison of the results of experi- 
ence, almost entire unanimity of views 
was obtained in reference to several 
points of much practical importance in 
the administration of the system. 

On the basis of a number of Reso- 
lutions embraced in the Report of the 
Special Committee, the Directors pro- 
ceeded to modify the system of Rules, so 
as to secure in the most effectual man- 
ner each of the contemplated improve- 
ments. The system, as thus modified, 
has, in the course of the year, been 
carried into practical operation in all 
the relations of the Society; and, so 
far as the Directors are informed, has 
given general satisfaction to those who 
are most immediately concerned in its 
various applications, whether as the 
almoners or the recipients of this use- 
ful Christian bounty. 


Admission of Candidates.—The first 
of these changes relates to the period 
of study at which young men are to be 
received and aided by the Society. By 
the Rules of the Board previous to 
1841, applicants were received after 
six months’ study of the classics. By 
an alteration which the Board adopted 
during that year, this time of previous 
study was extended to twice that num- 
ber of months. It was thought that 
the voice of experience clearly indicat- 
ed, that a longer time than six months 
was requisite, as a trial of the capacity 
and success of young men in the pur- 
suit of study, before the Board could 
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have sufficient means of judging in re- 
spect to their claims to be assisted in 
obtaining an education for the minis- 
try. 

This view of the subject commend- 
ed itself so strongly to the Society at 
the Special Meeting, and to the Com- 
mittee on the revision of the Rules, 
that the further change which the Com- 
mittee recommended, requiring the 
young men to be fully prepared to en- 
ter College, or, at least, to have com- 
pleted two years of classical study, be- 
fore they can be regarded as candidates 
for assistance, was adopted with almost 
entire unanimity. This, therefore, is 
the existing Rule of the Board. Its 
application must be expected very con- 
siderably to reduce the number of ap- 
plicants for aid; and the great advan- 
tage to be anticipated is, that this re- 
duction will be not so much from the 
number who would otherwise go for- 
ward and enter the ministry, as from 
the proportion of young men on the 
lists of the Society at an early stage, 
who, from the want of ability or perse- 
verance, never would have reached the 
end of the course. It may reasonably 
be hoped, that if the candidates are 
not received until they are prepared to 
enter college, and at that stage are able 
decidedly to approve themselves as de- 
serving of assistance, there will after- 
wards be comparatively few cases of 
failure, or even of questionable success. 
Certificates of recommendation, on 
which, of course, it isnecessary at first 
to place some reliance, will be render- 
ed doubly valuable by this extension of 
the time of previous study. So also 
will the decisions of Examining Com- 
mittees; from the fact, that the scholar- 
ship of the applicants, at that stage of 
their progress, may be estimated with 
tolerable justice, in the result of a faith- 
ful examination. 


Examining Committees.—Another of 
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the recent changes in the system, fixes 
the locality of all the Examining Com- 
mittees at the Colleges and Theological 
Seminaries ; instead of permitting them 
as heretofore, to be distributed widely 
overthe country. Italso requires them 
to be constituted partly of the Faculty 
of the respective institutions, and part- 
ly of other persons not connected with 
them in the business of government or 
instruction. This arrangement is ren- 
dered practicable and convenient by 
the change already noticed ; whereas 
formerly, when the young men were 
taken up early in the preparatory course, 
itgvould not have been adopted. It is 
evidently an improvement in the sys- 
tem, because it throws this important 
responsibility into the hands of men 
who are not only in the best manner 
qualified by their habits and employ- 
ments for such a service, but are always 
known to the Directors or Officers of 
the Society, and are in relations of con- 
stant intercourse with them. With the 
assistance of Examining Committees 
thus constituted, it would seem that it 
cannot be difficult for the Board to 
assure themselves of something like 
thoroughness in this department of the 
work. 


Supervision by the Committees.—Still 
another, and a newer feature of the 
system, as now modified, appears in the 
investiture of these Examining Com- 
mittees at the various institutions, with 
the additional responsibility of exercis- 
ing, in concurrence with the Officers 
of the Board, such a parental supervi- 
sion over the young men as their early 
consecration to the ministry and their 
consequent relations to this Society 
seem to render desirable and proper. 
This duty, on the kind and judicious 
discharge of which much of the suc- 
cess of the system in its practical de- 
tails depends, has been hitherto de- 
volved on the Secretary alone; who, 
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from the impossibility of maintaining 
anything like an intimacy of acquaint- 
ance with so many young men, distrib- 
uted in so many institutions through 
the land, must ever find it a difficult as 
well as a most delicate duty to dis- 
charge. The distribution of this ser- 
vice in the manner effected by the 
change now under consideration, seems 
calculated to accomplish the true ob- 
ject of the regulation more effectually, 
and at the same time more acceptably, 
than upon the plan originally devised. 
With every returning quarter, the Com- 
mittee at each Institution are to renew 
their inquiries respecting the deport- 
ment of the young men, and their pro- 
ficiency in study; and are to recom- 
mend their continuance in connection 
with the Society, or not, as they may 
think proper. 


Loan and Gratuity.— Another essen- 
tial change in the system, pertains to 
the principle on which pecuniary aid 
is granted. This part of the plan of 
the Society has undergone several mod- 
ifications from the beginning. At first, 
the necessary expenses of the young 
men were paid, without limiting them 
to a prescribed amount ; and the whole 
was given to them asa gratuity. Next, 
the quarterly appropriations were lim- 
ited to a certain sum ;* which sum has 
been twice altered since it was first 
established. Afterwards, the loaning 
system began to be introduced, by mak- 
ing the half of each appropriation a 
loan.| From this, another step was 
taken, and the whole was made a loan, 
payable by instalments in one, two, and 
three years, after the young men should 
come into the ministry.t Then the 
conditions of payment were further re- 
laxed, by extending the credit on the 
whole amount to five years from the 
conclusion of the course of study ; 


* October, 1819. f October, 1820, f July, 1826. 
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and still further, by offering a discount 
of twelve per cent. per annum, on all 
sums refunded before the expiration of 
the five years, according to the part of 
the time anticipated by the payment.* 

On this footing the appropriations 
continued to be granted until the recent 
change was adopted. By this change, 
after having made a full experiment 
both of the gratuitous and of the loan- 
ing system under various modifications, 
the attempt has been made to retain 
the advantages of both, by keeping 
them more distinct, rather than by vir- 
tually amalgamating them as on the 
former plan; and by giving to the 
young men their choice, influenced by 
such advice in view of their peculiar 
circumstances as they may obtain from 
judicious friends and from the officers 
of the Board, whether to receive assis- 
tance as a gratuity or as a loan. 

The loans, though without interest 
during the term of credit, are to be 
treated more strictly as a debt than 
heretofore, being required to be refund- 
ed in full by the young men before 
their settlement in the ministry; or 
within two years after they shall have 
finished their studies, if they do not 
settle within that time. 

The assistance afforded asa gratuity, 
will of course be regarded in no other 
light from the first ; and the young men 
will be saved from the temptation and 
embarrassment of promising to refund 
when they have little expectation of 
ever being able to fulfil the engage- 
ment. 

The Society also will escape a diffi- 
culty which, under the system of ex- 
clusive loans, was liable to become ac- 
cumulated almost to an insuperable 
amount, arising from a long standing 
indebtedness to its funds, on the part of 
ministers who might find themselves 
unable to redeem their obligations.

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Variable Amount of Appropriations. 
There is still another modification of 
the system, which, when briefly notic- 
ed, will complete the enumeration of 
the recent changes. It is a discretion- 
ary power lodged in the hands of the 
Committees at the Institutions, allow- 
ing them within certain limits to vary 
the amount of the quarterly appropria- 
tions to individuals from the stipulated 
sum granted by the Board, in order 
more exactly to adapt the supply to the 
different circumstances and necessities 
of the students. 

The limitations to the exercise of 
this discretion are two-fold: First, that 
the aggregate amount granted by the 
Board to the young men at any institu- 
tion, is never to be more than will be 
required to give them all, on an aver- 
age, appropriations of twenty dollars 
each : And second, that no young man 
shall receive an addition of more than 
five dollars quarterly to this amount. 

It is not probable that occasions will 
often arise when it will be thought ad- 
visable or needful to exercise the dis- 
crimination allowed by this rule. The 
wants of the young men generally are 
so far from being wholly relieved by 
the appropriations at their full amount, 
that it will seldom be thought expedient 
to increase the stipend to one by sub- 
tracting from that of another. Yet as 
it is possible that cases may occur 
where this will be not only a reasona- 
ble but a desirable application of the 
rule, and where the young men them- 
selves will be entirely willing to concur 
in it, it has been thought expedient to 
place a discretion of this kind in the 
hands of the Committees at the Insti- 
tutions; who are in asituation, if need 
be, to exercise it without injustice to 
the young men, and at the same time 
without bringing any additional respon- 
sibility upon the Board. 

These are the most important of the 
recent changes in the plan of the So- 
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ciety. They have all been carried 
into operation since the last annual 
meeting. 

While the Directors feel assured that 
increased advantages have thus been 
put into their hands for executing 
successfully their important work, they 
are not insensible of the increased 
weight of obligation which accompa- 
nies them. The renewed confidence 
which exists in the community con- 
cerning the practical operation and 
result of the system under these modi- 
fications, involves the expectation that 
their spirit and design will be under- 
stood and faithfully carried out, by 
those to whom the details of the man- 
agement shall be intrusted. Unless 
this is done, no plan nor theory, how- 
ever excellent, can answer its intended 
effect. 

But while the Directors are justly 
made responsible for a judicious and 
careful administration of the rules, it 
may be mentioned as an increased 
ground of confidence in their success, 
that they are enabled now to depend, 
in no small degree, upon the co-opera- 
tion and aid of the able Committees 
established at the several Institutions. 
The duties which have been intrusted 
to these Committees have been already 
described. Supposing them to be 
carefully attended to, they will bring 
the relations between the Board of 
Directors and the young men assisted 
by the Society within a much more 
convenient compass than formerly ; 
and will greatly contribute to the pre- 
cision and certainty with which every 


thing in this department will be carried 
on. 


Standard of Ministerial Qualifica- 
tions.—The conviction has been gain- 
ing strength during the last few years, 
in the minds of intelligent Christians 
generally, that it is not numbers in the 
ministry so much as character and 
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qualifications, upon which the efficacy 
of this sacred instrumentality depends. 
A sufficient number indeed must be 
provided ; but not by overlooking the 
high qualifications and attainments 
which ministers of the gospel will re- 
quire for the accomplishment of their 
appropriate work. The basis of these 
qualifications lies in a sincere and ac- 
tive piety; sound sense and native 
force of intellect ; facility of mental 
acquisition and execution ; with pleas- 
ing powers of utterance and address. 
These endowments of course will be 
found very variously combined in the 
persons of uneducated youth; and 
through much imperfection even in our 
best means of education, they will often 
fail of being developed in full proportion 
by any training to which they may be 
subjected. They ought, however, each 
of them, to be plainly discernible in the 
character of those who are selected to be 
educated for the ministry. The absence, 
or the obvious defect, of either of these 
fundamental qualities of heart, of mind, 
or of person, ought to be decisive 
against the proposal of a young man to 
enter upon a course of preparation for 
this work. The Head of the church 
has conferred appropriate gifts on ali 
those whom he designs to call into the 
sacred office ; and when the responsi- 
bility of judging in regard to the reali- 
ty of such a divine call comes upon 
men, they are solemnly bound, in the 
fear of God, to exercise their best dis- 
cretion in scanning the qualifications 
of the candidate, as a most essential 
part of the evidence before them. It 
is certain that God does not call into 
the ministry any whom he has not 
fitted by nature, as well as by grace, to 
be successful in such cultivation and 
employment of their powers. Let the 
peculiar nature of the work be carefully 
considered ; and let no one be directed 
to it who does not appear promising to 
possess decided qualifications for such

a sphere of labor and influence. 
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Let 
no forced and artificial process be ap- 
plied to thrust young men into a place 
they were never intended to be in. It 
is not now as though there were only 
avery limited number from which a 
selection could be made. The right 
kind of moral and intellectual material 
exists in great abundance in the bosom 
of the churches, and. of Christian fami- 
lies. The problem is, to find out more 
certainly the means for calling it into 
requisition, in preference to such as 
has less capability of being fitted for 
the Master’s use. 

The American Education Society 
has held but one language from the 
beginning, in relation to this important 
point. In all its Reports and publica- 
tions, a strict adherence to an elevated 
standard in the qualifications of the 
Christian ministry has been urgently 
insisted upon. 

The press of numbers, however, at 
some periods, into the list of applicants 
for assistance, which, in view of the 
extensive spiritual destitution and the 
importunate cry for an increase of 
laborers, the Society did not venture 
to refuse, must have rendered it diffi- 
cult fully to maintain in practice the 
high position which was theoretically 
assumed. 

The time is more favorable now for 
a determined and successful endeavor 
to carry out the principles of the Insti- 
tution in this important particular. 
The ministry which the age demands 
must be a pious, talented and learned 
ministry. Whatever it may be expe- 
dient to do in other ways, to some ex- 
tent, to encourage persons to come into 
the ministry with limited qualifications; 
it can hardly be pretended that this 
should be any part of the business of 
an Education Society. This institution 
was raised up to save the country, as 
far as possible, in the unexampled 
rapidity of its increase, from being 
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supplied toa great extent with an in- 
competent ministry. So far as its 
labors are skillfully shaped to this end, 
it will be adapted to accomplish the 
true object of its commission ; and will 
commend itself to the steady support 
of all who honor and love the Saviour’s 
chosen instrumentality for the salvation 
of men.

Addresses at the Anniversary 


OF THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY, 1N 
BOSTON, MAY 27, 1844, 

Tur following briefsketch ofthe addresses 
at the Anniversary of the Society in Boston, 
we transfer from the report of the meeting 
in the columns of the Christian Watchman. 


Rev. J. F. Stearns, of Newbury- 
port, offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the Report, an abstract 
of which has now been read, be adopted, 
and printed under the direction of the So- 
ciety. 

Mr. S. remarked that he offered the 
resolution with a deep sense of the im- 
portance of the Society, We need a 
holy ministry. Oh yes! a ministry 
whose hearts are imbued with the love 
of Jesus. He would rather have stand 
around his bedside, the poor, ignorant 
old woman, whose heart burned with 
love to God, than the sceptical highly 
educated minister of religion. We 
need an energetic ministry, men who 
are not afraid to look their fellow-men 
in the face; men who have not been 
nursed in effeminacy, but who have 
been reared to encounter difficulties. 
We need a thoroughly educated minis- 
try. We need it that we may have 
control over the impulses of men, 
and bear them in a right direction, 
We have men of the best intentions 
who aim at one single point. This 
point fills their eyes, and prevents them 
from seeing other objects around them 
in all their proper relations. Now we 
need men thoroughly educated who 
shall know how to guide these impulses. 
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It is the bane of our country that there 
are in it so many half educated minis- 
ters. He remembered the remark of 
an aged woman to a young man who 
once thought of leaving his studies and 
entering the ministry when he had 
completed his second year in college. 
“My son,” says she, “if you do, you 
will be a perpetual Sophomore.” What 
is the meaning of this word? It isa 
Greek word, composed of sophos, (wise) 
and moros, (fool); hence to be a sopho- 
more isto be a wise fool. Now it is 
an old maxim, that a little learning is 
dangerous. We therefore want a 
thoroughly educated ministry. It is 
needed in order to meet the mental 
activity of the age. The present is 
emphatically an age of mental activity, 
and we need men who can guide this 
activity into the right channel. Look 
at the fanatical errors of the age; one 
would suppose that a child might see 
through them, yet how extensively 
have they prevailed. An educated 
ministry is needed to arrest them. 
Such a ministry is also needed to adapt 
the truths of religion to the times in 
which we live. Truth is fixed, it is 
certain, but it does not follow that it 
must not be adapted to the changing 
circumstances of life. The sun is fixed, 
but he does not always shine under the 
same circumstances. His path through 
the heavens is varied to the changing 
seasons of ‘the year. We need a min- 
istry who can look through the whole 
circle of the sciences. Their people 
will look at the sciences, and if the 
minister is not prepared to lead them 
in the right path to correct results, 
their characters will be ruined. In 
order to secure a ministry of this 
description,—a thoroughly educated 
one,—the church must make efforts for 
it. He would not discourage private 
efforts. But private efforts alone will 
not effect the object. In our country 


very few have the means. There are 
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many poor ministers’ sons who cannot 
obtain the funds. But it is sometimes 
said those young men are worth most 
who educate themselves. He would 
not deny this. But at how great a 
sacrifice is this education obtained. 
The judgment will reveal how many 
have ruined their health in their efforts 
to gain an education unaided. He 
could himself speak from painful per- 
sonal experience on this subject. Now 
ministerial education can only be se- 
cured by such a Society as this. 


The following resolution was pre- 
sented and advocated by Professor C. 
E. Stowe, D. D., of Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Resolved, That the charitable education 
of indigent young men for the gospel min- 
istry has always been a necessary work in 


the Christian church, and that this necessity 
still exists. 


Prof. Srowe remarked that he had 
been astonished in making some recent 
investigations to see how many uni- 
versities had originated in associations 
whose object was similar to this. The 
necessity for such an institution still 
exists. A Protestant minister is not a 
priest, but a teacher—he must know 
something—the terms priest and minis- 
ter are often confounded, but there is 
only one priest, Christ. The minister 
is not a priest to offer sacrifices, but a 
teacher, and in order to teach, he must 
know something. Now knowledge is 
not communicated by inspiration but 
by study. The minister then must 
study. Some people think there is no 
need of studying theology,—but if your 
watch needs repairing do you go to the 
shoemaker to get it repaired, or to the 
blacksmith to have your shoes mended? 
Common sense, then, tells us that souls 
should not be put into the hands of 
those who do not study theology. 
Uneducated ministers are as numerous 
in our country as musquetoes, and 
about as useful. He knew of a place 
at the West, where there were once 
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seven ministers in an audience to hear 
an educated man preach ; of these only 
two could read a chapter in the Bible. 
But as soon as an educated minister 
comes they disappear and there is only 
one. The people will have educated 
men and they leave those who are un- 
educated. As soon as you settle an 
intelligent minister, other denomina- 
tions are obliged to do the same. The 
character of our ministers is worth 
every thing. And a Protestant Chris- 
tian minister must stand or fall by his 
own character. But the elements of 
character which such a man is obliged 
to sustain can be gained only by study. 
The Ohio is a broad, deep river, rolling 
on noiselessly as if minding its own 
business, but now and then a mud bank 
intercepts its current and causes an 
eddy so violent as to make you think 
the whole current was going back to 
Pittsburg. But the bank is soon wash- 
ed away, and the river flows on undis- 
turbed. So men are needed of sucha 
character that they will not be stopped 
by a few mud banks, but will press on, 
carrying before them every impedi- 
ment. Prof. Stowe read an extract 
from a letter of a young man, showing 
what difficulties he contended with, 
and how happily he surmounted them. 
He was sixteen years of age. He had 
tried to get his father to aid him. His 
father at last told him if he was fixed 
on studying, he would give him his 
time. He immediately dropped his 
hoe, borrowed books, and in one hout’s 
time was beginning his preparatory 
course. Four months from that time 
he was examined and entered college. 
He lived principally on corn meal, and 
cooked his food only twice a week. 
The expense of his board was but 
eleven cents a week. Prof. Stowe did 
not approve of this mode ; but still the 
necessity for it existed, and men who 
could meet this necessity were such 
men as we wanted. 
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Rey. S. L. Pomroy, of Bangor offer- 
ed the following resolution :— 

Resolved, That our country and the world 
greatly need just such a ministry as the 
American Education Society is endeavor- 
ing to furnish. 

What sort of a ministry is needed ? 
The world needs a ministry that has 
experienced the power of religion in 
their own souls. It needs also men 
who may be said to have common 
sense. Common sense is rather a na- 
tive than an acquired quality of mind. 
Dr. Mason once said, If you send a 
brick to College, it will come out a 
brick. We need an educated minis- 
try. We need a class of men of physi- 
cal nerve, who will not wither in an 
East wind, who will endure hardihood. 
We need self-denying men—men 
whose hearts are so deeply imbued 
with love to Christ, that if need be they 
will die for him and their fellow-men. 
If the world was supplied with such 
men, how soon would it be converted 
to God. Men are wanted whose souls 
are attuned to God’s Providence. Sup- 
pose aman were commanded to sing 
the Song of Moses and the Lamb, and 
he should begin to sing St. Jerome, or 
St. Thomas Aquinas, or some other 
Saint, such a man’s soul would not be 
attuned to the harmony of heaven. It 
is not such men who are wanted, they 
do not enter into the harmony of God’s 
Providence.— We need men whom, 
God has called into the work. The 
celebrated Norwegian singer who is 
delighting so many with the strains of 
his music, was asked of what great 
master he was the pupil: of God, the 
Infinite, was his reply. Now we want 
men whom God has endowed with the 
requisite qualifications to teach their 
fellow-men—not driven to the work by 
friends, or by the desire of reputation, 
but men who are sent forth by God. 
The Education Society is adapted to 
furnish such men. The Society do 
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not take men who are below mediocri- 
ty, but men who are at least on par, 
and whom God has called to take the 
office of the ministry,—men who are 
inured to hardships. He remembered 
an anecdote of Gordon Hall,* which 
illustrated his meaning. He wasstudy- 
ing at Andover, when Mr. Adams, the 
Preceptor, told him the funds were 
exhausted. There were in those days 
no Education Societies. Mr. Adams 
asked him if he had not friends who 
would aid him. Did’nt know of any. 
He had an uncle who lived some hun- 
dred miles in the country, and he would 
see him. He travelled on foot, but his 
uncle was not able to give him money. 
Feeling interested in him on account 
of his perseverance, he gave him a 
a yoke of oxen, which he drove 
down to Andover. The principal sold 
them, and with the money raised by 
the sale, he was enabled to fit for Col- 
lege. When prepared, he travelled to 
Williamstown, with his bundle of 
clothing and knocked at the middle 
door of the College. When asked 
what he wanted, he replied, I have 
come to enter College! The Educa- 
tion Society designs only to help those 
who aid themselvés. Hence the ne- 
cessity of the regulation which with- 
holds appropriations until a young man 
enters College. And the Society has 
assisted a great many men of this 
character for the church and for the 
world. You may see them in every 
part of the globe. The world needs, 
is in perishing need of just such men 
as I have spoken of, and you cannot 
by any means dispense with such men. 
The tract is good, the colporteur is 
good, but the Bible itself can never do 
the work of the Christian minister. 
You must send for the living preacher 


* The speaker was not fully certain as to the 
person of whom this fact was stated; and there is 
reason to suppose that it was not Hall, but another 
respected missionary of the A, B.C, F. M. 
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to bring forth from the Scriptures 
new things and old, to prove their doc- 
trines, to illustrate them, to enforce 
them. Some say there isa supply of 
ministers. But what ministers are 
they—ministers of heathenism—minis- 
ters who offer at idol temples; but 
there is a perishing need of Christian 
ministers to carry the gospel to the end 
of the world.

Central American Education Society, 


Wuewn the Parent Society holds its 
Annual Meeting in New York, the 
Central American Education Society 
holds only an Annual Meeting for the 
transaction of business there; and car- 
ries its public Anniversary to Philadel- 
phia to be celebrated in connection 
with that of the Philadelphia Educa- 
tion Society. This arrangement took 
effect, of course, this year. The fol- 
lowing isthe conclusion of the Annual 
Report of the Directors, which was 
read at the Anniversary in Philadel- 
phia, by Rev. Eliakim Phelps, Secre- 
tary. 5 


“From a general review of the year, 
embraced by this report, the Board feel 
that they have much occasion for grat- 
itude to God for the favor with which 
he has regarded this cause during the 
past year, and much occasion for en- 
couragement and hope for time to come. 
The depression which this cause has 
suffered, may all be traced to circum- 
stances which must be limited in ex- 
tent, and temporary in duration, and 
which are already beginning to yield 
to a more favorable state of things. If 
we consider what has been done for 
objects kindred to this, particularly the 
Theological Seminaries of New York 
and Auburn, and the Association for 
Western Colleges, it will at once be 
seen that there is no evidence at all of 
any diminution of interest in the cause 
of ministerial education. Or if we 
consider what has been accomplished 
in relation to the amount of agency em- 
ployed (only two men being now em- 
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ployed where in past years there were 
eight), it will be seen that more has 
been accomplished during the past than 
in any other year, with the exception 
of one, since the Society was organiz- 
ed. The Board confidently believe 
that if they can be permitted to prose- 
cute their work, unmolested by the 
continued annoyance of unskilful in- 
novators, by whom the public mind has, 
for some time past, been kept in an un- 
settled and distracted state, and ean 
make a full and fair experiment of the 
plan they are now pursuing, under the 
recent modification of their rules, there 
can be but little doubt but that the 


great mass of the intelligent and pious 


will rally around this Society, and that 
the days of its former prosperity will 
return. It does not stand in competi- 
tion with any other cause. It cannot. 
On the contrary, it is for the interest of 
every other cause that this should pros- 
per. The directors therefore respect- 
fully but earnestly and urgently com- 
mend this cause-anew to a candid and 
prayerful consideration. ‘They ask not 
that any other cause should be aban- 
doned or impeded to give increased en- 
ergy to this. All they ask and all they 
desire is, such an apportionment of the 
benefactions of the church, that so 
many young men shall be kept in train- 
ing for the ministry as shall be neces- 
sary for the most successful prosecution 
of the great work of evangelizing the 
world. This a wise and judicious pol- 
icy imperatively demands. More than 
this, the most ardent friends of the 
Education cause cannot desire, Less 
than this, must result in disaster and 
embarrassment, how great and how 
long no human foresight can deter- 
mine.”

nine young men. ‘Thus the whole number 
to whom aid has heen afforded this quarter 
is two hundred and forty. One hundred 
and twenty-one of the number are in nine 
Theological Seminaries; and One hundred 
and nine in seventeen colleges. The num- 
ber in the preparatory department, under 
the application of the new regulations, is 
constantly diminishing. Only ten are re- 
ported this quarter ; and only three of these 
are connected with the Parent Society. 

It is earnestly requested that in all those 
districts where the annual period for mak- 
ing contributions to this cause may occur 
during the remainder of the current year, 
no church would omit to make a collection 
for the object. If there is not a prospect 
of obtaining a large amount, neverthless 
let a small amount, in such cases, be ob- 


tained and forwarded.

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Quarterly Meeting of the Board of 
Directors, 


Tue regular Quarterly Meeting of 
the Board of Directors was held at the 
Rooms of the Society, October 16, 1844. 
An appropriation of fifteen dollars, to 
each student whose application was 
presented, was voted to be paid from 
the funds in the hands of the Treasurer. 
Among the number were seven new 
applicants, who were admitted to receive 
assistance. 

The Rey. Ansel Nash, who has labor- 
ed for nearly three years past, as Gen- 
eral Agent of the Society in the States 
of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont, 
having accepted an invitation from the 
church in Colchester, Vermont, to re- 
main with them as their minister, ten- 
dered the resignation of his agency, 
which was accepted by the Board. The 
cause has been indebted to Mr. Nash, 


during the period above mentioned, and | 


during a previous engagement as Gen- 
eral Agent in Massachusetts, for several 
years of vigorous and efficient service ; 
and ip ,eturning to the ordinary labors 
of, “ie ministry,-he carries with him the 
andence and the best wishes of those 
with whom he has been associated in 
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the business of assisting many others to 
enter into the sacred calling. 

The Rev. Joseph Emerson, General 
Agent for Massachusetts, is now the 
only Agent of the Society in New Eng- 
land. Whether the Board will be able 
soon to supply the place of Mr. Nash is 
uncertain. It is evident that in these 
circumstances, a strong appeal must 
come to the Pastors, to see to it that 
this object is not overlooked in its pro- 
per season. Will not every pastor, so 
far as circumstances will allow, make it 
a point to present the claims of this 
cause to his own people, at the period 
of their next annual collection ?

Extracts from the Report of the Directors. 


The receipts of the Society during the 
past year from within the State, amount 
to $4,015 82. 

Of this sum $238 have been realized, 
from the dividends, $1,249 71 from lega- 
cies, $60 have been refunded, and 
$2,468 11, received from collections. 
The total amount is about five hundred 
dollars greater than the sum obtained 
last year. 

The disbursements for the year amount 
to $2,630 04. 

The Society with which this Branch 
is connected has recently been called to 
pass through a season of severe trial. 
When the financial embarrassments, 
which spread over the country a few 
years since, dried up so many streams 
of charity, and painfully contracted oth- 
ers, this Society came in for much more 
than its proportion of common suffering. 
The impression seemed generally toe 
prevail, with how much truth the result. 
has shown, that it could be spared more 
safely than any other member of the 
sisterhood: that the field it occupied 
might for a time be neglected, and its 
labors temporarily suspended, or entire- 
ly relinquished, without serious detri- 
ment to the one grand prominent object 
in which every enterprise of benevolence 
centres, the evangelization of the world. 
For these among other reasons, the funds 
placed at its disposal were very much 
reduced, its operations interrupted and 
crippled, and a heavy debt incurred. In 
this crisis of affairs, its Directors and 
friends felt called upon carefully to re- 
view the ground over which they had 
passed, the facts and necessities that 
had brought the Society into existence, 
the ends they had proposed to secure, 
and the mode of operation by which 
they were endeavoring to reach them. 
Upon all these points they invited the 
freest and closest investigation, and felt 
willing to abide the result. In the 
scrutiny to which it was at that time 
subjected, every friend of the Society 
must heartily rejoice. For while some 
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The Eighteenth Annual Meeting of 
the Connecticut Branch of the Am. Ed. 
Society was held at New London, in 
connection with the meeting of the 
General Association, June 18, 1844. 
The Report of the Directors was read 
by Rey. Collins Stone, of Hartford, 
Secretary of the Braneh Society, by 
whom it was prepared. An extract is 
given below. The meeting was address- 
ed by the Secretary of the Parent Soci- 
ety, by Rey. Cyril Pearl, of Maine, and 
by Rev. Horace Bushnell, D. D., of 
Hartford. 

Eliphalet Terry, Esq., of Hartford, 
who has acted as Treasurer from the 
organization of the Connecticut Braneh, 
tendered his resignation on account of 
enfeebled health. A vote of thanks was 
unanimously passed, expressive of the 
obligations of the Society to Mr. Terry, 
for his long continued, efficient and 
valuable services. 

The following is a list of the officers 
chosen for the ensuing year :—

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material changes were found advisable 
in its mode of operation, the principles 
upon which it is based were cordially 
appreved. After the freest investigation 
and solemn deliberation, it was found 
not only that the ends proposed were 
exceedingly important, but that its gen- 
eral organization was as well adapted to 
secure these ends as any that human 
wisdom could devise. The question 
was finally and clearly settled that this 
Society occupies a department of great 
importance and responsibility ; that it is 
engaged in an indispensable work, that 
it cannot be spared from the system of 
means and agencies which are marshal- 
ling the forces of the church and lead- 
ing them on to victory. 

This question being decided with an 
amount of evidence and conviction that 
cannot be set aside, it only remains for 
the friends of the Society and the friends 
of Christ to carry it forward, to supply 
it with means and give it all the 
efficiency and usefulness of which it is 

_ capable. 

It is cheerfully conceded, that in 
presecuting its labors our Society is en- 
compassed with peculiar difficulties. 
These are inseparable from the nature 
ef the work in which it is engaged. 
The existence of the difficulties does 
not in the least diminish the necessity of 
its action. Our organization owes its 

_ being to certain facts in the state of the 
church and the world. These facts are, 
in brief, that there are thousands of 
pious indigent young men in the coun- 
try, men of good abilities and warm and 
deep piety, giving every promise of 
usefulness in the cause of Christ, who 
wish to be educated, and labor in his 
vineyard. To secure their education 
pecuniary aid is indispensable. Expe- 
rience has abundantly shown that they 
will not be brought into the ministry 
unless taken under the patronage of this 
Society. These men are wanted at 
home and abroad. The imploring cry 
of the missionary for help, blended with 
the cry of the perishing heathen, is borne 
to us from every land. In our own 
country, the elements of evil are at work 
with fearful activity, and nothing but 
the purifying salt of the Gospel, of the 
Gospel in its pungency and power, can 
save us from ruin. So long as these 
facts exist, so long this Sociey has a 
field to occupy and a work to do;—a 
work, which if she neglects or fails to 
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to leave this work undone is to permit 
souls to perish who might be saved; te 
give Satan full possession of the fairest 
land on which the sun shines, and to 
hold back the day of the Lord! This 
Society is doing what it can to bring 
forward such a ministry as the church 
and the world needs. Its organization 
has been carefully corrected and settled 
by the combined wisdom of the first men 
in the country, and the experience of 
many years, and is now admirably 
adapted to ensure all reasonable success. 
It therefore presents a strong claim upon 
every person who loves the cause of 
Christ or the welfare of his fellow-men 
to give it his hearty co-operation. The 
aim of the Education Society is to bring 
forward into the ministry men of fervent 
piety, of self-denial, of good abilities 
and of practical wisdom, who will be 
willing to labor in any part of the world 
to which the providence of God may 
direct them. It designs to aid this class 
of persons and this only. Not that men 
who in some respects fall below this 
standard may not be useful in the church, 
but it does not come within the sphere 
of this Society to assist them. The So- 
ciety has already proceeded upon this 
rule, and if in any instances there has 
been an apparent deviation or failure, it 
has been an error in judgment, not a de- 
fect in principle. Under its present 
organization its means of supervision 
are so thorough and constant, and its 
rules so rigidly enforced, that it may 
now be confidently affirmed that ne 
more uncertainty attends its operations 
and results than is incident to every 
human enterprise. 

The Society is still greatly embar- 
rassed and crippled in its plans of useful- 
ness, for want of funds. The highest 
amount given to its beneficiaries under 
any circumstances is still insufficient to 
meet their necessary expenses. Not- 
withstanding the strictest economy, and 
the most resolute self-denial, they are 
obliged to contract debts in the course 
of their education. The resources of 
the Society have been so much reduced, 
that while in some instances it has been 
obliged to withhold the appropriations 
altogether, for others only from one half 
to two thirds of the promised sum has 
been advanced. 

We will not however dwell upon 
these points at the present time. Your 
Directors rejoice in the assurance that 


accomplish, will be left undone; and | the objects of their organization are be- 
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ginning to be more justly appreciated 
by the Christian community, and that it 


is taking that place in its affection | 


which its importance demands. It has 
unquestionably been the means in the 
hands of God of accomplishing an im- 
mense amount of good: of good which 
has life in itself and will continue to 
multiply and expand as long as the 
waves of influence shall roll over the 
world. They commend the Society to 
the blessing of God and to the sympa- 
thy and aid of the churches, trusting 
that it will be in time to come, as in 
time past, an efficient and honored 
instrument in filling the earth with the 
knowledge of Christ.

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Tue Maine Branch of the Am. Ed. 
Society, held its Annual Meeting at 
Bath, in connection with the Meeting of 
the General Conference, June 20, 1844. 
Rey. Dr. Pond, of the Theological Sem- 
inary at Bangor, presided and opened 
the meeting with prayer. The Report 
of the Directors, was read by the Secre- 
tary, Rev. Benjamin Tappan, D. D., of 
Augusta; after which addresses were 
made by Rev. Professor Shepard of Ban- 
gor, Rey. Joseph Emerson, Agent of the 
Parent Society, Rev. David Greene, 
one of the Secretaries of the American 
Board, and Rey. 8. L. Pomeroy, of Ban- 
gor. The following is the list of officers 
chosen :—

Extracts from the Report of the Directors. 


The Society that now holds its 
annual meeting, was organized in its 
present form, Noy. 1818. The num- 
ber of young men assisted by it has 
been 265. Of these some were prevent- 
ed from entering the ministry by an 
early death; others by feeble health 
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and by the conviction that they might 
be more useful in other occupations. 
Several who had finished their collegiate 
course, are now employed in teaching. 
About one half of the whole number 
have already become preachers of the 
Gospel, eight of them as missionaries 
among the heathen; the remainder as 
pastors, stated supplies, and licentiates, 
in almost all parts of the land. 

Of those who were reckoned as 
beneficiaries at our last annual meeting, 
7 have left the Theological seminary 
and are now employed, the most of them 
in Maine, in preaching the Word. 12, 
including 6 who were in the first stage 
of their education, have ceased applying 
for aid. Eight new applicants have been 
received, of whom 5 are theological 
students, and three are incollege. The 
whole number at present is 25, of whom 
16 are members of the Theological 
Seminary at Bangor, 8 of Bowdoin Col- 
lege. The whole amount appropriated 
to any of them during the year, has 
been $10 for the first quarter, $12 for 
the second, and $15 for each of the 
third and fourth quarters. 

The receipts during the year have 
been $1,435 87. Of this amount $428 
have been bank dividends, and $105 in- 
terest on the Dunlap scholarship; $100 
have been paid on a former subscription ; 
$573 74 have been refunded by former 
beneficiaries, and $22923 have been 
the avails of donations and contributions. 
Of the $428, received from Banks, $300 
being capital stock have been transmit- 
ted to Boston to be re-invested. The 
same disposition has been made of 
$1,000, received from the executors of 
the late Hon. David Dunlap, being the 
sum given by him for a permanent 
scholarship, A thousand dollars have 
been paid into the treasury in Boston by 
a benevolent individual in Bremen of 
this State. 

We are all aware, that within our 
own borders there is a distressing want 
of such ministers, as having been in- 
structed themselves, are able to teach 
others. And does any one believe’ that 
this deficiency will be supplied without 
special effort? Our beloved missionary 
society, were its funds doubled, as we 
hope they will be in the course of the 
coming year, could employ no more men 
than it would be able to find. And men 
of the right stamp we cannot have, until 
they have been educated; and educated 
they will not be in sufficient numbers 
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unless some of our pious youth, in- 
cluding not improbably the best of them, 
receive charitable assistance. With all 
the aid, which the Education Society 
ever gives, some students find it exceed- 
ingly difficult to defray their necessary 
expenses, and may suffer to their dying 
day the sad effects of those privations 
and hardships, to which they were sub- 
jected in the College and the Seminary. 
—There is need of a mighty effort to 
furnish the whole population of Maine 
even, with sound, faithful preaching. 
One most important department of the 
work consists in raising up the men. 
And shall this department be neglected 
and forgotten? If all God’s people 
throughout the land were to possess 
only our measure of love and zeal in re- 
lation to it, when would our whole 
country be furnished with the ministra- 
tions of the Gospel? When, if all pro- 
fessing Christians throughout the world 
were only equal to us, would there be a 
sufficient “company of preachers” to 
evangelize the whole earth P—What is 
wanted among us evidently is, that the 
education cause should be regarded as 
one of those great objects of an enlight- 
ened Christian benevolence, for which 
an annual effort at least should regu- 
larly be made. Let it have its proper 
place among the bevevolent enterprises 
of the day, and let there be in every 
church a stated season of the year, in 
which collections shall in some way be 
taken up for its advancement. We 
would respectfully, yet urgently, request 
the pastors of churches to give heed to 
this suggestion, so that during the 
coming year this cause may be remem- 
bered and suitable provision made for 
sustaining it. 

Let God be praised for all that we 
have been disposed and enabled to ac- 
complish for the glory of His name, and 
the good of our fellow-men. But we 
often need to gather ourselves anew 
around the cross of our Redeemer, and 
there to learn as though it were for the 
first time, what the true spirit of religion 
is. We need to have our hearts more 
deeply affected with the worth of the 
soul, the costliness of the ransom paid 
for its redemption, and the obligations, 
resting upon us, to do what we can, for 
extending to our lost race the benefits of 
that redemption. By Christians:in these 
United States the prayer of the Psalmist 
may with great propriety be adopted ; 
“God be merciful unto us, and bless ws, 
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and cause thy face to shine upon us— 
that thy way may be known on earth, 
thy saving health among all nations.” 
Could we be assured, that God will bless 
the American churches with large mea- 
sures of holy zeal, and self-sacrificing 
love, so that abounding in prayer, 
devising liberal things, and patiently 
continuing in ways of well doing, they 
should move steadily on, under the guid- 
ance of the Great Captain of their sal- 
vation io the conquest of the world, then 
might we joyfully anticipate the blissful 
period, as being near at hand, when “all 
the ends of the earth shall fear him,” 
and a redeemed regenerate world shall 
rejoice in his salvation. 


The editor of the Christian Mirror 
thus notices the meeting, and reports 
briefly the addresses of Prof. Shepard 
and Mr. Greene. 


A meeting was held in behalf of the 
Maine Branch of the American Educa- 
tion Society, and the best of the’ kind we 
ever attended. We cannot convey 
much of the impression, which it left 
behind, and less can we communicate of 
what was said and exhibited. The Re- 
port, read by Dr. Tappan, contained, 
besides the history of the past year, 
some very interesting facts in regard to 
charitable efforts for educating pious 
youth for the ministry, in former times. 
The Protestant Synod of France at a 
very early period made efforts of this 
kind—the famous Richard Baxter and 
others, state and enforce the obligation 
to do this, and so of others. Prof. Shep- 
ard, on a motion to print the Report, 
used to very good advantage the facts, 
and made them tell on the cause with 
admirable effect. The opinions and 
practices of French Huguenots, and of 
Richard Baxter of England, have great 
weight, deservedly so, with American 
Christians. The education of young 
men for the ministry was an object of 
great care to Puritans of both Europe 
and America. The thing itself was an 
object of solicitous attention and timely 
provision—the mode of doing it not 
being essential. So it must ever be. 
We must provide for a “succession,” 
worthy to be styled “apostolic.” Prof. 
S. did not take the platform, under a 
profession that he should shed any new 
light on the subject, but only to express 
his own interest in the cause, his confi- 
dence in its soundness, and the high 
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authority in which it commenced. 
was no new thing, but as old as the 
Puritan Church; and there was great 
weight of argument in this fact. He 
loved it, as an old and tried thing ; also 
for the good it had done, the thirsty 
fields it had watered, the precious souls 
it had recovered and brought home to 
God. The wisdom of it had indeed 
been doubted by some. Why? Had 
it not done good? Yes; all admitted 
this, and the fruits were so abundant, 
and springing up in every quarter of 
the globe, that none presumed to deny 
the beneficent results of its operations. 
Still a portion of those who had been 
aided by its funds were doing nothing. 
Others were engaged in different pur- 
suits, having given up the ministry. 
There have been failures—there have 
been mistakes ; all this is true, and is to | 
be lamented. We should lay our ac- 
count with disappointments in every 
human enterprise and pursuit. Disap- | 
pointments from the Education Society 
can be accounted for. The clamor for 
ministers a few years ago, brought in 
too many, as it brought forward some 
who ought never to have looked to the 
sacred office as their calling; and as 
was perfectly natural, the terms of re- 
‘ception were too easy, or the test of 
fitness not so closely applied as it should 
have been. This error is susceptible of 
correction. Put the standard of qualifi- 
cation high, and keep it so, and bring 
the applicants to it fully and fairly, as a 
condition of patronige. No dearth of 
ministers, no exigency whatever can 
justify the introduction of incompetent 
men, on the score of talents or piety, 
into the Christian ministry. There are , 


some men whom no training can fit for | 
the office. He hoped to be excused for 
an undignified comparison: If you whet | 
a hatchet on a razor-strop, you may spoil | 
the strop, but do not improve the hatch- 
et. Ifthis object is good, apply to it 
those principles of which every ordinary 
enterprise is allowed the benefit, and 
not renounce it, because of occasional 
failures and disappointments. If you 
treat the other objects thus, you must 
drive the ploughshare of desolation 
through every thing dear toman. There 
is loss and hazard incident to every 
thing. ‘The merchant encounters losses. 
One ship and another is buried beneath 
the billows ; but does he, therefore, dis- 
trust the character of his business, and 
draw inferences that commerce and 
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It | trade should universally be relinquished ? 


Does it not rather give an impulse to 
his powers, a determination to his perse- 
verance? Let the friends of ministerial 
education move on with a steady per- 
severance, believing in the goodness 
and safety of the cause; remembering 
that it is God’s appointed way to save 
men, not by the foolishness of reading 
but of preaching.—The churches may 
doubt the necessity of these efforts for 
training up ministers; they may disbe- 
lieve the complaint that ministers in 
greater numbers are wanted, they may 
abolish our Education Societies, and 
try to get along without them; but a 
pressure will come. Itis a mistake to 
suppose that all worthy and energetic 
young men will come into the ministry 
of course. The speaker knew, from his 
own observation and experience, that 
they must be helped along. They can- 
not assume and shoulder all the burdens 
of their education, and afterwards the 
burdens of the ministry, with a compen- 
sation hardly sufficient to meet the most 
pressing current necessities. We want 
our young ministers to commence their 
work, as pastors, free of debt.—From 


| the window of his own study there was 


visible an elevation, denominated “ Hard- 
Scrabble,” and as often as his eye 
caught a glimpse of it, he was reminded 
of the condition of a great many minis- 
ters. They had to “ Scrabble-hard,” 
and fare hard; and to commence such a 
career with the burden of a previously 


/accumulated debt must inevitably crush 


Mr. 8, thought the amount of 
good results was not sufficiently con- 
sidered by Christians. He who educates 


|@ good minister sets in motion a train of 


good influences which spread wide and 
flow down farther than human calcula- 
tioncan reach. When Cornelius Win- 
ter took William Jay by the hand, and 
encouraged him to prepare himself to 
preach the gospel, he did not know 
what an instrument he was preparing 
for the church of Christ—the number 
that would be converted and edified by 
his protracted ministry, and that, besides, 
he would aid the morning and evening 
devotions of every family in Christen- 
dom, ‘The spreading productiveness of 
this cause is not the least remarkable 
feature of it. 

Rev. Mr. Emerson, an agent of the 
Parent Society, exhibited some facts in 
its past history, and brought to view the 
causes, which a few years ago, operated 
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to induce doubts in the Christian com- 
munity, as to its expediency and utility 
on the whole. These doubts had gain- 
ed such strength that something needed 
to be done; and a great meeting of the 
friends of ministerial education was held 
and the merits of the whole question 
freely discussed. A large and able 
~ Committee was appointed to consider 
the matter thoroughly, and report such 
alterations in the system, as were de- 
manded by the public voice, and the 
nature of the case. The result was 
such a modification of the principles and 
rules, as have met with very general 
approbation — the most important of 
which perhaps, was, the putting as. per- 
fect a responsibility as possible upon 
examining Committees, by which the 
incompetert and unworthy would, to a 
greater extent, be excluded from the 
benefit of the charity. It was regarded 
as an improvement also that the bene- 
ficiaries had the option to receive a 
portion of the funds as a free gift, or as a 
loan ; but if it was taken as a loan, they 
were required to come under obligations 
to refund it, before settling in the 
ministry. 

Rev. Mr. Greene, Secretary of the 
American Board, proposed to say a word 
on one part of the subject. The num- 
ber of pious students in our institutions 
was from one third to one quarter less 
than several years ago—perhaps the 
disproportion of those looking forward 
to the ministry was still greater. The 
pressure for ministers, therefore, would 
not be felt on the right spot, nor at the 
right time. 

If the rate of decrease goes on, the 
time is near, when there will be a want 
of ministers actually present, and actu- 
ally felt. Then a movement to provide 
a supply cannot be brought to a consum- 
mation, so as to bring preachers into the 
field, under eight or ten years. Why 
not then lay our plans to meet this 

emergency, by exercising a little fore- 
thought, and providing now, or com- 
mencing a provision for wants, which 
may clearly be foreseen to occur in a 
very few years. The Board actually 
need seventy to send abroad into the 
foreign field; but instead of this num- 
ber there are not known to be more than 
eight or ten prepared to go to the 
pagans; four now accepted, or under 
appointment, and an equal number who 
have expressed a desire or willingness 
to go. Mr. G. thought it important that 
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ministers and deacons should exercise 
more agency as to the selection and en- 
couragement of the young men who 
should be aided by this Society. They 
could judge better of the character and 
talents of those who were growing up 
under their eye, than strangers could. 
There were modest retiring young men, 
of sterling worth, and possessing the 
elements of greatness, who would never 
thrust themselves forward on account of 
their humble opinion of their own worth; 
while forward, bustling young men, 
were ever pushing themselves into no- 
tice, 
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Tue Annual Meeting of the North 
Western Branch of the Am. Ed. Society 
was held at Rutland, in connection with 
the meeting of the General Convention 
of Vermont, on the evening of June 
19, 1844. We have not received an 
official account of the proceedings. 
The following brief notice of the meet- 
ing we take from the report of the 
doings of the Convention in the-New 
York Evangelist. The writer says: 

The Report and the addresses were 
spirited; and the result showed that. 
nearly three times as much had been 
received into the Treasury, during the 
year that had just closed, as in the pre- 
ceding year. The importance of sus- 
taining the Society is felt much more 
deeply than formerly, as being vital and 
fundamental to the success of all the 
other benevolent efforts of the day.

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Tue operations of this organization 
have been nearly suspended for some 
time past. The latest information re- 
specting it is contained in a letter from 
the Secretary, Rev. A. S. Wells, dated 
July 31, 1844, from which we give the 
following extracts : 

I believe the time has come in Michi- 


gan when something should be attempt- 
ed in behalf of the education of our 
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pious and talented young men. We 
have neglected to act in behalf of this 
object as well as others, because we 
have felt that it was out of our power 
for the want of the means, being greatly 
embarrassed with debts and very desti- 
tute of money. But these times are 
beginning to pass away; and although 
poor yet, still we can do something, and 
are suffering in our own piety and repu- 
tation because we do not give more 
than we do. We have also been less 
active in this Auxiliary than we should 
have been otherwise on account of our 
connection with Marshall College; or 
rather because we hoped that it would 
go into operation, and be a help to the 
work of ministerial education. But 
Marshall College has gone down, and 
the Marshall Education Society has 
scarcely a name to live. I fear that a 
large part of the young men who were 
looking forward to the ministry, have 
become discouraged and turned their 
attention to other pursuits, and that we 
are approaching another crisis in the 
operation of our benevolent Societies ; 
inasmuch as while the funds for the 
Foreign and Domestic missionary socie- 
ties are increasing, and the unemployed 
ministers of the East are being settled 
at the West, or elsewhere, there will 
soon be a crying out for educated minis- 
ters which cannot be answered or 
silenced. For this coming crisis I fear 
we are not prepared, or preparing. 
What was done at the last anniversary 
of our Society I know not. I was absent 
in Missouri and elsewhere, and have not 
yet seen the minutes, or learned any 
thing of what was then done. I propose 
now to call the attention of the Execu- 
tive Committee to this subject without 
delay and see what can be done before 
the next meeting of the Society in 
October. 

We have had some obstacles in the 
way of the success of this cause in this 
State. I am inclined to think, however, 
that now these must be removed and 
that a beginning must be made this year 
towards resuscitating our lifeless body. 
If we could have an agent in the field 
who should lay the claims of this Socie- 
ty before the churches, look after our 
young men and take hold of the work in 
earnest, I believe something: more than 
to pay his salary might be secured the 
first year, and our operations for the 
future be placed upon a permanent 
footing.

BERKSHIRE AUXILIARY. 


Tue 26th Anniversary of the Berk- 
shire Auxiliary Education Society was 
held at Pittsfield, June 4, 1844. Sam- 
uel Shepard, D. D., President; Hon. 
R. T. Barnard, Esq., Vice President ; 
Rev. J. Knight, Secretary; Rev. J. 
Todd, Treasurer. 

Rey. Mr. Todd presented the follow- 
ing resolutions which were unanimous- 
ly adopted: 


_ Resolved, That we cordially approve 
of the present organization of the 
American Education Society. 


Resolved, That we feel bound to give 
our private and official influence to the 
great object which this Society pro- 
poses to effect. 


Several of the pastors present ad- 
dressed the meeting with much earn- 
estness in support of these resolutions. 


Extracts from the Report read by the Secretary, 
Rev. Joseph Knight, of Peru. 

No one, it is presumed, will at all 
pretend that the number of ministers 
is adequate to the demand of the world. 
A vastly greater number must be edu- 
cated, and sent forth under the com- 
mission of the Great Head of the 
church, or an immense proportion of 
the almost immeasurable harvest will 
perish. 

We come then to a second inquiry: 
In what way will this increase in the 
number of thoroughly educated minis- 
ters be effected? Will the demand 
create a supply? It never has been so, 
It never willbe so. In families of suf- 
ficient wealth to educate their sons, 
probably there are not enongh of pious 
young men of suitable mental qualifi- 
cations, were all of them educated, to 
supply the world with ministers. But 
supposing it were so; in alarge major- 
ity of these families, the disposition is 
wanting. So long as men are “lovers 
of pleasure more than lovers of God,” 
so long as their unsanctified heart is 
“given to covetousness,” parents of 
wealth will excuse themselves from ed- 
ucating their sons for the ministry of 
the Lord Jesus. They will have other 
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objects for which to expend their mon- 
ey ; and other plans for the future oc- 
cupation of their sons. 

It would seem then to be a settled 
fact that many of the pious poor must, 
in some way, be educated. Can they 
educate themselves? Willthey do it? 
Some will. But the many will not at- 
tempt such a laborious, and as they 
would think, a hazardous enterprise. 
Few of the poor will educate them- 
selves. 

Will pious individuals of wealth ed- 
ucate them? Toa very limited extent 
they have done so, and will continue to 
do so. But can dependence be placed 
upon this form of gratuitous educa- 
tion? A few warm-hearted friends of 
the glorious Redeemer support each a 
missionary at the West. Does this 
fact render needless the operations of 
the American Home Missionary Socie- 
ty? And shall this Society be discon- 
tinued? The measure would be as 
wise in relation to “Home Missions” 
as in relation to educating the indigent 
for the gospel ministry. Leave the 
cause of educating the pious poor for 
the gospel ministry to individual and 
unorganized benefactions ; and sure we 
are, that the church will never become 
the “beauty ” and the “excellency ” of 
the whole earth. 

Will individual churches educate 
their indigent worthy young men in 
sufficient number to evangelize the 
world? They did not do it before 
the American Education Society had 
existence. They have not entered up- 
on the work since the Education Soci- 
ety has been crippled in its operations 
for want of funds. What reason have 
we for the conclusion, that they will 
enter upon the work of educating their 
own poor for the Lord’s vineyard? 
We deem it certain they will not, till 
piety in return is elevated to a much 
higher standard than at present. 

We come, irresistibly, to the conclu- 
sion, that if the world is to be evangel- 
ized, the poor of the church of compe- 
tent talents, must be gratuitously edu- 
cated for the holy ministry ; and that 
this gratuity must come to them, in 
some form, through the medium of an 
organized Society. An organized So- 
ciety now exists. The American Ed- 
ucation Society was formed, and has 
been in operation 29 years in August 
next. The blessing of many ready to 
perish has come upon its patrons.

PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF EDUCA- 
TION. 


Tue benevolent enterprises of the 
Old School Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, are conducted by Boards 
respectively appointed by the General 
Assembly. In the following abstract 
of the Report of the Board of Education, 
submitted to the last General Assembly, 
a general outline of their operations for 
the year is given: 


The Report sets out by describing a 
most important and interesting experi- 
ment made by the Board during the last 
year, to ascertain how far the churches 
could all be induced to support the 
cause of education. Comprehensive 
plans were laid by the officers to carry 
the subject into every congregation in 
our connection; and more than rorTy 
ministers were enlisted gratuitously, in 
attempting to carry out these plans. 
The result of the experiment deserves 


-the serious consideration of every friend 


of our church. . While they were so far 
successful as to procure contributions 
from a larger number of churches than 
ever before, and to diffuse wider a feel- 
ing of kindness and confidence in the 
object, yet it seems that far more than 
half of all our churches could not be 
induced to contribute in any way to the 
support of the cause. An agency was 
offered, free of all expense, and, there- 
fore, free from the objections heretofore 
urged on that score; but without effect. 
The true difficulty is found to exist not 
in our machinery for benevolent opera- 
tions, nor yet in the expense of the 
agency system, but in the state of the 
churches themselves, and the unwilling- 
ness of their officers to admit their seve- 
ral schemes of benevolence to be pre- 
sented to the people. 

The Report forcibly urges upon the 
attention of the General Assembly the 
two following objects, viz. First and 
mainly, to secure the thorough and 
efficient instruction of the people, from 
the pulpit, touching the origin, history, 
principles, and claims of the several 
objects of religious benevolence, so that 
every one may understand them, pray 
for them, and support them, on the 
ground of deliberate and enlightened 
religious feeling, And secondly, To 
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devise some simple and practicable 
means of gathering the contributions, by 
personal application to each, of all the 
members of all our churches, and, as far 
as possible, of our congregations, inclu- 
ding the poor as well as the rich. 

In regard to Candidates, the Board 
have been signally blessed. The num- 
ber of new candidates received during 
the last year has been ninety-nine, 
making the whole number aided within 
the year four hundred and eight; and the 
whole number from the organization of 
the Board, one thousand four hundred 
and twenty-nine. 

Thirty-nine beneficiaries have finished 
their studies; the great majority of 
whom have gone into the missionary 
field, either abroad or at home. It is an 
exceedingly interesting fact, that three- 
fourths of all our devoted and useful 
missionaries have been educated by this 
Board in whole or in part. 

The Board strongly urge upon the 
Presbyteries to sift thoroughly every 
applicant for aid, before he is recom- 
mended to their care; and upon teachers 
to report rigidly the precise standing of 
the students under their care, and ad- 
monish faithfully every delinquency that 
may occur. 

The Board express the decided opin- 
ion that the security both from imposture 
arid incapacity on the part of their 
beneficiaries: has greatly increased, and 
the standard of character is steadily 
rising with the experience which the 
chureh is acquiring year by year in the 
work of education. 

The Treasurer’s Report shows the 
total amount of resources for the year to 
be $33,419. The payments for the same 
time were $31,080 29, leaving a balance 
of $2,338 73. There were drafts due, 
however, which would more than absorb 
this balance. % 

The prospects of the Board are at 
once encouraging and critical. The 
number of candidates has increased from 
218 to 408; and the receipts of the 
Board from $19,000 to $31,000 within 
three years. Rapid as this expansion of 
their resources has been, it will be seen 
that it does not keep equal pace with 
the additions to the roll of beneficiaries. 

Never since the first proclamation of 
mercy to’ sinners, has this dark and 
dying world stood before the church in 
a posture more affecting, to demand at 
her hands the bread of eternal life. Just 
as certainly as God has suspended the 
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salvation of the world on the preaching 
of the cross, so certainly is a ministry of 
apostolic spirit, the grand peculiar want 
of the age. And has the church reached 
the utmost limit of her resources in the 
work of training such a ministry? With 
fifteen hundred churches, and one hun- 
dred thousand sworn friends of the Re- 
deemer never yet enlisted in this cause, 
it cannot be that we are prepared to 
throw back upon the Lord of the har- 
vest, young men of piety and promise, 
whom he has sent in answer to our 
prayers to be educated for the work. 
No: with a noble band of gifted and 
devoted youth, burning with a desire to 
preach the gospel, and with a perishing 
world at our feet pleading for immortal 
life, the purchase of our Master’s blood, 
we cannot withhold the means to train 
them all for this holy service, were they 
ten-fold in number what they are. 


The report refers to a remarkable in- 
crease in the number of candidates 
during the year. The following ex- 
tracts taken froma statement bearing 
upon this point, published in the Pres- 
byterian of December 2, 1848, will be 
read with interest. The writer says: 


It is a fact which may be remem- 
bered, that in the year 184i, the 
number of our candidates for the minis- 
try had fallen off in a manner truly 
alarming. Impressed with it, the Gen- 
eral Assembly appointed a special day 
of humiliation and prayer, fully aware 
that a divine influence could alone sup- 
ply the deficiency, and remove the cause 
of alarm. The number of candidates 
was at that time less than two hundred. 
The church responded to the call of the 
Assembly, and with remarkable una- 
mimity and fervor, the first Sabbath of 
November was thus observed. At the 
meeting of the Board held in the same 
month, mmeteen new applicants presented 
their testimonials as ready to devote 
themselves to this great work. Since 
that time the number of well recom- 
mended young men has increased with 
astonishing rapidity, so that the number 
reported to the last General Assembly 
was three hundred and fifty. At the 
very last meeting of the Board, thirty- 


Jive new names were added to the list, 


and the Presbyterial certificates of cha- 
racter and talents were in nearly every 
case of the most gratifying character.

The quarterly reports furnished by in- 
structors, of the standing and progress 
of the young men who are in the course 
of study, show a marked improvement 
over former years. We have reason to 
believe that the church has a treasure 
in these young men, of the true value of 
which she has but little adequate con- 
ception. ; 

The following Resolution adopted by 
the last General Assembly is worthy of 
notice in this connection. 

Resolved, That while the General 
Assembly feel and proclaim the impor- 
tance of praying and labore for an 
increase of laborers, they do at the same 
time express their unhesitating belief 
that men of a high order of talents, cha- 
racter and training are now more need- 
ed than mere numbers of inferior men; 
and they therefore cordially approve the 
sentiments expressed, and the measures 
adopted by the Board in regard to this 
subject; and they do most earnestly 
recommend all the Presbyteries to resist 
kindly, but firmly, the recommendation 
to the Board of unsuitable candidates, 
and also to discourage the propensity to 
hasten into the ministry without a full 
course of preparatory study.

BOARD OF EDUCATION OF THE RE- 
FORMED DUTCH CHURCH. 


For several years this Board has been 
recognized.as in connection with the 
Central American Education Society of 
New York, and through this with the 
American Education Society. But as 
its operations were entirely distinct, and 
as no important object seemed to be 
answered by a merely nominal connec- 
tion, the relation has been dropped. 
The Board is constituted by the General 
Synod of the Protestant Reformed Dutch 
Church. From the last Annual Report, 
which was submitted to the Synod at 
their meeting in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
June 6, 1844, “It appears that there are 
now eleven Scholarships, which have 
been endowed, and are available for the 
purpose of supporting students. The 
Board at present have under their care 
eighteen young men to whom they are 
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annually making appropriations to aid 
them in studies preparatory to the gos- 
pel ministry. The number of churches 
who have contributed to the funds of 
the Board during the past year is very 
small, nothing like even the half of those 
connected with the Synod. The Board 
urge the importance of greater zeal and 
effort in behalf of the cause of educa- 
tion.” 

The Stated Clerk laid before the 
Synod a communication from the execu- 
tors of the last will and testament of 
Miss Maria Freeborne, late of Flatbush, 
L. L, apprising them that that benevo- 
lent lady had left a legacy of one thou- 
sand dollars to the General Synod, “to 
be appropriated to the support and edu- 
cation of some pious young man who 
has in view the gospel ministry.”

LETTER FROM A STUDENT. 


The following letter, from the son of a 
clergyman, was addressed to his father after 
he had been dismissed and temporarily 
thrown out of employment. 


I trust the Lord hath given you many 
souls as the seal of your ministry. 
“They that turn many to righteousness, 
shall shine as the stars forever and 
ever.” O, that I were worthy to receive 
that sacred mantle which you are about 
casting off! O, that I could put on that 
“ armor of God,” in which you have so 
successfully fought the good’ fight of 
faith—that I could enter those hallowed 
ranks from which the great Captain of 
our salvation has seen fit to remove you 
(for a season, at least,) and with equal 
courage and earnestness, with unshaken 
faith, with singleness of purpose, combat 
the powers of darkness and win a glori- 
ous victory for the great King of kings! 
But, alas! that golden helmet will not 
fit me; my puny arms cannot sustain 
that brazen and tried shield; 1 have not 
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strength to wield the powerful weapons 
of Christian warfare. I must be content 
to “tarry by the stuff” until age, ex- 
perience, and the copious baptisms of 
the Holy Spirit shall qualify me for the 
effectual onset. But you inquire con- 
cerning my circumstances, &c. 


Here the writer enters into details which 
show the extreme difficulties against which 
he is compelled to struggle, and the in- 
domitable perseverance of his determination 
to overcome them. WHe then continues: 


I find all my economical ingenuity 
called into requisition to enable me to 
keep above-board. I have several times 
found myself in Peter’s situation—about 
to sink—but when I cried unto the Lord 
he has uniformly stretched out his strong 
arm and sustained me, praised be his 
name. May I ever trust in him. “ The 
just shall live by faith.” May I be 
reckoned among this happy number. 

Since reading your last epistle I 
have been stronely tempted to abandon 
my purpose to prepare for the sacred 
office, at least fora season. Although I 
have not been permitted to aid you 
pecuniarily, yet I believe I am not des- 
titute of filial affection. Were I engaged 
in any other occupation but that of 
laboring for my heavenly Father, as I 
trust I am, whatever it might be and 
however dear to my heart, it should 
most cheerfully and speedily be relin- 
quished for your sake, if your best inte- 
rests demanded it. And it is with a 
mingling of sorrow that I read, “he that 
loveth father or mother more than me, is 
not worthy of me.” It is because I dare 
not recede from this momentous work, 
upon the issue of which, for aught I can 
tell, the destinies of souls may be pend- 
ing, that I have not, ere this, sought, 
first of all, the means for supplying your 
wants. And O, if I could become deaf 
to the dying groans of six hundred mil- 
lions of my fellow beings—if the hungry 
starving millions of India would cease

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to cry for the bread of life—or the 
parched deserts of benighted Africa to 
thirst for the waters thereof—if China, 
now open to the world, would again 
close her massive gates—if the Isles of 
the sea would become mute—if our own 
favored land would no longer call for the 
gospel—if the command of my Master, 
“ Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature,” ‘would cease to 
reverberate in my ears, then, then indeed 
would I turn to the avocations of this 
world, and toil day and night. Oh! 
methinks I hear that doleful shriek, as 
that pagan father is departing from 
this world of probation and is rapidly 
hastening before the bar of a de- 
spised judge !—*“ Alas!”—he says, 
(for it is the unanimous opinion of 
the converted heathen, that those who 
died before the gospel was preached 
to them, perish in their sins)—“ Alas! 
you have ruined my soul! you had a 
voice to warn me of coming wrath, to 
tell me of a bleeding Saviour, and you 
was dumb!”—These sighs are wafted | 
upon my ears by every breeze. They 
have pierced my heart. They touch a 
chord which cannot cease to vibrate. O, 
“me miserum,” if having put my hand to 
the plough, I should turn back to the 
beggarly elements of this world!

CHINA, 


Canton, 10th February, 1844. 

Rey. Wm, Cogswell, D. D., Prof, &c. Dartmouth College. 
Dear Brotuer,—Just recovering 
from a fever which has sensibly affected 
my nervous system, I am unable to ad- 
dress you more than a few lines. Were 
it with just sufficient strength remaining 
from my last sickness, nothing scarcely 
could afford me sincerer delight, before 
leaving the world, than to write you on 
the present occasion, to remit through 
you, dear Sir, my grateful acknowledge- 
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ments to the American Education So- 
ciety. I am aware that you no longer 
sustain the office of Secretary to that 
Society; still there is a propriety in my 
communicating with it through you. 
All my associations with it are blended 
with the recollection of your name, and 
the more than fraternal interest you 
cherished in the welfare of its beneficia- 
ries; an interest you can never lose, 
however Providence may change your 
relations to the Society. 

Partly in consideration of professional 
services rendered in the absence of all 
foreign physicians and surgeons from 
Canton, and partly a present from a 
friend, a gentleman retiring from busi- 
ness, $500 have been placed in my 
hands, which another friend has kindly 
invested in Chinese produce, which is 
shipped on board the “ Akbar” and con- 
signed to the care of Talbot, Olyphant, 
& Co., New York; and which, whenever 
converted into money again, whatever 
may be the amount, I wish to be paid 
into the Treasury of the American Edu- 
cation Society, to cancel so far as it may 
the debt and the obligation I owe to that 
heaven born Society.* I have the 
greater pleasure in being providentially 
enabled to make this return, having 
learned when in America the severe 
struggle to which the Society had been 
subjected, and its consequences to its 
beneficiaries.” 

After referring particularly to the pecu- 
niary aid which he had received from the 
Society, during his collegiate and theologi- 
cal studies, amounting in all to something 
more than four hundred dollars, Dr. Parker 


proceeds : 


But, my dear Sir, the aid rendered by 
the Society is not to be reckoned by

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dollars, but by the influence it had in 
enabling me, with other auxiliaries, to 
obtain the education upon which all the 
instrumentality, great or small, I have 


-or shall exert in the cause of Christ, 


depended. The above sum has been 
invested in China produce by my friend 
Mr. William H. Morss, of the firm of 
Olyphant & Co., Canton, with the hope 
that it may yield something more than 
if the specie had been remitted.* 
Feeling every day the weight of 
labors too arduous long to be sustained, 
and looking over a moral field containing 
hundreds of millions of perishing souls, 
and perceiving many signs of a harvest 
ripening for the sickle, I cannot repress 
the prayer that the Lord of the vineyard 
would send forth more laborers. And 
to what source may the eye be turned 
with more sanguine hopes of a gracious 
answer than to the American Education 
Society ? And never, till the difficulties 
that indigence threw in the way of a 
liberal education are forgotten, or till I 
forget my early love to my Saviour and 
the interest I then felt for the perishing 
heathen, shall I forget the American 
Education Society, or cease to be grate- 
ful to its supporters for its timely aid.

My Dear Srr,—I am happy that it is 
in my power to send you the above 
order + as it will do something towards 
relieving the Society of its present em- 
barrassments. I send it not as a conéri- 
bution, but as a payment of a small part 
of the debt I owe the Society. Though

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by the rules of the Society I am dis- 
charged from the payment of that debt, 
while I remain a missionary, still I 
shouldbe exceedingly happy, were it in 
my power, to refund the whole sum 
which I have received. I hope to be 
able from time to time to send you small 
sums, and if Providence permit, it is my 
present intention to take up the notes 
which the Society hold against me. I 
feel deeply for the student who is strug- 
gling with poverty to educate himself 
for the Christian ministry, and know of 
no more worthy object for which to 
practice self-denial, than that of furnish- 
ing him the means for the accomplish- 
ment of his object. I doubt very much 
whether any money is so profitably ex- 
pended by the church as that which is 
expended for the education-of worthy 
young men for the ministry. If by re- 
funding what I have received, I may be 
enabled thus to furnish the means for 
the education of one who might not 
otherwise have been able to enter the 
ministry, I shall feel that a worthy ob- 
ject is before me and one which is well 
calculated to stimulate to exertion and 
self-denial.

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THE GREAT MEANS OF SALVATION. 


We extract for our’readers the following 
appropriate and. forcible thoughts on the 
great instrumentality which God requires 
his people to provide and to employ for the 
conversion of the world, from a sermon 
preached before the Alumni of Auburn 
Theological Seminary, by Rev. N. W. 
Fisher, of Palmyra, N. Y. 


You need not be told, that it is God’s 
settled arrangement to convert the world 
by the foolishness of preaching. There 
are two obvious reasons why he has 
committed the heavenly treasure to 
earthen vessels. One is, that “the ex- 
cellency of the power may be of God, 
and not of us;” and the other is, be- 
cause man is evidently the most proper 
agency to be employed in the salvation 
of man. The point is settled, that the 
divine plan involves a human agency 
consecrated specifically to the work of 
preaching the gospel. In his govern- 
ment over the church, he has himself 
adhered strictly to this plan. The living 
ministry is his own institution, and he 
has been pleased to honor it by making 
it the chief instrumentality in the salva- 
tion of our race. The truth, as it pro- 
ceeds from the lips of the preacher, is 
attended with an energy and power to 
awaken the mind, impress the heart, and 
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move the affections, which it does not 
possess when presented by other means. 
Truth, printed and read, does good, and, 
in some instances, great good, and al- 
most the only good; but truth preached 
by lips touched by a live coal from 
God’s altar, is what he is pleased to 
honor most in achieving his victories 
over sin. Say the missionaries at the 
Sandwich Islands: “ We rejoice in the 
disposition which exists in our country 
to supply the heathen with the word of 
God. We should regret deeply to check 
it. We cannot, however, refrain from 
saying that our hope of the speedy con- 
version of the world to Christ would be 
greatly increased could we hear of the 
almost clamorous importunity of the 
churches, not only to print the Bible, 
but to furnish men to teach it to all na- 
tions. The Scriptures sometimes con- 
vert men who have no preacher, and 
tracts have brought salvation to families 
who have never seen the Bible; but, 
ordinarily, it is not.so; ordinarily, faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God as spoken by the living 
preacher. To scatter Bibles and tracts 
where there is no living ministry, is, in 
the figure of Robert Hall, “ throwing 
sickles into a field of grain, with no 
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men to wield them.” A few straws 
may be cut down by a random throw, 
but the harvest will never be gathered, 
and the sheaves brought home with joy, 
unless the sickles are wielded by the 
living hand. The gospel of the king- 
dom must be preached. “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel.” In 
this command of the Great Head of the 
Church, we have a plain intimation what 
is his will; what agency he would pe- 
culiarly honor in the conversion of the 
world. 

The gospel must be preached with 
clearness, simplicity, and power. Great 
plainness of speech becomes the ambas- 
sador for God. He is bound not only 
to present to the rebel against the 
government of heaven the terms of re- 
conciliation, but to do it in a manner 
that is intelligible. To preach the truth 
in obscure and unintelligible terms, is 
much the same as not to preach it at all. 
So did Paul understand it. “In the 
church,” he says, “I had rather speak 
five words with my understanding, that 
with my voice I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an unknown 
tongue.” Language may be used that 
will be as ambiguous and unintelligible 
as ‘the mutterings of the Delphic oracle, 
but it always implicates either the head 
or the heart of the preacher. Incapacity 
to clothe his message in acceptable and 
appropriate words that will convey a 
clear and definite idea, or solemn trifling 
with the truths committed to him for 
dispensation, are either of them dis- 
qualifications for his office. If he first 
obtains a clear conception of the truth 
he is to communicate, and loves that 


truth, and feels the solemn import of 


his message, he will be likely to be plain 
and perspicuous in its delivery. “I 
believe, therefore do I speak,” said the 
Apostle; and hence his- precision and 
power. ‘“Earnestness, perspicuity, di- 
rectness, simplicity, and force are the 
natural products of an inward convic- 
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judgment to come.”

tion.” We must be self-convicted of 
what we would convict others. If we 
would uncover the pit and describe its 
horrors, we need first to feel something 
of its pains in a wounded spirit. If we 
would paint the joys of pardoned sin, 
we need first to experience the blessed- 
ness of salvation. Would we describe 
to others the glories that bud on the 
cross of Christ, we need first to sit down 
at its foot, and let its blood fall on us, 
and diffuse its healing powers through 
the soul. Would we direct the eye of 
the sinner upward, and attempt to de- 
lineate the ineffable glories of the 
heavenly world; we must first expe- 
rience the exultation of that faith which 
is “the substance of things hoped” for, 
and the gushings of that love which is 
the foretaste of eternal joys. We may 
utter the language of the Holy Ghost, 
but if we do not utter it as the lanouage 
of our own souls, embued with its spirit, 
and warmed by its fire, it will be like 
the indistinct pratings of a parrot. 
When we stand up “to justify the ways 
of God to man,” we should have an ob- 


ject to gain, and that a definite, all-im- 


portant one, the salvation of the soul; and 
then shall we press towards it in lan- 
guage which is clothed with invincible 
power. Paul was eloquent and power- 
ful when he stood before King Agrippa 
and made his noble defence of the 
Christian faith. And why? Because 
he spoke what he knew, and testified 
what he had seen. His was the lan- 
guage of experience, of the soul, and it 
opened an avenue to the royal heart, 
and drew out the response, “ Almost 
thou persuadest me to be a Christian,” 
He stood before Felix also, and “rea- 
soned of righteousness, temperance, and 
The governor 
trembled. Why? Because the Apostle’s 
language possessed the clearness, di- 
rectness, and power of experience, and 
entered his very soul. The first preach- 
ers of the gospel were pre-eminently 
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men of God; their souls were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost; they had tasted 
of the powers of the world to come; and 
were inflamed by the motives and affec- 
tions of a sanctifying religion. They 
were great in prayer, and held in their 
hands the key which unlocked the 
treasures of divine grace. Hence, under 
the first distinctive gospel sermon 
preached, three thousand were convert- 
ed. They hurled among the people 
the shafts of truth with boldness and 
precision; and winged with the prayer 
of faith, they took terrible effect in the 
hearts of the murderers of the Son of 
God. The secret of their success is 
found in the concise biography of Bar- 
nabas, “ He was a good man, full of the 
Holy Ghost, and of faith, and much 
people was added unto the Lord.” Who 
in modern times have preached the gos- 
pel with distinguished success? Your 
minds will recur for an answer to such 
men as Howe, and Flavel, and Baxter, 
and Doddridge, and Whitefield, and Ed- 
wards, and Brainerd, and Payson, names 
of blessed memory. 

They preached it in deep self-convic- 
tion of its truth; in certain modes of 
feeling and action which harmonized 
with the mind of the Spirit, and which 
were the result of walking with God. 
- They often went into the audience- 
chamber of the Great King, bearing the 
names of their people on their breast- 
plate. It is said that Dr. Livingston of 
Scotland spent the whole night in prayer 
previous to his preaching that celebrated 
sermon which resulted in the conversion 
of five hundred individuals. Thus 
spiritually taught, he was prepared to 
teach others the great truths which fired 
his own mind. Would we, my brethren, 
preach the gospel with like power and 
effect, we must study our sermons upon 
our knees, and consecrate them with 
- fervent prayer to the glory of God. 

Again, the gospel must be preached 
abundantly. Its most triumphant results 
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are witnessed where its claims are most 
frequently and extensively urged upon 
the attention of mankind. The king of 
day, as he first ascends above the hori- 
zon, sheds his rays obliquely and scan- 
tily upon the earth, and the darkness of 
night is not completely dissipated till he 
towers towards the meridian and pours 
a full tide of light over the face of crea- 
tion. In like manner, where our beloved 
missionaries have begun to preach the 
glorious gospel, the Sun of righteousness 
lets fall a few rays, and the effects are 
comparatively happy. But the light is 
intercepted by obstacles, and the reign 
of pagan darkness continues. Now let 
the light have free course ; let it pour in 
one unbroken tide upon those lands, and 
who can conceive of the glory that 
would follow! We know that the spot 
in which has been concentrated the 
greatest amount of gospel light, has 
been the most blessed. The human 
mind has emerged from its darkness, 
and put forth powers and energies before 
unknown; a sanctified literature and 
science have succeeded to the wild and 
uncertain vagaries of superstition, and 
of a darkened understanding; the arts 
of civilization are inducing habits of 
industry, and are beginning to multiply 
their comforts and conveniences; and 
multitudes, who were but yesterday 
pagans, ignorant, besotted, and cruel, 
are now rejoicing in the light of truth, 
and in the hope of the glory of God. 
Nor is there a nook of earth too remote, 
or too dark, or too diseased by sin, to be 
reached by the light, and healed by the 
beams of the Sun of righteousness. Only 
multiply those beams, and concentrate 
that light upon any spot however dark, 
and dreary, and cold, and the plants of 
holiness will spring up and flourish, and 
paradise will be restored with its charms, 
and its tree of life. 

The subject brings to view the res- 
ponsibility of the church, to remove the 
physical obstacles which lie in the way to 
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the progress of the truth. We have seen 
that the gospel must be preached ; that 
it must be preached with clearness, sim- 
plicity, and power; and that it must be 
preached abundantly, if we would see it 
glorified by a harvest of rich fruits. 
The inference is, therefore, clear as 
light, that the church is under pressing, 
crushing obligations to supply the world 
at once with an evangelical, thoroughly 
educated, devoted ministry, who shall 
run to and fro in the earth, and pour a 
blaze of truth on mankind. Sure am I 
that this is what is now wanting to send 
the light of life throughout those wide 
and barren regions of the West and 
South over which now blow the pesti- 
lential blasts of sin and infidelity; to 
send moral health through every artery 
and vein of the body politic; and make 
the songs of redemption echo from every 
hill and through every vale, and along 
by every shore of this revolted world. 
Said Nelson to his men, when on the 
eve of battle, “England expects that 
every man will do his duty.” The 
Great Head of the church expects that 
every man will do his duty. If we mis- 
take not the indications of prophecy and 
providence, we are on the eve of a 
brighter day than has ever irradiated our 
world. The elements of revolutions are 
rapidly combining, and changes vast 
and momentous are maturing, that will 
hasten the predicted period of the uni- 
versal and final triumph of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom. And we have arri- 
ved at that juncture when the worst that 
can be done is to be indifferent and in- 
active. Points of duty are settled, the 
work is commenced, facilities are mul- 
tiplying, and the church have only to 
remove all physical obstacles, and give 
to truth free course, and the issue can- 
not be doubtful. “From infidelity, or 
false religion, the cause has nothing to 
fear. From the magnitude of the work, 
or its inherent difficulties—nothing. 
From persecution or opposing powers— 
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nothing.” Let the church combine her 
energies to give to the world such a 
ministry as heaven will approve, who 
will fear nothing but sin, and serve 
nothing but Christ and his cause, Let 
the church contemplate her commission: 
“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature;” let her 
pray over it, and ponder it in her heart, 
until she drinks in its spirit, and under- 
stands the length and breadth, height 
and depth of the responsibilities it im- 
poses. Let her supply all necessary 
collateral instrumentalities—let the press 
scatter its healing leaves—let science 
and civilization contribute their aid; but 
let them revolve around the peculiar 
institution of heaven,—the ministry of 
reconciliation,—the preaching of the 
everlasting gospel, which is the power 
of God unto salvation. In short, let the 
church lay herself upon the altar of 
sacrifice, and let the fire from heaven 
descend, kindle and consume the offer- 
ing, and her triumphs are certain and 
complete.

Qualifications for the Ministry. 


Extract from the Annual Report of 
the Auxiliary Education Society, con- 
nected with Essex North Association, 
presented at their Annual Meeting, at 
Newburyport, October 3, 1844, Rev. 
David T. Kimball, of Ipswich, Secre- 
tary. 

A number of points, more or less in- 
timately connected with the work in 
which the Education Society is engag- 
ed, are discussed briefly in this Report, 
and in a manner well suited to inter- 
est and impress the reader. One or 
two thoughts in connection with what is 
said on the subject of the ministry want- 
ed for New England, and the occasion 
of the loss or waste of a portion of the 
ministerial talent which has been fur- 
nished to the churches here, though: in 
the main accordant we believe with the. 
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views of the most judicious observers, 
will seem perhaps, to some to have re- 
ceived too unqualified a statement, 
through the influence of the local facts 
referred to by the writer. Let them, 
however, be candidly weighed, in con- 
nection with the other parts of the Re- 
port. The writer says: 


It is no objection to the sun, no rea- 
son why his light should be undervalued, 
that he is sometimes obscured by clouds, 
and that he sometimes suffers an eclipse. 
When he brushes away those clouds, 
when he comes out from that eclipse, he 
appears to shine with new splendor. 
The American Education Society has 
been obscured by clouds. It has suffer- 
ed an eclipse. But it breaks forth like 
the sun from a dark cloud. It comes 
out from its eclipse and shines with new 
beauty and glory. The severe scrutiny 
to which it has been recently subjected, 
evinces its real excellence, and calls 
forth increasing patronage. The favor 
shown it the last year exceeds that of 
several preceding years. The number 
of young men who received assistance 
from its funds during the year is 388. 
The amount of receipts, including the 
sum acknowledged by the Treasurer of 
the Central American Education Socie- 
ty is $34,811 67. The debt of the So- 
ciety was reduced last year $6,907 44. 

It is deeply felt by the Directors of 
that Society, and should be felt by all 
intelligent Christians, that the efficacy 
of this instrumentality depends more on 
the qualifications of the beneficiaries 
than on their number. We cordially 
echo this sentiment of theirs: “The 
basis of these qualifications lies in a sin- 
cere and active piety, sound sense and 
native force of intellect, facility of men- 
tal acquisition and execution, with pleas- 
ing powers of utterance and address.” 

Are ministers of such qualifications 
wanted ?—Are they wanted for New 
England? Are they wanted for the 
West? Are they wanted for Foreign 
Missionaries ? 


Are they wanted for New England ? 
I trust I shall not be considered as be- 
traying a cause of which I have been an 
avowed advocate ever since the forma- 
tion of the Education Society, if I al- 
most or quite give a negative answer to 
this question. No portion of our coun- 
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try indeed requires a more able, learned, 
holy, energetic, active, laborious, and 
devoted ministry than New England. 
Such a ministry is demanded by the 
genius, knowledge, enterprise, and rest- 
less activity, and even by the fanaticism 
of the people of the day. Strong men- 
tal power and various knowledge in 
churches and congregations of New 
England require superior mental power 
and acquisitions in its pulpits. Who 
shall meet the learned, the strong mind- 
ed, the ingenious and artful infidel and 
skeptic, and take from him his armor, 
and show him and those deluded by him 
the weakness of his cause and the fal- 
lacy of his reasoning ? Can men of few 
ideas and feeble minds do this? 

In New England there is no want of 
ministers, so far as numbers are con- 
cerned. And where is there on the 
whole a better ministry ? There is not 
a more able, intelligent, pious, discreet, 
active, and exemplary ministry for the 
same amount of population in our coun- 
try or world, than in these Eastern States. 
And there is here'a sufficient number, 
including settled pastors, stated supplies, 
and unsettled ministers. In some places 
there 1s even a redundancy. In this 
commonwealth are a large number of 
men of good qualifications for the pas- 
toral office, in the midst of their days, 
retiring to an agricultural life or to oth- 
er secular employments. Three of this 
description might be named, who were 
once members of the Essex North As- 
sociation. Why are not the labors of 
such men called for? It is owing to 
wrong judgment, or a wrong spirit, or to 
both, in the church and religious com- 
munity. ‘There is a love of novelty and 
change, even in New England, by which 
some men of good talents and disposi- 
tions for pastoral usefulness are laid 
aside before the time, and lost to socie- 
ty. This is an evil deeply to be deplor- 
ed. An instance has occurred in the 
centre of this county the year past, in 
which a minister in middle life, a godly 
man, devoted to his work, and success- 
ful beyond any one who had cultivated 
the same field before him, is, with a nu- 
merous family, and in deep poverty, 
turned away from his people without any 
assignable fault on his part. The same 
spirit to no inconsiderable extent exists 
in our churches. It is a spirit on which 
the God of our fathers, the God of New 
England frowns. It is a spirit, which, 
if it prevail and reign, will spread deso 
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lation, mourning and wo over fair por- 
tions of our Zion. It is enough to make 
the heart of humanity bleed to see to 
what embarrassment and suffering many 
faithful pastors, of sound minds, sincere 
piety, and great usefulness, with their 
dependent families, are reduced by the 
spirit of innovation and change which 
has prevailed of late in New England. 
At what age should ministers retire 
from their pastoral labors? At what 
age, we answer, should men of other 
employments which require the exertion 
of great mental and moral power, retire ? 
—When is a man too old to sustain the 
multiplied cares and arduous duties of 
President of the United States? The 
practical answer which the sovereign 
people have given to this question at al- 
most every presidential election has 
been, “Not before he has attained to 
nearly or quite seventy years.” What 
is the answer which one of the two great 
political parties in our country is about 
to give to the same question? ‘A man 
of sixty-eight is not too old to assume 
the toils and cares-of the Presidency for 
the term of four years.” When is a 
man too old to sustain the great and 
complicated duties of a Judge? Here 
the practical answer is, “ Not before he 
has reached or passed the age of seven- 
ty.” When will Daniel Webster, now 
more than sixty years, and John Q. 
Adams, about eighty years of age, be 
too old to be heard on any important 
subject on which they may feel disposed 
to address their fellow citizens? Not 
before their mighty intellects shall be 
greatly weakened, nor before their voices 
shall be too feeble to be heard in a pub- 
lic assembly. Let these questions an- 
swer the first; and the answer is, Ability 
and disposition to perform pastoral duty 
well, and not any precise number of years, 
decides the proper time for one to continue 
in the pastoral office. Some men at sev- 
enty can do more and do it~ better than 
others at thirty. Wecould name a man 
in the valley of the Mississippi, about 
seventy years old, who, if he has forgot- 
ten more than some ministers of thirty 
know, still knows more, and is able and 
willing to do more in the sacred office, 
than some who are in the prime of life. 
Nor are such men wanting in New Eng- 
land. That spirit of the age, which, 
while it demands men of experience in 
important and difficult temporal con- 
cerns, rejects them in the high concerns 
of the soul and of eternity, is by no 
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means to be commended. And he who 
should effectually correct the errors aris- 
ing from this source, and recal from re- 
tirement men of respectability and ex- 
perience, whom false taste has perma- 
nently banished from the walls of Zion, 
would confer a greater benefit on New 
England, than he who should raise up 
for her use a number of young men 
through the means of the Education So- 
ciety. 

Let us not be understood as speaking 
lightly of the young ministers of New 
England with those of Essex North be- 
fore us. Past time has not seen young 
pastors of greater promise. May their 
light shine with increasing brightness. 

Though in our apprehension, minis- 
ters are not wanted at present in New 
England, yet, as the present pastors will 
soon die, there will from generation to 
generation be wanted men to minister 
at the altar such as it is the object of 
the Education Society to furnish. 


Are such mimsters wanted for the 
West 2 

Some think it requires little talent, or 
learning, or religion to qualify one for a 
western missionary. But the reverse of 
this is true. There are a plenty of min- 
isters, such as they are, in some parts of 
the western country. In the words of a 
learned professor in a Western Semina- 
ty; “Uneducated ministers are as nu- 
merous as musquitoes, and about as use- 
ful. We knew a place at the West” 
he adds, “ where there were seven min- 
isters in an audience, to hear an educat- 
ed man preach; only two of the seven 
could read a chapter in the Bible.” Are 
these the men to pour through: the val- 
ley of the Mississippi the light of Di- 
vine truth? How can they teach the 
Christian religion there, who are unable 
to read a chapter in the New Testa- 
ment? If any portion of our country 
needs able ministers, men of education, 
deeply imbued with faith and holiness 
to lay broad foundations of piety, to 
mould the character of that mingled 
population which is to form the charac- 
ter of the nation, and through it that of 
the world, it is the great valley of the 
West. What but such a ministry is to 
make solid and consistent Christians of 
men of all nations, rushing together with 
minds chiefly intent on worldly gain? 
What but sucha ministry is to counter- 
act the wiles of the Jesuits, and contend 
successfully with the man of sin who 
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has chosen that part of our country as 
the theatre on which to perform his last 
drama? Thousands, yes, millions of 
our own countrymen at the West are 
living entirely without the stated means 
of grace. ' They have no opportunity to 
hear any minister of Christ, who is ca- 
pable of teaching them the way of sal- 
vation. We want hundreds of men of 
the ability, piety, and energy of Beech- 
er, going out in their youth from our 
Eastern Seminaries, or finishing their 
theological education at the Seminaries 
of the West, to form that population 
which rolls its waters with the power of 
the Ohio, Mississippi, and Missouri, over 
the countries washed by those noble 
rivers and their tributaries. The follow- 
ing facts speak much as to the want of 
ministers in Northern Indiana: “ There 
are fourteen counties, embracing an area 
nearly as large as the whole of Massa- 
chusetts, in which there is not a single 
Presbyterian or Congregational minis- 
ter.” We rejoice that young men of 
our theological Seminaries are turning 
their faces toward the setting sun, and 
directing their course toward that wide 
country, which, though extensively like 
the valley of the shadow of death, will 
soon appear as the garden of the Lord. 
Under their benign influence may the 
desert rejoice and blossom as a rose. 


Are such ministers wanted for Foreign 
Missionaries 2 

Are men of holiness, talent, and learn- 
ing wanted to bear the messages of 
grace and salvation to those inhabiting 
Mohammedan and Pagan countries ? 
Men of holiness are wanted every where 
as ministers of Christ; and none but 
holy men can be true ministers of his. 
Men possessing, in addition to eminent 
holiness, distinguished talents and a 
thorough education, are needed to do 
the work of missionaries in those parts 
of the world where the empire of the 
prince of darkness is most firmly estab- 
lished. Are men of ordinary intellects, 
of stinted education, and of little ener- 
gy and enterprise the persons to wage 
war with sin in its strong holds? Are 
they the men successfully to enter the 
wide field now opened in the Chinese 
empire, and to lay the foundations for 
many generations of intelligent and em- 
inent Christians in that most interesting 
and populous region of the globe? Are 
they appropriate instruments to prove to 
men of deep thought and profound learn- 
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ing the fallacy of that religion which 
has been held in veneration for centu- 
ries and ages? What men of moderate 
capacities can acquire a knowledge of 
the language of China, and so become 
acquainted with its literature and relig- 
ion, and be able to converse’ with the 
Chinese literati} and convince them of 
the fallacy of their religion and of the 
truth and importance of ourown? Who - 
but men, powerful in argument, can call 
them away from the worship of the 
heavenly hosts, of the genii of the moun- 
tains, rivers, lakes, and seas, and of de- 
parted kings, heroes, and sages? To 
perform the work of missionaries in for- 
eign lands requires men of the best An- 
glo-Saxon blood and spirit, capable of 
enduring hardness, as good soldiers of 
Christ; men of strong mental powers, 
disciplined by the most thorough, liberal 
education; men of ardent piety and firm 
faith in the Redeemer ; men, possessing 
fervent and inextinguishable love of 
souls, willing to sacrifice their lives in 
the service of God, and for the salva- 
tion of their fellow men. To repair the 
waste places of our Zion, to civilize and 
christianize the Indians of Canada and 
the West, to annex Texas and Oregon 
to the kingdom of our Lord and Saviour, 
to disclose to South Americans mines of 
ospel wealth, incomparably more valu- 
able than the gold and silver mines of 
Peru and Brazil, to evangelize France, 
Italy, Spain, and all Southern Europe, 
to bring the Pope of Rome, his cardi- 
nals, bishops, priests, and the entire 
body of the Catholic church to renounce 
their superstitions and embrace the great 
doctrines of the Reformation, to pour on 
Eastern, Western, Southern, and Cen- 
tral Africa the light of gospel truth, to 
turn all Asia unto God, to cause all the 
isles of the sea to rejoice before the 
Lord, and to exhibit in every continent 
and island scenes of salvation like those 
now presented in the Sandwich Islands, 
in a word, to convert the Jew, the Mo- 
hammedan, the Pagan, and the nomi- 
nally Christian of every land, requires 
hundreds and thousands of men of sound 
minds, profound learning, deep piety, 
great energy, and untiring and perse- 
vering zeal—such men as it is the ob- 
ject of the American Education Society 
to bring into the field. What have not 
their missionaries under God effected ? 
Survey the immense multitude assem- 
bled at Hilo at the breaking of bread. 
The church convened is by far the most 
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numerous one on the face of the earth, 
consisting of more than seven thousand 
members. Observe the surrounding 
scenery as described by the Pastor. 
“The assembly was immense, the scene 
overwhelming. Before us was the wide 
Pacific, heaving its broad breast to the 
breath of heaven. Behind us were the 
everlasting mountains, rearing their 
snowy summits above the clouds, and 
forming an eternal rampart against the 
western sky. Beneath us was a little 
spot of earth, once ignited by volcanic 
fires, rocked by a thousand earthquakes, 
and more than once submerged by a 
flood. Above us was the vaulted sky, 
that glorious mirror, that molten looking- 
glass, spread out and made strong by 
the hand of Omnipotence. Around us 
was a landscape of inimitable beauty, 
clothed with verdure, teeming with life, 
and smiling with loveliness. The softer 
and sweeter features in nature, blended 
with the grand, the bold, and the sub- 
lime, conspired to render the scene 
enchanting.” The language of this de- 
scription is eloquent, the scenery sublime. 
But the eloquence of the language is 
dumb, and the sublimity of the scenery 
fades away in view of the single fact 
that these thousands of Christians who 
are partaking of the emblems of the 
Saviour’s body and blood, about twenty 
years ago were in the deepest darkness 
and degradation of heathenism. The 
sublimity here is seen in that hand of 
God which wrought this wondrous 
change, in the power of that truth by 
which it was effected, and in the excel- 
lence of that Society which prepared 
most of the instruments by which it was 
accomplished. It should also be borne 
in mind, that these seven thousand are 
less than one-third of the whole number 
converted in these Islands through the 
same instrumentality. And now, while 
there are millions and hundreds of mil- 
lions in the isles of the seas and in dis- 
tant continents, in all the darkness of 
Paganism, let us do all in our power to 
raise up a host of young men of piety 
and talent, to go forth into all the earth, 
proclaiming the glad tidings of salvation 
through faith in him who was crucified. 

May the Education Society not mere- 
ly appear with new splendor as_ it 
emerges from its eclipse, but rise with 
such glory, and shine with such strength, 
that all who are now lying in the valley 
and shadow of death may feel its benign 
and renovating influence !

How old must a Minister be to cease 
from Labor? ; 


In some interesting remarks on this 
question from a Report of the Hssex 
County Education Society, lately pub- 
lished in the Recorder, I find the fol- 
lowing sentence. “ Wecould name a 
man in the valley of the Mississippi, 
about seventy years old, who, if he has 
forgotten more than some ministers of 
thirty know, still knows more, and is 
willing to do more in the sacred office, 
than some who are in the prime of life.” 
We atthe West understand this to refer 
to Dr. Lyman BrecueEr ; and that your 
readers may see how true it is in this 
application, I send you the following 
narrative of what actually took place 
during the first week of the present 
month of November. We will give it 
in the good doctor’s own words, as re- 
lated at the social fireside after his 
return from Fort Wayne—a town which 
many of your readers know lies in the 
north of Indiana—where he was called to 
attend a protracted meeting, and also to 
assist in the ordination of one of his sons. 
“ Well, our boat landed at St. 
Mary’s about seven o’clock Friday after- 
noon, and there were over sixty-two 
miles of hard road between me and 
Fort Wayne, and I knew if I didn’t 
make a bold push I could not get there 
before Sunday. So when the landlord 
came down on the boat I hailed him 
directly. 

“¢Sir, I must have supper directly, 
and a horse, saddled and bridled, for 
Fort Wayne.’ 

“Here stepped up a gentleman, who 
it seems knew me, and said, 

“Doctor, you must come down with 
me to my house.’ 

“So I went down with him, and 
understanding I was bound for Fort 
Wayne, he said, 

“¢ You will remain with me to-night— 
for of course you can’t think of going 
on to-night.’ 

“<¢Yes, sir, I must get over fifteen or 
twenty miles to-night.’ ! 

“¢Oh! impossible! the road is horrid, 
and it will be very dark,’ 

“¢Can’t help that, I must go.’ 

“¢Why, but doctor, you don’t know 
anything about it. I would not risk my 
own neck on that road.’ 

“¢Very likely you would n’t—but I 
think 1 must try it 
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“©¢ Well,’ said my friend, ‘if you are 
so bent upon it, and will come to my 
house and rest till ten o’clock, the moon 
will rise then, and I will take my horse 
and go with you, and pilot you through 
the first fifteen miles.’ 

“ Well, I thanked him, and after sup- 
per went and lay down to rest, and at 
ten o’clock he called me, and the moon 
was up and our horses ready, and we 
took to our saddles; and well it was 
that he went with me, for sure enough 
I never could have found the horrible 
way; deep in woods, half the time mid- 
leg deep in mud, amid stumps and logs, 
and sometimes black sloughs, and places 
where we had to turn off the track and 
make a circuit of a mile about through 
the woods on the right, and then come 
back and just strike the path and diverge 
off for a mile on the left. We must 
have made as much as eight miles ad- 
ditional in these crossings. At last 
between two and three o’clock at might 
we came out of the worst of it, on toa 
tolerable western road, and as there was 
a little village there, I thanked my guide, 
and told him I would not trouble him to 
go farther; so he stopped to lodge in 
the village. As for me, I felt lively and 
brisk, and the moon shone clear, and I 
thought I would just hold on the rest of 
the night. About day-break I got into 
the town of Wiltshire, where I slept two 

ours, took breakfast, and then went on. 
At three o’clock I came within eleven 
miles of Fort Wayne, and really, I can 
tell you, I did feel tired—almost worn 
out. I didn’t know but I had gone be- 
yond the mark. I stopped an hour for 
‘dinner, and jogged on. Soon a young 
man overtook me, and company and 
talk revived me, and seemed to revive 
my horse too, for he pricked up, and the 
first I knew we came right into Fort 
Wayne. It was five o’clock, and I had 
travelled as I reckon, with all the wind- 
ings and turnings, about seventy-two 
miles since ten o’clock the night before. 
I bathed all over in cold water, and then 
in spirits, went to bed at nine, and slept 
soundly and sweetly, and rose the next 
morning fresh and bright, without any 
soreness or fatigue. Preached twice 
that day with great delight and freedom, 
visited all day Monday and part of 
Tuesday, and preached Tuesday and 
Wednesday and Thursday, besides stu- 
dying and writing.” 

How many ministers in the prime of 
life would be willing to make equal 
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effort, rather than encroach on the Sab- 
bath in travelling to their place of 
preaching? How many young candt- 
dates at the Hast, are willing to come 
West and do Dr. B.’s labor, for Dr. B.’s 
salary, which is simply trusting in God 2 
Ss.

A College Education. 


A euaNce at a triennial catalogue of 
Bowdoin College, which I recently took, 
produced in my mind a strong convic- 
tion of the value of a college education. 
It is true that there are names on these 
catalogues which are but little known; 
but there are others which are in the 
lips of men in more than one country or 
continent. A graduate’s fame, however, 
is of little consequence; but eminent 
and wide-spread usefulness has brought 
these men into notice. I was deeply 
impressed with the fact that so many of 
these graduates had become so con- 
spicuously successful, honorable, and 
useful. One has become a judge; 
another, a distinguished statesman ; 
another, a successful preacher ; another, 
an eminent author. The cost of edu- 
cating all the graduates on this cata- 
logue, bears no proportion to the useful- 
ness of those who have become exten- 
sively known. But very many of those 
who are not widely known are highly 
useful as lawyers, physicians, teachers, 
and ministers of the gospel. 

The good influence of a well edu- 
cated man is often far greater than it 
seems to be. He has a liberal mind; 
he has a capacity to discern truth. He 
is not easily led astray by popular errors. 
He befriends learning, and good public 
institutions. His college education fits 
him to be anabler physician, lawyer, 
teacher and preacher, than he would 
otherwise be. The increased useful- 
ness which results from this more per- 
fect education cannot well be estimated 
by hundreds of dollars. 

In many cases very liberal pecuniary 
gain rewards the scholar’s expenditure of 
time and money. In many more cases, 
however, he is rewarded by the esteem 
and friendship of those, whose good 
opinion is of great value. And, per- 
haps, in all cases the mental pleasure 
derived from the exercise. of faculties 
better cultivated is worth more than 
could be obtained by the same time 
arid money expended in any other way. 
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Young men, then, who can command 
means, and who have minds capable of 
cultivation, have strong motives to get 
a college education. Parents, too, who 
wish their sons to be useful and truly 
honorable in the world, may with good 
reason earnestly desire and labor to 
carry them through college. 

But the toil and expense of a college 
education may be lost; and this may 
discourage parents and their sons from 
a college course. It is true that their 
sons may disappoint: their expectations. 
Young men may prove unsuccessful 
from inefficiency, or other causes. Or, 
soon after their education is completed, 
they may bury in the grave all that has 
been expended upon them, and all the 
fond hopes of parents and friends.’ So 
it has been in my own vicinity. A 
young graduate has fallen on one side 
of me, and another on the other side ; 
both of promising character and talents 
for success in life. But then, of the 
few who have gone through college 
from this neighborhood, one has become 
a much esteemed and successful preach- 
er, another has become a judge, another 
has become a respectable teacher, and 
so on with some others. 

All young men cannot become pro- 
fessional men; but there are so many 
who have not the capacity to be scholars; 
or who have no disposition for study ; or 
who have other more alluring prospects 
for life; or who have not the requisite 
means or encouragements, that where 
there is a promising intellect, and a 
good character, and any practicable 
means, a college education should be 
sought. Let parents think what would 
be the condition of our country without 
any men of college education; and then 
they may calculate the probable useful- 
ness of such an education. If half the 

oung men who pass through college 
wholly fail of repaying the expense and 
labor bestowed on them, yet how inesti- 
mable is the good done by the other 
half!—Or if a parent has been disap- 
pointed in his hopes as to one son; and 
his labors, cares, and expenditures have 
been buried unexpectedly in the grave; 
another son may from his education de- 
rive unspeakable benefit to himself, and 
do unspeakable good in the world. But 
in other paths of life disappointment 
may be encountered. A young man, 
after years of diligent application, may 
just begin to get business and capital; 
and then these years of labor and -self- 
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denial may be suddenly lost by misfor- 
tune, or by death. There is danger of 
disappointment in every course of life; 
but ordinarily that capital which is ex- 
pended in the thorough education of a 
son of ordinary health, and of fair intel- 
lect, and of correct principles and habits, 
is capital as well invested for the parent, 
for the child, and for society, as it could 
be in any way. 


In a natural connection with the fore- 
going we subjoin an extract from a series of 
essays lately published by Rev. Dr. Ry- 
land, President of Richmond College, Va. 


I propose in the present essay to call 
the attention of the young men of Vir- 
ginia to the important subject of educa- 
tion. My remarks are addressed not 
merely to those who are candidates for 
the ministry, but to young men of every 
class. 

We have now in this Commonwealth, 
one University, eight chartered Col- 
leges, two Theological Seminaries, one 
Military Institute, one Medical School, 
and a large numberof Academies and 
High Schools. In these institutions 
there are probably one hundred profes- 
sorships and subordinate offices, with 
salaries varying from $400 to $500 
per annum. From these important sta- 
tions death and other causes will make 
frequent removals. It will not be ex- 
ceeding the limits of probability to say, 
that the present incumbents of these 
offices will not average a continuance in 
office more than five years. If this 
conjecture be reasonable, we may infer 
that for every five years there will be 
a demand in Virginia for one hundred 
additional instructers to occupy these 
vacancies—that is twenty for each year. 
All of these posts require men of ability; 
and some of them, men of distinguished 
ability. In this computation I leave out 
all the primary schools and all the 
academies that are the result of private 
individual effort, in many of which gen- 
tlemen of ripe scholarship are engaged, 
Now, in view of this demand, I wish to 
propound to the present generation of 
young men in this State the questions, 
‘How many of you are ina course of 
preparation to fill these stations? Do 
you deliberately consent to withdraw 
from all competition, and to allow the 
youth of other States to come in and 
supplant you? Or do you expect to be 
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selected to do this work without ade- 
quate qualifications?” And here I 
must be allowed to censure all indis- 
criminate prejudice against foreigners 
merely because they are foreigners. 
That we are occasionally deceived by a 
too credulous adoption of strangers, is 
by no means a proof that a majority of 
those who come from a distance are un- 
worthy of confidence. Let the compe- 
tition be between the capactties of men, 
and not the places of their birth. What 
would be the state of education among 
us this day, had not the North supplied 
us with schoolmasters? Our own young 
men, attracted to the legal and medical 
professions by the greater honor, or to 
agricultural and mercantile pursuits by 
the greater profit which they afford, have 
rarely been content to sit down to the 
secluded but onerous duties of the 
school room. Instead, therefore, of cul- 
tivating a causeless prejudice against 
the “ Yankees,” we should be grateful 
for their enterprising aid. That they 
are in advance of the South in nearly 
all the elements of civilization, no one 
who is acquainted with both will deny. 
To conceal or to contradict the fact, is 
less the dictate of wisdom than to admit 
it and to endeavor to effect a change by 
a generous emulation. 

In the second place, I observe, that 
encouragement is given to native talent 
from the fact, that whenever it possesses 
equal cultivation with that which is im- 
ported, a preference not only should be, 
but usually is given to it by the com- 
munity. It is sometimes the case that 
a prophet is without honor in his own 
country, and the circumstance that an 
individual comes from a distance, 1s 
evidence to some minds that he merits 
consideration. Still it is not only our 
duty to cherish our own talents, but this, 
it may be presumed, will in general be 
done ; because, other things being equal, 
these talents are connected with a live- 
lier interest in the promotion of the wel- 
fare of their own State.—Hence a strong 
motive is held out to our young men to 
prepare themselves by study for these 
stations of usefulness. And again I 
inquire, whether they intend to devote 
themselves to law and medicine, now 
crowded with unoccupied candidates for 


patronage, or to merchandise and _agri-| 
culture, less profitable now than former- | 


ly, and leave the office of teaching the 


not be foreign to the spirit of these pa- 
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pers, I would here say—what I have 
long wished to say publicly—that the 
young ladies of Virginia are resting 
under a reproach for refusing to teach 
school, while their sisters from the 
North travel five hundred miles to en- 
gage in that avocation. Why is it thus? 
It surely cannot be because any odium 
is attached to the pursuit by our citizens, 
inasmuch as those ladies who come 
among us for this purpose are highly 
esteemed, and justly admitted into the 
first circles. Neither is it always owing 
to affluence, because many who are not 
wealthy still decline this mode of sub- 
sistence. Neither is it attributable to 
the absence of proper qualifications, for 
many of our young ladies are as amply 
fitted for teaching as those who come 
for that purpose. Still they consent 
that thousands of dollars should be an- 
nually paid in Virginia to governesses 
from New England. What then is the 
cause of this? The question I leave 
to be solved by the ladies themselves, 
only adding the suggestion that the 
finances of the country will soon compel 
us to educate our own daughters with a 
view to their becoming teachers, and to 
depend less on foreign assistance. 

But to return. It is especially incum- 
bent on young men to awake to the re- 
sponsibility of their situation. We have 
many pulpits in Virginia that can never 
be filled by men of ordinary attainments. 
The present incumbents are, by their 
weekly instructions, teaching the people 
to be dissatisfied with successors of 
meagre erudition, But these pulpits 
will soon be vacated by death or other 
providences. To the present generation 
of young men we must look for supplies. 
Are they, then, fitting themselves for 
these high trusts? I think there are 
several pastors in Virginia whose places, 
should they become void, could not be 
suitably filled by any among us. The 
churches would be obliged to look 
abroad for aid. In view of these antici- 
pations, let our young men, inferior in 
native talent to none in the Union, 
awake to their duty. Having reared a 
high standard of intellectual and moral 
culture, let them press forward to its 
attainment.

national mind to strangers? If it would published a General Letter from the 


| missionaries of the American Board in 
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China, in which they strenuously urge 
that the number of laborers in that im- 
mense field may be very considerably 
increased at once. ‘ Were our number 
five-fold; ” they say, “‘ were it five and 
twenty, instead of being simply five, it 
it would barely suffice to supply the 
central posts which the Board ought to 
occupy permanently, as speedily as pos- 
sible.” 

The following paragraphs are taken 
from the letter : 


The time has arrived: when the 
American Board is called upon greatly 
to enlarge its operations im China. 
With as little delay as possible, mission- 
ary operations should be commenced at 
Fu-chau, Ningpo and Shanghai; and 
the stations at Amoy, Hongkong, and 
Canton, should be strengthened. It is, 
therefore, the earnest and the unanimous 
request of all your missionaries here, 
that the Board will immediately send 
out as many additional laborers as it has 
the means to sustain. 

Ningpo and Shanghai, like Canton, 
Amoy, and Fu-chau, are large and popu- 
lous cities ; and one of our number will 
improve an early opportunity to visit 
them. The amount of population acces- 
sible at each of these five ports is im- 
mense; and each, therefore, should be 
made a central point for operations 
among the millions inhabiting the cir- 
cumjacent country. Three missionaries 
is the smallest number that should be 
allowed by your Board at either of these 
five central stations, 

Our operations in behalf of China 
must henceforth assume a more vigor- 
ous and aggressive character. They 
must be extended in all ways and by 
all means, conformably to the golden 
rule. Instead of individuals, there must 
be tens ; and where there are tens, there 
must be hundreds and thousands. A 
great augmentation of men and means 
is indispensable, And to you, and to 
the churches, we look for this increase, 
while we pray the Lord of the harvest 
to send us more laborers. 


On this communication the editor of 
the Herald asks : 


What response will the churches 
make to this appeal? Will they say 
that the number of missionaries pro- 
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posed by these brethren, is unreasonably 
great? But are twenty-five laborers 
too many to be sent out by the churches 
co-operating with the Board, to evange- 
lize a population of three hundred and 
sixty millions ? 


Again he asks : 


And where are the young men—min- 
isters and candidates for the ministry— 
who are ready to say, in view of the 
statements and considerations submitted 
to them by the missionaries, “‘ Here am 
I; send me.” -

The American Clergy. 


Extract from Mr. Webster's Speech in the Girard case. 


Srr, I take it upon myself to say, that 
in no country in the world, upon either 
continent, can there be found a body of 
ministers of the gospel who perform so 
much service to man, in such a full spirit 
of self-denial, under so little encourage- 
ment from government of any kind, and 
under circumstances always much strait- 
ened and often distressed, as the minis- 
ters of the gospel in the United States, 
of all denominations. 

They form no part of any established 
order of religion; they constitute no 
hierarchy ; they enjoy no peculiar privi- 
leges. In some of the States they are 
even shut out from all participation in 
the political rights and privileges enjoy- 
ed by their fellow-citizens; they enjoy 
no tithes—no public provision of any 
kind. And except here and there, in 
large cities, where a wealthy individual 
occasionally makes a donation for the 
support of public worship, what have 
they to depend upon? They have to. 
depend entirely on the voluntary con- 
tributions of those who hear them. 

And this body of clergymen has 
shown, to the honor of their own coun- 
try, and to the astonishment of the 


hierarchies of the old world, that it is 


practicable in free governments, to raise 
and sustain a body of clergymen, which, 
for devotedness to their sacred calling, 
for purity of life and character, for 
learning, intelligence, piety, and that 
wisdom which cometh from above, is 
inferior to none, and superior to most 
others, by voluntary contributions alone. 

I hope that our learned men have 
done something for the honor of our 
literature abroad. I hope that the courts 
of justice and members of the bar in 
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this country, have done something to 
elevate the character of the profession 
of the law—l hope that the discussions 
above—in Congress—have done some- 
thing to ameliorate the condition of the 
human race, to secure and extend the 
great charter of human rights, and to 
strengthen and advance the great prin- 
ciples of human liberty. But I contend 
that no literary efforts, no adjudications, 
no constitutional discussions, nothing 
that has been done or said in favor of 
the great interests of universal man, has 
done this country more credit at home 
and abroad, than the establishment of 
our body of clergymen, their support by 
voluntary contributions, and the general 
excellence of their character, their piety 
and learning.

Resolutions of Heclesiastical Bodies. 


Tue Synod of Illinois, which held its 
Annual Meeting at Jerseyville, October 
17, 1844, adopted the following Resolu- 
tion, which is published with the minutes 
of their proceedings in the Watchman 
of the Valley for November 2\st. 

Resolved, That we highly approve of 
the American Education Society, in its 
modified form, and consider the aid it 
affords especially necessary for young 
men studying for the ministry in the 
West; and we cordially commend it to 
the patronage of the churches under our 
care. 

This action of the Synod of Illinois is 
of more than ordinary interest, as an in- 
dication of returning favor to the cause 
of the American Education Society at 
the West. During the depression in 
that portion of the country, for a few 
years past, of all enterprises requiring 
pecuniary support, this branch of be- 

nevolent effort was very nearly aban- 
doned by the churches in Illinois, as 
well as in Michigan and Ohio. The 
Western American Education Society, 
having its centre at, Cincinnati, was 
suffered to fall into decay; and the 
Illinois Branch, about two years since, 
was discontinued, or rather merged in a 
new society known as the “ Illinois Col- 
lege Education Society,” whose object 
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is to collect funds to aid young men at 
that College, without regard to their in- 
tentions as to the ministry. Thus all 
access to the assistance which the 
American Education Society proposes 
to extend to young men preparing for 
the ministry, was réndered for a time 
unavailable for such as might be pursu- 
ing their studies in the Western Insti- 
tutions; and the opportunity of the 
churches to contribute to this particular 
object, whenever they should have the 
means, was in a great measure taken 
away. One or two local organizations 
have since arisen in connection with 
some of the Institutions in Ohio, through 
which the Society has regularly sent 
assistance to students in those Institu- 
tions; although little or nothing has been 
contributed by the churches, even there, 
to the funds of the Society. In this 
condition of the cause at the West, the 
foregoing expression of opinion and in- 
terest, on the part of the Synod of Illi- 
nois, is an important step towards the 
recovery of ground which has been lost; 
which it may be hoped will be followed 
by a speedy resuscitation of all the 
energies and means essential to the 
vigorous prosecution of this branch of 
benevolent effort, so urgently demanded 
by the rapid increase of population in 
that section of our country.

Quarterly Meeting. 


Tue Quarterly Meeting of the Board 
of Directors was held at the Rooms of 
the Society, January 8, 1845. Appro- 
priations were granted to one hundred 
and fifty-three young men, in the Col- 
leges and Theological Seminaries in 
New England, and in the Western Re- 
serve College, Ohio, and the Theologi- 
cal department connected with it. The 
number in Theological Seminaries was 
seventy-six, and the number in Col- 
leges seventy-seven, Of those in Theo- 
logical Seminaries eight were new ap- 
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plicants, and of those in the Colleges 
seven. 

The Central American Education So- 
ciety, at New York, reported that the 
number of young men to whom they had 
voted appropriations this quarter was 
sixty-four; of whom ten were new ap- 
plicants. These are mostly at the In- 
stitutions in the Middle States and at 
Lane Seminary, Ohio. 

The finances of the Society are grad- 
ually improving. The Central Ameri- 
can Education Society had funds nearly 
sufficient to pay their appropriations this 
quarter at the full amount. But for 
their heavy debt, the Parent Society 
might have been paying full appropria- 
tions for the year past. The debt is in 
a course of reduction from quarter to 
quarter, all refunded money and a_por- 
tion of what accrues from legacies being 
applied to that object.

President Edwards, in his account of 
the great “ Revival of Religion in New 
England,” in his day, makes the follow- 
ing observations respecting the interest 
which ought to be felt among Christians 
for the colleges of the country. 

“Tt appears to me,” he says, “that 
eare should be taken, some how or 
other, that these Societies [colleges] 
should be so regulated that they should 
in fact be nurseries of piety ; otherwise 
they are fundamentally ruined and un- 
done, as to their main and most essential 
end. They ought to be so constituted 
that vice and idleness have no living 
there ; which are intolerable in societies 
where the main design is to train up 
youth in Christian knowledge and emi- 
nent piety, to fit them to be pastors of 
the flock of the blessed Jesus. If we 
pretend to have any colleges at all un- 
der any notion of training up youth for 
the ministry, there should be some way 
found out that should certainly prevent 
its being thus. There is a great deal of 
pains taken to teach the scholars human 
learning. There ought to be as much 
and more care thoroughly to educate 
them in religion, and lead them to true 
and eminent holiness. If the main de- 
sign of these nurseries is to bring up

persons to teach Christ, then it is of the 
greatest importance that there should 
be care and pains taken to bring those 
that are educated to the knowledge of 
Christ. 

“Tt has been common in our public 
prayers to call these societies the schools 
of the prophets. And if they are 
schools to train them up to be prophets, 
certainly there ought to be extraordinary 
care taken to train them up to be Chris- 
tians. And I cannot see why itis not 
on all accounts fit and convenient for 
the governors and instructors of colleges, 
particularly, singly and frequently to 
converse with the students about the 
state of their souls.” 

At the time when these remarks were 
penned, there were only three colleges 
in this country :—Harvard College ; the 
College of William and Mary, in Vir- 
ginia; and Yale College. Harvard Col- 
lege, the most ancient of the three, 
by above sixty years, had then just com- 
pleted the first century from its estab- 
lishment. Since that period another 
century has been added to the annals of 
this venerable seat of learning, bringing 
its history down to the present time. 
This latter period has witnessed an 
astonishing increase in the number of 
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our colleges ; as well as in our popula- 
tion, and in every other element of 
growth and prosperity to the country. 
From three, the number of colleges ex- 
isting at the end of one hundred years 
after the first was founded, the colleges 
in the United States, now having char- 
ters of incorporation, amount in number 
to one hundred and nine ;—which is an 
average increase of more than one for 
every year during the last century. The 
number of students now in the colleges 
of this country cannot be less than ten 
thousand ; of which about two thousand 
and one hundred are in the thirteen 
colleges of New England. A college 
has been established and set in opera- 
tion within the last year at Worcester, 
by the Roman Catholics; which, if in- 
cluded, would make the number of In- 
stitutions bearing the name, in New 
England, fourteen ; but we have as yet 
seen no statement of the number of stu- 
dents belonging to that Institution. 

To a great extent it is true, in respect 
to all the colleges of our country, as it 
certainly is in respect to those earliest 
established, that they owe their exist- 
ence and prosperity to the influence of 
religion ; and especially to the exertions 
and sacrifices of the ministers aud mem- 
bers of the church of Christ. Our 
fathers, who were men of liberal and 
comprehensive views, did not indeed 
limit their design in the establishment 
of such institutions by an immediate re- 
ference to the interests of the churches ; 
but the consideration which pressed 
with the greatest weight upon their 
hearts, in their exertions to found and 
foster these higher institutions of learn- 
ing, was their indispensable instrumen- 
tality in securing a learned and evange- 
lical ministry to the churches and peo- 
ple of this land in all coming time. 
President Edwards says, in the extract 
above quoted, that the Christians of his 
day were accustomed in their “ public 
prayers” to speak of the ‘colleges as 
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“the Schools of the Prophets,” inas- 
much as it was always understood that 
it was their “main design to train up 
youth in Christian knowledge and emi- 
nent piety, to fit them to be pastors of 
the flock of the blessed Jesus.” 

A great proportion of the ministers 
who came to New England with the 
first emigrants had been educated at the 
English Universities. One writer states, 
that, “at the time of the founding of 
Harvard College, there were probably 
forty or fifty sons of the University of 
Cambridge, in Old England—one for 
every 200 or 250 inhabitants—dwelling 
in the few villages of Massachusetts 
and Connecticut. The sons of Oxford,” 
he adds, “were not few.”—With res- 
pect to their views in founding Harvard 
College, Cotton Mather says, “The 
primitive Christians were not more pru- 
dently careful to settle schools for the 
education of persons to succeed the more 
immediately inspired ministry of the 
apostles, and such as had been ordained 
by the apostles, than the Christians in 
the most early times of New England 
were to found a Couirer, wherein a 
succession of learned and able ministry 
might be educated. And, indeed they 
foresaw,” he adds, “that without such 
a provision for a sufficient ministry, the 
churches of New England must have 
soon come to nothing; the other hemi- 
sphere of the world would never have 
sent us over men enough to have an- 
swered our necessities; but, without a 
nursery for such men among ourselves, 
darkness must have soon covered the 
land, and gross darkness the people.” 
Increase Mather calls this college the 
glory not of Cambridge only but of New 
England. “The ends for which our 
fathers did chiefly erect a college in 
New England,” says he, “ were, that so 
scholars might be educated for the ser- 
vice of Christ and his churches in the 
work of the ministry; and that they 
might be seasoned in their tender years 
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with such principles as brought their 
blessed progenitors into this wilderness. 
There is no one thing,” he continues, 
“of greater concernment to these 
churches, in present and after times 
than the prosperity of that society [col- 
lege]. They cannot subsist without a 
college. There are at this day not above 
two or three churches but what are sup- 
plied from thence.” * 

Of a complete list of the ministers of 
New England, inserted in Mather’s Mag- 
nalia, comprising one hundred and sir- 
teen names, ONE HUNDRED AND SEVEN, 
were graduated at Harvard College. 

The same religious design appears 
predominant in the establishment of the 
college of William and Mary; which 
was the second collegiate Institution 
founded in the American Colonies. In 
the year 1662, the Assembly of Virginia 
passed an Act to make provision fora 
college. After premising the want of 
able and faithful ministers, and the im- 
probability of a constant supply from 
the parent country, the Act declares, 
that for the advancement of learning, 
education of youth, supply of the minis- 
try, and promotion of piety, there be 
land taken up and purchased for a col- 
lege and Free-school, &c. ‘The pream- 
ble already referred to, has the following 
language: “The want of able and faith- 
ful ministers in this country, deprives 
us of those great blessings and mercies, 
that always attend upon the service of 
God.” 

The College of William and Mary 
was founded and is still sustained, al- 
though in a state of comparative weak- 
ness and depression, by the Episcopa- 
lians. 

The other college existing when Pre- 
sident Edwards wrote the passage quot- 
ed in the beginning of this statement, 
to wit: Yale College, is the only one 
which continues at this day under the

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control of that denomination of Evan- 
gelical Christians to which the New 
England Fathers belonged. ‘The steps 
taken for the establishment of that In- 
stitution are sufficiently indicative of 
the special religious design which actu- 
ated its founders. The historian tells 
us that “on account of an increasing 
demand for educated and pious mimsters, 
a number of individuals, in 1688, con- 
ceived the design of making another at- 
tempt to found a college.” Reference 
is here had to some efforts of an earlier 
date on the part of the colony of New 
Haven, which had proved abortive. 

These individuals, who were impelled 
by the wants of the churches to move 
effectively, were, all of them, Congrega- 
tional ministers of Connecticut. A del- 
egation from their number convened at 
New Haven, first, in the year 1700, and 
“formed themselves into a society, con- 
sisting of eleven ministers, and deter- 
mined to found a college.” They had 
another meeting the same year at Bran- 
ford, a few miles from New Haven, and 
there, in the following manner, perform- 
ed the act of establishing the college, 
which has since grown to be the most 
popular Institution in the country. 
“Each minister gave a number of 
books; and, laying them on a table, 
prenounced words to this effect nas 
give these books for the founding a col- 
lege in this colony.’ About forty volumes 
were given.” 

Their petition presented to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State for a char- 
ter, and drawn up by Judge Sewall, of 
Boston, not less distinguished for his 
piety than for his ability and learning 


}as a Judge, set forth that the measure 


originated from a desire “to uphold the 
Protestant religion, by means of a suc- 
cession of learned and orthodox men,” &c- 
It was, doubtless, with a recognition of 
this design, and with intent to further 
its accomplishment, as well as from de- 
ference to the special exertions of the 
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clergy, by whom the enterprise had 
been brought thus far, thatthe Legisla- 
ture in the charter which they granted, 
ordained that the corporation of the col- 
lege should consist wholly of ministers. 

Yale College has continued to the 
present day, to enjoy frequent special 
manifestations of divine influence ; and 
is among the small number which, dur- 
ing the past year, has been, in some 
measure, blessed with the presence of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Up to the time of President Edwards, 
it has been ascertained from the T'rien- 
nial catalogues of Harvard and Yale, 
that about one half of all who had 
graduated at those colleges had become 
ministers of the gospel. 

Thus richly did God answer the sup- 
plications of his people, in those early 
days, in making these Institutions ac- 
cording to their intention and desire, 
“ schools of the Prophets.” 

The statements now made, in refer- 
ence to these three colleges, are appli- 
cable, substantially to the other colleges 
of New England ; and likewise to many, 
if not nearly all the colleges of our land. 
Their existence is the result mainly of 
Christian solicitude, and exertions for 
the welfare of the church of Christ ; and 
they are, in their present increase and 
maturity, among those towers of Zion’s 
strength and beauty in the midst of us, 
which a Christian should never forget 
in his prayers, while he would not that 
his “right hand should forget her cun- 
ning,” or his “ tongue cleave to the 
roof of his mouth.” * 


* The following facts taken from letters recently 
received from savcral of the Western Colleges, by 
Rev. Theron Baldwin, Secretary of the Society for 
promoting Collegiate and Theological Education at 
the West, were communicated by the Rev. Edward 
Beecher, D. D., to whom they had been forwarded 
by Mr. Baldwin. 

The Western Reserve College 


Was founded in 1826, and the day on which it was 
founded was observed as a day of fasting and prayer 
by the churches on the Reserve. It was projected 
and founded with reference to the education of 
young men for the ministry, and it is this that now 
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From the published accounts of the 
commencements of thirty-three colleges, 
which have fallen under our notice, em- 
bracing all the largest Institutions, the 
whole number of young men who have 
graduated during the year, at these 
colleges, is found to be EIGHT HUN- 
DRED AND SEVENTY-EIGHT. Of these, 
418 have graduated from twelve of the 
colleges in New England. 

From these data it does not seem un- 
reasonable to estimate the entire num- 
ber of graduates, for the last year, in all 
the colleges of the United States, at 
from ten to twelve hundred. 

We have made an exact comparison 
between the number graduated last 
year, and the number of the year before, 


gives it its main hold on the affections of the com- 
munity, where it is located. The whole number of 
graduates is 102. Of these forty-two have entered 
the ministry—nine have entered on a course of 
Theological study, and two have died while ina 
course of preparation—making fifty-three in all. It 
is a common thing for young men after graduating to 
teach school a year or two before entering on a 
Theological course. How many of the graduates 
are doing this is not known. Two thirds of the 
under-graduates now connected with the college are 
church members, ‘Two years since,a revival was 
enjoyed, which thoroughly pervaded the college, and 
the happy effects of which are still visible. The 
college classes are slowly but steadily gaining num- 
bers and permanency. 


Marietta College 
may be said to have had its origin in the out-pouring 
of the Spirit of God on missionary labor. During 
the first ten years of its existence, fiom eight to ten 
young men were converted each year. It has re- 
cently enjoyed a precious revival, an account of which 
has been published in the religious papers. The 
whole number of graduates exceeds sixty—of whom, 


scarcely one tenth left the Institution in an impeni- 
tent state. 


Wabash College 
was founded in prayer, in 1832, and scarcely a year 
has since passed in which there have not been some 
cases of hopeful conversion. Four special seasons 
of revival have been enjoyed—the last of which oc- 
curred in 1843, and brought into the kingdom some 
of the most interesting young men connected with 
the Institution. All the members of the present 
Senior class are professors of religion, and six out of 
the nine composing the Junior class, and seven out 
of ten composing the Freshman class, are hopefully 
pious. The whole number of hopeful conversions 
among the students is fifty-one. ‘The whole number 
of gradutes is twenty-six, and of these twenty-three 
were hopefully pious. All the revivals in that 
college have occurred during the spring term, and 
one of them evidently commenced in connection 
with the observance of the concert of prayer for 
colleges. 

Illinois College, 
founded in 1830, had its origin in a Society of Inqui- 
ty respecting Missions at Yale College. Five 
special seasons of revival in it are remembered, re- 
sulting in the hopeful conversion of some forty young 
men. About four fifths of the graduates (not far 
from sixty inmumber) were hopefully pious. 
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at twenty-three out of the thirty-three 
colleges above referred to; embracing 
also, in the twenty-three, all the princi- 
pal Institutions. The number the year 
before last, was SEVEN HUNDRED AND 
NINE; the last year, SEVEN HUNDRED 
AND SEVENTY; being an increase of 
SIXTY-ONE. 

In connection with this statement, the 
following deserves particular attention. 
The graduates from ten Theological 
Seminaries, during the year have been, in 
all, ONE HUNDRED AND THIRTY-THREE. 
From the same Institutions the year 
before, (setting down, for Princeton 
and Auburn, from which we have not 
found the exact number for that year, 
the same number for both years,) the 
whole number of graduates was, ONE 
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FIVE. 

Thus it appears that, while there has 
been an increase in the number of col- 
lege graduates, the number who have 
entered the ministry from the Theologi- 
cal Seminaries, has fallen off about one 
third. 

This fact goes to confirm the conclu- 
sion which was expressed in this place 
last year, as the result of some particu- 
lar inquiries directed to that point, 
that the proportion of pious students in 
the colleges, at the present time, is con- 
siderably less than has been common 
for the last twenty years. This fact 
among many others should awaken the 
people of God to pray more earnestly 
for the immediate out-pouring of the 
Spirit upon the colleges and upon the 
churches.* 

The last year has been a year of spir- 


* The President of one of the colleges in New 
England, writes as follows under date of November 
13, 1844; 

When you wrote to me, making inquiries some 
time since, I did not perceive that the proportion of 
pious scholars had been much diminished by the 
failure of the Education Society. We were fora 
time more favored in that respect than I expected. 
This year, however, I think, the effect is quite per- 
ceptible. The proportion of those who are pious 
and have entered the different classes, is unusually 
small. Revivals are greatly needed in our churches, | 
and especially in our colleges at the present time. 
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itual dearth in the colleges, as well as in 
the churches generally. Some facts of 
interest, however, we have to communi- 
cate. arly in the year, there was an 
interesting, though not very extensive 
revival in Yale College. Some account 
of this revival, is given in the following 
letter from one of the Professors, bear- 
ing date, Nov. 7, 1844: 


“My dear Brother,—The Revival of 
Religion in this Institution last winter 
and spring, was a silent progressive 
work ; the result rather of long continu- 
ed prayer and effort, than of any very 
extraordinary exertion at any one time. 
At the commencement of the collegiate 
year, the brethren of the church met 
under rather an uncommon sense of 
their responsibilities. They were look- 
ing forward, not so much to a revival in 
March or April, as to the presence of 
God in the midst of us during the WHOLE 
year. This feeling was heightened by 
the fact that the Freshman class, when 
its condition was ascertained, was found 
to contain an unusually small number 
of professed Christians. This fact 
awakened much solicitude among the 
children of God in the other classes, 
and led the brethren in that class to feel 
their responsibility with great force. 
The result was that we were from the 
first led to the throne of grace with 
earnest importunity, and a peculiar sense 
of dependence on God. ‘The feeling 
likewise was prevalent that every one 
was to do at once and constantly all that 
he wisely could to reach the minds of 
the impenitent ; and one of the officers 
of college held himself open, at all 
hours, and under all circumstances, to 
calls from any one who was willing to 
be conversed with on the subject of 
religion, though he had no conviction 
of sin or peculiar anxiety for his spiritu- 
al interests. The great point was to 
gain the attention of the impenitent in 
conversation and to induce them, if pos- 
sible, to listen patiently to the claims of 
religion on their hearts. The first in- 
stance of seriousness occurred within 
four weeks after the college year com- 
menced ; and the circumstances attend- 
ing it illustrate the remark: ‘A word 
fitly spoken, how good it is!’ A few 
months before, a graduate of the college 
had gone to one of the Southern cities 
to instruct in a circle of families of high 
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standing ; and on sending three of his 
pupils to college, at the commence- 
ment of the year, he said pleasantly to 
them, “ Now, boys, let me advise you 
always to attend the Sunday evening 
meeting. It is short, always animated 
and interesting. Some of the offi- 
cers of college uniformly attend ahd 
speak. You will never find it dull; and 
it may do you much good.” They re- 
solved to do so, rather from curiosity 
than from any interest in the subject. 
They were pleased with what they saw 
and heard; and one of them at the ex- 
piration of four weeks, called upon me 
to hear what might be said in private 
respecting the interests of his soul. ‘In 
a short time he thought through divine 
‘Grace, that he found rest in Christ ; and 
felt great solicitude for his two cousins. 
From time to time, he called with a 
bright and animated countenance, to 
say that he hoped they were coming on in 
serious thought. And they did, at a 
later period, all apparently give them- 
selves to the Redeemer. 

“Instances of this kind encouraged 
the brethren to increased fidelity and 
tenderness in conversing with the im- 
penitent ; and though often unsuccess- 
ful, they were not discouraged. They 
endeavored to do it with cheerfulness ; 
to present religion as the true happiness 
of the soul, and to show its beauty in 
the habitual tenor of their lives. 

“Some cases soon presented them- 
selves of persons who had formerly been 
impressed ; some who had indulged a 
partial hope and gone no further ;—and 
some who had backslidden after more 
full dedication to God. These were 
all followed up with lively interest. 
Opportunity was found to see these per- 
sons frequently ; and in a number of in- 
stances the result was happy and suc- 
cessful. 

** As we approached the prayer-meet- 
ing for colleges in February of the 
second term, preparation was made for 
it, by many of the brethren, with unusu- 
al care and solemnity. It was not on 
that day merely, but weeks before, that 
many hearts were pleading before God 
for the colleges of our land. The re- 
sult was that a new impulse was plainly 
given to the work. What we had not 
ventured to call a revival, now assumed 
a more definite form. Daily prayer- 
meetings were attended in each of the 
classes, for an hour, at noon. Preach- 
ing was commenced by one of the offi-

cers twice every week, in addition to 
three regular evening meetings, for 
prayer and religious instruction. All 
these meetings were made short; not 
generally more than forty-five minutes ; 
for all the students must be very busy, 
and there must be no room for the com- 
mon excuse of the impenitent in college 
that there is no time. 

“In many cases, where it would be 
kindly taken, the students who were 
thoughtful, were not waited for to call; 
but were visited at their rooms; and 
the subject urged upon them there, with 
prayer, and a solemn dedication to God 
at the close. 

“ Such in general was our revival last 
winter and spring. Somewhat more 
than twenty have continued to hope that 
they then gave themselves to Christ; 
and, except in two or three instances, 
where, through great caution, they wish 
to try themselves longer, they have pub- 
licly professed Christ before the world. 
We are never in haste to bring our new 
converts into the church, but endeavor 
to keep them continually under good in- 
fluences, that they may make progress, 
while they are diligently inquiring into 
the reality of their supposed change.” 


The letter concludes with some gen- 
eral reflections, which are too important 
to be omitted. 


“In conclusion,” observes the writer, 
“] would say that Iam more and more 
impressed by what I saw in that revival, 
with the importance of patient continu- 
ance in well doing, on the part of God’s 
people. While I regard revivals in the 
strict sense of the term, as the great 
hope of our country and of the world, I 
deprecate the tendency which exists in 
the church to relax prayer and effort 
during the intervening periods of dimin- 
ished interest. We must aim to haye 
the spirit of a revival all the while—not 
its scenes of high wrought interest and 
extraordinary effort—for neither the 
mind nor the body can bear them con- 
tinually. But we must have the faith 
to pray, and the heart to labor in ‘the 
day of small things,’ if we hope for the 
days when God comes down upon us 
with his Spirit like ‘a mighty rushing 
wind.’ We must look for a ‘continual 
dropping,’ if we do not enjoy the ‘plen- 
tiful shower.’ We must feel that God’s 
Spirit is always with his people, if they 
truly seek him; and that there is hardly 
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ever a time when they may not hope to 
reach some heart, if they attempt it with 
meekness, faith and prayer.” 


The following brief notice of an in- 
teresting work of grace in Lane Semi- 
nary, and in the village at Walnut Hills, 
where the seminary is located, appeared 
in the Congregational Journal of May 
2d, published at Concord, N. H. 


“ Owing to growing physical infirmi- 
ties,” says the writer, “ Rev. Dr. Beecher 
resigned his pastoral charge in Cincin- 
nati, since which period he has devoted 
all his time and strength to the Theolo- 
gical Seminary, which is situated on 
Walnut Hills, about two miles out of 
the city. For some time he has preach- 
ed more frequently than usual, and 
prayer-meetings have been held every 
morning in one of the lecture rooms, 
which have been attended by the stu- 
dents and the neighboring inhabitants. 
A reyival of no ordinary interest and 
power has commenced, and is now in 
progress, promising much good to the 
students in fitting them for ministerial 
labor, and to the people in the salvation 
of their souls.” 


Some statements by Prof. Stowe, in 
relation to this work of grace, were 
thus reported in the Portland Christian 
Mirror, of June 6. 


“Dr. Stowe of Cincinnati, then gave 
some account of a very interesting dis- 
play of the power of the Holy Ghost at 
the Lane Seminary, during the Winter 
and Spring. During the early part of 
the Winter a feeling of deep solicitude 
arose in view of the state of Religion in 
the West and the bold efforts of the 
enemy. A feeling that God had no 
pleasure in his people, and yet that they 
had no hope any where else. ‘The 
preaching of the President was earnest- 
ly directed to this point—no help but in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
One after another of the students was 
deeply convicted of personal sin—the 
sin of unbelief—want of entire trust in 
Christ. After a season of painful strug- 
gle one and another came out into liber- 
ty—into the fulness of faith and confi- 
dence, and seemed to be in a new world. 
This process had gone nearly through 
the Seminary, and the effect has been 
very marked and delightful. The young 
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men seem to be on higher ground. 
They were pious young men before, but 
seem to have come into a new region of 
light and love. So marked was the 
change that the common expression for 
it was, ‘Such an one has come to trust 
in Christ.’ They had learned to trust 
in the Lord in little things as well as in 
great ones. They had found that noth- 
ing was too small to enlist the sympathy 
of Christ if it affected the welfare of his 
people. Dr. Stowe spoke of the bear- 
ing of this movement of the Spirit in re- 
lation to the future labors of these young 
men who were to enter the ministry in 
the West.” 


Intelligence has just arrived from 
another Western Institution, in season 
to cheer our hearts with the assurance 
that God is at this time pouring out his 
Spirit upon one of the colleges for 
which we are assembled here to pray. 


“A student of the College at Marietta, 
writes, under date of January 18th: 
‘The Lord is here with mighty power. 
The most hardened and rebellious are 
submitting to Christ and declaring them- 
selves on his side.’ But the most inter- 
esting work is in the College. There is 
hardly a student here that is not convict- 
ed of sin. Many professing Christians 
among them have given up their former 
hopes, and are now sitting at the feet of 
Jesus and tasting his love. The most. 
thorough work is among Christians. 
They are taking a high stand in religion, 
resembling in this respect, the very re- 
markable work at Lane Seminary, last 
winter.” 


Accounts of a date somewhat later 
than that of the foregoing letter, men- 
tion that this work of divine grace had 
been marked with such glorious power, 
that there was but one solitary individual 
left among the students, not having 
hope in the mercy of the Saviour. 


Since the time of the Annual Con- 
cert for Colleges, we have learned that 
the Spirit of God has again visited Lane 
Seminary. A correspondent of the 
Boston Recorder, doubtless Professor 
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Stowe, writes as follows, under date of 
March 3. 


“ Though we have as yet had, at this 
season, no powerful revivals, except that 
at Marietta and vicinity, (for that whole 
region is moved) yet the Spirit of the 
Lord is moving in many places, and the 
hearts and hands of those who had be- 
come almost faint and weary with their 
labors, have been greatly encouraged 
and strengthened. Lane Seminary re- 
ceives its share of the blessings which 
maketh spiritually rich and addeth no 
sorrow therewith. ‘The number of stu- 
dents this session is sixty-five; anda 
delightful spirit of prayer, steady, un- 
wavering confidence in Christ, and en- 
tire devotedness to his service, is mani- 
fest among them. It is a real revival 
spirit, and such aone as never need 
wear out or exhaust itself; but may 
continue to shine brighter and brighter 
to the perfect day. This school of the 
prophets has been in operation eleven. 
years, and in that time has sent out 
about two hundred and fifty laborers; 
and, from extensive inquiries and a care- 
ful estimate, it appears that they have 
already been instrumental in gathering 
into the kingdont of God, from twenty 
thousand to twenty-five thousand souls.” 


There is also some very cheering in- 
telligence from Hamilton College. The 
New York Observer, of March 29th, 
says: 

“ A work of grace commenced in this 
Institution, about the time of the Con- 
cert of Prayer for colleges, and has 
continued with interest. About thirty- 


five students have been hopefully con- 
verted and the work is still in progress.”

Rev. Walter Harris, D. D, 


WE transfer to our pages, as matter 
of appropriate interest to our readers 
generally, and especially to young men 
preparing for the ministry, the following 
notices of the late Rev. Dr. Harris, of 
Dunbarton, N. H. They are taken from 
a Discourse “commemorative of his 
character and ministry,” delivered be- 
fore the Hopkinton Association, May 
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14, 1844, by Rev. Abraham Burnham, 
of Pembroke, N. H. The preacher says: 


In referring to Dr. Harris it would 
seem natural and proper for the Associ- 
ation by whose appointment this Dis- 
course is given, to dwell, not so much 
upon his lineage and early life, but 
chiefly upon his ministerial and pastoral 
character. Suffice it to say, that our 
venerable father was a native of Leba- 
non, Connecticut—the state of regular 
and sober habits; and he, with many of 
her illustrious sons, has reflected much 
honor upon the colony that gave him 
birth, He was the youngest of five 
children, (two sons and three daughters) 
of Nathaniel and Grace Harris. His 
only brother fell in battle—a sacrifice 
to his country’s freedom and independ- 
ence. He himself enlisted for three 
years into the Revolutionary Army, in 
the sixteenth year of his age; faithfully 
served out his time, and received an 
honorable discharge, May, 1780—not 
quite nineteen years old. 

Two circumstances in his birth and 
early training are worthy of notice, as 
developing the gracious purpose of God, 
and illustrating the wisdom of his pro- 
vidential arrangements. One is, that 
Dr. Harris must be added to the long 
and splendid list of worthies whose use- 
fulness here and glory hereafter are the 
result of maternal piety, effort and pray- 
er. The other circumstance is, that he 
was early cast upon his own resources. 
Deprived of his father from his birth, and 
of his mother before he was sixteen; 
and in the ardor of youthful patriotism, 
submitting himself to the labors and 
dangers of the camp, young Harris had 
occasion to bring into requisition all the 
energies of his strong, expansive and 
active mind. In these circumstances 
of his early training are to be found the 
elements of his future greatness. It 
has often been said, “Circumstances 
make the man.” With more propriety 
it may be said, “ With circumstances, 
God makes the man.” With his provi- 
dence and grace God prepares men for 
his own service and eternal kingdom. 
Now, that lovely youth, returned from 
the perils of war, had arrived at that 
period of his personal history when 
every young man feels that he has come 
to a crisis; the interesting moment 
when he must choose his calling for life. 
At that period, Walter Harris, without 
father, or mother, or brother, and with 
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but a small portion of this world’s goods, 
must make choice of his profession. 
He decided to be a farmer; and for 
this purpose came to Lebanon, in this 
State, and bought him a piece of land. 
But how came he to locate himself at 
Lebanon? Now, observe the leadings 
of Providence. Had he pitched his tent 
in any other part of the country, he 
might never have entered Dartmouth 
College. And had there not been a 
glorious revival of religion in Lebanon, 
at the time he took up his residence 
there, he might never have entered the 
kingdom of Christ nor the holy ministry. 
But by what means was his mind turned 
to Lebanon, as the place of his future 
abode? God works by means. 

His sisters had before settled there, 
or in that region. The first settlements 
were made in Lebanon, if our informa- 
tion be correct, by emigrants from his 
native State. And, more than all, the 
founder of the college, and its first Pre- 
sident, Rey. Dr. Eleazer Wheelock, was 
from Connecticut—that garden of sound 


learning, correct morals, and pure reli-_ 


gion; which has furnished for our 
country so many of the brightest orna- 
ments of church and state. Having lo- 
cated himself at Lebanon, that orphan 
youth found himself amidst the effu- 
sions of the Holy Ghost. Vow, if not 
then, it is seen why he came to Lebanon. 
He became a hopeful subject of divine 
grace; and so marked was his conver- 
sion, and so satisfactory to Christians, 
and such his promise of future useful- 
ness, though he had not then a common 
school education, that his friends advis- 
ed him to enter immediately upon a 
preparation for college and for the min- 
istry. To give success to this advice 
God had before sent a pious and devot- 
ed young servant to college, who, upon 
becoming acquainted with Mr. Harris, 
used all the influence with him he could 
exert, to persuade him to get an educa- 
tion, and kindly offered him the loan of 
all his books. After a season of solemn 
deliberation, severe trial, and much 
prayer, he came to the unalterable de- 
cision (to use his own words) “that go to 
college he would, let the consequences 
be what they might.” 

“‘ My first step,” he says, “was to go 
to a common school.” He afterwards 
went to a private gentleman, to study 
the languages; then to Moor’s School, 
on Dartmouth Plain, where he complet- 
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ed his preparatory studies, and entered 
College, September, 1783. 

At the expiration of four years he 
received his first degree—having sus- 
tained during his college life an un- 
blemished Christian character and a 
highly respectable standing as a scholar. 
His part in the public exercises of Com- 
mencement was in the Hebrew language 
—which was not much studied at that 
time in Dartmouth College. 

We have, from the Rev. Dr. Dana, 
of Newburyport, the following testimo- 
nial of Mr. Harris, when a member. of 
college. “My acquaintance with Mr. 
Harris at college was rather general 
than particular. Yet, even then, his 
character was so marked, that one could 
scarcely approach him without knowing 
him. Rarely have [I met with a man 
more decided and unequivocal, more 
upright and downright, than he. If I 
mistake not, he was at that time a pro- 
fessed Christian; and, from all that I 
have known, his life adorned his profes- 
sion in an unusual degree. 

“He had a mind of uncommon strength, 
and unusually patient of labor. His 
literary acquisitions were decidedly 
above the ordinary; but he was most 
distinguished in the solid and useful 
branches of study. The part assigned 
him at commencement testifies that he 
had made respectable proficiency in the 
Hebrew.” 

After he was graduated, he engaged 
for six months in teaching a Latin school 
in Boscawen; and during that time one 
of the occasional sermons of the late 
Dr. Emmons, of Franklin, Mass., provi- 
dentially came in his way. Having 
read it with much interest, he laid it 
down, saying, with emphasis, “I will 
study divinity with the author of that 
sermon, if I can find him.” He did find 
him; read theology with him; received 
license to preach the everlasting gospel ; 
returned to New Hampshire ; preached 
at Canterbury four Sabbaths, at Dun- 
barton four, and at Royalton,Vt. ; return- 
ed to Dunbarton, preached a few Sab- 
baths, and received a call to the pastoral 
office in that place. And if an apostle, 
in view of the labors and trials of the 
Christian ministry, exclaimed, ‘“ And 
who is sufficient for these things?” 
well might Mr. Harris, and every other 
young candidate for the sacred office, 
shrink from a call to enter it. He was 
strongly inclined to negative the call; 
but, observing the leadings of Provi- 
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dence—and this he was always in the 
habit of doing from his youth—consid- 
ering the unanimity of the call; the in- 
fant state of that community—never 
having had a pastor before—and not 
willing to hazard the consequences of 
disappointing them, Mr. Harris consent- 
ed with a trembling heart, to accept the 
call, on condition that he might return 
to Dr. Emmons, and pursue his studies 
three months longer. To this condition 
the people acceded. 

At the expiration of three months, Mr. 
Harris returned to Dunbarton, and re- 
ceived ordination over a small church 
gathered for the purpose, fifty-four years 
ago the 26th of last August. 

And here we must be permitted to 
pause, and reflect how great and happy 
a change God had wrought in that man, 
by his providence and grace, in less 
than ten years. Buta little more than 
nine years before, he returned from 
serving as fifer in the revolutionary war, 
a stripling youth, wanting a common 
school education. But now, having un- 
dergone a spiritual renovation by the 
power of divine grace, and passed hon- 
orably and successfully through an ele- 
mentary, academical and professional 
course of study, at the mature and very 
suitable age of twenty-eight, he is invest- 
ed with the responsibilities and immuni- 
ties of the sacred office. He has taken 
charge of an infant church and commu- 
nity, to watch for their souls as one that 
must give account. From that ever 
memorable day—a most felicitous day 
for Dunbarton—Rev. Walter Harris 
took an elevated stand; just such a 
stand as God had designed and furnish- 
ed him for. He never sighed for liter- 
ary fame; and we do not claim for him 
a literary character. He was, however, 
thorough and accurate in the learned 
languages, so far as they were then pur- 
sued in our beloved college. For 
mathematics, philosophy, astronomy and 
metaphysics, he had great fondness. In 
the early part of his ministry, when 
academies and public shools were scarce, 
he prepared many young men for col- 
lege, and was known to be an accurate 
and faithful instructor. His pupils were 
always well fitted. He also conducted 
the theological studies of several candi- 
dates for the ministry; but his holiest 
and highest ambition was, to be a good 
minister of Jesus Christ. Accordingly, 
to this noble object all his reading, all his 
studies, all his energies were consecrat- 
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ed. He soon became known as a popular 
preacher, a wise counsellor, and a con- 
sistent and efficient disciplinarian. It is 
thought that the late Dr. Harris, with 
his beloved brethren and able coadju- 
tors, settled about the same time—Rey. 
Moses Bradford, late of Francestown, 
and Rev. Reed Paige, late of Hancock 
—with the powerful aid of Dr. Wood, 
late of Boscawen, who had been settled 
some years before—was the happy in- 
strument, in the hand of God, of effect- 
ing an entire revolution in the senti- 
ments and practice of the churches 
throughout the extensive field of their 
labors and their influence. That field 
embraced the then county of Hillsbo- 
rough, now Hillsborough, Merrimack 
and sections of Rockingham; Strafford, 
Grafton and Cheshire. Arminianism 
and a lax discipline had extensively pre- 
vailed. But by the doctrinal and faith- 
ful preaching, the combined efforts, 
prayers and influence of those holy men, 
a purer faith and discipline were intro- 
duced and established. While they 
lived their praise was throughout the 
churches, and now that they are dead 
their memory is blessed. 


HARRIS, D. D. 


We select, from the subsequent pages 
of Mr. Burnham’s Discourse, without 
precise regard to their connection, a few 
other passages illustrative of the charac- 
ter of Dr. Harris, and of his force and 
pathos as a preacher. 


Soon after his ordination our reverend 
father incurred the additional cares and 
responsibilities of the marriage relation. 
Although he was favored with partners 
of the most excellent character, and best 
adapted to the various conditions in 
which they respectively found him, yet 
he was called to pass through the deep 
waters of affliction. Sometimes his life 
was in jeopardy. At one time he was 
confined with a broken limb, several 
weeks, at Franklin, Mass. At another 
time, riding with a child in his arms, he 
and the child were thrown off into water, 
but came out unhurt. As he and his 
wife were returning from a short jour- 
ney, on horseback, his wife’s horse got 
his foot entangled in a bridge, and fell 
with her. Seeing his wife in that peril- 
ous situation, he attempted to leap from 
his horse, and fly to her relief. But ere 
he reached the ground his horse sudden- 
ly started and ran off, dragging him by 
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one foot in the stirrup, with great vio- 
lence. Aware of his danger, he com- 
mitted himself to God. While in this 
pious act, he was extricated as by mira- 
cle—nobody could tell how. Having 
returned with his wife safely home, and 
deeply affected with the wonderful 
escape he had experienced, he went for- 
ward the next Lord’s Day, and told the 
story in a most solemn discourse ; how 
that He who had been his shield amidst 
the perils of war, had wrought this great 
deliverance for him. The first great re- 
vival under his ministry soon commenc- 
ed, and this dispensation was thought to 
be among the means of introducing it. 


After giving an account of Dr. Har- 
ris’s domestic connections and circum- 
stances, the writer says: 


It may not be improper, in this con- 
nection, to remark, that Dr. Harris suc- 
ceeded where most good men fail. He 
set a consistent and lovely example, 
both in secular and religious concerns. 
Too many of us incur the imputation, 
either of not knowing how to live, or of 
being worldly minded; of neglecting 
our own secular interests, or the spiritu- 
al interests of the church and parish. 
Not so with our deceased and venerable 
father. Although he was wholly given 
to the work of the ministry, yet there 
was no appearance of neglect about his 
premises. His buildings, his fences, 
his fields, all bore decided *marks and 
attractive charms of practical wisdom— 
of taste, and neatness, and agricultural 
skill. Under his superintendence, the 
heavy wooded, rocky and uneven minis- 
terial lot was converted into one of 
the most productive farms now to be 
found on the fertile and beautiful hills 
and rich dales of Dunbarton. His ex- 
ample furnishes a lucid exposition of the 
doctrine that “Godliness is profitable 
unto all things—having the promise of 
the life that now is, and of that which is 
to come.” In private and public charity, 
in relation to all the benevolent objects 
which came before the public mind in 
the course of his ministry, he obey- 
ed the inspired injunction, “In all 
things showing thyself a pattern of good 
works.” 


The published discourses of Dr. Har- 
ris, during his life, were fourteen in 
number, all occasional sermons. Mr. 
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Burnham dwells distinctly upon his pro- 
minent characteristics as a preacher. 
We have room for only one or two 
points. 


He was an instructive preacher, After 
the example of his Divine Master, the 
Great Teacher from heaven, Dr. Harris 
made frequent allusions to the natural 
world, to illustrate religious truth and 
duty. All striking dispensations of Di- 
vine Providence he would seize upon, 
to impress upon the minds of his people 
a deep sense of the sovereign agency of 
God, and man’s entire dependence. His 
words were well chosen; his language 
remarkably plain; his method natural 
and lucid, and his style contained many 
of the best ingredients of style for ser- 
mons. But, what contributed most to 
make his preaching instructive, was the 
prominence he gave to the doctrines of 
grace, andthe happy connection which 
he aimed, and successfully aimed to 
maintain, between doctrine and practice. 
He believed, and preached what he be- 
lieved, that sound Christian doctrine lies 
at the foundation of all correct Christian 
practice. It was his custom, in imita- 
tion of his celebrated teacher, Dr. Em- 
mons, especially in the former part of 
his ministry, to preach two sermons 
upon one text; sometimes four, and 
sometimes six. In the morning he would 
announce his text; give an exposition ; 
raise his doctrine ; illustrate and prove 
it; raise objections and answer them, if 
objections he thought would arise in the 
minds of his hearers; in the afternoon 
he would draw inferences, make reflec- 
tions, or extract and expand lessons 
of instruction ; and then apply the whole 
in a serious, affectionate and solemn ap- 
peal. Accordingly, in his Farewell Ad- 
dress to the Hopkinton Association, 
after charging them to preach up the 
doctrines, and to maintain discipline in 
their churches, he added, with great 
earnestness, affection and solemnity— 
“Instruct your people. When you 
speak of regeneration, explain to them 
this great change. When you call upon 
them to repent, tell them what you mean 
by repentance, When you exhort them 
to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, tell 
them, and make them understand what 
you mean, by saving faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” By his instructive preach- 
ing, Dr. Harris formed the infant people 
committed to his charge into an intelli- 
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gent, well informed and well establish- 
ed religious community; to this day a 
standing memorial of the luminous and 
successful ministry of our deceased 
father. God grant that that community 
may remain a demonstration through all 
future time of the vast importance of 
doctrinal preaching. 

Dr. Harris was a plain and direct, 
experimental and searching preacher. 
The next Sabbath after his ordination 
he enumerated the principal doctrines 
he should preach, and pointed out the 
course which he intended undeviatingly 
to pursue ; and then added, with peculi- 
ar emphasis and his wonted decision— 
“These doctrines I shall preach, and 
this course | shall pursue, if you stone 
me out of the pulpit;” or words to this 
effect. And he used the same plainness 
of speech out of the pulpit as in. Take 
one specimen: 

A young gentleman, who had just 
commenced preaching the doctrine of 
universal salvation, attended public 
worship one Sabbath at Dunbarton, and 
spent the intermission with Dr. Hazrris. 
After some conversation upon the doc- 
trine which the young man had begun 
to preach, the conference was conclud- 
ed in the following manner. Dr. Harris 
fastened his piercing eye upon the 
young man, saying, with his character- 
istic solemnity, “ Do you know for cer- 
tainty thatfyour doctrine is true?” “No, 
sir,” the youth replied, “I don’t pre- 
tend to a certain knowledge of the truth 
of it.” “Then, sir,” said the doctor, 
“don’t you ever preach it again till you 
know it is true.” What effect this per- 
tinent and solemn address had upon that 
young man, is not known. But the 
author of this discourse, some year or 
two afterwards, received a letter from 
him, containing the delightful informa- 
tion that he had renounced his Univer- 
salism, and indulged hope that he had 
experienced a change of heart, as well 
as of doctrinal views ; and that he wish- 
ed to have the letter used, to counteract 
the influence of that soul-destroying 
error, especially among the youth where 
he had preached it. 

Dr. Harris had the faculty and the 
disposition to tell the truth in the most 
sincere, simple and plain manner. No 
father could speak with more plainness 
to his dear children, than Dr. Harris 
would to his congregation; and so di- 
rect was his address, that it would seem 
to the hearers that he was saying to 
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each one, as Nathan to David, “Thou 
art the man.” He was in the habit of 
calling upon his congregation, saying 
with great earnestness, “ My hearers.” 
And when, at any time, he would stop, 
and raise his spectacles to the top of his 
head, and then begin again by saying, 
“come now, my hearers,” something 
peculiarly interesting would be expect- 
ed, and every eye would be turned upon 
the speaker. He was much in the habit 
of classing his audience, and then ad- 
dressing to each an appropriate appeal. 

Dr. Harris was a revival preacher. 
One or two things in Dr. Harris’s treat- 
ment of inquiring sinners are worthy of 
notice, and it is thought of imitation. 
One is, that he would endeavor to ascer- 
tain what train of thought, and what 
fears the Holy Spirit excited in the sin- 
ner’s mind; taking care to distinguish 
between those which the Holy Spirit 
excited and those which the adversary 
of souls suggested—uniting with the 
agency of the Spirit, and counteracting, 
as far as possible, that of the adversary. 
Another thing: Dr. Harris would care- 
fully avoid saying any thing calculated 
to excite hope in the sinner’s breast, till 
he could discover tokens of submission. 
And for this good reason. There is 
danger, if we encourage the sinner be- 
fore his heart is thoroughly broken, and 
he has made an entire surrender of him- 
self to God, that he will either take up 
with a false hope, or dismiss his fears, 
and relapse into a state of seven fold 
stupidity. 

The course the Doctor took with 
inquiring sinners was to a good degree 
successful. He was favored with sever- 
al revivals of great extent and power; 
and those who were hopefully converted 
during such seasons were generally 
Christians of sound, enlightened and 
established character. And there were 
many abroad, within the field of Dr. 
Harris’s occasional labors, who consider- 
ed him as their spiritual father—some of 
whom survive him, who upon hearing 
of his death were deeply affected, even 
to tears. 

“In the fall of 1835, Dr. Harris at- 
tended a protracted meeting in Concord, 
at the old North Church. He was pres- 
ent and assisted by his prayers and 
earnest and faithful exhortations, from 
Tuesday until Friday noon. He then 
remarked to the pastor of the church, 
‘Iam tired; I can help you no more, 
but must go home.’ Accordingly he 
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left that afternoon. The meeting was 
to close on Saturday afternoon, with a 
sermon from a devoted brother, who had 
been present during most of the meet- 
ing. The next day, just before the 
close of the forenoon services, Dr. Har- 
ris again entered the meeting-house, 
much to the surprise of the pastor, and 
others, who knew of his leaving the pre- 
ceding day. His countenance was un- 
usually solemn; and on the pastor’s ex- 
pressing surprise at his return, the Doc- 
tor said: ‘1 don’t know what I have to 
do here, but I believe the Lord sent me.’ 
In the afternoon service the brother who 
was to preach took for his text, 2d Cor. 
5: 10—‘ For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ,’ and spoke 
about fifteen minutes, without notes, 
with much freedom. He then evidently 
faltered, and in a short time his mouth 
seemed to be shut, and he sat down. 
Dr. Harris sat in the pulpit. Instantly 
he arose, took up the train of thought 
which the text opened, and spoke about 
thirty minutes, with overwhelming effect 
on the audience. Several, as they af- 
terwards stated, were then awakened, 
and the meeting closed with delightful 
tokens of the divine presence. The 
pastor then said, ‘Now I understand 
why the Lord sent you back.’ Said the 
Doctor: ‘ After I retired to my bed last 
night, weary as I was, I found no rest. 
My thoughts were in Concord. <A voice 
seemed to say to me, You must go back 
—you must go back. I tried to excuse 
myself, but at last I promised the Lord 
that if he would spare me till morning, 
and give me strength, I would return. 
Accordingly I came; and if any good 
has been done, to him be the glory.’” 
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Quarterly Meeting. 


Tue Quarterly Meeting of the Board of 
Directors was held at the Rooms of the So- 
ciety, April 9, 1845, when appropriations 
were granted to one hundred and sixty 
young men; of whom eighty-six are in col- 
leges, seventy-six in theological seminaries, 
and one in the preparatory department. 
As it is now a considerable time since any 
new applicants have been received in the 
preparatory department, there will soon be 
none of this class connected with the So- 


ciety, unless there should be some on their | 
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last year at Academies where a three years’ 
preparatory course is required. 

The Central American Education Soci- 
ety, at New York, reported that they 
had granted appropriations at their quar- 
terly meeting, to seventy-four young men, 
These added to the number aided by the 
Parent Society this quarter, as above, 
makes an aggregate of two hundred and 
thirty-four.

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TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


Tue American Education Society held 
its Twenty-Ninth Annual Meeting in the 
vestry of Park Street Meeting-house, Bos- 
ton, May 26, 1845, at 4 o’clock, P. M. 

Joun Tappan, Esq. Vice President of 
the Society, took the chair. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Rey. Wixriam Jenks, D. D., of Boston. 

Rev. Austin Puetps, of Boston, was 
appointed Clerk of the meeting. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting 
were read by the Secretary. 

A proposition to alter the Eleventh Ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, which was sub- 
mitted last year, and laid upon the table 
for action at this meeting, came up for 


consideration, Whereupon 


Voted, That the Eleventh Article of the 
Constitution, relating to a quorum for the 
transaction of business in meetings of the 
Society, be altered by substituting the 
number twelve for twenty. 


The Treasurer submitted his Report, 
which was accepted and ordered to be 
printed. 

The Twenty-Ninth Annual Report of the 
Directors was presented by the Secretary, 
and on motion it was 

Voted, That the reading of the Annual 


Report of the Directors be now dispensed 
with; and that extracts from it be read at 


the public meeting this evening. 
The Secretary stated that the Treasurer, 
Harpy Roprs, Esqg., who had served the 
VOL.

Society with great fidelity for a period of 
fifteen years, being desirous of entering into 
other engagements, had déclined being 
again a candidate for election. 

The officers of the Society for the ensu- 
ing year were then chosen. 

Mr. Juuivs A. Patmer, of Boston, was 
also elected a Corporate Member of the 
Society. 

The business being finished, prayer was 
offered by Rev. Sizas Aixen, of Boston, 
and the Society adjourned, to attend the 
public services of the Anniversary, in Park 
Street Meeting-house, at half past seven 
o’clock this evening. 


The services in the evening were opened 
with prayer by Rey. Brown Emerson, 
D. D., of Salem. 

An Abstract of the Annual Report of the 
Directors was read by the Secretary. 

On motion of Rey, Orin Fowuer, of 


Fall River, Ms. 


Resolved, That the Report, an abstract of 
which has now been read, be accepted, ane 
adopted, and be printed under the direction 
of the Executive Committee, 


This Resolution was supported in a brief 
address by Mr, Fow Ler. 

On motion of Rev. Danascxt L. Carrot, 
D. D., of New York, 

Resolved, That an enlightened, pious 
ministry of the gospel, is demanded, not 
only as an indispensable agency of spiritual 
life, but as a controlling power on the pe- 
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culiarities of mind, and a conservative ele- 
ment in the social and political institutious 
of this country. 


Dr. Canzoni supported this resolution 
in an address. 

On motion of Rev. Lyman BEECHER, 
D. D., of Lane Seminary, Cincinnati, 


Resolved, That the extensive field of the 
West; the rapid increase of population; the 
multiplication of destructive errors; and 
the conspiracies of the Church and State 
Union of the Catholic governments of 
Europe to substitute despotism for republi- 
canism, and popery for liberty of conscience 
and true religion; demand the immediate 
and utmost efforts of the Education Society 
to supply a holy, learned and evangelical 
ministry. 

Dr. Bercuer addressed the assembly in 
support of this Resolution. 

After singing the Christian Doxology, 
the Benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
Dr. Jenxs. 

A vote of thanks was then passed to the 
speakers who had addressed the meeting, 
and to the choir of singers who had assisted 
in the services of the evening, and the 
Society adjourned.

James Mrays, Esa, 
EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORT. 


To those engaged in conducting the 
affairs of any of our Benevolent Socie- 
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ties, the close of a year of their labors 
is a period full of serious interest. The 
results of an important part of their 
instrumentality, in a work connected 
with the most cherished interests of 
the church of Christ, are then, as far 
as may be, to be formally reviewed ; 
and to be set forth somewhat distinctly 
to the notice of those in whose behalf 
they have been intrusted with so great 
responsibilities. 

To another of these periods of ob- 
servation and reflection the Directors 
of the American Education Society 
are now brought; more deeply than 
ever impressed with a sense of their 
insufficiency, without the special guid- 
ance of heavenly wisdom, to labor in 
the fulfilment of an agency involving 
duties so various and difficult as that 
which has been committed to their 
hands. But while impressed with this 
thought, they would at the same time 
be doing violence to their own most 
lively feelings, were they not, with 
special emphasis, to recognize the hand 
of a favoring Providence, by which 
their plans and operations, during the 
year now ending, have not only been 
sustained according to their hopes, but 
crowned with more encouraging suc- 
cess than they ventured at its begin- 
ning to anticipate. Not only has the 
returning harmony of publie sentiment 
in favor of the cause, which called for 
the grateful notice of the Directors in 
their last Annual Report, been steadily 
increasing through the year, as has 
been testified by many pleasant fruits ; 
but, as will appear from some of the 
details to be given, peculiar proofs of 
the divine blessing have been youch- 
safed ; proofs of a care on the part of a 
forecasting Providence to relieve the 
burdens of the society, and to remove, 
in a great measure, the chief discour- 
agement which remained at the com- 
mencement of the year to give solici- 
tude to the Directors,

In view of every testimony of the 
divine favor, the Directors would feel 
their obligations to devote themselves 
with increasing assiduity to -the great 
object before them, and would be ex- 
cited to make it their habitual prayer 
to Him who not only in their prosperi- 
ty, but also in their seasons of tempor- 
ary trial, appears to have designed the 
real welfare of the Society :—“ Let the 
beauty of the Lord our God be upon us ; 
and establish thou the work of our hands 
upon us; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou tt.” 


Number of young men assisted during 
the year—The number of young men 
in different stages of their course of 
preparation for the ministry, whom 
the Society has assisted from its funds 
during the year, is three hundred and 
forty-five. Of these, two hundred and 
eighteen have been connected more 
directly with the Parent Society, being 
resident at the Colleges and Theologi- 
cal Seminaries in New England and 
in the Western Reserve, Ohio; and 
one hundred and twenty-seven with the 
Central American Education Society at 
New York, embracing those at the In- 
stitutions in New York, and the Middle 
States, and at Lane Seminary, Ohio. 
In this number are included also thirty- 
two young men who are sustained by 
the Education Society of the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church. 


Number received.—The number of 


new applicants received during the} 


year has been forty-eight, of whom 
twenty-nine were received by the Pa- 
rent Society,and nineteen by the Socie- 
ty at New York. This is twenty less 
than were received last year. 

The entire number entered in the 
books of the Society from the first, 
amounts to three thousand five hundred 
and eighty-seven.

Financial Department.—In exhibiting 
a statement of the operations of the 
year, in the financial department, the 
accounts of the Parent Society, and of 
the Society at New York, will be first 
presented in separate paragraphs, and 
the aggregate afterwards given, the 
better to correspond with the form in 
which the Reports of the respective 
Treasurers are now published. 


Receipts.—The amount received from all sources 
during the year, for current use, into the T'rea- 


sury of the Parent Society, is $34,842 46 
The balance in the Treasury at the 

beginning of the year was 2,686 84 
Making the disposable funds of the 

Board for the yeur, $37,529 30 


The receipts show an increase of 
$13,096 51 beyond the receipts of the 
previous year. This encouraging in- 
crease in the amount of the annual re- 
ceipts, has been derived principally 
from the unusual amount of legacies 
paid into the Treasury during the 
year. The amount realized from this 
source has been $15,470 59; which is 
an advanee upon the previous year, in 
this branch of the income alone, of 
$11,825 57; and which, with the ex- 
ception of the years 1835 and 1841, is 
a greater amount than has been receiy- 
ed from legacies in one year since the 
Society was founded. 

It is gratifying also to state, with re- 
gard to the interest in the cause mani- 
fested by the living, that the contribu- 
tions of the churehes received into the 
treasury of the Parent Society are 
somewhat more than two thousand 
dollars in advance of the amount re- 
ceived the last year. 
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The amount acknowledged by the 
Treasurer of the Central American 
Education Society, embracing the re- 
ceipts of the Philadelphia Education 
Society, Evangelical Lutheran, &c., is 
$16,377 09. Thus the whole amount 
of receipts for the year, stands at 
$51,219 55. This is an advance of 
$16,407 88 or nearly fifty per cent upon 
the receipts of last year. 


Loans Refunded—The amount re- 
funded to the Parent Society the past 
year by those who have formerly re- 
ceived assistance, is $3,212 23. These 
returns to the treasury of the Society 
have been made with the utmost cheer- 
fulness; and there can be no doubt 
that a considerable sum will continue 
to be received from this source for 
years to come. 


Disbursements.—The disbursements 
from the treasury of the Parent Society, 
for paying appropriations to students, 
expenses of conducting the operations 
of the Board, interest on the debt, 
together with a part of the principal, 
have amounted to $35,420 68. This 
sum taken from the disposable means 
of the Board, leaves a balance in the 
Treasury of $2,108 62. 

The Society’s debt at the beginning 
of the year was only one dollar and 
forty-five cents short of twenty-eight 
thousand dollars. The amount appli- 
ed to its reduction has been $20,368 44, 
bringing down the indebtedness of the 
Board at the present time to $7,630 11. 
Though the Directors cannot anticipate 
such extraordinary means of meeting 
their liabilities for the year to come, as 
have been granted them the past year; 
yet they trust it is not presuming im- 
properly upon the interest which this 
cause possesses in the favor of Heaven, 
and in the hearts of the people of God, to 
express the confident hope, seeing that 
the sum now required to bring up their 
arrears is only about one third as great 
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as they have been enabled the past 
year to apply for this purpose, that af- 
ter one year more shall have elapsed, the 
Treasurer’s Report will not again be 
encumbered with a “statement of the 
debt of the Society,” or with the item 
of “interest on money hired” for its 
use. 

The appropriations to students have 
been paid with punctuality at the rate 
of fifteen dollars quarterly, through 
the year; which has given them sixty 
dollars each, or three fourths of the 
amount contemplated in the rules of 
the Society, as requisite to meet that 
part of their annual expenses which 
they cannot be expected in other ways 
to supply. This curtailment of the 
narrow stipend for which the young 
men are looking to the Society, has 
been unquestionably a source of very 
serious embarrassment, and even of 
hindrance to many of them; and the 
Directors lament that they cannot at 
this time hold out the assurance that it 
will be in their power in the course of 
the year on which they have entered, 
to raise their appropriations to the full 
amount. A comprehensive regard, 
however, to the best interests of the 
object, and ultimately also of the young 
men themselves, has determined the 
Board, until their debt shall be paid 
off, to continue to pursue a medium 
course between the policy which would 
encourage any considerable increase 
of numbers, and court a temporary 
popularity to the cause at the risk of 
permanently crippling the Society 
itself, and that, on the other hand, 
which, for the sake of obtaining a more 
speedy relief from the burdens which 
for a time must bear heavily upon their 
own operations, would so stint the 
young men as unavoidably to endan- 
ger their success in obtaining the ob- 
ject before them. It is thought by the 
Directors, that, in the circumstances 
in which the Society has been placed, 
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this medium has been hit upon with 
tolerable correctness, by such a limita- 
tion of the appropriations as the one 
adhered to for some time past. It is 
confidently believed, however, that no 
necessity for any such limitation what- 
ever will again arise, when once the 
debt shall have been wholly paid. 

The cost to the current funds of 
carrying on the operations of the Pa- 
rent Society during the year, for salaries 
and travelling expenses of the Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and Agents, for the 
publication of the Quarterly Journal, 
for postage, rent, fuel, &c., has, by 
careful economy, and by employing 
only one agent for a great part of the 
ume, been brought down to $4,120 38, 
which is but a littke more than one- 
ninth part of the entire amount applied 
to the general objects of the Society. 

From the accounts of the Treasurer 
at New York, it appears that the dis- 
bursements of the Central Board, and 
of the other Societies which transmit 
their accounts to them, have amounted 
to $14,423 395; which added to those 
of the Parent Board, makes the Soci- 
ety’s whole expenditure for the year, 
$49,844 07. 

The appropriations to students by 
that Board, and by the other organiza- 
tions connected with it, have varied 
from twelve to nineteen dollars quar- 
terly. 


Agencies.—Since the first of June 
last, when Rev. Mr. Nash resigned his 
agency to enter into an engagement to 
supply a parish in the vicinity of Bur- 
lington, Vt., the Society bas employed 
only one agent in New England. 
The Rev. Joseph Emerson has con- 
tinued as General Agent, to labor with 
good success in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. The Di- 
rectors are happy to learn from Mr. 
Emerson’s statements, that his efforts 
have been cordially received and res- 
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ponded to wherever he has gone, by 
the Pastors and by the people; and 
that he meets with few or no objec- 
tions at the present time, to such a sys- 
tem of agencies as our principal 
benevolent Societies are employing for 
the purpose of diffusing information 
and collecting funds. 

With the exception of about a month’s 
labor, which Mr. Nash performed be- 
fore his engagement with the Society 
ceased, and the visits of Mr. Emerson 
to two or three places in New Hamp- 
shire, there has been no agent employ- 
ed the past year in the three Northern 
States of New England. It must also 
be added that the amount of receipts 
into the Treasury from that part of the 
field has been exceedingly small. 

The Rev. Daniel Clark, Jr., con- 
tinues to act as General Agent of the 
Central American Education Society, 
Jaboring within the bounds of the Utica 
Agency, and also of the Western Edu- 
cation Society, which has its centre of 
operations at Auburn, N. Y. His la- 
bors have been well received by the 
churches, and have been successful in 
promoting an increasing interest in 
the cause. 


Loan and Gratuity—The plan on 
which the Society now affords assist- 
ance to young men preparing for the 
ministry, embraces each of these princi- 
ples or methods. The student is permit- 
ted, with such counsel as he may obtain 
from his friends, from the Examining 
Committees, or the Secretary of the 
Society, to make his election of the me- 
thod, which, in his particular situation, 
he may on the whole prefer to adopt. 
He may at any time change from one 
mode to the other, if in the progress of 
his studies he finds it necessary, or 
deems it judicious to make such change. 
This system has been in operation for 
about two years, and appears to have 
met with a favorable reception, both 
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on the part of the Christian public, 
and of those more immediately con- 
cerned in its bearing upon their indi- 
vidual circumstances and interests. 
There are various considerations affect- 
ing the decision of a question of this 
kind in practice, which make it clearly 
inexpedient for the Society to confine 
young men to one absolute rule, 
whether it be that of loans or of gratu- 
itous appropriations. Some are found 
who are unwilling, especially at first, 
to ask for aid unless they can receive 
it as a loan, and who would be deter- 
red altogether from entering upon a 
course of study if they might not ob- 
tain it in this form. Some there are 
who are so situated as absolutely to re- 
quire the assistance of the Society; 
and yet, their own good judgment, and 
that of an Examining Committee, duly 
informed in respect to their pecu- 
liar situation, clearly concur in the 
opinion that they ought to take it asa 
loan. Another class, and that undoubt- 
edly the largest, ought not to be ex- 
pected to refund the money which 
they receive from the Society ; certain- 
ly not the whole of it; and it is surely 
better that they should not be required 
to pledge themselves beforehand to do 
what they have no reasonable prospect 
of being able to do. The present mo- 
dification of the system, therefore, has 
strongly commended itself to the judg- 
ment of the Directors; and they dis- 
cover nothing, thus far, in its practical 
applications, which would lead them 
to distrust its beneficial influence. 
Under a discreet management it is their 
belief that it will be found to operate 
both safely for the credit and welfare 
of the Society, and kindly as it con- 
cerns the feelings, the interests and the 
highest usefulness of the young men 
brought forward by this means into the 
ministry. So far as has been ascertain- 
ed, it may be stated that, since the 
option of the loans or gratuitous appro-

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quarter to one third of the young men 
whose returns have passed under the 
inspection of the Parent Board, have 
preferred the loan. There is reason to 
believe that all, whether taking the 
loan or the gratuity, have endeavored 
to make their election conscientiously, 
and so as to secure the approbation of 
those who are authorized to advise 
with them on this point. 


General operation of the system.—The 
Directors do not by any means limit 
their views of the increased advantages 
of the system under which the Society 
now conducts its operations, to the 
single. point above specified. The 
main principles, and also the most im- 
portant details of the plan, are now so 
generally understood that it seems un- 
necessary to enter into any extended 
exposition of them here; more espe- 
cially, as this was attempted in relation 
to several of its newer features in the 
last Annual Report. 

Much benefit is reasonably expected 
from the requisition that the young 
men applying for aid to the Society, 
should be previously prepared to enter 
college. This, it is true, will occasion 
a considerable reduction in the number 
of applicants, but chiefly by keeping 
away that class of young men who, 
either from lack of intellectual force, 
or from instability of Christian pur- 
pose, would be unable to endure the 
test of so thorough an ordeal; or who, 
under the mental and moral develop- 
ments of the trial, will not have created 
a sufficient confidence in their pros- 
pect of success to warrant their ever 
being sent with unequivocal testimoni- 
als to the Examining Committees. The 
probability is strong, that a very large 
proportion, if not the entire body of 
those who can come well recommend- 
ed after such an effectual experiment, 
will hold out to the end of their course ; 


and natural endowments are concern- 
ed, will not fail of meeting the just ex- 
pectations of the Christian community. 
Thus, from a given number of young 
men assisted, and with a correspond- 
ing amount of expenditure, the Society 
may hope to bring a larger number 
into the ministry, and those with high- 
er average qualifications, than before 
assistance was limited to students in 
the collegiate and theological depart- 
ments. 

A decided advantage has been gain- 
ed, as it is felt in practice, through the 
important responsibility now thrown 
upon the Examining Committees at 
the Colleges and Theological Semina- 
ries. These Committees, in all cases 
have acted in the most entire concur- 
rence with the rules of the Society, 
and with the views of the Directors; 
and their faithful co-operation with 
the officers of the Board, is a valuable 
element of strength and _ precision 
in the exercise of their several func- 
tions. There ought to be, as indeed 
there really is, but one interest and one 
sentiment in all things pertaining to 
this matter, between the Directors of 
this Society and those who have at 
heart the best interests of the Colleges 
and Theological Semjnaries. That 


| policy on the part of the Faculty of 


any such institution, which should in- 
cline them, for the sake of securing a 
larger number of students, to recom- 
mend to the Education Society to sus- 
tain young men in their classes, who, 
when they were to come into the min- 
istry, should fail intellectually to sus- 
tain themselves in their profession, 
must be sure to re-act unfavorably 
upon such institution, almost as much 
as upon the Society itself The true 
policy of the Colleges and Seminaries 
must be to avail themselves of the 
assistance of the Education Society in 
keeping up a high standard of charac- 
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ter, talent and attainment, among those 
whom they may send out as educated 
men, into any sphere of public life. 
They would have much reason to com- 
plain of this Society, if, by any influ- 
ence it might possess, it should practi- 
cally counteract the efforts of instructors 
to secure the higher benefits of learn- 
ing, as far as possible, to that superior 
order of minds for which Providence 
has intended them. The Directors 
have strong confidence that an enlight- 
ened unanimity of views will continue 
to render this a well balanced, conveni- 
ent and efficient arrangement for all 
the necessary purposes of intercourse 
between the Board and the young men. 
‘There is now no duty in this depart- 
ment, entailing a serious train of con- 
Sequences upon the Society, which is 
laid upon persons who can have scarce- 
ly any visible responsibility for their 
acts. The system, in this most essen- 
tial part, feels distinctly all the sup- 
ports on which it rests; and, so far as 
an now be foreseen, it need not be 
specially liable to weakness or fluctu- 
ation. 

While waiving any more extended 
‘discussion of the points involved in the 
practical rules of the Society, it may 
not be out of place to remark, that the 
information obtained from the instruc- 
tors at the several Colleges under the 
Rule requiring the Secretary to ascer- 
tain the standing of young men at the 
end of their Freshman year, has in no 
instance been such as to call for the 
discontinuance of appropriations on 
account of the individual’s falling be- 
low the average rank of scholarship. 
‘On the contrary, in a large majority of 
instances, the young men are found to 
have established at this stage a stand- 
ing much above mediocrity. Con- 
cerning many of them much stronger 
language even than this is employed 


by their teachers, guided as they are 
in these answers, not by favoritism, 
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nor by mere general impressions; but 
simply by the average of each young 
man’s recitations during the year, as 
marked at the time they are heard, ac- 
cording to the system now generally 
pursued in the Colleges. If students, 
under the disadvantages which most 
of our young men are obliged to en- 
counter, are enabled in their first year 
in College to. gain a standing clearly 
above mediocrity, they may commonly 
be expected to rise toa still more res- 
pectable rank before they finish their 
course. Such are therefore entitled to 
receive continued assistance, at least 
for a time, with the expectation that 
they will soon reach the degree of 
excellence which the Society regards 
as essential. With respect to those 
who may fall decidedly below the me- 
dium standard of scholarship at the 
end of the first year in College, the Di- 
rectors virtually declare by the rule 
which they have adopted, that they do 
not think it incumbent on a Society 
like this, possessing but limited means, 
in proportion to the demands upon it, 
and relying for its existence and use- 
fulness on the ready commendation of 
all its principles and measures before 
the tribunal of popular opinion, to take 
the risk of applying its funds to their 
support in the further prosecution of 
their studies. This is not denying 
that some of them would ultimately 
succeed, and perhaps become eminent- 
ly useful in the ministry ; but only that 
such a result in ordinary cases can 
now appear to be sufficiently probable, 
to justify a Society like this in appro- 
priating its means to their support, 
while there are others, with better na- 
tive endowments, who might be sub- 
stituted in their place. The quality of 
the young men whom it shall be the 
business of this Society to call out from 
the bosom of the churches, and assist 
in training for the Master’s use, will 
depend much on the general under- 
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standing which is established in the 
public mind respecting the grade of 
intellect required as a sufficient war- 
rant for the encouragement afforded. 
Let but an elevated and sound public 
sentiment on this subject prevail in 
every quarter, and those assisted, the 
number being the same, may be select- 
ed from a superior, as easily as from a 
more ordinary class of minds. 


Improvement steadily to be sought.— 
The Directors are deeply impressed 
with the conviction that the aim of an 
institution like this should be constant- 
ly to seek after the means of securing 
the most elevated spirit of piety, and 
the highest average measure of intel- 
lectual cultivation and strength, in 
those to whom its advantages may be 
extended. Owing to the existence of 
many difficulties in the way of realiz- 
ing all which would be thought de- 
sirable in this respect, it must be im- 
possible to attain even tolerable suc- 
cess, unless a very high standard of ex- 
cellence is steadily kept in view. The 
Society acts upon this principle in re- 
quiring a thorough course of educa- 
tion; and it is not often the case now, 
so far as the time devoted to study is 
concerned, that the intent of the sys- 
tem in this point fails of being literally 
fulfilled. It admits of a question, in- 
deed, whether any amount of literary 
acquirement short of that which is em- 
braced in a regular collegiate course, 
ought to be accepted, even in rare in- 
stances, as an equivalent for sucha 
course, in the case of those who pro- 
pose to enter upon the.study of Theol- 
ogy. But even with regard to those 
who pass creditably through College, 
it has often been remarked that hasty 
and imperfect preparation to enter,— 
one of the disadvantages incident to 
their deficiency of pecuniary means,— 
is liable to prevent their doing as full 


justice to themselves and to- the object 
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which they have in view, as they 
would otherwise have done. This 
obstacle to the highest success of the 
student, the Directors think, ought to 
be more effectually guarded against. 
Let the impression every where be 
made that it is all important, that 
young men, intending, as soon as they 
are fitted for College, to apply to the 
Education Society for assistance, should 
not attempt to enter with defective 
preparation. Let it be understood that 
the Examining Committees at the 
Colleges will not recommend to the 
Board such as do not come to them 
prepared to sustain a thorough exam- 
ination, and to enter College without 
difficulty. A young man who under- 
takes, with the assistance of this Soci- 
ety, to obtain an education for the 
ministry, assumes a sufficiently oner- 
ous task ; without being under the ne- 
cessity, after he is in College, to make 
up for the serious defects of a hurried 
preparation. The Directors believe 
that a decided improvement would be 
made, if this point should be more 
thoroughly attended to in practice. 

A more important, and yet a more dif- 
ficult branch of the subject, in which im- 
provement should always be aimed at, is 
that which relatesto the evidences of 
piety, and of a spirit of self-denying de- 
votedness to the cause of Christ, which 
ought to be sought for in our young 
men before they should be encouraged 
to prepare for the ministry. On this 
point no specific directions can be giv- 
en, further than to say that the evi- 
dences relied on should be well scruti- 
nized, and of a positive character. A 
profession of religion is not enough. 
Even a desire to obtain an education 
for the ministry is not of itself sufli- 
cient to evince that the youth who ex- 
periences that desire is specially call- 
ed, or fitted by the Spirit of God for the 
work. His religious experience and 
history should be carefully consulted, 
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and the character of his piety ascer- 
tained ; at least, so far as to give rea- 
sonable satisfaction that it will prove a 
deep and abiding principle in the soul. 
His purpose to devote himself to the 
work of the ministry ought to be man- 
ifestly founded in a deep sense of eter- 
nal realities, and excited by a pre-emi- 
nent love to Christ. The spirit which 
animates him in this pursuit should be 
no other than that which would carry 
him to the ends of the earth in obedi- 
ence to the will of Christ, to seek the 
salvation of a single soul. 

It is obvious that in endeavoring to 
promote an increase of intellectual and 
spiritual attainments in the rising min- 
istry, this Society, however firmly fix- 
ed in such a design, can accomplish 
comparatively little without the co- 
operation of the Christian community, 
especially of pastors and literary in- 
structors. It should be understood that 
the Society is not responsible for 
many evils prevailing in the commu- 
nity, which may, nevertheless, sadly 
affect the quality of the fruits which it 
produces. If many ofthe rising gener- 
ation suffer injury through the decline 
of parental faithfulness; if spurious 
revivals and ambiguous tests of reli- 
gious experience bring much hay, wood 
and stubble into the churches, the in- 
fluence must be proportionably embar- 
rassing and disastrous to such a work 
as that in which we are engaged. 
The same thing is true of any practi- 
cal errors which may exist in our edu- 
cational systems or institutions. They 
at once affect unfavorably the results 
of a work like this. But in either 
case, the fault, so far as there is any, 
does not lie at the door of this Soci- 
ety. 

There is another evil existing in the 
community which indirectly hinders 
the success of our operations. It is 
the frequent dismission of pastors, and 
the consequent multiplication of min- 
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isters who must remain, for a time at 
least, without charge. A portion of 
these are liable, in such a state of 
things to be left, at length, altogether 
without employment; especially if they 
are getting advanced somewhat be- 
yond the meridian of life. Now, this 
painful result is often attributed to the 
Education Society; as though by its 
past exertions there had come to exist 
in the country an excessive supply of 
educated ministers. But this result, 
not implying, in fact, any such exces- 
sive supply, grows out of an evil in the 
community for which the Society is in 
no manner responsible. And a very 
little reflection is sufficient to produce 
the conviction, that the more this evil 
of the premature dismissal of ministers 
prevails, the greater demand there will 
be upon every instrumentality by 
which ministers are to be raised up. 
The sacrifice and waste of ministerial 
talent and usefulness thereby occasion- 
ed, is by no means inconsiderable, 
which it will be necessary to have 
compensated by increased exertions to 
bring young men into the field. 


Permanent Claims of the Cause.—In 
connection with the views now taken 
of the operations of the past year, and 
of the principles which the Directors 
intend as far as possible to carry out in 
the discharge of their trust, it is their 
wish to invite the attention of the 
friends of religion to some of the per- 
manent claims which this cause has 
upon their affections and support. The 
crisis 18 favorable for looking at this 
aspect of the subject. The indications 
of public sentiment in regard to this 
branch of benevolent effort are such as 
to show that the minds of intelligent 
Christians in our country, in spite of 
every liability, for a time, from contin- 
gent and accidental causes, to an abate- 
ment of their first love, do still recog- 
nize the paramount influence of the 
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great motives urged in favor of the ob- 
ject. The force of these motives has 
not been diminished, but on the con- 
trary manifestly increased, by the or- 
deal of a fair and faithful discussion. 
In truth, the cause is one, being so 
eminently comprehensive in its rela- 
tions, and in the working out of its 
effects, being rather recondite than 
superficial, which has little to lose, 
and much to gain, at all times, from 
thorough investigation. 


The Report goes on to consider several 
points on which the claims of this cause 
rest, viz. The necessity of special efforts to 
supply the demand for educated ministers ; 
the pecuniary necessities of the student 
who is without means of his own; and the 
superior advantages of the system adopted 
by the American Education Society in 
furnishing the requisite assistance. Our 
limits do not admit of further extracts from 
the Report.

Central American Education Society. 


Tur Twenty-seventh Anniversary of 
this Society was held in the First Pres- 
byterian Church in Philadelphia, May 
15, 1845. Ambrose White, Esq., Pres- 
ident of the Philadelphia Education 
Society presided. A statement of the 
operations of the Society during the 
year was made by the Secretary, Rev. 
Eliakim Phelps, D. D. The meeting 
was then addressed by Rev. Joel 
Parker, D. D., of Philadelphia, Rev. 
Julian M. Sturtevant, President of Illi- 
nois College, and Rev. Dr. Beecher, of 
Lane Seminary, Ohio. 

The following notices of Auxiliary 
Societies co-operating with the Central 
American Education Society, are from 
the Report of the Directors. 


PHILADELPHIA Pe SOCIE- 
This Auxiliary, in which the inte- 


rests of the Education cause have been 
sustained through all the late embar- 
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rassments better, perhaps, than in any 
other portion of the country, has had 
only one-half of the labors of the Sec- 
retary during the year. It extends 
over a tract of country more than three 
hundred miles square. The churches 
are widely distant from each other, and 
to visit them requires a great amount 
of agency and travel. The collections, 
however, even with the limited amount 
of agency employed, amount to $5,690 
32, which is nearly $1,000 more than 
the receipts of the previous year. 


WESTERN AMERICAN EDUCATION 
SOCIETY, (Cincinnati.) 


This Society, which, in more pros- 
perous times, collected some $6,000 a 
year, found it necessary, in the com- 
mercial reverses of the country, a few 
years since, to suspend its action alto- 
gether. It has, however, made a par- 
tial effort to resuscitate its operations 
during the past year, in connection 
with the Philadelphia Education So- 
ciety, with favorable prospects. They 
have collected about $400, which has 
been appropriated to students of Lane 
Seminary. 


WESTERN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


This Auxiliary, which has been in 
operation longer than any other now 
in our connection, was, for more than a 
year, without any collecting agent. 
Aun arrangement, however, was made 
about one year and a half ago, by 
which the Rev. Daniel Clark, who has 
labored so long, and so successfully, as 
Secretary of the Utica Agency, should 
extend his labors over the whole of 
Central and Western New York. The 
cause has undoubtedly suffered to no 
inconsiderable extent by the tempora- 
ry suspension of its operations: but by 
the efficient labors of Mr. Clark it has 
been in a measure revived ; and, al- 
though he has devoted to it but one 
half of his time, he has collected the 
sum of $1,78061. The field of his 
operations is entirely too large. It is 
abundantly sufficient for the whole 
time of two men. An arrangement is 
in progress to procure another man to 
labor with him on that interesting field. 


UTICA AGENCY. 


The receipts of this Agency amount 
to $2,232 41, which is an advance on 
the previous year. Rey. Mr. Clark, 
the laborious and efficient Secretary, 
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has bestowed only one-half of his time 
on that Agency, the other half being 
employed in the service of the West- 
ern Education Society. He has been 
able to procure funds to meet all the 
demands on both fields—to meet all 
the expenses of both Societies, and pay 
all the appropriations of both.

Quarterly Meeting. 


Tue Quarterly Meeting of the Board 
of Directors was held at the Rooms of 
the Society, July 9,1845. The usual 
business was transacted. Appropria- 
tions of fifteen dollars each were or- 
dered to be paid to the young men 
who send their applications to the Pa- 
rent Society. The Quarterly Report of 
the Central Am. Ed. Society, at New 
York, was before the Board, showing 
that they have made the usual appro- 
priations to the young men in their 
connection. Four new applications for 
assistance, from young men at differ- 
ent institutions in New England, were 
received and accepted. 

A communication was received from 
the Secretary of the Indiana Branch, 
which has for some years past been 
inoperative, informing the Board that 
the said Branch had recently been re- 
vived and re-organized, and request- 
ing that it might now be recognized in 
its renovated form, as a Branch of the 
American Education Society. Where- 
upon the following vote was passed, 
Viz :— 

Voted, 'That this Board do recognize 
the Indiana Branch, recently re-organ- 
ized, as being in regular connection 
with the American Education Society ; 
agreeably to the Rules of the Society 


defining the relations of the Parent 
Society and its Branches. 


One young man, pursuing his studies 
in Wabash College, at Crawfordsville, 
was received under the patronage of 
the Society in concurrence with the 
Indiana Branch. 


QUARTERLY MEETING. 
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Resolutions of the Western Convention. 


Tur Convention of Presbyterian and 
Congregational Ministers which met 
at Detroit, June 19, 1845, having un- 
der consideration the subject of educa- 
tion for the ministry, as demanded to 
meet the moral exigencies of the popu- 
lation in the great Western Valley, 
thus expressed their sense of the im- 
portance to that country of the labors 
of the Education Society. 


Resolved, That this Convention com- 
mend to special consideration the ob- 
jects and claims of the American Edu- 
cation Society, to whose efficient la- 
bors the West is already indebted for 
so large a portion of its most laborious 
and valuable ministers. It is believed 
that, for many years to come, the min- 
istry must be, to a great extent, supplied 
from those who have not the means of 
obtaining a thorough education without 
pecuniary assistance ; and that, conse- 
quently, if the church is to be supplied 
with a competent educated ministry, a 
greatly increased effort in this depart- 
ment of benevolence must be made. 

They would, therefore, earnestly 
commend this cause anew to the pray- 
ers and patronage of the church of God, 
as being fundamental—absolutely es- 
sential to the ultimate success of every 
other department of benevolent enter- 
prise. 

Resolved, That it be especially com- 
mended to pastors, and others interest- 
ed in the cause, to look out among the 
young men of their respective churches 
such as may be adjudged suitable to 
be put in training for the sacred min- 
istry ; and that they adopt some sys- 
tem by which pecuniary assistance 
shall be supplied, where such assist- 
ance shall be necessary.

Correspondence. 


Tue following is an extract from 
the communication received from the 
Secretary of the Indiana Branch of 
the American Education Society, 
which is referred to in our notice of 
the proceedings of the Quarterly meet- 
ing. ‘The indispensable need of the 
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instrumentality employed by the Edu- 
cation Society is felt by none more 
than by intelligent Christians at the 
West. Nothing but the heavy burdens 
coming upon them at the present time 
for the relief and permanent establish- 
ment of their own Colleges and Theo- 
logical Seminaries, prevents them from 
acting in obedience to an earnest de- 
sire to extend a liberal support to this 
Society. This form of benevolent 
effort is destined to become one of 
great importance at the West; and 
there is at present a most imperious 
eall for its aid. If the Parent Society 
had such pecuniary means as would 
authorize the Directors to encourage a 
more enlarged expectation at the West 
of receiving assistance from its funds, 
it would find abundant opportunity of 
doing good in that great field. There 
is reason to believe too, from the tenor 
of the following extracts as well as 
from many other expressions of opinion 
which have come to our knowledge, 
that the views of our brethren there, 
respecting the high standard of excel- 
lence to be maintained by those who 
may be selected, and by these sacred 
means encouraged and helped in their 
preparation for the Christian Ministry» 
are in full concurrence with those en- 
tertained by the Directors. 

The letter of which the following is 
a part, bears date, 


Wabash College, June 24, 1845. 

Rev. S. H. Riddel, Secretary of the American Ed. Society. 
Dear Brorser—I have the plea- 
sure of opening a correspondence with 
you in behalf of the Indiana Educa- 
tion Society. Owing to the feebleness 
of our churches and their attention 
and energies being called to sustain 
Wabash College for several years past, 
the Society has of necessity, been in a 
quiescent state. Since the revived en- 
ergies of the Parent Society and the 
changes made in the mode of granting

aid, have opened the way and en- 
couraged the hope that it would be 
practicable for it to render assistance 
to young men in Indiana, through the 
medium ofthis Society, its friends have 
revived and put it in operation. It is 
not with the expectation that our 
churches will be able for two or three 
years to render much aid, inasmuch 
as they together with other friends of. 
education, are making vigorous efforts 
to raise $15,000, to liquidate the debt 
of the College, of which we hope the 
whole sum will be pledged by next 
January, some $9,000 being already 
secured. We havea heart to do, but 
little can be done except by the 
churches occasionally taking scholar- 
ships in the College. In this way 
they have assisted and will continue to 
aid a number of worthy young men 
by paying their tuition. This is in 
the way of a gratuity. Gratuitous aid 
is the only assistance, that the circum- 
stances of this country seem to war- 
rant our young men to seek or receive. 
We rejoice that this feature has been 
incorporated with the loaning plan, 
and that the managers of the American 
Education Society have been led in the 
providence of God to make such modi- 
fications of its principles and mode of 
action, as to restore. harmony of effort 
and secure the cordial support of the 
religious community. We regard the 
combination of the loaning and gratu- 
itous aid, and confining that assistance 
to the collegiate and theological course 
as a very important improvement in 
the policy of the Society. The system 
seems to be as near perfection as hu- 
man imperfection can carry it. 

We have re-organized at the present 
time more for the purpose of acting as 
a channel, through which your benefi- 
cence may flow to worthy young men 
in our State seeking the ministry. We 
are thus free and frank to state to the 
Parent Society, that we cannot do 
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much in raising funds for several 
years; but as a liberal man, one of our 
citizens recently deceased, has left a 
legacy of some $800 or $1,000 to the 
American Education Society, we are 
induced to go into operation even in 
anticipation of our ability to do much 
except to furnish beneficiaries, know- 
ing that it is an established principle of 
«the Parent Society to expend within 
the limits of a Branch the funds given 
within its bounds, if suitable persons 
can be found within said bounds, need- 
ing such aid. We have felt distress- 
ed at our inability and at the apparent 
hopelessness of obtaining aid from the 
American Education Society, for a 
few years past, when we have con- 
templated our necessities on the one 
hand, and on the other, the number of 
young men in our State desirous to 
obtain an education preparatory to 
preaching the gospel, to whom we 
could afford no assistance. Providence 
seems at length to have opened the door, 
at which we now stand and solicit help.

WESTERN EDUCATION SOCIETY. 


Tuis Society sustains a connection 
with the Parent Institution through the 
Central American Education Society 
at New York, and embraces within 
the field of its operations the Western 
section of that State—having a number 
of young men under its patronage in 
the Theological Seminary at Auburn. 
Its annual meeting is regularly held at 
Auburn, in connection with that of the 
Seminary; which occurred this year 
on the 20th of August. The Report 
of the Directors, presented on that oc- 
casion by their Secretary, Rev. Daniel 
Clark, Jr., has been forwarded, and we 
select such portions of it as our narrow 
limits will admit for publication. 


“The last year,” say the Directors, 
“has been one of unusual prosperity 
to the Education cause—not indeed 
so much on the field occupied by this 
society as in some other parts of the 
country; but as the cause is one 
throughout the land, its prosperity any 
where is common matter of gratitude 
with its friends every where. Nor 
are there wanting occasions of thank- 
fulness in view of developments on 
our own field. Old prejudices have 
given way; churches which had not 
contributed to this cause for a long 
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time have this year come to our help; 
and among the churches which have 
habitually acted with this society, the 
collections of this year have generally 
been larger than for a number of years 
past. 

“The number of beneficiaries to 
whom assistance has been rendered 
this year, within our bounds, is four- 
teen ; of whom five have closed their 
preparatory studies, and entered the 
Christian ministry. 

“Tt may be thought that the number 
of our beneficiaries is very small; and 
indeed it is much smaller than we 
could wish. But it should be remem- 
bered that with a smaller number of 
beneficiaries than formerly, we may 
under our present rules, annually grad- 
uate more. Formerly a large propor- 
tion of our young men were in the 
academies, and numbers of them failed 
before their studies were completed ; 
but now they are all in the theological 
seminary. By the changes in the rules 
adopted by the Parent Society, two 
years ago, no beneficiaries are now 
taken up till they have entered on their 
collegiate course; and as the only col- 
lege within our bounds* is not one 
to which our beneficiaries ordinarily 
choose to go, they do not come under 
the supervision of this society till they 
have elsewhere prepared for their theo- 
logical course. A number of very 
promising young men have been sought

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out during the past year, and started in 
a course of education for the ministry, 
who are not far enough advanced to be 
taken under our patronage. 

“But it cannot be denied that the 
number of young men within our 
bounds, both beneficiaries and others 
who are preparing to preach the gospel 
in the Presbyterian and Congregation- 
al churches, is greatly diminished from 
what it wasa few years since. And 
this is true not only within the bounds 
of this society, but throughout the 
country ; and justly excites a painful 
anxiety in the minds of those who are 
acquainted with the fact, and who 
cherish an intelligent regard for the 
welfare of Zion. 

“One reason why there are not 
more young men preparing to preach, 
is found in the fact that the Education 
Society for several years past has been 
so pressed for want of funds that the 
agents have not felt at liberty to give 
that assurance of support to indigent 
young men which they formerly did ; 
and many for this reason have been 
kept back, who might otherwise have 
successfully devoted themselves to the 
sacred profession. We have never yet 
seen the time when there was any 
great difficulty in obtaining suitable 
young men, equal to our means of 
supporting them. On the other hand, 
our funds have usually been insuffi- 
cient to sustain properly the number 
of beneficiaries on our lists. And we 
have reason to believe that if Christians 
would furnish the requisite funds to 
justify it, the number of beneficiaries 
altogether worthy of our patronage, 
might soon be raised to double of what 
it now is. To realize this might in- 
deed require the outpouring of God’s 
Spirit, and the conversion of a greater 
number of young men. But when 
Christians are willing to give their 
money for this cause as they ought, 
they will be likely to pray for it some- 
what as they ought; and we may then 
expect that young men will be con- 
verted, and that the Lord of the har- 
vest will send forth laborers into his 
harvest.” 


The report proceeds to notice some 
reasons why this cause requires more 
effort than some others in order to its 
being sustained with appropriate in- 
terest by the Christian community. 


WESTERN EDUCATION SOCIETY.

The following thoughts on this head 
are just and appropriate. 


“ When the Education Society brings 
in its returns to the church, those 
returns are not usually recognized as 
coming from this source; and the 
society does not get the appropriate 
credit in the public mind. If a mis- 
sionary is blessed with a revival of 
religion under his labors, our interest 
in the cause of. missions is enkindled 
anew; but who thinks of inquiring 
whether, or how much, the cause of 
missions is indebted to the Education 
Society for that man? The labors of 
such men as Mr. Coan at the Sand- 
wich Islands, and Mr. Perkins among 
the Nestorians, and Dr. King of Greece, 


land Dr. Parker of China, have con- 


tributed powerfully to awaken interest 
in the missionary enterprise ; but whose 
zeal in the Education cause is stirred 
by the contemplation of those men ? 
And yet they were sons of the Educa- 
tion Society. And the labors of our 
beneficiaries in the great Valley of the 
west, often raise a tide of feeling in 
behalf of Home missions without ever 
quickening our pulse at all in favor of 
the Education Society, for the plain 
reason that they are not known as 
beneficiaries. Very many of our ablest 
pastors among the older churches, who 
are regarded with great interest by the 
Christian public, although they were 
beneficiaries, never excite an emotion 
in our minds friendly to the Education 
Society because we are unacquainted 
with their relations to it. When our 
young men finish their studies they go 
into the field like other ministers ;— 
they are not published to the world as 
beneficiaries, and are immediately un- 
known as the objects of our benefi- 
cence; and whatever they may accom- 
plish for the church in after life, the 
Education Society is seldom recognized 
in connection with it. 

“In view of these things it is easy 
to see that the Education Society is 
peculiarly liable to be undervalued and 
neglected by those who ought to be its 
friends, and not to receive the credit 
which is due for its achievements. Its 
merits do not lie on the surface of ob- 
servation, like those of most other 
benevolent societies, but it requires 
examination and reflection in order to 
appreciate it aright. For these reasons 
this cause can never go on of itself, 
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but must always require more effort to 
make it duly valued than almost any 
other cause of benevolence ; and can 
less afford to dispense with special 
agencies than any other. 

“ But notwithstanding these difficul- 
ties which are founded in the peculiar 
nature of this cause, and seem insep- 
arable from it, there is much reason for 
encouragement to its friends. It is 
evidently rising, and awakening in- 
creasing interest in the public mind, 
and if those who have discernment and 
reflection sufficient to perceive its true 
value will enlist themselves properly in 
its promotion, the Education cause will 
surely be sustained in Western New 
York, and the society whose anniver- 
sary we now celebrate will annually 
send forth increasing numbers of well 
disciplined ministers of Christ to wage 
war on the empire of sin, and light up 
the dark places of our land, and rescue 
the nation from the grasp of popish 
idolatry, and help on the triumphs of 
the Cross among the distant nations of 
the earth.” 


MAINE BRANCH. 


The Maine Branch of the American 
Education Society held its twenty- 
seventh Anniversary, in connection 
with the meeting of the General Con- 
ference, at Fryeburg, July 25, 1845. 
The following extracts from the Report 
of the Directors, which was presented 
by Rev. Dr. Tappan of Augusta, Sec- 
retary of the Branch, contain sugges- 
tions of general as well as of local 


interest. 


In the commission of a risen Saviour 
—go preach my gospel to every crea- 
ture—two things are to be considered 
—the work to be done, and the men to 
be employed in doing it. Where are 
the men to be obtained? and how are 
they to be prepared for their work ? 

Some of them are to be obtained 
among the pious men in the State of 
Maine; and most of these are to be 
prepared for the ministry in the literary 
and Theological Seminaries of Maine. 

Since the last annual meeting six of 
the young men who were then re- 
ceiving aid, have finished their pre-

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paratory course of study, and seven 
have been received, not then upon the 
list of beneficiaries. Our whole num- 
ber at present is 26—18 in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Bangor, and 8 
members of Bowdoin College. The 
amount of receipts during the year has 
been $633 29; of which $267 55 were 
refunded by former beneficiaries ; $68 
were bank dividends, and $297 74 were 
contributions. There was a balance in 
the treasury at the beginning of the 
year of $509 42. The appropriations 
during the year have amounted to 
$1,239; of which $210 were received 
from the Parent Society. 

A very different story from that 
which we tell, is told us by the Maine 
Missionary Society. To that beloved 
institution, the churches throughout 
the State bring their annual offerings 
with a readiness, like that of the Israel- 
ites in the wilderness, when their own 
hearts stirred them up, and their own 
spirits made them willing, to offer for 
all manner of work, which the Lord 
commanded to be made by the hand of 
Moses. The time has not yet arrived, 
when they need to be restrained from 
giving too much. But they do love 
the Home Missionary Society. Its 
name is among their “ household 
words,” and its wants are like those of 
their own families, for which not to 
provide, would be denying the faith, 
and making themselves worse than an 
infidel. May this state of feeling con- 
tinue and yet more and more abound, 
until there shall be no famine of hear- 
ing the words of the Lord in all our 
borders. 

But what should we think of the 
father of a family, who should provide 
for only a part of his children, or should 
supply only some of their necessary 
wants—furnishing them with food for 
example, but not with clothing—or 
with both food and raiment for the 
body, but not with the means of mental 
cultivation? In such a father, there 
would be a strange deficiency of wise, 
faithful care ; and is there not a similar 
deficiency in the churches of this State 
—if, while they cheerfully aid in sus- 
taining domestic missionaries, when 
ready to go forth into the field, they 
withhold their assistance from the So- 
ciety which provides them? Nearly 
one third of the acting pastors of our 
Congregational churches, were aided 
by this Society in pursuing their pre- 
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paratory studies. More than one third 
of the ministers who have been gradu- 
ated at Bowdoin college, and more 
than one half of those who have studied 
theology at Bangor, since the Maine 
Branch was organized, were assisted 
by its funds. For several years, each 
of these Institutions received from this 
Society, in appropriations to their in- 
digent students, an average annual 
income, equal to the legal interest of 
from fifteen to twenty thousand dollars. 
Some of those students might possibly 
have lived through their college and 
seminary course without our assistance. 
And some of those good ministers, who 
have been aided by the Missionary 
Society, might have become pastors of 
feeble churches, and have kept them- 
selves and their families from absolute 
starvation, without the help of that in- 
stitution. With its aid they have not 
lived luxuriously; nor have the bene- 
ficiaries of our Education Society been 
relieved from the necessity of frugality 
in their expenses, and of personal effort 
and labor for their own support. Were 
all their difficulties and privations 
known, no one would pronounce the 
assistance afforded them a needless 


expenditure. 
More of our pious young men, than 
hitherto, will, we trust, consecrate 


themselves to the service of Christ 
among the heathen. But experience 
thus far has shown, that recruits for 
the foreign service are to be found 
chiefly among those who need pecu- 
niary assistance. It is believed that of 


this description were all whom the} 


American Board has sent forth to 
heathen lands from the State of Maine. 
Not improbably in future those who 
have grappled in early life with the ills 
of poverty, and thus have been trained 
to endure hardness as good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ, will be the more ready to 
encounter at home and abroad a mis- 
sionary’s privations and hardships. But 
there is an extremity of hardness which 
cannot be endured; there is a limit, 
beyond which both mind and body are 
rendered incapable of healthful, ener- 
getic action. Is it wise to subject the 
youthful student to such severity of 
discipline, as will unfit him for the 
work to which you would train him ? 
Is it right that he should derive no 
benefit from that law of Christ, which 
is fulfilled in bearing one another’s 
burdens ? 
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It is the work of the whole Christian 
church to fill this dark world with the 
light of the gospel; and while other 
appropriate means are not to be neg- 
lected, the principal thing to be aimed 
at is a competent supply of able, faith- 
ful ministers. No one will say that a 
competent supply is yet secured. There 
is need of more prayer for children 
and youth—that they may be converted 
to God, and may give themselves up 
to work in his vineyard. There is 
need of endowing more amply those 
institutions which furnish the necessary 
training. There is need of systematic 
arrangements, judiciously planned and 
efficiently executed, for extending pe- 
cuniary aid to indigent students. The 
Education cause like the Bible and 
Tract cause, or like that of foreign and 
domestic Missions, is one of common 
concernment, and makes its appeals to 
all who know the value of the Christian 
ministry, and who acknowledge the 
obligation to provide a preached gospel, 
at the earliest practicable period, for all 
the dwellers upon earth.

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The Anniversary of the New Hamp- 
shire Branch was holden at Portsmouth, 
August 27th, 1845, Rev. President Lord 
in the chair. The following extracts 
are taken from the report, read by the 
Secretary, Rev. John Richards, D. D. 


During the year past there have been 
assisted by the Society, at Dartmouth 
College, eleven young men, viz., four 
in the Senior class, two in the Junior, 
one in the Sophomore, and four in the 
Freshman class. These young men 
sustain a good character for scholar- 
ship, piety, and general deportment. 
Should a comparison be instituted be- 
tween them and any other eleven in 
the college that might be selected by 
lot from among professors of religion, 
they would not suffer in the compari- 
son, in respect either to scholarship, 
piety, or general deportment. They 
hold forth good promise to the church 
of great usefulness in preaching the 
everlasting gospel. What is said here 
of these young men, is true also of 
those who have left the college for the 
last few years; and the Directors be- 
lieve the Christian public may be as- 
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sured that their expectations will not |the West and in the parishes of New 


be disappointed in the result of their 
benevolent enterprise. 

On account of the rule adopted by 
the Society two years ago, viz., to ex- 
tend aid only to those in Colleges and 
Theological Seminaries, only one has 
been assisted at any of the Academies 
in the State, and that one at Gil- 
manton. ‘These comprise all the sta- 
tistics relating to beneficiaries in Vew 
Hampshire. 

Within a year past the Parent So- 
ciety has had but one travelling agent 
within the bounds of New England; 
and he has been confined to the south- 
ern part; viz., Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut and Rhode Island ;—and for two 
years there has been no agent within 
the bounds of New Hampshire. There 
has been, consequently, a diminution 
in the receipt of funds from miscella- 
neous contributions. During the five 
years ending April, 1845, the receipts 
from miscellaneous contributions have 
been $3,517, and from legacies $2,191, 
making a total of $5,708, and an ave- 
rage of $1,141 annually. 

The Directors of this Branch would, 
for themselves and in behalf of the 
Parent Society, express their thanks to 
the churches for the support they have 
hitherto extended to this benevolent 
institution. They would also beg their 
attention to a few reasons why they 
should not withhold, but continue and 
increase their support. 


After noticing the extraordinary ex- 
pansion and increasing wants of our 
own country, and the demands upon us 
for sustaining and prosecuting missions 
to the heathen; the report proceeds: 


The older parts of our country are 
to be kept supplied with an able and 
efficient ministry. True, some extra- 
ordinary circumstances have occurred 
to produce for a short time, some half 
dozen years, a seeming redundancy in 
New England, which has operated to 
the prejudice of our institution in the 
minds of many friends of Christ. But 
these circumstances are passing away, 
and they are not likely to recur. The 
redundancy is already vanishing, and 
we are likely to experience very soon 
a scarcity of ministers in New England. 
For the proof of this we refer to facts 
in the actual demand for ministers at 


England. We believe that an investi- 
gation of facts at this moment would 
show that there is really no redundancy 
at the present time. If there is, it is 
incumbent on those who assert it, to 
substantiate the assertion by an exhi- 
bition of names and places. But if it 
were so, is it not a very short-sighted 
policy to halt in the effort to bring 
forward more ministers because of the 
existence of some extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, ephemeral in their nature? 
Shall a single refluent wave in the 
commercial world which may chance 
to roll back on us a few ministers from 
the West, and prevent a few more 
from going thither,—shall it paralyse 
us in our efforts to carry on an enter- 
prise like ours, which has for its object 
the conversion of the world? ‘This 
would not be wise if the circumstances 
were a hundred times more alarming 


/in respect to redundancy. ‘The elas- 


ticity of our country is such, as has 
been proved, that a very short time 
only is needed to restore things from a 
backward to an onward career. We 
shall want ministers very soon for New 
England and they will not be to be 
found. 

If any should suggest that a society 
to educate indigent young men for the 
ministry is not needed, but that a sup- 
ply can be had from other sources, the 
answer is that such overlook the nature 
of evangelical religion. Among Papists, 
let there be a call for more clergy, and 
thousands are at hand. It is only to be 
baptized and imposed on with hands, 
and they are made. No matter wheth- 
er they are men of good native talents 
or not; whether they are disciplined 
by education or not; whether they 
have what we call piety or not,—none 
of these things enter much into the 
question ;—baptized and ordained, they 
are ministers good and sufficient. Be- 
sides, these are places desired and 
sought for on account of their emolu- 
ments. It is the road to high prefer- 
ment in this world’s honor. But not 
so with us. We do not wish to see 
any man in the ministry who has not 
good natural endowments, who bas not 
some worthy discipline of those natural 
endowments, and above all who has 
not the anointing of the Spirit, that is, 


| piety of heart. 


Then again, the minis- 
try with us is not the road to wealth 
and ease and worldly honor. With us, 
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the man enters the ministry at the 
sacrifice of these. It is eminently true 
of the evangelical minister that he 
must take up his cross and follow 
Christ. 

These things being so, where shall 
we find men enough to do our part in 
executing the great commission of the 
Saviour “to preach the gospel to every 
creature?” We donot ask what we 
sball do to find some, but what we 
shall do to find enough? It is granted 
that some will always be found among 
the wealthy, and some among those 
possessed of a competency, and some 
even among those who are poor, who 
will get an education and enter the 
ministry without assistance ;—some of 
all these classes will make the sacrifice 
and do it. Doubtless a majority who 
preach Christ in our modes will be of 
such as need no assistance, or strug- 
gling hard will get along without. But 
our position is that all these are not 
enough and never will be enough. 
This society designs to help in the 
supply of a want that centuries of 
effort on the part of the church will 
not satisfy. There will always be a 
class among the poor of this world who 
are yet rich in faith, who desire to 
preach the gospel and cannot get the 
means of education. It is this class we 
wish to help. This is the class which 
the Society has aided to the number of 
3,587 since the Society began its ope- 
rations; and which, with as few excep- 
tions as will probably ever exist in the 
best human undertakings, we believe 
has been a precious auxiliary in the 
extension of Christ’s kingdom. It is to 
supply this want that the Society now 
asks the continued and cordial support 
of the churches of New Hampshire. 

The modifications of the Society in 
the modes of its operation present a 
ground of claim. 

This Society, like the other benevo- 
lent associations, is but the agent of the 
churches to carry out their wishes. It 
desires to know what the will of the 
churches is, and then feels bound to act 
accordingly. So when the churches 
seemed to demand investigation, dis- 
cussion and alteration, an opportunity 
was freely granted. The discussion 
and investigation were had, the altera- 
tions were made. Whether the aid 
should be received as a loan or gratuity, 
was placed at the option of the appli- 
cant;—and was referred to those in the 
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first stage of education, viz., at the 
academies; and a system of greater 
responsibility devised in respect to the 
selection and reception of beneficiaries. 
On the ground of this docility and these 
modifications, evincing a desire to 
know the truth and the best mode of 
operation, the Society asks the con- 
tinued support of the churches.—And 
the more, as we believe these modifi- 
cations are highly acceptable to the 
churches, and have already done much 
to restore the confidence it formerly 
enjoyed. 


AUXILIARY EDUCATION SOCIETY OF 
ESSEX NORTH CONFERENCE OF 
CHURCHES. 


This Auxiliary held its annual meet- 
ing at West Amesbury, October 7, 
1845. The Secretary, the Rev. David 
T. Kimball, of Ipswich, read a report 
which has been published. We insert 
one or two brief extracts. 


In offering their annual report, the 
Directors of the Education Society are 
unable to state the precise sum raised 
in behalf of its object the year past. 
They have one interesting fact tq 
relate. ‘The Parent Society in the 
course of the year received the sum of 
$7,558 72, a legacy from Mrs. Eunice 
Haskell, who was the oldest member 
of the oldest church in our connection. 
The sisters of that church with other 
ladies in the parish, for many years 
contributed $75 annually, to sustain a 
temporary scholarship. For several 
years past they have fallen short of that 
sum. But the annual interest of the 
bequest referred to at six per cent, 
being $453 52, is sufficient to sustain 
six scholarships at $75 each. May 
the example of this pious widow, more 
than fourscore and ten years old, be 
followed by many of our brethren and 
sisters in Christ. 

It is interesting to see the American 
Education Society risen from its em- 
barrassment, and restored to its former 
place in the public confidence. 

It is pleasant to see at its head the 
worthy son of one of the most honor- 
able and excellent men that ever filled 
the chair of state, a friend and com- 
panion of our youth, a beloved class- 
mate and room-mate during our colle- 
giate course. May his influence on 
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this cause, like that of his life, be 
cheering and happy. 

Let grateful acknowledgments be 
rendered by all friends of the Educa- 
tion Society, to that divine Providence 
which has kindly watched over its 
interests, and which now presents it 
before us in a state of prosperity. May 
its prosperity and usefulness hence- 
forth be like the rising light. 


From the conclusion of an earnest 
and forcible appeal to parents, to 
young men, to teachers and to minis- 
ters of the gospel, based on the moral 
condition of our country and the 
world, we can only give the following 
paragraph. 


Let the Education Society and all its 
branches arise with renewed strength 
to the work of preparing and qualify- 
ing ministers, not so much for New 
England, nor for distant pagan nations 
as for the valley of the west. There 
a mighty battle is to be fought with 
the man of sin; with the prince of 
darkness, and his combined armies. 
Let none of the friends of the Educa- 
tion Society be backward in enlisting 
in this warfare. Let all who go from 
this quarter take to themselves the 
whole armor of God. Let them have 
on the armor of righteousness. To 
maintain successfully a contest with 
the prince of darkness, they must put 
on the armor of light. Let the Educa- 
tion Society feel that she must clothe 
all her sons with that armor. Let her 
realize that she is to have a mighty 
influence in saving our country, and 
in diffusing Christian light and knowl- 
edge through the world. Let her hear 
the voice of another Carrol than him of 
Carrolton, but of like firmness of spirit, 
saying, “God has committed to you in 
part the keeping and the course of 
that golden chariot which is the great 
dispenser of those reflective rays of 
the Sun of righteousness, which are to 
flood immensity with light and eterni- 
ty with joy.”

Home Missionarics. 

Mucu interest was felt in the effort 

of the American Home Missionary So- 


ciety, about two years ago, by which 
thirty-eight choice young men, just 
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entering the ministry from the Theo- 
logical seminaries, were commissioned 
and sent out at one time into the Ter- 
ritories of lowa and Wisconsin, to find 
and to make places for themselves in 
which to Jabor in preaching the gospel. 
About twenty of these young men had 
been assisted in obtaining their educa- 
tion by the American Education So- 
ciety ; a fact which our readers will 
remember was referred to inthe Quar- 
terly Journal, at the time, as indicating 
one of the ways in which this So- 
ciety is helping to provide a ministry 
for the West. This devoted band 
of laborers have now been about one 
year and a half in the field. We have 
heard with peculiar interest of their 
exertions and success through the 
pages of the Home Missionary. As 
examples of the zeal and spirit which 
animates them in their work, we copy a 
few extracts from their correspondence 
with the secretaries of the American 
Home Missionary Society ; taking this 
liberty, of course, only with the com- 
munications of those in whom, from 
the circumstance above mentioned, we 
have felt a particular interest during 
their course of preparation for the 
ministry. 

The first is from the letter of one 
who is located at an important place in 
Wapello county, Iowa. He says: 

“A year, since my arrival in this 
place, and the first of my labors in the 
ministry, was completed on the tenth of 
November. It has been the most inter- 
esting year of my life. I have preach- 
ed in about thirty different places, 
from one to one hundred and fifty 
miles from each other. Six of these 
were under the charge of some of my 
brethren, one in the Indian country 
and the remainder in the limits assign- 
ed to my care. At some of these 
places I have preached but once, at 
some twice, at others more, and at 
some eight or ten times each, At 
some of them there has been no other 
preaching; at some, the Methodists 
have preached regularly, the Baptists 
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occasionally, and a few have been 
visited by Cumberland Presbyterians, 
United Brethren and yarious others. 
Within these limits two Congregation- 
al churches have been formed, (neither 
of which, I am sorry to say, was in a 
vicinity of less than fifteen miles, and 
one scarcely less than fifty, of a Pres- 


byterian church of any school or order. 


whatever.) I have travelled, accord- 
ing to an average account, about fifty 
miles each week, or about'2,500 during 
the year, chiefly on horseback. I have 
been in journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils in the wilderness, in 
weariness and painfulness, in hunger 
and thirst, and in cold. But in all this 
Tjoy and rejoice, and even glory.” 


Another, having been absent a few 
weeks on a journey to the East, after 
his return, thus writes: 


“ Happy was the hour when I once 
more reached Farmington. My home 
is in the West. May He, by whose 
permission and kind providence I 
came, make me, both in life and in 
death, a blessing to those among whom 
I shall dwell. Here the toils of a mis- 
sionary are many and severe, but not 
unwelcome; yea, greatly to be desired. 

“My companion and myself enjoy 
excellent health and fine spirits. Health 
is also generally prevalent. The Lord 
has sent another missionary to our aid, 
so that my labors can be devoted to 
Farmington and vicinity. This is 
very necessary. There has been a 
large increase of population, and the 
demand for my labors here is great.” 


A third makes the following re- 
flection on the “review of his first 
year in Iowa.” 


“Tn surveying the past year, mingled 
feelings of joy and sadness fill my 
mind. I cannot but rejoice that God 
has counted me worthy, putting me 
into the ministry. J must rejoice in 
every part of its duties, trying as some 
of them are. And especially do I re- 
joice in having been sent to this field, 
so far from my puritan home. No 
feeling of regret—no wish to return 
has ever mingled with my thoughts of 
distant and much-loved scenes. And 
the sum of my feelings, as I recall the 
past, is, ‘hitherto hath God led me, 
and praised be his name. 
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“ Other things in this review make 
me sad, One year of labor and effort 
is gone. As faults and failures cannot 
be mended, I am sad when I think 
how little apparent good has resulted 
from my labors. So much to be done, 
so little religious influence exerted 
upon this community—the church so 
imperfect, and living so little the life of 
godliness. These things make me 
sad. And yet they are not strange. 

“Still, I can note progress here. 
When the weather would admit I have 
had uniformly a full house, and an at- 
tentive audience—often a deeply sol- 
emn one. The church has more than 
doubled its members during the year. 
And the members seem to have made 
some progress in piety, though far less 
than duty required. 

“T often feel—‘O for the Spirit of 
God to come here and revive us again.’ 
—‘ Come, O breath, and breathe upon 
these slain!’ For such a visit we look 
and pray.” 


° f 
The next extract is from the letter of 
a missionary in Dubuque county, in 
the same state: 


“ With this communication closes 
my first year’s service for the A. H. M. 
S. I can hardly realize that twelve 
months have rolled away since I came 
to this field. I look about me for some 
fruits of my year’s toil, but I find I 
have only madea beginning. Though 
I am sensible that many hard days’ 
labor have been performed, and not a 
few sleepless nights spent, yet there 
has ‘apparently been but little accom- 
plished. You have already been in- 
formed that the field which I occupy 
was entirely new, so far as the labor of 
a Congregational or Presbyterian min- 
ister was concerned, when I came 
here. The Methodists had formed a 
small class, and a small Baptist church 
was organized. 

“The principal part of my labor for 
the first six months, consisted in going 
from house to house, forming acquaint- 
ances, and distributing tracts and good 
books. 

“One important object which I kept 
in view in my visits, was to ascertain 
how many professors there were of our 
order, and whether they had a desire 
to unite and form a church. The 
number of this class that I found far 
exceeded my expectations, and they 
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were not only unanimous in opinion, but 
were strongly desirous that a church 
should be formed, which should em- 
brace the doctrines and adopt the usa- 
ges to which they were accustomed. 


Many of them had been praying for | 


some time for it, and rejoiced to hear 
that a gospel minister of their own 
order had come to settle among them. 
The church was formed the last Sab- 
bath in January, 1844, when a little 
band of twelve, celebrated the Lord’s 
supper together, for the first time, and 
entered into solemn covenant with each 
other and with God. This little flock 
is scattered over a region of twelve 
miles, though the largest part of them 
get together at our quarterly com- 
munions. We have not had a com- 
munion since our formation without 
some additions. Three have joined us 
on profession, and one by letter— 
making our present number sixteen. 

“In consequence of the church 
being so much scattered, we have not 
been able to get together for prayer 
and conference meetings as we have 
desired; and it is very difficult for 
them to co-operate. Our only hope in 
building up a permanent church bere, 
is, that the Lord will pour out his 
Spirit to convert some of the impeni- 
tent among us, and also that He will 
cause some good people to emigrate 
from the East and settle bere. For 
those two objects many prayers have 
ascended, and I trust we shall not 
cease to pray till the desired blessing 
comes.” 


We have room for only one more 
extract from these communications, 
which is from the letter of a mission- 
ary dated at Elkhorn, Walworth coun- 
ty, Wisconsin. 


“Tn company with brothers Benson 
-and Snow, I arrived in Milwaukie on 
Oct. 13, having been somewhat hin- 
dered in our passage across the lakes 
by head winds. We were all employ- 
_ ed in preaching in the course of a few 
hours after we landed. The second 
Sabbath I spent in a small settlement, 
twenty miles north of Milwaukie. 
During the following week I came to 
Sugar Creek, and spent the next Sab- 
bath in that neighborhood, having 
received an invitation from the people 
of Sugar Creek and Elkhorn to re- 
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main with them a year. I have con- 
tinued to preach since that time, alter- 
nately in these two places. 

“The people at Sugar Creek are 
farmers, mostly from New England. 
They live scattered over a considerable 
extent of territory, occupying land of 
the very best quality. There isa small 
church of some fifteen members. Two 
have been added to their number of 
late. We worship there, at present, in 
a school-house. The attendance has 
been regular, and the audience gradu- 
ally increasing. On the whole, I am 
well pleased with the people and think 
it a promising field of labor. 

“Hikhorn is the county seat of one 
of the best farming communities in the 
Territory. The village has mostly 
grown up within three years, and is 
now increasing in ipterest and_impor- 
tance. The surrounding community 
are situated on several roads which 
pass through the place in different 
directions. The Con®regational church 
consists of about twenty members, 
most of whom are females, and all, I 
believe, were professors of religion in 
some of the Hastern States. We have 
established a weekly prayer meeting 
for all, and a female prayer meeting 
once in two weeks. There is, I think, 
an increasing interest in religion, on 
the part of the members of the church. 
I believe there has never been a con- 
version in the place, nor have they 
ever had a prayer meeting till within a 
few weeks. The people are intelli- 
gent, though error of every description 
abounds, I have no hope for this vil- 
lage but in the power of God. I am 
entirely satisfied with my place of labor ; 
it is just such as I have been looking for- 
ward to for years.”

The Great Instrumentality. 


Firsr and foremost above all instru- 
mentalities for the conversion of the 
world to God, is the preaching of the 
gospel. This is God’s appointment. 
The preacher goes forth with a warm 
heart, a beaming eye, and a tongue 
eloquent in proclaiming the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ to his fellow- 
men. Eye meets eye, and mind touch-

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great truths of salvation, accompanied 
by the power of the Holy Ghost, burn 
in on the heart and conscience its im- 
perishable impressions. It was this 
instrumentality that worked such won- 
ders in apostolic times, and sent its 
streams of life and salvation through 
all the Roman empire. It was the 
living ministry that under God kindled 
up and kept burning the lights of the 
Reformation. It is this instrumentality 
that has made this land thus far the 
glory of all lands—the land of the free 
and the home of the oppressed. And 
no other instrumentality will avail to 
preserve and perpetuate this rich in- 


heritance unimpaired to unborn gen- 


erations. And never before in the his- 
tory of this country has there been a 
more imperative demand for the vigor- 
ous putting forth of this instrumen- 
tality than now. Especially is this 
true at the present time, in more em- 
phatic terms than language can ex- 
press, in the great valley of the West. 
Every month and every year gives 
birth to causes and influences there, 
which will effect men in all coming 
time. The great West is moving on 
with railway speed to a glorious or a 
terrible destiny. And there is no power 
on earth, save the power of the gospel, 
that can guide, control, and rightly 
mould these masses of mind moving 
on to a happy or cheerless immortality. 
He that hath eyes, let him see what is 
going on at the present hour in the great 
West. He that hath ears to hear the 
calls for help that come reverberating 
over the mountains, let him hear and 
respond with large-hearted liberality. 
He that hath the feet and the tongue 
of a living minister, and a heart glow- 
ing with love to God, and can go, let 
him hasten to the West to proclaim 
the messages of grace to perishing 
The church of Christ in this 
land can have no discharge from their 
high and solemn obligations to God 


men.

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and all posterity, to send the gospel 
and the living ministry to every village 
and every hamlet in this land. We 
cannot so well express the true and 
full aspects of the case as by copying 
the following language from the Home 
Missionary for April. In view of “the 
greatness of the obstacles to be over- 
come in bringing our vast central valley 
under the power of the gospel,” the 
Secretaries say : 


“The work demands the sympa- 
thies of all hearts, and the efforts of 
all hands. There ought not to be, 
there cannot be, any monopoly of the 
toils and privileges and glory of this 
work. The zeal which spreads the 
Bible and religious Tracts and Sab- 
bath schools over that great field, is all 
wanted; and every truly Christian 
heart must hail these agencies with a 
cordial fellowship. But still, we are 
more and more convinced, with every 
passing year, that to give direction, 
concentration and efficiency to all these 
auxiliary methods of doing good, the 
population of the West must be sup- 
plied with the preaching of the gospel. 
All other means, without this, will 
produce but limited and transient 
effects. Nothing else leaves perma- 
nent memorials of its influence, any 
further than it tends to draw after it 
the stated ministrations of the gospel. 
Over the tract, the religious volume, 
nay, over the Bible itself, with all its 
treasures of wisdom, hundreds of thou- 
sands of that people will slumber till 
they die. They cannot, or they will 
not read. ‘They are not generally a 
reading people, but a thinking and a 
talking people. They are accustomed 
to catch the glance of the living eye, 
and to be instructed and animated by 
the living voice. Books do not attract 
their attention; and before the Bible 
will ever be read by that population, 
there must be in all that land, ‘the 
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voice of one crying in the wilderness’ 
to prepare its way.” 


We wish that this great truth could 
be held up in all its importance before 
every Christian mind in the nation. 
Our best people, we fear, are not half 
awake to the indispensableness of a 
living ministry—a holy ministry—a 
ministry now. They are lulled into 
present slumber by that fatal dream, 
that a “future day will do as well.” 
We are therefore grateful for every 
voice, by whomsoever it is lifted up, 
that tends to rouse the churches to 
this subject.—.V. Y. Evang.

To Pious Young Men. 


Tue following letter addressed “to 
pious young men, especially those who 
are, or ought to become ministers,” by 
‘A Missionary,” has been published 
in some of the religious papers. We 
give it insertion in the Journal, hoping 
it may thus fall under the notice of 
many of those to whom it is addressed. 


Brothers in Christ—I address you in 
behalf of the six hundred millions of 
our race, who are ignorant of the gos- 
pel. That others need your aid, and 
need it greatly, makes not their need 
theless. To them it is virtually as if no 
Saviour had been provided for them. 
In this condition they are perishing. 
They are sinking into the grave at the 
rate of fifty or sixty thousand a day ; 
and I suppose that, (excepting those 
who die in infancy) nearly all of them 
go away to wailing and gnashing of 
teeth, that will never end. As I dwell 
upon the awful thought, my heart is 
wrung with anguish. I would save 
them if I could, though it were by self- 
denials, toils and sufferings even: and 
I think I would, if the sufferings must 
be unto death. But my feeble arm is 
insufficient, and I look around for help. 
To whom should I direct my eyes, and 
raise my voice, if not to you? Whence 
can the needed help come, if not from 
you? The first and chief requisite 
being, men to preach the gospel to them, 
from whom else can there be any 
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reasonable expectation of it? From 
none, doubtless. If the help most 
needed by the heathen come not from 
you, it will probably not come at all. 
On you more than on all men else, de- 
pends their salvation. 

This is the reason why I address 
you. For their sake, give heed, I pray 
you, to my words. Consider calmly, 
but not unteelingly, 


THE STATE OF THE CASE. 


1. They must have the gospel or per- 
ish.—It is a question of eternal life and 
joy, or death and wo, for them. They 
are sinners, and without excuse. They 
are guilty of idolatry and other sins, 
the doers of which, according to the 
plainest declarations of the word of 
God, cannot enter heaven; and they 
know not the way of pardon. ‘They 
have never heard that “ whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord, 
shall be saved.” “How, then, shall 
they call on him in whom they have 
not believed, and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have not 
heard?” Evidently it is impossible ; 
and, therefore, it is practically impos- 
sible that the heathen should be saved 
without hearing of the Lord Jesus. 
Till they hear of him, they will re- 
main among those “that know not 
God, and that obey not the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ; who shall be 
punished with everlasting destruction.” 

2. God commands us to give them the 
gospel.He bids us “ Go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” He requires us to do all we 
can for the accomplishment of the 
object of this command—for commu- 
nicating the knowledge of the gospel 
to every human being, and persuading 
all to repent and believe. 

3. His providence bids us do it now 
and earnestly.—The Christian world 
has long slumbered over the subject, 
and is now only beginning to awake 
and feel its claims, But whether God 
has winked at this neglect in ages past, 
as the result of ignorance, or marked it 
as a heinous sin; it is certain that now 
the voice of his providence, in loud 
and moving tones, calls us to arise and 
do the work. 

The heathen world is mostly open to 
the gospel. India with her one hun- 
dred million souls, is pleading loudly 
for it; and thousands of her sons beg 
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that you, the young men of America, 
may come and teach them. China, with 
her three or four hundred millions, 
tell us we may come and bring it ; and 
what is new and wonderful to hear, 
she tells us we may rear temples for 
Jehovah’s worship in her pagan cities; 
the societies to transmit men and 
means are organized and efficient ; the 
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ships to carry them, sail to almost 
every heathen shore; the press, im- 
proved and impelled by a new and 
wondrous power, is ready to aid us; 
and means for the support of mission- 
aries, presses and schools, are abun- 
dant; and a sufficiency of them, for 
the present at least, is in the hands of 
Christians. 

All these things are of God’s pro- 
viding ; and if he speaks in providence 
as well as in the Bible, they urge us, 
yes, command us, to engage in the work 
of evangelizing the heathen with a 
Christ-like zeal. 

4. There is one deficiency—a want of 
devotion to the work.—On its being sup- 
plied, and that speedily, depends the 
eternal weal or wo of heathen millions. 

The gospel ever proves the means of 
salvation to many wherever it is con- 
tinuously preached. This you will 
not dispute, or doubt. If the supply 
of this deficiency depends on you, then 
with you rests the decision of the| 
question, whether those millions shall 
sing in heaven or wail in hell. And 
does it not? It is for you to supply 
the men to carry the gospel to the hea- 
then, undoubtedly ; and on their being 
supplied chiefly depends the supply of 
means for their support. 

It is said by good authority, that if 
there were a good supply of young 
men with hearts set on preaching 
Christ to the heathen, and a determina- | 
tion to find, or make, a way to reach | 
them, there would soon be funds 
enough for their support; but while 
pious young men are unwilling, or but 
just willing, to become missionaries, 
and that only on condition that the 
churches promise to supply them well 
with money, “it will be bard work to 
raise money to expend upon them.” 
Another, and one who knows well by 
experience what the real difficulties in 
the way of raising funds are, says that 
if the American Board had one hun- 


dred young men of the right descrip- 
tion, ready to go to the heathen, he 
could raise one hundred thousand dol- 
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lars, in addition to what the Board now 
receives for their support. 

Such, then, is the true “state of the 
case.” Tbe heathen are famishing for 
the bread of life; God commands us 
to give it to them, and has prepared 
the way and the means for our doing 
it; but men and means devoted to the 
work, are wanting, and a supply of the 
former would probably secure enough 
of the latter. 

Weigh well these facts, my Christian 
brothers; and may God help you to 
learn the lesson which they teach.

Pious Young Men for the Ministry. 


Why do so few of the pious young men 
of our country enter the gospel minis- 
try 2 


Tus question is often asked, and 
with great sincerity, while but very 
few, we apprehend, understand the 
real difficulty. There are many pious 
young men in our churches, possessing 
the requisite qualifications, except a 
good education, who ought immediate- 
ly to turn their attention to the gos- 
pel ministry. Men are dying daily 
all over the wide world, perishing for 
the bread of eternal life—“ the fields 
are white already for the harvest;” 
there is not a kingdom or inhabited 
island on the globe, which is not send- 
ing up its cry, “come over and help 
us;” and shall that class of individu- 
als, which alone can meet the demands 
of this call, sit still and do nothing ? 
The necessity of immediate action is 
greater, on account of the vigorous 
efforts of the enemies of evangelical 
piety. The beast and the false prophet, 
are untirmg in their efforts to estab- 
lish false systems of religion, and if 
the church of God does not take pos- 
session of the disputed territory soon, 
a breastwork will be thrown up around 
it, and the enemy will have entrenched 
themselves so firmly, that it will be 
almost impossible to make successful 
attacks upon them. In this pressing 
demand for help, why is it then, that 
so few engage in the work ? 

If we mistake not, some of the 
strongest reasons are the following; 
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First. The young men in our church- 
es do not receive proper instruction, in 
regard to their duty, in this matter. 
The mind of the young, of a proper 
age to enter upon a course of study, is 
not matured. It does not think for 
itself, as it will do in riper years. 
Many an individual regrets, when too 
late, that he did not prepare himself 
for the gospel ministry. 

Another reason why so few turn 
their attention to the gospel ministry, 
lies in the difficulty of acquiring an 
education. Many of them are poor. 
To these it seems almost impossible to 
obtain an education; yet, notwith- 
standing these obstacles, a few, whose 
souls are burdened for the salvation of 
men, will enter upon the arduous un- 
dertaking. 

But of this class, very few have en- 
ergy and fortitude sufficient to bear up 
under the many trials incident to the 
life of an indigent student. But there 
is another class, whose zeal is not as 
ardent, whose desires for the salvation 
of men are not as great, but who with 
correct training, are proper persons for 
the gospel ministry. These, if left to 
themselves to choose their mode of 
life, will hardly ever select the minis- 
try of reconciliation. On the one 
hand, they take it for granted that it 
is impossible for them to acquire an 
education ; and on the other, the pros- 
pect of wealth allures them to engage 
in its acquisition. It is not strange, 
while human nature remains as it is, 
that the world has so strong hold upon 
the young. 

But notwithstanding all these dif_i- 
culties, there is not the shadow of a 
doubt, that there might be a_ great 
change in this matter, if the Church 
would discharge its duty to our young 
men. The number of students in our 
theological seminaries might be greatly 
and rapidly increased, and the destitute 
portions of our land and of the world 
speedily supplied with an _ efficient 
ministry. And does the church ask 
what it has to do in this work? We 
answer, much every way. The church 
ought to exert itself to persuade young 
men to become ministers, setting forth 
the claims which a perishing world 
has upon them, and how greatly their 
usefulness may be augmented by en- 
tering the ministry. Again, the church 
ought to aid young men with her 
funds. The student needs not great 
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sums of money; a very little enables 
him to pursue his studies with profit 
and pleasure. When a young man 
enters upon a course of study for the 
ministry, the almost universal feeling: 
is, that he is doing it for his own plea- 
sure; whereas, if he is an individual 
of real piety, he has devoted all his 
powers to the service of the church; 
and the church in aiding him, is only 
aiding herself and her dying fellow 
men. 

The student ought not to be kept 
from entering the ministry for the 
want pf funds. Did the church but 
know how much power it possesses to 
advance the cause of Christ by aiding 
young men, we think it would enter 
upon the work with great activity, 
and great success. It would hardly 
seem possible that the church, in these 
latter days, should love her wealth so 
well, as not to spare enough to edu- 
cate all who can be persuaded to de- 
vote themselves to the gospel ministry. 
But notwithstanding the prevailing 
tendency to hoard up wealth, we are 
confident there are many in the church- 
es who would willingly give of their 
substance to promote so great an ob- 
ject, if they would only interest them- 
selves in this cause. Can not such be 
persuaded to examine the subject with 
the same feelings that the apostle had, 
when he said, “ Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” That last command 
of the risen Saviour, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature,” is binding on every 
professed Christian of our land; not 
that all are to engage in actually 
preaching the gospel, but all are to 
contribute in some way to send the 
gospel to all nations. 

Again, the church should aid young 
men with her prayers and sympathies. 
No one can know the experience of a 
student, but the student himself Could 
the church enter the secret labyrinths 
of his soul, could she analyse his feel- 
ings as he takes a prospective view of 
his arduous work, bow would its 
prayers ascend, and its sympathies be 
awakened for him. We venture to 
say, there is no class of individuals 
exposed to so severe trials and tempta- 
tions, as that of students. We submit 
it then to every professed Christian 
whether he has not something to do in 
giving the world an evangelical min- 
istry. gs. R. B. 
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Quarterly Meeting, 


THE Quarterly Meeting of the Di- 
rectors of the American Education 
Society was held at their Rooms, Oc- 
tober 16,1845. Appropriations, of the 
same amount as has usually been 
granted for the last two years, were 
voted to seventy-eight young men in 
colleges, and to sixty-four in theologi- 
cal seminaries, who receive assistance 
directly from the Parent Society, The 
number aided by the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society at New York 
has not yet been fully reported for this 
quarter. 


The Board indulge the hope, that 
they shall soon be enabled to raise 
their quarterly appropriations to the 
full sum prescribed by the rules of the 
society. This must depend, however, 
on the measure of liberality with 
which this object shall be sustained by 
the churches, who are to make their 
contributions during the autumn and 
winter. The handsome increase in 
the receipts last year, which enabled 
the society materially to reduce their 
debt, was occasioned principally by 
an extraordinary amount of legacies. 
It has not augmented their means of 
defraying current expenses, while, at 
the same time, it is in danger of mak- 
ing the impression that the society can 
be in no want of funds, from the ordi- 
nary sources, for that purpose. But 
let it be remembered, that a balance of 
the debt remains to be liquidated, at 
any rate, before the appropriations can 
be raised to the full amount. Even 
then it is doubtful whether this can be 
done without a considerable increase 
in the contributions of the churches. 
For, as everything from this class of 
receipts has hitherto been applied to 
current expenses, and nothing to the 
debt, it is obvious that the contribu- 
tions alone have not been sufficient for 
some time past, nor are they yet suffi- 
cient to enable the Board to grant full 
appropriations,

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CONCERT OF PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 


FEBRUARY 26, 1846. 


PresipENT Epwarps, in his account 
of the great “ Revival of Religion in 
New England,” in his day, makes the 
following observations respecting the 
interest which ought to be felt among 
Christians for the colleges of the 
country. 

“Tt appears to me,” he says, “that 
eare should be taken, some how or 
other, that these societies [colleges] 
should be so regulated that they should 
in fact be nurseries of piety ; otherwise 
they are fundamentally ruined and un- 
done, as to their main and most essen- 
tial end. ‘They ought to be so consti- 
tuted that vice and idleness have no 
living there; which are intolerable in 
societies where the main design is to 
train up youth in Christian knowledge 
and eminent piety, to fit them to be 
pastors of the flock of the blessed 
Jesus. If we pretend to have any col- 
leges at all under any notion of training 
up youth for the ministry, there should 
be some way found out that should 
certainly prevent its being thus. There 
is a great deal of pains taken to teach 
the scholars human learning. There 
ought to be as much and more care 
thoroughly to educate them in religion, 


holiness. If the main design of these 
nurseries is to bring up persons to 
teach Christ, then it is of the greatest 
importance that there should be care 
and pains taken to bring those that 
are educated to the knowledge of 
Christ. 

“Tt has been common in our public 
prayers, to call these societies the 
schools of the prophets. And if they 
are schools to train them up to be 
prophets, certainly there ought to be 
extraordinary care taken to train them 
up to be Christians. And I cannot 
see why it is not on all accounts fit 
and convenient for the governors and 
instructors of colleges, particularly, 
singly and frequently, to converse with 
the students about the state of their 
souls.” 

At the time when these remarks 
were penned, there were only three 
colleges in this country: Harvard Col- 
lege ; the College of William and Mary, 
and Yale College. Harvard College, 
the most ancient of the three, by above 
sixty years, had then just completed 
the first century from its establishment. 
Since that period another century has 
been added to the annals of this vene- 


and lead them to true and eminent|rable seat of learning, bringing its 
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history down to the present time. This| be pastors of the flock of the blessed 


latter period bas witnessed an astonisb- 
ing increase in the number of our 
colleges; as well as in the population, 
and in every other element of growth 
and prosperity to the country. From 
three, the number of colleges existing 
at the end of one hundred years after 
=the first was founded, the colleges in 
the United States, now having charters 
of incorporation, amount in number to 
One hundred and nine ;—which is an 
average increase of more than one for 
every year during the last century. 
The number of students now in the 
colleges of this country cannot be less 
than ten thousand; of which about two 
thousand and one hundred are in the 
thirteen colleges of New England. 

To a great extent it is true, in re- 
spect to all the colleges of our country, 
as it certainly is in respect to those 
earliest established, that they owe their 
existence and prosperity to the influ- 
ence of religion; and especially to the 
exertions and sacrifices of the ministers 
and members of the church of Christ. 
Our fathers, who were men of liberal 
and comprebeusive views, did not in- 
deed limit their design, in the estab- 
lishment of such institutions, by an 
exclusive reference to the interests of 
the churches; but the consideration 
which pressed with the greatest weight 
upon their hearts, in their exertions to 
found and foster these higher institu- 
tions of learning, was their indispensa- 
ble instrumentality in securing a learn- 
ed and evangelical ministry to the 
churches and people of this land in all 
coming time. President Edwards says, 
in the extract above quoted, that the 
Christians of his day were accustomed 
in their “public prayers” to speak of 
the colleges as “the schools of the pro- 
phets,” inasmuch as it was always un- 
derstood that it was their “ main design 
to train up youth in Christian knowl- 
edge and eminent piety, to fit them to 


Jesus.” 

A great proportion of the ministers 
who came to New England with the 
first emigrants, had been educated at 
the English universities. One writer 
states, that, “at the time of the found- 
ing of Harvard College, there were 
probably forty or fifty sons of the 
University of Cambridge in Old Eng- 
land—one for every two hundred or 
two hundred and fifty inhabitants— 
dwelling in the few villages of Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut. The sons 
of Oxford,” he adds, “ were not few.” 
With respect to their views in founding 
Harvard College, Cotton Mather says, 
“The primitive Christians were not 
more prudently careful to settle schools 
for the education of persons to succeed 
the more immediately inspired ministry 
of the apostles, and such as had been 
ordained by the apostles, than the 
Christians in the most early times of 
New England were to found a Cot- 
LEGE, wherein a succession of learned 
and able ministers might be educated. 
And, indeed, they foresaw,” he adds, 
“that without such a provision for a 
sufficient ministry, the churches of New 
England must have soon come to 
nothing; the other hemisphere of the 
world would never have sent us over 
men enough to have answered our 
necessities ; but, witbout a nursery for 
such men among ourselves, darkness 
must have soon covered the land, and 
gross darkness, the people.” Increase 
Mather calls this college the glory not 
of Cambridge only, but of New Eng- 
land. “The ends for which our 
fathers did chiefly erect a college in 
New England,” says he, “ were that so 
scholars might be educated for the 
service of Christ and his churches in 
the work of the ministry ; and that they 
might be seasoned in their tender years 
with such principles as brought their 
blessed progenitors into this wilder- 
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ness.” “There is no one thing,” he 
continues, “of greater concernment to 
these churches, in present and after 
times, than the prosperity of that so- 
ciety, [college]. They cannot subsist 
without a college. ‘There are at this 
day not above two or three churches 
but what are supplied from thence.” * 
Of a complete list of the ministers of 
New England, inserted in Mather’s 
Magnalia, comprising one hundred and 
sixteen names, ONE HUNDRED AND SEVEN 
were graduated at Harvard College. 
The same religious design appears 
predominant in the establishment of 
the college of William and Mary, 
which was the second collegiate insti- 
tution founded in the American Colo- 
nies. “In the year 1662, the Assembly 
of Virginia passed an act to make pro- 
vision for acollege. After premising 
the want of able and faithful ministers, 
and the improbability of a constant 
supply from the parent country, the 
act declares, that for the advancement 
of learning, education of youth, supply 
of the ministry, and promotion of piety, 


there be land taken up and purchased | 


for a college and free school,” &c. 
The preamble already referred to, has 
the following language: “ The want of 
able and faithful ministers in this 
country, deprives us of those great 
blessings and mercies, that always 
attend upon the service of God.” 

The college of William and Mary 
was founded, and is still sustained, 
although in a state of comparative 
weakness and depression, by the Epis- 
copalians. 

The other college existing when 
President Edwards wrote the passage 
quoted in the beginning of this state- 
ment, to wit, Yale College, is the only 
one which continues at this day under 
the control of that denomination of 
evangelical Christians to which the

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New England Fathers belonged. The 
steps taken for the establishment of 
that institution are sufficiently indica- 
tive of the special religious design 
which actuated its founders. The 
historian tells us that “on account of 
an increasing demand for educated and 
pious ministers, a number of individu- 
als, in 1688, conceived the design of 
making another attempt to found a 
college.” Reference is here had to 
some efforts of an earlier date on the 
part of the colony of New Haven, 
which bad proved abortive. 

These individuals, who were im- 
pelled by the wants of the churches to 
move effectively, were, all of them, 
Congregational ministers of Connecti- 
cut. A delegation from their number 
convened at New Haven first, in the 
year 1700, and “formed themselves 
into a society consisting of eleven 
ministers, and determined to found a 
college.” They bad another meeting 
the same year at Branford, a few miles 
from New Haven, and there, in the 
following manner, performed the act 
of establishing the college which has 
since grown to be the most popular 
institution in the country :—“ Each 
minister gave a number of books; and, 
laying them on a table, pronounced 
words to this effect: ‘I give these books 
for the founding a college im this 
colony”” About forty volumes were 
given. 

Their petition presented to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State for a char- 
ter, and drawn up by Judge Sewall, of 
Boston, who was not less distinguished 
for his piety than for his ability and 
learning asa judge, set forth that the 
measure originated from a desire “to 
uphold the Protestant religion, by means 
of a succession of learned and orthodox 
men,” &c. It was doubtless with a 
recognition of this design, and with 
intent to further its accomplishment, 
as well as from deference to the special 
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exertions of the clergy, by whom the 
enterprise had been brought thus far, 
that the legislature, m the charter 
which they granted, ordained that the 
corporation of the college should consist 
wholly of ministers. 

Yale College has continued to the 
present day to enjoy frequent, special 
manifestations of divine influence; and 
is among the small number which 
during the past year has been, in some 
measure, blessed with the presence of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Up to the time of President Edwards, 
it has been ascertained from the trien- 
nial catalogues of Harvard and Yale, 
that about one half of all who had 
graduated at those colleges, had be- 
Thus 
richly did God answer the supplica- 
tions of his people, in those early days, 
in making these institutions according 
to their intention and desire, “ schools 
of the prophels.” 

The statements now made, in refe- 
rence to these three ancient colleges, 
are applicable substantially to the other 
colleges of New England; and like- 
wise to many, if not nearly all the col- 
leges of our land. Their existence js 
the result mainly ef Christian solicitude 
and exertions for the welfare of the 
churches of Christ; and they are, in 
their present increase and maturity, 
among those towers of Zion’s strength 
and beauty, in the midst of us, which 
a Christian should never forget in his 
prayers. 

The last Thursday of February is at 
hand, which the churches have been 
accustomed, for many years past, to 
Improve as a season of united prayer 
for the outpouring of the Spirit of God 
upon the colleges and literary institu- 
tions of our land. We trust that. this 
interesting and important observance, 
so frequently owned of God in former 
years, will be regarded with increasing 
attention from year to year. Although

the present is a time of prevailing 
darkness and dearth in respect to 
special divine influences, and no cheer- 
ing intelligence of a work of renewing 
grace has reached us for a long time 
from any of our colleges, yet surely 
the Lord’s hand is not shortened that 
it cannot save, nor is his ear heavy, 
that it cannot bear. Our iniquities 
have hid his face from us; and there- 
fore the duty is pressing upon us with 
a special urgency to take words into 
our lips and return unto the Lord, and, 
with confession of our unworthiness, 
to plead his ancient covenant with his 
people. Verily God will be inquired 
of to do this thing for us.

Collegiate Education at the South. 


Tue following article on the subject 
of Colleges and Collegiate Education 
in North Carolina, is taken from the 
“ Report of a Committee of the Pres- 
bytery of Fayetteville, on the condition 
and prospects of Davidson College.” 
Aside from the information which it 
gives respecting the University and 
other collegiate institutions in that 
State, the portion which we have 
given below contains a variety of facts 
and suggestions which are capable of 
a more general application. Indeed 
many of the facts which are made the 
subject of remark, for the purpose of 
illustration or comparison, are drawn 
from the condition and influence of 
colleges at the North; and even in 
other portions, where the remarks of 
the Committee are confined to the case 
before them, the intelligent reader will 
often trace an undesigned but instruct- 
ive parallel with facts which are not 


without practical interest in New Eng- 
land. 


_ The framers of our State Constitu- 
tion, (say the Commiittee,) under an 
impression of the importance of pro- 
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viding means for educating the young, 
thought it not enough to leave the 
business to the contingency of future 
legislation ; but made it a constituent 
part of the fundamental law of the 
State, that an University should be 
established and fostered. Their views, 
however, seem not to have reached 
beyond the establishment of a single 
institution. Their calculations were 
based on the then existing state of 
things. The State had not, previous 
to that time, enjoyed the privilege of a 
durable college ; and there had been 
no opportunity of obtaining a liberal 
education, except at a great expense, 
such as few of the people could afford. 
Consequently, few had obtained a lib- 
eral education ; and because few had 
been thus educated, the number to be 
educated, it was supposed, would be 
comparatively small; and, of course, 
it was thought, that one institution 
would be sufficient for the whole State. 
No adequate calculation seems to have 
been made for the great increase of 
population, that, in process of time, 
would spread itself over the wide ex- 
tended territory, then a wilderness, but 
now become a fruitful field. The con- 
dition of the State, since the introduc- 
tion of the article upon the University 
into the Constitution, has been mate- 
rially changed. There is the same 
land; but the wilderness teems with 
an extensive population, which has 
reached into remote parts, that then 
were scarcely known. 

The State of North Carolina covers 
an extent of territory, of not Jéss than 
forty-eight thousand square miles. In 
its extreme length, it is not less than 
four hundred and thirty miles; and in 
breadth, a hundred and eighty. It 
embraces a population of more than 
seven hundred and thirty-five thousand 
inhabitants ; of which number, at least 
five hundred thousand are white; in- 
terested in, and requiring suitable 
schools for education. For this popu- 
lation, we had, till recently, but one 
college. The average number of per- 
sons graduated at this institution, an- 
nually, will not, it is believed, reach 
forty ; but we will suppose that to be 
the true number. Some young men, 
we admit, have gone from this State 
to other institutions, for education ; but 
the number has probably never ex- 
ceeded that of those who have come 
from other States, to be educated in 
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this. Since the establishment of Wake 
Forest, and Davidson colleges, the 
number of the graduated, within the 
State, has somewhat increased. Still, 
it is believed, the average annual num- 
ber, does not exceed fifty. Taking 
this as the true average, we have one 
graduate to ten thousand inhabitants; 
—a proportion, small indeed, consider- 
ing the amount of population; and a 
proportion that shows, in no equivocal 
light, the estimate put upon classical 
education among us. In the State of 
Connecticut, the number of young men 
graduated at her colleges for a few 
years past, has been as one to twenty- 
four hundred of the number of inhabi- 
tants. In the same ratio, we should 
have, annually, about two hundred. 
Taking the New England States to- 
gether, the ratio of young men gradu- 
ated at the different colleges, is to the 
whole population, as one to five thou- 
sand. ‘The number of persons in the 
process of education, at the different | 
colleges in Massachusetts, is as one to 
fourteen hundred of the population ; 
in Connecticut, one to six hundred ; in 
North Carolina, one to four thousand. 
Adopting the ratio of the last mention- 
ed State, we should have, in the pro- 
cess of college education, not less than 
eight hundred and thirty; or taking 
the ratio of the other mentioned State, 
we should have at least three hundred 
and fifty. 

In Connecticut, more are probably 
in the course of education, than the 
State itself furnishes; in Massachusetts, 
Jess. What number of those, graduated 
at our university, and other colleges, 
are educated in reference to the gospel 
ministry, ig not easy to determine; 
probably, however, three annually 
would be a high estimate; while at 
some of the colleges in New England, 
one third of the class have this object 
in view; and, in all, the proportion is 
large. 

If, then, public education is to be as 
well proportioned to the population, as 
in those parts of the country that have 
been mentioned, it seems to be almost 
a matter of necessity, that there should 
be more than one or two colleges with- 
in our borders. Massachusetts, with 
the same numerical population as this 
State contains, has three colleges; 
Connecticut, with a population of three 
hundred thousand, has three also; Ver- 
mout has two; while we, with a near- 
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ly three-fold population, have, till re- 
cently, bad but one. 

What the effect on the community 
would be, were as large a number to 
go forth, annually, from our colleges, 
as in those Northern States mentioned, 
experience only could determine. Cer- 
tain it is, however, that the influence 
of such a body of young men, could 
not be otherwise than great. But, a 
single institution, especially if situated 
as our University is, at a remote dis- 
tance from the extreme parts of the 
State, could not, without vast expense, 
become adequate to the education of 
such a number. 

The probable effect of an increased 
number of colleges upon the literature 
and educational concerns of the State, 
is not to be overlooked, in making up 
an opinion, on this subject. 

Experience has shown, that, wher- 
ever the means of education have been 
enlarged, there has been a proportion- 
ate increase of educated men. As 
literary institutions, in their various 
grades, have been multiplied, so have 
the numbers of those that resort to 
them, been increased. In every State 
of the Union, as primary schools have 
been established and extended, an in- 
creasing attention has been given to 
elementary education. The multipli- 
cation of primary schools, has pre- 
pared the way for, and occasioned an 
increase in the number of intermediate 


schools. These, in their turn, have 
called for an additional number of 
colleges. Every stage, in the improve- 


ment of primary schools, has called 
for a corresponding improvement in 
the higher institutions; so that, there 
has been an advance, in both their 
number and character. 

The correctness of this remark must 
be obvious to every one, who has 
watched the progress of things, in our 
country. In North Carolina, as less 
has been done for the primary schools, 
so there has been less occasion for the 
establishment of the higher institu- 
tions. The ‘efforts now making for 
the establishment and improvement of 
primary schools, will, however, if suc- 
cessful, soon prepare the way for the 
enlargement of the number of higher 
institutions. An impulse will proceed 
from these elementary schools, in every 
department of education. Already, a 
redeeming spirit has been aroused; 
and, when a better acquaintance with 
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the workings of the system shall have 
carried it forward to greater perfection, 
an influence will, of course, reach to 
the higher branches of learning. 

The sure and certain consequence 
of the general diffusion of elementary 
knowledge, is, a demand for higher 
attainments. Intermediate schools will, 
therefore increase in number, and im- 
prove in character; and the demand 
for an increased provision, in colleges, 
will follow. Greater numbers will be 
educated, because there will be a call 
for the services of more, in teaching, 
and in the learned professions; while 
many, who expect to retire into private 
life after having passed through col- 
lege, will aspire after an education, in 
order to fit them to hold a better rank, 
and enable them to gain a greater in- 
fluence, in an improved state of society. 

On the supposition, then, that our 
system of primary schools is to pros- 
per, it 18 easy to perceive, that there 
must be, in some way, an extended 
provision for higher institutions. There 
must be an onward movement, in all 
the machinery of education. If one 
part be clogged, the motion of every 
other part will be obstructed ; and if 
one part be made to move with accel- 
erated velocity, a corresponding im- 
pulse must be given to the other. 

But, further, while, from the primary 
schools, there is an upward influence 
upon the higher institutions; there 
will beacorresponding influence down- 
wards, from the higher to the lower. 
The greater the number of those who 
have gained an extended education, 
and the more complete this education 
is, so much the more extensive and 
salutary will be the influence sent 
down upon the lower institutions of 
learning. The number of competent 
teachers, will thus be increased; and 
the half-educated will be compelled to 
give place to those, who are better pre- 
pared, and can perform their work in 
a better manner. They too, who after 
having completed their college course, 
retire into private life, will scatter 
about them, a wider and more savoury 
influence, that will extend itself, not 
only to the schools, but to the improve- 
ment of the public taste, and the gen- 
eral benefit of society. Thus, there 
will be an action and a re-action, from 
the one class of institutions to the 
other. The lower will become a stim- 
ulus to the higher; and the higher 
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will send back an influence, and givea 
finish to the lower. 

Inasmuch then, as an increase of 
educated men is desirable,so we ought 
to wish, that the means of education 
should be extended. Confined to one 
college, the number of the educated, in 
proportion to the population, will be 
comparatively small. Distance of place, 
difficulty of access, and the greatness 
of expense, will deter some. An ob- 
ject at a distance, unless of uncommon 
brillianey, is lost sight of, in the dis- 
tance ; while even an object of inferior 
excellence, engages our attention, be- 
cause of its nearness. 

Further: Experience has fully shown, 
that a great number of students, scat- 
tered in different institutions, are likely 
to do better, to. become more thorough 
scholars, and ultimately more useful 
men, than when congregated, for edu- 
cation in one. Should the time come, 
when the proportion of young men in 
the process of education in North 
Carolina, shall equal that of some of 
the more favored States of New Eng- 
land, it will be far from being desirable, 
that all should be congregated in one 
place. 

We regard, therefore, the establish- 
ment of new colleges, in this State, as 
~by no means to be deprecated. We 
believe the effect on the literature o! 
the State, and on all the minor educa- 
tional operations, will be salutary ; and 
that the good of the community will 
be materially promoted. Indeed, we 
believe that such a measure is inti- 
mately connected with our prosperity, 
and with our reputation, as well as 
with the success of the exertions that 
have been commenced, in relation to 
elementary education. 

Nor need we fear, that the establish- 
ment of other institutions will be 
detrimental to the University. We 
fully believe that, instead of becoming 
an injury, they would rather become 
an occasion of good. ‘The experience 
of other sections of the country re- 
moves every ground of fear, and com- 
pletely refutes all objections on this 
point. When Amherst college was 
established, it was predicted that Wil- 
*liams college would be injured, if not 
ruined. Time has shown that both 
ean live; and that both can flourish. 
The establishment of Amherst, of 
Washington at Hartford, and ‘of the 
Wesleyan college at Middletown, it 
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was thought, would materially injure 
Yale: Yet, Yale has never been so 
prosperous, as since these institutions 
were established. Our University, in 
like manner, we apprehend, instead of 
being mjured, would be benefitted, by 
the establishment of one or more col- 
leges, within the State. Whatever will 
advance the literary character of the 
State, will add to the importance and 
influence of the University. Its friends 
will become more watchful, and more 
active ; and will do more for its good. 
Its own literary character will be 
advanced by the stimulus of other 
institutions. If the standard of schol- 
arship and the discipline of the other 
be high, an unwillingness to be out- 
done, will give an impulse to this. 
Suppose that, instead of the fifty young 
men who now go, annually, from all 
our colleges, there were four times that 
number going out, to scatter a whole- 
some influence through society, who 
cannot see, that immense results would 
follow? Even allowing, that many of 
these went abroad for employment ; 
yet, the portion that remained, above 
the present number, would materially 
change the face of society. We are 
well aware, that some may be disposed 
to ask, where such a number as is con- 
templated can find employment? We 
are looking forward to a time, when 
the condition of things in our State, 
will be materially changed. We sup- 
pose that, in the various departments 
of society, there will be an increasing 
demand for educated men; and that 
the demand and the supply will be 
commensurate. The influence, up- 
ward and downward, will be mutual. 
Were the change to be effected at 
once,—were the full quota, according 
to the ratio mentioned, to be sent out 
immediately into the State, the supply 


might be found greater than the de- 
mand. But we are supposing a gradu- 


al improvement in our condition ; and 
that, as the demand for educated men 
inereases, a train of means, adequate 
to the supply, will be put in operation. 
Colleges are not brought to perfection 
ina day, ora year. They commonly 
spring from small beginnings; and 
grow up with the growth and demands 
of society. They are first to be plant- 
ed; and we apprehend that, already, 
such a state of things exists among us 
as calls for the commencement of the 
work. 
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There are other arguments which 
serve to confirm the opinion we have 
given. The University has now as 
many students as its buildings can well 
accommodate. The number of stu- 
dents, too, is about as large as it is ex- 
pedient to congregate at one place for 
education, especially when surrounded 
by a population that receives an influ- 
ence from, rather than gives an in- 
fluence to the institution. 

But there are still other arguments 
that deserve attention. A single foun- 
tain may send forth a valuable stream ; 
but gentle rivulets, flowing from many 
fountains, are more effectual, to refresh 
and fertilize a country. 

The University is an institution that 
deserves the patronage of the public. 
But it is a single fountain, amid a 
wide-spread extent of territory. Other 
institutions, though they may not equal 
this in extent of means, or in the 
measure of influence, may yet, like 
smaller fountains, do much to spread a 
refreshing influence through the com- 
munity. Places too remote from the 
University to feel its influence, would 
be so affected, that, instead of one cen- 
tral point, to which all must look, 


there would be other points of local: 


attraction. While we speak of col- 
leges that may be inferior to the’ Uni- 
versity, we would by no means be 
understood to be the advocates of a 
superficial education ; nor, for the sake 
of making education cheaper, would 
we recommend that it should be less 


thorough. Education can never be 
too thorough, or extensive. Admit, 


then, that for a time, newly established 
institutions may stand in a rank below 
the University, shall we say, that noth- 
ing ought to be done, because perfec- 
tion cannot, at once, be attained? If 
it be desirable to increase the number 
of educated men, it is certainly desira- 
ble, that such adequate institutions 
should be established as will secure 
easy access, and be likely to attract 
numbers to their privileges. Even in- 
ferior advantages are, sometimes, to be 
tolerated, if pecuniary considerations 
forbid that better can be had. In such 
a country as ours, men of different 
grades of intellectual culture are need- 
ed, to fill the different stations in soci- 
ety. Every educated man is not ex- 
pected to be a Newton; nor do the 
wants of society require, that every 
man, to be useful, should be of such 
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igantic stature. Men of humble at- 
tainments may be as useful, and do as 
much to diffuse a savoury influence 
through society, as they who can 
measure the comet’s flight, or open the 
storehouse of nature, and disclose her 
hidden treasures. But further: Col- 
leges do not make men. However 
well endowed, however abundant in 
their means, and however well quali- 
fied the teachers may be, it does not 
follow, that all the students will attain 
to great eminence in scholarship ; or, 
that they will all rise, to a superiority 
over those who enjoy inferior privil- 
eges. Nay, it often happens, in oppo- 
sition to this, that where the advan- 
tages have been best, the amount of 
study bas been less; because the stu- 
dent, relying upon the superiority of 
his privileges, neglects to apply him- 
self;—so that a student, in what is 
considered an inferior institution, has 
often out-dene another, whose advan- 
tages have been far superior; for the 
plain reason, that, knowing his privil- 
eges to be inferior, he makes up the 
deficiency, by industry and self-appli- 
cation. It is self-application that makes 
the scholar; and, wherever correct 
habits of application are best formed, 
wherever the mind is best trained to 
think, act, and depend on itself, there 
In new 
institutions, that are struggling to form 
a character, a strictness of discipline, 
and a rigor of principle, such as are 
not found in older institutions, are 
often seen. Often, too, it happens, 
that while older and more noted insti- 
tutions are filled by the sons of the 
wealthy, who deem close application a 
burden, other, and younger, and per- 
haps inferior institutions, are filled 
chiefly with those, who, having no 
other resource, from which to draw a 
future support, than their education, by 
industriously improving their time, 
acquire a control over themselves, 
accumulate a stock of knowledge, and, 
on going out into society, rise to the 
first places of public esteem. Within 
the compass of the last half century, 
the means and helps to an education 
have been greatly increased ; but, it is 
much to be questioned, whether a 
greater proportion of those, who have 
gone out from our colleges, within 
that period, have laid a foundation for 
greater usefulness, than in the pre- 
ceding period. ‘They have, it is true, 
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acquired a knowledge of many things 
before unknown; but that they have 
been distinguished for a greater depth 
of thought, or have become prepared 
for greater usefulness in society, may 
be questioned. Grant, then, that for 
years, a newly established college may 
not equal the University, it may yet fit 
men to act well their part in life. It 
may raise up useful men; thinking 
men; men trained to habits of self- 
application; and men that will go 
forth into the world, to become the 
instruments of much good. We re- 
gard, therefore, the establishment of 
colleges, in addition to the University, 
among the most important means of 
promoting the public welfare. 

There is another reason that may be 
offered, for the establishment of anoth- 
er college. It relates to the training 
of men for the gospel ministry. How 
are the churches to be supplied with 
educated men, as religious teachers ? 
The number of clergymen, who have 
been educated at the University, forms 
but a small portion, even of the few 
educated ministers now living in the 
State. What number may, in former 
years, have annually gone forth from 
her walls, to enter the sacred office, we 
have no means of knowing; but, the 
average number during the last ten 
years, it is believed, will not exceed 
three. If this be a fair ratio, the 
question may well be asked, How are 
the churches to be supplied? Will it 
be said, “ Send your young men to the 
University, and let them be educated 
for the purpose?” It is not our 
province to find fault with the Univer- 
sity; nor have we a desire so to do. 
For the purposes for which it was 
intended, it is a valuable institution ; 
but, to make provision for the educa- 
tion of young men for the ministry, 
formed no particular part of the ar- 
rangements of its projectors. Their 
object was general. Young men were 
to be liberally educated, in literature 
and science, without any particular 
reference to occupation. The influ- 
ences that, at present cluster around 
the institution, partake little of a min- 
isterial character. The board of trus- 
tees has been confined, from the first, 
almost exclusively to civilians. It 
includes, at present, but one clergyman. 
A large portion of the students, have 
either retired into private life, or en- 
tered the medical or legal profession. 
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The tone of feeling that now pervades 
the institution, is connected with these 
professions. A large portion, through 
the facilities presented for that pur- 
pose, are at this time looking forward 
to the profession of law. Their thoughts, 
their anticipations, their calculations, 
turn upon this; and their course of 
studies, in the closing year, in particu- 
lar, favors these views. 

All this is well; yet, these influen- 
ces are unfavorable to an education for 
the gospel ministry. The tone of 
piety, under such circumstances, is not 
likely to be very elevated. The asso- 
ciations that gather around the student, 
are not such as are calculated to keep 
alive the flame of devotion. Where 
little is said of religion, and where the 
popular topics of discussion are diverse 
from this, it is not easy to keep the 
mind in that frame, which is necessary 
to him, who is looking forward to the 
sacred ministry. A young man who 
has that profession in view, needs all 
the helps which can be gathered 
around him, to prepare his mind for 
the work. He needs the stimulus of 
associates who have the same object 
in view. ‘The associations that cluster 
around him, should, as much as possi- 
ble, be such as to beget increased 
seriousness of thought, greater devo- 
tion, and a growing attachment to 
everything appertaining to his contem- 
plated profession. This is not likely 
to be found, where the ministry is 
excluded from a proportionate share 
in the management of the institution. 
Civilians, however upright and worthy 
in their place, cannot be supposed to 
enter deeply into those things which 
concern the ministry. Nor will the 
ministry be likely to take a deep inter- 
est in an institution, where men of 
their profession are generally excluded 
from a share in its management. We 
say not this, to find fault with the 
course pursued. The State has an 
undoubted right, to appoint whom it 
it pleases, to the office of trust. But, 
the exclusion of the clergy, can hardly 
fail to prevent them from taking an 
active part in favor of the University. 
And, where the clergy do not feel an 
interest, it is hardly to be expected, 
that young men having the ministry in 
view, will resort for education. Let it 
not then be thought strange, when we 
say, that the University, under its pre- 
sent arrangement, and under a contin- 
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uance of present circumstances, is not 
likely to become a place, where many 
young men, having the ministry in 
view, will resort for education. An 
institution, where education for this 
purpose shall be made a more direct 
object of attention, is, therefore, to be 
desired. 

But further: We receive it as a 
settled truth, that no literary institution 
can long continue to flourish, where a 
direct religious influence does not pre- 
vail, The more decided and extensive 
this religious influence is, the better is 
the prospect that the institution will be 
durable and useful. Where the offi- 
cers partake much of the spirit of 
religion; where they perform their 
duties under a deep and ever-prevail- 
ing sense of responsibility to God ;— 
there, religious instruction will be 
most faithfully given; there, the stu- 
dents are most likely to be affected 
with truth; and there, the greatest 
amount of perceptible good, in educa- 
tion, is usually found. 

An institution may be established 
for scientific and literary purposes 
alone. In such a case, religion, in 
every shape and form, may be exclu- 
ded. But, that it will long continue to 
flourish, is a position, by no means 
certain. In an institution established 
by a State, and which is the common 
property of all, no exclusive privileges 
can be given. To countenance any 
religious instruction, is to give a prefer- 
ence to what is peculiar. Religious 
instruction, then, if admitted at all, 
must be admitted by courtesy, or at 
the expense, and in violation of char- 
tered rights. Admitted by courtesy, 
the influence, the instruction is design- 
ed to give, must in a great measure be 
neutralized, through fear that some 
may take offence’ on account of a 
supposed invasion of their rights, It 
must be dealt out in such general terms, 
and spread out into such a broad 
extent, as to appear of little importance 
whether received or not. It is only 
when truth is directed to some partic- 
ular point, that its influence on the 
mind is felt. Religion, and religious 
instruction, admitted into a literary 
institution by courtesy, must always be 
tame; and, in a great measure, inope- 
rative in its effects. It will be endured 
only while it is regulated by the same 
courtesy by which it was admitted. 
While it leaves the conscience undis- 
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turbed and while general faults only 
are reproyed, and that in general 
terms, it will be allowed to remain 
without declared opposition ; but when 
religion sets up a distinctive claim to 
attention ; when it demands a separa- 
tion from the fashionable customs of 
the world, and administers unequivo- 
eal reproof for particular faults, then it 
becomes an unwelcome intruder ; and, 
if its rights are not made an inherent 
part of the institution, it will be ejected. 
In a State institution, the influence 
of religion must be comparatively 
small; for the obvious reason, that, to 
become prominent, it must assume a 
sectarian aspect. Motives and argu- 
ments, drawn from other sources, must 
be substituted, to produce an influence 
on the youthful mind. Appeals must 
be made to worldly principles, to stim- 
ulate to diligence, and secure obedi- 
ence to wholesome regulations. Instead 
of arguments drawn from the retribu- 
tions of a future world, the rules of 
decorum, present and future reputa- 
tion, and the good opinion of men, 
form the sources from which alone 
arguments can be drawn, to influence 
the conduct, and assist in moulding 
the character for its future condition. 
State influence,—the disapprobation on 
the one hand, and the applause on the 
other, of public men;—and the hope 
of future renown, must furnish the 
motives to stimulate, rather than a sol- 
emn responsibility to God, as account- 
able beings. 
_ In an institution thus fettered, relig- 
ious instruction can never assume that 
bold and dignified aspect, so essential 
to its true character. Motives and 
arguments, drawn from the maxims 
and principles of the world, even in 
their best form, must and always will 
be feeble, compared with those drawn 
from the high principles, sanctioned by 
the Eternal Being. No code of moral 
duties will be effectual to restrain from 
vice, which is not given forth, from 
the high court of Heaven; and is not 
enforced by the rewards and _ penalties 
of another world. Such a code re- 
quires all the sanctions of religion; 
and can never be well understood, or 
well appreciated, except where relig- 
ious instruction is untrammelled ; and 
stands forth in all the dignity and 
majesty of its divine original. It is 
not enough that it be admitted by 
courtesy; or that its existence be. 
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merely tolerated. It must assume a 
bolder aspect; and instead of being 
dictated to, it must be allowed to dic- 
tate freely, both what shall be done 
aud what shall be avoided. Such a 
license can hardly be expected in an 
institution which claims a like indul- 
gence for the infidel and the Christian ; 
and equal liberty for him who believes 
that every sect is equally good, and 
him who believes that his own only 
can be right. 

Having thus given our opinion of 
the importance of a direct religious 
influence, in a literary institution, both 
as relates to the education of young 
men for the ministry, and to the gen- 
eral success of the students; and hav- 
ing also expressed our opinion of the 
benefit to be derived to the community 
from the establishment of other colle- 
ges in addition to the University, we 
now proceed more directly to inquire, 
Whether Davidson college be such an 
institution as may answer the purpose 
required ; and whether it be such as 
ought to be encouraged ? 

It may not be improper to remark, 
that the object of the founders of this 
institution was not merely to build up 
a Presbyterian college; but to provide 
an institution where religious instruc- 
tion should not be left to the contin- 
gency of chance, or be dependent on 
courtesy for permission to be given; 
but should form a constituent part of a 
system of education ; so that its influ- 
ence should be brought to bear directly 
upon the mind, during the whole 
course of study. They felt, as all 
good men should feel, that religious 
instruction should not be thrown into 
the back ground, or occupy a second 
place, in the scale of importance. 
They felt as the fathers and founders 
of our best institutions felt, that a pro- 
vision made for education, without the 
accompaniment of religious instruc- 
tion, would be but to expose the young 
to scepticism and infidelity. They 
regarded the prevalence of a religious 
influence in a literary institution, as 
necessary, not only for giving a great- 
er efficiency to discipline, but also for 
laying the foundation for a greater 
elevation of character, and for pre- 
paring young men to exert a more 
salutary influence, when they go out 
to take a part in the concerns of 
society. These impressions were deep- 
ly in-wrought in the minds of the 
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founders of this institution, and exert- 
ed a powerful influence over all their 
operations. ‘That other reasons were 
mingled with these, is true. One ob- 
ject with them, was to build an institu- 
tion, where young men, whose means 
were limited, might obtain a good 
education. A college, situated amid a 
dense population, consisting mostly of 
men engaged in agricultural pursuits, 
and in moderate circumstances, they 
supposed, would so attract attention by 
its proximity, as to draw numbers 
within its reach, who otherwise would 
remain without a public education. 
Another and prominent object with 
them, was to provide a place where 
young men, looking forward to the 
gospel ministry, might obtain an edu- 
cation under an influence, and in con- 
nection with circumstances, adapted 
to their contemplated profession. Few 
among the sons of the wealthy look to 
the ministry for employment; while 
such as are willing to devote them- 
selves to this calling, are rarely able to 
meet the out-lays required in our more 
expensive institutions. To provide a 
place for the education of such, was, 
therefore, in their judgment, an im- 
portant object, as connected with the 
perpetuity of the Christian ministry. 
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The Ministry we want. 


To provide a ministry adequate in 
numbers and competent in qualifica- 
tions for the work to which the church 
is called, is, I do not hesitate to say, 
that duty which is first in order and 
highest in importance. On this is de- 
pendent the success of all our mission- 
ary enterprises. Let this be done, and 
other things will follow in their course. 
Raise up an able ministry, that shalt 
make itself felt on the understandings 
and in the hearts of men, and you have 
secured the end. Without this, all 
else that may be done will be useless, 
and the whole enterprise must fail. 
This is the first link in that glorious 
chain of agencies by which the church 
is to draw and bind the world to the 
throne of God and his Christ. 

That, to raise up and train such a 
ministry, it is a matter of indispensa- 
ble necessity that the church should 
have some specific agency, some plan, 
some system of means, well-devised, 
adequate, and thoroughly and efficient- 
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ly prosecuted, seems to me to be too 
obvious to bear an argument. How it 
has happened that of all the depart- 
ments of the church’s work, this, 
which is of all, that which is first in 
importance and in delicacy and difii- 
culty, and that which, from the nature 
of the case, will least of all bear such 
treatment, has, to so great an extent as 
has been the case, been left unpro- 
vided for, to mere hap-hazard, or to be 
supplied by the volunteer recruits who 
may, without much intelligent consid- 
eration whether they are called either 
of God or men, and almost with such 
training as they list, or with no train- 
ing at all, spontaneously offer them- 
selves to the ministry; or how it can 
rationally be expected that the neces- 
sities of the church in this regard are 
to be so supplied, it is not easy to 
explain. Surely, when we think of 
the pressing need which there is of 
a vast increase in the numbers of the 
ministry in order to the accomplish- 
ment of the work which is to be done, 
it cannot but seem strange that, with 
even that measure of zeal and wisdom 
which has existed in the church, and 
which has evinced itself in other forms, 
attention has not been more drawn to 
some more efficient measures to pro- 
vide for supplying. this want. Nor 
does this appear less so when we look 
to the question of adequate qualifica- 
tions in those who are to be brought 
into the ministry. Due attention to, 
and provision for, securing this are 
immensely more important than are 
measures for the increase of mere num- 
bers. It is not less true in the spiritual 
warfare to which Immanuel calls his 
church, than in the warfare of earthly 
powers, that, for effective service, a 
comparatively small corps of strong 
and well-trained men is better than a 
multitude, that, having no strength but 
that of numbers, should equal in num- 
bers the hosts of Xerxes, Brought 
into conflict, one would chase a thou- 
sand, and two would put ten thousand 
to flight. I think I do not err in sup- 
posing that it is an already widely ex- 
isting and a growing sentiment among 
the people, whose lot it is to hear them 
that preach, that provision for securing 
superior qualifications in those who are 
to be preachers is more important than 
are any measures for an augmentation 
of mere numbers. This I believe to 
be eminently the true view of the sub- 
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ject, in reference to the ministry for the 
West. 

The allegation sometimes made, that 
we have ministers enough, can proceed 
from Christian lips only through want 
of information. Of able and faithful 
men, men of talent and learning and 
mental discipline, men eloquent, not 
according to the model of a_ nice 
and finical rhetoric, but whose elo- 
quence is in their mightiness in the 
Scriptures and their fullness of the 
Holy Ghost, who shall go every where 
through all the villages and the whole 
region of the land, preaching the gos- 
pel of the kingdom of God—of such 
ministers we have not enough. No 
one can have looked with his own eyes 
upon our thousands of infant congre- 
gations, and our tens of thousands of 
destitute neighborhoods, that cry to the 
church and to heaven for the word of 
life, without feeling his heart pressed 
with a sense of the urgent need which 
there is of a great increase in the num- 
bers of those, at whose voice the multi- 
tudes, now scattered abroad as sheep 
having noshepherd, shall shout for joy, 
and the solitary desert shall sing. Still 
the result of whatever observation I 
have been able to make, and whatever 
reflection I could bring to the subject, 
is the clear and undoubting conviction, 
that, in providing for the ministry which 
shall accomplish the work which is to 
be done in the West, it is pre-eminently 
true, that there ought to be a regard 
more to a high order of ministerial quali- 
fication, than to the increase of numbers.

QUARTERLY MEETING. 
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Quarterly Meeting. 


Tue Quarterly Meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the American Educa- 
tion Society was held at their Rooms, 
15 Cornhill, January 14, 1846. Ap- 
propriations were granted, of fifteen 
dollars each, to one hundred and sixty- 
five young men. Of these, eighty are 
in theological seminaries, and eighty- 
five are in colleges. The new applica- 
tions were twenty-five. 

The Directors of the Central Ameri- 
can Education Society at New York, 
reported that they had granted appro- 
priations to seventy-four young men, 
of whom forty-nine are theological 
students, and twenty-five are in col- 
leges. Nine new applications were 
received by that Board; making the 
number of new applicants this quarter 
thirty-five; and the whole number to 
whom appropriations have been grant- 
ed, two hundred and thirty-nine. 

During the last three months, as will 
be scen from the acknowledgments in 
this number of the Journal, the receipts | 
have amounted to $11,206 11, having 
been swelled to this large amount by 
the legacy of $6,000 from the late Hon. 
Daniel Waldo, which his executors 
have thus promptly paid into the 
Treasury. The Board have now the 
satisfaction of stating that the debt of 
the Society is entirely liquidated. It 
will be their next endeavor, as soon 4s 
the liberality of the Christian public 
shall enable them to do so, tg raise the 
quarterly appropriations to the full

Society. Of the time when they will 
be able to do this, however, we cannot 
now speak with assurance. It is true 
that all the resources of the Society 
will henceforth be available for its 
current expenditures. Nothing will 
have to be subtracted*for the payment 
of interest on money hired; and no- 
thing appropriated from legacies and 
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monies refunded by former beneficia- 
ries, if any there may be, for the pay- 
ment of an old debt. But then it is to 
be observed that these two sources of 
income, which the board have relied 
upon exclusively for the gradual liqui- 
dation of the debt, (never applying any 
thing to that object from the ordinary 
contributions of the churches,) and 
which, by the providence of God, have 
been far beyond the usual aggregate 
for the last two years, cannot be calcu- 
lated upon in any thing like the same 
amount for the time to come. The 
dependence of the Society for its regu- 
lar means of disbursement must, of 
course, be chiefly upon the annual 
contributions of the friends of the 
cause. These, at present, are not 
yielding enough to enable the Board 
to pay full appropriations to the stu- 
dents. May we not hope that an es- 
sential impulse will be given to the 
spirit of Christian liberality in aid of | 
this cause, from a knowledge of the 
fact that to every dollar which is now 
contributed will be added every other 
which may come into the Treasury, to 
sustain and carry onward with ade- 
quate efficiency the great work in 
which the Society is engaged. As only 
one collecting agent is employed in 
New England, much reliance is placed 
upon pastors to see that the object is 
presented annually to their congrega- 
tions. The number who co-operate 
with the General Agent in this way is 
increasing. Their assistance is grate- 
fully acknowledged, and all are earnest- 
ly requested to lend their aid.

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REV. WILLIAM JAY. 


Tue following historical notice of 
the Rey. William Jay, of Bath, Eng- 
land, is taken from an article in the 
Methodist Quarterly Review. The 
first paragraph of the extract will suffi- 
ciently suggest the grounds of its se- 
lection for the columns of the Journal. 
The institution at which he obtained 
his preparation for the great work of 
his life, is one of the earliest of those 
established by the Dissenters of Eng- 
land for the gratuitous education of 
young men for the ministry. 


William Jay, the well known and 
universally esteemed and _ beloved 
preacher of the Independent Church 
at Bath, England, is one of those 
striking proofs of the elevating power 
of the gospel, and of the commanding 
influence of genuine oratory, which 
are exhibited by divine Providence, to 
convince us that there is a mental, and 
moral, and spiritual nobility, superior 
to the distinctions originating in mere- 
ly earthly acquisitions. Brought up in 
a retired hamlet, without any family 
influence to aid a change of life from 
that obscurity which appeared to en- 
velop him beyond escape, with no lit- 
erary advantages which could encour- 
age a single hope of extensive useful- 
ness or elevation, and passing his days 
in the rustic employments common to 


the menial residents of the Wiltshire | 


Downs, in the vicinity of Salisbury 


Plain, the youth attained nearly six- 
teen years of age, when the Head of 
the Church appointed that friend of 
George Whitefield, Cornelius Winter, 
to take charge of the boy, and to train 
him up for the service of the sanctu- 
ary. Ifever, in modern times, those 
ancient dignitaries, Eli and Samuel, 
were imbodied before human view, it 
was in the example of Cornelius Win- 
ter, and, as he used familiarly to call 
him, his “ Dear Billy.” 

The intercourse between them was 
so unique, that it seemed to partake of 
the hallowed atmosphere, where, amid 
the scenes of devotion, the rapt atten- 
tion and excited countenance of the 
lad first arrested the regard of the fer- 
vid preacher. Directed by Him who 
makes all things work stogether for 
good to them who love God, Mr. Win- 
ter inquired of Mrs. Turner, a Chris- 
tian woman of great worth, the name 
and character of the stripling by whom 
his feelings had been so much attract- 
ed. From her report, the tutor con- 
cluded that William Jay possessed 
attributes which ought not to be 
buried in a busbandman’s toil, or a 
shepherd’s watchfulness—and that he 
developed “ gifts” which should not be 
circumscribed within the limited meet- 
ing for social prayer and lay exhorta- 
tion. Therefore, Mr. Winter called 
the youth away from his humble 
sphere to the theological school, where 
a few young men had been collected, 
that under Mr. Winter’s instruction 
and supervision they might be formed 
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for useftilness in the church of Christ. 
The “happiness and harmony” of the 
course of life, in domestic society, 
which prevailed among them, Mr. 
Winter, at a late period of his mortal 
sojourn, delineated in the poet’s beau- 
tiful and melodious strains :— 


“The day glides swiftly o’er their head, 
Made up of innocence and love, 
And soft and silent as the shade, 
Their nightly minutes gently move.” 


To those earliest years of his career, 
Mr. Jay, in a recent annotation upon 
the life of his beloved patron and pater- 
nal friend and tutor, adverts in a man- 
ner so impressive and replete with 
instruction, after the lapse of nearly 
sixty years, that the memorial! is too 
precious and characteristic to be omit- 
ted. 

Retracing his biographical represen- 
tation of Cornelius Winter, Mr. Jay 
expressed his wish that he could con- 
vey his deeply felt “conviction of the 
unspeakable advantage and importance 
of an amiable and eminent example, 
especially, when, from relation or cir- 
cumstance, it will often be called to 
mind. If, in a long life, he has been 
preserved from falls and indiscretions, 
and if he has been enabled to pursue, 
as a Christian and as a minister, a 
course in any degree useful, he owes it 
more, under God, to his keeping the 
image of this individual, Cornelius 
Winter, before his mind, than to any 
other instrumental cause. In_ his per- 
plexities he thought how Winter would 
advise him—in his dangers, how he 
would caution bim—in his trials, how 
he would chger him—how in his diffi- 
culties he would encourage him—how 
in every backwardness he would stim- 
ulate—and in any laudable effort, how 
he would approve. Thus, though 
dead, be has still been speaking ; and 
the author’s prayer is, that, by this 
memorial,* he may continue to speak, 
and not in vain!” 

Tt is worthy of remembrance, that 
the above undesigned but edifying 
eulogy was written nearly thirty-five 
years after the death of Mr. Winter ; 
and more than half a century after 
their domestic fellowship had ceased. 
This fact alone would give a peculiar 
charm to the religious writings of a

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man so taught, so directed, and so 
blessed. 

We return to William Jay at Marl- 
borough. One of Mr. Winter’s pro- 
found convictions was this—that it was 
essential to cultivate that grand quali- 
fication for the ministry of the gospel, 
which is included in the apostolic 
pharse “apt to teach.” Mr. Winter’s 
own acquaintance with the middling 
class of society, and especially his long 
and intimate familiarity with George 
Whitefield and his peerless labors, had 
satisfied him that “PREACHING THE 
worb” was the indispensable quality 
of an efficient minister of the gospel, 
and that with Christian experience, and 
aclear view of evangelical doctrines, 
and a devout, trustful reliance upon 
the Spirit of truth, an assembly of “ the 
common people” might be edified, even 
by very juvenile speakers. 

Around Marlborough, at the eastern 
end of Salisbury Plain, were many 
small villages and hamlets, amid which 
the “ Gospel trumpet’s joyful sound” 
had never probably reverberated since 
August 24, 1662, the day which marked 
the expulsion of the two thousand 
Nonconformist ministers from the pul- 
pits of the parish church edifices. Mr. 
Winter himself constantly peregrinated 
among those desolate places, the large 
majority of the inhabitants of which 
were unable to read or write, living as 
“sheep without a shepherd,” until he 
could obtain a house for stated public 
worship, and a little congregation to 
hear the word of life. When he was 
strengthened by the young Christians 
who resided with him, as soon as he 
deemed it advisable, he sent those 
juniors to occupy his post in rotation ; 
thus facilitating their expositions of 
revealed truth, and enlarging the circle 
of their missionary labors. In this 
work, William Jay was early ealled to 
partake. Before he was sixteen years 
of age, and with the appearance only 
of a ruddy rustic lad, Mr. Winter, as it 
has since been demonstrated, justly ap- 
preciating his mental capacity and his 
oratorical ability, appointed his adopt- 
ed son to go round among the villagers, 
and to pray for their spiritual welfare, 
and to tell them of “the wonders of 
the cross on which the Saviour bled 
and died!” It is still in traditionary 
record, if not in the actual remem- 
brance of some aged living survivors 
of that period, how utterly astonished 
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were the villagers, assembled at their 
usual place, when Mr. Winter first put 
forward the “ boy preacher,” as he was 
denominated, to pray and announce 
the “ good tidings of great joy.” The 
tutor was not disappointed in his judg- 
ment and anticipation—and the youth 
was animated and encouraged, until 
all the country reund was filled with 
astonishment at the eloquent “lad,” 
while they listened with rapture to his 
musical voice and more enchanting 
evangelism. 

The testimony of his sterling en- 
dowments was too powerful and wide- 
spread to be extinguished, until at 
length the increasing usefulness and 
popularity of the boy-like orater at- 
tracted the regard of that peculiarly 
distinguished servant of Christ Jesus, 
Rowxanp Hix; who, with his usual 
promptitude and decision, resolved to 
transfer the wonder of Wiltshire rustics 
to Surry Chapel—there to impress the 
citizens of London with novel speci- 
meus of evangelical harmony and 
power, stamped with youthful raciness 
and the experience of mature wisdor. 
That was the trying or sifting time of 
William Jay’s character and principles. 
Not more than two or three years pre- 
vious, he had been a village rustic, 
“alike unknowing and unknown.” 
Under the tuition and influential exam- 
ple of Cornelius Winter, and encircled 
by the villagers around Marlborough, 
he had preserved all the native sim- 
plicity and freshness of his original 
course, only strengthened and _ beauti- 
fied—but what might be the conse- 
quence of trusting a country boy to the 
imposing array of Surry Chapel, with 
its auditory of four thousand persons ; 
and to the temptations of that applause 
which would attend him? Neverthe- 
less, Winter knew that he jeoparded 
not the future usefulness of his protege 
by the exposure. The mellifluous in- 
tonations of voice which had charmed 
the uncultivated yeomanry of Wilt- 
shire, absolutely enraptured the polish- 
ed assemblies of the metropolis; and 
the aptness of Jay’s illustrative imag- 
ery, the clearness of his Scriptural 
theology, and all that harmony of evan- 
gelical doctrine, amplified experience, 
and strict practical requirement, which 
is included in the epithet, “ pure relig- 
ion and undefiled,” all of which ever 
have been the distinctive features of 
his pulpit oratory, delighted the Chris- 


tians of all r 
land Hill beyorré 

greater contrast can scarcely be con- 
ceived than that which existed between 
the occasional electric flashes and 
strokes of the preacher at Surry Chap- 
el, and the steady light and warmth of 
the Marlborough student—and it pow- 
erfully developes the versatility of man- 
kind, that ordinarily, the Christians 
who were agitated by Rowland Hill’s 
vigorous assaults and impassioned elo- 
quence, were equally edified with the 
less suddenly exciting impression, but 
the lasting effect of the deep toned fer- 
vor and sincerity, and artless elo- 
quence, with which the junior theolo- 
gian from “ Winter’s college” enforced 
“the glorious gospel of the ever bless- 
ed God.” What a difference for a 
youth at nineteen years of age! He 
had exchanged the fellowship of Chris- 
tian devotion in a hovel on the Wilt- 
shire Downs for the spacious edifices 
and crowded assemblies of the British 
metropolis. Instead of walking in 
coarse shoes amid the natural paths 
made on the Salisbury Plain, he was 
driven about in chariots. For the 
coarse fare and humble abodes around 
Tisbury, and the White Horse, and the 
Saxon Mounds, he was encircled with 
the palaces and the splendor of the 
Thorntons, the Webbers, the Hills, and 
Wilberforce. More than all, the youth- 
ful preacher bad to withstand the 
witchery of a myriad of young women 
of all ranks and charms, who would 
have been delighted to be called by the 
name of the popular favorite. 

The term, to which his visit to Lon- 
don was limited, having. expired, and 
the fiery ordeal being ended, the young 
evangelist returned to the residence of 
his preceptor. With ineffable delight 
and gratitude to the Preserver of men, 
Winter instantly perceived, that not a 
London spoiled clerical coxcomb had 
condescended, for form’s sake, to pay 
his exterior respect to the patron to 
whom he was indebted, but that be 
received his own “dear Billy,” with all 
his simplicity, and tenderness, and hu- 
mility, unabated. Since then, fifty-five 
years ago, William Jay has been com- 
mingled with nearly “all that earth 
calls good and great;” and nothing 


‘can so powerfully attest his intellectual 


grandeur and his moral dignity, as the 
fact that in all the elements of his 
original character as they were devel- 
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oped to the perspicacious discernment 
of Cornelius Winter, sixty years ago, 


the renowned author of the “ Morning | 


and Evening Exercises,” and of the 
“ Christian Contemplated,” is the iden- 
tical William Jay who was called from 
the rustic cottage to Winter’s dornicil. 

After his first visit to London, he 
continued to preach wherever divine 
Providence directed, until, by the death 
of Mr.Tuppin, the Isdependent Church, 
who met for public worship in Argyle 
street, Bath, required a minister. The 
cause of Christ among them had be- 
come very low; and it was of great 
importance, in selecting a pastor, to 
have a preacher who could collect an 
auditory, and also counteract the bane- 
ful preponderance of the church and 
state irreligion among them. With 
the exception of London and Bristol at 
that period, the “bishop’s see,” as the 
residence of the state prelate is named,, 
was notorious for enmity to all devo- 
tion and “practical piety,” except that 
which was eneircled by the cathedral 
and its ecclesiastical dependencies. 
The prelate, the dean, the archdeacons, 
the prebendaries, the canons, the chan- 
cellor, and the chapter, with their im- 
mense revenue, patronage and power, 
exercised almost unbounded sway ; 
and, with few exceptions, displayed 
their persecuting spirit against all who 
had Christianity enough to acknowl- 
edge the Lord Jesus Christ as Head of 
the Church, instead of the earthly civil 
potentate. ‘That predominence was 
fully exhibited at Bath. On account 
of its medicinal waters, that city is the 
resort for several months of the year, 
of the debilitated aristocracy, with their 
numerous associates, dependents and 
friends, all of whom nominally were of 
the “parliamentary religion,” and ex- 
clusively associated with the state ec- 
clesiastical confederacy. Tradesmen 
of all classes, and manufacturers and 
mechanics, who live entirely by those 
spendthrifts, were obliged to conform 
to their exactions; and not only avow- 
edly to belong to the Establishment, 
but also to oppose and revile every fol- 
lower of Christ, who could not be con- 
vinced that the apostles Peter, and 
James, and Paul, and John, were en- 
titled “ most reverend fathers in God ;” 
and that they read dull, prosy, ethical 
essays, crowned with a mitre, and 
robed in a Babylonish gown, and scarf 
and lawn sleeves! From that cause, 
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with other actively opposing impedi- 
ments, Mr. Tuppin’s ministry at Bath 
had been partially unfruitful ; and the 
score of surviving members found 
themselves in the situation delineated 
by the prophet Amos:—* By whom 
shall Jacob arise? For'he is small.” 
In that perplexity, “ being then known 
and not unpopular”’—for Mr. Jay had 
preached nearly a thousand sermons 
before he was twenty-one years of age 
—Cornelius Winter, Rowland Hill, 
Jobn Thornton and Wilberforce, with 
the ministers of the neighboring In- 
dependent Churches, and what had 
probably a more weighty impression, 
Mr. Tuppin’s solicitation, when dying, 
that Mr. Jay would be his successor, 
all combined to urge his residence as 
an independent minister in Bath. His 
resistance to the temptations of Lon- 
don at a prior period, and his unshaken 
identity while preaching for a year at 
Lady Glenorehy’s Chapel at the Hot 
Wells, near Bristol, unaffected and un- 
changed by the whirlpool of fashion, 
and folly, and splendor that encircled 
him, convinced his friends, that through 
divine grace he would not be contam- 
inated by the seductions, even of Bath 
worldliness and of Bath corruption. 
Those brethren believed that Mr. Jay’s 
previously ascertained consistency 
might rebuke the dissipation of the 
giddy and gay throngs of “the city 
famed for cures;” and that his Chris- 
tian, dignified simplicity would effi- 
ciently contrast with the gorgeous 
prodigality of the pampered nobles and 
magnates—and that his pulpit oratory 
would attract the thoughtless, perish- 
ing sinner, who never heard the gospel 
“as the truth is in Jesus,’ mumbled 
forth by the prosing readers of semi- 
heathen ethics in the Bath cathedral, 
and the parish churches, 

The result proved that Mr. Jay was 
guided by Providence; for powerful 
indeed must have been the attraction 
of the then small and humble edifice, 
which could gather within its Walls, 
not only the titled secular grandees, but 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, Hannah 
More and her sisters, the Thorntons, 
and Wilberforce ; and, as was well un- 
derstood, not only Beilby Porteus, the 
prelate of London, but also other dig- 
nitaries of the Establishment, wrapped 
up So as not to be recognized, mixed 
with the worshipping assembly on the 
Lord’s day evening in Argyle Chapel, 
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there to hear all the words of life; 
without controversy, in tones of sensi- 
bility, and with a lucid forcefulness 
which had never been witnessed in 
either of the Gothic buildings that had 
been wrested from the domain of Bab- 
ylon the Great. 

One paragraph of instruction from 
Wilberforce to his friend, the “ boy 
preacher,” written just after his ordi- 
nation in January 30th, 1791, is a high 
testimonial to the Christian qualifica- 
tions of that philanthropist. Having 
exhorted Mr. Jay to be very explicit 
in his public announcement of reveal- 
ed truth, as it respected the doctrines 
of Christ and him crucified,” and to 
glory in nothing, “save only the cross 
of the Lord Jesus Christ,” that renown- 
ed friend of humanity added,—* You 
are a debtor both to Greeks and to bar- 
barians. Consider the situation in 
which you stand—not another minister 
in Bath whom any of the poor, wretch- 
ed upper classes are likely to hear, who 
preaches the gospel! They come per- 
haps, to your chapel. ‘They never 
beard the word of life before. They 
never may have another opportunity. 
Pity them! Above all others they de- 
serve to be pitied. I,alas! have been 
more acquainted with them than you; 
and thereby am the more impressed 
with the sense of their wretched igno- 
rance in spiritual things.” 

A short period only elapsed before 
the small one had become so strong a 
nation, that the church were obliged 
to “enlarge the place of their tent, to 
stretch forth the curtains of their habi- 
tations, to lengthen their cords, and 
strengthen their stakes.” They con- 
tinued under the divine auspices to 
“break forth on the right hand and on 
the left,” until the ancient prediction 
was literally accomplished. ‘The spa- 
cious Argyle Chapel could not be ad- 
ditionally crammed, after the third or 
fourth amplifying change. To extend 
its walls was not feasible; therefore 
they sent forth their “seed to inherit 
the Gentiles, and make the desolate 
city to be inhabited,”—for the other 
Christians in Bath, who now enjoy 
“the communion of saints” as Inde- 
pendent churches with the brethren of 
Argyle Chapel, are those who virtual- 
ly were obliged to seek another “ place 
for the Lord,” where they might invoke 
his merey and chant his hallelujahs ; 
because the old evangelical “ home- 
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stead” could not contain the increasing- 
ly numerous “ household of faith.” 

Fifty-four years have elapsed since 
Mr. Jay began his pastoral duties in 
connection with the Church of Christ 
at Argyle Chapel, Bath; and as lazi- 
ness was not a morbid ingredient in 
his character, and as the Great Physi- 
cian has preserved his “good and 
faithful servant” from debility and dis- 
ease, his labors have been almost unin- 
terrupted, and, except in bis personal 
appearance—for Mr. Jay is now nearly 
seventy-six years of age—his power, 
and acceptance, and usefulness in the 
pulpit, remain identical.

The Field at Home and Abroad. 


Tue following facts, illustrative of 
the destitution of an educated ministry 
in our country, clearly show the ne- 
cessity for continued and increasing 
efforts on the part of this Society. First 
in regard to New England. This 
section of our country is far better sup- 
plied with an educated ministry than 
any other; a happy result, doubtless, of 
Still it 
appears from a careful examination of 


special efforts in years past. 


the ecclesiastical returns of the various 
Congregational Bodies in New Eng- 
land, that there are more than two hun- 
dred churches,—many of them feeble 
churches, but not all,—which are with- 
out either pastors or stated supplies, 
Now, as a general thing, wherever a 
church ought to be established, a min- 
ister ought to be maintained. If any, 
on account of feebleness, are not able, 
in the commercial sense, to “demand ” 
a minister, yet the Head of the church, 
in a much higher sense, demands one 
for them; and the Education and 
Home Missionary Societies are the in- 
strumentalities intended to answer this 
demand. Ifthe Home Missionary So- 
ciety could immediately send to these 
two hundred destitute churches in 
New England, all the ministers now 
without charge within the same limits, 
who can go to them or would be re- 
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ceived by them, there would still re- 
main a large deficiency to be supplied 
from the rising ministry. The number 
of available supplies which might be 
found among this class of ministers, is 
far less than is sometimes supposed. 
A large proportion of the ministers 
given in the statistics of the churches 
in New England as being without pas- 
toral charge, are either employed in 
other clerical services, as Presidents 
and Professors of Colleges and Theo- 
logical Seminaries, Secretaries and 
Agents of Benevolent Societies, Edi- 
tors of religious papers, &c., or else 
are disabled through old age or infirm 
health. For example, out of twenty- 
seven, the whole number of unsettled 
ministers in Maine, in 1844, all but 
seven were thus employed, or were 
aged or infirm men.. Among the min- 
isters “ without charge” given in the 
statistics of New Hampshire for that 
year, no less than eighteen were be- 
tween seventy-one and eighty-six years 
of age, and two more were nearly sev- 
enty. ‘The number of churches report- 
ed the same year, as being without 
either pastors or stated supplies, in these 
two States, was ninety-two; while about 
two hundred of their more sparsely set- 
tled towns, were without either a church 
ora minister of our denomination. 

In regard to the destitution in the 
country at large, the following facts 
may be stated: The statistics of the 
Congregational, Presbyterian, Dutch 
German Reformed, and 
Evangelical Lutheran denominations 
show that they have not, either settled 
or unsettled, so many ministers as they 
have churches, by a difference of two 
thousand three hundred and seven. 

In almost every part of the West 
and South West, numerous towns, 
counties and even larger territories, are 
entirely destitute of any competent 
evangelical instruction. Only a few 
months since there were in Missouri 
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about fifty Counties in which no Pres- 
byterian minister resided. In Ken- 
tucky there were from ten to fifteen 
Counties without a Presbyterian minis- 
ter. Not long ago it was stated by a 
minister in Indiana, that in nine of the 
twenty-one Counties embraced in the 
Presbytery to which he belonged there 
was no minister of his own denomi- 
nation except himself. Even in South- 
ern Illinois there were not, in 1844, as 
many educated ministers as there are 
In the State of Lousiana, 
it has been estimated that there are 
but about one hundred and thirty evan- 
gelical ministers of all denominations, 
among a population of more than 
460,000 souls. It appears that of the 
efficient ministers, of all denominations 
in this country, more than one half are 
within the boundaries of New Eng- 
land, New York and New Jersey. It 
is obvious that there must be a great 
destitution in many sections beyond 
these limits. 


Counties. 


The want of missionaries for the 
Foreign field is becoming very great. 
For six or seven years past their num- 
bers have not been kept good. The 
Secretaries of the Board have stated 
repeatedly of late that one hundred mis- 
sionaries are needed to reinforce the 
existing missions ; and further, that the 
Board are ready to send out fifty im- 
mediately, if they should offer them- 
selves. But, they add, “It is not 
known that there are more than eight 
young men in advanced stages of their 
Theological education in this country 
who propose to devote themselves to 


the missionary work in connection 
with the Board.” 


Here let it be remembered how 


largely the Education Society has con- 
tributed in past years, to provide men 
for the Foreign missionary service. 
From eighty to one hundred of those 
hitherto sent to the heathen, were as- 
sisted in their education by this So-

ciety. Of siz from the last class in 
Andover, (1845,) who have devoted 
themselves to Foreign missions, jive 
were brought into the ministry by the 
The prosperity of the 
Education Society is indispensable to 
the success of our missions both at 
home and abroad.

The Pastor become a Missionary to the 
Heathen.

Rev. James C. Bryant, late a set- 
tled pastor in Littleton, Mass., with 
his wife, sailed from this port, on 
Wednesday, April 15, in the bark Wm. 
H. Shailer, as missionaries of the A. B. 
C. F. M. to South Africa. Thus 
another of the faithful and devoted men 
brought into the ministry by the Edu- 
cation Society, is added to the number 
who have gone far hence unto the 
gentiles. As an instance of the Chris- 
tian disinterestedness of this beloved 
brother, we may be allowed to men- 
tion, that although the Directors had 
suspended his pecuniary obligations, 
in the usual form, in consideration of 
his giving himself to the work of mis- 
sions, he insisted, on the morning of 
his departure, upon leaving with the 
Treasurer, as a donation if not as a 
payment, the sum of fifteen dollars, 
which he had unexpectedly found him- 
self able to spare after the disposal of 
his personal effects. We cannot but 
ask ourselves: How does He who still 
beholds when the people cast their 
gifis into the treasury, estimate this 
humble donation ? 

Mr. Bryant left Andover Theological 
Seminary in 1840, and was settled at 
Littleton, October 28th, of the same 
year. The following extract from the 
Result of the Ecclesiastical Council 
which granted him a dismission, March 
27, 1846, has been furnished for publi- 
cation. 
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* In coming to this result, the council 
would express their full confidence in 
Rev. James C. Bryant, as an able and 
judicious pastor, and as an esteemed 
and beloved brother in the ministry. 
While they cannot but mourn over the 
sundering of the strong ties of Chris- 
tian affection which bind him to them, 
they would at the same time magnify 
the grace and the providence of God, 
which have brought him to the self- 
denial of deciding to leave a united 
church and people whose spiritual in- 
terests he has been largely instrumental 
of promoting, whose highest welfare is 
still near his heart, and whose entire 
confidence he yet possesses,—and to 
go far hence, to labor and to die among 
the degraded heathen of Southern Af- 
rica. They would assure him, that 
though they may see his face no more 
in the flesh, they will accompany him 
with their sympathies and prayers. 
And they would earnestly commend 
him to the interest and affections of all 
who are looking forward to the time 
when the knowledge of the Lord shall 
fillthe earth as the waters cover the 
seas. 

“To the beloved church in Littleton, 
the council would say:—Brethren, you 
should bless God for the privilege of 
having had for the last five years so 
faithful and able a pastor, a man after 
God’s own heart, and so worthy of 
your esteem and confidence. Your 
sacrifice is great; but we trust you 
make it for Christ’s sake, from love to 
his cause. Few churches are called 
upon to contribute their pastor to the 
work of missions. In doing this, you 
are distinguishing yourselves among 
those who esteem it more blessed to 
give than toreceive. You have indeed 
done well. The Lord loves the cheer- 
ful giver; and the promises which he 
has made to those who seek not their 
own, but the things that are Christ’s, 
and that tend to the glory of his king- 
dom, will be richly fulfilled, as we be- 
lieve, in your own hearts, and in the 
religious prosperity of your church. 
Trust in the Lord, and he will supply 
you with another pastor who will do 
you good, and break unto you the 
bread of life,in the place of him whom 
you so much love, yet whom you are 
willing to give up, because of the 
stronger claims which the perishing 
heathen have upon his Jabors. Be not 
‘ discouraged, in view of being left des- 
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titute for a season. Look upward to 
the everlasting hills, whence cometh 
all our help; and soon you may be 
permitted to rejoice in the multiplied 
gifts of God’s grace, and especially as 
manifested in his blessing you with a 
faithful minister of Christ.”

Claims of our Country. 


Extract from the Report of the Essex County 
Auxiliary Education Society for 1845, 

Tue Education Society should di- 
rect its efforts mainly to the great ob- 
ject of supplying all the destitute parts 
of our country, especially the great 
valley of the West, with able, learned, 
evangelical and pious ministers. 

Everything in the power of man 
should be done to save our country, 
and make it the light of the world. 

It cannot be disguised, that the civil 
and religious safety of America is in 
peril. Look at our country in its 
present and in its increasing extent of 
territory. See several millions of its 
inhabitants, including foreigners and 
emigrants in a state of degraded igno- 
rance, leading a mere animal life, with- 
out any serious reflection or fore- 
thought. See the great want of teach- 
ers to instruct the young in common 
knowledge; and the incapacity, igno- 
rance, viciousness and demoralizing 
influence of many who attempt to in- 
struct. See the scarcity of Christian 
ministers, and the want of knowledge 
and piety in many who sustain that 
office. Observe the remote distances 
of evangelical ministers from each 
other, and the impossibility of their co- 
operating in Christianizing the West. 
See the vast number of Nomrnau Chris- 
tians, who are extremely hostile to 
evangelical sentiments and to genuine 
religion, and the great variety of truly 
evangelical denominations, and the mu- 
tual jealousies existing among them. 
In the extreme ignorance of multitudes 
see a fit soil for the growth of Roman 
Catholic religion, and the extent to 
which that religion bas begun to take 
root and flourish. Look abroad on 
Europe and see the spirit of emigration 
excited there and increasing with 
every revolving year. See Catholic 
priests in great numbers thrown out of 
employment there and disposed to 
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seek an asylum here. And where can 
they find shores more inviting ?. Where 
a government giving greater latitude 
to the propagation of their faith? 
Where more fertile and unoccupied 
fields instead of the crowded population 
of Europe? See Catholics flocking by 
thousands and ten thousands to our 
shores in a month, and Catholic mis- 
sionaries by hundreds in a year. Ob- 
serve that most of the knowledge of 
the sacred Scriptures in the Catholic 
church is in the possession of the 
priests, whose policy is to keep the 
Bible from the common people. Con- 
sider the astonishing pretence of that 
church that there is no salvation out 
of her communion; and her declared 
and manifest design to establish her 
religion and her institutions in all parts 
of our country. Mark her strenuous 
and persevering efforts to disseminate 
the priciples of her faith among the 
youth of our land, especially by bring- 
ing them into her schools, convents 
and theological seminaries. Look at 
her doctrines and see how subversive 
they are of the principles both of civil 
and religious liberty ; how inevitably 
their predominance would prove the 
utter ruin of this Republic. Carefully 
observe these things, Isay. Is there 
no danger? Are there not reasons, 
strong reasons, for solicitude ? Taking 
these things together with the existing 
apathy among us into view, is there no 
reason to tremble, lest our civil and 
religious institutions be overthrown 2 

What shall be done to avert an evil 
so portentous? This is a question 
worthy of the consideration of the wise 
and good of both sexes. 

Would we save our country from 
that flood of Romanism which threat- 
ens to overflow and destroy it? We 
must diffuse sound knowledge, correct 
principles and virtuous and pious 
sentiments and practice through that 
part of our country where the mystery 
of iniquity has commenced and is most 
successfully extending its operations, 
To this object the intelligence of the 
wise, the moral power of the virtuous, 
and the chief energy of Protestant 
piety and patriotism should be directed. 

To this object let parents give up 
their beloved children, esteeming it 
both an honor and a pleasure if by 
such means they may be instrumental 
in saving their country from an over- 
whelming and desolating flood.

To this object let young men give up 
themselves. What should be dearer 
to their hearts than bearing an efficient 
part in arresting the prevalence of er- 
rors which threaten to sweep away 
all that is beautiful and excellent in 
the civil and sacred institutions of their 
country ? 

To this object let teachers of the young 
be devoted. Let them not aim to 
change our schools into “ nurseries of 
politics and religion,” but to make the 
young under their care thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the principles of free 
government and of protestant Chris- 
tianity. Let them teach them that the 
Bible is the infallible test of truth, and 
the grand charter of human liberty, 
and that it is both the right and duty 
of all men to study it and make it the 
guide both of their faith and practice. 
Let them accustom them to a correct 
mode of reading the Bible, that thus 
they may be aided in understanding its 
truths, and preserved from those errors 
which flourish most in the soil of igno- 
rance. 

For the same object let ministers la- 
bor and pray. Would they promote 
the temporal welfare of their country 
and the eternal salvation of souls, let 
them earnestly endeavor to establish in 
the minds of the young the great prin- 
ciples of protestant Christianity, foun- 
ded ona thorough acquaintance with 
the sacred Scriptures. 

For the same purpose let Zion put 
forth her most vigorous and persevering 
efforts. Awake, awake, put on thy 
strength, O Zion; put on thy beautiful 
garments. 

In this work let the heart of woman 
be engaged. Let the daughters of New 
England, ber daughters of intelligence 
and piety, listen to their sisters at the 
West, calling upon them to save the 
country. The call is loud and urgent. 
She takes her stand in view of France 
at the time of revolutionary terror, and 
in view of recent outrages in our coun- 
try which indicate that the some ma- 
terials exist here as made such a con- 
flagration there. Her heart is moved 
by the facts that in our beloved country 
are a million of adults who can neither 
read nor write, and two millions of 
children without any schoo] education, 
and that sixty thousand teachers are 
wanted there, The sufferings of many 
children who attend school enter into 
her soul; their sufferings by bad 
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school houses, wretched accommoda- 
tions, impure air, cold and heat, cruel 
and improper punishment, and various 
moral injuries. While with these 
scenes before her eyes, to affect her 
heart, she calls upon her sisters in New 
England to arise in all their strength 
for the salvation of their country. She 
calls upon ladies of piety, intelligence 
and patriotism, to educate their own 
and other children of promise, to go 
out as teachers ; to employ their pens 
in the cause of female education; to 
circulate papers, tracts and books with 
a view to enlighten the community 
with respect to their danger and their 
duty; to visit schools in their re- 
spective neighborhoods; to form as- 
sociations for advancing the cause of 
education; and above all to offer up 
their prayers in behalf of this object. 
Let this voice from the wilderness, 
this voice from the West be heard at 
the East, be heard in every part of our 
country. And let ladies of piety and 
intelligence everywhere by their indi- 
vidual and united efforts do everything 
in their power for the cause of edu- 
cation, with a view to save their coun- 
try, to save it from the overwhelming 
flood of ignorance, error and wretched- 
ness. Let them especially exert their 
best efforts to strengthen the Edu- 
cation Society in the good work of 
raising up a learned, evangelical and 
devoted ministry, to take possession of 
the great western valley in the name of 
the Lord, and to plant deeply the insti- 
tutions of pure Christianity in that 
interesting portion of our country.

The Necessity of a Living Ministry. 
From the Lutheran Observer, March 5, 1846. 


WHEREVER the experiment bas been 
made of keeping alive the knowledge 
and spirit of the gospel, without the 
agency of a class of men whose entire 
attention and Jabor are devoted to that 
object, in all such cases the experiment 
has most signally failed. Even the 
descendants of the persecuted Mora- 
vians in the seventeenth century, dis- 
persed by the emissaries of papacy, 
lost nearly all remains of that devo- 
tedly Christian character which had 
been possessed by their persecuted an- 
cestors in Bohemiaand Moravia. They 
needed some person to encourage them 
amidst their difficulties, to keep their 
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minds fixed on the path of duty amidst 
their dark days of suffering ; and Jack- 
ing in these encouragements, they suf- 
fered themselves to sink amidst their 
difficulties, so that Cumenius found 
some of them living in indifference 
and neglect of Christ, and some had 
even submitted to the papal yoke. 
Yet these were the children of the 
martyrs! These were the children of 
that persecuted band of true Christians 
who for two centuries had held out 
faithfully amidst the tortures of the 
rack, the fires of the stake, and the 
repeated bondage in dungeons and 
damp prisons, to which they were sub- 
jected by the emissaries of papacy. 
These men, the descendants of those 
who witnessed the burning of John 
Huss, of Jerome of Prague, and who 
witnessed at one time the beheading 
of nineteen of their own faithful minis- 
ters by the sword, and yet proved faith- 
ful in view of all these sufferings. If 
the children of such parents would 
deteriorate without the instructions, 
admonitions and encouragements of a 
living ministry, what then, I ask, will 
become of our children if abandoned 
in the Western wilds of the New 
World, without pastors to keep them 
in the fold of Christ? Ye rich farmers 
of Pennsylvania and Maryland who 
give rich plantations to your sons in 
the West, are you willing that your 
numerous grand-children shall grow 
up there without a living ministry of 
your own church? You say, No. 
What then, let me ask you, are you 
doing to encourage the educational and 
home missionary societies of your 
church, by which the West is to be 
supplied with laborers in the ministry ? 
Ah, this is a delicate question. But 
you say you have no fears for your 
children, and they will have abundant 
opportunities to hear the gospel from 
other denominations. Trust not too 
much in the steadfastness of your chil- 
dren. They are flesh and blood, and 
they will, in the West, be compassed 
about with every form of vice, error 
and infidelity. You have a work to 
do for them, which you ought not to 
leave to other persons.

Repairing the Desolations. 


Unver this head an article was pub- 
lished about a year since in the Con- 
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gregational Journal, New Hampshire, 
exbibiting some of the fruits of evan- 
gelical labor among the desolations of 
that State. While the obvious agency 
is that of Home Missions, it would be 
easy to show how essentially the Edu- 
cation Socicty is co-operating in the 
same good work. 


For forty-three years the New Hamp- 
shire Missionary Society bas been 
steadily occupied in accomplishing the 
work for which it was organized. 
Those who are unacquainted with the 
localities of the State, or have failed to 
keep their eye upon the operations of 
the Society from year to year, can 
form no adequate idea of its recupera- 
tive power. The influence of the So- 
ciety has been as energetic as it is dif- 
fusive. It has been felt in every nook 
and corner, from the sea-board to our 
northern Alpine peaks: from New 
Castle and the Isle of Shoals to Shel- 
burne, Stewartstown, and the “ Lo- 
cations ” in that mountain region, with 
its valleys, and windings, and paths, 
which the fowl only knoweth, and 
which the vulture’s eye only hath seen. 
It has been a silent influence: it has 
made no noise: it has been attended 
with no parade: but it has been intel- 
ligent, truthful, constant, and therefore 
effective. 

We have not time to speak of the 
places where, under its fostering care, 
societies have been formed, which have 
acquired strength sufficient not only 
for their own support, but to pay back 
the debt of obligation they had con- 
tracted: we refer only to spots which 
are whitening under present missionary 
labor. 

Bennington is becoming a place of 
importance from the water power 
which is drawing into it a manufac- 
turing population, to which the preach- 
ing of the gospel will impart intelli- 
gence, order, and spiritual life. In 
Brookline the last vestiges of religion 
had been nearly effaced: with a few 
years’ labor the church has grown to 
nearly one hundred members, con- 
nected with a well ordered and efficient 
society. Charlestown is one of the 
richest and most beautiful towns in 
New Hampshire: still no community 
was more inaccessible to the influence 
of evangelical religion, or contained a 
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smaller and feebler band disposed to 
sustain it. Six or eight years only of 
missionary labor have been expended ; 
and behold the change! A Congrega- 
tional church of seventy-two members, 
a Sabbath School of one hundred and 
twenty, a commodious house of wor- 
ship filled with a serious and intelligent 
congregation, and ability to sustain the 
gospel without aid! Danbury was 
long a waste place among the hills, 
but now the little church has a perma- 
nent pastor. Deering is a town of 
hills, and valleys, and springs, like the 
land which the Lord bath blessed: 
considerable in population, rich in 
agricultural wealth, but long suffering 
from the curse of a worse than useless 
minister. But God is turning again 
the captivity of Zion: the place will 
yet be recovered: a judicious pastor is 
settled again, under whose Jabors the 
only revival occurred which was re- 
ported the last year. Hudson was 
nearly hopeless and the church so dis- 
organized as well as feeble, that it was 
necessary to form anew upon the 
attempt to re-establish the gospel. 
Now every appliance for the further- 
ance of religion is in earnest operation, 
and the people again behold the face 
of their teacher. The contiguous 
town of Litchfield was utterly forsaken, 
no church or society of any name ex- 
isting within its borders; now an ele- 
gant house of worship is erected, a 
Presbyterian church gathered, the 
preaching of the gospel enjoyed from 
Sabbath to Sabbath, and the sale of 
ardent spirits banished from thé town. 
On the opposite side of the river, a 
few years since the interests of religion 
were nearly extinct in the town of 
Merrimack: now two churches exist 
with settled pastors, only one of which 
receives missionary aid, and society is 
putting on a new and healthful aspect. 
Who has not heard of Abner Knee- 
land? and in connection with him of 
Langdon, the field of his early labors, 
upon which his double distilled Uni- 
versalism and Infidelity were poured 
so long, that they seemed to strike into 
the very soil and stones, and wither 
all the herbage. But is anything 
too hard for God? The missionary 
reports: “ The people are making grat- 
ifying advances in truth and morals : 
in consequence of the temperance ef- 
forts, old prejudices against orthodoxy 
are broken up in the minds of many; 
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from one hundred and seventy-five to 
two hundred and fifty attend public 
worship, and one hundred and thirty- 
five belong to the Sabbath School.” 
New JMarket was for years a waste, 
where now two Congregational soci- 
eties exist with settled pastors, and 
encouraging prospects. A new church 
has been organized at Paper Mill Vil- 
laze, Alstead, which promises to be a 
light to the growing population around 
it. No town in New Hampshire was 
probably more worn out,and run down, 
and hopeless of improvement than 
Thornton: but even here the breath of 
life has entered, better views are obtain- 
ing, the elements are coming to order, 
and within a year a minister has been 
settled. If we look around our noble 
Lake, besides other places which have 
revived under the influence of this so- 
ciety, two Congregational churches 
have been gathered in the town of 
Wolfeborough, each enjoying the labors 
of a pastor. In the adjoining town of 
Tuftonborough a little church has been 
gathered, which should at once be sup- 
piled with an intelligent and_ self-de- 
nying minister, under whose labors 
Millerism and fanaticism of every kind, 
which have long had their “seat” here, 
would give place to education, order, 
and “zeal according to knowledge.” 

But our limits forbid our noticing 
other fields which self-sacrificing men 
are cultivating with equal fidelity and 
success. We can only remark, that 
from the instances we have adduced, 
the churches can see the Missionary 
Society is in the way of present accom- 
plishment; it is palpably achieving its 
great object; it is diminishing the 
waste places of Zion; and to abandon 
it, would be to abandon all hope of 
bringing a large part of our population 
under the influence of social order, 
education, and more than all, sound 
and intelligent religion.

Permanent Ministry—an Illustration. 


Tue case of the death of Dr. Shep- 
ard, to which the attention of our 
readers has been called, both last week 
and this, is worthy of notice, as an il- 
lustration of the strong hold which a 
good minister takes, of the hearts of 
his people, in a ministry of fifty years. 
Our correspondent last week, alluded 
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to the great impression which Dr. 
Shepard’s death had made upon the 
society, and informs us that this event 
had absorbed all their thoughts. And 
he has since given us further informa- 
tion as to that particular. We see at 
once that it was natural and unavoid- 
able, that the sundering of such ties 
should have produced such an effect. | 
And in the effect produced, we see 
what such a pastor of fifty years’ stand- 
ing is worth to a people, and what a 
hold be gets upon their affections. 

If the generation that has come up 
under the ministry of such a pastor 
mourns his loss when he dies, as the 
loss of a father, their very mourning 
shows what his value to them, and 
his influence over them had been. It 
shows that his connection with them 
was such, as must have given his in- 
structions and admonitions great weight 
with them, and enabled him to benefit 
them as no others could. That people 
may find another minister of equal 
value, in the general estimation, to the 
one whom they have lost. But it will 
be long before they can find one, who 
will have the same influence for good 
with them. For that influence re- 
quired a half of a century to gain its 
full strength. Indeed, those individu- 
als, who compose that people, will 
never again see a minister standing in 
all the same tender relations to them— 
the minister under whose instructions 
they have come up from childhood, by 
whom many of them had been bap- 
tized, and introduced to the church, 
and from whose lips they have re- 
ceived the consolations of the gospel, 
in burying their fathers, and his coten- 
poraries; and around whom all such 
hallowed associations cluster. 

The very death of such a minister, 
who has served his generation fifty 
years, in the same place—his death in 
the bosom of a people who have grown | 
up around him—his death dismissing 
from service a minister, that has known 
no other dismission—a dismission rat- 
ified not by an ecclesiastical council, 
but by the council of heaven—is of 
great value to the people. It lodges in 
their hearts and confirms to them the 
treasure of the instructions of his life. 
It is the finger of divine Providence, 
engraving and sealing upon their hearts 
the portrait of the man. The tender- 
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ness and solemnity of such a mourn- 
ing facilitates a deep impression on 
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the memory, of all that had been in- 
structive, edifying and influential in 
the life of the deceased ; and makes it 
over as‘a lasting treasure to the mourn- 
ing people. 

Such events when they occur, and 
more especially because they occur so 
rarely, ought to be used to the utmost, 
to impress the public mind of the value 
ofa really settled ministry, a ministry 
dying as well as living with his people. 
They show the true sacredness of the 
pastoral relation, and the power which 
the divine economy has infused into 
that relation. And so they speak in 
tones of effectual rebuke, of that levity 
with which, in too many instances, 
this relation has been treated both by 
ministers and people-—Puritan.

Dr. Doddridge’s Rules for Behavior 
while he was studying Divinity. 


1. Let my first thoughts be devout 
and thankful. Let me rise early, re- 
turn God most solemn thanks for the 
mercies of the night, devote myself to 
him and beg his assistance in the in- 
tended business of the day. 

2. In this and every other act of 
devotion, let me recollect my thoughts, 
speak directly to Him, and never give 
way to any thing internal or external, 
that may divert my attention. 

3. Let me set myself to read the 
Scriptures every morning; in the first 
reading let me endeavor to impress my 
heart with a practical sense of divine 
things, and then use the help of com- 
mentators ; let these rules, with proper 
alterations, be observed every evening. 

4. Never let me trifle with a book 
with which I have no present concern. 
In applying myself to any book, let me 
first recollect what I may learn by it, 
and beg suitable assistance from God, 
and let me continually endeavor to 
make all my studies subservient to 
practical religion and ministerial use- 
fulness. 

5. Never let me lose one minute of 
time, nor incur unnecessary expenses, 
that I may have the more to spend for 
God. 

6. When I am called abroad, let me 
be desirous of doing good and of re- 
ceiving good. Let me ever have in 
readiness some subject of contempla- 
tion, and endeavor to improve my time 


by good thoughts as I go along. Let 
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me endeavor to render myself agreea- 
ble and useful to all about me, by a 
tender, compassionate, friendly beha- 
vior, avoiding all trifling, impertinent 
stories; remembering that imprudence 
is sin. 

7. Let me use great moderation at 
meals, and see that I am not hypocriti- 
cal in prayers and thanksgivings at 
them. 

8. Let me never delay anything un- 
less I can prove that another time will 
be more fit than the present, or that 
some other important duty demands 
my immediate attendance. 

9. Let me be often lifting up my 
heart to God in the intervals of secret 
worship, repeating those petitions that 
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are of the greatest importance, and a 
surrender of myself to his service. 

10. Never let me enter into long 
schemes about future events, but in 
general refer myself to God’s care. 

11. Let me labor after habitual grati- 
tude and love to God and the Redeem- 
er, practice self-denial, and never in- 
dulge anything that may prove a temp- 
tation to youthful lusts. Let me guard 
against pride and self-glory, remem- 
bering that I have all from God’s hand, 
and that I have deserved the severest 
punishment. . 

12. In all my studies let ne remem- 
ber that the souls of men are immortal, 
and that Christ died to redeem them. 

13. Let me consecrate my sleep and 
all my recreations to God, and seek 
them for his sake. 

14. Let me frequently ask myself, 
what duty, or what temptation is now 

before me? 

15. Let me remember that through 
the mercy of God in a Redeemer, I 
hope I am withina few days of heaven. 

16. Let me be frequently surveying 
these rules, and my conduct as com- 
pared with them. 

17. Let me frequently recollect which 
of these rules I have present occasion 
to practice. 

18. If I have grossly erred in any 
one of these particulars, let me not 
think it an excuse for erring in others.

priations below the regular amount.

ANNIVERSARY. 

Tue Thirty-third Anniversary of the Society, Providence permitting, will 
be celebrated at the Broadway Tabernacle, N. Y., on Thursday, the 10th of 
May next, at 10 o’clock A.M. The meeting for the election of Managers 
will be held at the Society’s House, Nassau street, at 9 o’clock, one hour 
previous. All directors and members, and the officers of auxiliary societies, 
are invited to attend the latter meeting; and the Christian public generally 
the former. The officers, managers, members, speakers, and delegates from 
auxiliaries, will move in procession from the Society’s House, twenty minutes 
before 10. 


FINANCIAL YEAR. 

This closes with the last day of the present month. Moneys received 

after that period, though of great service, cannot be acknowledged in the 

next annual report in May. It is hoped that this circumstance, with the 

more weighty one that we have extensive payments to make, will lead the 
auxiliaries to remit what they can without delay. 


MODEL AUXILIARY. ] 


We have reason to be grateful to our friends in various parts of the 
country, for the efficiency with which some of the auxiliary societies are 
sustained. One of them, though large, embracing three counties, and extend- 
ing over much surface of country that is comparatively unimproved, reports 
from year to year more than $2,000, as. easily raised for the Bible cause. 
In each town there is one or more active societies, male or female, auxiliary 
to the county society, and these are so officered, that every person in the 
town is called on annually to make a contribution to the Bible cause. The 
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smallest sum is not refused; and these donations are recorded with the 
names of the donors, and sent in for the annual report. They are then 
printed in full, with great minuteness, so that each donor may see that his 
contribution has been faithfully applied. . 

Other auxiliaries have tried the same plan with great success, and others 
still have found it to work well for a while, and then they have suffered the 
system to fall into disuse. — 

But we have no doubt that the efficient and energetic prosecution of a 
plan to bring the Bible cause to every door and to every heart, once a year, 
would accomplish two great objects: first, the supply of the destitute within 
the bounds of auxiliaries ; and secondly, the great enlargement of the receipts. 
Every body is willing to give something for the Bible cause, but the most of 
people want to be asked. Sere

LETTER FROM INDIANA. - 


We sent letters recently to many of the local auxiliaries which had been 
over nine months in debt for books, stating our great need of funds, and 
requesting payment as early as practicable. The following is a reply to one 
of those letters, and manifests a spirit which is gratifying. 


Dear Sir,—Your letter of the 6th instant is at hand, and I am sorry that 
you felt any delicacy in calling upon our auxiliary society for the amount due 
the Parent Society for Bibles. It was only reminding us of our duty, for we 
have been exceeding negligent of our duty in remitting money as we should 
have done; for as soon as I received your letter I called upon our treasurer, 
and learned that there had been in the treasury a considerable sum of money 
for more than six months. I am sorry to give this information to the Parent 
Society, for fear that they may conclude that we, too, have been carried 
away by the vortex of political excitement; which however, is too true. We 
have neglected the Bible cause, and I fear, every other cause connected with 
Christian duty, and I know not when I should have been aroused from my 
lethargy upon this subject had I not received your letter, stating to me the 
wants of your Society in a pecuniary point of view. I felt condemned, that 
our society should in the least retard the progress of that great cause of 
giving the word of God to all men, If other auxiliaries have been as 
careless and negligent as we have been, no wonder you haye been embar- 
rassed for want of funds. We herewith send you the sum of $122, which 
you will please to place to our credit on the purchase of books, and please 
acknowledge by mail its reception. We will hereafter endeavour to be 
prompt in our remittances. We will not, at least, neglect hereafter our 
indebtedness, because we know that a great many small sums make a large 
amountyand we know that your arrangements place your money affairs in 
a very scattered condition. Excuse our negligence this once, and we will, 
through the blessing of God, do better hereafter. Yours truly.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY, CINCINNATI, 
Auxiliary to the American Bible Society. 


Vinances.—By the financial report just presented, it appears that $4,120 01 
have been received in the treasury during the year, from all sources, the 
whole of which has been expended as follows: $2,891 40 in payment for 
Bibles and Testaments purchased; $350 paid to the Parent Society for the 
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2 
balance due on a donation of $500, made in 1847, to aid them in furnishing 
the Bible to the heathen in foreign lands; $50 to aid in circulating the Bible 
among the French; and the residue in payment of freight, store rent, 
expenses of distribution, and incidental expenses. 

The income for the year from sales exceeds that of 1847 by $1,163 40, | 
but the revenue from donations and life memberships has been less than 
was anticipated at the beginning of the year, and less by $265 66 than that 
of the previous year; and the board have therefore been compelled, although 
with great reluctance, to withhold from the Parent Society the usual dona- 
tion this year, to aid them in their operations amongst the heathen in 
foreign countries. 


Issues tn Cinctnnati.—There have been issued and put in circulation, 
from the depository in this city, during the year, three thousand Bibles, and 
eight thousand five hundred and eighty-three ‘Testaments, making an aggre- 
gate of eleven thousand five hundred and eighty-six copies in fourteen years. 

The issues of the last year exceeded by 476 copies those of 1847, while 

“those of 1847 greatly exceed the issues of any previous year. Of these 
issues, 2,707 Bibles and 6,531 Testaments were sold at cost or less by the 
the depositary or agents, and the residue, 293 Bibles and 2,052 Testaments, 
were distributed: gratuitously to Sunday schools, steamboats, boatmen, 
the inmates of the orphan asylum, and jail, and to the needy destitute’ 
generally. 

At the last anniversary, the board reported that the re-exploration, and 
supply of the county had been commenced, and that the whole city had been 
supplied. They have since completed the townships of Fulton, Storrs, 
Delhi, Millereek, Columbia, Anderson, Symmes, Sycamore, Sprinefield, 
Colerain, Greene, and Miami; and but two townships in the county, Crosby 
and Whitewater, remain unfinished, in which the work is now progressing. 

Upon the twelve townships thus explored, the labour of 207 days has 
been expended by distributers, at a cost for labour and expenses of $270 36. 
In these townships, sia thousand three hundred and ninety-nine families were 
visited, of whom jive hundred and forty-one families, or about nine per 
zentum, were found destitute of the Bible. Of these, 116 families refused 
to receive the Bible even as a gift, but the residue were all supplied. In 
many cases, several copies were sold to one family, and in some, which were 
not destitute, the books were purchased, thus making a total of 1,076 copies 
distributed to these townships, of which 139 Bibles and 321 Testaments 
were donated, and 300 Bibles and 316 Testaments were sold at cost or 
less. 

The greatest destitution was found in Millereek township, and it was 
there also that the greatest proportion of refusals was met with. In this 
township three-eighths of the destitute persisted in refusing, while in the 
other eleven townships the average refusals were about one in ten. 

When the two remaining townships shall have been completed, which 
will be in a few weeks, the whole county will have been supplied for the 
third time by this society: and it is a gratifying fact, that in this exploration 
the destitution was found to be much less than it was in 1844, when sixteen 
per centum of the families visited were without the Bible. 


Srrampoats.—Within the year, thirteen steamboats have been furnished 
a Bible for each of their cabins, at a cost of $21 30, making an aggregate of 
435 steamboats and 6 canal boats supplied in twelve years, at a cost of 
$1,478 73, By a long experience in its beneficial influences, this mode of 
distribution has commended itself to the board, and they are satisfied that it 
should be continued. 


‘<~ 
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Boatmrn.—A distributer has been labouring for some time amongst the 
boatmen, and with much success. To these persons 93 Bibles and 740 
Testaments have heen sold, and 11 Bibles and 141 Testaments donated, 
making an aggregate of 985 copies of the Scriptures furnished to boatmen 
during the year. The books are cheerfully received, and the recipients 
evince their gratitude for the interest thus manifested by the society in their 
welfare. 


Conciusion.—The board have thus endeavoured to exhibit a brief sum- 
mary of the results of the year, and the necessities of the future; and 
although much has been done, much remains to be done. The increasing 
population constantly pouring in upon us—the boatman and emigrant, the 
prisoner, the soldier, the widow and the orphan, the Sunday school, the 
destitute at home and the benighted abroad—all invoke our sympathy and 
our aid. Our work will not be finished so long as it is necessary to publish 


the tidings of salvation to a single sinner—it will not be ended until time 
itself shall be no more. 


PLEASING CORRESPONDENCE, 


CINcINNATI, November 25, 1848, 

Dear Sir,—It is now nearly fifteen years since I became a member of 
your board, during which period I have witnessed the growth of the society . 
from its earliest infancy to its present mature age; and it is now an esta- 
blished institution, the recognized organ of all the Protestant churches of 
Hamilton county, and systematically sustained by them. Its hold upon the 
affections of the community, as well as its intrinsic merits, insure its com- 
plete success, if the board are faithful to their trust, which I have no doubt 
will always be the case. There is, therefore, no necessity for a continuance 
of my feeble labours, and there is a fitness and propriety in my withdrawal, 
as well on the principle of rotation in office, as from the fact-of my residence 
being out of the city, and that I can no longer claim to be considered a 
young man. 

I trust, therefore, that I may be relieved from further service as corres- 
ponding secretary ; but in thus asking to be excused, I wish to say, that my 
love of the Bible and of its free dissemination at home and abroad, is in no 
degree diminished, but that that love increases with my increasing years, and 
will, I trust, continue as long as life shall last. There is no object on earth 
to which my heart is more closely united, and I desire no higher honour to be 
ascribed to my memory, when I shall have ceased to live, than that it should 
be said, I loved the Bible and my fellow man.

FROM THE EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHICAGO BIBLE SOCIETY, ILLS., 
Presented at the Annual Meeting, held December 17th, 1848. 


To shipping, sailors and boatmen, have been granted fifty-five Bibles and 
twenty-six Testaments; to six sabbath schools, belonging to churches con- 
tributing to this society, two hundred and eighty-two Testaments; to seven- 
ty-four destitute families and individuals, forty-three Bibles and thirty-one 
Testaments—making a total. of ninety-eight Bibles and three hundred and 
thirty-nine Testaments granted for these several objects, at a cost of $76 04. 
It may be proper here to say, that several canal boats have been supplied with 
Bibles, which were paid for by the owners or agents of the boats, which does 
not come into the general distribution account of the society. 

There have been sold from the depository 503 Bibles and 1,311 Testa- 
ments, amounting to $532 19. The total issues from the depository for the 
past year, have been 601 Bibles and 1,650 Testaments, and from the com- 
mencement of the society, 12,828 copies of the word of God. 

The amount subscribed and paid into the treasury of the society the past 
year, in the city and county, is $897 51. Of this amount 4270 were paid to 
the Parent Society, to constitute one life director and four life members. The 
whole amount raised in collections, subscriptions and donations, for the past 
eight years, is $2,365 67, of which amount $1,035 35 has been paid over to the 
American Bible Society, constituting five life directors and ten life members. 
By means of these liberal subscriptions, the stock of books in the depository 
has been increased from $461 to $820, and leaving us again in debt, after 
deducting cash on hand, to the amount of $440. But this sum ean be paid 
by the sale of books, and the amount we hope to receive from the precinct 
societies. £ 

In the last report it was noticed, that nine precinct societies, auxiliary to 
this society, had been organized. Since their organization, they have paid 
into our treasury $328, and have received books for distribution within their 
several districts, to the amount of $125 79. Two of these precinct societies, 
those of Monroe and Salt Creek, have paid to this society over $70 each. 
The annual meetings of these societies, were to have been held the beginning 
of this month, in time to report their labours to this meeting. Mr. Egbert, 
as agent of this society, is now attending these meetings, but no report from 
him has yet been received. 

The direct labour of supplying the county with the Bible has been in a 
measure taken out of the hands of the committee, by the precinct societies, 
which were organized with special reference to the work of exploring and sup- 
plying their several districts, and also to aid in sustaining a depository in this 
city by means of their contributions, where supplies of Bibles and Testa- 
ments can at all times be found, in various styles, and several different 


languages. 
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LICKING COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The twentieth anniversary of the Licking County Bible Society was held, 
agreeably to the notice given, on the 1st day of January, at the first M. E. 
Church, Newark. 


AssTract.—The first organization of the Licking Co. Bible Society was 
had in the year 1828, and from that period to the close of the year 1841, 
their receipts of Bibles and Testaments from the American Bible Society, 
amounted to $1,710 80, and their returns to the same $1,588 96, leaving 
$121 84 of a balance against them, which has been assumed and paid August 
3d, 1848, by this society, and their books, credits, and moneys transferred to 
us. Hence, we find, taking the present ratio of donation as a guide, which 
is doubtless far below the truth, that the Licking County Bible Society have 
donated within the limits of the county, from its first organization till now, 
over $325 worth of Bibles and Testaments, mostly to the entirely destitute, 

The present society, through their board, has succeeded in raising moneys 
by subscription, donation and otherwise, $591 95; of this sum #63 10 was 
from the former society, $124 11 from subscription, and #404 74 from sales 
of Bibles and Testaments during the efforts of the last five months; showing 
the condition of the treasury on the first of January to be—cash received 
$507 12, cash paid out $446 55, and cash on hand $60 57. There has also 
been received since the organization of the present society, from the Ameri- 


| ean Bible Society, Bibles and Testaments in the English, German and Welsh 


languages, amounting to $596 274, including cost of transportation. Out of 
this stock there has been sold and donated in the same time $448 16, leaving - 
Bibles and Testaments on hand amounting to $148 11. To accomplish the 
above and following labour, the society had in employ as colporteur, or 
county agent, Rey. J. Sampson, at a cost of one dollar a day and expenses. 
He laboured fifty-nine days, for which he received #60 10, and expenses. 
During the time of his service he visited twelve townships in the east part . 
of the county; delivered thirteen lectures on the Bible cause; visited and 
caused to be visited seventy-three school districts, and received reports from 
sixty-three of them. In these districts 1330 families were visited; six 
_ refused to report; 121 found entirely destitute of any part of the Bible, 

‘257 had not a whole Bible; proportion of destitute one-fifth and a half, or 
one in every five and a half families; proportion who had not a whole Bible, 
one-eleventh, or one family in every eleven families; number left destitute 
for various reasons fifty-four; in eight of them not a member could read it 
if they had it; three would not have it; nineteen would not receive in dona- 
tion a twenty-seven cent Bible; eleven more would not receive, take care 
of, nor read it if left; three of these were Catholics. There were also found 
in these 1,330 families; 648 children under sixteen years of age who could 
read, and for whom there was neither Bible nor Testament in the family, 
615 of these were supplied, 109 by donation, and 506 by sale, leaving thirty- 
three destitute, chiefly through the indifference of their parents. It is thus 
shown that by these efforts there were sold 282 Bibles, and donated forty- 
six, in all 328. Testaments 746; donated 109; in all 655: aggregate of 
both 1,183; and including sales of agent, amounts to $227 86. In these 
operations there have fallen within our knowledge many startling facts— 
startling when we consider that they live in this land of Bibles—painful as 
dwelling in the midst of Christians, and interesting to all lovers of the Bible: 
but we can find no room to lay them before the public in this commu. 
nication,

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BROOME COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


The anniversary of this institution was held at the Presbyterian Church, in this 
village, on the 30th ult. The president, U. M. Stowers, Esq., took the chair, and 
the exercises were opened with prayer by the Rev. C. Darby, of the. Baptist 
Church. The following report of the executive committee was read by Rey. Mr. 
Platt, corresponding secretary :— 

The history of our labours during the past year is concisely presented in the 
subjoined report of the treasurer and depositary. It will be seen that Bibles and 
Testaments, to a considerable amount, have been sent into various parts of the 
county, for sale and gratuitous distribution; whilst a still greater amount has 
been sold directly from the depository. When it shall be known by all the people, 
that good Bibles may be purchased there for 25 cents, and Testaments for six- 
pence, there is reason to believe that much more extensive sales may be effected, 
and that many destitute families will supply themselves, without waiting to be 
visited by the agents of the society. Would it not be well if this fact were pro- 
claimed once or twice a year from every pulpit in the county, and repeated by 
the friends of the Bible cause in every neighbourhood? Another measure of very 
great importance, is, the establishment of a depot for the sale of Bibles in every 
town, so that all may find ready access to the word of God, Arrangements to 
this effect are already made in Windsor and Barker, and at several of the preach- 
ing stations of our Methodist brethren. The branch society in Windsor are doing 
a noble work, and are presented as a worthy example to the other portions of the 
county. ; r 

The branch in Barker are also beginning to act efficiently, in seeking out the 
destitute, and providing a supply for all. The branch in Chenango commenced 
the work of exploration last spring, and supplied many destitute families; but 
owing to the size of the town, and the difficulty of securing efficient labourers, the 
work was not completed. Arrangements are now in progress for organizing a 
branch in the north part of the town, which, if completed, will materially aid in 
accomplishing the end desired. There should be, at least, one branch society in 
each town, with a depository of books, and an efficient central committee who 
shall, either personally, or by agents appointed in the several districts, visit every 
family, and inquire whether they are supplied with Bibles; and, at the same time, 
solicit contributions from all who are friendly, to aid in the work of distributing 
the Scriptures through the world. 

Where a town organization cannot be effected, it is respectfully submitted to 
the pastors of the churches, to take such measures for collecting funds and sup- 
plying the destitute as they may deem advisable and practicable. It should be 
remembered that all who contribute to the funds, either directly, or through any 
branch society, are members of the county society, and entitled to vote in our 
meetings; and it is highly desirable that every branch should be represented at 
our anniversaries. . 

From the report of the treasurer, it will be seen that the whole amount of 
funds passing through his hands during the past year has been $735 48. Deduct- 
ing from this sum $87 33, being the value of books on hand, we have $648 15 
expended in the operations of our society during the year. Of this sum about 
$125 have been remitted to the Parent Society in payment for Bibles and Testa- 
ments, and about $35 stand to our credit, as a fund to be drawn upon for further 
supplies. Deducting these sums, and also the several items of expenditure neces- 
sarily incurred, and several grants for gratuitous distribution, and we have 
$462 53 actually remitted to the American Bible Society as a donation, to aid in 
the great work of supplying the world with the printed word of God. 


——— 
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If this sum appears to fall short of the amount, which we resolved to raise at 
our last anniversary for the Parent Society, it so far exceeds the collections of all 
previous years) that we have abundant cause for, congratulation. Tf we have not 
paid quite $500 by way of donation, we have paid back, for Bibles sold, more than 
‘$125, and have also paid zn advance for thirty-five dollars worth of books, to be 
drawn hereafter, and distributed through the county. So that on the whole, we 
may consider the pledge of last year as being substantially redeemed. 


We are greatly indebted to the Rev. Mr. Chittenden, agent of the Parent 
Society, for his efficient labours of about two weeks, previous to the annual 
meeting. Without his aid we must have fallen far short of the above estimate. 

The question now before us is, What shall be done this year? Families desti- 
tute of the Scriptures are multiplying in the midst of us. Will the friends of the 
Bible seek them out, and see that they are supplied? The population of our 
country is increasing with astonishing rapidity, and the destitute are reckoned by 
millions. The new territories of the West are fast fillmg up with emigrants, who 
must be supplied with Bibles, or darkness and ruin will be their portion. The 
calls for help to supply the destitute in France, Belgium, and even in Italy, are 
becoming louder and moresimpressive; whilst the openings for Bible efforts in 
Western Asia, and in China, are such as to demand our most serious attention, 
and our most strenuous exertions. 

At the evening session, the following resolutions were presented, and a brief 
discussion, unanimously adopted: 


Resolved,—That this society highly appreciate the labours of the agents of the 
Parent Society, who haye from time to time aided us in raising funds, and diffus- 
ing information among the people, and we cordially invite them to renew their 
visits when convenient. 

Resolved—That whenever funds are raised for the Bible cause, it is highly 
desirable that such funds be paid over to the treasurer of this society, or receipted 
to him; otherwise a full report of our operations cannot be secured. 

Resolved,—That this society earnestly recommends to its branches, and the 
friends of the Bible cause in general, that .an immediate and thorough exploration 
of the county be made, with a view to supply every destitute family with an 
entire copy of the sacred Writings, at the earliest practicable period, 

Resolued—That in our operations for the ensuing year, we will endeavour not to 
fall below, but far exceed the standard proposed last year. 


The Rev. M. Shephard was appointed to address the society at the next anni- 
versary, which is to be on the last Tuesday in January, 1850, at such place as 
shall be appointed by the executive committee. The session closed with prayer 

_by Rey. Mr. Gilbert. Entire harmony and deep interest were manifest during the 
whole of the exercises, and the conviction seemed prevalent that the society has 
entered on a new career of prosperity and usefulness. >

ANNIVERSARY MEETING OF THE MAHONING COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO, 


Society met, according to previous determination and arrangement, in the 
court house, at 10 o’clock A. M. The meeting was opened with prayer by the 
Rev. E. C, Sharp. The townships were then called in order, and delegates from a 
number of them took their seats. 


AFTERNOON SESSION—TWO O’cLOCcK.—The depositary, treasurer, secretary? 
and county agent made their reports, which were adopted. Remarks were then 
made to the society by Rev. G. Shelden, agent of the American Bible Society. An 
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able and appropriate address was then delivered by the Rey. E. C. Sharp, of 
Atwater, who had been selected for the occasion, a copy of which was’ requested 
for publication. 7 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY, ORGANIZATION, ETC—The Mahoning County 
Bible Society was organized May 9th, 1848. The present-constitution was read, 
discussed, and adopted. The president, on motion, appointed a committee to 
nominate officers, who reported as follows, viz.: Hon. E. Newton, president; S. W. 
Gilson, secretary; J. H. Donald, treasurer.. At an informal meeting, Sept. 25th, 
1848, it was resolved to employ Rey. A. K. Earl as agent to distribute Bibles, 
organize branch societies, &c., throughout ‘the county; that he receive as a com- 
pensation $1 00 per day. Our agent commenced operations on Nov. 18, 1848, and 
has fora period of sixty-two days laboured faithfully to bring about the results pre- 
sented to-day. Ata special meeting Nov. 23, 1848, it was resolved that the agent 
pursue the order of township meetings, published in the Mahoning Index, viz: to 
employ two days in organizing societies, securing visitors for each district, 
instructing them in their duties, &c.; and one day for his second tour, to receive 
reports of officers, appoint delegates, and make all necessary arrangements for the 
anniversary meeting, &c. It was then resolved that the 19th of January, 1849, be 
the day for the annual meeting of the county society. , 


_ Synopsis or Reports.—With pleasure we present an abstract from, the 
report of. the treasurer and secretary of the Canfield Female Bible Society. From 
the report of Fanny J. Church, treasurer, there appears to have been received as 
donations $84 27; which sum (deducting a few dollars expended for blank books, 
&¢.,) has been paid into the county treasury. From the report of Mary 8. Newton, 
secretary, there appears to have been 251 families twice visited; first, to circulate 
subscription papers and obtain members; second, to supply them with books; 
of which number eighteen families were found without an entire volume of the 
Seriptures, being one to fourteen. Three families without any portion being one 
to eighty-three of the number of families visited. Fifteen families were left with- 
out a Bible, because they were unable to read, and though.able were unwilling to 
purchase at that time. One family refused to make any report. 

From the report of the county depositary, it appears that he has received books 
from the American Bible Society amounting to $302 52, together with per cent. 
for-freight, &c., making $330 40; that he has received from the Trumbull Bible 
Society books amounting to $26 25; that he has paid society in cash, which, with 
$93 88 worth of books yet on deposit, amounts to $356 65. 

From the report of the county treasurer, it appears that he has received in 
donations $158 604; that he has received for books sold $326 44. Total $485 044, 

From the report of Rey. A. K. Earl, agent, there appears to have been visited 
in the county 2,804 families; of which 244 were found without a whole Bible, 
(nearly one in twelve,) eighty-eight without any portion of Scripture, (nearly one 
in thirty-two.) The number of Bibles sold, 369; number of Testaments sold, 901; 
number of Bibles donated, thirty-seven ; number of Testaments donated, seventy ; 
value of Bibles and Testaments donated, $17 45; amount or value of books sold, 
$231 66; amount appropriated by the townships for the payment of the agent to 
the county society, $76 89. ; 


Thus I have, briefly as the facts would permit, presented in my report, the 
operation of the Mahoning County Bible Society since its organization; and it 
must be gratifying to all present to-day, to know that during that brief period, all 
essential means have been employed in order to disseminate among our fellow 
citizens the sublime principles of everlasting truth. And it must be more grati- 
fying still to all, to know that the means employed have resulted so desirably.

If there were in that book nothing but its'great pre- 
cept: ‘ All things whatsoever ye would that men should do unto you, do you even 
so to them, and that precept were obeyed, our government might extend over 
the whole continent. Accept, sir, my sincere thanks for the kind manner in which 
you have discharged this duty, and expressing again ‘my sincere thanks to the 
ladies, for their beautiful gift, I pray that health, peace, and prosperity may long 
be continued to them.” :

[Letter from the Secretary.] 
' LEXINGTON, Feb. 21st, 1849, 

The annual meeting of this society, which was intended to have been earlier 
held, took place in the Methodist Episcopal Church of this place, on the evening of 
the 13th inst. In the absence of our late president, Dr. Mitchell, (who is just about 
to remove to the city of Philadelphia,) Rev. E. F. Berkley, of the Episcopal church, 
presided; on being requested by the chairman, Rev. F. T. Mitchell, your agent, 
opened the meeting with prayer. The Secretary then read the treasurer’s, Mr. G. 
W. Norton’s, annual report, shewing the receipts from all sources during the past 
year to this day, of $747 59; showing a balance in his hands of $34 41, and a 
balance owing by.the society of about $300, principally due the American Bible 
society for Bibles. He also read, at the request of the writer, Mr. Simpson’s 
report of his operations as a colporteur of the society for the last seven months. 

Rey. Charles Stewart, an esteemed minister of the Presbyterian church of this 
county, then made a report to the society of his labours as our colporteur in this 
(Fayette) county, he having visited and explored pretty thoroughly one half of 
the county. “After which, Rey. F. T, Mitchell addressed the meeting, giving a con- 
cise view of his labours in this state for the American Bible Society during the 
past year, showing a considerable increase in the collections for this cause and in 
the distribution of the Scriptures in this northern and middle section of the state ; 
and in special allusion to the operations of this society, offered the following note 
lutions, which was unanimously passed : z 

Resolved,—That the secretary of this meeting be requested to cause to be pub- 
lished the reports this evening made, or such portions of them as he may think 
proper. , 

The following resolution was then offered and unanimously passed : 

Resolved,—From the reports of the agents for the distribution of the word of God 
in our own State, to which we have this evening listened with interest, that we see 


additional reasons to persevere in this leading work which has engaged us as a 
Society. 
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The meeting was then addressed in an able and interesting manner by Rev. 
R. J. Breckenridge, D. D., on the importance of having the Bible and Testament 
universally used as school books in the State, and as'an object worthy the special 
effort and influence of this society. He proposed the following resolution for the 
action of the society, which was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved —That the use of the word of God, as a reading book in schools, is of 
the highest importance’; and this society, while it recommends to all parents to use 
their influence with the schools to which they send their children, and to all persons 
who are engaged in the public service of this and other Bible societies, and to all 
ministers of the gospel, to aid in the promotion of this object—hereby pledges 
itself to furnish, as far as its means will allow, all schools in the sphere of its 
operations that may make.application to it, with Bibles and Testaments, at their 
cost to the society. 

In the enyelope which covers this letter, I send you a copy of the reports of our 
colporteurs, Mr. Simpson and Mr. Stewart, which you will read with interest, 
thinking it likely you may find them, or extracts from them, worthy of a place at 
least in your monthly extracts. It is our hope to go on the present es with 
increased interest in this great and growing work.

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FOR THE RECORD. 


There is one subject of vital importance to the interests of the Bible 
cause which seems to be overlooked by many of your auxiliaries—that is, 
the selection of efficient business men for the officers of their respective 
societies. ‘ 4 i } 

The office of president, though honourable, is not of such direct import- 
ance to the prosperity and welfare of the society, as that of the officers on 
whom labour devolves. 4 

The treasurer of a Bible society should not only be an honest respon- 
sible man; but should be prompt, and so keep his accounts, that they shall 
be perfectly plain and intelligible to all concerned. Nothing more com- 
pletely embarrasses the operations of a society than a confused account of 
the treasurer. The contributions of the friends of the society are received 
by him from time to time, and often remain from one annual meeting ‘to | 
another, either in use by himself, or locked up for safe keeping; and this is 
one reason why so many congregations and individuals prefer paying over 
their funds directly to the Parent Board, rather than pass them through the 
channel of the county society, which it is desirable should be done. 

The duties of the corresponding and recording secretaries, generally, in 
the county societies, do best when merged in one. A good fair book of 
record should be kept, and the annual meetings of the society and meetings 
of the executive committee carefully recorded. 

The corresponding secretary may aid the cause materially by a free cor- 
respondence with ministers and others taking an efficient oversight of the 
county operations. ‘This, in a great measure, is the reason that the Parent 
Society has for so many years received such liberal donations from the auxi- 
liary in Montgomery county, N. Y., and some others which might be named. 

The executive committee should understand the full import of the term 
executive—that is, to execute; and should be selected for their prompt busi- 
ness habits. 

I believe, that attention to the foregoing hints would greatly facilitate 
the operations of your auxiliaries, and give to the Parent Society the aid de- 
signed for them by their friends.

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NEW YORK BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The twenty-fifth annual meeting of this society was held in the Reformed 
Dutch church, Lafayette Place, Monday evening, November 20th, 1848. 

-A. R. Walsh, Esq., president, in the chair. : 

The exercises of the evening were commenced by reading the Scriptures, 
by Rev. Dr. DeWitt. . The Rev. Dr. Hutton engaged in prayer.. 

Mr. Geo. H. Williams, treasurer, presented his annual report. 

G.N. Titus, Esq., corresponding secretary, read the annual report of the 
board of managers. 

Addresses were delivered by John Jay, Esq. and Rev: G: F. Kettell, of 
this city, and Rev. H. W. Beecher, of Brooklyn. A collection was taken, 
and the exercises concluded with the doxology and benediction. 

The number of Bibles and Testaments sold at our depository, and dis- 
tributed by our agent and committees, aided by the zealous tract distributers 

the several wards, during the past year amounts in the aggregate to 
66,681 volumes; of which 7,916 Bibles and 11,875 Testaments have been 
‘distributed through the agency of the Board, and 14,971 Bibles and 31,919 
Testaments have been sold at the depository. This statement exhibits a 
decrease of 24,517 volumes as contrasted with the issues of the previous 
year, and requires something more than a passing notice. It should be re- 
membered that during the year ending in November, 1847, large demands 

“were made upon the board for Bibles, to be distributed among the poor of 
this city, by the Rev. Mr. Woleott—a special agent employed for that pur- 
pose—and for the supply of the soldiers of our army then engaged in an 
active foreign seryice. The employment of Mr. Wolcott has not been con- 
tinued during the past year, while the happy termination of a destructive 
war, followed by a reduction of our forces in the field, has proportionally 
‘diminished our distribution through that channel. 


The vast multitude of our population, living in forgetfulness of God and 
ignorance of Divine truth, is continually increasing by the tens of thousands 
emigrating from foreign lands. From November Ist, 1847, to November 
Ist, 1848, 178,178 emigrants, from different parts of the world, arrived at 
the port of New York, who haye contributed to the numbers of our crowded 
metropolis, or scattered themselves through the regions of the west. 

The views of the emigrant committee on this subj 


“'The distribution of the Bible among these people, coming from ‘almost 
every kingdom and province of the old world, and seeking within our bor- 
ders and under our institutions a ‘permanent dwelling place, may be consi- ' 

._ dered in some respects one of the most important and promising fields of the 
society’s labours. They are soon to. become members with us of the same 
political household, and contribute with us to the general tone and character 
of our national existence and destiny. We cannot therefore estimate too. 
highly the responsibility laid upon us to farnish them liberally with the sa- 


cred volume, which is the source and fountain of all true intelligence, and is 
able to make wise unto salvation.” 


ect are thus expressed : 


The advantages resulting from the employment of agents familiar with 
the German and French, for the distribution of the Scriptures among 
foreigners speaking those languages, have been fully tested, 

In June last, the board appointed Mr. Stephen Smyth, a native of Ire- 
land, to act as distributing agent among the Irish, who constitute a large 
portion of the emigrants to this country, They are usually extremely poor 
and many of then unable to read. Mr. Smyth has relieved many cases of 
personal suffering among these poor people, and distributed among them 
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since his appointment 1,441 volumes. His labours have given satisfaction 
to the committee and the board. 
The number of volumes distributed through the emigrant committee 
during the past year has been 4,082, exceeding the distribution of the pre- 
vious year by 1,427 volumes. * : fe ; 
The distribution of our marine committee and general agent has been as 
follows :—3,381 Bibles, 3,773 Testaments—total, 7,154 volumes. : 

’ The demand for Bibles and Testaments for the use of the marines and 
sailors of our government vessels in this port has been supplied. Under the 
supervision of our committee on naval stations, 1,357 volumes, printed in 
ten different languages, have been distributed. The board are much in- 
debted to the efficient and zealous co-operation of the Rev. Mr. Stockbridge, 
the United States’ chaplain at the Brooklyn navy yard, whose reports to 
the chairman of this committee are full of interest. . 

A few extracts from these reports are here inserted :— | 


“You will remember that you made a grant to accompany the battalion 
of marines that sailed from this port for Mexico, under command of Colonel 
Watson. Those volumes are-now in the heart of Mexico, 7 

“Sailors have carried some of the hundreds I have distributed, to the 
Gulf of Mexico, in the following vessels,—the Electra, Hecla, Vesuvius, 
Scorpion, and Scourge. They have carried the Word to every part of the 
Mexican coast where our navy has shown her flag. 

“The ship, Supply, recently sailed from this station, taking out an ex- 
ploring party, whose destination is the Dead Sea: I supplied them with 
twenty-five copies of the New Testament. 

“The thought must be a pleasing one to the members of your society, 
that the New Testament, with ‘New York Bible Society’ stamped on its 
cover, is daily read in every quarter of the globe.” : 

The chairman of the committee on military posts presents the following 
report :— ; ; 

“The distribution during the past year at Fort Columbus has been con- 
ducted through the kind agency of the government chaplain, and embraces 
companies and parts of companies drafted hence to the field of active opera- 
tions in Mexico. These, together with those at the lower station in the 
harbour, comprise all that have been supplied, The number of volumes 
passing through this channel of distribution has amounted to 1,476. It is 
usual to give a copy of the Scriptures to all enlisted, with the rare exception 
of those who decline receiving them.” 

The amount received during the past year,.and paid by our treasurer to 
the Parent Society, has been $25,220 68. ; 


THE BRISTOL COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY 2 


Held its annual meeting at Mansfield, in Rev. Mr. Blake’s meeting-house, 
on Wednesday, 27th inst., at 9 o’clock,. A. M. The meeting was opened 
with prayer by Rey. Mr. Crane, of Attleborough. » After the transaction of 
the annual business of the society, the public services of the day were intro- 
duced by a prayer from Rev. Mr. Butler, agent of the American Bible Society, 
and a sermon from Rev. Mr. Maltby, of Taunton, from Psalm exix, 130; 
which the society subsequently requested for publication. a 

In the afternoon, the reports of the treasurer and executive committee 
were read by the secretary, followed by remarks from Rev. Messrs. Butler, 

- of the American Bible. Society, Crane, of Attleborough, Brigham and Emery, 
of Taunton. Rev. Mr. Eastman, of Berkley, offered the concluding prayer.

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This meeting was the largest and most animating which the’ society 
“has had for many years. The delegations from abroad were not nume- 

rous, but the attendance of the people of Mansfield indicated a deep 
interest in the cause of the Bible. The choir showed itself ready to perform — 
its part of the devotional services by a full attendance all day. The impres- 
sion and influence of the meeting were good. All present appeared to leave 
the house of God with a deeper conviction of the incomparable excellence 
and value of the Bible, and a determination to do more for its distribution. 

From the report of the executive committee, it appeared that, from all 
parts of the county, $553 23 had been remitted to the Parent Society as 
donations and for Bibles; of which $241 28 had passed through the treasury 
of the county society. ‘ 

~ The officers of the society for the ensuing year are as follows: 

Rey. KE, Maltby, Taunton, president; Rev. S. Hopkins Emery, Taunton, 
secretary; Hodges Reed, Esq., Taunton, treasurer. '

LOGAN COUNTY, OHIO. 


Rey. George Sheldon, agent, sends the following statement in regard to 
the above county: 


“In a recent investigation, in Logan county, by our Bible colporteur, 
Rev. Adam Nigh, the following results were brought about, though the work 
was supposed to have been principally done before :—No. of families visited 
1,697, refused to report two, without a whole Bible 163, without any portion of 
the word of God in the house eighty four; 97 were left without a whole 
Bible, fifty-nine would not have them on any ‘conditions, and thirty-eight 
wished for books different from any on hand; 462 youths under sixteen years 
of age whd can read, were found without a Bible or Testament, and 227 of them 
left so for the want of books; twenty-seven clergymen in the county, and thirty- 
one schools in which the Scriptures are not used as a school book. There 
were received, $170 00 as donations, $9 collected on old debts; $60 37 
expended in the efforts for services.” 


PENSACOLA BIBLE SOCIETY, FLORIDA, 
December, 1848. 

At the organization of this society, the sum of $36 65 having been con- 
tributed in the way of life and. annual membership, the amount was placed 
in the hands of Rey. Mr. Goodenough, agent for the American Bible Society, 
with the request that he would transmit the amount, and order sucha quantity 
of Bibles as he might thimk necessary to supply the wants of this community, 
This request was complied with, andthe books forwarded; but owing to some 
unfortunate contingeney, (being sent via Mobile), they did not reach here 
until the month of June. When.the books arrived, a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee was called, and on consultation, it was decided, that as the 
store of T. B. Jerrison, Esq. was in a central part of the town, and eligible 
for the sale of the volumes of the society, a committee should be-appointed 
to refhiest of that gentleman the privilege of using his store as a depository; » 
The permission was cheerfully accorded to the society, and the books were 
placed in the care of Mr. W. H. Baker, who has used such means as have been 
in his power for the circulation, by sale, of the volumes entrusted to his care. 
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In many respects our situation as an auxiliary society may be viewed as 
an important one, and would seem to call forth extra exertion on the part of 
the friends of the cause With which we are identified. This being a naval 
station and constantly visited by vessels of war, opportunities of doing good 

_by the cireulation of the Bible among the sailors are frequent. 

The committee earnestly hope, that God in his providence may raise up 

some suitable person to act as a distributing agent in the town and county. 
_Entertaining such feelings, the committee at its last meeting, (Saturday, Oct. 
24th) appointed a committee to confer wjth, and endeavour to secure the 
services of such a person. As yet, no such arrangement has been made, but 
they hope to attain their object. 

During the year, they have received a certificate from the Parent Institu- 
tion, recognizing this as an auxiliary to the American Bible Society. And 
in conelusion, the committee would express their gratitude that they are thus 
associated with a cause which is exerting such a mighty influence for the 
temporal and eternal welfare of our race, in circulating far and-wide those 
«Jeaves from the tree of life, which are for the healing of the nations,” and 
being instrumental in so eminent a degree in hastening forward the glorious 
period, “ when the knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth as the waters 
cover the sea.” b

LETTER FROM THE FRENCH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
‘ ‘ Paris, November 25th, 1848. 

Honovrep Brorier,—We have received your letters of the 2nd and 9th 
of October, enclosing the sum of 5,250 francs that your Society has had the 
goodness to send us. We cannot adequately express to you our oratitude 
for the regularity of your remittances, and how much they favour our opera- 
tions. The good which you are doing us in this way, or what is better, the 
good which you are doing to the Bible cause in France, will certainly be a 
source of great blessings on your personal work. 

Sinee our last communication, we have undertaken a very useful distri- 
bution of pious books, Our government, desiring to aid in the most effica- 
cious manner the mass of workmen whom our political events have plunged 
into the most frightful misery, has decided to offer to this class of our coun- 
trymen the means to favour their establishment in our colony of Algiers; yet 
obliged to limit the expences, it has decided also, that the first band of colo- 
nists should not exceed from 12,000 to 13,500. Since then, that is to say, 
for six weeks, bodies of from eight to nine hundred men, women, and chil- 
dren have set out twice 4 week from Paris, directing their way towards 
Algiers, where facilities for establishing themselves have been prepared for 
them. Our committee has also been occupied with these poor emigrants, , 
and it has seemed to it to be its duty to offer, gratuitously, a New Testament 
to those among them who would receive it favourably. Unfortunately, several 
administrative difficulties have hindered our putting our project immediately 
into execution, and it was only with the 5th or 6th band that we were able 
to commence our distribution. The ceremony which precedes the embarca- 
tion of the colonists is conducted with some pomp. It takes place on the 
quay St. Bernard, near to the Garden of Plants. The emigrants are esta- 
blished on four large boats, conyeniently arranged for this purpose, and itds then 
towed by a steamboat with which they navigate the Seine, different canals, and 
then the Rhone,to Marseilles, On the day of departure, the commission which 
organises all this affair, representatives of the people and other distinguished 
characters, present the emigrants with a standard, accompanying the gift 
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‘| with patriotic speeches. What is not so well, is the imposing part which is 
given in all this to the elergy of the Roman Catholic church, Contrary to 
the religious liberty which the republie seemed to be going to grant us, the 
priests are always put forward in all the public ceremonies, much more so 
than under the fallen monarchy. Thus, for example, at the time of the 
reading of the constitution in presence of the people and the army, some 
days since, five bishops, followed by a thousand priests, said mass on the 
Place de la Concorde, and bestowed their blessings on the assembled crowd ; 
a crowd composed of Protestants and Jews, as well as Roman Catholics. } 
And what was still more improper, the monumental altar, at the foot of 
which the constitution was to be proclaimed, bore on all sides, not the em- 
blems of the republic, but the arms of the arehbishop of Paris. ‘This is the 
way our governors understand religious liberty: it is not surprising, after 
that, to see them still’ leaning on the priests, with regard to the Algerien 
colonists. The clergy, then, in these circumstances, sprinkle standard and 
colonists with holy water, and give it always to be understood by their 
words, that popery is about to establish itself trimmphantly on Algerien soil. 

Nothing is more imposing than the aspect presented by the banks of the 
Seine on those days. All these boats covered with flags, and the military 
musicians playing the patriotic airs the most in vogue; all these colonists 
making the air resound with their cries of adieu, their relations answering 
them in the same manner, the hundred thousand spectators pressing upon the 
two banks of the river; all this, as may be imagined, forms one of the finest 
spectacles that can be seen. 

But what would especially rejoice your eyes to contemplate, would be 
what passes, around a little wagon, not far from the point of embarcation. 
This wagon is filled with New Testaments, which are to be distributed by 
two members of our committee, assisted by three or four other friends. Two of 
these distributions have already taken place with much order. Our colleague, 
M. le pasteur Burnier, who directs them, has been received with affection and 
respect by the colonists, and he has the consoling hope that a good number 
of the 1,500 Testaments which he has already disposed of in this way will 
produce the effect which we desire. The eagerness with which our distribu- 
tions are received is very displeasing to the priests, who have quickly re- 
marked, that the simple and serious words of the friends who distribute the 
New Testament are listened to with much more interest than their chants 
or pompous discourses. Many excellent promises have been made by the 
emigrants to these friends with regard to the use which they would make of 
the precious book which they received; and it is with emotion and cordial 
gratitude that they learn that this gift proceeds from a sociéty whose only 
end in acting thus, is to procure for the departing, whom it does not then 
know, and perhaps never will see, consolations and happiness that no man 
and no temporal good could insure to them. Yes, every thing encourages 
us to hope that this distribution of holy books, which your liberality has as- 
sisted us to ‘make, will have blessed results. You will rejoice with us, dear 
sir, and will ask the Lord with us, that our hopes may soon be transformed 
into realities, 

Furthermore, to have farther guarantees of it, we are addressing ourselves 
to the Evangelical Society of France, to ask it to direct an evangelist towards 
these new colonies forming in Algiers, who should preach to our country- 
men the gospel of peace, the written volume of which we have placed in 
their hands. We are warmly desirous that this request should be favourably 
received; if it should be otherwise, we should have to examine, whether we 
could not charge ourselves with the sending and support of*a colporteur in 
that country. 
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__ We have given the above recital somewhat at length, because we con- 
sider that the work of which we have been speaking to you, is one of the 
most useful which we could undertake; and because we wished to make you 
understand how much we need, for its success, the concurrence of your 
prayers. Ah, for that, as for all our other operations, this concurrence is in- 
dispensable; for as we have shown you above, the impediments which we 
still encounter here, are most serious ; and the great.adversaries of the free 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures, the priests, redouble their audacity and 

- their energy to paralyse,if not to suspend, its course. They well know, from 
the general dispositions of our population, that if the light burned with all 
its brilliancy in the midst of them, they would speedily and completely break 
the feeble band which holds them, attached as by a thread, to this mass of 
superstitious practices, or vain forms, of which the great number haye been 
disabused. _ 

Permit us to give you ‘two or three proofs of the good dispositions of 
which we have just spoken. We draw them from the journal of one of our 
colporteurs employed in the department De la Charente. This friend writes 
thus: “ Every time that I go into the village of C., where there are more than 
400 inhabitants, the same thing happens. The first person who sees. me, 
runs towards me to ask me serious questions; then in a few moments, every 
body collects from the four corners of the village to listen to the glad tidings. 
It is always with regret that they see me depart; each would wish to see me 
there constantly. At M. de B., it is the same thing ; and perhaps the hunger 
and thirst after the word of God is even greater there than any where else: 
when I speak of departing, they almost use violence to detain me. They 

‘will no more hear of the mass and the curé ; and although [ am only a sim- 
ple and humble colporteur, they supplicate.me to be their spiritual guide, 
because, say they, ‘all your teachings are conformable to those of the gospel.’ ” 
Our friend transmits to us, finally, equally joyful news of many other parishes 
where he has spread the holy volume. On all sides they write to him that 

the religion of the Bible is that which they will follow. that it is in it that 
peace and happiness are to be found. There is there a most remarkable re- 
ligious movement, and produced, remark it well, only by the reading of the 
Holy Scriptures. 

If we were not afraid of extending our letter too much, we could easily 
furnish you with like examples from other parts of our country.. We should 
have been able in this way, better to establish the certainty of the facilities 
which are at, present offered in France for the extension of the reign of our 
Lord and Saviour. Will these facilities last long, or will they soon be re- 
placed by hindrances excited by the Romish priesthood, or by the political 
sects who are labouring among us for the overthrow of society? God only 
knows!

We who 
write to you are not ignorant of this; we feel, profoundly, our incapacity 
and our misery; and to be equal to the different circumstances im which we 
seem about to be placed, we have need, urgent need, that our brethren should 
not forget us in their prayers. We have confidence, then, that you and your 
friends, who have shown yourselves so generously devoted to our work, will 
grant us, with the same liberality, that most precious of all gifts, that of re-

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. MONTHLY EXTRACTS OF THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
From Mr. William Manning. : 
JAFFA, PALESTINE, June 30, 1848. 

I nave.the happiness to inform you that I have distributed nearly all the 
books granted to me by your committee for the use of the poor pilgrims 
going to Jerusalem ; and in the distribution met with far less opposition than 
‘I had anticipated, owing no doubt, in some measure, to the excitement of the 
people, occasioned by the accounts which met them of the revolution taking 
place in their countries, which they had only left but a few, months before in 
comparative peace and security. In fact, we met with no open opposition, 
except from the Armenian priests, who drove my man from their convent, and 
endeavoured to excite the people to treat him with violence, and which he 
escaped by a precipitate flight. They told him they wanted none of his ac- 
cursed protestant books; and assured the people, that if they read them they 
would risk their salvation. But this, like most of Satan’s’ devices, only 
turned out for the furtherance of the object it was designed to frustrate; for 
the scene taking place in the presence of a priest from the far-distant land of 
Armenia, excited in him a great desire to possess some of the books; and 

~ having seen me in company with a young man, a native, whom he knew to 
be a seceder from his body, he privately applied to hin, and entreated him to 
intercede with me for as many of the books of the Scriptures as I had got in 
his language. ~ He begged at the same time that the greatest secrecy might 
be observed; and that the last thing he would do on leaving his convent 
shouldbe to call for them and take them with him to his country. I hardly 
need add, that his wish was complied with; and in return for which he left 
me his blessing. 

The Russians thankfully received whatever'was offered them; and one 
man in particular, when presented with a New Testament, was transported 
with joy. He°exclaimed, “Oh, this is the book I have been wishing to get 
for many years past!” He said, “I am a printer, and when I get home I 
shall make many books from this ;” by which I understood him to mean, he 
should print and circulate small and detached portions. We also gave away 
a Turkish Bible to a Sheikh, who is the head of a large tribe, and, for one 
in his position, a yery learned man. He reads and writes his own language 
with fluency and ease, which is a rare thing to find amongst them. He ex- 
pressed himself much pleased with the present, and said he thought the 
English religion must be true, because it made the people so good, and in- 
stanced the present as a proof; “For,” he added, « they know nothing of 
me, nor can they expect any return, and yet they have sent me this beautiful 
book, which must have cost them much money.” He said, also, he believed 
that Jesus Christ was the prophet of the Christians, as Mahommed was that 
of the Turks, but of course inferior. We have seen him since, when he told 
us he had read much ofthe book, and should very much like that his young 
people should be taught to read, that they might learn the wonderful histo. 
ries it contained ; and he said, if a school should be opened in any of 
his villages, he would send many dozens of boys to it. When I was at 
Beyrout there was a great demand for Bibles in the districts of the Lebanon ; 
and I was told by the American missionaries that, in sending up a supply to 
one of their stations, the donkey-load was stopped by the people at one of 
the villages through which it had to pass, and the whole shared among them 
at the price demanded. At Beyrout, also, I was applied to by the Rev, Mr. 
Winbolt, the London society’s missionary, for some Arabic Bibles, and was 
sorry I could not give them: And the other day a request was made to me 
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by eight Roman Catholic youths, who wished to have an Italian Bible each, 
and which they said was at the instance of their schoolmaster, a priest, and 
was for the purpose of teaching them the language.*

b Tam very anxious to introduce the work of colportage among the regiments which 
have recently been formed, and which are well known under the general designa- 
tion, “ Mobile,” being composed of young warriors who fought at the barricades of 
February. All these young persons belong to the so-called “ Enfants de Paris ;” 
full of courage, regardless of danger, inspired with sentiments of generosity, and 
animated with an heroic intrepidity, of which they have given signal proofs in 
maintaining order and defending personal property in the deplorable insurrection 
of the month of June. I do not know if you are aware of the circumstances. that 
these regiments, comprising from 20,000 to 25,000 men, were placed under the im- 
mediate command of the brave General Duvivier, who died a short time ago in 

consequence of the affairs of June. General Duvivier was a person of decided 
piety, who addressed his soldiers openly on the subject. of God and of prayer in 
his orders of the day, and they, on their side, took no umbrage at the style of his 
addresses. It appears to me, therefore, to be desirable to continue what he began, 
and to place in the knapsack of every one of these young soldiers a copy of the 
New Testament, which may speak to them even better things than what their 
late general told them. , 

And here permit me to communicate some interesting facts as stated by one 
of our colporteurs, in regard to an awakening begun in a small village in the 
south, among a number of young persons, who, under the providence of God 
have become the instruments of much blessing to the inhabitants of a whole 
district. 

“On my arrival here,” writes the colporteur, “I was astonished and pleased to 
witness the great and glorious work ‘which the Lord is carrying on among the 
young people of both sexes belonging to these’ classes. - It would appear that they 
had been brought to a knowledge of the truth by reading the New Testament, 
which had been abundantly circulated in the schools. The primary wish of these 
young persons, who are all poor, is to promote the kingdom of God in France. 
Several of them who are clothiers have undertaken a work which they can only 
carry on in the evening, and often during the night. Each. member of their little 
association agrees, in turn, to weave a portion of the cloth, the proceeds of which 
are intended either to assist in disseminating the Holy Scriptures around them, or 
in publishing the gospels by means of evangelists. The young females have, for 
the same objects, established a needlework society, and devote every day three 
hours at least to making blouses and shirts, which they afterwards sell at mode- 
rate prices for the benefit of the work of eyangelization. The time devoted to 
these labours is deducted, in both cases, from their hours of rest; that is to say, 
after spending a hard day’s labour in gaining their daily subsistence by the sweat 


of their brow. 


From Lieutenant Graydon, R. N. 
LAUSANNE, Sept, 1, 1848.

bon Hotel is already quite a brilliant and truly rejoicing exception, as it respects the 


dissemination of holy writ, in the multitudinous list of hotels throughout Europe, if

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not the world. And is it not an extraordinary exception, when we consider that 
the hotel bears the name, and is built on the very ground so long and often paced 
by him who so thorougly hated the gospel, and did: so much injury to its blessed 
cause? Surely this exception, however unimportant in appearance, is of the Lord! 
Some 4,000 copies of His word have now been sold in that very hotel. The other 
day the landlady, on meeting her in the street,’told me, “I have sold several more 
Bibles and New Testamants since you took the account.” f

ARKANSAS AGENT. 


} MINDEN, Louisiana, March 23d, 1848, 
‘Rev. AND DEAR Srr,—I am permitted, in the good providence of 
God, to send you my sécond monthly report. Since I wrote from Camden 
Arkansas, | have visited Eldorado, Union county Arkansas, and organized 2 
society (auxiliary) with thirty members, and $40 subscribed °for procuring — 
books. I gave their executive committee an order for half the box at 
Camden, and they are to place the amount in my hands soon. J hope 
to receive it next week, i 
I next visited Shreveport and Mansfield, in Caddo and De Soto parishes 
Louisiana, At the latter place I addressed the citizens, and made ar- 
“rangements, to organize a good auxiliary; but it rained so incessantly that 
we failed to get'a meeting. I had made arrangements to be at Shreve- 
port the ensuing Sabbath, and had to leave ; but made arrangements to 
have an auxiliary organized through the local minister, and so T felt safe in 
sending $50 worth of books to that place. Rev. Mr. Hammil, who takes a 
lively interest in the cause, became personally responsible for the amount 
At alittle neighbouring schoo! house, on my way to Mansfield, I addressed 
about thirty or forty persons on the subject of my agency and they all

sent up their names next Sabbath, to be entered on the list of members. at 
Shreveport, accompanied with a purse of $32 00!! At Greenwood. a 
flourishing village of Caddo parish, I hope at some future time to organize a 
society ; but l wasunable to be there on Sabbath. Very little can be done 
in Ore@anizing, or collecting funds except on the Sabbath. People cannot 
be collected from their business concerns on any other day. I, however 
found a pious merchant, who told me he would buy $25 worth of books, 
and become responsible for the amount. I sent them to him, and will 
doubtless soon receive the amount, and see them distributed. ” 
At Shreveport I found the society had never hada teoular mmeenne: 
since Dr. Kain was there last, two yearsago, The friends advised to or. 
ganize the society de novo. This we did on Sabbath evening the 13th 
inst., after. a brief address, and obtained fifty-six members. $70 were 
subscribed for books, and officers chosen. 
pelt this place a black man heard me make the address in church respect 
ing the destitutions around us, and he sent his name to become a heiber 
and paid fifty cents. I directed the committee to furnish him with a 
copy of the Bible, gratis. I have resolved to furnish every coloured per- 
son with whom I meet with a copy of the Scriptures, who can read ther

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it from my own salary, small as it is —It does seem that a poor man, thus 
struggling for light —the glorious light of the gospel, should be encouraged, 
by all means.

LINCOLN COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MAINE. 
June, 1848, 
| Dear Sir,—This society met.at Waldoboro’, June 13th; report of the 
secretary was read, by which it appeared, that the exploration of: the 
county had beencompleted. 8367 families have been visited: Bibles and 
Testaments haye been sold, to the amount. of $1342 29. They have 
supplied 574 destitute families; and given away Bibles and Testaments 
to the amount of $136 52. The secretary’s report will soon be published, 
when I hope to be able to furnish you with.a copy. Great harmony of 
feeling prevailed in the meeting ; and the facts developed in the reading 
of the secretary’s report, as well as the remarks and speeches which were 
made, awakened quite an interest in the Bible cause: I trust that our 
county organization will hereafter be more efficient than it has hitherto 
been. 

The following resolution was passed unanimously. 

Resolved,—That this society recommend to the churches and congre- 
gations of all denominations in this county, to take up a collection some- 
time during the year, for the Lincoln County Bible Society, as urgently 
demanded to promote the interest of the cause, and to pay over the same, 
to the secretary.

A GOOD WORK IN PROGRESS. 


The Erie County Bible Society, N. Y., held its annual meeting at: 
Aurora, on the 21st of June. _The report which was presented embraces 
only three-months of the year—the time the society has been in operation. 
The agent of the society, Mr. Homer Hendee, has prosecuted his labours 
with untiring zeal and fidelity, having thoroughly explored and supplied 
seven towns, and part of another. He has visited 2992 families. He found 
517 families destitute of the entire Bible; fifty-nine families refused to 
receive the Bible, all of whom were Roman Catholics, except two. He 
has distributed 1507 Bibles and Testaments; of this number, 1188 were 

ld, and 319 given away. 
3 From the fea rect it appears that, during the time in which 
the society has béen in operation, there has been received in donations, 
and from the sale of Bibles and ‘Testaments, the sum of $324 35. After 
deducting expenditures, there will be a balance of $64 remaining in the 
treasury, which, with pledges. from individuals and churches, and Bibles 


and Testaments in the depository, will not meet the society’s iridebted- 


ness by about $250. ts 
Twelve towns yet remain to be visited by our agent; and as in some 
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of them there is a large Catholic population, the proportion of the desti- 
tute, as compared with the number already supphed, will be greatly 
inereased: but the “gold and the silver are the Lord’s,”? and those who 
“cast their bread upon the waters,’’ or make investments in the cause; 
we are assured will become richer by their expenditures. We are amply 
repaid for all our time and money expended in the distribution of the 
sacred Scriptures, by the tears of gratitude with which many of the poor 
receive them, and the reflection that we are aiding to render them happy 
here, as well as to communicate to them spiritual and eternal riches. 
The agent relates the case of a family, composed of a man and wife, and 
two daughters and a son. They occupied a small house of but one room. 
They were asked if they had any Bibles or Testaments. The answer 
was, “We have none; we are very poor.” They were asked, how they. 
got along without a Bible? They said they were very lenely, especially 
on the Sabbath. The children attend Sunday-school, but have to borrow 
books. ‘Well, you say that you are very poor,” said the agent; ‘but 
there is’a way to become very rich, ‘ without money and without price.’ ”” 
He then presented the parents with a copy of the Bible, and each of the 
daughters with a copy of the Testament. They appeared to be very 
much affected. The next morning, as he passed by, he left some religious © 
tracts, and another Testament, which they said they wanted for the boy. 
“The poor we have always with us, and whensoever we will, we may do 
them good.” But in what way can we do them more good, or bless them 
with more enriching treasures, than by furnishing them with the word of 
| God—this glorious light, which has been sent into the world to illumine 
its moral darkness, and guide our feet in the way to heaven ? ; 
Whilst the Bible has been received by many with tears of gratitude 
our agent has knowledge of only one copy having been destroyed, and 
that by a Catholic. It is an interesting fact, however, that some of this 
class of our community are anxious to obtain Bibles by paying for them ; 
and there‘are Protestant Germans among us, who are very desirous that 
somebody would ‘procure a quantity of “ Kirwan’s” letters, for distribu- 
tion among the Catholics, being ready to volunteer their services in their 
’ circulation. , Among all sects and classes, the Bible cause, as its object 
and claims become known, is gaining a deep hold on the heart, and open- 
ing it to acts of benevolence. Our agent called on an individual who isa 
member of a society called “ Disciples,’? and informed him what the Bible 
} Society was doing, and what he was doing in that town. The feelings 
of the individual were much excited. He invited the agent to call 
and stay with him over night. In answer to the inquiry of this indi- 
|, vidual about what he had been doing that day, the agent gave him the 
items—told him that he had supplied several destitute families with the 
Bible gratuitously, among whom were some Catholics; when the man 
remarked with emphasis: “It is God’s work.”? Afterwards the acent 
had some conversation with him and his aged father, who was present 
from Pennsylvania, and is a minister of the society of “United Brethren 1 
They both attended the meeting at which the agent lectured, and the 
father paid $3, and the son $10, to the Bible cause. Truly, “ it is God’s 
work ;”? and who will not contribute of his worldly substarice as God has 
‘blessed him, to aid in “ beariug the lamp of life in the midst ‘of darkness 
and the shadow. of death’’—to help forward an enterprise which has for 
its object the improvement of man’s moral and social condition, and the 
salvation of the immortal soul 2

The meeting was called to order by the president, Allen Ayrault, Esq., 
and prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Kay, of Groveland, and the nineteenth 
Psalm, and sixth chapter of Paul’s first’ Epistle to Timothy read by Rev. 
Mr. Bakewell, of Geneseo. Seat 


[ Extract from the Report. ] 


Our Bible society has been occupied in the appropriate work. under- 
taken, especially in the field assigned by Providence for our particular 
culture. - In pursuance of the resolution of the society, at their last meet- 
ing, to survey the county, and supply all that should be found destitute, 
with Bibles and Testaments, the managers engaged the Rev. Wm. Hunter, 
as.agent, to perform that labour. Mr. Hunter engaged in the services, and 
has completed the work undertaken. For a detailed account of his 
labours, and the application of all the money received by him, the 
managers would refer to his report on file with the treasurer, William 
Walker, Esq. . As an aggregate, he visited 5069 families, 200 of which 
were destitute of the Scriptures. He made donations of 149 Bibles and 
522 Testaments, amounting to $77 85. He sold 452 Bibles and 1114 
Testaments, amounting to $426 09. He received donations from indi- 
viduals in the several towns, to the amount of $280 87, viz:—from the 
town of Geneseo, $67 64; Livonia, $27 01; Lima, $63 49; Groveland, 
$13 99; Dansville, $29 29; Sparta, $4 31; Conesus, $3 25; Spring- 
water, $5 03; York, $43 41; Avon, $6 19; West Sparta, $1; Mount 
Morris, $1 41; Nunda, $7 19; Portage, $0 00; Leicester, $7 66... Mr. 

- Hunter met with a favourable reception throughout the county, and there 
is reason to believe that much good has been accomplished by his agency. 

There have been purchased for the society, books of the A. B. Society, 
to the amount of $637 81. The receipts for the year have been $853 38. 
There are in the depository 683. Bibles and Testaments, worth $210 30. 
Books sold at the depository, $99 90. The sum in the treasury is $103 30. 
The society is indebted to the Parent Society $157 81. 

A donation of $150 has been made to the Parent Society, according © 
to a resolution of this society; and to constitute a donor a life-member, 
#30 in addition. 

A circular letter was addressed to the friends of the Bible in the 
several congregations within the county, in December last, on the sub- 
ject of raising funds for the purposes for which we are associated.

I answer, most of 
the: mew are gone from home in the fishing or coasting business, and will 
not bein tall the month of November. Only in a few of the towns can the 
object be presented until November next, to advantage. I trust, however, 
that a few of the towns will respond to the call soon; some few churches 
are pledged to do it. : 

I regret that the Parent Institution is not before this reimbursed for the 

advances made to the county ; but I have done what I could ‘to prevent 

such indebtedness, and to cancel it, since incurred ; and shall continue to 
do all that is practicable to the same end.

‘ [From the Annual Report of the same Society.] 

It is.also worthy of special notice, as well as a matter of congratula- 
tion to the friends of the Bible in the county, that in the visitation of be-— 
tween five and six thousand families and their supply with the Holy 
Scriptures, and a gratuitous supply to an amount of over $180, an indebt- 
edness has been incurred to an amount no larger than a little exceeding 
$100, while in some of the counties in the state an indebtedness has been 
incurred to a much greater amount. And, asa source of satisfaction in 
the retrospect of what they have been able to accomplish, it may not be 
improper to advert to some of the important statements contained in the 
reports of the agents, presented at a previous annual meeting. 

Ina part of the county, visited by one of the agents, including a Hittle 
less than 4,000 families, he found 166 families who had ‘not a whole Bible 
and more than half of that number who had no part of it. Some of those 
who are mentioned as having a part of the Bible, hada small prece of a 

' Testament or a few shattered leaves of a Bible. More than 100 other families 
were found so partially destitute as to make it a duty to. supply them. 
Says the agent, “I found two or three large families who had never had a Bible 
for twenty years; the parents of one of them had grand-children.”? 
‘Others whom I supplied, had lived without a Bible, some two, three: five 
seven, eight, nine, and all-along up to fifteen and seventeen years. 
Destitutions were found in every town and in almost every neighbourhood 
—some under the very droppings of the sanctuary, and in densely popu- 
lated streets. In one place, a family, married eight years, had never had 
a Bible ; and seven more. families required to be supplied within one 
mile, where the minister said there could be no destitution.”

BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN SOUTHERN OHIO. 


Dear Srr,—In the following, you will find the result of my labours as 
Bible. distributor during the last month, ending June 23, in the townships 
of Fairfield, Ross, and Morgan, in the south part of Butler county :— 

Number of families visited, 437; destitute, 39. Number of Bibles 
sold, 64; given, 32. Number of Testaments sold, 115; given, 39. Total 
amount of Bibles and Testaments, $68 24. Expenses for gate fees, trans-. 
portation of books, &c. $2 75. ati ; 

In travelling in these townships I have been particularly careful to 
search out the destitute, though at the cost of considerable time. Many 
families I have found living a quarter of a mile distant from any road, 
and no way of access to them but by climbing fences and going through 
corn-fields. In such instances I have always been received as a welcome 
visiter, and have ever felt amply compensated for the pains taken. Here 
I usually find the most destitute, ever feeling that my errand, was to such, 
above all others. While on the turnpikes and principally-travelled roads, 
I generally find Bibles and other religious books, left by colporteurs; in 
the dark corners, where there may be a neighbourhood of several fami- 
lies, so far as I learned, they have never been. As I engaged in the 
business with some forebodings respecting my qualification for so impor- 
tant a work, I can only say I see more and more the importance of having 
the spirit of Christ, who went about doing good. I know that the Bible 
society is doing a great work for God, and that his word will not return 
unto him void. The welcome reception I have met with, with some 
exceptions, has very much encouraged my heart; and J feel that none are 
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engaged in a better work. As I have opportunity, I visit Sabbath: eoheols 
which have been recently organized, talk to the children, encourage the 
hearts of teachers who have had but little experience, try to interest them 
in the Bible, &é. Ihave found in my travels some cases of particular 
interest, which perhaps might be related with profit ; but this I will defer 
for the present. I have deferred canvassing some of the principal vil- 
lages, where I think many Bibles might be sold, for want of a suitable 
variety of books. In the present month, commencing June 24,1 have | 
prospect of accomplishing much more, both in the number of families 
visited, and sale of Bibles. : :

_. The Rev. J. S. Griffen, who has been for eight years a teacher and 
missionary on Columbia river, in acknowledging the receipt of the last 
grant of Bibles and Testaments, gives the following account of a portion of 
the books, and of the death of an Indian woman: 4 


We have a Bible class of young men, of which I have been, more or 
less of the time, the teacher. This classI have supplied, and generally, 
with an 18mo: pearl reference Bible. I trust they are doing a good work. 
Several of the young men who have called on me for Bibles, and especially 
for the reference Bibles, are now insome of the churches. I was much gra- — 
tified, a few months since, in visiting an Indian woman, an old neighbour, * 
who for several years .past has been the wife of one of our settlers, in 
whose house I held my meetings for several months, but who at this time 
was within a few hoursof her death. This woman had long been a heathen 
of the Shoshone tribe, in. the Rocky Mountainse Her husband had also 
long been a Roman Catholic by education; but the last few years they 
have both sustained a creditable profession of piety, and in connection with 
a church of evangelical doctrine. One or two sisters-of the church, having 
found her a woman of worth, and interested in being able to conform in 
_ every way to the civilized and Christian society of the leading families of 

her neighbourhood, took much interest in learning her to read; as also her 
~ husband had in learning her the English language. In this process, I was 
very happy to take the part of giving her that invaluable book, in such 
cases, the pica Testament ; this she had kept and perused with care, and 
regarded as of great practical usefulness to her. When present in her 
last. hours, when ghastly death was making her his prey, I found her, as 
her friends had anticipated, in victory. Her husband, knowing, from long 
acquaintance with Indians, the sullen dreadfulness of Indian death, had 
had his fears that she too in her last hours would experience the same ; 
but, no! what he had known before of them, was the gloomy horrors of 
heathen death, with no Bible ray to cheer their passage... I asked her how 
she was, when she said at once, “I am going home to my heavenly Father. 
I love my Saviour, and am not afraid to go to my Father. I shall go to- 
night.”?” And so she did. Having read a chapter from her Testament, I 
asked her what I should pray for. Her reply was: “O my poor creatures: 
in the mountains! pray that they may find the Saviour.’ " After rayer, 
on noticing, as I laid aside her Testament, the evidences of carefu usage 
and its natural wear, I was blessed in the thought that this book, perhaps the 
result of the widow’s mite, attended with prayer, has accomplished the 
object of its donor, who perhaps is already in heaven awaiting the speedy

FRANCE.—LETTER FROM REV. MR. BRIDEL. 
Fairfield, Conn., July 12, 1848. 
~My pear Srr,—As [ told you at the time, I have communicated to the - 
French Bible Society the generous vote, by which your Society has de- 
cided to come to its aid, for this year and the following. I hasten to com- 
municate to you some passages in three letters received from Paris, one a 
fortnight and ‘another a week ago, and the last even to-day, which will 
undoubtedly give you pleasure, as well as your honourable.committee, by 
Sor ie you what a useful employment will be immediately made of your 
ERD DY ay: 

The friend who writes to me, who is one of the most active members of 
the committee of the French Bible Society, cites this joyful fact, that, in spite 
of the excessive political pre-occupations—in spite of the growing misery 
of the working classesand the general suspension of labour—the colporteurs 
of the British Bible Society have still been able to sell in France, during the 
month of May alone, nearly 8,000 copies of the Holy Scriptures. This facility 
in distributing the Bible, at a moment when money isso scarce in France, 
gives us good hopes for the advancement of Christ’s reign, and strongly 
encourages the French Bible Society to make new efforts, instead of slack- 
ening its activity, as the diminution of its resources was forcing it to do. 

This Society proposes to itself, then, as soon as it has means: Ist., to 
recall the colporteurs that it had been obliged todischarge, and to put to the 
work the greatest possible number. Bible-colportage encounters much 
fewer obstacles since the revolution. The clergy, in seeking to become 
popular, has become less hostile to the colporteurs ; in many places the 
curés content themselves now with requesting them to abstain from con- 
troversy against the Roman Catholic Church, and on this condition they 
promise to recommend the purchase of the New Testament to their pa- 
rishioners. - 2dly., the Bible society proposes to employ immediately some 
zealous, courageous and intelligent colporteurs in the most populous quarters 
of Paris. Its wish would be to put to the work, two in the faubourg St. 
Antoine ; two in the faubourg St. Jacques; and two in the faubourg of the 
Temple. These three quarters, inhabited principally by families of the 
working class, contain a population of more'than 200,000 inhabitants, de- 
prived, for the most part, of all religious instruction. 3dly, finally, this 
Society wishes to occupy itself actively with the schools of all France, and to 
place the New Testament in them, which had been expelled from them at 
the end of the last reign by the upper clergy. It would wish to. have 
the funds necessary to publish immediately a large and cheap edition 
of the New Testament, destined especially for the schools. The placing 
of this edition would be certain, The primary instructers, who were 
in the grasp of the priest, are commencing everywhere to throw off 
this yoke, and a great_ many have already said to our colporteurs: 
“hereafter your books shall be introduced and read in our classes.” 

You thus see, dear brother, that the grant of the American Bible 
Society will find immediate employment, and you will bless the Lord 
with me, that so vast a field of labour is being opened to the friends of 
the ‘Bible,

From the British and Foreign Bible Society. Letter from one of its 
agents, dated July 5th. : 
’ In Worcestershire the seven meetings were well-attended, and an 
increased interest appeared at some, especially at Evesham. .The ve+ 
nerable clergyman who succeeded the Rev. IT’. T. Biddulph as vicar 
of Bengeworth has drawn up the report of the Evesham Auxiliary for 
thirty-six years; and at his house I saw a Bible in 3 vols. 4to., with 
Notes by Bishop Wilson, of Sodor and Man, printed on paper stated by 
Mrs. H. More to have been manufactured for a superior edition of Vol- 
taire’s works. When this project failed, the paper was purchased, and 

devoted to the better purpose of this publication. It was mentioned 
~ at Alcester that a poor man, who has no other time to spare, prompted by 
his love to the Scriptures, goes round villages in the vicinity on Sundays to 
find out and supply the destitute. It was very gratifying to see at the 
Pershore meeting young persons of more than one boarding school present. 
Our local secretaries could frequently serve the present and future inter- 
ests of the society by securing the attendance of children from boarding, . 
day, and.Sunday schools. 

An experiment upon the colportage system has been determined upon 
in Worcestershire. I was requested to call attention in my addresses toa 
circular, emanating from the auxiliary committee, inviting special con- 
tributions for the purpose of paying the extra expenses. This colporteur 
is expected to be very useful, especially in the mining district of the 
county, where the population live many of the twenty-fours hours under- 
ground, and where his visits will be made not merely over length and 
breadth on the surface, but also up and down at pits. After an excellent 
meeting at one of the Worcestershire villages, I called, with the incum- 
bent, upon a well-known generous lady; and after conversation with her 
respecting the probable large demand for Chinese Scriptures, when the 
new version is printed, she gave me a check for £100, “Asan Easter offer- 
ing from one who, feeling the weakness of old age, wishes to do what 
she can during her life-time.”? To one who remembers the zealous support 
given in former years by members of the Baptist communion, it was pecu- 
liarly pleasing to find two ministers of that denomination on the platform 
at the meetings at Alcester, Pershore, and Evesham respectively. One 
of these, bearing the honoured name of “Rey. Andrew Fuller,” related 
the following particulars of an individual who was a member of a church 
of which he was once the pastor. Soonafter the commencement of this rela- | 
tion he was directed to the residence of an aged woman, which was in the 
roof of an old house, where she carried on the business ofa tailoress, from 
which occupation a slender and precarious subsistence was obtained. She 
was sitting inan old arm-chair, and with her spectacles had been evidently 
tracing out the lines of her Bible. He observed, as it lay on her lap, that 
its bulk appeared enormous, which somewhat excited his curiosity. On 
‘taking it up he found it filled with shreds of cloth of divers colors, mate- 
rials, and shapes, indicating something more than their ordinary use as 
book-markers. On his asking an explanation, the venerable disciple of 
Jesus informed him that it was with some difficulty she spelt out the va-. 
rious portions of Scripture which had become her counsel and solace in her 
- pilgrimage, and that having never learned figures she could not refer 
to the chapter and verse of any Scripture passage which had attracted 
her notice. To supply this deficiency she had recourse to slips of cloth of 


various colours and qualities, fustian, corduroy, pelisse cloth, &c., mingled 
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in this indéx ; and these not proving sufficiently numerous, she clipped 
them into varieties of length, breadth, and form, till she had supplied her- 
self with a concordance, which, if not a rival of Cruden, was of far more 
value to her, and was identified with the choicest stores of her memory. 
How forcibly this contrasts with the heartless indifference to that blessed 
volume of many, to whom no defect of education or sight proves a barrier ! 


i _ FROM MR. DE PRESSENSE. 
Paris, July 20, 1848, 


One of our friends met with a very cordial reception from the eure of a 
certain parish, with whom he had a long and interesting conversation, in 
the course of which the priest declared that the work of colportage ap- 
peared to him to be a very laudable work.» On hearing this unexpected 
avowal, the colporteur addressed him thus: “If this is really your opinion, 
you have now an opportunity of assisting me in the prosecution of this 
work ; and perhaps you will conduct me. to some of your parishioners.” 
“ That I, would willingly do,” replied the other, ‘were I not apprehen- 
sive of being looked upon as a Protestant, from my joining in a Protestant 
work.’? “Well, then, you can at least purchase a few copies of the New 
Testament, and in disposing of them yourself, you will scarcely incur any 
great inconvenience.” Upon this, the curé bought a copy; but this did 
not satisfy our friend. ‘A single volume,” said he, “ will not enable you , 
to make so many of your parishioners happy as might be wished. I have - 
at this moment seventeen others. in my knapsack, and they are all at_your 
service.’ ‘No!’ exclaimed the other, ‘seventeen are too many ;, be- 
sides, by distributing them, I should run the risk of committing myself.” 
The colporteur, without seeming to notice the objection, proceeded to 
enlarge on the happy effects produced by reading the Scriptures, and 
in a few minutes the priest begged. that he might have another New 
Testament, observing that he might easily dispose of two copies. “ Take 
it,” said the colporteur; and then, without loss of time, he continued 
his address, on the blessings always vouchsafed by the Almighty to those 
vtho, for a love to His holy word, seek to disseminate it around them. 
The more feelingly he dwelt on this subject, the more deeply. affected 
was the curé; so that from time to time he interrupted the speaker, by 
entreating him to spare him one copy more, until at length he ended by 
taking the whole seventeen volumes which the colporteur had retained in 
his knapsack, who, on his part, bade adieu to the curé, under an impression 
that he would carry out the work in his parish in a much more satisfactory 
manner than he himself could have done, and with the encouraging con- 
viction that it would be attended with a blessing both to the vender and 


to the purchasers. 
* * * * * * * * 


A colporteur took up his quarters last month ata village inn, where, on 
entering, he found everything in a bustle: in fact, extensive prepara- 
tions were being made by the whole household for an entertainment to 
be ziven on occasion of the wedding of a very affluent farmer. In order 
not to inconvenience any one, our colporteur seated himself on the bench 
outside the door of the .house, from whence he soon saw the wedding 
party arrive. Fiddlers and clarionet-players led the procession, The 
newly-married couple followed, succeeded by men and women of all 
ages, who marched two by two, with large nosegays in their hands, 
and eventually entered’ the festive hall with every demonstration of 
rapturous joy. Our friend saw the whole procession pass before him, 
fearing, at the same time, that there would be nothing for him to do there 
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“in the way of ‘his calling. The thought, however, struck: him-that‘i . 
would be a happy thing if he could induce the newly-matried couple: to 
‘purchase a Bible; but then the difficulty was how. to accomplish this. 
At the conclusion of the dinner, which passed off as merrily-as might 
be expected, while our colporteur was still occupying bis seat: at the 
door; the husband ¢ame out to take a breath of air, and noticing the 
other, exclaimed, “Ah, my friend! and what are you doing here ‘all 
alone? Are you a stranger in'this place ?”’ Then, without waiting for a 
reply, he added, ‘‘Come along: it shall not be said that any one on these 
premises did not join in the festivities of my wedding-day.”” Then, taking 
the colporteur by the arm, he conducted him into the saloon, and placed 
him, ‘as a stranger, by his side, at the head of the table. The friendly 
but respectful demeanor of our agent awakened the interest of all around. 
Pressed with questions, he told them without reserve who he was, and 
‘what particular calling he followed, expecting that his presence would soon 
be forgotten, though not perhaps without a few railleries being passed upon 
him. Such, however, was not the case. The Lord was evidently there 
to bless his servant. In consequence of the Christian wishes which he 
_ expressed on behalf of the farmer and his young wife, they both felt a 
degree ofattachment to the colporteur. They inquired into the nature of the 
colportage which he carried on, and what kind of book the Bible was’ which 
he offered for sale ; in short, the Bible vender and his work for a time 
engrossed the principal part of the conversation. . There were certainly a 
few individuals in the company who seemed inclined to make themselves 
metry at his expense, and a few expressions of incredulity were heard from 
time to time ; but the major part of those who were present listened to 
the colporteur’s words with marked respect. On rising from'table, our 
friend was preparing to take his leave, secretly intending to call the fol- 
lowing day on the farmer, for the purpose of offering him a copy of the 
Bible, respecting which he had told him so much, when, to his great sur- 
prise, both the husband and wife pressed him to remain a little longer, 
and, witha degree of friendly force, conducted him to an adjoining apart- 
ment, where they declared that what he said had made so deep an im- 
pression upon them, that they could not refrain from soliciting a particular 
favour at his hands, namely, that he would invoke in their behalf the bless- 
ing of that God whom he so faithfully and zealously served ; adding that 
they felt assured that his compliance with their request would prove of 
great benefit to them. It need scarcely be said that our friend joyfully 
acceded to their wish ; and while from the neighbouring saloon the sounds 
of music and dancing were heard, the young married couple fell upon their 
knees with the colporteur, who offered up an animated prayer to the Lord 
for them, commending them to his grace and protection, by occasion of 
their entering on so important a stage of their earthly pilgrimage. Nor 
need it scarcely be further mentioned that the three friends did not sepa- 
rate before the farmer and his wife had-obtained a copy of the Bible, 
which they joyfully regarded as the harbinger of peace and happiness 
in the new ‘eourse. on which they had entered.

BIBLES FOR CONGREGATIONS. 


Ir is not uncommon for pastors or members of churches in different 
parts of the country to call at the Bible House and ask for a few books as 
a gratuity, and on the ground that their church had taken up a collection, 
not long since, and paid it in as a donation through the county auxiliary. 
This course is attended with trouble and many evils. The right course is 
for the congregation, when forwarding its funds to the auxiliary, to specify, 
at the time; what portion is a free donation, and then specify another 
amount which is to be returned in Bibles and Testaments. The wants 
of the congregation, with its Sunday School, &c., will then be met, and 
there will be no occasion to call on the Parent Society. 


A PLEASING INCIDENT. 

The following letter has connected with it so many pleasing associa- 
tions, that we hope the worthy writer will excuse us for inserting it in 
the Record: 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 1847. 


My Dear Sir—It gives me pleasure to inform you that the male society 
of Grace church, for the promotion of religion, has constituted Matilda 
Hawkins a life member of the American Bible Society. Matilda is 
aftlicted with blindness, and is an inmate of the Pennsylvania Institution 
for the instruction of the class to which she belongs. Happily-for her, the 
eyes of her mind have been opened to discover the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. Some eight years ago, several 
pious female pupils in this important and interesting institution, com- 
menced a Sabbath school, which has continued without intermission ever 
since. It has been conducted by the ‘pupils themselves, without aid from 
the teachers or others, excepting the last year or two, when the excellent 
principal, Dr. Vaughan, has spent with them half an hour each Sunday

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by invitation. The school is composed of about fifty pupils, and Matilda

DUTCHESS COUNTY FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Thirty-third Annual Report of this Society, Auxiliary to the American Bible Society, presented at 
Pine Plains, August 25th, 1847. 

A brief statement will suffice to show what has been done during the 
past year. We have bought of the American Bible Society 65 Bibles, 
| 82 Testaments, or 147 volumes, for which we have paid, including freight 
| and cartage, $42 85. There are now on hand, in the depository and with 
visitors, 140 Bibles and 140 Testaments, or 280 volumes. 
| The visitors report 14 Bibles and 17 Testaments, gratuitously distrib- 
uted, and 40 Bibles and 120 Testaments sold, making in all 54 Bibles and 
137 Testaments, or 191 volumes put in circulation during the year. These 
| results are exceedingly small, and should make us appear little in our 
own eyes. It is many years since we reported so little in the way of Bible 
distribution. Is our work done? or are we sleeping when we should be 
| at work? 

Since its organization in 1814, this society has issued by sale and gift 
| 1581 Bibles and 2412 Testaments, or 3993 copies and portions of the Holy 
Scriptures; and it has paid the American Bible Society $2,496 15, for 
oS $2,119 38, in donations for the general diffusion of the word 
of God.

The executive committee of the Montgomery County Bible Society 
submit the following report: 
| During the two years in which the present committee have been in 
| office, though but comparatively little has been done, in supplying the 
destitute with the word of eternal life; yet enough has been aceom- 
plished to show that there is much need for the existence and vi 
efforts of this society. 

Aside from the general call for us to write with the Christian and the 
philanthropist, in disseminating the light of divine truth among the hun- 
dreds of millions, who amid pagan darkness are perishing for lack of 
| vision,—we find a sad amount of darkness and destitution within the 
_ limits of our own county. 

An exploration of about one-third of Montgomery county has already 
been made: and so far as we have received accurate returns of the num- 
ber of families in the several school districts, it would appear that, on an 
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average, nearly one-fourth of the families were destitute of a copy of the 
Sacred Scriptures. And from the best data of which we are in possession, 
we infer that not less than 600 families in this county are destitute of the 
only guide to direct the feet of erring man to the kingdom of his Creator 
and Redeemer. 

Of 214 families found without a copy of the Scriptures, 124 are sup- 
posed to be supplied. Forty-nine of these have paid for the Bibles re- 
ceived, while the rest were either given away,or no returns have yet been 
made respecting them.

CLARKSVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY. 

CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 4th, 1847, 

Dear Sir—I take pleasure in reporting to you, that since the formation 
of the Clarksyille Bible Society, auxiliary to the American Bible Society, 
in October, 1844, 3,987 volumes of the Holy Scriptures have been re- 
ceived from the depositories of the American Bible Society in New York 
and New Orleans: of which 126 volumes only remain on hand; 3,861 
have been distributed by the several agents of the society; and 1488 of 
these were placed in families entirely destitute, living in the counties 
of Robertson, Montgomery, Dickson, Humphreys and Stewart; 774 by 
Rev. Jordan Moore, 361 by Rev. Mr. Davis, and 253 by Rev. J. N. Renick. 

The foregoing statement is a brief synopsis of the operations of the 
society, from the date of its formation to the 31st July ult. It will be 
observed, that more than one-third of the whole number of volumes 
distributed have been placed in the hands of families entirely destitute. 
According to the best estimate which our secretary, Mr. Howard, has been 
able to make, about one-fourth of the families in nearly every county 
which has been thoroughly explored have been found without a Bible or 
Testament. 

Our faithful and energetic agent, brother Renick, is still prosecuting 
his labours with characteristic activity. Feeling confident that he would 
continue to sustain the enterprise in our hands, without calling upon the 

eople here for additional aid, we recommended an effort at this place on 

last Sabbath, the Ist. inst., in behalf of the Parent Society. Rev. Mr. 

Hatcher, agent for the State, was with us. He preached in the morning, 

and Rev. Mr. Renick in the evening; and the joint collection amounted 

to $205; which brother Hatcher will remit to the Parent Society, in the 

name of the Clarksville Bible Society, with a detailed report, I presume, 
of the operations of the day.

A NOBLE MOVEMENT, WORTHY OF GENERAL IMITATION. 
Letter from the Rev. George Sheldon, Agent for Northern Olio. 


Marion, Ohio, Oct. 14, 1847. 

Rey. anp Dear Srr,—I take the liberty of addressing you once more. 
I have succeeded in awakening so much interest here, that the Bible soci- 
ety at its anniversary on the 11th inst., adopted the following report of the 
managers: ‘‘In presenting their report at this time, the managers of the 
Marion County Bible Society with humility acknowledge that two years 
and eight months have passed away since our last anniversary, and but 
little has been done in this county in the Bible cause. It appears from 
the treasurer’s report, that our debt to the American Bible Society is 
$61 84, and that there will probably be in his hands before the week clo- 
ses at least that amount, leaving in the hands of the society available pro- 
perty to the amount of $75. It should however be remembered that with- 
out a doubt Bibles and Testaments to the amount of $500 are needed to 
furnish the people of this county with a tolerable supply of the word of 
God ; and in the view of your managers the time has fully come when 
this society should in good earnest attempt such a supply. We therefore 
respectfully and earnestly recommend to the candid and serious conside- 
ration of the society at this time the following resolutions: saab 

“1, Resolved, That by Divine aid we will faithfully endeavour to furnish 
with a whole Bible, on such conditions as the circumstances require, by 
the first of January next, each family in Marion county in which there is 
not one; and each youth under sixteen years of age, who can read, and 
for whom there is neither a Bible nor Testament in the family with at 
least a New Testament. ; 

“2. Resolved, That we will also faithfully endeavour by the sale of our 
books and donations to obtain and remit to the Treasurer of the American 
Bible Society within the same time funds sufficient to pay for the books 
we use in executing the above resolution. 

“3. Resolved, That our managers be requested to collect what funds 
they can by Friday of this week, and forward them to New York, witha 
request for Bibles and Testaments to an amount not exceeding $500. ‘ 

“4, Resolved, That our managers be requested to secure, ti practicable 
the services of a county Bible agent, to superintend the execution of the 
first and second resolutions, and fully report the results to the society on 
the second Wednesday of January next. 

“5. Resolved, That when we adjourn, it be to the brick church in this 
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place at 10 o’clock A. M. for business, and 1 P. M. for public devotional 
exercises, on the second Wednesday of January, 1848; and that Rev. H. 
Whiteman be requested to preach asermon on the occasion, and that Rev. 
B. P. Wall be his alternate. 

“6. Resolved, That the presentation of the results of the above speci- 
fied work in a full written report by our secretary, constitute part of the 
public exercises of said meeting ; and that appropriate efforts be made by 
our agent, and in other ways, to secure at the meeting as large a repre- 
sentation as practicable. 

-« “7. Resolved, That the proceedings of this meeting, including the 
effort to raise funds in this community at this time, be published under 
the direction of the managers in the newspapers of this county. 

“ All of which is respectfully submitted, by order of the managers of 
the Marion County Bible Society. H. A. Trus, Sec.” 

All this was spiritedly adopted by the society, and over $80 have been 
subscribed in this little town, and $78 83 of it paidto me. An order has 
been forwarded for nearly $400 in Bibles and Testaments, one hundred 
and fifty visiters have been appointed, and the seventeen constitutions 
needed for the formation of a branch bible society in each township are 
nearly all copied, and the managers seem to be on the lookout for an agent, 
as though it were a matter of some consequence. 

The ladieg have formed a female Bible society which starts well. One 
poor widow, over eighty years of age, paid $5 00 to make herself a life 
member of that branch society, and volunteered with staff in hand, to 
carry a subscription paper to others. She is a vice president and a. visiter 
in the society. As soon as the books come, the ladies are to supply this 
town thoroughly with the Scriptures. 


TEXAS AGENT. 
Jefferson, Cass County, Texas, September 1, 1847. 


Dear BrotuEr,—I wrote the society in July last from San Augustine, 
where I formed a Bible Society, called the San Augustine County B.S. 
I trust the report of their excellent secretary has been duly received. My 
next appointment was in the town of Marchal, Harrison Co., but in conse- 
quence of indisposition which detained me two days on my journey I 
could not meet the congregation on Sabbath. On Tuesday evening fol- 
lowing [ was able to meet the executive committee of the Bible society in 
this place, formed by our beloved brother Hunt, agent Ott hepAy Bass 
This society promises well; they had distributed most of the old books, 
and were expecting the arrival of their new stock. My next labours were 
in this place, the town of Jefferson, the county seat of Cass, where I organ- 
ized a society. I have been favoured in obtaining for its officers respon- 
sible, judicious, and thinking men; they have commenced the work with 
zeal. The town of Jefferson is fifty miles west of Shreevesport, La., and 
one hundred and twenty miles north of San Augustine. _ Its situation is at 
the head of Soda Lake, which is navigable to this point three or four 
months in the year. The report of the secretary with an order for books 
you will no doubt soon receive, which I trust your board will forward as 
soon as practicable, as the country is very destitute.” 

It is exceedingly sickly throughout this country at this time ; travelling 
difficult in consequence of the hot weather but, thank God, my health is 
improving, and I am still proceeding to the north part of the state. Ihave 
been kindly received, and am encouraged to believe that lam leaving a 


good impression behind me. 
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I have travelled in East Texas several years as an itinerant minister, 
and consequently know from actual investigation that there is evidence of 
a great destitution of the Bible ; and in some counties, in consequence of 
the sparseness of the population, and for want of proper materials to form 
auxiliaries which would continue, the distribution of the Bible will not be 
easily effected. These remarks will apply to ten or more counties, many 
of whose inhabitants may be set down among the necessitous and desti- 
tute poor. There is perhaps a greater famine of the word of God in some 
of these counties than any others in the United States. We will mention 
some of the causes: it has been but a few years since Texas was redeem- 
ed from papal influence, and the few Bibles brought to Texas by the first 
settlers have either been worn out or destroyed, and you know there has 
nothing been done in distributing the Bible here; and there have been 
but few places where the Bible has been offered for sale, and none given 
away ; and I believe the destitute will never be supplied through any other 
instrumentality than the American Bible Society. Thank God there are 
many of the people waiting for the opportunity to purchase and read the 
word of life; they have nothing to fear now from Roman tyranny. Yet 
it is painfully true, there is a great want of moral reform throughout the 
length and breadth of the land; and no marvel, where there is such want 
of God’s law. 

Never was there a time when the people of Texas were more excited 
by the war with Mexico; and never was there a time when the elements 
of society exhibited so much restlessness and change, and consequently 
never was there a time when it so much concerned the American Bible 
Society to vindicate her character as the true angel of mercy to the world, 
and to show that not by might, nor by power, but by the Spirit of God, the 
wounds of Texas must be healed; and never was there a time which so 
loudly called on the Christian sower to go forth and sow. 

A brother wrote me not long since to fill East Texas with Bibles, and 
this land would soon become as the garden of God. O, my dear brother, 
how desirable! and the voice of all heaven is urging us on. 0, for celes- 
tial wisdom to seize the crisis which has come for blessing this land! But 
how shall we obtain the means? for we confidently believe we cannot 
raise funds in Texas to pay but for a small portion of the Bibles now want- 
ed. O, who is not ready to say at such times, would that the whole 
church, every branch of it, could be converted into a Christian Bible soei- 
ety, and meet in that capacity alone, with oneness of purpose, and union 
of means, to promote that purpose! Then “‘ the wilderness and the solitary 
place would be glad for them: and the desert would rejoice and blossom 
as the rose ;” for it would be a fulfilment of that prayer, “ that they all 
may be one ;”” and new songs would break forth in heaven.

FRENCH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Panis, July ist., 1847. 

Honoured BretHren—We transmit to you, for the members of your 
committee, several copies of our last annual report, assured as we are, 
by the frequent proofs of sympathy which you have already given us 
that you will rejoice at the good tidings contained in it. You will how. 
ever, find reason to deplore with us the fact, that whilst our countrymen 
are in general so favourably disposed to receive the Scriptures, our pecu- 
niary resources do not permit us to perform all that might be done at the 
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present time. Is it not indeed distressing, to find that in consequence of 
our want of funds, we can employ no more than five or six colporteurs, 
whereas if we consulted only the urgent and absolute necessities of the 
state of things, we might send forth forty or fifty labourers. 

But, you may inquire, are not the French Christians themselves the 
most deeply interested in the question, whether this cause is to spread 
among them ; and are they not therefore, bound to make sacrifices pro- 
portionate to these wants? Without doubt, this is their duty; and in our 
opinion, they have by no means done all within their power: nevertheless, 
to do them justice, we must observe that the number of christians is but 
small in France, and that.the greater part of them are not to be found 
among the rich in this world’s goods. Moreover, the cause of the evan- 
gelization of France, a cause which in the midst of the Roman Catholic dis- 
tricts, is at present so promising and flourishing, demands large pecuniary 
supplies from them. You must not forget, either, that there are two Bible 
societies in France: the Protestant Bible Society, which labours only among 
the Protestants ; its constitution is decided on this subject, and it is support- 
ed by wealthy Protestants, the greater portion of whom do not trouble them- 
selves about the wants of Roman Catholics. The French and Foreign Bible 
Society is not restricted in its operations to any religious denomination, 
and is sustained only by those who share its views on this point. It is easy 
to perceive how the existence of these two societies, and the difference 
of opinion among the Protestants, must needs diminish the resources of 
the one whose field of labour is wide, and whose expenses are conse- 
quently greater. : 

From these facts it follows that, to prevent the Bible cause in France 
from falling into a state of languor and weakness, the efforts made in the 
country by those who have at heart the work of putting the word of God in 
the hands of as many of our countrymen as possible, must of necessity be lib- 
erally sustained by the friends of the Bible in foreign lands, who feel the 
deep importance of disseminating the Scriptures abundantly in this coun- 
try, where Romanism preserves so great a degree of influence, and from 
which it extends that influence far beyond our own frontiers. 

It is, honoured brethren, with this desire:thatwe now address your Soci- 
ety, to entreat it to assist us, in order that we may be enabled to send forth 
twice, three times, or even four times our present number of colporteurs. 
At the same time, we propose to transmit to you three or four timesa year, | 
extracts from the reports of such colporteurs as the grant which you may 
be pleased to make will enable us to support. The expenses of supporting 
a colporteur for the entire year may be reckoned at 900 to 1000 franes ; 
but we must add, that the good resulting from the labours of these agents 
cannot be estimated in money. It is, we are convinced, by their instru- 
mentality that the religious condition of France is to be deeply affected. 
It is by their means that the Evangelical Society of France has been ena- 
bled, by completing the work which they had begun, to form Protestant 
congregations of two to four hundred members, in regions where previously 
there had not been a single Protestant. The present is a most favourable 
time for effecting extensive religious movements in this country by means 
of the dissemination of the Holy Scriptures. It is because we are tho- 
roughly persuaded of this fact that we address you, to entreat you to plead 
before your Society for aid in our behalf. By labouring in this field, your 
Society would greatly contribute to the success of the sacred cause, whose 
triumph it desires to witness in distant lands as well as at home; and 
would draw down upon itself renewed blessings from the Lord. 

But in order that the cause of Bible colportage may succeed, we must 
be able to place in the hands of our colporteurs copies of the Scriptures to | 
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be sold at a very low rate. And here, again, the treasury of our Society 
is not rich enough to provide for what is indispensable. 

Constrained to make strict economy one of our objects, we have long 
been accustomed to make use of a certain number of stereotype plates, 
which are at present in a most defective condition. It would therefore, 
be necessary to renew these plates, which represent an amount of expen- 
ses, from thirty to forty thousand francs. This sum is an impediment to 
our society, and it is with deep regret that the members of its committee 
are forced to wait for more prosperous times, in order to effect improve- 
ments which are absolutely necessary, and in order to place the retail 
price of its Bibles and Testaments at such a rate as shall not impede the 
labours of our colporteurs.. 

Such, honoured brother, are the great wants to which we are subject. 
We place them before you with entire freedom, for we know that if your 
Committee can in any degree assist us in meeting them, it will do so with 
that charity and liberality of which it has already given so many proofs. 
It will do so with that faithfulness which is its characteristic, and will 

’ remember that France is a most extensive and important field of labour, 
where the good seed of God’s word ought to be scattered by all the disciples 
of the Lord, since the Master of the harvest has of Jate especially, shown 
by the events of the day that He designs to render this field increasingly 
fruitful. : 

Pardon, honoured brother, the length of this communication ; nothing 
but the urgency of our desire to be still more useful in the good cause 
which it is our privilege to serve, would make us bold enough to express 
our feelings with as much freedom as we have done.

FROM INDIA, 
Manras, July 9, 1847. 

_ My Dear Brorner,—The last mail brought us the welcome informa- 
tion from Henry Hill, Esq., of your committee having granted us $2000 ; 
and I hasten to assure you of our warmest gratitude. The grant is very 
timely. As mentioned in my mem. accompanying the accounts for last 
year there was a balance of only Rs. 580 of your former liberal grants un- 
expended, while we have been obliged to go on with the binding of the 
Tamil Bible and New Testament to supply the Madura mission as well = 
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our own; and have ventured also to commence. printing an edition of the 
Tamil Gospels in a small size, 18mo, for schools ; and some of the princi- 
pakepistles in a still smaller form, 32mo, for more general distribution, 
especially among Christians as pocket companions. Could we have reck- 
oned upon your aid being so generous, we should have added too an edition 
of the New Testament in Tamil, 12mo, now going through the press, for 
the Madras Aux: Bible Society. It isa more convenient size for schools 
and for common use than the octavo edition printed last year; and we 
needed for the Tamil missions connected with the Board at least 2000, 
while the whole edition is only 5000, from the society being straitened for 
eae but we did not like to load our board with so large an additional 
charge: 

We shall now go on more confidently in Tamil printing, and finish the 
New Testament in Telugu, which has long been delayed in hope of a re- 
vision of the remaining part. The prospect of this does not brighten, and 
our missionary brethren, labouring in the language are generally anxious 
to get a reprint even of the-old version, rather than to be, as they now are, 
with only here and there and entire copy of the New Testament, and not 
one of the old, as it has never been all printed. 

There continues to be every encouragement to printing and sending 
forth the Scriptures in the vernacular languages of this part of India, The 
number even of Christian readers is now very great, taking the whole 
country. There is also an earnest call for English Scriptures, on account 
of the progress of education in English. We are exceedingly obliged by 
the Bibles and Testaments last sent us, which are nearly all distributed. 

Though obliged to write in much haste, the steamer being in, I could 
not omit assuring you of the thanks of the mission, and that I am,

FROM THE MISSION IN TURKEY. 


Smyrna, Sept. 15th, 1847. 

Dear BrorHer,—The Annual Meeting of the Mission to the Armenians 
and Jews in Turkey is now in session in this city, and affords a suitable 
opportunity of acquainting your Society with the progress of the work, 
which its members are performing for them. ‘ 

The printing of the second edition of the Hebrew-Spanish Old Testa- 
ment is progressing. The first volume has been carried through the press, 
and the remaining one will be complete in a little less than a year. The 
whole work will be ready for circulation a year hence. 

The translation of the Old Testament into the Judzo-German dialect 
has begun this year and is proceeding rapidly. The historical books are 
in the hands of the Rev. Mr. Schwartz, at Berlin, and the other portions 
are engaging the attention of the Rev. Mr. Schauffler. The entire trans- 
lation may be completed in the course of the next summer, and the whole 
work ready for distribution in about four years from the present time. 

The translation of the Old Testament into modern Armenian has been 
completed, and the final revision is in daily progress. The printing itself 
has proceeded as far as the first book of Samuel. At the rate at which 
the sheets are now struck off, the whole may be expected to be completed 
in a little less than two years from the present date. 

At present we have no other translations, or the printing of other edi- 
tions in hand, unless it be a new edition of the New Testament in Modern 
Armenian with references. Such an edition is now called for, and will 
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soon be commenced. The expense, however, will be defrayed by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and we need not, therefore, look to you 
for the same. 

' As to the distribution of the word of God, we cannot report such large 
numbers as your last letter represents as daily issuing from the Bible 
House in New York. We firmly believe, however, that this precious 
volume will be increasingly appreciated and sought after among the peo- 
ple of this land. Though persecution has given a temporary check to its 
circulation, we believe it to be only temporary. With the present spread 
of religious inquiry, the demand for the Bible must necessarily increase. 


As you may have been informed, the edition of the Hebrew-Spanish 
Old Testament, printed at the expense of your Society, in Vienna, is ex- 
hausted, and the speedy appearance of the second edition is, therefore, to 
be hailed asa desirable event. During a recent visit of Mr. Schauffler to 
the Jews of Salonica, a pious Armenian accompanied him with a box of 
Hebrew-Spanish Bibles and Pentateuchs. These were all sold ; and ma- 
ny more might have been circulated, had there been more at hand. He 
spent a month among these Jews, and found an unusual readiness among 
them for the Scriptures, and a desire for further instruction in the gospel 
scheme of salvation. Present appearances indicate a large future demand 
for the Scriptures by the Jews in that place. The Hebrew-Spanish Pen- 
tateuch, recently printed in Vienna by the funds of your Society, is get- 
ting into circulation as rapidly as is desirable. A special desire for the 
Bible in Hebrew has also been awakened among the Jews. Though this 
is not a circumstance peculiarly striking, it is pleasant to see a desire for 
the divine word in the language in which it was originally composed, by 
the people who are best able to appreciate it in that tongue. 


Though our Mission has not actually circulated as many portions of 
the Bible during the past year as in some previous ones, we believe there 
is quite as much disposition to read it as formerly ; and we doubt not that 
it has really exerted as much influence on the minds of men as in other 
years. Indeed, we have never had more encouragement for the circula- 
tion of Bibles and other books than at this very time. The fruits of pre- 
vious circulation have begun to appear. The remarkable awakening in 
the region of Aleppo and Aintah, of which you have, doubtless, heard, is 
in a great measure traceable, as far as instrumentality is concerned, to the 
influence of the word of God, and other'religious books. An enlightened 
native, furnished with a box of this material, was the first means of kind- 
ling the light now beginning to shine there. And the interest is not con- 
fined to those cities, but is more or less visible among the Armenians in 
all that region. One of our number visited Tocat within a few months 
where he found some five or six, who gave evidence of piety, while there 
are many enlightened and inquiring minds besides. In many of the Ar- 
menian villages and cities of that region there are also some few inquirers. 
One of the chief instrumentalities, producing this state of things, has been 
books and Bibles. The evidence of the usefulness of the distribution of 
the Scriptures and other publications, there presented, was decidedly 
favourable and encouraging. Another one of our number has just re- 
turned from an extensive tour in the interior, having passed through the 
region of Paloo, Harpoal, Arabkir, Karakissar, and Kersoon. No mission- 
ary had ever visited these places before; but portions of the Bible and 
other books had found their way to most of them, and their impression, 
was distinctly seen in the readiness of the people to listen to the truth: 
and in the commencement of a spirit of inquiry in a small number of indi- 
viduals, Portions of the Scriptures and tracts have been purchased at an 
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annual fair in this vicinity and carried to Diarbekir, for several years past, 
and perhaps also from some other places; and now we learn that some 
six or eight Armenians of that place meet every Sabbath for reading the 
Scriptures and prayer. Indeed, so much has our meeting been impressed 
with the promising nature of evangelical colporteur labours in the inte- 
rior, a prominent part of which would be the distribution of the Bible, that 
they have passed a resolution recommending every station to enter upon 
such labours as far as the Providence of God gives them an opportunity. 

The diffusion of the sacred volume must always form an important 
part of our work. The Bible is the first book which we wish to put into 
the hands of this people; and nothing can be better adapted to show them 
their errors, and their helpless and hapless condition without saving faith 
in Christ. We are, therefore, fully prepared to urge the Society not to 
slacken, but rather to prosecute with renewed zeal, their operations in 
this field. It surely holds out to them many encouragements. It promi- 
ses a plentiful harvest at no distant day; of this we feel more and more 
assured. The Christian sects of this empire are to be brought under the 
purifying and saving iufluences of the Bible. The developements of 
every year are tending more and more to sucha result. How blessed 
is the privilege of aiding in so good a work. That privilege belongs 
eminently to your Society. May all its supporters fully realize and im- 
prove it, and they shall not lose their reward. 

Earnestly praying that the special blessing of God may rest upon the 
thousands of copies of the blessed volume, which are daily put into circu- 
lation in our own beloved country and in foreign lands under the auspices 
of your Society. .

IMPORTANT TESTIMONY. 


Extract from an address delivered by Sir Robert Peel in August last, 
on taking the chair at a Bible society anniversary at Tamworth. It is 
represented to have been a meeting of great interest. 


“There is a great movement of the public mind relative to public edu- 
cation ; all parties, of whatever creed or religious denomination, are begin- 
ning to be convinced that there has been upon the part of all of us a great 
deficiency in that respect—we have permitted our religious differences to 
operate against education, and it has now become necessary that that 
great object of national education shall be obtained by a sacrifice on the 
part of all of us of some of those scruples which have hitherto prevented 
it. Bethe character of that education what it may—whether complete 
religious instruction constitutes a part of it—whether to accommodate 
some, the religious instruction be not so complete,—whether the instruc- 
tion be complete or deficient—believe me, it is absolutely necessary to 
provide for the distribution of the word of God. If youth are educated 
with a knowledge of the word of God, it is necessary that they should 
have access to it in after life, and if they are not so educated, it is the 
more incumbent on us to provide them in after life with the means of re- 
ceiving it. Whether the system of public education be religious or not, 
the necessity of giving access to the word of God remains the same. So 
far respecting this view of the subject. But the object of the Bible society 
is to circulate the word of God in the most remote regions; and you are 
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aware that in consequence of recent relations with the Chinese govern- 
ment, we have received increased facilities for the distribution of the 
word of God in that country. 

“Tf we can place confidence upon the reports of the missionaries la- 
bouring in China—and I know we can—we have every reason for believ- 
ing that a great moral revolution may be effected in that land ; and it may 
be that the present is that special occasion when the knowledge of Divine 
truth is to be conveyed through those missionaries to that immense region, 
if they had the means of distributing the word of God. This may be the 
special occasion upon which millions and hundreds of millions may be 
converted from heathenism to the knowledge and word of God, which 
will make them wise unto salvation. Again, we are now founding in 
different parts of the world great empires. In New Zealand and other 
parts of the world we are laying the foundation of new societies ; and the 
future character and moral tendency of those societies which may spring 
up into great kingdoms may be, and no doubt will be, determined by the 
basis of moral and religious instruction upon which we now establish 
them. Ifattheir first institution there be no pains taken to instil into 
their minds the principles of true religion, in place of becoming great and 
valuable kingdoms, the inhabitants may become pests to all around them, 
corrupting all within their reach; but if, in laying the foundation of their 
future empire, we shall sow the truth of real religion, hereafter this land 
may claim for itself the prond and high distinction of having propagated 
the knowledge and word of God, and of having laid the foundation, not 
only of great but moral kingdoms.”

_ Tue members of theBociety met on thefith Gnst. at the Society’s 
House, according to adjournment, at 9 A. M., for the election of the fourth 
class of managers, whose term of service had now expired. The presi- 
dent, Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, took the chair, and invited the Rev. 
John Goldsmith, president of the Long Island Bible Society to read a por- 
tion of the sacred Seriptures. A committee of five was then appointed, 
consisting of Rev. Dr. Spring, of N. Y., Rev. Dr. Hopkins, of Mass., 
Charles Hosmer, Esq., of Conn., Rev. Mr. Peet, of New Jersey, and B. L. 
Swan, Esq., of New York, to nominate nine managers to fill the vacancy 
which had occurred. The following nomination was made and unani- 
mously accepted, viz—Najah Taylor, James W. Dominick, Edward J. 
Wolsey, Norman White, Anson G. Phelps, William Forest, F. S. Winston, 
Archibald Russell, and Ralph Mead, Esquires. 
At a quarter before 10 a procession was formed and moved to the 
Broadway Tabernacle, when the chair was resumed by the president, 


assisted by Vice Presidents Hon. Wm. Jay, Hubert Van Wagenen, John 


Tappan, Freeborn Garretson, Esquires, and Dr. Thomas Cock : 
On invitation of the president, the Rev. Dr. Stone, of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Brooklyn, read the Ixxii psalm. 


The following address was then delivered by the president : 


“ By the good providence of God, we are permitted to celebrate the 32d 
anniversary of the American Bible Society. Ever since its institution the 
world has been assuming new relations and undergoing many and great 
changes, and the past year, perhaps more than any before, has been full 
of exciting and fearful interest. Events have followed each other that 
will form an instructive chapter in the history of mankind. Death has 

multiplied his victims from amoug illustrious names. War-has sung its 

doleful notes through our valleys, and waked up the deadly passions of de- 

praved nature. And nearer still in time, revolution has shaken the thrones 

of the mighty, and struck an appalling apprehension to the heart of every

frail are the foundations of power, and how vain the securities of political 
sagacity and forecast. ‘.

Amid all these momentous developments of Divine Providence, we may 
take refuge in the Bible. This not only prepares expectation for these 
overturnings, but consoles us, by the promised fruits of them all, in the 


certain accomplishment of God’s gracious pudegrious purposes, whether | _ 


by works of mercy or of dreadful righteousness. 

He sits at the head of these threatening floods ; and on a throne whose 
dominion neither earth, nor the powers of darkness, can disturb. Happy 

rus, that in the word of God, the true exponent of his counsels, we may ~ 
learn, and cause others to know, how nations and men can best secure 
a defence against the assaults of violence, and best prepare for the Bee 
of change and decay. And while these commotions have dealt so muc’ 
of lamentation and wo, yet they will open the way for the wider circula- 
tion of the Scriptures; and spread, more rapidly and extensively over the 
earth, the only influences that can bring good out of these convulsions, and 
happily direct and compose the spirit that has caused them. 

It is a free spirit that works beneath these political upheavings, deep, 
constant, and unquenchable. Power may for a time cramp and stifle it— 
but can not long repress it. Its struggles are fearful, but they will at last 
triumph. And thajgggrmigiepirit will claim the right to look into God’s word 
for itself. y 

The Bible will be an open volume whenever the rights of man, asa 
rational and accountable being, are asserted and enjoyed. Let him 
come to feel, with an enlightened conviction, that he must answer for 
himself in the judgment of the great day, and he will search the Scrip- 
tures with deep and anxious earnestness, and all the more resolvedly 
should any question his privilege or attempt to interrupt its exercise. 

Nations contending for freedom, are in the pursuit of truth in one of its 
most interesting forms. They have learned that man’s immortal nature is 
created, endorsed and designed for nobler ends than to become the mere 
tool of ambition and the make-weight of power. d the Bible, on almost 
every page, indicates this exalted destiny and labours to fix the deep con- 
viction that man is born for liberty, the liberty of truth and of law. 

As the belief enters and forms within him, he rises in the scale of ex- 
istence—rises in his own estimation, not vain-gloriously—but the solemn 
consideration that he has within him a being for bliss or woe beyond 
measure, and without end, exalts while it subdues, and humbles him—his 
soul expands to the thoughts of his destiny, and 1 looks through the 
great scheme of redemption, and strives to guage the price paid for his 
ransom, his free spirit swells from the chains that have bound it, and op- 
pression, in all its forms, tumbles before the demonstrations of his deliver- 
ance. 


We stop not to look into the philosophy of the process, but we rejoice in - 


the realization, and bless God for the close and constant connexion between 
civil and religious liberty—all history illustrates and confirms it.

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_ The Treasurer’s Report was then read by Joseph Hyde, Esq., the Assist. 
Treas., and the following abstract of the Manager’s Report by the Cor. 
Sec. Rev. Dr. Brigham. | 

Since the last meeting of the Society, three of the Vice Presidents have 
been removed by death, namely, the Hon. John Quincy Adams, of Mass., 
Peter G, Stuyvesant, Esq., of New York, and Alexander Henry, Esq., of 
Pennsylvania. One of the Managers, John Aspinwall, Esq., of New York, 
has also been removed. 

In the course of the year forty-six new Life Directors have been add- 
ed, and seven hundred and fifty-one Life Members. Each Life Director 
is authorized to draw five common Bibles per annum for distribution, and 
each Life Member two copies of the same, or the value of them in Testa- 
ments. For these two objects there were called for and distributed ihe 
past year, 9,927 copies. 

New Avxiriary Socrerres.—The whole number added in the course 
of the year is one hundred and sixteen. Of these one was formed in the 
state of Maine ; two in Connecticut ; four in New York; three in New 
Jersey ; one in Virginia; six in North Carolina; three in South Carolina ; 
twelve in Georgia; three in Florida; two in Ohio; eight in Indiana; 
nineteen in Illinois; three in Wisconsin ; four in Missouri; six in Ken- 
tucky ; two in Tennessee ; thirteen in Alabama; six in Mississippi ; two 
in Arkansas; one in Louisiana ; and seven in Texas, 


Recripts.—These from all sources amount to $254,377,18, the largest 
amount ever received in one year, and an increase over those of the pre- 
vious year of $49,308 95. 

Booxs Prinrep.—English Bibles, 230,000, and Testaments, 372,000 ; 
German Bibles, 16,000, and Testaments, 24,000 ; Portuguese Bibles, 1,0°0 
copies, and English Pica Testaments and Psalms, 16,000—total 760,000 
copies. 

The Board have now determined to do their own binding, as they do 
their own printing, and not by contract with an individual as heretofore. 

There has been imported in the course of the year 2,690 Bibles.and 
Testaments in various tongues, to meet the wants of our miscellaneous 
population. Besides new English Bibles and Testaments, they are pre- 
paring plates fora German and English Testament in parallel columns, for 
immigrants, and are contemplating a similar one in Dutch and English. 

Booxs Issuep.—The total issues of the year amount to 655,066 Bibles 
and Testaments, being an increase of 28,196 over those of the previous 
year, and an aygregate since the organization of the Society in 1816 of 
5,780,095.. These books have been scattered in every state and territory 
of the union, and in nearly twenty foreign countries. 

Acrnts.—Seventeen have been employed through the entire year, and 
ten through some portion of the year. A large number of sub-agents or 
Bible distributers have also been employed and directed by the local 
auxiliaries, and not by the Parent Society. The Board now purpose to 
employ such distributers themselves in places where there are not auxili- 
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aries, also to aid feeble auxiliaries in sustaining them, when ueedful, on 
full information. It is hoped that in this way all the wants of the destitute 
among us will be provided for. In the coming Report will be found a 
series of regulations on this subject. 

Suppiy or Cotourep Persons anp Staves.—As the attention of the 
Board has been frequently called to this subject, particularly the past 
year, they have stated in their Report, with great frankness, what they 
can do and what they cannot do in relation to it. 

Grants To BenevoLent Soctetres.—To the American Bethel Society 
have been granted on request 600 Bibles and Testaments, for the use of 
boatmen on the canals and lakes. 

To the American Seamen’s Friend Society for distribution by their 
chaplains at Mobile, Havana, Valparaiso, Lahaina, Honolulu, and China, 
have been granted 2,121 Biblesand Testaments in various tongues. 

To the Foreign Evangelical Society have been granted for their mis- 
sionaries at Hayti, Valparaiso, and Marseilles, 558 copies, mostly in foreign 
tongues, French, Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese. ; 

To the American Protestant Society for distribution by their mission- 
aries and agents, have been granted at different times in the course of 
the year, 656 copies in French, German, Irish, &c. 

To the Swiss Mission in Canada, 300 Bibles and Testaments. 

To the American Home Missionary Society for the Western States and 
Oregon, 850.in English, German, French and Spanish. 

To the American Sunday School Union, 3,650 Bibles and Testaments, 
150 of them in Welsh. 

To the American Tract Society 3,000 Bibles, and 4,502 Testaments for 
places where there are no auxiliaries, or where they fail of doing their 
duty in supplying their destitute. 

Suppiy or THE Army.—Various grants for this purpose have been made 
through the auxiliaries, particularly those at New Orleans and Texas. A 
special agent, Rev. Mr. Norris, has been sent to Mexico with nearly 4000 
copies, for soldiers and native Mexicans, wherever they can be reached. 
As his labours have but just commenced, there is yet little in the way of 
results. 

Grants or Money.—To the American Missionaries at Constantinople, 
towards publishing a second edition of the Hebrew-Spanish Old Testament, 
have been paid $5000, the former edition being exhausted, and other 
copies urgently called for. An edition of the Hebrew-German is in course 
of translation at the same station ; also an edition of the modern Armenian. 
The expense of these editions the Board are engaged to see paid. 

For publishing the Tamil Scriptures at Ceylon, India, have been granted 
and paid $1000. 

To the Presbyterian Board for Foreign Missions have been granted and 
paid the past year $2000, towards the publication of the Urdu, the Pun- 
jabi, and the Hindi Scriptures, in Northern India. ° 

To the Foreign Evangelical Society, have been paid $500 towards the 
printing of the Scriptures at Geneva, for southern France and Italy. 
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To the French and Foreign Bible Society have been appropriated $2000, 
the half of which has been paid, and the other half is to be forwarded 
next month. The calls from France of late are so peculiar and so urgent, 
that the Board hope some liberal and efficient measures will be adopted 
to enlarge the amount of grants to that interesting field. Many thousands 
of Bibles and Testaments could there be put in circulation at once, among 
earnest readers, were the means to publish them furnished to the now 
empty treasury of the French and Foreign Bible Society. 5 

After the reading of the abstract, the Rev. Dr. Ferris, of New York, 
moved the following resolution, which was seconded by the Rev. Dr. 
Tyng: ; 

Resolved, That the report, an abstract of which has been read, be 
printed and circulated under the direction of the Board. 

The Rey. Thomas B. Sargent, of Baltimore, offered the following reso- 
lution, which was seconded by James McMurray, Esq., agent of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society for the West Indies: 

Resolved, That the past success with which God has crowned the efforts 
of his people in the distribution of his word in our own and other lands, 
calls for devout gratitude, and renewed exertions. 

On motion of Stacey G. Potts, Esq., of Trenton, N. J., seconded by the 
Rey. Alexander King, of Dublin: 

Resolved, That regarding the Bible as the inspired word of truth, the 
progressive spirit of the age demands redoubled efforts to increase and 
extend its circulation, as the only safe expositor of the social, civil, and 
religious duties and obligations of our race. 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Pomroy, of Bangor, Maine, recently returned 
from Palestine, seconded by the Rev. 8. H. Calhoun, missionary at Mount 
Lebanon, in Syria: 

Resolved, That the work of sending back the Bible to those countries 
where it originated and was first published, is one of peculiar interest and 
importance. 

The Rev. E. N. Kirk, of Boston, Mass., submitted the following pream- 
ble and resolution, which were received with much emotion : 

As there have been repeated and urgent calls from the French and 
Foreign Bible Society the past year, and particularly since the late 
revolution, for means to prepare and circulate the Scriptures in 

rance,— 

Resoloed, "That it is the clear and palpable duty of this Society to listen 
to those calls, and to meet them liberally and promptly; and that the 
managers be therefore advised to raise and remit for that object during 
the coming year, with the co-operation of the local societies, the sum of 
$10,000, and a like sum for the succeeding year. 

He first introduced to the audience the Rev. Louis Bridel, one of the 
pastors of Paris, and a delegate from the French and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, who addressed the audience in French, showing that whilst the 
late revolutionary movement had greatly increased the demand for the 
Seriptures, yet by putting a stop to business, their society was left with- 
out resources and in debt. This address was translated in substance by 
Mr. Kirk, who then urged with weighty arguments of his own the adop- 
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tion of the resolution. The resolution was carried by a kind of acclama- 
tion, one individual offering himself to furnish $1000 of the sum, and 
others to collect different amounts. It was deemed best, however, that 
instead of an attempt to collect all on the spot, the local societies should 
be invited to aid in furnishing the sum specified according to their several 
ability. It is hoped that those societies will at once take up the subject, 
so that remittances may be early made. No object can be more impor- 
tant at this juncture. 

Interesting addresses were made by those whose names are given 
above, and which will be published in the annual report. 


LETTER FROM FRANCE. 


The following letter was written in February last, just before the late 
revolution, when it had been determined to send the Rev. Mr. Audebez as 
a deputation to the United States for aid. Later letters, and the address 
of the Rev. Mr. Bridel, who eventually came as delegate, will shew still 
more impressively the importance of lending early and liberal assistance 
to our brethren in France. 


“Although our worthy friend is charged, as you perceived, with an 
especial mission, we have begged him to plead with you the Bible catse 
in France, while we would express our deep and heartfelt gratitude for 
the helping hand which you have already often extended for our aid. 
Mr. Audebez will tell you more at length than we can in this letter, 
how useful has been to us the aid that we have received in money from 
our foreign brethren. It has enabled us to scatter the holy Seriptures ina 
much greater proportion than would have been possible for us, with our 
own resources. He will tell you, and you will learn it with joy, that it is 
principally to the circulation of the holy volume that the religious move- 
ments which have been seen for some years in many parts of France owe 
their origin, and that it is because the Bible is at the foundation of these 
movements we expect great things to result to the glory of the Lord. 

But our brother will also tell you, Gentlemen, that all which has been 
done until now for the spread of the Scriptures is as nothing compared to 
what remains to be done, and what can be done; for within our remem- 
brance it has never been easier to circulate the Bible, and never has our 
Roman Catholic population been more favourably inclined to receive it. 
We are now in great need of funds, in order to publish the Bible and New 
Testament in large quantities, and at moderate prices, and to employ col- 
porteurs in sufficient numbers. If we had funds, we can confidently assure 
you that our work would extend in a remarkable manner, and results 
would be produced such as would rejoice the hearts of Christians. You are 
surprised, perhaps, Gentlemen, that we should go beyond the seas to solicit 
help which it would seem that we should find at home; to this our answer 
is, that the faithful in our midst do for us as much as is in their power, 
but as you know their number is very limited in this country, beside 
which they are obliged, at least the greater part of them, to reserve their 
aid for the Protes‘ant Bible Society, which has for its exclusive work to 
furnish the sacred book te Protestants. Thence it results that our society 
whose field is so vast,since it includes every Frenchman without distinction 


of religions denomination, must extend its appeals for aid beyond the land 
where God has established it. 
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But why insist farther upon this point? Gentlemen, have you not 
already proved to us by your liberality that you understand our position 
and are disposed to aid us ? 

We hope, therefore, if it is in your power, after having heard the report 
of our representative, you will not refuse us a new donation. Gentlemen, 
it is in the name of the Lord that we address to you this urgent request ; 
it is recommending to your charity the multitudes of Roman Catholics de- 
prived of the word of God and ready to receive it, that we conjure you to 
listen favourably to our appeal. 

At present, not only is our treasury empty, not only is there a deficien- 
of 12,000 frances, but our committee has been obliged to make large 
engagements, amounting to more than 30, 000 francs, in order to renew 
our stereotype plates, which were worn out, and as our depository of 
books is nearly empty, they foresee a large increase of expenses for the 
purchase of paper and necessary press work. Certainly, such a situation 
if made known to the world would draw down upon us its disapprobation, 
and we should be accused of unpardonable imprudence ; but Christians 
who know the particular circumstances of the religious state of France, 
far from blaming us, will grant us all their sympathy. 

Finally, Gentlemen, we would again renew our expressions of gratitude 
for the help that you have already granted us, and beg you to accept the 
assurance of our Christian and respectful esteem. ,

RICHLAND COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 


We would call attention to the report of this society as given below, 
especially the attention of those auxiliaries which are in the condition 
which this was in, one year since. 

Marcu, 1848. 

The secretary of this society reports, that shortly after the last annual 
meeting, and pursuant toa resolution thereof, the managers appointed Mr. 
Samuel Smith a general agent for this county, with instructions to go in 
person into every township in the county and organize auxiliaries, to have 
made a thorough exploration, to solicit donations, and see to the distribu- 
tion of the holy Scriptures. 

A part of this service was performed by Mr. Smith shortly after his 
appointment, but the want of a supply of books has occasioned some delay, 
and has prevented the closing up of the work in time to have this meet- 
ing any sooner. 

On account of this being the first effort of the kind in this county, and 
the consequent want of experience in all engaged in it, the data furnished 
does not enable us to make this report as full and perfect as might be desi- 
rable; but we trust the result will satisfy all, of the importance of having 
a general agent. oy é 

Mr, Smith has succeeded in organizing thirteen auxiliaries to this soci- 
ety, named after the townships in which they are situated, viz: Jefferson, 
Plymouth, Washington, Springfield, Franklin, Troy, Bloominggrove, Mif- 
flin, Congress, Perry, Worthington, Monroe, and Bloomfield ; two others, 
viz: Sharon and Madison, having been previously formed, 

All these societies we believe have entered into the work, sensibly 
impressed with its importance, and with a determination to persevere 
until the organization is made perfect. 
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From the reports of auxiliaries, together with information furnished by 
the agent, it appears that during the past year, and through the agency of 
Mr. Smith, 4,303 families have been visited, in which have been found 
5,750 Bibles, 4,976 Testaments, and 7,350 youth under sixteen years of 
age, who can read, and donations and subscriptions have been obtained to 
the amount of $360. Of these families, 347 were found entirely destitute 
of the Bible, and we regret to say that five of those were left destitute, for 
the reason that they utterly refused to receive one on any terms whatever. 
The father of one these families was absent when the agent called. The 
mother treated him with much hospitality and kindness, and when asked 
if she would not like to have a Bible, replied in the affirmative. The 
agent then inquired if she wished to buy one, and if it would be conveni- 
ent for her to pay for it, she answered with much embarassment that she 
did not wish to buy. A Bible was then offered her without money and 
without price, when with tears in her eyes, she disclosed to the agent in 
a feeling voice, that although she would gladly have a Bible for herself 
and her children, she did not dare to take one, lest she might incur the 
displeasure of her husband. When this is found to be the condition of 
families in our own neighbourhood, who would not be willing to exert all 
his efforts and energies to extricate them from the darkness in which they 
are enveloped. It is fondly hoped that a salutary influence will be felt 
throughout the county by this organization of auxiliaries, and it is difficult 
to imagine how it could be otherwise, when we consider the number of 
Christian men and women it brings actively into the work. In the fifteen 
auxiliary societies formed during the past year, we find 111 men engaged 
as managers, and 177 as visitors; and we humbly hope and trust that the 
result will show that confidence in these brethren has not been misplaced. 

The report of the depository shows that at the commencement of the 
past year he had on hand 29 English Testaments, and 24 German Bibles, 
which had been purchased at a cost of $4275 ; that he has since purchased 
for this society and its auxiliaries 2,128 English Bibles, 3,610 English Tes- 
taments, 55 German Bibles, 69 German Testaments, 6 French Bibles, and 
12 French Testaments, in all 5,580 books, at a cost of $1,392 71. 

To enable us to appreciate the agent system, and the importance of 
having a faithful agent in the field, it is only necessary to contrast what 
has been done during the past ‘year, with the efforts and success of this 
society for the twelve preceeding years when it had no special agent. 
It appears from the records, that this soviety was formed in 1836, and that 
from the time of its formation up to the commencement of the past year, 
(a period of almost twelve years) it had been enabled to purchase ‘3629 
books, at a cost of $935 18; while this report shows that during the past 
year alone, with the assistance of a special agent, it has been enabled to 
purchase 5,880 books, at a cost of $1,392 71, and that most of said books 
have been distributed throughout the county. 

It should at all times, and under all circumstances, be sufficient en- 
couragement in this noble work, that we have the promise of God assuring 
us, that “his word shall not return unto him void,’ but it shall accomplish 
that which he pleases, and shall prosper that in the time whereunto it is 
sent ; and while we would go forward, relying mainly on that promise in 
our efforts to disperse the bread of life to the destitute around us, it is 
still encouraging to see the tokens of good as we advance. It is certainly 
an encouragement to us that our generalagent has met with such a cordial 
welcome wherever he has gone. Almost without exception, he has found 
the sympathising heart, and the helping hand. We would regard this as 
an indication that the soil is in some good degree of readiness to receive 
the seed we would cast upon it. So recent has been the work of distri- 
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bution, that the time of harvest has hardly yet come, though we already 
see here and there the “ blade,’’ which we hope will ere long become the 
“full corn in the ear.” One visitor reports the case of two families who 
at first refused to have a Bible, but by persuasion they were induced each 
to accept a copy. 

The heads of each of those families are now members of an evangeli- 
cal church, and have the Scriptures read morning and evening in the 
presence of their households. This is but a specimen of the good results 
we may expect will flow from the work in which we are engaged. 

The full harvest of glory to God can only be estimated at the judg- 
ment day. James PatTerson, Sec. 


MORRIS COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW JERSEY. 

This Society has been engaged in a noble effort the past year, as the 
following extracts will show. In eleven townships, the supply has been 
mainly effected by voluntary distributers, and in five by those specially 
employed. 

From the Report of the Executive Committee, March 16th 1848. 

At the last meeting of the society, it was resolved, “that we endeavour 
immediately to supply the county as fully as possible with the Bible, and 
that the manner of doing the work be left with the executive committee. 

The reports of distributers show us, that in all the townships in the 
county, save one, the work contemplated in the resolution of the society 
has been done faithfully, and well done. In that one, the work is in pro- 
gress, nearly completed, and soon to be at an end. 

By sale and gratuitous distribution, nearly three thousand five hundred 
Bibles and Testaments have been put in circulation. 

In two entire townships, and in parts of three others, owing to a defect 
in the reports of distributers, the committee are unable to specify the 
amount of destitution which was found there. In the remaining parts of 
the county, more than two hundred families were found destitute. 

The destitution in the different townships was very unequal, and, in 
some instances, was least where the greatest was expected. 

A distributer in one township, who visited one hundred and fifty 
families, reported that he had not found a family without some portion of 
the Holy Scriptures, though in some families the copy possessed was so 
soiled and worn, as to be little better than none. 

A distributer in another township, who visited two hundred families, 
found one family in every twelve destitute. 

Another distributer, in still another township, who visited four hundred 
and seventy eight families, found forty-nine destitute—that is, more than 
one in every ten. 

Besides this, one neighbourhood was found containing thirteen or four- 
teen families, in which there was but one Bible ; they were Germans. 

With very few exceptions, the destitute Protestant families have given 
our distributers a cordial welcome. Where their means would permit, 
they have, in several instances, not only paid cheerfully for a Bible, but 
have expressed much pleasure that they could obtain it in such a way, and 
at so low a rate. 

Where means were wanting to purchase, they have seldom, if ever, re- 
fused to receive the word of God asa gratuity. In anumber of most af- 
fecting cases, tears of joy, and warm expressions of gratitude have been 


called forth by the precious gift. 
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A few facts in illustration may not be uninteresting. : 

An old coloured woman, who was unable to read, learning that a Bible 
could be purchased for twenty-five cents, said, “I will buy one, although 
I cannot read, and then, when white folks come to see me, I will get them 
to read for me, and tell them too, what a Saviour I have found.” 

On one occasion a distributer states, ‘I entered a house, where I found 
an elderly woman living almost alone. Her eye-sight had nearly failed 
her, and she seemed to be very poor. I enquired if she wanted a Bible. 
She said she had a Bible, but it was old and very much worn, and that she 
could not see to read in it. I told her that I had one which I thought she 
could see to read in, at the same time handing her an eighty seven and a 
half cent Bible. She seemed quite rejoiced to think she could read in it, 
and said, if she had anything to pay with, she would buy it, and then told 
me she had seven fowls which she would give me for it, if I could take 
them. Away she went to call them together, but I said to her, ‘‘ Mother, 
if you part with your fowls, what can you do? You will want their eggs 
in the spring to buy tea, and other necessaries.” “O,” said she, “the Lord 
will provide.”? “Well,” said I, “the Lord has provided for you to have this 
Bible, for I am authorized by the Society to make you a present of it.” 
She seemed almost overcome with joy, and quite lavish of her thanks. _ 

In January of last year, all the prisoners in the county jail were supplied 
with a copy of the Bible, which in every case was gratefully received. 

It is the uniform testimony of our distributers, that a great proportion 
of the Roman Catholic families are either unwilling or afraid to receive 
the Bible. 

Several of the distributers, in closing their labours, though arduous, and 
in many respects self-denying, express satisfaction that they have been 
engaged in so great and so good a work. They account the gratitude ex- 
pressed by some to whom they were sent, and the manifest blessing of 
God upon their enterprise, a rich reward for their time and toil. Not the 
least of their reward was the profit derived to their own souls. So far 
as we know, this is the sentiment of all. 

Before closing this report, the committee wish to unite with the distri- 
buters in expressing their sense of the goodness of God, and of the profita- 
| bleness of the work in which they have been engaged. In the beginning 

of the enterprise for exploring and supplying the county, they were bur- 
dened by a sense of heavy responsibility, and were filled with deep solici- 
tude for the result, They put their trust in God, and took courage to go 
forward. Their cares and labours have been no less than they anticipated, 
but the satisfaction enjoyed, and the success attained, have surpassed their 
expectations. Now they would call upon the members of the society to 
unite with them in giving thanks to God for the result which, through his 
kind providence, we are permitted to witness. 


BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


New Yorks, 12th May, 1848, 
My Dear Sir,—I deeply regret that I was prevented by asevere cold, 
attended by hoarseness, from taking a part in your highly interesting 
Anniversary, held in the Tabernacle yesterday. 1 felt a strong desire to 
express to the large and highly respectable audience, the great interest 
the friends of the British and Foreign Bible Society take in your work ; 
and I gladly avail myself of this opportunity of assuring the supporters of 
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your noble Institution, that our best wishes are with you, and that our 
earnest prayers are offered up to a throne of grace for a blessing upon your 
endeavours. Believing that these sentiments are cordially reciprocated 
by the supporters of your Society, they will no doubt be gratified by a 
few facts I will put down regarding the state and prospects of the British 
Bible Society. 

It will be borne in mind that the year 1846 was to many of the inhabit- 
ants of the British Isles a season of severe trial and distress. The gaunt 
famine and wasting pestilence with which they were visited are familiar 
to all; especially to those generous-hearted Americans who gave of 
their abundance to relieve the wants, and to mitigate the sorrows of a 
people who were starving. The pecuniary crisis of the past year was 
severely felt by the middling and higher classes, and as a natural conse- 
quence, it is very probable that all the societies of Great Britain, supported 
by voluntary contributions, will this year have to report a diminution in 
their respective incomes. Under these circumstances, it is but reasonable 
to expect that the income of the Bible Society should be less than in 1847, 
when it reached the enormous sum of £117,440 17s. 3d., which was £6000 
and upwards more than the society received in any previous year of its 
existence. From one source there has been a considerable falling off, 
compared with last year; I mean that of Jegacies. In 1847 they amounted 
to £16,525 16s. 5d.; in the present year they amount to but £6,196 16s., 
thus showing a decrease, compared with the previous year, of £10,329 Os. 
5d. But perhaps the best proof that can be adduced of the hold which 
the society has on the affections of the people, and the true test of its 
prosperity, is the amount of its free contributions ; and here, lam happy to 
say, there has been no falling off, but on the contrary, an increase over last 
year, of £451 12s. 5d. The total income of the society for the year end- 
ing 31st March, is £90,166 8s. 4d. 

Of ‘the issues by the society for the past year J have received no re- 
turn. It is probable, however, they will not be found so large as those of 
the two preceding years. In 1847 the Manchester auxiliary alone put 
96,000 copies into circulation, In 1848, only 15,000 copies were required. 
Bristol in 1847 got 38,000 copies, while in 1848 only 9,500 were needed, 
and so of some other towns and districts in Great Britain. 

In France, 124,214 copies have been put into circulation during the 
past year, making a total of 2,512,781 copies, which have been distributed 
in that country by the Brit. & For. Bible Society, In Sweden, 38,881 copies 
were distributed during the year, which exceeds the issues of the former 
year by 8,399 copies. | 4,900 Bibles have been sent to Tahiti during the 
past year, and the society has been urgently requested to print 15,000 New 
Testaments for the Samoan group of islands. From various parts of Africa 
the accounts received are most encouraging, and from India the tidings, 
upon the whole, are of a cheering character. Of South America but little 
can be said. In the West Indies, the friends of Bible circulation, during 
the past year, have been active, and I should suppose that not fewer than 
25,000 copies have been distributed, 

Had I been able to address the meeting yesterday, I should have stated 
some additional facts of an interestiny nature. As it is, [ must content 
myself with wishing you abundant prosperity in your great work, adding 
my fervent prayers that the Spirit of God may water the “incorruptible 
seed”’ your noble society has been permitted to scatter.

THE BIBLE FOR FRANCE. 


It will be recollected that, at the last anniversary, the Society advised 
the Managers to take measures for collecting and transmitting to France 
$10,000 the current year, and as much more the succeeding year, for the 
purpose of circulating the Scriptures in that country. The Board have, 
consequently, prepared a circular, setting forth the importance of this 
undertaking, and at the same time entreating those who may aid it, not 
to let this effort interfere with their usual annual contributions to the 
general cause. 

“They feel,” says the circular, in conclusion, “that so many de- 
mands are coming upon them the present year for our own people, 
for swarming immigrants, for Spanish America, for Syria, Persia, India, 
and China, that it would be unwise to take, for this new object, any 
thing from the ordinary collections. The Managers are unanimous 
in the request, that whatever is now done be a contribution by it- 
self, for a great object, which Providence has brought up suddenly 
and unlooked for. They would rather have no special collection, than 


— 
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one which should prevent the local societies from making their usual 
annual contribution for the general cause. 

“But this special effort need not interfere with the other. Let it be 
received as one of a marked character, and not likely to be followed by 
others so peculiar and pressing. One motive for making this direct appeal 
to individuals and churches is, that the sum proposed can in this way be 
raised much sooner than through the action of Bible societies. It seems 
to the Board important, as already stated, not only that $19,000 should be 
sent to the new French Republic, but that it should be sent soon; if pos- 
sible, in the course of the coming month. Now is emphatically the time 
for Bible distribution and Bible reading in that heaving, agitated nation; 
its early influence can in no way be hurtful, and may prevent a reign of 
anarchy, the effusion of blood, and bring doubting, inquiring multitudes 
to know God, and serve Him.’’ 


We are happy to add that, though this circular has had but a partial 
circulation, nearly one half the sum proposed for the year is pledged, and 
a part of it paid in; consequently, $1000 was remitted to Paris on the 1st 
of June, and $1000 more remitted on the ist of July; and the Board 
hope to be able to send a similar amount monthly. They will surely do so, 
if the requisite means are furnished.

Some few years since a sailor from the Shetland Islands, engaged in 
the American service, fell from aloft to the deck, and by the fall lost his 
hearing entirely. He stopped with Capt. Richardson at the Home in 
Cherry street, who had deposited for him $200 in the savings bank. After 
repeated efforts to regain his hearing from the faculty in New York with- 
out success, he went to Edinburgh and sought further aid there, but with 
like results. His affliction however, had this greatest of all good results, 
it brought him to search the word of God, and to look to its Divine author 
for consolation; and here he sought not in vain. He became hopefully a 
Christian, and his peace became like a river. From his native place, 
Shetland Islands, he wrote to Capt. Richardson for a part of his deposited 
funds, and inquired whether he could not by returning to the U. States, find 
something to do which would support him, though unable to hear. He 
was encouraged to come, and has for some months been employed at the 
Home, communicating with others by writing. The following isan extract 
from one of his letters. After requesting Capt. Richardson, to whom he 
writes, to deposit a small sum in the Seaman’s Bank, he.adds: 
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“Two dollars I shall inclose in this, which I wish you, sir, to turn to 
the Bible fund that you have the honour to manage. (Capt. Richardson is 
one of the manager’s of the A. B 8.) God says by the mouth of his serv- 
ant Solomon, * Honour the Lord with the first fruits of thy increase, so shall 
thy barns be filled with plenty, and thy presses burst out with new wine.’ 
The small mite I offer as the first fruits of my labour, now in two 
years and ten months that I have been humbled under the rod. The 
Bible has been my best companion. I have found treachery and deceit 
in people that professed great friendship, (alluding toa social organization 
to which he once belonged, and where he had sought aid.) Whenall props 
gave way, and my spirit was humbled in the dust, and my mind prostra- 
ted and brought to the borders of despair. I had recourse to the Bible. I 
found no deceit there; that blessed book is adapted to suit man in every 
circumstance that God sees meet to place himin. WhenI considered my 
case, how low the loss of one faculty had placed me, then I compared my- 
self with those that were forever lost, without one gleam of hope. What 
reason had I to adore God for his sparing mercy to me, that he did not 
commission the stroke that separated me from others as 1o hearing, to 
separate my soul from my body, and appoint me my portion with the 
workers of iniquity! When I have been in the humble employment that 
my infirmity has placed me, I have thought on the goodness of God 
that he did not humble me in perdition. I think T have evidence in my . 
own bosom that I have passed from death unto life. I feel the love inmy 
heart which the world cannot give, nor take away ; love to God my hea- 
venly Father, and to Jesus my Redeemer and Saviour, who is the way, the 
truth, and the life, and has promised that they shall not be confounded who 
put their trust in him. I hope you will excuse me for wring what | have 
to state, as I am much embarrassed when I speak.” 


WISCONSIN. 

From the report of Mr. Amasa Lord, agent for this state, and N. E. 
Illinois. It was designed to insert this in the annual report, but there was 
not room. It shows that much may be accomplished even in a new state 
by system and activity. 

“ During the past year, our efforts have been directed principally to 
the establishment of branch Bible societies, with small depositories of 
Bibles and Testaments; and a number of local agents in connexion with 
each, and to raising funds and circulating books through the medium of 
these local organizations. 

The following are the results:—In Cook Co. Tl, (the county in which 
Chicago is located), eight societies have been organized auxiliary to the 
Chicago Bible Society, which have already raised about #300 00. The 
Chicago society has continued to be one of much efficiency, having sent 
to the American Bible Society during the year $1151 70, and received for 
circulation 1969 copies of Bibles and Testaments. In Lake Co, Il., efforts 
have also been made through branch societies, and about $400 00 raised 
for the cause; 1520 Bibles and Testaments have been sent to the society 
during the year, a good share of which have been put in cireulation. In 
McHenry Co. a similar effort has been mace to that in Lake Co., and with 
similar results, so far as raising funds is concerned. In consequence, 
however, of not receiving a quantity of books which were ordered before 
the close of navigation, the circulation of the Scriptures in the county has 


been limited. 
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In Kane Co. a branch society has been established in each of the 
fifteen precincts, all of which have local agents and small depositories. 
The receipts of the society during the year have been about $700 00 ; 
and the number of Bibles and Testaments received from New York, 1779. 
In Du Pave Co. an effort has been commenced on a similar plan to that 
pursued in. Kane Co., and books ordered to the number of 1940.) Ube 
Kendall Co. Bible Society has been revived during the past season, and 
now embraces in addition the county of Grundy; books have been re- 
ceived to the number of 1078, and most of Kendall Co. covered with 
precinct societies. In Will Co. the effort has not yet been made, although 
books have been ordered to the number of 1078; and Mr. 8S. Town, an 
efficient county agent, engaged to assist in forming branch societies, and 
in getting them into operation. 

The annual meetings of the precinct societies in a county are arrang- 
ed to be held two days apart, so that an agent can attend all of them, and 
spend a little time immediately succeeding each meeting in doing what 
he may be able to for the cause, in connexion with the society. In this 
way we hope to sustain these local organizations, and make them effi- 
cient. The series of precinct meetings in a county is to be closed by a 
general meeting of the county society. The meetings in McHenry Co. 
‘occur in October ; in Lake Co., in November ;. in Cook, in December; in 
Kane, in January; in Du Page, in February; in Kendall and Grundy, in 
March; and in Will,in April. Should the counties of Boon, De Kalb, and 
La Salle be added to my field, the design would be with the consent of the 
friends of the Bible there, to have the annual meetings in those counties 
arranged to be held in months succeeding April, so as to occupy an agent 
nearly every month in the year in attending annual meetings, and start- 
ing the machinery in the different precincts. 

In the south-eastern part of Wisconsin we are happy to say the Bible 
cause is in a flourishing condition. The Southport Bible Society has an 
auxiliary in nearly every town in the southern part of Racine Co.,and has 
remitted to the American Bible Society during the year, $437 47; 
$180 00 of which was a donation. The Racine Bible Society has aux- 
iliaries with depositories in several towns in the northern part of Racine 
Co., and has remitted during the year the sum of $345 88. 

The Banner Bible Society, in Wisconsin, so far as raising funds is con- 
cerned, is that of Walworth Co., it having sent to the Parent Society dur- 
ing the past year $766 45, $200 00 of which was a donation; being a 
larger donation than was ever before made by a Bible society in Wiscon- 
sin. Walworth Co. has a branch Bible society in every town in ‘the 
county, which, as well as those in Racine Co., were organized some 
eighteen months since. 

In Jefferson Co. town societies have also been formed, and funds 
raised sufficient to effect the supply of the county. In the new county of 
Waukesha a county society was formed last spring, since which, branch 
societies have been organized in every town in the county, each of which 
has now a depository from which the destitute can be supplied. The in- 
come of the society up to the present time is $609 02. 

The Milwaukee Bible Society has been enabled during the year to 
cancel its debt, procure an additional supply of books, and make a small 
donation to the Parent Society. 

The annual meetings in the south-eastern part of Wisconsin have also 
been arranged to be held during different months in the year, commenc- 
ing in December. As the agency committee have recently seen fit to add 
the western part of Wisconsin to my former field, the design will be to 
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have the annual meetings in the western counties occur in successive 
order after the meetings in the south-eastern counties; so that according 
to the plan in north-eastern Lllinois, one agent may go through the whole of 
the southern part of the state once a year. 

In the northern part of Wisconsin but little had been attempted for the 
Bible cause previous to the past year. Early in the season a society was 
organized called the Northern Wisconsin Bible Society, designed to em- 
brace the eleven northerm counties. 

The county societies in this region are to be auxiliary to this society, 
instead of being connected directly with the American. 4583 Bibles and 
Testaments have been received by the Northern Wisconsin Bible Society, 
(Gincluding 800 given by the Parent Society) ; and an agent employed to 
assist me in putting them into circulation, and in raising funds to pay for 
those purchased. The design is to pursue a similar plan to that pursued 
in the southern counties; the annual meetings in the eleven counties oc- 
cupying an agent for eleven months of the year. 

With regard to the destitution of the Bible here, although it is not 
greater than in many places at the east, it is such as should arouse us to 
action. In one school district visited in Waukesha Co., Wisconsin, twelve 
families were found without the Bible. In another in Racine County, em- 
bracing about forty families, sixteen were found without an entire copy 
of the Scriptures. In Dodge Co. eight families were found by the agent 
in a single day in this condition. A colporteur of the American Tract 
Society, who has been labouring here, reports that he has found 233 fami- 
lies destitute. 

We might go on enumerating instances, but forbear. The auxiliary 
societies here have a great work to perform to keep this rapidlysincreasing 
population supplied with the oracles of truth.” 


FROM REV. J. J. HUGHES, AGENT FOR ALABAMA. 


It is now two years and a half since my first official connexion with 
the Bible Society. In that time I have visited, in Walker, Tuskaloosa, and 
small portions of Marion and Fayette counties, as a Bible distributer, 
nearly a thousand families. Many of them entirely destitute, and far 
below the means of supplying themselves, first looked upon me with sus- 
picion, and then with wonder, and then, when the treasure more precious 
than thousands of gold and silver was placed in their toil-worn hands, 
with feelings of high gratitude. It would thrill your heart to have gone 
with me to poor cabins, where they told me they had no Bible, never saw 
a preacher, and had never heard the voice of prayer. I have seen such 
eases as these; and I have given them Bibles, talked to them of their 
souls, of the God of the Bible, of Jesus, of salvation; have read some 
passages from the holy book, sung and prayed with them. In such places 
I have seen the tears of penitence fall, have heard the solemn promise to 
live for eternity made, have seen the light of heavenly hope shine. As 
general agent of your noble society I have had, perhaps, more of heavi- 
ness and sorrow of heart than of gladness. When I view the poverty of 
thousands, and know that over many of the mountain counties, from one 
in five to one half are, and must long continue to be, destitute, and con- 
trast these solemn, and as I must say, appalling facts, with the princely 
wealth and stoical apathy of the church, [ ask, in some sadness, where 
shall help be found? A wealthy member of the church, two or three 
days ago, on the steamboat from Montgomery here, remarked to me, et 
any man is so lazy as not to be able to buy, or is so mean as not to feel his 
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need of a Bible, Iam opposed to sending it to him.” My only reply to 
him was, “There is more joy in heaven, and a richer display of grace, in 
snatching one poor chief sinner from the flames, than in ninety-nine just 
persons ; and the lost, and low condition of our world was the cause which 
brought salvation from heaven, and that his reason for withholding from 
the Bible cause was mine for giving to it. 

Since my engagement with your society the work of supplying com- 
menced by me in Tuskaloosa and Walker counties has been finished. 
Blount and St. Clair have been thoroughly explored and supplied, the des- 
titution ranging from one-fourth to one-half, in both these counties. Cham- 
bers County is pretty near supplied ; Cherokee is now in course of supply ; 
and there is something doing in Barbour, Macon, Russel, Pickens, Wilcox, 
Clark, Butler, Pike, Benton, Talladega, and Choctaw (formerly Washing- 
ton), but all we have done is only as the drop of dew to the summer 
shower. 


[From the same.] 


Of all the great benevolent associations of our age, the American Bible 
Society has for many years stood first in my estimation ; and the first do- 
nation I ever made to an object of benevolence, was, more than twenty 
years ago, while quite a boy, in Virginia, to a Bible agent. My active 
and: undivided services have now been given to it for more than two 
years. In this time I have visited the extremes of society in Alabama, 
rich and poor, high and low, good and bad. I have seen some of the 
very worst men bow to the irresistible influence of the sword of the Spirit 
which is the word of God. Here is an instance. 

I had been for some days visiting a poor and very destitute region, 
and the thing was so new and strange, that it formed a general topic of 
conversation. One day, at a log-rolling, the subject of this queer stranger 
who was going from house to house, giving the old folks books, talking 
to them about their souls, praying with, and catechising the children, was 
introduced; a certain man notorious for his violence, made a fearful 
threat. Several did all they could to keep me from visiting this-man ; 
indeed, a good old lady felt so deeply in the case, that she followed me 
to my horse, and in the utmost excitement, assured me, if J knew him as 
well as they. did, I would not go to his house for all he was worth. I told 
the old lady not to fear, assuring her “the Lamb, in meekness, was more 
powerful, than the Lion, in a rage; and I hoped would overcome this 
wicked man.’? And, asking her to pray for me, set out, and ina few 
miles-ride,—for the mountains were so bad, I had to ride,—reached his 
cate. He soon made his appearance, and though never reputed a cow- 
ard, I hardly ever had such a conflict between fear and duty. There we 
were; I shivering with cold, and he standing before me, pale and tremulous 
with rage. I finally asked to warm myself at his fire; which was eruffly 
granted. I stayed much longer than usual, saying very few words, but 
trying to find some assailable point. Having himself been out gunning 
that morning, a late breakfast was finally announced by his wire : aan 
upto this time had said nothing. ‘Perhaps, stranger, you’ve not been to 
breakfast to day.” “No, sir,] have not.” ‘ Well, if you can put up with 
such fare as we have, you can draw up your chair.’ ‘Thank you, sir’? 
Well, Mr. » When I eat, lalways ask God’s blessing; shall I do so at your 
table ?”’ , Looking me very hard in the face, said he, “If you think it will 
do any good.” The dodgers and venison were politely passed round by 
the lady, who kept silent. Said [ to her, “have you any professors of re- 
ligion along this creek ?”’’” She made no reply. But he told me of one old 
Mr. , a member of the church, but assured me, he was “ one of the 
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most downright hypocrites on God’s earth ;” and swore he ‘did not believe 
there was such a thing as true religion on the earth.’ Well,” said I, 
“there may not be as much as there ought to be, but I think you are 
mistaken.” Conversation now turned on the subject of my mission. He 
told me he had not a Bible, nor any money to buy one. “ut they had 
gotten along very well, so far, without one, and could do so still.?? “Had 
no use for bibles; his wife could not read, and he had no time to read.” J 
pointed to some fine healthful looking little boys, and asked, “ if they could 
read,” “Yes,” said he, “two of them can read’? “Well, now sir,” said 
I, “these little fellows would be perfectly delighted with the Bible, I will 
give this fine black-eyed chap one.”? And though he had refused one 
himself, he allowed me to give this boy one. “ Well, Mr. where I 
leave a Bible, I always leave my prayers;”’ and taking hold of the Bible, 
I asked him to allow me to read a chapter, and pray with him. [reada 
chapter, and sung two verses of Watts, 


; “Life is the time to serve the Lord.” 

While we were on our knees, his heart began to melt, and when we 
arose his face was flooded with tears; his wife was sobbing aloud; the 
little boys also joined in crying. Mr. followed me to his bars, with- 
out a kick or a curse; his poor heart so full, he could only ask, ‘amt you 
going to preach before you leave the neighbourhood? I answered “yes,” 
and told him where, and he promised to be there. He was there, and 
wept through the greater part of the sermon. He came to me at the 
close of the services to know when and where I would preach again, and 
though fifteen or eighteen mil.s distant, he promised to attend. On sab- 
bath morning I met him on the road, a mile, or near it, from the preaching- 
place, the picture of sadness and horror, Bible under his arm, and face swoll- 
en with weeping. He burst out, “Oh, my dear fried, I never wanted to see 
any man half as-much as | want to see you; I went home from meeting 
Friday night and went to bed, but could not sleep. I found my wife was 
also awake, and my crying made her cry too. I then got up and kindled 
some light-wood, and read till near day; I then went to bed again and 
slept a little; I read before my wife and all the little ones in the morn- 
ing, and we all knelt down to pray for the first time in our lives. You 
never saw a man so much changed in so short a time as I. When you 
first came to my house, I was fully determined to whip you; and now, oh, 
I thank God I ever saw you; I never saw a man I loved so much.” 


COLUMBIA COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY. 

In the record of last July it was stated that this society had resolved 
to employ an agent in supplying the county. The following report will 
shew that the resolution has been well executed. We invite attention to 
this report. 

To the Managers of the Columbia County Bible Society. 

GenTLemMEN,—In the month of January last I presented to your 

society a report of my laboursin your county up to that time ; since, I have 
completed the canvass for the county, and as has been suggested by some 
members of your board, now will make a full report for the entire time, 
embracing such facts of the former report as may be useful to your 
society. 

You perceive, by the statistical table annexed, that I have visited 
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6154 families; 858 were destitute of the Bible, and all, except some ten 
families, have been supplied, which refused from conscientious scruples. 

In the towns of Germantown, Clermont, Livingston, Galatin, Tagh- 
konic, Copake, and Ancram, I visited 1603 families, 339 of which were 
destitute of an entire copy of the Scriptures; about one-fourth of the 
whole number of families visited. The northern towns, you perceive, 
were better supplied; so the aggregate of the destitution is not quite one- 
seventh. 

It affords me peculiar pleasure to report, that not to exceed ten families 
refused the Bible, and that in the six towns embracing the south part of 
the county but one was left without a Bible ; and that I have been re- 
ceived kindly, and respectfully treated with the exception of three families, 
where the head of the family was under the influence of ardent spirits. 
It has been to me both a painful and pleasing mission. To many I am 
deeply indebted for their sympathies’ and hospitality, and also for their 
kind cooperation. : 

It was peculiarly painful to find that many families were not only 
destitute of God’s holy word, but have not the ability to read it; though 
in most families some one of the members could read. In one of the most 
wealthy sections of the county, and in sight of a church of Christ, in twenty 
families visited I found ten without a Bible; and in seven of them there 
was not a single reader. I supplied them all, and engaged pious females 
to visit them and read to them the Bible, and induce them to send their 
children to school. 

In one family, where I asked for their Bible, the lady of the house 
handed me a tattered Arithmetic. I said, “This is not a Bible.”? She 
then gave me a child’s reader, saying, “If this is not a Bible, we have 
none.” I gave her a Bible, on her promise that her sons should read it to 
her daily. : 

To another woman of considerable intelligence I gave a Bible. She 
said she had been a housekeeper thirty years, and had never owned one. 
She acknowledged its claims, and I left her reading its blessed pages with 
apparent emotion and deep interest. I have usually presented the Bible 
as God’s law, by which all are to be judged, and his glorious gospel, which 
pointed out the only way of escape for lost and perishing sinners, knowing 
that it was the good seed, and that it was in accordance with the will of 
our heavenly Father that it should be scattered. It has been sown in 
hope, and [ trust some has fallen on good ground, and will bring forth the 
fruits of righteousness to his glory. The tears of joy have often fell at the 
reception of God’s word, and the promise made that it should be read 
cheerfully proffered. ‘ 

In one family which I visited, the man replied to my enquiry that he 
had no Bible, and would not have one in his house; he did not believe in 
it. Isaid to him, | was very sorry to hear that he so esteemed God’s 
holy word; no family could be prosperous and happy without it, or rightly 
discharge their duty to their families. The woman enquired the price of the 
Bible, then went to her purse and handed me twenty-five cents, and said 
“T shall have a Bible if I sell the last garment I have;” he said “You 
shall not have it ;” she replied, ‘“‘T shall have it, and read it.” He then 
commanded her not to suffer her children to read it: and this was a man 
recently from New England. 

In New Lebanon [ visited the Shaker families, and was kindly re- 
ceived and hospitably entertained. After dinner I was invited to pass 
through the different apartments of the house; in each room lay the 
Bible, which I numbered, and found sixty Bibles and fifteen Testaments, 
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for fifty-eight readers. They had also several copies of Cruden’s Con- 
cordance, and Clarke’s Commentary. The other houses of the commu- 
nity had about a Bible or Testament to a reader. They purchased some 
$10 worth of books, and some of our finest copies, with a royal octavo 
Bible for their common school library. I have been particular in the 
above statement as an act of justice, asI had been frequently told they 
did not possess our common Bible. They are much attached to the 
Apocrypha, and hold it as a part of the inspired word of God. 


In the town of Ghent I met an intelligent Irish Roman Catholic girl. 
She said she had been reading Kirwan’s Letters to Bishop Hughes, and so 
far as she could judge, all his statements were correct; and that as she 
alone was accountable to God, and had a soul to save or lose, she was 
determined carefully to peruse the word of God, and judge for herself. 
She purchased a Bible, and I am told is now a constant attendant at a 
Protestant church. It isa fact worthy of note, that there is an increased 
willingness, if not desire, among Roman Catholics, to possess the Bible; 
and when approached with a spirit of Christian kmdness, without inter- 
fering with their religion, you may get them to read the Bible, and there- 
by enlighten their understanding. They have their prejudices, which 
have been instilled into their minds from their very infancy. : 


In the work of distribution I have received but little aid. Rev. Mr. 
Hoar, Robinson, and Palmer, aided me some; and Rev. Mr. Himrod visit- 
ed all within the bounds of his congregation, and sold quite a large amount 
of books. 


Permit me to suggest the necessity of some systematic measures for 
your future operations for raising funds, and keeping upa supply of books. 
Could it not best be done by each church resolving itself into a Bible soci- 
ety, auxiliary to the county society, the consistory, church, session, or offi- 
cial members to be the managers, and that so much of the funds as shall 
be necessary be applied to the purchase of books, to be sold or given within 
the bounds of the congregation, and the surplus forwarded with a yearly 
report to the county society ? 

A moment’s reflection will suggest to the Christian heart that the friends 
of the Redeemer have but just commenced their work in your county. 
The benevolent heart of the Saviour would not have his disciples leave 
the work as it now stands. Much remains to be done, and while we lift 
up our hearts in gratitude to God that so much has been accomplished 
through Christian benevolence, let us remember that we are God’s stew- 
ards, and that the Saviour says to us, “Occupy until I come ;”? and the 
legacy left to his people is the poor, to whom we may do good as we have 
opportunity. 


The state of the financial concerns of the society are annexed. My 
chief business has been the supply of the county with Bibles. It has taken 
considerable time, and been attended with much fatigue of body and mind. 
The judgment alone can reveal the results, and to that decision it is re- 
ferred, with the prayer that God, for his 8on’s sake, will pardon all that has 
been amiss, and accept this small sacrifice of his people, and add his 
abundant blessing. 


You perceive that in my statistics the city of Hudson is not embraced. 
Your society will have a report from your long tried and faithful auxiliary, 
the Female Bible Society of Hudson, which will show that they have not 
been unmindful of their duty, and that the city is reported well supplied 
with the Bible. 
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To the friends of the Bible in Columbia county, and the managers of 
the county society in particular, I would tender my grateful acknowledg- 
ments for their kind hospitality while sojourning among them.

GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE M. E. CHURCH. 


The committee on the Bible cause beg leave respectfully to report : 


That as nothing has been referred to them for their consideration by 
the General Conference, it is presumed that no new action, or provisions 
for action, are desired of them. Hitherto our efforts in behalf of the Bible 
cause have been made through the agency of the American Bible Society, 
and it is believed that it is the design of this General Conference, that that 
course shall still be continued. Your committee have enquired into the 
character and management of that institution, and they find no cause to 
abate the confidence with which it has been hitherto regarded, being con- 
vinced that its affairs are conducted with fidelity, and that it is faithfully 
and efficiently labouring to circulate the pure word of God in this and in 
foreign countries. They have found no oceasion to regret that a former 
General Conference adopted this institution as the best instrumentality by 
which to accomplish among ourselves in our own field of labour the work 
to which it is devoted. Your committee would therefore recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions :— 


Resolved—By the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, that we entertain undiminished confidence in the fidelity and effi- 
ciency of the management of the American Bible Society. 

Resolved—That we are fully satisfied as to its catholic and non secta- 
rian character; and it is confidently expected by us, that it will continue 
to be wholly disconnected from all other societies and institutions. 

Resolved—That we acknowledge with gratitude the kindness with 
which the applications of our ministers and people for donations of Bibles 
and Testaments to supply the destitute, and for the use of our Sunday 
schools and missions, have been uniformly received, and the promptness 
with which they have been responded to by the Parent Society, and by 
its local auxiliaries generally. 

Resolved—That we commend the American Bible Society to the fa- 
vourable regards of our people, and recommend that they continue to con- 
tribute to its funds, and to codperate with its agents and auxiliaries, and 
where there are no auxiliaries, to make annual collections for its aid in 
all our congregations.

It will be seen, that while 
the cause of the Bible is moving on with harmony and success, 
that very much is left undone for want of adequate funds and for 
‘want of personal efforts in the work of distribution. It will be seen 
that there is an increasing demand for German Scriptures in our 
new States, and algo for the supply of Sunday-sehools. These are 
points which require the particular attention of the Auxiliaries the 


present year. 


Semi-annual Meeting. 


This meeting, described in the Report, is to be held in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, on the Ist day of November next. Rev. Dr. Milnor is 
appointed to deliver a Dissertation on “the Bible as the Rule of 
Faith.” A deputation from the Parent Society is also appointed to 
attend this meeting, including three of the Vice-Presidents residing 
in New-York, and several others of different denominations. It is 
earnestly hoped that the Auxiliaries at the West will, to a good ex- 
tent, send delegates, as recommended in the Report.

From the Episcopal Recorder of Philadel phia- e 
: The Bible Society of Virginia: 


We have received the thirtieth Annual Report of this Institution, 
with the proceedings of the annual meeting which was held in 
Richmond the 4th of April last. This was an Institution which 
shared largely the affections, and ever called forth in its behalf the 
active exertions of the sainted Bishop Moore, who was, if we mis- 
take not, during the whole period of his episcopate, its presiding 
officer. He was ever a stanch and devoted friend of the American 
Bible Society, and all its auxiliary and kindred institutions. We 
feel highly gratified in seeing the decided manner in which Bishop 
Meade and Bishop Johns have openly and publicly given their 
sanction and support to the Virginia Bible Society. A special meet- 
ing.of this Society was called about the time of the session of the 
late Convention of Virginia at Richmond, and was held on Mon- 
day evening, the 22d ult. in St. James’ Church in that city. Both 
Bishop Meade and Bishop Johns attended, and made addresses, as 
did Dr. Milnor of New-York. These addresses, as reported in the 
last No. of the Southern Churchman, are most interesting. We 
cannot refrain from presenting our ‘readers with the following re- 
marks offered by Bishop Meade. He said: 

‘There is but one consideration, Mr. President, that could induce 
me to rise on this occasion, to add a sentence to what has already 
been said. Although from the firsta member and a contributor to 
and an admirer of the American Bible Society and of the Bible So- 
ciety of Virginia, I have never before had the happiness of being 
present at a meeting of either. Never, until this evening, was I pre- 
sent at a mecting of the Bible Society. I rise now, sir, simply to 
bear my public testimony to the worth and excellence of this noble 
institution. And I feel a peculiar pleasure in doing this, from the 
fact that I sueceed that venerable man in the charge of the Epis- 
copal Church in Virginia, who presided over your Society from, I 
believe, the beginning, At the first Convention that assembled after 
the Bishop’s death, I took occasion in my public address to com- 
mend your Society to the minds and hearts of the clergy and people 
and, in a subsequent letter on systematic charity, begged that at 
least one-fourth of their contributions to objects of benevolence 
should be given to the Bible Society. And now, dear friends, per- 
mit me to add, that what ina chief manner commends to my mind 
and heart the Bible Society, is its principle of union—its principle 
of approximation as near as possible in the present infirm and dis- 
tracted state of man, of joining the hearts and hands of christians 
of different denominations in circulating the holy Bible. 

“1 would, in addition, sir, only say, if we cannot agree in giving 
the Bible just as it came from heaven, in what under heaven can 
we agree? If members of our different churches will regard one 
another as heathens and as heretics, O ‘tell it not in Gath, publish 
it not in the streets of Askelon; lest the daughters of the Philis- 
tines rejoice, lest the daughters of the uncircumcised triumph.’ 
But the history of the Bible Society clearly shows, that this union 
may and does in fact exist, and may it continue for this glorious ob- 
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ject until the knowledge of the Lord fill the earth as the waters 
eover the sea.” 


Desire for the Scriptures. 
The following is taken from the last Report of the Virginia Bible 
Society, being part of the report of one of its distributers: 


During the six months past, I have been employed in distribu- 
ting the Scriptures from house to house in the counties of West- 
moreland, King George, Stafford, and part of Caroline; in all of 
which I have found large numbers entirely destitute of a copy of 
the Scriptures ; some of whom reside in the immediate vicinity of 
the wealthy and influential, but who have been neglected doubt- 
less under a conviction that they were supplied. While engaged in 
King George and Stafford, a number of incidents came under my 
observation intended to exemplify the importance of the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures among the poor and needy ; some of which 
I will here briefly mention. In the last named county there is a 
school-house at which a large number of indigent children are in- 
structed in the rudiments of an English education. During the 
hour of intermission a number were observed to leave their young 
associates and resort daily to the Church, but a short distance from 
their school-house. Having been observed for a long time, they 
were inquired of as to the cause of their frequenting so regularly 
the'Church of God. They replied, “ We go there for the purpose of 
reading the Bible.” ‘ But have you no Bibles at home 2?” to which 
they replied ‘‘ No, our parents are unable to buy them.” 

No sooner was I informed of these facts upon my arrival in the 
neighbourhood than I commenced a diligent search for them; and it 
Was not in vain. Large numbers I found, far secluded from the 
more public roads, entirely destitute of the precious volume: and 
Oh! what pleasure it afforded me to present to them, as your agent, 
accompanied with my prayers, a copy of the Bible. At another 
place I found in a lonely cabin a poor yet respectable woman who 
loved the Saviour; “ Oh! sir,” said she, ‘ when I heard you were in 
the neighborhood distributing the Scriptures, I feared you would 
overlook me.” And why were you so anxious? “ Because,” said 
she, “I have kept house six years, during the four first I loaned a 
Bible, two years since the owner called and took it away, since 
which time I have been destitute, and unable to purchase.” And 
when I presented her with a copy she seemed much affected, and 
invoked the Lord’s blessing upon me and the cause in which I was 
engaged. Another remarked, “ Oh! sir, there is nothing you could 
have presented me with which I should have estimated as highly.” 
And another said, “ Now I shall no longer be obliged to send to my 
neighbour to borrow a Bible.” 


A pleasing contribution. 
The following is from an individual residing in Philadelphia. 
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Funds seem peculiarly valuable when there are indications that they 
come accompanied with faith and prayer. 


The undersigned has at times contributed in a limited way to the 
American Bible Society indirectly through auxiliaries. Constrain- 
ed to divide a limited ability among various objects of kindred cha- 
racter—but having become a life member of this Society through 
the kindness of a female friend, and regarding this a privilege and 
an honour above those which the world esteem as such, he de- 
sires now its acceptance of the enclosed $5 towards the funds of the 
Society, as a more direct though still far smaller contribution than 
accords with his desires and high estimate of the value of the 
Bible and the benefits conferred by the Society. But it is given as 
the ‘“ Widow’s mite ”—and he humbly trusts is so regarded in the 
eye of the almighty, but gracious Saviour.

Vicksburg Bible Society, Mississippi. 


The meeting which was called in the papers of Saturday the 
27th ult. to form a Bible Society, took place in the Methodist 
Church on Monday evening, 29th ult. Dr. J. G. Parham was call- 
ed to the Chair, and the Mayor, Miles C. Folkes, appointed Secre- 
tary. A prayer was then offered by the Rev. A. Newton; after 
which several addresses were made and resolutions proposed by 
the gentlemen present. 

On motion of R. Barnett, Esq. it was. 

Resolved, That we are indebted to the Bible for those civil and 
religious institutions which distinguish us so highly from those 
nations which are destitute of this inestimable blessing. 

On motion of Rev. A. Newton, seconded by Rev. Mr. Ford, it was 

Resolved, That whilst.Christians differ on many points, they are 
agreed on the great fundamental maxims of truth and morals laid 
down in the Bible. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Gray, seconded by Dr. Kain, agent 
of the American Bible Society, it was > 

Resolved, That whilst enjoying so great a blessing ourselves, we 
fully recognise the duty of imparting it to others, and esteem ‘ita 
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asi to contribute, as we may be enabled, to this benevolent 
object. 

{t was therefore proposed to make the Rev. Messrs. Gray, Ford 
and Newton members for life of the American Bible Society, by a 
contribution by their friends of $30 for each, which was done. 
Next a subscription was opened for the “Bible Society of Vicks- 
burg,” and an opportunity given for all present who wished to be- 
tome members of the proposed Society to contribute to its funds. 
Ivor this purpose cards were circulated through the assembly, and 
most persons who were present put down their names as members 
of the Society, and the amount of their contributions. The whole 
amount contributed I have not learned; but I hope it will be enough 
to enable the Society to put a Bible in every destitute family in the 
county. 

The Constitution usual to Auxiliaries of the American Bible 
Society was unanimously adopted, and the following officers 
chosen: : 

President, Judge Lane; Vice-President, Mayor Miles C. Folkes ;

Extracts of a letter from Dr. John H. Kain, Agent. 
New Orteans, June 12th, 1843. 


My pear Fripnp—Just as I was ready to leave, having packed 
up my things and engaged my passage in a steamer on Thursday 
last, | was taken witha chill, and at the same time it commenced 
raining. So, though most reluctantly, I was compelled to remain 
and take my bed. God, in his kind providence, has raised up for me 
kind friends, who have been most assiduous in their atlentions. My 
sufferings were not so great as in former attacks, and I think Iam 
now fairly convalescent, and hope I shall be able to leave to-mor- 
row. I assure you I am notat all discouraged, but think it very for- 
tunate that I have had my acclimation so early. I feel more willing 
than ever to trust the merciful Providence which has so tenderly 
watched over me in so many dangers, and presented me so many 
comforts. ae 

I have felt it important, in every place I visited, to produce a per- 
manent impression, to gather around the auxiliary a cluster of true 
friends to the cause, and not only to do something for the Parent 
Society immediately, but to take measures for the supply of the des- 
titute, and the raising of funds after my departure. 1 have endea- 
voured, as much as possible, to establish a system of local agencies, 
by which not only the destitute shall be found and supplied with 
the Bible, but by which personal applicationshall be made to every 
family for aid in the work once a year. 

I me delighted with the prospects of Mr. Maher, the French col- 
porteur. He is admirably calculated for his work, if I may judge 
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from slight acquaintance. And he has a great and a most interest- 
ing work to do, the supply of the French population of this city 
with the Scriptures. 1 am informed there are 20,000 white persons 
in New Orleans, besides some 15 or 20,000 coloured, who use the 
French language. Many of these are nominal Protestants, and the 
Catholics are independent of all prejudices against the Bible, and 
would scorn any attempt to control their liberty to read that or any 
book. I do not say they believe the Bible. Many are sceptical on 
religious subjects, and almost all are indifferent. Mr. M. finds 
every house open to his visits, and he is received with courtesy; 
but none feel any desire to purchase the Bible: it is to them per- 
haps ~‘‘an obsolete idea;” but. many are willing to receive the 
French Scriptures when offered as a present. Now what shall he 
do? Mr. Maybin says, ‘Give;” but Mr. Maher says, “I could 
give away the whole stock on hand in one month.” The resources 
of the New Orleans Bible Society are utterly inadequate to the sup~ 
ply of their own population, not to speak of the vast crowd of sea- 
men, boatmen, emigrants and strangers that meet here, but for 
whose souls no one cares. It will require $1500 to sustain their 
colporteurs, if they employ three, as they should: and then the first 
cost of the Bibles for 30,000 French, 20,000. coloured Creoles, 20,000 
permanent residents, American and German, 20,000 seamen, and I 
know not how many boatmen and strangers. 

With such a work before them, can we expect them to keep a de- 
pository adequate to the supply of Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
and Arkansas? No, sir: The few that give any thing to our cause 
in New Orleans, are aware of the importance of giving the Bible to 
their own population and the growing West; but though liberal as 
any men in America, they feel their utter inability to accomplish 
the work. When we say to them call on your fellow-citizens of the 
older States for aid, they reply, “‘Oh, my dear sir, they won't be- 
lieve us. You have been here, you see the state of things, tell it 
yourself, they will listen to you.” It is not necessary for me to in- 
form you of the generous aid our cause has received from this city 
in past years. But all that has been done here, is but a drop in the 
bucket to what remains to be done, 

We must have more agents in the field, and a large supply of 
books. ‘The cowntry Societies will pay for all their books, supply 
all their own destitute, and afterwards come to your aid; but here 
the task in this city-is too great for the labourers. The result of 
overtasking any labourer is, that he will not work at all; and the 
most judicious method of obtaining the active assistance of our 
friends here is to give them no more to do than they can accom- 
plish. It is important that small Societies in the country should be 
able to obtain their Bibles promptly, by sending their money for 
them to a depository. 

Now, sir, | am aware, that whilst perhaps I should, as the Agent 
of the Society, be expected to be adding to her resources, it may be 
objected I am proposing to drain them. It is true. I would. if I 
could, fill the coffers of the Society to overflowing. But I hope I 
have presented a most interesting and important disposition of the 
funds intrusted to the Society for the distribution of the word of 
life. France is atiracting the attention of many philanthropists in 
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our country, as a field of labour in this blessed work, and IJ rejoice at 
it; but here in the bosom of or own country are 30,000 French, 
who are as ready to receive the good book as the men of their fa- 
therland. Here, too, are thousands of Germans and other foreigners, 
who receive the Scriptures with avidity, and here are 20,000 free 
coloured people, better protected, more intelligent, and more com- 
fortable im their cireumstances than any of the same class in the 
United States; but more than all, here are thousands of the sons 
and danghters of the church in other States, many of them living 
thoughtlessly of their duties, and without the benefits of religious 
instruction or the perusal of the blessed Bible. 


From the Monthly Extracts of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
From the Rev. John Warren. 


Watima, Hokianga, New Zealand, June 10, 1842. 


A few days since, one of our principal chiefs, a class-leader, 
brought a company of twelve natives to the station, all heathens 
and Romanists. Having requested them to be seated on the grass, 
he commenced along and animated speech to me; the end of which 
was to show that they had determined to become christians in word 
and deed, and that it was therefore proper that I should give them 
eacha Testament. He commenced by saying, ‘‘ These people are 
hungry—Christ fed the hungry multitude in the wilderness. More- 
over, these people are spiritually hungry—Christ has said, Ekere 
eora te Tangata he te taro kau, atira kiunga kupu katoa e puta 
maiite waha ote Atua—Man liveth not by bread alone, but by 
every word which proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” He then 
reminded me that [had said to them, in my sermon on the pre- 
ceding Sunday, Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye to the wa- 
ters, and he that hath No Money, &c.! and concluded by an appeal 
to all. present, to say whether he had not fully established his 
point; to which, of course, they all assented. He evidently thought 
bis argument quite unanswerable ; and I was so much pleased with 
the earnestness and fervour which he manifested, that, after a long 
conversation with them on the necessity of the new birth, to which 
they listened with great attention, I gave them each a Testament, 
and other books. They went away rejoicing, as those who had 
found great treasures. I regard this as the most pleasing circum- 


stance which has transpired since I have been on this station, as 
the company included a very influential chief, called Te Ika nui, 
“The Great Fish,” universally allowed to be the worst, and I think 
the only really evil-disposed chief we have in this neighbourhood ; 
likewise Takahorea, his father, the oldest and most influential 
heathen chief on this river. Oh that God may pour out his Holy 
Spirit upon these interesting natives, and enlighten, convert, and 


save them ! 4 
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From the Thirtieth Report of the Calcutta Auxiliary Bible So- 
ciety, just received. It contains many statements which the friends 


of the Bible and of Missions will read with interest.

The Calcutta Bible Association is continuing its useful efforts 
within this city and its vicinity, The twenty-first Antual Meeting 
of the Association was held on the 11th of the last month, the ve- 
nerable Archdeacon Dealtry in the chair. The following extracts 
from the last Report will be read with interest: 

“In the review of the past year, the Committee feel grateful that 
they have been the medium of diffusing abroad the Divinely-inspir- 
ed Scriptures, both in the English and Native languages, among 
the rising generation of the native population, who are now, it is 
hoped, in numerous instances, emerging from those gloomy depths 
of ignorance and superstition into which for so many ages the in- 
habitants of these lands have been sunk. May the prayers and exer- 
tions of true christians abound more and more, that the darkness of 
heathenism may be effectually dispersed, and the light of the glori- 
ous Gospel of the blessed God speedily enlighten this and every 
other heathen land! 

“The operations of the Association have been carried on in va- 
rious departments, all of which, even separately considered, are of 
very great importance, and lead the christian mind, while depend- 
ing upon the Divine promises, to look forward to the most cheerin 
and happy results. ‘These operations may be classified as the Edu- 
cational, the Visitation, and the Missionary departments of the As- 
sociation’s labours. 

“ 1. Educational.—Education continues to be making increas- 
ingly rapid progress among the people;‘but it is to be feared that 
it is only in connection with the various Missionary Societies that 
education is really communicated in connection with those princi- 
ples which lead to a saving acquaintance with the only true way 
of salvation, to a cheerful and steady perseverance in the paths of 
truth and righteousness, and to the ardent aspiring after the eternal 
salvation of the immortal soul. Were it not for the Calcutta Bible 
Association, multitudes of native youth in this city, whose minds 
are so far enlightened by the education imparted to them, that the 
are enabled to see the folly of bowing down in adoration before 
senseless, images, would be left without any chart or compass 
through life, and without any sure guide into the paths of heavenly 
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truth, and the probability is that they would consequently become 
bewildered in the mazes of infidelity, throw off all moral restraint, 
and at length become worse, both in respect to their own social con- 
dition and to the influence they might exert upon the well-being of 
the community in general, than if they had been left in their former 
state of ignorance and degradation. 

‘‘Under such circumstances the Committee have felt in some 
measure, however inadequately, the vast importance of endeavour- 
ing to®supply the only effectual preventive, and the remedy so 
imperatively called for. And it affords ground for thankfulness 
to Almighty God, who can dispose the minds of men as it seemeth 
best in his godly wisdom, that he has put it into the hearts of great 
numbers of the rising generation who are receiving the education 
communicated in the various schools and colleges in and about the 
Presidency, to make personal application for the Word of God, both 
in the English and Native languages. 

“2, Visitations.—During the past year some of the members of 
the Commiitee have, as heretofore, gone from house to house to as- 
certain the wants of the population in regard to the Holy Scrip- 
tures, and to supply the same so far as might be found practicable. 
In these visits abundant encouragement was found for persevering 
in the work of visiting and distributing the Holy Scriptures, as in 
almost all cases where persons professing the christian name 
were found destitute of them,.they gladly received the sacred vo- 
lume and expressed their gratitude for the same, and great numbers 
of householders who are not yet numbered in the christian fold 
have also gladly received copies of the word of life. 

‘In connexion with this department of the operations of the 
Committee may be mentioned their proceedings in reference to the 
adopting, so far as practicable, of the colporteur system, which has 
been found to work so admirably in France. Inquiries have been 
set on foot with aview to obtaining suitable instruments for the 
establishment, and the efficient working of the system, which, how- 
ever, have not yet been followed by the desired results. Ata spe- 
cial meeting of the Sub-Committee appointed in reference to this 
subject, the following resolutions were agreed upon on the 25th of 
October last. 

“3. We now proceed to detail the operations of the Association 
in the department of Christian Missions. 

“ During the past year the attention of the Committee has been 
given to the supplying of such labourers in the cause of the Gospel 
as have required the aid, with copies of the Holy Scriptures, for the 
use of native Christians and inquirers after the way of salvation, 
as well as for the schools connected with their respective Missions. 
In this department the labours of the Association have been of an 
exceedingly important and useful character. ’ 

The following communications have been received by the Asso- 
ciation : 

I. 


From the Rev. Dr. Duff, of the General Assembly's Mission. 


Thave gratefully to acknowledge the receipt, during the past year, 
of many scores of copies of the word of God, in whole or in part, 
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both in the English and vernacular languages. These have been 
given partly to students in the higher departments of the General 
Assembly’s Institution, and partly to young men who come to me 
from time to time for the purpose of reading or conversation. In the 
present transition state of things it is not easy definitely to fix on 
and describe the precise effect produced by such perusal of the 
book of life. One thing is certain, that not a copy of the Bible 
has been thrown away on persons incapable of deriving benefit . 
therefrom. On the contrary, it is certain that every copy Bestow- 
ed has been granted in such a way as to ensure its being read toa 
certain’ extent. In every case, therefore, a portion of divine truth, 
greater or less, has been communicated to an intelligent and im- 
mortal spirit. The light of revelation has thus been made, at least 
partially, to shine into the dark chambers of many a benighted 
soul. So far, good, real good has been assuredly done. And our 
prayer is, that the God of revelation may cause the light of his 
grace to shine inwardly, along with the light of his own holy word, 
and thus savingly enlighten, savingly awaken, and savingly con- . 
vert souls. Since your last anniversary I may mention that three 
of the more promising and hopeful of our young men have openly 
embraced the christian faith, and entered the church of Christ by 
baptism. The Bibles which imparted to them the light and truth 
of saving knowledge, and through the accompanying blessing of a 
gracious God, led to their conversion, were a portion of the grants 
ever so generously made to us by the Caleutta Bible Association.

From Mr. J. Donovan. 


Kindly offer my best thanks to the Committee for’ the liberal 
grants of entire copies and parts of the Holy Scriptures made to 
me during the passing year. 

With regard to the Gospels in Persian and Arabic, they have 
been thanktully received by the Musselmans, and when they found 
that my stock in their language was all distributed they brought 
people to me of their caste able to read Bengalee, and having been 
favoured with 1000 Tracts in that language, I have let them have a 
share, I think about 200, which I often see them reading, especially 
the ‘“ Mine of Salvation,” which attracts considerable attention. 

A few specimens of the applications from natives, still Hindus 
in profession, are given literally : y

The following Extracts are taken from the Bible Society Re- 
porter of June 15, 1843, received by the last steamer. They show a 
growing demand for the Scriptures from various quarters of the 


world. 
From the Rev. George Pigott. 


Bomsay, April 1, 1843. 


We held our Annual Meeting, which had been deferred to the 
Metropolitan’s} arrival, last Wednesday. His stirring, apostolic ex- 
hortation had a powerful effect on the large assemblage which sur- 
rounded him, and [ trust will be permanently felt and demonstrated 
by the inerease of our Subscription List. The Report will, I hope, 
be ready by next mail. I intend to publish with it a Present State” 
of our state: this-will enable the Society (Parent) to judge better of 
our necessities. The demand for Hebrew Scriptures by the Arabian 
Jewish merchants continues unabated; a supply would be very 
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seasonable. The importance of the Bombay Auxiliary, with refer- 
- ence to supplying the Arabian Jews, cannot be too much dwelt on. 
There is an increasing demand, also, for reference Bibles, by the 
native youth studying English: those we have are in rich bind- 
ings, all beyond their means. Iam directed to solicit a grant of 200 
‘in common bindings. The state of the stores, with reference to 
Guzerattee, is a subject of deep anxiety. There are now three large 
Missions in Guzerat, where there was before only one: the influx 
of native merchants to Bombay (the language of commerce here is 
_ Guzerattee) caused an increased demand. We have no copies of 
the Old Testament; no complete copies of the New; and a very 
inadequate supply of some portions of Gospels. The Committee’s 
attention is turned to this point, and every effort will be made to 
place it in astate of efficiency. The funds this year have fallen 
off; and will not, without some aid from the Parent Society, meet 
the expense of printing Scriptures now in the Press. Indeed our 
European community is not sufficiently large to provide, unaided, 
for all the Missions and new channels of usefulness which are 
opening up in Scinde and Guzerat. 

We are endeavouring to establish a fixed system in the represen- 
tation of proper names, and also to supply the library with the 
necessary critical works for the use of the Translation Committee.

Meeting of the Bible Society.

In our last we gave the Resolutions passed at the Meeting of the 
Bombay Auxiliary Bible Society ; but we were unable to make any 
observations on the many eloquent and highly interesting speeches 
delivered on this solemn occasion, Neither, from the same cause, 
could we allude to the Report; which was read by Mr. Pigott, 
and which, from the lucid order of its details and the valuable 
body of information that it contained, reflected great credit on the 
pains-taking and diligence of the Secretaries. Letters were read 
from the Rev. Mr. Glasgow, Irish Missionary at Rajkote; from the 
Rev. J. Allen, Ahmedabad; from the Rev. Mr. Krench, Seroor; 
from the Rev. Mr. Burgess, Ahmednuggur; from the Rev. Mr. 
Morison, Aden; from the Rev. Mr. Hume, American Mission, 
Bombay ; and from the Rev. Mr. Mitehell, Scotch Mission, Bom- 
bay. The whole of this valuable body of religious correspondence 
bore an ample and highly encoouraging testimony to the wide- 
spreading distribution of the Gospel, and other Tracts and books 
illustrative and expository of the sacred page, printed in almost 
every change and variety of Oriental Dialect throughout the remotest 
provinces of India. Seikhs from Lahore, merchants from Affghan- 
istan, Syuds from Scinde, Jews at Aden, Abyssinians from Africa, 
have all, within the last year, as it were, unanimously and simul- 
taneously gone out in search of the Christian Scriptures; and the 
demand upon the Society’s Depository has been so extensive and 
urgent, that it is feared the supply now on hand will become greatly 
contracted, unless, through the support of the community, the funds 
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of the Society may be so replenished and recruited that its well- 
stocked shelves may bear testimony to the pious charity and liberal 
feelings of the friends and patrons of the Bible. The Report men- 
tions that the issues of books since the 31st December, 1842, have 
amounted to 12,842. It is impossible for us to give even a faint 
outline of what fell from the several speakers.

You will rejoice to hear that the Rev. Mr. AE yester- 
day presented to the Committee the whole of the Uriya Old Testa- 
ment in Roman character. The New Testament, in a uniform 
size with this, is nearly through the press. The Arabic character 
is also progressing towards completion; so that the millions of 
Hindoostan will soon have the entire Bible, in Roman and Arabic 
characters, in their own languages. To the Rev. Mr. Schurman, 
and J. A. F. Hawkins, Esq., the Committee are under deep obliga- 
tions for the completion of this work.

OF THE SOCIETY. . ie 


OOOO OO 
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Previous to 1816 various local Bible Societies existed in different parts of 
the United States, and were the means of much good. It was found, however, 
that having no persons exclusively devoted to the furtherance of their inte- 
rests, and having generally to procure books of private booksellers, they la- 
boured under many disadvantages. It was felt, moreover, that there was 
much ground even in our own country which none of these local associations 
reached at all, and that no ample provision was made for sending the blessed 
Bible to the destitute abroad. A Convention was therefore called to meet in 
New-York, and take measures for a general organization. This Convention, 
composed of delegates from existing Bible Societies, and other friends of the 
object, assembled on the Sth of May, 1816. Although christians of almost 
every name, and from different sections of the Union, were brought in contact, 
their deliberations were conducted with the utmost harmony. On the 11th of 
May the constitution and the address to the public, which had been prepared 
by committees, were adopted and sent forth to the world. In the address is- 
sued is found the following paragraph, which will show the noble, catholic 
spirit which actuated those who laid the foundation of this Institution. After 
stating the simple, grand object in view, and the happy results anticipated, 
the Convention add— 

* Under such impressions, and with such views, fathers, brethren, fellow- 
citizens, the American Bible Society has been formed. Local feelings, party 
prejudices, sectarian jealousies, are excluded by its very nature. Its members 
are leagued in that, and in that alone, which calls up every hallowed, and 
puts down every unhallowed principle—the dissemination of the Scriptures in 
the received versions where they exist, and in the most faithful where they 
may be required. In such a work, whatever is dignified, kind, venerable, true, 
has ample scope, while sectarian littleness and rivalries can find no avenue of 
admission.” 

It. is obvious from the above extract, taken in connection with the consti- 
tution adopted, that the work to be done by this Society was so simple, in 
view of the founders, that all could unite in its performance; and therefore 
that denominational strife would be ever excluded. 

Immediately after the organization of the Society, stereotype plates were 
procured both for a duodecimo and an octavo Bible, and a printer employed

to print from them. Plates have since been prepared for a quarto Bible, for 
a royal octavo, and for a duodecimo with references, for three duodecimo 
and three pocket Bibles, (one of each size with references,) English; for a 
duodecimo German, for a French and a Spanish Bible; for Testaments of va- 
rious sizes in English, French, Spanish, German, Portuguese, and Modern 
Greek. Specimens of these books and others, as to type, can always be seen 
in the front part of the Annual Reports, with prices of each kind, according to 
binding, &c. ; 

The number of Bibles and Testaments issued by the Society, directly, in 
twenty-seven years, is more than 3,200,000 of copies, aside from those pub- 
lished at its expense in foreign countries. These books have mostly gone, not 
among the rich, who might otherwise have procured them, but among the 
poor, the neglected, among seamen, boatmen, emigrants, &c. who, but for 
this organization, would in most cases have lived and died without them. 

Beyond the limits of the United States, English and French Scriptures have 
been circulated in Canada and Nova Scotia; English and Spanish in Texas; 
Portuguese in Brazil; and Spanish in all the republics of South America, in 
the island of Cuba, and in Spain; and many thousands of Modern Greek Tes- 
taments have been distributed in Greece and vicinity. 

To aid the publication of the Scriptures abroad, moneys have been granted 
for this purpose to trustworthy missionaries, or other men, in France and 
Russia, at Constantinople, Smyrna, and other parts of Syria; to Bombay, 
Madras, Ceylon, Burmah, Bengal, Northern India, Singapore and Canton; to 
the mission on the west coast of Africa, to the Sandwich Islands, and to seve- 
ral of the missions among the American Indians. 


Government. 


This is entrusted by the constitution to a Board of thirty-six Managers, all 
laymen. They hold a stated meeting on the first Thursday of every month 
for the transaction of business. Three standing committees are appointed by 
this body to mature business, namely, one for finance and the preparation of 
books, one to attend to their distribution, and one to have charge of travelling 
agencies. These committees usually meet twice each month, and lay their 
various recommendations before the Board on the first Thursday. In this 
Board are found those connected with the Protestant Episcopal church, the 
Presbyterian, the Dutch Reformed, the Methodist Episcopal, the Baptist, the 
Congregational, and the Society of Friends. Laymen who are directors for 
life, by payment of $150, and ministers who are life members by payment 
of $30, are authorized to attend the meetings of the Board, and a portion of 
such are on the standing committees. 
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Property of the Society. 


This consists of the house in which the Managers hold their meetings, 
where the Corresponding Secretary, the FinancialiSecretary, the General 
Agent and Assistant Treasurer, have their offices, where the printing and 
binding of Bibles and Testaments is executed, and where the General De- 
pository of books is kept. This building covers one hundred feet square of 
ground, excepting a court in the centre. It was paid for mostly from funds 
contributed in New-York for this specific object. In addition to this building, 
the Society owns a variety of stereotype plates, and the stock of books on 
hand. It has no permanent funds, and desires to have none.’ Whatever is 
contributed is converted into Bibles and Testaments, and put into early circu- 
lation. The Institution being thus dependent for resources, can flourish no 
longer than it has the public confidence. 


Bisposat of Books. 


They are disposed of in two ways—by sale, and gratuitously. To Auxiliary 
Societies, members, and contributors, they are sold, as near as can be esti- 
mated, at the cost of paper, printing, and binding. Some of the more common 
sort, which go mostly into the hands of those in moderate circumstances, are 
sold at a fraction below cost, while some of the larger and more highly finish- 
ed, at a trifle more than cost. The aim is, that the Society shall, on its sales, 
neither gain nor lose. Considering the excellence of the materials used, and 
the thorough manner in which the work is executed, all the books in the de- 
pository are at a very low price, much lower than they can be sold for, of 
equal quality, at other places. Careful comparison will satisfy every mind on 


this subject. 
Muxiliary Societies. 


The Society has, from the beginning, encouraged the formation of local 
Auxiliaries. These local Societies sometimes cover an entire State, some- 
times are confined to a city or village; most frequently they embrace one 
county. They receive books at the lowest price, paying for them when or- 
dered, if practicable, or in the course of a few months, when they are re-sold. 
Most of the Auxiliaries in the older States can supply their own destitute, 
and pay in an additional sum to supply the destitute in our new settlements 
and in foreign countries. The Societies in the new States and territories fre- 
quently ask for and receive books gratuitously, as their members are few and 
the destitute many. 

These local Societies are too often suffered to become inefficient, and even 
to lose their existence.” This the Board deeply regret, persuaded, as they are 
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that no system has yet been devised so simple and thorough for putting the 
word of God in circulation. — 

In order to render an Auxiliary efficient, it is essential that it have good 
officers and executive committee, its members being so near each other as to 
be able to hold frequent meetings. It is essential, also, that a correspondence 
be kept up with the Parent Society; that a good stock of books be kept on 
hand, with well-selected local agents to see to their distribution. The com- 
mittees should, furthermore, see that a collection, either in church or by per- 
sonal visitation through committees, be made every year in all the congre- 
gations professing to be friendly. Once in three or four years a syste- 
matic investigation and supply of all destitute households should be effected 
throughout the limits of the Society. If this Auxiliary system could be gene- 
rally sustained, as above described, and as it is, in fact, in some parts of the 
country, the Parent Institution would be able.to give an almost boundless 
circulation to the word of life. 


Bible Society Recora. 


This little periodical is issued either in size of a halfsheet every month, 
or a whole sheet every two months. It contains brief extracts from letters 
and reports of Auxiliary Societies in different parts of the country, also ex- 
tracts from agents’ letters, and from those of missionaries and other corres- 
pondents in foreign countries. It furnishes a list of all contributions; is sent 
free of charge to the officers of Auxiliaries, and to Life Directors and Life 
Members. As the operations of the Society are extended, ' particularly in 
foreign countries, this work becomes more and moré ‘important and interest- 
ing. Those receiving it will do well to give it circulation among their friends 
and neighbours. 


ode of procuring Booka. 


Requests frequently come to the American Bible Society from individuals 
and congregations in the interiour of the country, with a complaint that the 
Auxiliary in their vicinity has no books on hand, or is defunct. This is an 
evil which requires attention, and particularly the attention of pastors. With 
them an easy remedy is at hand. Let each pastor see that a collection is 
taken up in his church for the Bible cause. Let the money collected be sent 
to the Treasurer of the local Auxiliary with a request that he will procure of 
the Parent Society and send them so many books in return. Let four or five 
such remittances and applications come, and he will not fail to prepare and 
forward the books solicited, Want of funds is the most common excuse given 
by officers of Auxiliaries when they do not keep a stock of books on hand, 
Let money be furnished by the congregations, and all excuse will be removed. 
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Many of the calf-bound Bibles, reference Bibles, pocket Bibles, &c. would be 
obtained and put in circulation if Se and churches would thus call 
for them. 


Zhe Importance of Bible Societies. 


in the three centuries which preceded the present, embracing the whole 
History of the Reformation, only about two millions of copies of the Scrip- 
tures, in some forty different languages, were printed and circulated. During 
the present century, by Bible Societies, about thirty millions of Scripture vo- 
lumes, in an hundred and sixty or more languages and dialects, have been pre- 
pared and distributed. 

It is believed, also, that the action of these Societies has so increased the 
demand for the word of God, that booksellers have printed and sold at least 
five millions more; making an aggregate, in about forty years, of seventeen 
times as many volumes, in more than four times the number of languages, as 
had been furnished for the three hundred years preceding. 

Bible Societies have greatly reduced the prices of Bibles. A good plain Bi- 
ble, bound in leather, is now sold by the American Bible Society for thirty 
‘cents, and the New Testament bound in leather for nine cents, and bound in 
muslin for seven cents. When the amount of matter and style of execution 
are considered, they are as cheap again as the boasted-cheap publications of 
the day. These things demonstrate the great utility of Bible Societies. 


Ehetr JWecessity. 


These institutions are more than important. They are absolutely neces- 
sary. 

That this work will not be effected on mercantile principles, the foregoing 
statements abundantly prove. There are some business transactions for which 
individual capital and énterprise are adequate ; there are other business opee 
rations, which from their magnitude and attendant difficulties require the 
united means and exertions of many individuals for their achievment. In re- 
ligious pursuits there ate some works of piety which individual christians 
or a single denomination can accomplish ; but there are others, which from their 
vastness and difficulty of execution require, and from their general character 
and measureless importance demand, a co-operation of all christians for their 
successful and timely performance. Such a work is that of giving the Bible, 
in their vernacular tongue, to the six hundred millions of men who, to this 
period of the nineteenth century, are destitute of it. Verily here is an under- 
taking which, from its own greatness and the immensity and eternity of its 
sacred interests, imperiously and justly claims the confluent sympathies, the 
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combined resources, the untiring activity, the united faith and fervent 
prayers of all who enjoy the benefits of the Bible. In carrying out this enter- 
prise, economy renders these Associations necessary. One good translation 
renders all others superfluous, and consequently the money and time em- 
ployed in making more are thrown away. One set of plates in many lan- 
guages, and one press in many of the mission-fields are all that are needed 
to supply the missionaries of the different churches. In all cases, association 
in Bible operations saves expense. There is one work in which all christians 
can unite; for we must feel that if our religious sentiments and denomina- 
tional peculiarities are biblical, the dissemination of the Bible must advance 
them. Seeing, then, that it is consistent for all christians to unite in efforts 
to spread the holy Bible, and seeing that it is their duty to give it to the 
world in the quickest, and consequently the most economical manner possi- 
ble; and seeing that Bible Societies furnish this readiest way of doing it: 
therefore it becomes the absolute and solemn duty of all christians promptly, 
and zealously, and perseveringly to sustain them. 


Their Embarrassments. 


The principal hinderance to the success of the American Bible Society arises 
out of its catholic or general character. What an anomaly! The glory of an 
institution its embarrassment! The work of giving the Bible to the world is 
the principal business of all christians; yet because it is the general duty of 
all, it is felt to be the special duty of few. But as our denominational opera- 
tions are deemed our particular duty, we dare to neglect this common obliga- 
tion. What a reproach to Christianity, that her votaries should have more 
denominational zeal than Bible spirit ! 

Somehow or other, an impression has obtained quite generally through the 
community, that the American Bible Society could use advantageously only a 
small amount of funds: and as the public supposed it needed but little, they 
have given accordingly. This is a misapprehension of the case. The British 
and Foreign Bible Society receiving some years nearly half a million of dol- 
lars, was at its last Anniversary more than an hundred thousand dollars in 
debt. The Bible destitution and wants of the world are just as fairly and 
affectingly before the churches and the Bible Society of the United States as 
those of England. Again, appropriations made to missionary stations for pre- 
paring and circulating the sacred Scriptures three years ago, are yet but par- 
tially met. 

A further mistake on this subject has been the supposition that the amount 
requisite to meet the demand for Bibles one year, would be all that would be 
needed for that purpose in following years. The Bible cause is a growing 
one. The advancement of civilization in the world—the extension of mis- 
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sionary operations—the increase of our own population, and the multiplica- 
tion of Sunday-schools, are constantly and rapidly augmenting the appeals 
which are made to the Bible Society for sacred Scriptures. If it be enabled to 
meet these accumulating applications for the Bible, its funds must be propor- 
tionately increased; and without this enlargement of its operations, when 
will the world receive those holy Scriptures which are able to make them 
wise unto salvation. 


Fetative Importance of the Bible Soctety. 


We have no disposition to magnify the Institution. If its true dimensions 
and real bearings can be seen, it is all that is desired. We ask then what 
would be the worth or power of the pulpit, were there no holy Bible there, 
giving Divine sanction to the teachings of the ambassador of Christ by a 
“Thus saith the Lord—Where would be the utility of our Sunday-schools, 
had we no Bible for our text-book in our instructions.” But for the conserva- 
tive power of the Bible, how long before the Protestant churches of the day 
would be like the Roman, the Greek, the Armenian, and others, which are 
dead, because destitute of those words of Christ which “are spirit and life ”— 
Is it the genius of man, or is it the light and authority derived from the Bible 
that gives to the Tract its soul-saving instrumentality—If our literary insti- 
tutions and the press were wholly unsanctified by that word of God “which 
is truth,” would not the literature of the age soon become like the ocean with- 
out salt, pestilential and desolating—W here would be the success of the Mis- 
sionary in his assaults upon the idolatry and superstition of the world, if he 
awere not armed with the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God? Let 
the testimony of Missionaries be heard on this point.

*t One of the Missionaries who has had his church more than doubled in its 
number by recent conversions to God, says, ‘We now see the great benefit of 
a Bible education in our schools: our late awakenings have been chiefly 
among those trained in our schools; and the difference between them and 
others, who have not had their advantages, is very striking. In the former 
ease, it is like a man having his eyes opened at midday; and in thelatter, 
like the slow return of light to a Greenlander. The faint streaks of light may 
be as reviving to the one asa fuller manifestation is to the other; but the one 
has a long period of time to wait for what seems to be lighted up in the mind 
of the other all at once.’ 

“Tt is difficult to say which is most affecting,—the astonishment expressed 
by those who have been instructed in the knowledge of the Bible at our

Schools,—or the desire manifested by those who have not been taught in 
early life to be able to read, that they may read the Scriptures for themselves 
when both come to be savingly taught by the Spirit of God. But, generally 
speaking, the former comes more quickly to attain peace of mind, and is more 
fitted for usefulness than the other. The one is like a person having a trea- 
sure in his possession, the value of which he knows nothing of; and the other 
like a person who gets a glimpse of a valuable treasure which he is eager to 
possess, without knowing how to attain what he so ardently desires.” 


Rev. Mr. Johnson, an English Episcopal Missionary in Ceylon. 


** And here I feel that you will join in with the wish expressed by the com- 
mittee here, to give the whole word of God where such a step would be ad- 
visable, as it must be to our christian converts. The dissemination of a book 
like the Bible will, we know, involve necessarily a large outlay, but no one 
who observes the features of the times will fail to perceive that the Bible, 
the whole Bible, and nothing but the Bible, should be given to our church- 
members and other christians.” 


Rev. Mr. Ward, for the Mission at Madura—Hindostan. 


* You will see from the above view that we need the Bible ; we cannot do 
without it; there is a place for it in our svstem of operation, a first place, a 
place that nothing else cun supply. We enjoy opportunities for bringing all 
the truths contained in that blessed volume clearly and distinctly before the 
minds of thousands, and we want the means that will enable us to embrace 
these opportunities. We want the Bible—first to put into the hands of the 
multitude of interesting youth now in course of education, who, with minds 
unsettled and habits of thought, opinion, feeling and conduct unformed, are 
ready to be moulded into the Divine image, through the power of the truths 
therein revealed. Again, we want the Bible to give to the multitudes who 
from week to week call at our dwellings asking for this treasure, or whom we 
meet in our excursions among the villages. Again, we want the Bible to op- 
pose the flood of error and foolish ruinous fiction that overruns this land, and 
which can alone be stemmed by the barrier that Divine truth presents to its 
onward progress. Our wants, we would rather say the wants of this lost, 
ruined people, must be met. Their claims are tou just to be denied; their 
necessity too urgent to be unheeded.” 


Rev. Mr. Goodell, American Missionary at Constantinople. 


“Turn now to our labours among the Armenians. Our whole work with 
them is emphatically a Bible work. The Bible is our only standard, and the 
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Bible is our final appeal. Without it, we could say one thing and the priests 
and the dishops could say another; but where would be the umpire? It would 
be no where ; and all our efforts would be of course like ‘ beating the air.’ 

“And we may ask, what could even the apostles have done without the 
Bible? Among the Jews they could have done absolutely nothing. They 
based their whole new revelation upon it. They appealed to it always; and 
they asserted it to be more sure and certain than any voice they had them- 
selves heard in the holy mount. And so our Saviour himself appealed to it. 
Instead of requiring the Jews to take his mere word for the truth of any doc- 
trine, he either confirmed it to them by a miracle, or referred them to their 
own Scriptures for the truth of it. 

‘** And (Armenians) so we ourselves, with the Bible in our hands, and in 
the hands of these people, seem to be standing on the Rock of Ages and 
building for eternity. But without it, we build on the sand, and our house is 
exposed to be blown down by every storm that sweeps by.” 


Rev. Mr. Hughes to Rev. Mr. Moffatt—South Africa. 


“The good work is here making progress. The sword of the Spirit is 
truly in unskilful hands; but it has shown itself two-edged. Its success here 
is evidently not owing to the hand that wields it, but to its own native power 
and destination from above. Jesus and the apostles teach here without any 
human infirmity intruding between them and the hearts of the hearers. The 
great principles of the Bible Society are exemplified here; the simple reading 
and study of the Bible alone will convert the world. The missionary’s work 
is to gain for it admission and attention, and then let it speak for itself.” 


Testimony of the Reformers, Luther and Melancthon, 


When they were occupied from day to day in translating them! * Charm- 
ed with their simplicity, and solemnly impressed with the depth of their im- 
port, these two friends,” we are told, “ would pause in their labours, to give 
free expression to their wonder. If reason could speak,” exclaimed one of 
them, “it would say, Oh that I could once hear the voice of God i I should 
think it worth a journey to the very uttermost parts of the earth! Give ear, 
then, my fellow-man—God, the Creator of heaven and earth, now speaks to 
thee!” ‘ Would that that book alone,” exclaimed the great Saxon Reformer, 
would that that book alone were, in all languages, before the eyes—in the 
ears—and in the hearts of all!” He isspeaking of the Bible. 

“Luther said that his labours were comparatively useless, until by giving 
men the Scriptures, he should furnish them with a weapon drawn from the 
armoury of heaven, wherewith to contend against the powers of darkness. 
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Wickliffe said that nothing could be done effectually until his countrymen 
had the Scriptures.” 


The present demands for the Bible. 


These are very great and very pressing. In view of them it becomes ex- 
ceedingly desirable for the Society to greatly enlarge its operations. The cir- 
cumstances of our country and of the world call for this. In the rapid growth 
of our population, the immigration from abroad, the settlement of new States 
and Territories, the establishment of Missions among our aborigines and in 
foreign countries, bring demands on this Institution for the Scriptures which 
it cannot with its present resources meet but to a very limited degree. In 
some counties 600 and 800 families are found destitute. There is pressing 
need that the income of the Society should be enlarged one-third, if not one 
half, the present year. The exposures of our countrymen, particularly at the 
West, to the wiles of popery, mormonism, infidelity, and other strange delu- 
sions, render it one of the first and clearest of duties to supply families and 
schools thus exposed with the word of God, that word which is rich in coun- 
sel, faithful in warning, making wise unto salvation. To the American Bible 
Society nearly every facility is now presented for circulating that word 
throughout all our borders, save the lack of pecuniary means for preparing it. 
Such is our position as regards the home field. 

In relation to foreign countries, it is found that nearly all our religious de- 
nominations have now missions established, where translations of the Scrip- 
tures are made, where multitudes have been taught to read, and need, above 
all things, the teachings of Revealed Truth. Wide distributions can now be 
made not only in Texas, Hayti, parts of Spanish and Portuguese America, in 
France, Sweden, Russia, Greece and Turkey, but also in pagan India, China, 
Africa, and among the islands of the Pacific. From all these countries the im- 
ploring eye is turned to the American Bible Society for help. In these circum- 
stances, as to the wants of our country and the world, the conductors of this 
Society cannot but feel both an interest and a responsibility. They feel, too 
that this responsibility cannot be removed from them, but by making the 
wants referred to fully known to their constituents, the friends and sup- 
porters of the Bible cause. 


Rev. C. H. Blumhardi, Kishnaghur. 


‘« There is such a desire among the heathen youths in and near Kishnaghur 
for reading the Bible, that it is quite astonishing ; and we see in this the day 


clearly approaching when idolatry and superstition will be thrown overboard 
as an abomination.” 
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Rev. Mr. Pritchard, Tahiti. 


“The Bibles were received with the greatest avidity. Long before they 
reached Tahiti many of the natives deposited their money in the hands of the 
missionaries, that they might be sure of obtaining them when they arrived. 

“« We were exceedingly sorry that so long a time elapsed before they reach- 
ed us. We were desirous of getting them into the hands of the natives before 
the Roman Catholic priests settled among them; feeling persuaded that no- 
thing would so well fortify their minds against the errors of popery as Scrip- 
ture truth. French frigates have forced upon the poor defenceless natives 
rum and Remanism at the mouth of the cannon. At present, however, the 
natives very highly prize the Sacred Volume.” 


From a Church Missionary in Abyssinia. 


““T repeat my strongest wish that you may be able to furnish me with a 
rich quantity of Amharic, and, still more, of Ethiopie Scriptures. I got about 
200 copies from Cairo; but after a day and a half they were all given away. 
The people, having heard of their arrival, came from all quarters, begging 
for books. From the morning till evening they besieged my house. Even 
the strongest rain could not determine them to go home. I can tell you, ina 
strict sense of the word, that the whole scholarship of all the five churches of 
Ankobar asked for Bibles, and I was not able to comply with their desire. 
You may think that this made a distressing impression on my mind, as well 
as on the people.” 


From the English Consul, Mr. Kerr, at Adrianople, to Rev.” Mr. 
Dwight, American Missionary. 


IT am happy,” the consul says, “to say that my previous impressions are 
fully confirmed by the eagerness which the Jews here display to have copies” 
[of our Hebrew-Spanish Scriptures.] “The Haham Bashi,” (Chief Rabbi,) 
“who takes a great interest in their circulation, begged that I would allow 
him to distribute this box, to which I willingly consented. I have since had 
repeated inquiries for other copies, especially for the quarto edition. One 
family alone has begged of me to write for thirty copies, and by another note 
enclosed from the Haham Bashi, you will see that he wants a further supply. 
May I, therefore, beg of you to send me a further larger supply as soon as 
convenient.” Adrianople and Salonica are, next to Constantinople, the prin- 
cipal head-quarters of the Jews in European Turkey. It is my intention to 
visit those places soon, with special reference to the work of distribution 
among these erring sons of Abraham.” 
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Extract of a letter from F. Mickovitz, Pastor in Pillitsfer, in Livonia. 


“If I may apply again to you, reverend sir, I would request you to send, 
for the present at least, the half of the number required to satisfy the wants 
of my parish. I dare not request any more for my parish at present, because 
Pastor Holst, wishes to have also at least that number, and in other respects 
the want is very great, towards ascertaining and supplying of which I will- 
ingly offer a helping hand. . My father, also, the Oberconsistorial Counsellor 
Mickovitz, of St. Marien Magdalenen, in Esthonia, when we heard here of the 
North American Bible Society, requested me to beg of you a supply for this 
parish; and I must on my part strongly urge his request, since I believe that 
Esthonia has not yet been made a partaker of these liberal gifts. My father, 
on his part, is willing to assist in obtaining any information which you may 
need about Esthonia. In his parish there are, on a rough calculation, eight 
hundred families, and altogethér ‘about one hundred and fifty New Testa- 
ments and twenty-five Bibles among them. The parish contains seven thou- 
sand souls to three hundred square versts, and many families live at a dis- 
tance of fifteen or twenty versts, and come but seldom to church.” 


Rev. E. W. Clark in behalf of the Sandwich Island Mission. 


“A great work yet remains for your Society in this field. A very small 
proportion of those who are able to read have a copy of the entire Bible. A 
larger number have the New Testament. The edition which is now printing 
will afford only a partial supply. Ifit is our fixed purpose to furnish the peo- 
ple with the word of life, other editions must follow in quick succession. No 
time is to be lost. The Romanists are now zealous in sowing tares among 
us. They have taken different posts for their operations, and -they-will leave 
no means untried to gain proselytes, and to prejudice the people against the 
Protestant Bible. We feel it important to forestall them as soon as possible, 
by pouring in light upon this dark mass of heathen mind. And how can we 
do this so well as by furnishing all the people with the Bible, and with abili- 
ty toread it? This isa great work, and it must be prosecuted with vigour 
or we shall be in danger of losing much which has been gained. To aid us in 
this work, we greatly need your helping hand. We trust you will not for- 
sake us now just as the great struggle is coming on.” 


A few of the multitude of similar affecting incidents that have occurred in 
our own country, reported to us by Auxiliary Societies or Agents. 
ILLINOIS. 


“By recurring to the visiter’s report it will be seen, that, taking those in 
part and entirely destitute, every fourth family in the whole district visited 
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was found without the Bible, that blessed book by which alone life and im- 
mortality are brought to light. It is presumed that, before this distribution 
there was no other neighbourhood better supplied with the Bible than the 
one visited, throughout the two counties. It would, perhaps, be an estimate 
not far from the truth, to suppose that every third family throughout the two 
counties are without the entire Scriptures. What an incentive to action does 
this present to the christian. Here, in our own neighbourhood—here, in the 
home of christianity and in the land of Bibles, is a famine not of bread or of 
water, but a famine of the word of the Lord. Our very neighbours are per- 
ishing for the bread of life—and can any look on with cold indifference and 
like Cain, ask, ‘Am I my brother’s keeper ?’” 


IOWA—WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 


“Would not the Bible Society, or some other Society or individuals, furnish 
us with a number of Bibles for gratuitous distribution in this destitute Platte 
county ? There are hundreds of families in this region who have neither Bi- 
ble nor Testament, and often no other book. Many of them are disposed to 
read, but have no books. One man says he has lent his Bible until it is so 
nearly worn out that he cannot lend it any more. If we had Bibles on hand, 
it is believed that a large portion of them might be sold. Many are willing to 
buy, if they could obtain them; but there are many others who are not able 
to purchase, yet who can read, and whose souls are famishing for the bread 
of life. Testaments are greatly wanted. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


‘In Adams county there were 487 families destitute, in Alleghany 900, and 
in Lehigh about 1000. 

“In several county towns the destitution has averaged one to every six fa- 
milies. In many townships 100 families and upwards have been found with- 
out the Bible. In one willage of 29 families, 13 Aad no Bible ; in another of 
41 families, 25 had no Bible ; in another neighbourhood of 74 families, 50 
had no Bible ; in another village of about 100, souls there were dut one Eng- 
lish and one German Bible ; in yet another small village I was informed that 
not a single Bible could be found. Similar facts might be multiplied. 

Several counties report that their destitution will be at least 1000; and to 
one county there has beenalready sent 1000 English Bibles and 600 German. 


OTHER STATES. 


‘I gave one, says our Agent in his report from another township, “to the 
wife of a blind man. She told me when I entered her house, that she wanted 
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a Bible more than tongue could tell; but that she had no money to purchase 
it. And when I told her that the Young Men’s Bible Society of Buffalo had 
sent her a copy by my hand, tears gushed from her eyes as if they had been 
fountains.” 


“The wife of a certain farmer, who had brought her husband a very con- 
siderable estate, had no Bible. As she wished to procure one, though she had 
no money at her own control, she proposed to purchase one of the cheapest 
kind, upon a credit of a few days. ‘On calling for my pay,’ says the Agent, 
‘she brought out the book, and in a tone of depression and disappointment 
said to me, You must take it back, I cannot pay for it.’ Forthwith I gave it 
to her. The change in her feelings brought tears of joy into her eyes and so 
prevented her utterance that she could not address me vocally. I afterwards 
learned, from a source entitled to full credit, that in her religious views and 
duties she was bitterly opposed by that very husband who was indebted to 
her for all the property which he controlled, and who had solemnly vowed to 
love and cherish her; and that, only the Sabbath previous, he had confined 
her to the house to prevent her attendance upon the preached Gospel.” 


“Here found a family in a log-cabin. The wife and mother had been cra- 
dled in plenty, and raised in good society. Her connection in marriage proved 
to be with a whiskey-lover. Retreat from good society, poverty and wretch- 
edness gathered about the disconsolate wife and her neglected children. She 
had a Bible given her. This she prized as the source of all her consolation 
and the only means of counteracting the influence of a drunken father’s ex- 
ample. He became enraged with the Bible and determined to burn it. The 
mother clung to the Bible till in the scuffle she found the loved book and her- 
self would go into the fire together unless she gave it up. She then had to 
look on and see her Bible consumed to ashes. Soon after the wretch, by a 
stroke from God, lost the use of the hand that had done the deed, and the 
tongue was silent that had cursed his wife and her Bible. When the Agent 
was there and supplied the family, he found the crippled and speechless hus- 
band glad to sit with a subdued spirit by the side of his injured wife and 
hear her read the Bible.” 


“'T'wo members of a family in which there was a Bible, married and set- 
tled in the neighbourhood. There was no place near where Bibles could be 
purchased for these two. new families. They endeavoured therefore to make 
the old family Bible serve for the three families by passing it at short inter- 
vals from the one to the other. But finding this plan to meet the wants of 
the respective families so imperfect, they finally concluded to divide the ola 
homestead Bible into three parts, and leave a portion with each family perma- 
nently.” Every family must have a Bible, otherwise the thousand tender and re- 
sponsible duties within and beyond the domestic circle can never be appreciated 
or discharged. Would it be enough to give the Bible to Europe and withhold ix 
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from America, and yet expect both continents to feel its influence? The At- 
lantic is a broader line of separation than that which divides family from 
family, yet it is not more real.” 


“A copy of the Bible was given to a man, who, with his wife, were not 
“only destitute of the word of God, but of all interests in its truths. The dona- 
tion was accompanied by a kind and earnest entreaty to both to ‘search the 
Scriptures,’ and obey its requirements. Since the distribution ceased, both 
these individuals have been hopefully converted, and united with the Baptist 
church. The Agent called at a house in this city and found it supplied; he 
turned to leave; a lady followed him to’ the gate of the yard, where she ad- 
dressed him in words of the following import:—'I have a word to say to you. 
You sometimes meet with abuse in the course of your work: be not discou- 
raged by such cases. When the Agent was around some years ago I abused 
him to the best of my ability, yet he left me a Bible. I.am now ashamed of 
myself for my treatment of him. The Bible which he left me has taught me 
to lament this and all other sin. I am thankful that, in spite of my opposi- 
uon, one was left me. But for this, I should now be, in all probability, on the 
road to death and hell.” 


“Tn the last named county, (Stafford, Va.) there is a school-house at which 
a large number of indigent children are instructed in the rudiments of an 
English education. During the hour of intermission a number were observed 
to leave their young associates and resort daily to the church, but a short dis- 
tance from their school-house. Having been observed for a long time, they 
were inquired of as to the cause of their frequenting so regularly the church 
of God. They replied, ‘We go there for the purpose of reading the Bible.’ 
‘But have you no Bibles at home ?’ to which they replied, ‘No, our parents 
are unable to buy them.’” 

Many facts which are of a cheering nature are reported to your Commit- 
tee. A few only can be given. An individual who was passing our Agent on 
horseback, requested the latter to stop a moment, and inquired whether he 
was mistaken in supposing him to be the Bible Agent of whom he had heard. 
On being assured of the correctness of his judgment, he replied in substance 
as follows: ‘I am heartily glad to see you, and am rejoiced to find that you 
have come to scatter the good seed among us. Six years ago,’ continued he, 
‘the Agent of the Erie County Bible Society gave me a Bible; he told me 
it cost the Society fifty cents; there is a dollar, sir, which will pay you 
principal and interest. When that Bible was given me I could not read, 
but the Agent kindly urged me to learn to read, and especially to have my 
children read the Bible to me. I followed both parts of his advice; and now 
I can read myself, and my children read to the family in the evening. Sir,’ 
said he, ‘give my hearty thanks to the Bible Society for their kindness to 
me. O what would have become of my poor soul but for them.’ On fur- 
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ther examination it was found that he had become connected with the Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church, and had been a consistent and growing christian 
from the time of his supposed conversion. Before the Agent left the town- 
ship he purchased a copy of the Bible for each member of his family.” 


. “At another place I found ina lonely cabin a poor yet respectable woman 
who loved the Saviour; ‘Oh! sir,’ said she, ‘when I heard you were in the 
neighbourhood distributing the Scriptures, I feared you would overlook me.’ 
And why were you so anxious? ‘Because,’ said she, ‘I have kept house 
six years; during the four first I loaned a Bible, two years since the owner 
called and took it away, since which time I have been destitute, and un- 
able to purchase.’ And when I presented her with a copy she seemed much 
affected, and invoked. the Lord’s blessing upon me and the cause in which 
I was engaged. Another remarked, ‘Oh! sir, there is nothing you could 
have presented me with which I should have estimated as highly.’ And 
another said, ‘ Now I shall no longer be obliged to send to my neighbour to 
borrow a Bible.’” 


i> When collections are taken in aid of the Bible Society, they should 
be paid over to the Treasurer of the Auxiliary Society, where one exists;

Cincinnati, Ohio, on the first 
day of November next, when a deputation from the Parent 
Board in New-York will attend, to be: met, is hoped, by 
delegates from many of the Western Auxiliaries. The 
great question for consideration will be, how can the 
Scriptures be most wisely, economically and extensively 
circulated throughout the Great Valley ? 


BOYLE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, Ky. 


First Annual Report of the Managers of the Boyle County Bible 
can Society, for the year ending June 18, 1843, 


At an early period after the formation of the Society, the officers 
and managers met and resolved to make a thorough examination of 
the county, ascertain the destitution, if any, and endeavour to sup- 
ply it. It was resolved also to supply the destitute in the adjacent 
‘counties, as far as practicable, and that the principle of distribution 
should be g-atuitous or otherwise, according to the ability or dispo- 
sition of those receiving. 
“In April the managers of this Society divided the county into 
‘several districts, and appointed persons to explore these districts 
and report the state of the people in reference to the supply or des- 
titution of the Scriptures. The examination has been commenced, 
and will soon be completed. — rs 
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Mr. John Talbot reports, that as yet he has found but five families 
wanting the Bible; these he supplied, and also furnished one fa- 
mily with a Bible, and another with a Testament, outside of his 
boundary. Mr. Goodloe and Mr. H. Cowan found nine families 
destitute, and supplied them. They examined their territory fully, 
and report that all the people received them with much kindness, 
and that those destitute were glad of the opportunity of receiving 
the word of God. 

Mr. James Corw has not as yet been able to go over the district 
allotted to him for this purpose; but he has found and supplied a 
number of families that had no Bible. 

In the district of the Knobs and Rolling Fork, Mr. William Cle- 
mens, in the course of one and a half days, found seventeen out of 
twenty-four families destitute; sixteen of which he supplied, and 
one refused to receive the precious book on any terms. Some of 
these will be paid for, and part will not. He judges that in his dis- 
trict there will be found at least fifty more cases of destitution. 

From the district of the country beyond Perryville we have 
heard. Col. Wm. Wade, appointed distributer, says that he has 
distributed three Bibles and one Testament, all the books in his 
possession ; and that in his opinion twelve or eighteen families will 
yet be found destitute ; but we believe he will, on actual visitation, 
find a greater amount of destitution. 

Thus it appears from the examination already made, upwards of 
forty families were unsupplied with God’s Holy Bible, and sixty or 
seventy more, it is believed, remained to be supplied. 

Few would have credited the statement, if previously made, 
that so many in our vicinity were without Bibles. Is not the fre- 
quent examination and supply a work highly necessary as well as 
beneficial? If this Society should here cease its labours, has it not 
already accomplished something worthy of its existence? How 
many in the great day may arise up and call you blessed for this 
work of benevolence? Let this Bible Society be attended to, and it 
will bless the county of Boyle—it will stimulate neighbouring 
counties to love and good works of a like nature, and will take part 
with others in their general distribution until the wilderness shal} 
become a fruitful field and the desert rejoice and blossom as the 
rose. 

After the report was adopted the following resolutions were also 
adopted: 

Resolved, That it is our duty as christians, to endeavour to sup- 
ply with the Bible all in our vicinity destitute and willing to re- 
ceive it. 

Resolved, That to supply all families throughout the land desti- 
tute of the sacred Scriptures, and willing to receive them, is a. 
christian duty not only, but also an act of patriotism. : 

Resolved, That the present condition of foreign nations, together 
with the influence our nation has happily acquired abroad, lay us 
as Americans, under obligation to aid in sending to all people our 
most precious possession, the word of everlasting life. 

Resolved, That we will do more for the Bible cause the coming 
year than we have done during the past, if permitted to live, 4 
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From the south-western County of Missouri. 


The Executive Committee of the Newton County Bible Society 
report as follows, viz. 

Shortly after the organization of this Society an order was for- 
warded to the American Bible Society for about 450 Bibles and 
Testaments, mostly Bibles, which was filled by the Parent Society, 
and the books arrived at Neosho, in good order, some time in the 
month of February last, including a donation to this Society of 
fifty Bibles and two hundred Testaments, amounting to $83 50. 
The balance charged to this Society is $133 10. 

The amount of charges on the books to this place, including 
postage of letters, is $15 55, which has all been paid, principally 
out of the sale of books. 

The Executive Committee proceeded immediately to adopt mea- 
sures to distribute the books, if possible before the annual meeting. 
The county was divided into five districts, and one distributor ap- 
pointed to each district, also a depositor to take charge of the 
books. From the report of three of those distributors, it appears 
that seventy destitute families have been found in those three, al- 
though several of the assistants employed by the distributors have 
not forwarded their reports ; consequently it is safe to say that at 
least one hundred destitute families have been found in those three 
districts alone. 

No report has been made from the other two districts; but from 
the best information the committee can collect, they will doubtless 
present similar results. 

Your committee have ascertained, however, that the books have 
been nearly all distributed, and yet it is certain that at least one 
third of the county remains unexplored, it is safe, therefore, to sup- 
pose that there are yet perhaps one hundred families destitute of 
the Bible in Newton county. 

In view of these results, your committee would most earnestly 
recommend that further measures be adopted as speedily as possi- 
ble to procure an additional supply of books, and to complete the 
supply of all the destitute families in Newton county with a copy 
ofthe Bible. All which is respectfully submitted.

Rockbridge Bible Society, Va. 
Lexineton, June 24, 1843. 


The Managers of Rockbridge Bible Society beg leave to report 
that with considerable exertion and frequent disappointments they 
have been able to carry into effect in some measure the designs of 
the Society. < ; 

In reviewing the history of this Society, we have cause to thank 
God that he has made us instrumental in supplying with Bibles 
not only our own county, but several neighbouring counties, all of. | 
which were found Jamentably destitute of the word of life. 
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After a dormant interval of some years, the Society felt their 
obligation to renew their labours. But such has been the unprece- 
dented depression of the whole community in a pecuniary point of 
view, together with an accumulated burthen of duties hanging on 
most of the managers, that little has been effected. 

We are happy, however, to state to you that since our last meet- 
ing we have, with the small amount of funds which have come 
into our hands, been enabled to employ agents and furnish Bibles 
and Testaments for a re-supply of this county, which has been ac- 
complished. The number of destitute families supplied with the 
Bible amounts to about one hundred and seventy. ' 

Your managers have established a depository of Bibles and 
Testaments in the town of Lexington, where they have endeavour- 
ed to keep on hand Bibles and Testaments for the supply of the 
current wants of the community, and they have also made a dona- 
tion of fifty dollars to the Parent Society at New-York. The De- 
pository is now empty, excepting about fifteen Bibles; but with the 
funds on hand, amounting to $39 40, we hope soon‘to have it re- 
plenished. 

The increase of population, the formation of new families and 

the wear and tear of Bibles} render it necessary and important that 
a Society be kept in constant operation to watch over the constantly 
accruing wants of the people, and to be ready to supply them in 
tha: cheap and prompt manner contemplated by an institution. 
' The views of christians as to the amount of funds necessary to 
accomplish the designs of a Bible Society are entirely too limited. 
One or two Bibles in a family is but a small proportion of the num- 
ber actually necessary. Every adult person should have a Bible of 
his or her own. The schools should be supplied, and we are happy 
to believe that the Bible is becoming a more common school-book, 
and that “from a child many a young Timothy will know the 
Scriptures, which are able to make him wise unto salvation.” All 
our coloured population who can read should have a Bible, and 
masters should not persuade themselves that they have done 
their duty until they give unto their servants that which is just 
and equal, knowing that they also have a Master in heaven, and 
a Bible we believe to be included in those gifts. ci 

The Pagan world should be supplied, and all christians should 
aid in this work. God in his grace has determined that this work 
shall be done. “The knowledge of the Lord shall overspread the 
earth as the waters do the great deep.” Christians are to be the 
agents under God, and the Bible Society the instrument; or we 
may regard the Bible Society as the great foundery from which the 
army of the living God is to be furnished with the “Sword of the 
Spirit,” with which the world is to be subdued to Christ, 


Report of the Sandusky County Bible Society, Ohio, Auxiliary to 
the American Bible Society. 


The Sandusky County Bible Society, in March, 1842, takiegs 
into consideration the inefficient manner in which it had heretofore 
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co-operated with the Parent Society in distributing the Bible, re- 
solved to try a new plan of operation, and accordingly a committee 
of five was appointed to organize a Branch Society in each town- 
ship in the county, auxiliary to the County Society. The Commit- 
tee, from some cause or other, only in part discharged the duties 
enjoined upon it; and at the next meeting of the Society in Octo- 
ber, but four cut of the twelve townships reported themselves orga- 
nized. No additional branches had been formed up to the time of 
the Society’s meeting in December, but interesting reports from 
these four encouraged the Society to hope much from a general or- 
ganization upon this plan. Accordingly a new Committee was ap- 
pointed for the purpose of carrying out this design of the Society— 
the Executive Committee were instructed to issue a circular, (which 
is appended to this report)—and at the meeting in February it was 
reported that every township had been visited, and branches either 
organized, or in the process of organization, in each remaining 
township in the county. ! 

In January we were visited by the Rev. Mr. Sheldon, Agent of 
the Parent Society, anda very interesting Union meeting was held 
at the Presbyterian Church, which was ably addressed by your 
Agent and other clergymen present—and quite a lively interest ex- 
cited in behalf of the Bible cause. ; 

A Branch Society is formed in each township in the county, con- 
sisting of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, 
and one Distributor fur each School District in the township. Any 
person becoming a member by paying any sum. These Societies 
obtain books from the County Society’s Depository, on the order of 
their officers—report annually or oftener—pay over their funds to 
the Treasurer of the County Society—return all books not needed 
for the supply of their townships, immediately after the same shall 
have been ascertained by their distributors, to the depository of the 
County Society. Several of these branches have supplied their 
townships, and the benefit of their collections, however small, you 
have already experienced, as most of the funds you have received 
from us since last fall, with the remittance we are at present ena- 
bled to make, are obtained from them. We are much in need of 
German Bibles, but the Society have thought best to defer an order 
for more books until they shall have reduced still more the debt 
due the Parent Society. 

We are induced to hope that we have commenced a new era in 
our history as a Bible Society—and that our next Annual Report 
will exhibit an encouraging progression in the cause we mutu- 
ally love and are endeavouring to advance.

Striking Facts—Agent’s Report. 


In Oneida Co. N. Y. are 26 towns and 395 school districts, ex- 
elusive of Utica, which city was visited by the Tract distributors, 
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and divided into sixty districts. In all, 455 persons were requisite 
to do up the work in this country, About thirty school districts 
have not reported, though Bibles have been furnished for all. 

For twenty-five towns I have furnished 1612 Bibles and 3746 
Testaments, and by adding what has probably been sold at the de- 
positories, will make 2000 Bibles and 4000 Testaments. 

At the annual meeting of the Society in January, 1842, it was 
stated the entire county had been visited, and 578 Bibles disposed 
of, and all supplied. One town, in which thirty-seven families were 
supplied, we found 200 without the Bible; 187 Bibles furnished 
and 12 refused ; 400 Testaments were disposed of to the youth. 

In this town (Boonville) were 756 families visited; 930 Bibles, 
812 Testaments, and 2763 readers. Bibles and Testaments on 
hand 1742; 1021 without either Bible or Testament. Books fur- 
nished 587; 434 readers yet without Bible or Testament. 

In the three most destitute towns were 2163 families, S797 read- 
ers, 2885 Bibles, 3146 Testaments, 514 Bibles given and 1287 Tes- 
taments, leaving in these three towns 2466 readers without Bible 
_ or Testament. Of these 1801 were supplied, and yet there are now 

665 readers unsupplied. 

In two manufacturing villages, one noted for its morality and 
order, and the other for its wickedness, it appears that in the first 
mentioned are 115 families, 639 readers, 459 Bibles, 298 Testa- 
ments, none destitute; the other, 112 families, 328 readers, 223 
Bibles, 116 Testaments; 10 families destitute of Bibles, and 30 
Testaments given to children. 

Some 75 to 100 families have refused the Bible, though quite a 
number of German Catholics have gladly received it. 

In the Jast named village one woman, owning a house and com- 
fortably situated, was found destitute of a Bible, and yet has been 

_a professor of religion thirty years. She had a Testament. 

One man, said to be worth $50,000, was without a single word 
of the Bible in his habitation. The lady said to me that they had 
had the use of a Bible belonging toan orphan girl they had brought 
up, but she had left and taken her Bible, and they wished to pur- 
chase two—one family Bible, and one for a daughter that had just 
completed her education abroad, and said to me she had lost her 
Bible, which was a reading-book at school. 


Letter from an Agent. 


Sytvania, W. T. July 14, 1843. 


Dear Brorner—A few extracts from my journal will show an 
outline of my doings since I last wrote. From Prairie du Chien 
crossed the Mississippi, and went fifty miles into the interior to 
visit the Government School established among the Winnebago 
Indians, on the neutral ground between the Sacs and Foxes and ihe 
Sioux. These Indians formerly owned and occupied a large share 
of Wisconsin Territory, They now number about 2180 only—be- 
tween seven and eight hundred of these are located near the Agen- 
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cy and'school.. The Rev. David Lowry is the Agent and General 
Superintendant at this establishment, He is a Cumberland Presby- 
terian. They have a large farm under cultivation, 450 acres, 175 
of which is cultivated by the Indians. There were raised the last 
year on the place over 4000 bushels of grain of various kinds, 800 
bushels of potatoes, 3000 bushels of turnips, 30 bushels of beans, 
and 50 tons of hay. In the school department there are employed 
the Rev. Mr. Seymour and lady, two maiden ladies, and a semp- 
stress. The scholars were in every stage of advancement, from the 
alphabet to an attainment which qualifies them to enter an acade- 
my. The children are fed and clothed at the expense of govern- 
ment as a part of their annuities, and they have the privilege of 
either boarding at the establishment or of carrying their rations to 
their wigwams. The females are.taught to sew and make their 
own clothes, and they soon show much dexterity. The attainment 
of many of the scholars would do honor to any class of white chil- 
dren. The Winnebagoes are regarded among the most debased and 
degraded of the savages. Mr. Lowry told me that thirty-nine during 
the last year came to a violent death by means of quarrels which 
had their origin in whiskey, which the abominable white traders 
furnish them on the frontier. When I was there four had just 
been killed in a quarrel, and three more were so wounded that they 
were expected to die. About the only hope is with the rising gene- 
ration. | was much pleased with this establishment, and especially 
with the spirit of piety and benevolence that seemed to pervade 
nearly every soul connected with it. I preached in the evening to 
the little Church in the Wilderness, (for this is the name which 
they have taken for themselves while associated there, which does 
not interfere with the church relations of any particular denomina- 
tion.) There are in this association Presbyterians, Methodists, Con- 
gregationalists, Episcopalians, &c. I remained but one night—but 
before I left they presented ten dollars as a donation for the Bible 
cause, the avails of collections at the monthly concerts of prayer— 
and thirty dollars presented by the several members of the establish- 
ment, to constitute the Rev. Mr. Lowry a life member of the Ame- 
rican Bible Society. The greatest solicitude which I saw manifest- 
ed by any was that the American christians would remember the 
condition of the poor Indian at a throne of grace. I shall reflect 
upon this visit with peculiar pleasure. 

On the 28th, at Mineral Point, the seat of the lowa Co. Bible So- 
ciety, (W. T.) had a meeting by previous notice ; but few attended. 
Their annual meeting was deferred for a few days. Though but 
little has been done by way of general distribution through the 
county, still a good depository has been kept ata central point. 
The Sabbath following, at a camp meeting near Mineral Point, de- 
livered a discourse on the claims of the Bible cause—took a collec- 
tion of over thirty dollars—and had an opportunity to explain the 
character, measures and enlarged views of the American Bible So- 
ciety. Though their benevolence had been twice taxed previously 
for other objects, still they seemed grateful to have the privilege of 
aiding in this great enterprise. On Tuesday the fourth, on my way 
home, after travelling forty miles, arrived at Madison, the seat of 
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government for the territory. Found the pedple assembled in the 
Park, before the Capitol, partaking of a rich repast—and learned 
that the festivities of the day were conducted on the pure cold wa- 
ter principle. After the cluth was removed, the clear, cold element: 
adorned the table from end to end—and after drinking the usual 
patriotic toasts, in which all was civility and decorum, they called 
for volunteer expressions from gentlemen present. Though not used 
to participating in such exercises, and asa general thing should dis- 
approve of ministers doing it, yet in view of the day and the spirié¢ 
that seemed universally to prevail, 1 did not. refrain from giving 
my views in this language: “The general circulation of a correct 
version of the Bible, the base and bulwark of political freedom.” 
Thursday following arrived at my family residence in Sylvania,» 
after an absence of two months, and, through a kind providence, 
found that health and prosperity called for gratitude and praise to 
the Author of all good. Yours, truly,

Katipa, May 2, 1843. 

Dear Srr—According to a resolution of the Putnam County 
Bible Society, authorising me to state to the Parent Society our 
condition and our wants, &c. I herewith comply. On examining 
the reports of those who visited the several townships of this coun- 
ty, and estimating the same, we find one thousand six hundred and 
forty-two persons, and among that number one thousand and sixteen 
readers, and among the readers six hundred and thirty under six- 
teen years of age—found seven hundred and forty-five Bibles and 
two hundred and seventy-six Testaments. There is wanted for pay 
ninety Bibles, and among that number three quarto pica calf, em- 
bossed ; six quarto, sheep, lettered, raised bands ; one royal octavo, 
calf, embossed; three do. sheep, lettered, raised bands; three octa- 
vo long primer, calf, embossed, and three do. sheep, lettered, raised 
bands—the remainder of the above-mentioned ninety to be low- 
priced Bibles. In addition to the above, the Society herewith ask of 
the Parent Society one hundred and seventy-five Bibles and six 
hundred and seventy-five Testaments, all of the low price, as a do- 
nation, pledging themselves at the same time by resolution, that all 
moneys arising from the sale of said books, or on subscription or by 
donation, shall be forwarded to the Parent Society as a remunera- 
tion.

But I hope the gentleman whom you appointed with me found a 
“tongue,” on the occasion of an anniversary which I regard with 
higher and holier sentiments since I have visited the Kast, and 
learned what the*two Bible Societies are doing to disseminate the 
word of truth among those who now truly grope in darkness.

History of the publication of the Hebrew-Spanish Old Testa- 
ment at Vienna, by the Rev. Mr. G. Schauffler. 


Pera, Constantinople, Nov, 18, 1842. 


REVEREND AND Dear Sirn—The Rev. Mr. Calhoun having re- 
quested me to furnish a brief sketch of the history of the Hebrew- 
Spanish translation of the Old Testament, which I carried through 
the press at Vienna at the expense of your Society, I improve one 
of the first seasons of comparative leisure to put down those data 
on the subject which would seem to be of some interest to you or 
the more particular friends of the cause. 

When [ first entered upon my missionary labours here in 1832, the 
plague *raged with such fury immediately around us that we all 
could have but little intercourse with any body. More particular! 
the Jews appeared very shy, and although I then lived in a Jewis 
quarter none called upon me except a few boastful talkers of bap- 
tized Jews. My acquaintance with them gradually increased, how- 
ever, although such was the opposition of the Rabbis and the chief 
men among them to any one’s calling upon me, that they prohibited 
publicly every Jew (pedlars excepted) to visit the quarter of the 
town where | lived, without special permission; and several who 
ventured to enter my house were seized and sent to prison imme- 
diately, and bastinadoed. I then lived in a Frank quarter. Early in 
1834 a converted Jew suggested to me the scarcity of the Holy 
Scriptures among the Jews, and remarked that if they would ac- 
cept any thing from our hands it would be an edition of the Holy 
Scriptures in whole or in part, and that especially the Psalms in 
Hebrew and Hebrew-Spanish would succeed, being needed very 
much. The American Bible Society had then just commenced her 
foreign labours, and I immediately addressed to you a communica- 
tion, requesting your help in the publication, first of the Psalms, 
or if Providence favoured us, afterward also of the whole Old Tes- 
tament in Hebrew and Hebrew-Spanish. Your Society granted 
me $1000 for an edition of the Psalms in the two languages, which 
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I printed here as soon as the manuscript was ready. The edition, 
three thousand copies, was completed in 1836. I had proposed the 
Psalms only to begin with, 1st, because they were most desired, 
and 2d, because I wished to ascertain whether they would object 
to my translation on any ground’ as would preclude the hope of my 
suiting them without sacrificing the real meaning of the sacred 
text to their peculiar notions. I found, however, that although 
their opposition was great against my Psalter, yet there was no 
objection made against my rendering, except in two passages, one 
of which they yielded up at last, and the other I could consistently 
bring near enough to their idea of its meaning to please them. After 
returning from a visit to Russia, in the autumn of 1836, and having 
received encouragement from you that you would furnish the funds 
for a whole Old Testament, in the two languages, I commenced the 
work in December of that year. In the summer of 1837 my labours 
were interrupted fully six months by the plague, which entered 
into our family, taking away Mrs. Dwight and one of the children 
of this Mission family then living with us. After these troubles 
were over I resumed my work, but was not a little cast down for a 
short season, by a tremendous opposition arising against me among 
the ringleaders of the Jews, in consequence of which all the books 
that I had made or should make were anathematized publicly in 
the synagogues three Sabbaths in succession, and it was ordered 
that all the Psalters which were found among the people should 
be brought back to the Chief Rabbi. So high was the spirit of op- 
position against me, that the chief men of the nation declared that 
if I made books as good as those were which Moses made on Sinai, 
they should not be received nor permitted to go abroad among the 
people. This appeared certainly discouraging enough, but I com- 
mended the case to the Lord, and proceeded. But even this dark- 
ness, which seemed to blacken all our future prospects, was not 
without a ray of light ia it. Of all the copies which had gone abroad 
of our Psalms, only one was brought to the Chief Rabbi! And 
what did he do? He asked the Jew who brought it, what do you 
do with this book? I have been reading it, replied he. Well, take 
it and read it then, said the Chief Rabbi, and returned the book to 
him. The Chief Rabbi had strictly prohibited every body to receive 
books from me. Rabbi Shemtol, a relative of his, was then assist- 
ing me in the revision of the Hebrew-Spanish manuscript, and was 
not hindered from continuing to do so. By him I sent a copy of 
Bagster’s beautiful Hebrew Bible to the Chief Rabbi, to gather and 
heap up coals of fire upon his head for the thrice repeated anathe- 
mas and prohibitions uttered against me. And behold! the Chief 
Rabbi not only received the present with great joy, but sent me 
his thanks and his compliments, and asked for two more copies for 
his two sons, who are also Rabbis. For these also he sent me his 
thanks, and told me he should like much to-see me, and would give 
me notice and an invitation to call as soon as circumstances would 
permit. When his youngest son became Rabbi I sent him the cus- 
tomary present of sugar and coffee, which the Jews present a per- 
son of distinction in such a case. J'or this also I received many 
thanks and compliments, with assurances of the Chief Rabbi’s per-

sonal kind feelings towards me and my work. Early in 1839 the’ 
manuscript was so far ready that I could proceed to. Vienna to: 
print. In other words, I had gone through the whole of the Old. 
"festament, comparing the manuscript with the original text, toge- 
ther with Rabbi Shemtol’s, and in-part with another assistant, Ara-) 
kel, a baptized Jew, leaving them to judge of the Hebrew-Spanish: 
style, whether or not it was intelligible to the Jews. As to its agree-' 
ment with the Hebrew I judged myself. From this review of the 
manuscript is yet to be excepted the book of Job, which seemed to 
be so entirely unintelligible to these Jews that | could make no use 
whatever of them in it, but reserved the review of it to myself alone: 
But there was another part of the work which I was obliged to take 
upon myself alone, that is the orthography of the Hebrew- Spanish 
text. It is now somewhat more than a century since these Jews be- 
gan to print their language in the Rabbinic character in this coun- 
try. Whether they did so previously in Spain, I donot know. But 
so much is certain, that. their orthography was never so far settled 
as that any two should have agreed in their way of spelling, or that 
even one and the same writer should have spelled alike and con 
sistent in all cases. On inquiry 1 found that there existed no rules 
of spelling among them, extending to all cases, and that the only 
means to print a book consistent with itself was to make ru'es of 
orthography. This I did, subjecting the attempt to the Rev. Mr. 
Farman, then missionary to the Jews here, and to his two assistant 
missionaries, Mr. Yerooshalmi, here, and Mr. Cohen, at Smyrna. I 
also showed it to learned Jews of this place, and as they all agreed 
to these principles of spelling, I adopted them for our Bible. Now 
the work which devolved upon me in consequence was, to go 
through the whole of the manuscripts once more before sending 
them to the press, correcting the spelling according to my newly- 
framed rules. This I reserved to myself to do at Vienna. To that 
place I hasted, because Mrs. S. was very feeble at that time, and 
the doctor’s advice was to remove her from Constantinople as soon 
as possible, and also because I hoped to find more leisure in another 
place for this business than here. Besides, at that time the Pastors 
of South Russia had obtained permission from government to ac- 
cept from the American and British Bible Societies 30,000 copies 
of the Sacred Scriptures for the German colonists there; the Soci- 
eties had been written to, grants had been made or were making 
and I saw no other way to settle matters relative to the dissemina- 
tion of the books, than to go over, as they themselves urgently re- 
quested, and arrange the business by personal conference. 1 there- 
fore started with mv family early in 1839, and went over to Odessa, 
and from there to Vienna. 

Vienna we had chosen, in conference with Mr. Calhoun, ist, be- 
cause I could there be released to a great extent from the responsi- 
bility of correcting the Hebrew text, for which my eyesight seemed 
to be far from adequate, for it had failed when I was printing the 
Psalms for you before 1 was two-thirds through the work; 2d, be- 
cause the price of printing there was only half of what it was here 
not considering the binding, which also is more than fifty per cent. 
cheaper there than here; 3d, because Mr. Schmidt's (Vienna) type 
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is far superior to the type here; and 4th, because here our printing 
would be interrupted by the Chief Rabbi, or the chief men among 
the Jews, at any time, by an anathema upon our Jewish composers 
or printers, whilst at Vienna IT could print on quietly till all was 
finished. Moreover the press of Mr. Schmidt, in Vienna, is famous 
among the Jews here, (they all thinking him an orthodox Jew, al- 
though he isa christian,) and whatever comes from his printing of- 
fice is at once considered superior. I had also obtained the vote of 
the nation and the consent of Mr. Calhoun to take a helper with 
me, but finding it too expensive, I gave up the idea, and set out 
alone, expecting either to obtain cheaper help at Vienna, or to do 
altogether without it. 

Having finished our business at Odessa, we proceeded to Vienna, 
where we arrived in July, 1839. But while yet in the quarantine of 
Odessa I received a letter from the Rev. Eli Smith, then at Leip- 
sic, and engaged to cast an Arabic:fount of type for the American 
Board. He strongly urged my coming to Leipsic to print there. 
The Leipsic type, however, though very neat according to the judg- 
ment of christians, is altogether unfit in the opinion of the Sefardi 
Jews, and properly so, for it is notat all shaped in accordance with 
Hebrew calligraphy. Being unwilling to take the responsibility of 
declining this proposal upon myself, I immediately wrote to Mr. 
C. Tauchintz, informed him of what I wanted, asked his price, and 
put the question to him, whether he could and would either pur- 
chase Vienna type for our work, or make himself a new fount upon 
the ancient Van de Hooght model. I received Mr. T'auchintz’s reply 
soon after arriving at Vienna, and several letters were exchanged 
by us, without, however, settling any thing between us on the sub- 
ject of printing, and it was obvious at last, that without a personal 
interview a settlement could not be made. Mr. Smith had urged it 
upon me by no means to conclude upon printing in Vienna without 
having been in Leipsic myself, if necessary. Besides that, when I 
saw how precarious my residence must be at Vienna if I should 
hold any religious meetings, and how impossible it was for me to . 
be at Vienna without holding them, preserving withal a conscience 
void of offence, I concluded, if possible, to go to Leipsic, lest our 
work at Vienna should be interrupted by the police, perhaps in the 
very midst of it. I therefore proceeded to Leipsic alone, leaving 
my family at Vienna. Soon a settlement was effected between my- 
self and Mr. Tauchintz, the particulars of which I need not detail, 
and in reference to which I only need to add, that after my return to 
Vienna to bring my family to Leipsic, a few more letters having 
been exchanged between Mr. T’. and myself, Mr. T. withdrew from 
the business definitively, having become convinced that the inte- 
rests of the Bible Society would be injured by our attempting to 
print at his office. In doing so Mr. Tauchintz acted a noble chris- 
tian part, but I was now confined, providentially as I thought, to 
Vienna with my business. I then entered into an agreement with 
Mr. Schmidt, without a contract purposely, in order to be able to 
break off at any time, if persecution arose, without his havin 
any further claims upon me than for the work actually done, Mr. 
Schmidt’s type, however, was found on examination to be in no 
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state of immediate feadiness, and much was done by way of casting 
an entire fresh set of accents and vowel points, to which even the 
punches needed to be cut, and spaces to separate the Hebrew lines, 
so as to prevent the interference of the under points of one line with 


the upper ones of the line below it.

Promptness. 


As another Biblical year is rapidly drawing to a close, (a year of 
unprecedented embarrassments as to funds) we can say to our nu- 
merous fellow-labourers, we have yet great occasion for gratitude to 
the Giver of the Bible, and the strongest motives for prompt and 
persevering exertions, It is feared, that with our best endeavours, 
not a few of the foreign appropriations will not be paid by May. 
If each Auxiliary, however, will do a little, and do it promptly ; if 
all Treasurers of local Societies will be careful to remit all funds 
on hand by the Ist or the 15th of April, many of those appropria- 
tions may be paid, to the great comfort of our Missionary brethren. 

Those Auxiliary Societies which are supplying their destitute 
will please report the progress they are making. early in April. 
Those ordering books should do it as soon as internal navigation 
will allow, carefully specifying the kinds wanted, and how they 


are to be forwarded. 
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“Mr. Calhoun’s Journal continued. 


The more I see of the Roman Catholic system the more deeply 
“JT feel that it is most destructive to the spiritual interests of its 
adherents, and that as Protestants we can have no communion 
with it. It takes away from the words of inspiration, and substi- 
tutes for the truths of God the inventions of men. In the first of 
the above extracts the bishop declares that he is quoting the ten 

mmandments of God, while he leaves out entire the longest com- 

andment but one. How fearful the application of the. words of 
John, at the close of the book of Revelation, to such mutilators of 
the Holy Bible: ‘“‘ If any man shall take away from the words of 
the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part out of the 
Book of Life, and out of the holy city, and from the things that are 
written in this book.” 

Feb. 18.—Have ordered a quantity of Scriptures in the Greek and 
Armeno-Turkish languages, to be forwarded to Jerusalem, Beyroot, and 
Aleppo. 

Feb. 26.—An officer on board an English man-of-war in the harbour 
applied to-day for a Bible for his own use. He has recently become in- 
terested in the subject of religion, and with another officer, who seems to 
he like-minded, constantly attends divine service with us on the Sabbath. 
Twelve or fourteen of the men are likewise regular attendants. Though 
there is no chaplain on board the vessel, there has been for some time 
past an interesting state of religious feeling. A considerable number 
give evidence of having chosen the Saviour as their everlasting por- 
tion. The principal instrument in this work has been one of the sea- 
men, a young man. By his example, and his prayers, and his private 
conversations, he has, with the Divine blessing, been successful in win- 
ning several io Christ. He has often, during the winter, brought a good- 
ly number to Brother Temple’s house and to mine for prayer and reli- 
gious instruction. Instead of spending their time when on shore in riot 
and dissipation, as is the case with too many English and American 
seamen, they improve such opportunities by retiring to the hills behind 
Smyrna, for prayer and spiritual conference. I have furnished them 
with Scriptures as far as was necessary, and with religious books and 
Tracts. Among other books was a volume of the American Tract So- 
ciety’s publication, given me by an humble disciple in the family of the 
Rev. Mr. Oviatt, Belchertown, Massachusetts. If I remember right 
she was a Catholic girl, who had found the volume useful to herself, 
and felt anxious that it should ‘prove so to others. As it was given in 
faith, may we not have the satisfaction of feeling that it will accom- 
plish an important work among a most interesting portion of the 
community ? , 

Feb. 28.—Sent a supply of Greek Old Testaments to Constantinople. 

March 16.—Received from Vienna, via Trieste, three hundred copies 
of the Pentateuch in small form, and forty-eight ditto of the first vo- 
lume in quarto of the Old Testament in Hebrew-Spanish. 

March 22.—Mr. Smith writes from Beyroot for more Scriptures. The 
Missionaries there have recently opened a small book-store for the sale 
of Bibles and other religious books. Mr. Smith says, “ Our maga- 
zine thus far succeeds beyond our expectations, and unless put under 
excommunication, will not only sell and otherwise dispose of a good 
many books, but furnish a place of resort where we shall see and 
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preach the Gospel to a good many people. We need for it at present 
some more Scriptures; and you will oblige us by sending a moderate 
supply of French and Italian Bibles and Testaments, and fifty Arabic 
Bibles.” 

April 4.—Gave seventeen copies of Armeno-Turkish Scriptures 
to one of our pious Armenian helpers here, who has frequent oppor- 
tunities of disposing of religious books among his countrymen. 

April 10.—“ Woe to thee, O land, when* * * thy princes eat 
in the morning.” “ Blessed art thou, O Lord, when * * * thy prin- 
ces eat in due season.” Eccles. 10: 16, 17. To eat in the morning 
was considered unseasonable, and a mark of gluttony. It is the uni- 
versal custom in these countries to eat little or nothing in the morn- 
ing. A bit of bread perhaps, and a small cup of coffee, taken with- 
out formality, answer for a breakfast. Many eat pretty freely at or 
about noon, but the evening is the time for the principal meal. 
Even hard-working men go forth to their labor without food, and 
Solomon considered the man who should reverse this order as unfit 
for stations of authority. 

April 27.—Sent forty-nine copies of the Gospel of John in mo. 
dern Greek to the Mr. Kerr at Constantinople. 

May 2.—Received from the Bible House at New-York two hun- 
dred English Bibles. We continue to dispose of very considerable 
numbers of English Scriptures to residents, travellers, seamen, and 
Missionary Schools. 

May 5.—Have furnished Mr. Schneider at Broosa with two hun- 
dred and fifty-six copies of Scriptures in the Greek, Greco-Turkish, 
Armeno-Turkish, Ancient Armenian, Hebrew-Spanish, German, 
and English languages. 

Have ordered also for the Missionaries of the A, B. C. F. M. at 
Constantinople, fifty-five copies of Armeno-Turkish and English 
Scriptures. 

May 7.—The binder has just finished fifty copies of the last por- 
tion of the Armeno-Turkish Old Testament. The printing was 
completed some weeks ago. This great work was commenced 
twelve or fifteen years since by Mr. Goodell, and has been carried 
through the press under his direction. Thus after years of toil, such 
as none but a Missionary can appreciate, he has the happiness of 
giving the entire Old Testament to a large body of Armenians, 
who till the present moment have never seen the word of God ina 
language that they could understand. The Directors and friends of 
the American Bible Society may also rejoice that they were per- 
mitted to furnish the funds for the accomplishment of this noble 
work. What better employment this side heaven than that of pro- 
viding those ready to perish with the book of eternal life ? ; 

The translation just mentioned is intended for those Armenians 
(and they are many) who have lost their mother tongue, and speak 
and read only the Turkish. We hope soon to commence in earnest 
the translation of the Old Testament into the Modern Armenian. 
This work has long been called for, but our hands have been too 
few to accomplish it. 

May 10.—The individual mentioned March 28, has recently re- 
ceiyed ordination from a neighbouring bishop, The bishop at first’ 
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demanded two thousand piastres (eighty dollars) for performing the 
ceremony, alledging that this was his usual compensation. As the 
candidate pleaded poverty however, and withal had letters of re- 
commendation from an important person here, he at last succeeded 
in getting the price fixed at five hundred piastres. This account is 
from the individual himself, and he spoke of it as an ordinary 
case. Indeed he never seemed to feel that there was the least ob- 
stacle in the way of his ordination but his want of money. No won- 
der that such bishops oppose the circulation of the word of God. 
They can retain their dominion only over a people spiritually and 
intellectually dead. 

May 11.—Have ordered sixty one copies of the Scriptures to be 
forwarded to Mr. Benton on the island of Crete. 

May 16.—Mr. Riggs and Mr. Adger are making arrangements 
for a short journey into the interior of Asia Minor, and I have fur- 
nished them with fifty-six copies of Scriptures in the Armeno- 
Turkish and Greco-Turkish languages. 

May 19.—Mr. Schauffler writes from Vienna that he is getting 
ready for his departure for Constantinople; and that the Hebrew- 
Spanish Old Testament, which he went to Vienna to publish, will 
be completed in four or six weeks. The printing of our New Tes- 
tament and Psalms in German, for Austria, is going forward. 


I have already mentioned the importance of translating the Old 
Testament into Modern Armenian. Mr. Dwight, ina letter just re- 
ceived, says: “I have the first Armenian scholar in all Constanti- 
nople engaged to translate the Old Testament into the Modern Ar- 
menian, whenever you are ready to employ him: and the people 
here are very earnest in wishing this work to be done.” 

May 20.—Gave twelve copies of Hebrew-Spanish Scriptures to 
Mr. Calman, a converted Jew, and an excellent christian brother, 
now on his way to Jerusalem. 


May 26.—-Have ordereda supply of Hebrew-Spanish Scriptures 
to be sent to Adrianople. Mr. Kerr, the English consul, then takes 
charge of the distribution. 

June 7.—The Roman Catholics have recently celebrated the 
Corpus Christi festival in this city with unusual pomp. All the 
Catholic houses, (and some others indeed) near which the proces- 
sion passed, were decorated in honor of the host. Multitudes bowed 
before the holy wafer, and did homage to it as to God. It seems to 
me that the papists are grosser in their idolatry than even the pa- 
gans. The latter do not usually pretend that the block they wor- 
ship is the deity itself, but that the divinity resides within it, and to 
that they pay honor. The popish priest, however, declares that the 
material substance is God. In the catechism, from which I have 
previously given extracts, we read thus: “ The Eucharist contains 
truly the body, the blood, the soul, and the divinity of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” In accordance with this doctrine of transubstantiation, 
we have the following instructions in the same catechism to com- 
municants. 

Q. How must we hold the communion plate ? 

A. We must hold it in such a manner, that if the holy host should 
fall from the hands of the priest, it may fall into the plate. 


@. How must we hold the head, when the priest comes to give us 
the holy communion ? 
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A. We must hold it firm and erect, and keep the eyes fixed upon 
the holy host. 

Q. When the priest gives us the holy host, how must we re- 
ceive it? 

A. We must open the mouth moderately, and let the tongue, 
projecting a little, rest upon the under lip. 

Q. What must we do when we have received it 2 
: A. We must shut the mouth, and, after waiting a little, swal- 

ow it. 

Q. If, however, the holy host sticks to the roof of the mouth, 
what must we do? 

A. We must not be troubled, but calmly endeavour to detach it 
with the tongue, without putting the finger into the mouth.” 

This is a sample of the religious instruction given to Roman Ca- 
tholics in Smyrna, by order of the Archbishop. é 

June 8.—Mr. Goodell, having completed the Armeno-Turkish 
Old Testament, is now revising the New, with reference to the 
publication of a second edition. The first was printed some years 
ago, at the expense of the British and Foreign Bible Society. Mr. 
Leeves, the Agent of the English Society, is now here, and [ have 
agreed to take half the new edition, so that it will be published at 
the joint expense of the two Societies. We print four thousand 
copies. 

June 9.—-Have ordered for Constantinople another supply of Ar- 
meno-Turkish Scriptures. Our distribution in that city and neigh- 
bourhood is rapidly on the increase, _ 

June 11.—Our Hebrew-Spanish Scriptures, printed at Vienna, 
are in dernand among the Jews. Mr. Schneider writes from Broosa 
thus: “I went to the Jewish Rabbi to-day, and presented him with 
a copy of the first volume of the Old Testament in Hebrew-Spanish, 
and also showed hima copy of the Pentateuch and Psalms. He was 
apparently much pleased with the books. He said he would take 
them to-morrow, their Sabbath, to the synagogue, and recommend 
them to the people, and inform them where they could be found, 
and at what price. Imade an arrangement to deposit what few co- 
pies I have in the shop of one of the chief men of the Jewish nation 
here, in the business part of the city, where all disposed to do so 
can easily examine them.” Mr. S. asks for a further supply. 

June 22.—Sent additional supplies of Scriptures to Constantino- 
ple and Broosa. | Sick 

They are landing near my room large quantities of New-England 
rum from an American vessel recently arrived from the United 
States. The barrels are marked “ Pure Boston Rum.” Whata 
disgraceful traffic! During the last week eight murders have been 
committed in and near Smyrna. How many of them owe their ori- 
gin torum and wine, I cannot say. Within the same period, an 
English sailor was stabbed in a drunken frolic by a Maltese. Whe- 
ther there is any immediate connection between our Boston rum 
and these crimes or not, it is certain that an increased importation 
and consumption of the “accursed thing” will tend to multiply 
crime of all sorts. vee 

June 23.—-One cannot turn in any direction in these countries 
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without lamenting the want of Scriptural’ knowledge, and in con- 
sequence the strong hold which the most senseless superstitions 
have on the whole mass of mind. A recent occurrence at Syra, one 
of the Greek islands, will illustrate this. The government had given 
orders to have a general vaccination of the children. Some evil- 
minded person spread the report that the design was a religious 
one, and that the children in the large and prosperous Missiunary 
School were thereby to be made free-masons or protestants. In con- 
sequence of this rumour, the women besieged the school-room for 
several days, and at last broke out into open violence, so that the 
school had to be dismissed for the time being. 

The Bible, accompanied with the blessing of God, will be the 
corrector of all evil. Whata privilege then to be permitted, in any 
manner, to aid in sending abroad this sacred volume. Instead of 
withholding ourshand, we ought to be constantly increasing in our 
zeal and our efforts to give the inspired records to every family of 
our fallen race. 

July 22.—Have forwarded to Mr. Homes, at Constantinople, se- 
venty-five copies of Armenian and Hebrew-Spanish Scriptures. A 
few days since I sent him twenty Modern Armenian Psalms. 

August 4.—-Have another call from Mr. Homes for Bibles in the 
Hebrew-Spanish and Armeno-Turkish. The Hebrew-Spanish are 
to be sent to Adrianople, where they are loudly demanded, as will 
be seen by the following extract of a letter from the English con- 
sul, Mr. Kerr, at Adrianople, to Mr. Dwight, and which he has 
sent down to Smyrna. “I am happy,” the consul says, “to say that 
my previous impressions are fully confirmed by the eagerness which 
the Jews here display to have copies” fof our Hebrew-Spanish 
Scriptures.] ‘The Haham Bashi,” (Chief Rabbi,) “who takes a 
great interest in their circulation, begged that I would allow him to 
distribute this box, to which I willingly consented. I have since 
had repeated inquiries for other copies, especially for the quarto edi- 
tion. One family alone has begged of me to write for thirty copies, 
and by another note inclosed from the Haham Bashi, you will see 
that he wants a further supply. May I, therefore, beg of you to 
send me a further large supply as soon as convenient, especially 
of the quarto edition.” Adrianople and Salonica are, next to Con- 
stantinople, the principal head-quarters of the Jews in European 
Turkey. Itis my intention to visit those places soon, with special 
reference to the work of distribution among these erring sons of 
Abraham. May the God of Abraham take away the veil from their 
heart in their reading of Moses and the Prophets. They have now 
the opportunity, and the first perhaps they have had for many 
ages, of furnishing themselves to a large extent with the Scrip- 
tures in the Hebrew, which they still consider the holy language 
and the Hebrew-Spanish, which alone they can generally read with 
understanding. These Scriptures have been furnished by chris- 
tians—a name which they hate—and they can see in this facta 
proof that we receive their own Bible, and are not afraid that 
its circulation will be detrimental to the cause of christianity. 
We say to them, as Christ to their ancestors, “Search the 
Scriptures.” 


August 5.—Received a letter from Mr. Smith at Beyroot, giv- 
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ing some account ’of distributions in Syria, and asking for more 
Scriptures. They have opened at Beyroot a magazine for the sale of 
Bibles and other religious books, and Mr. &. says that they thereby 
increased their opportunities for usefulness. ‘It is visited by a good 
many Turks attached to the government. The Seraskier himself 
has been to it, and purchased a copy of all the books. It has dis- 
appointed us that you have sent us no more Turkish Scriptures. 
We could have disposed of a considerable number of Bibles at 
good prices. Please send us twenty Turkish Bibles and a few 
‘Testaments. We are out of Arabic Bibles; will you send us one 
hundred copies ?” 

Missionary operations have been much disturbed in Syria by the 
civil wars that have raged on Mount Lebanon during the past year. 
These things we must expect in such ill-governed countries ; but 
still there is no ground for discouragement. The walls of the spi- 
ritual Jerusalem will be built in troublous times. Our hope and 
faith are in God, and not in human wisdom. 

August 11.—Have forwarded another supply of Armeno-Turkish 
Scriptures to Constantinople. Have given a quantity also to an 
agent to be taken into the interior of Asia Minor. We have long 
mourned that so few of our books find their way thither, owing 
principally to ecclesiastical opposition. We have determined, there- 
fore, by means of a native agency, to endeavour to accomplish what 
we have been prevented from doing directly. The Missionaries of 
the American Board here take the lead in this matter, and furnish 
the agent largely with their publications. 

August 25.—Forwarded to Constantinople two hundred and ten 
copies of Armenian and Armeno-Turkish Scriptures. 

August 26 —Have ordered a supply of Armeno-Turkish Scrip- 
tures to be sent to Mr. Whiting at Jerusalem, 

August 27.—Left Smyrna at 4 o’clock, P. M. with Mr. Adger, in 
the Austrian steamer for Constantinople. Mr. and Mrs. Ladd are 
with us. They are on their way to Broosa, to be associated with 
Mr. Schneider in the Missionary work there, having given up Cy- 
prus, where they have laboured several years. Soon after reaching 
Smyrna their little boy fell ill, and in a few weeks died. This is 
the second time that these parents have been written childless on 
missionary ground, The consolations of God, however, abound to 
them. 

August 29.—Arrived at Constantinople, and hada happy meeting 
with the brethren, including Mr. Schauffler, who has just returned 
from Vienna after a three years’ absence. The work of the Lord 
continues among the Armenians. There is little open hostility. The 
Scriptures find a freer circulation among them than ever. 

Mr. Schauffler has brought with him six hundred copies of the 
Hebrew-Spanish Old Testament, bound in two volumes, for the dis- 
tribution of which we are now to make arrangements. 5; 

September 1--The New Testament and Psalms in German, 
which we have been printing in Austria for the Protestants in 
that empire, are at last complete. So great is the desire to obtain 
this work, that long before the edition was out of the press, calls 
came in from all quarters for a share of it. The prospect is thatthe 
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whole edition of two thousand copies will soon be sold, and ano- 
ther demanded. The vice-queen of Hungary has requested a por- 
tion for distribution among the Germans in Hungary, This excel- 
lent woman is ready to every good work, and receives with open 
arms all who love the Lord Jesus Christ. She invites to her apart- 
ments even the poorest of the diseiples, and salutes them, after the 
German custom, with a kiss. Mr, and Mrs. Schauffler, from whom 
I obtain the above information, had much intercourse with her, and 
received from her special tokens of affection, and of the interest 
she felt in the work in which they are engaged.

More Extracts from those pastors and peopie in Russia whe 
have received the Scriptures through the American Bible Society.

Piuustrer Parsonage in Liefland, Feb. 3, 1842. 
Rev. Sir, 

It is with true joy I approach you, to express my thankfulness 
for the costly pearls of the word of God which you kindly sent me 
in the name of the American Bible Society. May the Lord bless 
these charitable hearts as he has blessed your gift. You sent mein 
the first place two hundred copies, and to my father one hundred 
and fifty copies, of the Reval Esthonian New Testament, with a 
letter dated 16th July. On the 5th October I gave away to ‘poor fa- 
milies and widows fifty-eight copies, which I handed to them from 
the altar in the church, and it made a deep impression on the con- 
gregation, that the dear brethren in North America, from whom 
we had already some years ago received one hundred copies of the 
New Testament quite gratuitously, had notwithstanding again 
thought of us, and had again, from their rich household store 
presented them again with the bread of life in due season. Yes, 
it was in due season; for while our country was visited by creat 
seantiness of crops ; while two districts of our government had suf- 
fered themselves to be stirred into commotion by lying, seditious 
persons, and, together with their native country, were ready if re- 
quired, to deny the religion of their forefathers—all with us remain- 
ed, through the overflowing grace of God, perfectly quiet—and the 
word of God, which for greater convenience in selling I sent to the 
school-houses and the homes of the people, was quickly disposed of. 
so that it was evident “the Lord had sent a hungering upon the 
land.” With the aid of our own Bible Society, which is aot ey 
rich, I had hitherto sold the New Testaments at one Rouble ten 
Copecs Banco. Now, as your first supply, at eighty Copecs Banco 
was very soon all sold, and the schoolmaster informed me that 
applicants were still on the list, I thought it my duty to avail 
myself of this hungering, and sold the New Testaments to our 
Society, so long as inquiries were made for them, also at eighty 
Copecs Banco, Having, in this manner, got off above one hun- 
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dred copies, I learnt that another kind supply from you had arrived 
in aneighbouring town. I could notat first give credit to it, since I 
had received no advice from you, but it soon appeared that you had 
in reality sent me a fresh supply of one hundred copies. In the 
commencement of the sales of these, I was particular in letting only 
fathers of families and mothers have any books; but when I began 
to sell my own stock of Scriptures at 80 Copecs Banco, I extended 
the benefit of the reduced price to unmarried persons also, and was 
obliged at last to go on so in order to avoid confusion. 

There have been, therefore, distributed here during this year, three 
hundred and twenty-five copies of the New Testament by sale; and 
ninety-eight copies as presents; at the same time that our Society 
distributes annually about forty copies as presents to the children. 
Besides that, there have been distributed, 


14 Ksthonian Bibles, 10 German ‘New Testaments, - 
5 German Bibles, 1 Russian New Testament, 
1 Russian Bible, ; 1 Polish New Testament. 


Together, therefore, four hundred and fifty-five copies of Scriptures, 
to which must be added also fourteen Psalters. 

That the Word has been so circulated, we are indebted princi- 
pally to the North American Society, whom the Lord has moved to 
this deed of charity—may He recompense it to the Society a hun- 
dred fold. My father has, I presume, already remitted you 
the sum of 180 Roubles in Bo. Notes, in my name, which is the 
amount of three-fourths of the total supply of three hundred copies 
to me, at eighty Copecs Banco per copy. I cannot now press you 
particularly for a fresh supply, since of the last sent me there re- 
main about fifty copies on hand, and the sale of them is almost at a 
stand; but I must the more beg of you to attend to the request of 
my neighbours. Pastor Schnell, of Gross N. Johannes, who wrote 
to you in August or September of last year for New Testaments, 
but has hitherto received none. Would you also, some time hence, 
send me some more. I should feel grateful to you. 

And now may the faithful Lord bless you in your work, and 
grant to the American Bible Society in humility to see much glori- 
ous fruit. Include in your prayers to the Lord also,

Great Sr. Joun’s Parsonage, August 11th, 1841. 


Honourep Sir anp Pastor, 


Through Pastor Mickwitz, of Pillistfer, I have learned how will- 
ing you are to furnish our poor country people with the Word of 
Salvation at cheap prices or as presents, to console and strengthen 
them in their straitened circumstances, for which consolation they 
long very much. I therefore likewise take the liberty of turning with 
my request to you, and hope not in vain. My parish lies between 
Fellin and Pillistfer, is very extensive, contains nearly ten thou- 
sand souls, of which many live in the forests in miserable huts, and 
are not able to earn enough to provide themselves with the books 
they need for their edification. During eighteen years I have annu- 
ally distributed, on an average, twenty-five copies, and sold above 
fifty of the New Testament, sometimes more, sometimes less, I 
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cannot exactly say—-and notwithstanding this, on a late inquiry, 
several hundred families were found destitute of this heavenly trea- 
sure—of these, it is true, a few have again been supplied, but still 
many are thirsting for them. Under these circumstances, the com- 
munication of Pastor Mickwitz was very welcome, and in joyful 
expectation I seized the pen to write these lines——to lay this before 
you, and to request you to have the goodness to let me have one 
hundred copies of the Reval New Testament, on the same condi- 
tions as my brother Mickwitz—-and if more, the more thankful— 
the more good may be done.

Through my dear cousin, Pastor Mickwitz, of Pillistfer, I learn 
that you are willing to alleviate the bodily and spiritual wants 
of our poor country people, which is very great at present, by 
supplying them with the word of God, for who knows not that the 
spiritual bread, when it reaches the heart, diminishes also the 
wants of the body. : 

Now in thanking you in the name of the Lord, who hath said he 
will not forget the cup of water given to one of his least brethren, 
I would beg of you, though a stranger, on behalf of the thirsty 
among the eleven thousand souls confided to my charge, for the 
healing water of life, that their thirst may be at least in part allayed. 

I cannot, however, help frankly confessing to you, that I have re- 
ceived already, through the christian hand of dear Pastor Bown, in 
Petersburg, two hundred copies of the Dorpat Esthonian New Tes- 
tament. This was two years ago—and, considering the great need 
of my, parishioners, if | again take the liberty to request the same 
number, it still remains with you to decide whether you are able to 
grant my request. To this request I feel myself particularly moved, 
now that our poor country people are in danger of being deprived of 
what they valued ihe most, their Evangelical Lutheran faith. It is 
now, therefore, above all necessary, that the pure word of God be 
plentifully diffused among the people, and that, independently of the 
preaching of the word from the pulpit on the Sabbath, they be, in 
private meetings for the purpose of religious instruction and edifica- 
tion, directed to the only foundation which is laid in Christ Jesus 
that they may evermore grow in Him, and learn to give a reason 
for their precious faith, which Satan is so deceitfully attempting to. 
deprive them of by temporal promises. On this account I beg of 
you, dear brother in the Lord, to send as much of the living bread 
as you are able. 

And now, I bid you a hearty farewell, and include me, an unwor- 
thy servant, and my beloved congregation in your prayers—as I do 
sincerely pray for you.

Weare hastening to the close of another year, when it again be- 
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comes my duty to render a report and an account of the distribution 
of the Scriptures. 

_ As to the report—I am this year nearly deprived of communica- 
tions from the Pastors who have attended to the distribution of the 
Scriptures among their flocks. Only one communication of a peculi- 
arly interesting nature was addressed to me from one congregation, 
namely, that the distribution of the word among them had been es- 
pecially blessed, and through its power they had been led to forma 
Bible Society, which was done in two hours. In other congregations 
the desire has been likewise expressed, But this I can tell you, 
that in general wherever the Word of Life is distributed among the 
Esthonians, hundreds of them receive the New Testament with 
tears in their eyes, and kiss the book for very joy. 

The poor Esthonians hunger after the Bread of Life, and it is la- 
mentable that many of the clergy do not meet this longing by de- 
voting themselves heartily to the work. Continue, my dear friends, 
to interest yourself on behalf of the Esthonians, for here you sow 
on ground which will bring forth fruit a hundred fold.

Evangelical Lutheran Pastor at St, Simonis, in Esthonia, 
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Exiract of a letter from the Rev. James M’Elroy, General 
Agent of the Bible Society ef Virginia, wnder date of Fe- 
bruary 23. 


I have lately travelled extensively and laboured in our lower coun- 
ties, but in no part of the country are our pecuniary embarrassments 
more keenly felt and moneys more scarce. We have usually derived 
the greater part of our resources from that portion of the State, and 
any disappointment from that quarter is not a little disconcerting 
and harassing. At the same time there is no part, east or west, into 
which I penetrate, that I do not meet with very striking and cheer- 
ing instances of the power of the Bible, even when alone, to en- 
lighten and convert. While in Norfolk I spent an evening, by invi- 
tation, with a pious captain on board of a ship of war. I had the 
thrilling pleasure of seeing a large company of the seamen, seated 
and standing, listening to the Bible’s being read by a brother tar, 
while their messmates were devoting their leisure time to recrea- 
tion. I asked the captain if he knew of any decided instance in 
which the Bible, and the Bible only, led to the reformation and con- 
version of a bold and wicked seaman. “Yes,” said he; “Tom 
-—— was the most degraded sailor I ever knew, and yet one of the 
bravest men we had in the Navy. He distinguished himself in two 
of the severest actions fought during the late war; but he was so 
intemperate that he was often punished ; and I could have wished 
to spare him, but the discipline of the ship would not allow that he 
should be passed by. He was, however, repeatedly screened from 
the notice of the officers, and yet scarcely a week passed that the 
poor fellow did not get his dozen. At length Tom thought he had 
exposed himself often enough to punishment, and that it was time 
he should reform. He called upon a pious officer, stated his feelings 
and asked for a Bible. For weeks, to the surprise of the crew and 
officers, Tom was a sober man, and whenever he had time was 
reading his Bible. He soon professed himself a christian, and for’ 
many years has sustained an exemplary character. He is still in the 
service and universally respected. If there is an humble, praying 
christian, devoted to the service of the Saviour, and anxious for the 
conversion of sinners, Tom —— is that man,” the captain added 
with emphasis and the deepest feeling. I was happy to learn 
from this officer, that the late order of the Secretary of the Navy in 
reference to the supply of our ships of war with the Holy Scriptures 
is punctually and faithfully complied with. Having occupied most 
of the pulpits of Norfolk and Portsmouth in behalf of the Society, 
I passed up to Gloucester to spend the first Sunday in the year with 
a devoted friend of our cause, the Rector of ——. As we talked to- 
gether of the blessed work of giving to the destitute and perishing 
the Holy Bible, he narrated an instance of the power of the Bible 
that had come under his own observation. While Rector of a Cit 
Church he was made acquainted with the case of a poor English- 
man who was dying in the deepest poverty. Hecalled to ascertain 
the circumstances of this individual, and found him far gone in con- 
sumption, with an interesting wife, and without a shilling. The 
wife was ashamed to beg, and they had both suffered, to a most 
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painful degree, from cold and hunger. Their present wants were 
supplied; but when the clergyman again returned, the poor stran- 
ger observed to him “that he supposed he was not entitled to the 
charities of the parish.” ‘ Why ?” asked the minister. ‘‘ Why, 
sir,” he replied, “Iam not a christian. I am by trade a printer, and 
spent many years in a London publishing-house, where I had 
abundant opportunity of reading the works of such men as Boling- 
broke and Tom Paine. I have fully imbibed their sentiments. Ihave 
also read much in behalf of the inspiration of the Bible, and am so 
fully persuaded it is not divine, that it would be utterly useless to 
trouble me upon the subject. I have but a short time to live, and 
feel perfect peace with my views. I state this for two purposes, viz. 
to show you I am not of the number for whom your charities are in- 
tended, and to respectfully decline your attendance as a minister of 
religion.” “TI assured him,” added the clergyman, “that our reli- 
gion did include him in its charities, and though he should refuse to 
see me as a clergyman, he might as a friend, who would be happy 
to see that his wants were supplied.” He thanked me. I then asked 
him if he had ever read the Bible itself. He saidno. I suggested 
that as he had never read it, and as he was much alone, he might 
find it interesting. He said he had no objection to read it, but res- 
pectfully declined any conversation with me upon the subject. “I 
had furnished myself at the Depository of our Bible Society with a 
Bible,” added my friend, “and I left it with him. The man occu- 
pied my thoughts all the way home. He had a candour and intelli- 
gence that greatly interested me, and I prayed most fervently that 
God would open his eyes to see wondrous things out of his law. I 
continued to visit him, but never spoke to him upon the subject of 
religion, until I found him one day in tears. The Bible lay open 
before him, and the moment I entered the room he exclaimed, ‘O 
sir, | ama miserable sinner. This book has convinced me that it is 
divine. I deeply feel my presumption and impiety. O sir, is there 
any hope for such a wretch as I am? he cried, and begged me to 
explain to him the Gospel, and to pray with him. In the course of 
a few days he found peace with God, through the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and in his whole demeanour gave the most grateful and satisfac- 
tory evidence of having experienced the renewing influences of the 
Spirit, and passed from death unto life. He had lain the whole day 
of the evening upon which he died in stupor; seemed insensible to 
the presence of even his devoted wife. I approached and spoke to 
him, but I saw no appearance that he recognized me. As I sat by 
his bed-side, I thought of the anecdote of Bishop Beveridge—how 
that in his advanced age and long confinement he had forgotten his 
dearest friends and even his aged wife; but when asked if he knew 
Jesus, he replied ‘yes; he had known him so many years, that he 
had been his unwavering friend in all his trials—would be his 
friend in death and throughout eternity.’ I requested this dying 
man, if he knew Jesus, and bad his presence, to give us some 
sign. He immediately opened his eyes and lifted his arm. But it 
fell back the same moment, and he ceased to breathe. His soul 
departed as he confessed Jesus and him crucified.” My friend has 
never doubted that this poor and forlorn stranger had, through 
the agency of that Bible, found Christ, and that he is now with 
the redeemed and sanctified above.

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SEMI-ANNUAL MEETING. 


This meeting, the first of the kind, was held at the Wesley Cha- 
pel, Cincinnati, Ohio, onthe Ist inst. The chair was taken at ten 
o’clock, A. M. by the Hon. John M’Lean, Justice of the U. States’ 
Court, one of the Vice-Presidents of the Society, supported by 
Vice-President D. B. Douglass, Esq. President of Kenyon Col- 
lege. The meeting was opened with the reading of the nineteenth 
Psalm and prayer by the Right Rev. Bishop Smith, of Ken- 
tucky. After a short and pertinent address from the chair, the Cor- 
responding Secretary, Rev. Mr. Brigham, read the following letter 
from Rev.’ Dr. Milnor, of New-York. 


St. George’s Rectory, New-York, October 20, 1843. 


REV. AND DEAR SIR :)' t mater 
You may be assured that the impracticability of my accompa- 


nying you to Cincinnati is to me a subject of most sincere regret. 
Concurring, as I did, heartily in the expediency of the interesting 
' measure of holding a special meeting of our noble Institution in 
that region, and having been honoured as one of its delegates in con- 
nection with a particular duty of an important character, my dis- 
appointment is only alleviated by the persuasion that there will be 
no want of far better counsellors than myself in the general trans- 
actions of your meeting, and that the performance of the special 
duty referred to, by my learned and respected alternate, will afford 
the assemblage no reason to regret my absence, which J trust will, 
by none, be attributed either to any diminution of interest in the 
cause, or reluctance in the most public manner to avow my most 


earnest desires for its promotion. 
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However smull the measure of my past efforts, the retrospect of 
thirty years’ engagement in the werk, twenty-seven of them in im- 
mediate connection with the American Bible Society, is among the 
highest satisfaetion of my now declining years. . 

It was under the auspices and at the solicitation of my late ven- 
erable friend, Bishop White, of Pennsylvania, that I first united, in 
my native city, with the Bible Society, over which he presided with 
so much dignity and devotion until his Jamented death. On my 
removal to New-York, a few months after the formation of the Na- 
tional Institution, one of the earliest duties of my new residence 
was to tender my humble aid in the advancement of the glorious 
cause through this great instrumentality. 

I now bless God that he has allowed me for so Iong a period to 
be a witness of the delightful harmony with which its proceedings 
have been conducted, and the ever widening scope of its salutary 
influence; and to unite in the inspiring hopes of its friends for its 
becoming in future years a still greater blessing to our beloved 
country and to the destitute in foreign lands. 

If there were sufficient reasons for the organization of this plan 
by the Parent Society in England, (and the great Author of the 
Bible by vouchsafing a most abundant blessing upon its measures, 
I feel assured, has sanctioned such a:conclusion;) we have the like 
reason to believe, that his Providence and Spirit led to our follow- 
ing their good example; and that in contributing the most vigorous 
efforts for.continuing and extending the work, we are acting in con- 
formity to his holy will, and acceptably promoting his designs of 
mercy.to our fallen world. Never were the signs of the times more 
indicative of the necessity of more labour, and prayer, and pecuniary 
means for carrying forward our hallowed undertaking. The dis- 
honour done to the Book of God, by putting an uncertain tradition 
upon a level with it as a rule of faith, is no longer confined, to the 
corrupt church which has so long been guilty of that erying sin; 
individuals of other communions not hesitating to embiace the 
same ruinous error. 

One of the most effectual methods of counteracting this impious 
treatment of God’s merciful revelation wherever it may obtain, is 
the universal circulation of that blessed book, which is its own best 
witness, and wherever read with prayer, for the light of the Holy 
Spirit in its perusal, will establish its claim as the only and exclu- 
sive test of christian faith and practiee. 

May the Lord be with you in your coming deliberations, and 
shed on all your minds the enlightening influences of his grace. 

With my earnest prayers for the happiest results to your meet- 
ing, | am, reverend and dear sir, your faithful friend and brother 
in Christ.

The Dissertation assigned by the Board was then delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. Spring of New-York. Although it was long, it was lis- 
tened to with intense interest to the end, and made every hearer 
feel the unutterable importance of the Bible, and the Bible alone, 
as the Rule of our Religious Faith and Practice. 


After a benediction the meeting adjourned until two P. M. 
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When the hour of adjournment arrived, the chair was taken by 
President Douglass, of Kenyon College. After prayer by the Rev. 
Dr, Wilson of Cincinnati, Delegates from Auxiliaries were called on 
to present their credentials. A list was then made of about one hun- 
dred names, besides many letters from Auxiliaries, giving minute 
information of their condition, but which, from various causes, were 
not able to send delegates in person. 

The delegates present, beginning with Ohio, were then called 
upon to give an account of the situation and prospects of their re- 
spective Societies. Many of these accounts were highly interest- 
ing, showing that in some counties all the destitute had been sup- 
plied, their debt for books paid, and a stock provided for future 
wants, Other Auxiliaries reported the supply as now in progress, 
and others that they were in a low condition, but were resolved to 
enter on the work of procuring and circulating the Scriptures with 
a new vigour. rien 

When these statements from delegates had closed, the agents of 
the Society at the West, Rev. Messrs. Sehon, Sheldon, Fitch, and 
Dr. Kain, presented a general view of the cause in their respective 
fields of labour, showing the difficulties which they had to encoun- 
ter in their work as well as the encouragements afforded them. 

At the close of this meeting of delegates, a committee of seven 
was appointed to consider and report, at a future meeting, upon the 
statements and proceedings of the afternoon session. 

The following Resolution was also moved by the Rev. Dr. 
Brooke, of Cincinnati, and seconded by the Rev. Dr. Junkin, Presi- 
dent of the Miami University. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting be presented to the 
Rev. Dr. Spring, for his Dissertation of this morning on the Rule 


of Faith, and that the Managers of the Society be requested to ob- 
tain from the reverend author the privilege of publishing the same 


in such form as they may deem expedient. 
This Resolution was unanimously adopted by rising. 


Closed with prayer by Dr. Beecher. 

At 7P.M.a large audience again assembled, the Hon. Judge 
M’Lean in the chair. The meeting was opened with prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Junkin. 

The Rev. E. S. Janes, M. D. Financial Secretary, (who acted 
as Recording Secretary through all the meetings,) then read the 
foliowing letters from the President of the Society and from the

My Brersren : fk 
‘Wf the infirmity incident to advanced age would permit, I should 

rejoice to decompany you in the proposed visitation to the Valley 

of the Mississippi. The arrangement prescribed by the Board of 

Managers, under which you proceed, Iam persuaded will commend 

itself to the approbation of our western brethren, and by the divine 

blessing be essentially conducive te the successful progress of evan- 
gelical truth. Neither the christian nor the patriot can contemplate 
that vast portion of the republic with indifference. Her own teem- 
ing population, continually augmented by emigration from other 

States, and by foreign accessions in great numbers, must ere long 

decide for weal or fdr woe the civil, if not the religious destiny of 

this great nation. A community composed of elements so diverse, 

must resort to a higher cause than worldly policy and the schemes 

of.individual ambition, if they would secure the permanent enjoy- 

ment of rational liberty and the favour of heaven. Nothing but the- 
unobstructed and universal circulation of the pure word of God, 

and its momentous truths impressed by Divine power on the con- 

sciences of men and on the heatts of the rising generation, can fur- 

nish an effectual guaranty to our freedom, or shield us from the 

worst species of tyranny or spiritual despotism. 

It is painful to observe, that in prosecuting the benevolent and 
sole object of the American Bible Society, less opposition is expe- 
rienced from avowed infidels than from those who claim to consti- 
tute the only true church of God. It is not wonderful that advan- 
tage should be taken of our free and indiscriminate toleration of all 
denominations, to extend, if possible, the lurid atmosphere of Ro- 
manism over a country blest with the genial influences of liberty 
‘and the religion of the Gospel—to engage for this purpose in polit- 
ical agitations—to oppose the introduction of the Holy Scriptures 
into our schools and among the laity at large, and to erect and mul- 
tiply, by the aid of foreign supplies, the various monuments of papal 
‘superstition, not only in the far west but in our principal cities, and 
even on the soil first planted by the persecuted sires of New Eng- 
Jand. No, all this is not wonderful, but certainly it would form a 
strange chapter in American annals if these attempts should suc- 
ceed—if the boasted light of the nineteenth century should be over- 
spread with the thick darkness of the sixteenth—a darkness which, 
by the grace of God, the intrepidity of one man dispelled in spite of 
the civil and ecclesiastical power of all Europe. It may be so; but 
assuredly it behoves patriots, philanthropists, and’ evangelical 
christians of every name to unite their counsels, efforts and prayers 
to avert the catastrophe. For without enumerating the arrogant and 
impious dogmas of the Vatican, suffice it to say, a general belief of 
papal authority to absolve men from their allegiance to the consti- 
tution, and from their oaths as electors, or as jurors and witnesses 
In courts of judicature, would render the preservation of a free gov- 
ernment absolutely impracticable—nay, the freedom for which our 
fathers fought and poured out their blood as water, would “pass 
away as a tale that is told.” But, blessed be God, the antidote to 
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all this evil is in our hands. If the discovery by Martin Luther of a 
Bible which lay neglected and covered with dust ina monastery, a 
book, which, though a monk and a priest, he had never before seen, 
much less perused, if this heaven-directed discovery became both 
the incipient and final cause of what-is emphatically styled the Re- 
formation, may we not confidently trust that the univERsaL circula- 
tion of the same BLEssev Book, through the facilities of the press. , 
and the prayers, of God’s people, will eventually render that refor- 
mation EQUALLY UNIVERSAL? It may be said, perhaps, that although | 
the usual adjuncts of Romanism, the Inquisition, with its dungeons 
and tortures, have here novexistence, yet emigrants from Europe, . 
long under papistical domination, may be deterred by the threats of 
their priests from accepting the sacred volume even asa gratuity. 
No doubt such threats may be employed, if for no other purpose to 
prevent an exposure of those mutilations of the sacred text by which 
their idolatries are upheld; still it is not in the nature of a human 
being to,remain for any length of time in abject submission, when 
fairly emancipated... Who then among the emigrants would refuse 
the richest gift ever bestowed on fallen man?, Not he who comes 
to us from the birth-place of the Reformation, the neble-minded 
German ; for however tredden down by oppression in his native 
land, there is a recuperative energy in the German temperament 
which must here soon elevate him to the condition of those of his 
countrymen who early preceded him, and are reckoned among our 
most valuable citizens. Nor would the buoyant and inquisitive spi- 
rit of the Frenchman permit him to linger in a state of vassalage 
after restraint is removed, nor suffer him to continue ignorant of 
the Bible when placed within his reach. Indeed all, it is believed, 
who have escaped from the bondage of a degrading superstition, 
and are now conscious} of their deliverance, will, when addressed 
with fraternal kindness, cheerfully receive the Scriptures of truth ; 
while all who are not ashamed of their Puritan or their English 
descent, can scarcely fail to appreciate that Holy Book, to whose 
benign influence may be attributed alike our national aggrandize- 
ment, our individual prosperity, and our hope of future blessedness. 
Go on, then, my highly-respected associates, in your hallowed 
enterprize, relying on the aid of a beneficent Providence, and the 
hearty co-operation of our Western Auxiliary Societies and fellow- 
citizens generally, and sustained by the animating prospect, that 
throughout that interesting portion of our country “the word of the 


Lord will have free course and be glorified.”

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The Corresponding Secretary then read the following ApsTRAcT: 

In the Society’s Annual Report of May last, it was stated that 
Autumnal Meetings, or Bible Society Conventions, would henceforth 
be held in different sections of the Union, West, South, East and 
North. It was subsequently determined by the Managers ,to hold the 
first meeting at Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 1st day.of November. The 
Rev. Dr. Milnor, of New-York, was appointed to deliver, at the 
time, a Dissertation on the “ Holy Scriptures as the Rule of Faith.” 
In case of failure, the Rev. Dr. Spring was to perform the same 
service as his alternate, For reasons communicated by Dr. Milnor 
in his letter, the duty of preparing and presenting the Dissertation 
has devolved on the alternate. _ G 

According to an intimation’ given in the Annual Report, some 
account will now be presented of the Society’s operations during 
the first part of the current year. This account, however, can ex- 
tend no farther than the Jst.of October. In the course of these five 
months there have been added twenty-one Auxiliary Societies, 
most of them County Societies, and in the Western States and 
Territories. 

* ee Receipts. 

During the first five months of the preceding year the amount of 
Receipts was $47,457 73. The amount for the same months the 
present Aear are $54,982 51, showing an increase of $7,524 78,

Distributions. 


& In the course of the first five months of the previous year, the 
number of Bibles and Testaments distributed was 112,512 copies. 
The issues of the same period for the current year are 157,532, 
showing an increase of 42,020 copies. How the receipts of money 
and the issues of books will compare, at the close of the entire 
year, time will determine. Much will depend, under Providence, 
upon those who are represented on this occasion. 

The American Bible Society has always before it two fields for 
its benevolent operations, the one domestic, the other foreign. In 
both of these fields there are strong, and, of late, growing claims. 
The Managers feel, however, that of the two, the home wants are 
to be the first subject of attention. They believe that if our belov- 
ed country is to retain its free institutions, it will be done in connec-- 
tion with a wide, unrestricted circulation and perusal of the word 
of God; that if it is. to be corrupted and morally conformed to 
Southern Europe. and. Southern America, it will be done by sup- 
pressing, as is there. done, that sacred valume, and leaving men to: 
learn their duty, from oral-teaching and blind tradition. Recent cir- 
cumstances have led,th#m to be more solicitous than ever lest the 
latter modes of.instruction prevail among us to a hazardous extent. 
They cannot but feel an irrepressible anxiety for those wide-spread, 
fertile States of the West, where so many of our fellow-beings are 
to live and prepare for the retributions of the coming world. At the 
beginning of the present year they determined to turn their atten- 
tion more than formerly. to this section of the land. The meeting 
to-day is the result of that.determination. The theme assigned for 
the public, Dissertation is one.to. whieh they wished, if possible, to 
engage the attention of every Western Protestant mind. They de- 
sire it to be settled, once, and, for ever, that throughout this Valley 
the Holy Scriptures, without note or comment, are.to, be the rule of i 
religious faith and practice. , 

They have also taken pains to prepare a good supply: of'French': 
and German Scriptures, and are happy: to. find the present year an 
unusual demand for them, particularly- for the German. To one 
point in Ohio they have already sent a second supply since Ma}.. 
Yo another point they have sent five hundred French Bibles on ap- 
plication, and are told that others will soon be wanted. Several ap- 
plications have been made for Welsh Scriptures, and in two instan- 
ces have been called for in the Danish tongue, to supply emigrants 
from Norway. 

Evidence the most clear and affecting comes from every portion 
of the Western and Southwestern States, that a great destitution of: 
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the word prevails. Several counties have been explored, which 
show that one family in four are without the Bible, (in one in- 
stance oné in three,) and it is believed by those who have paid most 
attention to the subject, that if every household in the thirteen West- 
ern States and Territories were examined to-day, there would be 
found at least one family in six living without that inspired directory. 

This is a matter, all will admit, which demands attention now, 
before men have been taught to reject as well as neglect the Bible. 

But how shall these destitute be supplied? This is the practical 
question.. Many of those destitute would be willing to purchase 
the Scriptures if brought within their reach, and many others are 
now eager to obtain them, but have not the means, nor do they 
know where they could be procured if means were at hand. Again 
and again, since last May, have applications been made from these 
States for the Scriptures for Sunday-schools, and nearly as often have 
requests come from those engaged in Traet and Book distributions, 
while settled pastors and missionaries are every month, when the 
Board meet, applying for their destitute charges. 

After having looked at every method for supplying these wants, 
the Board are persuaded that the best of all methods is to supply 
them through local Bible Societies. Could they all be led, as some 
are, to make steady, persevering exertion from year to year; could 
every county in those States havea Bible Society, with a small regu- 
larly supplied depository, under charge of a conscientious committee ; 
could it frequently be made known from the pulpit and school- 
house where those books could be found, and on what terms, many, 
very many, it is beHeved, now destitute, would soon be supplied. 

Is it said that many of these local Societies would be unable to 
purchase so many books as would be required in these localities? # 

The following resolution, recently sent to the American Tract 
Society, on application for Bibles for its colporteurs or distributers, 
will show how such cases are regarded by the conductors of the 
American Bible Society : 

Resolved, That the Auxiliaries be requested to place in the hands 
of the Colporteurs. of the American Tract Society, upon the applica- 
tion of such Colporteurs, Bibles and Testaments for distribution ag 
far as the Auxiliaries may think it necessary; and if to accomplish 
this the Auxiliaries should need the aid of the Parent Society, such 


aid will be cheerfully granted as soon as their wants shall be made 
known, 


The provision thus held forth to these Tract distributors would 
be as cheerfully extended to Sunday-schools and mission churches, 
if sought through the same channel, the local Bible Society within 
whose bounds these books are wanted. 
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Were a vigorous effort made by all the Auxiliaries tu see every 
biblical want’ met, within their respective’ limits, many would find 
that they could, unaided, supply all demands, and others would find, 
that, with the promised aid of the Parent Society, they too could do 
the same. Let the effort then be made in each county, to furnish the 
Bible, in some way, to all who may need it for schools, for Tract 
distributors, for boatmen, for emigrants, for all who may be in want 
of its light. Let a Bible depository be deemed as essential toa 
county as a court-house, or any other object designed for the public 
good. 

Is it said that such an encouragement of aid to the needy counties © 
would make a heavy draught upon the Parent Institution, This is 
anticipated ; and it is the design of this Institution to call continu-, 
ally and urgently upon those who havea surplus of means, to fur- 
nish them, that books may be procured for all who need. The duty 
to supply our own country with the Bible is so clear, that the above 
encouragement is held out, with a depository well nigh exhausted, 
and nothing in the treasury. Still let calls be made for books in the 
way mentioned ; let the friends of the Bible hear of them; and let it 
be seen whether they will be disregarded. 

To replenish the depository, and put it in a condition to issue 
books to Auxiliaries on short credit, when necessary, and to furnish 
them gratuitously to those who cannot purchase, there is need at this 
time of $40,000 more than the Board has at command. To raise 
this sum an appeal has just been made to benevolent individuals in 
New-York city, and it is designed to extend the appeal to the more 
able of the Auxiliaries and friends in the country. Pains will also 
be taken to induce those Auxiliaries indebted for books, to make 
early payment where they can, that the Managers may have means 
for prosecuting their work successfully. 

The cause at home is greatly retarded, and has been for years, on 
account of the limited capital placed in the hands of the Board. The 
\ stock of books in the depository must be enlarged one half at least, 
or the exigencies of the country cannot be met. 


The Foreign Field. 


To Texas have been granted on request, since last May, two lots 
of books, 400 in number, and an additional supply has recently been 
called for. 

To St. Thomas, Hayti, and St. Croix, other grants have also 
been made, the last to supply slaves, as were 1000 copies the pre- 
vious year. 

To Mexico have been sent on request, 1000 Spanish Testaments, 
to be distributed by an agent of the British and Foreign B. Society. 
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To the west coast of Africa have been sent 200 Bibles and Tes- 
taments on request of Walter Lowrie, Esq. for distribution among 
seamen, and among the larger pupils of the mission school. 


Printing the Scriptures abroad. 


The American Bible Society has long been in the practice of 
furnishing funds to publish the Scriptures in foreign fields by aid 
of Missionaries and others in whom they had confidence. When 
the Board had ascertained the amount wanted for the coming year, 
they have usually made appropriations to meet their wants, depend- 
ing on the Auxiliaries to furnish the funds which might be re- 
fiieell The Board have been so often disappointed in relation to 
those needed funds, and have consequently disappointed those to 
whom aiid had’been, ina measure, promised, ‘that they have, for this 
year, determined ‘to Heke no appropriations in advance. They can- 
not but state, however, what those wants are in the foreign field, 
and they cave it to Auxiliaries and friends to furnish the means 
meeting them, if possible, and with the assurance that they shall be 
faithfully folwarded to those who are ready to use them 1 m Prepar- 
ing the Scriptures abroad. 

From correspondence and inquiry they have learned that the fol- 
lowing sums will be wanted, as soon as they can be remitted:

While the Managers then are pyatefal ion the means furnished 
them the past year, and for the good beginning made the present. 
year, it will be seen that the demands on them increase more rapid- 
ly than their income. Tn addition to what may be expected to arise 
from the sale of books, they will need, as stated above, $40, 600 to 
enable them to prosecute their home operations as the circum- 
stances of the country require, and $27,500 to meet the most urgent 
of the calls from abroad. Can these, and shall these wants be met 2 
The Report of May next, near at hand, will answer this question. 
May it furnish an Satie response. 

The above abstract being read, the following resolution was mov- 
ed and supported by the Rev. Dr. Mowlivsen of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and President of Augusta College, Ky.

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and practice, it 1s of the highest importance that every family be 
furnished with, at least, one copy. 


The Rev. Dr. Jackson of the Protestant Episcopal Church, of 
Louisville, then moved the following resolution, and accompanied’ 
it with an address. 


Resolved, That as the Bible is infinitely the wisest and best of 
all books, it must, beyond all others, interest and profit the read- 
er who comes to its perusal with a docile heart and persevering

The following resolution was then moved by the Rev. Dr. Beech-:

Resolved, That to withhold the Bible from the common people, 
and leave them to learn its contents from the lips of the ministry, , 
is more absurd and dangerous than would be the practice of plac-. 
ing the Constitution of our country in the hands of office-bearers 
to be expounded as their judgment or interest might dictate. 


These addresses were all clear, eloquent and touching, and made 
an impression upon the audience which will not soon be effaced. 

On Thursday, 9 A. M. the delegates again assembled according 
to adjournment, Judge M’Lean in thechair. The meeting was then 
opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Humphry of Louisville. The: 
committee appointed to consider the communicatiens of the dele- 
gates the: previous day, submitted their report through the chair- | 
man, Rev. Mr. Mills of Cincinnati. After being tead and then ex- 
amined in detail, and some modifications made, it was adopted in 
the following form: 


Report of the Committee of Seven. 


From the statements and written reports made by the delegates 
attending the first semi-annual meeting of the American Bible So- 
ciety, it appears that in many parts of the West and South-west 
auxiliary Societies have been established ; a large number of Bibles 
and Testaments have been sold, or gratuitously distributed ; and 
from a few Societies considerable donations have been forwarded 
to the Parent Institution. A number of Auxiliaries have, however, 
ceased to exist; others operate slowly and feebly, and some are in- 
debted to the Parent Society for books received on credit. What 
has been accomplished, calls, for gratitude to Almighty God, and 
affords the strongest encouragement for .more extensive efforts. 
Such efforts are most imperiously demanded by the paramount im- 
portance of the Bible, as showing the only. way of salvation, and 
affording the means of preserving our civil liberties and social bless- 
ings unimpaired; by the constant augmentation of our population, 
by natural increase and immigration, requiring not only to be sup- 
plied in the, first instance, but to be resupplied every few years ; 
and by unwearied exertions that are made to diffuse error and infi- 
delity through our land. 

_As the result of our deliberations, we present to the public the 
following resolutions : if 
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1. That while we acknowledge with gratitude the liberality of 
our Eastern brethren, afforded through the American Bible Society, 
and trust that their benefactions will be continued as our necessi- 
ties may demand, we would impress upon the people of the West, ' 
particularly in the older and more settled parts, their responsibilities 
to supply their own destitutions; and we ‘trust the day is not dis- 
tant when the amount which has been loaned us will be more than 
returned to supply those who are still unblessed with the word 
of life. 

2. That while the wants of our country are great and pressing, 
and our exertions to supply them should be unceasing, owr obliga- 
tions can be fulfilled by nothing less than the effort to give the 
Bible to the whole world. 2 

3. That the measures of the American Bible Society have been 
such as to entitle it to the entire confidence of the christian com- 
munity, and that united and vigorous efforts should immediately 
be made to resuscitate old auxiliary Societies, invigorate feeble ones, 
and form new ones where it is practicable, till the energies of our 
whole country shall be enlisted in this glorious work. 

4, That the influence of the ministry of the Gospel is highly im- 
portant in furthering this great work, and that it be requested of 
every pastor to bring the cause of the Bible at least once a year be- 
fore his people in some form, and raise a collection in aid of its 
funds ; and that it be recommended to Agents of the American 
Bible Society and officers of Auxiliaries to confer frequently with 
said pastors in relation to the object of this resolution, and aid them, 
as far as practicable, in its execution. 

5. That while it is highly desirable that the pastors of churches 
should attend to this department of benevolent effort so as to su- 
persede the necessity for travelling Agents, yet in the present un- 
settled and growing condition of the country such agencies are es- 
sential, and that the Board of Managers be requested to keep up an 
efficient system till such an interest shall be awakened in the pub- 
lic mind that it shall be no longer needed. ; 

6. That an efficient system of colportage is essential to a thorough 
distribution of the sacred word, and that it be recommended to all 
Auxiliary Societies to establish such a system, either voluntary or 
otherwise, and prosecute it till every family is supplied. 

7. That we highly approve the plan of the American Bible So- 
ciety in holding semi-annual meetings in different sections of the 
country ; and trust the beneficial results of this meeting will be such 
as to warrant the holding of similar ones till our country and the 
world shall be filled with the word of life. 

8. That a committee of five be appointed to prepare an address 
to the public, setting forth the considerations connected with this 
cause, which shall be calculated to excite a deep interest in its be- 
half, and that they have their report printed, as far as possible, in 
all the newspapers of the West. 

Hon. Judge McLane, Rev. Dr. Brooks, Rev. Dr. Wilson, Rev, 
Professor Stow, and the Rev. Mr. Hamline, were chosen on this 
committee. Their address will be looked for with interest. ‘ 

This report being adopted, and a Committee chosen to address the 
Auxiliaries at the West, the Convention was about to close, when 
a resolution was introduced by one of the delegates, urging the 
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Auxiliaries at the South to furnish the Scriptures to their slave 
population as well as to white families. The resolution was fol- 
lowed by an earnest address on the part of the mover. Others who 
sympathised with him in his views expressed also their sentiments. 
On the other hand, two or three who had been .or were now resi- 
dents at the South, assured those who had spoken in support of the 
resolution, that they misapprehended and misrepresented the state 
of things in that quarter; that they knew of no laws which forbid 
the population in question, as stated, from having the Scriptures, 
and that they knew of many instances where they did read them, 
with the full consent of those whom they served. On the part of 
the American Bible Society it was stated that the Auxiliaries were, 
in a great measure, independent organizations ; that they purchased 
the Scriptures and distributed them everywhere as they judged 
proper, the Parent Society having often and sincerely expressed a 
desire that they might be given to all who were destitute and able to 
read. That Society had once undertaken, with the co-operation of the 
Auxiliaries, to supply every destitute family in the land with the 
Bible, and subsequently to supply every destitute child between eight 
and fifteen, which could read, with the New Testament. As the 
ground proposed to be reached by this resolution had already been 
covered by previous ones, it did not seem, to the Convention, neces- 
sary or proper for this body to adopt it. It was therefore rejected, 
the mover and five others having the privilege of recording their 
names in its favour. 

After a solemn and appropriate prayer by the Rev. Dr. Brooke, 
the Convention was dissolved, every member, it is believed, feeling 
that they had not assembled in vain, but that good, lasting good, 
would result to the cause of the Bible in the West.

Books on credit. 


The Auxiliaries have often been reminded of the difficulty which 
the Parent Society has in furnishing books on long credit. The 
capital at command of the Board is always very limited, and when 
it consists extensively in books held by local Societies there is 
little left to prepare a new stock. A credit of a few months is cheer- 
fully given. If books are then paid for, the Society’s work goes on 
well: if not then paid for, the whole concern suffers. Will those 
who may read this statement, inquire how it is with the Auxilia- 
ries with which they are respectively connected 2 How much does 
each one owe for books? How long has the debt been standing 2 
What measures are in train to secure an early payment? Great 
good will result from such inquiries faithfully made. 


A mode of selling Books. 

Cannot each Auxiliary look around and find here and there a 
merchant or shop-keeper who will take a few Bibles, sell them 
without profit, and return the proceeds to the treasury? The Bible 
‘thus sold, at low price, would often, it is believed, find its way into 
dwellings where it is greatly needed. 


The Bible in Steam-boats. 


Nothing is more gratifying to the serious traveller than to find, 
of late, so many steam-boats (thanks to the Young Men’s Bible 
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Societies) whose cabins are furnished with the sacred volume. It 
is gratifying also to see how extensively these sacred volumes are 
read by passengers, and how frequently the friends of the Bible are 
thus united to each other. See a man or woman sit down and se- 
riously peruse the word of God, and there is little hazard in culti- 
vating the acquaintance of such an one—you have probably found 
one who belongs to the fold of the Great Shepherd, or who is in- 
quiring the way thither. 


Bible in Hotels. 

Equally gratifying is it to find, in some public houses, the Bible 
on the parlour table, and, in some instances, in the lodging-room. 
Let this practice become general, and many, who have long ne- 
glected the sacred volume, must here meet it under circumstances 
which would cause it to be the savour unto life.

FRANKLIN CounTy. 


In this county our agent found the cause of the Bible in a low 
state. The organization of the county Society had become extinct. 
Nothing had been done to revive it for a number of years, never- 
theless he was enabled to reorganize the Society, and to set on foot 
an interesting train of operations for the supply of the county. In 
the language of our agent, : 

“This county is thronged by foreigners, mostly French Catho- 
lics from Canada, who were driven out in time of the late troubles 
in that province. Many of them send their children to school, and 
are quite anxious to have them furnished with the Scriptures. In 
several instances personal application was made to me for the 
word of life. The following isin point. A Catholic lady sent her 
husband to entreat me for a Bible for her, and said he, as he came 
to ask for it, ‘I want her to have one, so she can read it to me.’ 
And said one of his neighbours, ‘If she has one, she will read it 
to me too,’ neither of them being able to read either French or 
English. These are not the only instances which might be men- 
tioned of a similar character. In one case, a young gentleman of 
excellent qualifications established himself as a teacher of the 
French language at St. Albans, and gent to board in the family of 
Rev. B. 1 . He was at first so thoroughly devoted to Catholi- 
cism that he would not hear Mr. [—— either read the Scriptures 
or pray; but uniformly absented himself from devotion. But being 
very courteously invited on one occasion, he remained for that time. 
While the Scriptures were read, his soul was captivated. They 
were to him a well of living water; and he resolved never to ab- 
sent himself from these devotions again. He took the Bible and 
read for himself. He examined, reflected and discerned the truth 
as it is in Christ. Soon he was convinced that he was a sinner, 
though he had thought himself a perfect saint. His guilt increased 
until he felt it to be like a mountain’s weight to crush him down to 
death. He felt that it was wrong to pray to the Virgin Mary for 
aid, and that confession of sin to a priest, with the hope of pardon, 
was deceptive. Thus convinced of his popish error, he meditated a 
renunciation. But his wife and friends were still in Canada, and 
strenuously attached to Romanism. He feared_a separation, if it 
should be known that he was a protestant. His mind became 
greatly excited and alarmed; by day he walked his house, and by 
night he rolled and wept upon his weary couch. At length feeling 
that if he was not willing, if necessary, to forsake father, mother, 
brother, sister, and even his wife, for Christ’s sake, he was unwor- 
thy of the Saviour, in the midst of deep distress he threw himself 
from the bed upon the floor, fell upon his knees, and in the darkness 
and silence of a midnight hour, like Paul and Silas in prison, call- 
ed upon God through Jesus Christ. And said he, ‘ He heard me, 
and my burden rolled off, and I arose light and happy, and have 
been so ever since.’ ‘Now,’ he says to his countrymen and others, 


‘T have my religion in my heart; before, it was all outside, like the 


leaves of the trees.’ ” 
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CaLevonta Cotnry. 

This section of the State had just been explored and supplied 
when visited by your agent. The report, however, had not been 
made from all the towns. In those from which the Secretary had 
heard, there were found from five to forty destitute families in each 
town, averaging twenty-three per town, and 374 for the county. 
One not extensively acquainted with the destitution of the country 
would not have supposed that in a section where so much has been 
done in years past, as in this part of the State, so many could be 
found who were destitute of the word of truth. This fact alone is 
sufficient to show the necessity of annual supplies rather than 
such as have been most generally practised. 

Routianp Counry. 

This county has been active in the Bible cause the past year, re- 
supplying the whole county, and pledging themselves to raise $1000 
for the cause, which it is understood is nearly accomplished. In 
this county the Methodist churches have been liberal and efficient. 

Appison County. 

This county has progressed vigorously in the re-supply com- 
menced last year; and from what the agent says of it, it seemed to 
be urgently needed. 

‘In another town the work of exploration had commenced, and 
was prosecuted until forty destitute families had been found; and it 
was thought there were notgless than ten more without a Bible. 
Nothing, however, had been done to supply them. Among these 
destitute families was a Justice of the Peace, who was also one of 
the selectmen of the town. A christian friend called to pass the 
night with him, and at the hour for retirement called for a Bible; 
but was told they had none. At another time, a few months subse- 
quently, he had occasion to spend another night at the same place, 
and thinking they might have a Testament, he called for a Bible or 
Testament. Messengers were despatched to every part of the 
house in search of their Bible, but soon returned, saying, ‘It must 
be mislaid, for we cannot find it” In another town, a minister was 
called to attend the funeral of a child in the family of a wealthy 
farmer. He proposed, as was his custom on such oceasions, to read 
a portion of Scripture and pray at the house of the deceased. This 
the parent opposed, preferring, as he said, to have all the services 
performed at the meeting-house. While walking to the place de- 
signated, said a neighbour, ‘I do not wonder that he opposed the 
reading of Scripture at his house, for he has no Bible, and is afraid 
of being exposed’ In another instance, the son of a deacon of one 
of the churches in the place, who had been the head of a family 
some two or three years, was found without a Bible, and he had 
never owned one, though he had often thought of purchasing.” 

Carrrenven County, 

The friends of the Bible cause in this county made an effort to 
supply the destitute families and all the children with a Testa- 
ment, in 1841 and 1842. Every town but one attended to the work, 
The precise number of destitute families in each town has not been 
reported at all. The average number of destitute families, so far as 
facts have been ascertained, was about thirty per town. There 
were distributed in the county, 430 Bibles and 942 Testa- 
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ments, principally among those who were destitute in part or whole 

In the prosecution of this work, the distributors were greatly en- 
couraged in finding many who were even anxious to obtain the 
Holy Scriptures. In one instance the distributor remarks, “I found 
one case of deep interest. It was a protestant woman, the wife ofa 
rigid cathelic. She did not ask for, or even receive a Bible, in the 
presence of her cavilling husband; but she watched the opportu- 
nity of his absence, and seut for me before I left the neighbour- 
hood, and begged, with much apparent earnestness, fora Bible.” 
Others who had the book, and were loud in its praise, seemed to- 
tally destitute of all true knowledge of its real value. One man of 
this sort concluded a panegyric upon the Bible by saying, “ we all 
ought to have it in our houses, for there is no knowing how soon 
we might want it,” as though it were a charm or amulet to prevent 
distress. 

“ As I was circulating a card in the public congregation,” says 
an agent, “a lady invited me to call at her house the next day, to 
which I assented. On calling, I found her to be the wife of a man 
whose habits rendered her situation worse than that of a widow. 
Said she, ‘Some years since we had no Bible—we were poor 
and unable to purchase one. The Bible Society sought us out and 
supplied us. ‘That Bible has been a source of unspeakable good to 
us, and I have felt greatly indebted to the Bible Society ever since, 
and have felt resolved to refund the money as soon as it was in 
my power. [ have succeeded in procuring twenty-five cents, and 
my daughter has earned twenty-five more, and we wish now to 
refund the money for that Bible.’” 

The whole number of tooks purchased, from Sept. 5th, 1842, un- 
til October 2d, 1843, is as follows: Bibles 4198, Testaments 8071 ; 
total 12,269. } . , 

The whole amount raised in the State, including the sale of 
Bibles and Testaments, is $4902 73.

That we may assist 
in accelerating the universal spread of the Bible, for the want of 
which hundreds of millions of our race are perishing, we propose, 
as your committee, to form and recommend for your adoption the 
following resolutions: ! 

Resolved, ist, That we have the utmost confidence in the anti- 
sectarian character of the American Bible Society, and heartily 
commend said institution to the cordial co-operation and support 
of the ministry and membership within our bounds, and that we 
welcome its-agents to our respective fields of labour and assist 
them in promoting the interests of this noble cause. 
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Resolved, 2d, That we, as itinerant ministers, will co-operate 
with the different branches of the church in forming Auxiliary So- 
cieties where there are none, and in aiding those that already ex- 
ist, by all proper and efficient means. esis: 

Resolved, 3d, That in order the more effectually 10 accomplish 
this great work, the several preachers, having charge of circuits 
and stations, request the leaders of the various classes within their 
bounds, to seek out and report to them the number of persons who 
may be destitute of the Scriptures, at as early a period as may be 
practicable. ald 3 

Resolved, 4th, That we deem it important for the promotion of 
this deeply-interesting cause, that a special agent be appointed to 
travel within our bounds for this purpose.

Burrato Grove, Ogle Co. Il. July 28, 1843. 


Dear Sir,—It is a long time since I have had the pleasure of 
communicating with you on the subject of the great and glorious 
work in which we are engaged, of giving the word of life to the 
perishing. Itis with utmost satisfaction thatI now write, to com- 
municate to you the operations of the Rock River Bible Society. 
Our annual meeting was held in this county on the 20th inst. so 
that I am able to give youa particular account of its doings and of 
its officers. You are aware that the ground that we call our own, and 
particularly occupy, consists of nine counties lying up and down 
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and contiguous to Rock River. Our Agent, however, at the request 
of Societies in single cotfnties, have distributed our books for 
them. Those nine counties have been once thoroughly explored 
and supplied, and the following is the result. Our Agent has visit- 
ed 3510 families, found 364 destitute and supplied them; sold 
$513 81 worth of Bibles, given in donations $187. The treasurer 
reports money enough in the treasury into about thirty dollars to 
pay all arrears to your Society up to the last lot ($200) of books, 
and the Agent has more than enough on his subscription-book to 
meet that balance, which will be soon collected and forwarded. 
The last lot of books we have on hand mostly, from the fact that 
such has been the extreme scarcity of money that the Executive 
Committee thought it not best to keep the Agent much in the field 
for the past year; but the times are now changed and money more 
plenty, so that the Executive Committee have engaged the Agent 
to immediately commence a re-supply of these counties. If it be 
asked, can it be necessary to go over this ground again so soon, the 
answer must be yes, and it is in view of the great increase of popu- 
lation. We feel, sir, that we have done but little in comparison to 
what ought to have been done, but still we hope that eternity will 
show that some little good has been done. We mean to put forth 
greater effort, not only to cultivate well our own ground, but also 
to aid your Society in carrying forward its operations.

Cause in Rhode Island. 


Pawtucket, Sept. 14, 1843. 

Dear Sir,—This morning Mr. King showed me your letter of re- 
cent date, in which you express a desire of being informed respect- 
ing the operations of the Providence Y. M. Bible Society in the 
effort now being made to supply every family and manufacturing 
establishment in the State of Rhode Island with the Bible. 

The present enterprise was commenced in Dec. 1842. 

The plan adopted is to have one man visit every family in the 
State, also to confer with owners and agents of cotton mills, and, 
as far as practicable, supply the operatives in these establishments. 

As the Agent of this society, it is my practice when I go into a 
town, to call on the ministers and other influential men, state my 
object and plan of operation, receive such suggestions as may be 
made,’and then proceed to call from house to house and inquire if 
the family is supplied with as many Bibles, and of as large a print 
as may be needed. Ifa wish to see the Bibles I have is expressed, 
they are presented and the prices stated, and how it is that they are 
offered at so low a price. As it is thought to be desirable, where op- 
portunity presents, to speak of the importance of daily reading the 
Scriptures, mach time is required to accomplish the work, even 
making the interviews short. . 

I have been occupied in this visitation about seven months—have 
been through ten entire towns and a part of three others. 5667 fa- 
milies have been visited—352 families found without an entire copy 
of the Bible—308 of the destitute supplied—352 Bibles given—920 
sold. 150 Testaments given, and 1103 sold—d5 Testaments with 
Psalms given, and 269 sold--in all 2850 Bibles and Testaments 
have been disposed of. Those given amount to $230 99. Sales to 
$1291,97. Instances in which Bibles have been sold for less than 
cost have been few. 1am well satisfied that it is not best to give 
Bibles or Testaments except in extreme cases. ‘l'hére are but few 
families in this region unable to pay 30 cts. for a Bible. A short 
time since, I was at a house occupied by a young family that had 
never owned a Bible. When I informed the lady that I could sell 
her a Bible for thirty cents, she expressed a wish to see it. While 
she was looking at the Bibles her husband came in, fos whom she 
said, “‘ Don’t you want a Bible?” He promptly replied, ‘‘ No,” with- 
out stopping to look at them, and passed to another room, 

She said “ Why? Here is one for 30 cts. and a Testament for 
9 cents, 1 want them both.” He returned and looked at them, said, 
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“ One is enough,” and paid for the Bible. Very many families, not 
counted destitute, have only one Bible, and that so small and poor 
print as to be uninviting, and read with difficulty by eyes at all im- 
paired by age or infirmity. By very many families of this descrip- 
tion your octavo Bible, at one dollar, is joyfully embraced with the 
exclamation, ‘* Oh, this is just such a Bible as I have long wanted. 
What did you say was the price? Only one dollar! that is 
cheap enough. 1 shall read the Bible a great deal more now.” 
One elderly lady on receiving a copy of the octavo Testament with 
the Psalms said to me, “I think some kind spirit sent you here to- 
day. I have long been desirous of having the Bible in such a print 
that I could read it myself.” All characters receive me very kindly 
in general, and in words acknowledge the importance of possessing 
and reading the Holy Scriptures. On one occasion as I approached 
a small house I heard very coarse and loud swearing. At once I 
concluded that there was no Bible there. I was met at the door by 
a middle-aged woman with a bruised spot under the eye and a rum- 
stained face. As I entered the room two men were sitting at the 
table, at which the woman resumed her seat. AJl appeared to be 
under the influence of strong drink. At once I announced my ob- 
jectin calling. The{woman replied that she had no Bible, but should 
be very glad to have one, but was not able to pay any thing, After 
I had given her one, ber husband said to her, ‘Now you ought to 
read a chapter to the gentleman!” She made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt, and then requested me to read. I read one of the Psalms and 
took occasion to reprove them kindly but plainly for swearing as 
they did when I was coming to the house—told them I heard it. 
They listened very respectfully, and insisted that I should pray with 
them. From the manner in which the Bible is received in nume- 
rous instances, I am led to hope that God is giving his word favor 
in the eyes of the people, and that it will prove to be leaven in the 
community, purifying the mass, to the praise and glory of its eternal 
Author.

Letter from the Rev. S. H. Calhoun, Agent for the Levant. 
JerusaLem, April 18, 1843. 


My pear Brotuer,—I reached Beyroot from Smyrna on the 30th 
of March, and now find myself, somewhat unexpectedly, in the 
holy city. It did not enter into my plans to come hither when I left 
Smyrna, and my purpose was only changed at Beyroot by finding a 
most favorable opportunity of getting down to Jaffa. Aboutaweek . 
since, the Bangor, now called the New World, the steamer which 
came out from Boston to Constantinople last autumn, made her ap- 
pearance in the harbour of Beyroot; and it was soon determined to 
send her to Jaffa, there to wait twelve or fifteen days, until after the 
Greek Easter, for the pilgrims, who by that time would be ready to 
take passage homewards. AsI could so easily come down to Jaffa 
and thence visit Jerusalem while the boat was waiting at the latter 
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place, I could not forego the pleasure of once more setting my feet 
within those walls where the Eterpal King had once delighted to 
record his name, and where His Eternal Son afterwards appeared 
in the garb of humanity to make expiation for human guilt. It was 
an additional inducement that Mr. Smith proposed to be my com- 
panion. 

We left Beyroot on Friday last, about five o’clock P. M. and the 
next morning at eight o’clock were at Jaffa, a distance of 120 miles. 
Had we secured horses at once, we could with tolerable ease have 
reached Jerusalem at a seasonable hour the same evening, the dis- 
tance being but 36 or 38 miles. As it was, our horses were not ready 
till half-past twelve at noon, and so we determined to come onas 
far as Ramleh, some 10 miles, spend the Sabbath there, and com- 
plete our journey on Monday. But now we found another difficulty. 
‘he owners of the horses and mules must be in Jerusalem by sun- 
rise on Monday morning, in order to convey the pilgrims to the Jor- 
dan, that being the day on which these deluded creatures bathe, 
annually, in the waters of that fancied holy river. As we could not 
consent to travel on the Sabbath, we finally concluded to push for- 
ward and reach the city that night. In a little more than three 
hours we were at Ramleh, where we rested some time, and by 
nightfall had reached the base of the mountains and hills among 
which Jerusalem is situated. We had yet twenty miles before us, 
but the moon, which was a little past the full, gave us abundant 
light. Those were delightful but solemn hours which we passed 
that night, as we pursued our way among the mountains of the 
tribe of Benjamin, with the same moon over our heads which had 
so often enlightened the path, in those same regions, of the ‘“‘Man 
of Sorrows.” I care nothing about the precise inch of ground where 
the cross stood, or the locality of the sepulchre, or the spot where 
Judas betrayed the Saviour. These and such like minutiz, instead 
of strengthening faith, (for more or Jess uncertainty must inevitably 
rest upon them,) only foster superstition. But I do love to wander 
over the hills round about Jerusalem, to ascend Olivet, to visit 
Bethlehem and Nazareth. I find my faith invigorated by such op- 
portunities, for I know assuredly that I am gazing on the same 
scenery which was familiar to our biessed Lord in the days of his 
flesh. 

It was after three in the morning when we reached the city, and 
the gates were of course shut. Wearied with our journey, we laid 
ourselves down upon our rugs, outside the walls, and slept till the 
return of day. As soon as the sun appeared the gates were opened, 
and we made our way through the multitudes that were rushing 
forth, to the house of our beloved missionary, brother Whiting. He 
had himself reached home from Beyroot, whither he had been to 
attend the general meeting of the Syrian mission, only some thirty- 
six hours before us, though he had preceded us by a full week. He 
came by land, a seven days’ journey. 

Four years since, and about the same season of the year, though 
a little earlier, I came up from Gaza to Jerusalem, crossing the 
more southern portions of the great plain which we have now tra- 
versed from Jaffa. I was struck then with its beauty and fertility ; 
and all my previous impressions are by my present visit more 
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than confirmed. IndeedI have seldom:seen finer tracts of land than 
this plain of Sharon presents. With good cultivation, and such it 
undoubtedly had in the ancient days, its ability to support an im- 
mense population is indisputable. Around Jaffa and Ramleh the 
gardens are most extensive, and abound with the orange and 
pomegranate, and other delicious fruits. The foliage and verdure 
were most luxuriant. The barley was every where full in head, in 
some places nearly ripe, and promised a rich reward to the hus- 
bandman. 

Jafia, the ancient Joppa; now, as in the days of Solomon, the 
port of Jerusalem ; is a large, and for this country, well-built town. 
The streets are narrow, and the houses generally of stone, with 
thick walls; both which circumstances seem to mitigate the in- 
tense heats of summer. It is distinguished under the Gospel dis- 
pensation as the place where Peter raised to life the benevolent 
Dorcas. Her tomb, as well as the house of Simon, the tanner, are 
shown by the devoutly superstitious, neither of which had we the 
curiosity to visit. These places have the same claim on our faith, 
as has the story, so generally believed here, that the ark was built 
at Joppa. One loves to remember, though the contrast at present is 
painful, that when the miracle of restoring life to Dorcas “ was 
known throughout all Joppa, many believed in the Lord.” 

“ Lydda was nigh unto Joppa”—some ten or twelve miles dis-, 
tant. We saw it on our left soon after passing Ramleh. It retains 
its old name, a little shortened. Here Peter healed Eneas, and the 
consequence was that “all that dwelt at Lydda and Saron saw 
him, and turned to the Lord.”

Mr. Schaufjier’s Letter, concluded fromthe September number. 


Thus much time avas consumed in travelling partly, but chiefly in 
correspondence and preparations—time consumed but not lost to 
our version, For as soon asI saw that I gained more time than I 
had anticipated, I subjected the text to a second thorough examina- 
tion from Genesis to Malachi, besides the orthographical correction 
already mentioned. The whole was reviewed a second time, with 
quite as much particularity as atConstantinople. As there was nobody 
to assist me in the correction of the Hebrew-Spanish who was ac- 
quainted with the language, I was obliged to take the responsibility 
of that myself, after it had been read by a German Jew and correct- 
ed as well as he could do it. But.even in the Hebrew I immediately 
saw that, although the correctors were trained for their business, 
and as able men as could be obtained, yet for that degree of cor- 
rectness which an edition of the Hebrew text requires [ could de- 
pend only upon my own eyes. I therefore read the Hebrew columns 
also, once comparing them with the Spanish column, and once b 
themselves ; which latter reading was also given to the Spanish 
columns. Thus I read through the whole Old Testament *"LEXt, 
while at Vienna, six or seven times, before the sheets were struck 
off. After an intermission of three months, occasioned by the want 
of funds, and during which time we went to Wurtemberg, I finish- 
ed the whole work on the tenth of June this year. 
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T have already alluded to my fears of being interrupted in the 
work of printing by the Vienna police, in consequence of religious 
meetings which I expected to hold. These fears were sufficiently 
well-founded. About two months before the work left the press, the 
police entered my dwelling one Sabbath evening as we were as- 
sembled, interrupted our meeting, and subsequently investigated | 
the matter. No crime being fixed upon us, the whole matter was 
laid aside in Austrian style, nothing decided, nothing done, neither 
is it fnished now. Our work, however, came toa close soon after, 
and I left the country unmolested. Before I left I took a private 
audience with the emperor, in which I presented to his majesty a 
copy of our work, which was most graciously received. We then 
proceeded to this place by the Danube steamer; but so unhealthy 
was the atmosphere, that both our children became sick, the eld- 
est with the most imminent peril of life. 

You will remember that when I proposed this work to your So- 
ciety, I remarked thatalthough the British and Foreigm Bible Society 
were of opinion that it was not yet time to publish the Hebrew- 
Spanish Old Testament for the Jews, and consequently refused re- 
peatedly to do so, yet I was convinced that it was the very best 
time to do so. I expected, I told you, that by the time we should. 
have finished the work, and be ready to offer it to them, they 
would be ready to receive it. In this expectation I have not been 
put to shame. Indeed, the providential opening among the Jews 
for the introduction of this work is much greater than I myself 
thought it would be. I thought we should be able, under much 
opposition from the Rabbi, to get the work among the people, 
who needed and wished it obviously. But now the Rabbis them- 
selves accept it, recommend it, sell it, and not only has the former 
Chief Rabbi granted us a haskama, or recommendation (a sort of 
copy-right) for the work, but the present one, and the Session of 
the Dayanim, or Judges, have confirmed by a new one, of which I 
annex to you here a translation, and the original of which Mr. 
Calhoun has probably sent you before this. sail 
The way is open for the free and speedy dissemination of the 
book, and it will not be very long before a second edition will 
be needed. 

Accept my thanks for the help you have thus extended to the 
Jewish Mission, and to the ancient people. It will not be long be- 
fore they will accept also the New Testament, and thus possess 
the whole. word of. God. All the New Testaments I had in Rus- 
sia, in the Hebrew and Hebrew-German languages, are now gone, 
and more are ardently desired by the Jews. Even Tracts, Christian 
Tracts, and Cards, they receive and read now with pleasure, and 
all I had over in Russia of this kind is also gone. The time to 
favor Zion is coming on fast; it is even before our doors. 

May the Lord reward your Society a thousand fold the sacrifice 
they have made to the perishing Jews, and fill your treasury with 
tenfold the means, till your whole great work is done, and the 
world filled with the truth of God’s holy word!

The following is an abstract of its proceedings, and of the An- 
nual Report of the Board of Managers: 


- The friends of the Bible have increasing reason for gratitude and 

mutual congratulation that the cause still continues to maintain a 
firm seat in the confidence and affections of those who love the 
truth, unadulterated by the dogmas of men, and that they are stil] 
willing to co-operate in the promotion of the sublime object con- 
templated by the Parent Society, to supply the world with the Bi- 
ble ‘ without note or comment.” 

While strenuous efforts are making to undermine its divinity, and 
to banish it from our elementary schools, it becomes friends united- 
ly to arise for its defence and circulation to the utmost limit. While 
its friends are sleeping, the enemy will assuredly be sowing tares; 
and more can now be accomplished by vigilance and corresponding 
effort for the promotion of truth and the suppression of error, than 
at any former period in the history of the world. The roar of the 
contest is heard, the termination of which alone will decide what 
place the Bible is destined to hold in these United States of 
America. 

There has been collected within the bounds of this county during 
the past year $584 69; of which $234 37 was designed to apply on 
this Society’s account with the American Bible Society—the ba- 
lance, viz. $352 32, to be appropriated to the general fund of the 
Parent Society, as coming through the treasury of this Society. Of 
this latter sum $201 29 has been contributed to create, in whole or 
in part, seven new life memberships. 

Touching the action of the Society, the following’ resolutions 
which elicited an interesting and profitable discussion, were unani. 
mously adopted ; and a committee, consisting of six gentlemen, was 
appointed to co-operate with the Agent of the American Bible So- 
ciety in carrying the latter one into execution. 

Resolved, That the success which has hitherto attended the Ame- 
rican Bible Society in its efforts to give circulation to the Bible 
“without note or comment,” should secure for that noble Institu. 
tion universal confidence and favor; and that the constantly in- 
creasing demand for the Holy Scriptures in this and other coun- 
tries calls imperatively on every friend of the cause for renewed 
and vigorous exertions in its behalf. 

Resolved, That this Society will pledge its best exertions to raise, 
during the coming year, one thousand dollars in aid of its funds.

Huron County Bible Society, Ohio. 


The Society at the time of its re-organization in June, 1841. it wij 
be recollected, passed the two following resolutions : » 4841, 1t will 
_ 1. That it is expedient to undertake to furnish every family with- 
in the bounds of this Society with a whole Bible in which there is 
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not one, and every youth under sixteen who can read, with at least 
a New Testament by the first of April, 1842. 

2. That we will endeavour to raise funds by the sale of Bibles 
and Testaments, and by voluntary contributions, sufficient at least 
to pay for books we shall obtain of the American Bible Society for 
the above purpose, and forward them to the Treasurer of that So- 
ciety on or before the first of April, 1842. 

To carry into effect the above resolutions the Board of Managers 
immediately appointed Rev. A. H. Betts their Agent, whose busi- 
ness it should be to visit every family in the different townships 
within the territory included in the field of our operations, to ascer- 
tain the number destitute of the Bible, to dispose of books by sale, 
to give gratuitously to those who had not the means of purchas- 
ing, and to make collections wherever practicable in behalf of the 
Society. 

It was deemed advisable by the Board not to make gratuitous do- 
nations unless in rare instances, since it was believed that there 
were very few whom the possession of a Bible would profit but what 
could purchase one. Accordingly they instructed their Agent to 
effect as many sales as possible, leaving it to his discretion how 
far books should be bestowed gratuitously. 

With regard also to the supplying of youth the Board further 
thought best to leave it discretionary with their Agent low far the 
supply should be undertaken at present. At another time it may 
be advisable fully to carry into effect this part of the resolution; 
but it was believed we should first supply the adult population. 

A box of books had been procured from the Parent Society by 
order of Mr. Sheldon, and Mr. Betts entered immediately upon his 
labors. He continued them as late in the fall and resumed them as 
early in the spring as the travelling would permit. 

As it was found impossible for one Agent to explore the whole 
field within the time specified in the resolution, the Board appointed 
elder S. C. Parker, Pennsylvania, to act as their Agent in the South 
part of the county. Through the mErnCN of these two gentlemen 
and those whom they have occasionally associated with them, 
twenty-two townships have been explored. Some remain to be 
supplied, 

In the investigation which has thus far been made 4054 families 
have been visited by the Agents, of which 467 were found destitute 
of a whole Bible, and many of them without any portion of it. This 
it will be seen is a little short of 1 in 9 of the whole number of 
families that had not a whole Bible. 

The Board would state that the Agents have been every where 
well received by the people. The exercise of sound discretion and 
common sense in their intercourse with families and individuals 
has, it is believed, secured the good will of the great mass toward 
this Society. Seldom have they been treated rudely, and most gene- 
rally with great kindness and respect. They have always avoided 
wounding the pride of an individual, by professing to be sellers of 
Bibles rather than donors, and they have never bestowed apy gra- 
tuitously until they had discovered that the gift would be really an 
act of charity and would be thankfully received.

Dear Sir,—Our box of Bibles is received in good condition. We 
have commenced the supply of the destitute in our county, and be- 
lieve during the next summer to complete it. There are but few of 
us to do the work; yet if life is spared us we are determined it shall 
be done. Our president and seeretary and other officers have be- 
come distributers.- We have for some years felt the necessity of 
forming a Bible Society, but until Jast September could not mar- 
shall our scattered forces. And they are now small, but with the 
word of God in our hand we go to every family, and if found des- 
titute, we leave the heavenly messenger and pray the Holy Spirit 
to seal-its truths on their-hearts- How-delightful the task! In 1828 
I explored and supplied six townships in Ohio, but I had almost 
forgotten seeing the mother press the sacred volume to her bosom, 
and with tears of gratitude utter her thanks, until similar transac- 
tions again refreshed my memory. Thanks’to God that the Bible 
may be carried to every man’s door, that he may read and judge and 
act, as an accountable being. i 


From the Report of the Chicago Bible Society, Illinois. 


The Committee would recommend the re-supply of the county 
the coming season, if the means to accomplish it can be obtained. 
It is evident that in a county‘like ours, where there is so mueh 
change from year to year, this duty will often recur, but it is one 
that we should meet with pleasure, in the prospeet of doing good 
to eur fellow-men. This can be done, either in connection with 
the volume circulation of the Traet Society’s works, which wilt 
probably be commenced soon, or upon our own responsibility, and 
at our own expense, If the Society should give direction to engage 
in the enterprise, a new supply of books will be wanted. In our 
former efforts to supply the destitute in the county donations were 
granted us by the Parent Society ; but the Committee think we are 
now old enough as-a Society, and strong enough to furnish our own 
means for this work, and also contribute largely to aid the efforts 
of others who have strong claims upon our christian benevolence. 

The Depository will need to be replenished, and this too by mak- 
ing payment in advance for all the books we may need. The sale 
of Bibles of the American Bible Society’s publications is constant- 
ly increasing, and a large invoice will be wanted to meet this de- 
mand, and for gratuitous distribution, as the demand may be made 
upon us. Besides the re-supply of the county there are other hotels 
that have not been furnished, which have their claims upon our at- 
tention. The seamen also will need the constant efforts of the Bi- 
ble agent, to see that their wants are fully supplied. But little has: 
been done by this Auxiliary to meet their necessities, while their 
is no class of persons who have stronger claims upon our sympathy 
and benevolence. Their business is indeed upon the “great wa- 
ters,” and as such they are continually exposed to the dangers of its- 
storms and tempests. Let us therefore do-all in our power, by plac- 
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‘ing in their hands the Bible, to teach them that their sure refuge is 
in the mame of Him “ who holds.the winds in his fists and the seas 
*in the hollow of-his hands,’ 


eA WELSH’ BIBLE SOCIETY- 
The fifih Annual Report of Piltsburgh.Welsh,.Bible Society. 


On-January 1, 1844, the fifth anniversary of the Pittsburgh Welsh 
Bible Society was held. in the Welsh Congregational Worship 
House, at 2 o'clock in the afternoon; Rev. T. Edwards in the 
chair.

Georgetown Society Conference, February 10, 1844. 


FURTHER INFLUENCE. 
Georgetown, S. C. Feb. 10, 1844. 


Rév. Sir,—I was one of your auditors last night when you deli- 
vered your address in behalf of the word of God and the necessity 
of increased efforts for its diffusion. 

I greatly regretted that my pecuniary means did not permit me 
to give more largely than 1 did for the promotion of so laudable 
an object; but your remarks on “keepsakes” touched me. I had 
in my chamber a gold seal, for forty or fifty years the property of a 
venerable and excellent grandfather. Since his death it became my 
property, but is of no use to me as our initials differ, yet I did not 
feel authorized to exchange it for any other article. He died at the 
advanced age of 79, universally lamented as one of the best and 
one of the most benevolent citizens of Charleston. Could he look 
down from heaven I am confident he would approve of my object 
in dedicating it to the Bible cause. 

As a memento I need it not, for I have another keepsake which I 
value infinitely more, his venerable Family Bible, printed in Lon- 
don in 1767, and which has been in our family since 1780. 

I often call to mind how, in my childhood, while resident in his 
family, I have seen the good old man, morning and evening, pon- 
dering over the sacred volume apparently with intense delight. I 
recollect him as ever active in the promotion of every object for the 
amelioration of the human race; I recollect, that the poor raven came 
to pine and departed unassisted; and J recollect his tranquil and 
happy departure in 1824. 

For myself, brought up under the care of a truly religious mo- 
ther, I have ever venerated the Bible as the oldest and the best of 
books, and as one which was especially given by God to man as a 
divine compass to guide him to the haven of salvation; but I never 
had a proper and just estimate of it until the last year. 

During a revival which took place here in May last, I one night 
before retiring to rest, took my Bible to read a portion according to 
my custom; a most miraculous change seemed to have come over 
me, the book seemed one of which I had heard much, which I often 
desired, but had never read. I can fully appreciate the feelings of 
the poor woman in the West, who devoted the whole night to the 
perusal of the Bible given her by the minister. Like her, I read 
chapter after chapter. I could not be satisfied; I do not know how 
many hours I thus spent, but I devoured its contents, familiar as 5 
had been with it. I never understood it before. 

I send you, dear sir, a gold seal, bearing the letters “ A. M.” the 
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initials of my venerated grandfather; it is very heavy and the gold 
unusually fine; I have estimated its weight and find it seven penny- 
weights fifteen grains, value about $6 29. It is my wish that it be 
sold and the money expended for Bibles. ©

MEETINGS AT WASHINGTON. 


On Monday evening, the 26th of February, Washington City Bi- 
ble Society held its annual meeting in the 1st Presbyterian Church. 
The chair was taken by the President Matthew St. Clair Clark, Esq. 
and the Report read by the Secretary Mr. H. M. Miller. The work 
of supplying the city is nearly complete. The meeting was elo- 
quently and feelingly addressed by the Hon. John M’Pherson Ber- 
rian of the Senate, also by the Hon. Mr. Hudson of the House, and 
by Rev. Dr. Tyng, of Philadelphia. 

On the succeeding evening, the 27th, a Bible meeting was held at 
the Capitol, called by the American Bible Society, and represented 
by a delegation consisting of the Rev. Dr. Cox, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Rev. Dr. Tyng, of Philadelphia, and the Corresponding Secretary. 
The Rev. Dr. Bethune was also appointed a delegate, and was an- 
nounced as such in some of the prints, but he declined the appoint- 
ment this time, as he had served the cause twice the present year 
by addresses once in Baltimore and once in New-York. 

The meeting was held in the large hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and was fully attended. The exercises were as follows:

A communication was addressed to the chair by the Rev. Mr. 
Tuston, Chaplain of the Senate, expressing his regret that an in- 
dispensable engagement called him from the city at this time, and 
enclosing the following resolution, which was seconded by the 
Chaplain of the House and adopted: 

Resolved, That the Bible is the great statute-book to which the 
statesman, desiring the perpetuity of his country’s renown, may 
with safety refer for precedents and principles. 

The Corresponding Secretary, to illustrate the modern facilities 
for making and circulating the Bible, exhibited to the audience part 
of an ancient Jewish Bible, ona roll of parchment, written by hand, 
which must have required many a week of patient labour. He then 
exhibited a pocket Bible from the library of the American Bible 
Society, which once belonged to John Milton, author of Paradise 
Lost, and which must have cost in his day something like two 
pounds sterling. He then presented one better made by the Ameri- 
ean Bible Society and sold for seventy-five cents, observing that 
other Bibles of larger size, in plain binding, were sold for forty_and 
even thirty cents, and the New Testament for seven cents.

The following is the address of Mr, Adams, referred to above: 


Fellow-citizens and members of the Bible Societ in taki 
chair as the oldest Vice-President of the Society, t tba ate 
fortunate in having the opportunity, at a stage of a long life draw- 
ing rapidly to its close, to bear at this place, the Capital of our na- 
tional Union, in the Hall of Representation of the North American 
people, in the chair of the presiding officer of the assembly repre- 
senting the whole people, the personification of the great and migh- 
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ty nation, to bear my solemn testimonial of reverence and. grati- 
tude to that book of books, the Holy Bible. re od 

_ Thirty-five years have passed away since, in the State House at 
Boston, the capitol of my native commonwealth, I hecame a mem- 
ber of this Society; and though J have followed with a deep inte- 
rest their continued exertions, and the various fortunes of their suc- 
cess in distributing this book, I think Ihave never been able to at- 
tend another meeting of the Society from that time to this. Since 
that time one generation of men has passed away, and another has 
arisen. 

In the midst of the painful and perilous conflicts inseparable from 
public life, and at the eve of that moment when the grave shall 
close over them for ever, I may be permitted to indulge the pleasing 
reflection that having been taught in childhood the unparalleled 
blessings of the christian Gospel, in the maturity of manhood I as- 
sociated with my brethren of that age, for spreading the light of that 
Gospel over the face of the earth, by the simple and silent process 
of placing in the hands of every human being who needed, and 
could not otherwise procure it, the book which contains the duties, 
admonitions, the promises and the rewards of the christian Gospel. 
It is a soothing consolation to my last hours, that having so long 
since been associated in this cause with the fathers, I still find my- 
self associated in it with the sons; that it has in the interval been 
perseveringly and unceasingly prosecuted with intense ardour, with 

\ untiring assiduity, and with animating and eminent success. 

= Incontemplating what may be the life and adventures of one 
whole generation of the race of man, the only members of the animal 
creation susceptible of the perception of good and evil, of virtue and 
vice, of right and wrong, there are in this, as there have been in all 
former ages, observing and reflecting men, especially in'the decline 
of life, prone to depreciate the moral and physical character of the 
present age, and to glorify the past. Far more pleasing, and, I be- 
lieve, more correct is the conclusion, that the race of man in his 
fallen state is placed by successive generations on the earth to im- 
prove his own condition and that of his kind, and that this book 
has been furnished him by the special providence of his Maker to 
enable him, by faith in his Redeemer, and by works conformable 
to that faith, to secure salvation in a future world, and to promote 
his well-being in the present. 

If this be true, the improvement of successive generations of men, 
in their condition upon the earth and preparation for eternity, de- 
pends in no small degree on the diffusion and inculcation of this 
volume among all the tribes of men throughout the habitable globe. 
This is the great and exclusive object for which, in the last genera- 
tion, this Society was instituted. The whole book had then ex- 
isted upward of eighteen hundred years, and wherever it had pene- 
trated and been received, it had purified and exalted the character 
of man. Reposing upon three fundamental pillars—the Unity and 
Omnipotence of God, the Governor of all the worlds—the immor- 
tality of the human soul, and its responsibility to that Creator in a 
future state—and a system of morals embracing in one precept the 
whole duty of man upon the earth—“ Thou shalt love the Lord thy

God with all thy heart, with all thy mind, and with all thy strength, 
and thy neighbour as thyself.” 

The Bible carries with it the history of the creation, the fall and 
the redemption of man, and discloses to him, in the infant born at 
Bethlehem, the Legislator and Saviour of the world. The faith in 
him and in his divine mission is inseparably connected with the 
performance of his will, and that will is all comprised in the song 
of the angel at his birth—‘ Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth, peace, good-will to man.” 

In whatever region of the earth, in whatever condition of the hu- 
man being, this blissful sound first salutes his ears, the depravities 
of his nature fall before it. The selfish and rancorous passions which 
had absorbed his soul and ruled his conduct under the impulses of 
hatred and revenge, sink with him into impotence. He bathes in 
the waters of Jordan, and rises cleansed from his leprosy, in the 
freshness and vigour of health, and the purity of benevolence and 
mercy. 

Such has been the progress of the Gospel wherever the Bible has 
been carried and suffered to be read. In the mysterious providence 
of God its influence has been counteracted by the spirit of evil, in 
all its thousand forms, throughout a long succession of ages. Its 
advancement has been slow; its victories desperately contested ; its 
triumphs subject to cruel vicissitudes; its war against the world, 
the flesh, and the serpent, a perpetual, never-ceasing struggle. Yet 
its march has been uniform in purifying and ennobling the moral, 
intellectual and physical condition and character of man. To circu- 
late and distribute among great multitudes of men, in every quarter 
of the globe, this blessed volume, was the purpose for which this 
Society was instituted. One generation of mankind has since passed 
away- 

The Secretary of the Society is now present, and will give an ac- 
count of its labours, its success and its prospects. I trust it will be 

roved to the satisfaction of this assembly, that by its labours the 
human being of this age is, on the whole, wiser, better and happier 
than the human being of the last; that by the success of these la- 
bours it will be cheered, and encouraged to persevere in them by the 
emulation of the present age, to contribute their aid to the progress 
of human wisdom, virtue and happiness, from age to age, till that 
consummation of human felicity promised in this book, ‘“ When 
the wolf shall dwell with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid, and the calf, and the young lion, and the fatling to- 
gether, and a little child shall lead them.” 


From the Mission at Madura. 


You will not infer from these remarks that there is now to bea 
respite granted to the church in her offerings for India. On the con- 
trary, while the supply for Madura should be kept equal at least to 
that of past years, in order to meet the wants of the more intelli- 
gent rising population, it should be greatly augmented for other dis- 
tricts not now so favoured as this; and when the number of mission- 
aries is increased both there and here, a proportionate augmentation 
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of funds for furnishing these weapons of our warfare must be con- 
tributed. Nor is it easy for us to set bounds to our conceptions of 
the demand that is hastening upon us. There is a breaking up of 
that torpidity of mind with which India has been cursed for ages 
under the domination of the Brahminical priesthood. The elements 
of civilization are at work; new ones are introduced almost yearly 
with the improvements of the civil and judicial of her English ru- 
lers; and it cannot be that the church of Christ, which has the 
mightiest and best of these, should either retrograde or remain sta~ 
tionary. 

One of the most encouraging signs of the times is, that the prin- 
ciple of intellectual and moral freedom is no longer so sedulously 
stifled: immobility, which has fur so many centuries been the cha- 
racter of her moral life, is giving place to a dissatisfaction with the 
meagre supply of mental nourishment hitherto provided, and a cray- 
ing for the more congenial and life-giving food of truth. 

This arises from two causes: Ist. Among the heathen, from the 
abandonment of their profession as teachers by the Brahmins them- 
selves for the more certain and lucrative emoluments of office, for 
which their superiour learning renders them the more eligible ; and 
from the fact that when thus occupied as government servants they 
cannot, if they would, find time to maintain their terrifying rule 
over the moral natures around them. 2d. Among the papists this 
emancipation appears to originate partly in the disputes of the two 
classes of priests, (the French Jesuits and the Goa school,) and 
partly from that posture of society, or rather its progress throughout 
the world, which will not now tolerate the absurdities and imposi- 
tions of the dark ages. Hence we find the Roman catholic popula- 
tion, so far as it is a reading or reflecting one, desirous to procure 
the word of God and to have it explained; and not afraid to declare 
that though the priests should prohibit and threaten, the Bible they 
will have, neither shall any pluck it out of their hands. This class, 
however, is as yet small. 

There are now in Madura Collectorate, including a large portion 
of the field once travelled over by Robert de Nobilius, Beschi and 
their successors, and by them studded with villages of nominal con- 
verts, several villages, and in other villages individual families, who 
have come to us formally and expressed their wish to become pro- 
testants, and to have the advantages of our protestant mission; and 
this, too, in the face of a new supply of Jesuit priests from France, 
and of splendid cathedral-like churches rising at Madura and Tri- 
chinopoly. Whether this movement, which presses us simulta- 
neously through the whole length and breadth of our extensive 
field, shall be decisive, permanent, and productive of the fruits of 
genuine piety is too much for us to say—we had almost said to 
hope for; but you see what an amazing pressure Is thus coming up- 
on us, and what multiplied responsibility and obligations to fervent 

rayer, enlarged faith and greatly increased contributions upon the 
fer ions Societies and their patrons at home. May our God help 
us to be valiant and quit ourselves like men!

Rey. anp Dear Sin,—We have to acknowledge your kind let- 
ter of November 18th, 1842, and to thank you for the report and 
papers you sent us. Inthe American Bible Society, intimately 
connected as it is with the state of piety in.our country, and an im- 
portant means as it has been of imparting the Scriptures to nations 
in darkness and spiritual death, we feel a deep interest. And while 
we would praise the Lord for the good it has been the means of 
accomplishing at home and abroad, it is our hope and our prayer 
that the Society may continue to increase in its operations and its 
influence, until all nations shall read in their own language the 
wonderful works of God; until the voice shall be heard in heaven, 
saying, ‘‘ The kingdoms of this world are become the kingdom of 
our Lord and of his Christ, and he shall reign for ever and ever.” 

We have often had occasion, in years past, to acknowledge our 
obligations to the American Bible Society for the assistance they 
have rendered us in our Missionary work. And we have occasion 
still to acknowledge similar obligations. The account of the man- 
ner in which the grants of the Society have been expended, which 
we now send you, shows that at the close of them only a small 
sum remained unexpended; and since this account was closed, the 
entire balance which appears upon it has beenexpended. We have 
now nofunds onhand for procuring Scriptures to supply the people 
around us. ‘To show how wide the field is, we will make a few 
statements concerning the people among whom we live, and for 
whose spiritual good we are labouring. 

The population of Bombay, when last enumerated, was 243,500: 
since then it has much increased, and it appears likely to increase 
for many years to come. ‘The inhabitants now doubtless exceed 
300,000, and they are estimated by some persons, who are well ac- 
quainted with its state, to amount, in the most busy months of the 
year, to 400,000. This population, in respect to religion and lan- 
guage, is of a very mixed character. A majority of the inhabitants 
are Hindoos, who all profess some of the forms and principles of 
religion, commonly called Hindooism. Their priesthood (the brah- 
mans) is hereditary, and compared with the people generally, they 
are learned. They are all deeply interested in supporting the exist- 
ing systems of superstition and idolatry ; and though their preten- 
sions to sanctity and spiritual power are not somuch acknowledced 
as they once were, yet they still exert great influence over the native 
mind. The Hindoo temples in Bombay are numerous, and some 
of them are large, costly, and thronged with worshippers, while 
others are small, and people worship standing at the doors. The 
objects of Hindoo worship are almost innumerable. ‘Some people 
worship only one of these supposed gods, but generally they wor- 
ship several of them, and we often see four or five idols standing 
inthe same temple. It is the general feeling and a frequent saying 
among the Hindoos, that every man should continue in the relision 
in which he was born. In this religion he is safe; if he renounces 
it and embraces another, he will incur the divine displeasure. 
They do not inculeate their sentiments on others, nor do they at- 
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tempt to make proselytes. They say it would be wrong and sinful 
for persons who are not Hindoos by birth, to practice the rites 
and ceremonies of the Hindoo religion: _Many among them, espe- 
cially of the better educated, have little or no confidence in their 
sacred books, and no respect for the Hindoo duties. Such per- 
sons, however, from a regard to their own character, and also to 
what appears to them to be for the good of the common people, 
continue to practice some of the rites and ceremonies of the Hin- 
doo religion, and they zealously oppose all innovation upon the faith 
and usages received from their ancestors. 

_ More than two years ago, an enterprising Hindoo, who owns. a 
lithographic printing establishment, intimated to his friends and 
others the importance of printing a series of their most popular re- 
ligious books. Proposals were privately circulated in Bombay and 
all the large places on this side of India, and subscriptions were 
solicited. It was a part of the plan, that none but Hindoos should 
be admitted to be subscribers, and that no Hindoo should ever dis- 
pose of any books or part of this series to any person of another 
religion. ‘This rule was made general, but the particular object of 
it was tokeep these books from Christians, especially from Mis- 
sionaries. One number was to be printed every month, and the 
price of each was to be half a rupee, or about twenty-five cents. 
This plan met with a degree of encouragement that surprised every 
one. The work was soon commenced ; twenty-six numbers have 
been printed, and it appears likely that the series will be continued 
for many yearsto come. None of the books included in this series. 
have ever before been printed. Copies of them were scarce and 
costly, and often badly written. Now they are abundant, at so low 
a rate that any native can procure some of them, and they are print- 
ed in a neat and attractive style. The publication and wide diffu- 
sion of these works, containing the doctrines, rites and ceremonies 
of the Hindoo superstition and idolatry, and the lives and actions of 
the gods and goddesses and their supposed incarnations, are exert- 
ing much influence, and we wish, as the best remedy for such per- 
nicious influence, to furnish the people with the Holy Scriptures, 
in which they will see the character and government of the true 
God, and the way of salvation through Jesus Christ. 

The Mohamedan population of Bombay is large. At the last 
enumeration it amounted to 50,000, and it has since increased. In 
intellectual and physical energy they far exceed the Hindoos. 
But few of them-can read the Koran, but they are generally very 
bigoted and hold other forms of religion in contempt,—especially 
the idolatry of the Hindoos and Catholics. They are much under 
the influence of local superstitions. They have great reverence for 
persons who are called peers, or saints. They go on pilgrimage to 
their tombs,—often to a great distance, and make vows and offer- 
ings to them. Those who are burned are more fond of discussing 
religious subjects than any other class of the native population, 
They often inquire for our Scriptures, and we believe they seldom 


destroy or abuse them, .

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TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY. 


Accorpine to adjournment last year, the Mem- 
bers of the Society met at the Society’s House, at 
9 o'clock A. M. on the 9th instant, for the trans- 
action of business. ‘The chair was occupied by the 
President, who invited the Rev. John March, of 
Newburyport, Mass., to read a portion of Scripture. 
The Society then proceeded to the election of nine ~ 
Members of the Board to fill the places of those 
composing the fourth class, whose term of service 
had now constitutionally expired. ‘he following | 
individuals were elected:—Najah Taylor, James 
W. Dominick, Norman White, William Forrest, 
Ralph Mead, Archibald Russel, F. S. Winston, 
Edward J. Woolsey, Esqrs., of New York, and 
Richard Fletcher, Esq., of Boston, Mass. 

A letter was read in part from the Hon. He- 
man Lincoln, of Boston, a Vice President, dated 
Philadelphia, expressing his deep regret that busi- 
ness connected with the Baptist Board of Foreign 
Missions, then in session, would deprive him of 
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the honor of being present on this anniversary 
occasion. 

At half past 9 o’clock the Members of the Soci- 
ety moved in the following order to the Broadway 
Tabernacle: first, the Vice Presidents and other 
Officers, the Anniversary Committee, the Speakers 
of the day, Members of the Board, Delegates from 
Auxiliaries, Life Directors and Members, Clergy- 
men, and Visitors. 

On reaching the place of meeting the venerable 
President of the Society, the Hon. John Cotton 
Smith, of Sharon, Conn., took the chair, at 10 o’clock, 
supported by the Hon. 'Theodore Frelinghuysen, 
Peter G. Stuyvesant, George Suckley, Isaac Carow, 
Hubert Van Wagenen, Esqrs., and ‘Thomas Cock, 
M. D., Vice Presidents. 

On invitation of the President, the Rev. Bishop 
Soule, senior Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, read the 4th chapter of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews. 

The President then delivered an address, which 
will be found on the first page of the Appendix to 
the Annual Report. 

The Treasurer’s Report was read by Joseph 
Hyde, Esq., Assistant Treasurer. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. C. Brig- 
ham, then read the following abstract from the 
Managers’ ‘I'wenty-eighth Report. 


ABSTRACT. ? 


It was a happy discovery, in the early part of this century, that 
by observing one simple rule, Christians of different names could 
harmoniously unite in the performance of some of the highest of 
religious duties. The rule to be observed is, that, when acting in this 
united capacity, all sectarian objects must be laid aside, and that 
alone undertaken in which all can co-operate. By adhering to this 
rule, the Managers find by experience, the work intrusted to them 
not only feasible, but a work of fraternal enjoyment. They would 
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hope for the time when much more than at present can be performed 
by such combined exertion. 

In the course of the year now closed, the Managers have to record 
the decease of two of the Vice Presidents of the Society—the Hon. 
Smith Thompson, of New York, and the Hon. R. B. Magruder, of 
Maryland. Jadge Thompson was one ofa list of twenty-two, appointed 
Vice Presidents at the formation of the Society in 1816, no one of 
which is now living except the individual who presides over the 
Institution, and whose presence is gratefully acknowledged on this 
occasion. 


Life Directors and Members. 


- Of the former, 14 have been added to the previous number, and 
454 of the latter. 

By the rule, that each Life Director may draw out annually jive 
common Bibles, and each Member two, for distribution, there have 
been issued during the year, for this purpose, a number which 
amounts, in value, to $1,621 58. This would seem a large sum to be 
taken from the treasury, and hardly justifiable, were it not that the 
books thus drawn go almost invariably to supply destitute servants 
and others with the Bible who need its influence. 


New Auxiliaries. 


There have been recognized, in the course of the year, forty-six 
of these,, most of them county societies, and in the new states and 
territories. A few years since there seemed to be a disposition in 
some quarters to give up auxiliary societies, and aid the cause through 
congregations or individuals. The Board are happy to perceive of 
late a return to the auxiliary system. They believe an examination 
would show that different parts of the country are now supplied with 
the Bible, or are destitute of it, just about in proportion as they have 
kept up or neglected this auxiliary system. 


Receipts. 

These, from all sources, amount, in the year, to $154,440 05, being 
an increase of $27,991 28 over those of the former year, and greater 
than those of any previous year, even during the time of general 
supply in 1829 and 1830. 


Books Printed. 


The number of Bibles printed, of all kinds, is 100,000, and the 
number of Testaments, 184,000. 

Plates are now in progress for a duodecimo French Testament, 
version of Martin. § 

A duodecimo English New Testament is also in progress, with 
the book of Psalms appended to it. The great demand for the pica 
New Testament thus prepared has led to the preparation of the 
former, 
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Books Issued. 


The whole number issued during the year is 314,405, being an 
increase of 97,800 over the issue of the preceding year, and total, since 
the formation of the Society, of 3,584,083. 


Library. 


The Society’s Library has been enriched the past year by several 
volumes of rare Bibles and other books, most of them presents, some 
few in exchange for common Bibles for circulation, 


Bible for the Blind. 


The Society has now plates for this work; has printed from them 
one small edition of 200, most of which are now gone, and others 
soon to be called for. As this book is in eight volumes, with raised 
letters, it is necessarily expensive. The Board would be happy to 
receive early and liberal aid towards printing a new edition of the 
work. It is called for by individuals and by institutions for the edu- 
cation of the blind, and is wanted to a great extent by those who have 
not the means to purchase what they so much need. 


Semi-Annual Meeting. 

This was held on the first day of November last, at Cincinnati, 
Ohio. Judge McLean, of the United States Supreme Court, one of 
the Vice Presidents, occupied the chair. The meeting was opened 
with the reading of the Scriptures, and_ prayer, by Bishop Smith, of 
Kentucky. Rey. Dr. Spring, of New York, delivered a Dissertation 
on “the Bible as the Rule of Faith,” which has since been published. 
Rey. Dr. Tomlinson, Rev. William Jackson, and Rev. Dr. Beecher 
made addresses. About one hundred delegates were in attendance, 
and a new impulse given to the cause in the West. ; 

The result of this meeting was such that the Board has been led 
to propose a similar one in Richmond, Virginia, in the early part of 
December next, while the State Legislature is in session. The 
person to deliver the dissertation and the theme will be announced 
in tke course of one or two months. 


Grants to Benevolent Societies. 

Five hundred Bibles, and fifteen hundred Testaments, have been 
granted to the American Tract Society, and a like number to the 
American Sunday School Union, to be distributed where the A meri- 
can Bible Society has no auxiliaries. Where there are auxiliaries 
the Board prefer, by all means, that they should procure Bibles and 
Testaments, and supply all who need within their respective limits, 
Other similar grants have been made to the Methodist Episcopal 
Missionary Society, to supply their missions among the Germans 
and others at the West and in Florida. 


On the request of the American Home Missionary Society, books 
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have in several instances been granted to supply missionaries where 
no Bible societies are yet formed. 

Among the payments of the year, are three hundred dollars for 
printing portions of the New Testament in the Dakota tongue, for 
the Sioux at the Lac qui Parle Mission. 

The New Testament entire, in the Ojibbewa tongue, is now in 
course of publication at the Society’s house in New York, under 
direction of Rev. Mr. Hall, missionary, of the American Board near 
Lake Superiour. Mr. Hall is one of the principal translators of the 
work. 


Bible Society Record. 


This is the title of the Society’s small periodical, issued once in 
two months, and takes the place of the “ Monthly Extracts.” This 
Record contains the acknowledgment of monies received, extracts 
from correspondence, sketches of the reports of auxiliaries, &c. 
Though contined in its matter to one book and its circulation, this 
book is the Bible, the history and position of which is becoming every 
year more interesting to those who love its divine pages. 


Agents Employed. 

For the entire year fen have been in service, and a few others for 
a part of the time. The question as to the necessity of agents is 
frequently discussed. The experience of the Board is, that in 
many instances they are indispensable to the prosperity of the Bible 
eause, and worthy of commendation for their self-denying labors. 
They are not sent where the auxiliaries flourish without them, and 
will not be. 


Local Depositories. 

For several years, small quantities of books have been placed with 
the auxiliaries of Cleaveland, Detroit, Chicago, Milwaukie, Alton, New 
Albany, Louisville, and some other places, to be issued for cash, or 
on the order of the Society’s agents, for the use of other auxiliaries. 
The Board has been under the necessity of directing that they now 
be issued for cash only. Those societies or churches which will raise 
money in advance, can procure them atthe prices named. . If they are 
wanted on credit, or as donations, they must be ordered from New 


York. 


Female Bible Societies. 


Many of these are active and useful—more so than usual. That 
of New York resolved one year since to raise and pay over to the 
Parent Society four thousand dollars, and has fully redeemed the 
pledge. One has recently been formed in New Orleans, which is 
engaged in supplying hospitals, hotels, &c., and promises extensive 
usefulness. 
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Grants of Books. 


Besides those granted to auxiliary societies, individuals, &c., for 
home distribution, 1206 copies have been given for the supply of the 
Army and Navy, on request of an association formed for the moral 
benefit of the same. 

Other grants have been made for Texas; for Key West; for St. 
Thomas, St. Croix, and Haiti, W. I.; for Mexico, Buenos Ayres, and 
Brazil; for Oregon; Western Africa; the Mediterranean, and Hong 
Kong, inChina. ‘The entire report will give the details. 


Grants of Money. 

Besides what has been expended in publishing the Scriptures in 
foreign tongues at the Society’s House, there has been granted 
towards publishing them in the Levant, under the agency of the Rev. 
Mr. Calhoun, the sum of $8,145 60. For publishing them in Cey- 
lon, $3,000; at Bombay, $1,000; at Siam, $1,000; at Madras, $1,000 ; 
at Madura, $500; at Lodiana, $3,000; at the Sandwich Islands, 
$3,500; in France and Switzerland, $1,500; at St. Petersburgh, in 
Russia, $1,000; making a total of $23,945 63. 

The managers would state in conclusion, as a ground for thank- 
fulness, that they have never been permitted to see so much accom- 
plished for the cause in a year, as during that now closed. The vol- 
umes issued from the depository amount in number to 1,000 per day, 
for all the secular days of the year, besides what have been published 
by funds remitted to foreign nations. They have been distributed to 
a great extent among the poor, the neglected, and by Christian hands, 
accompanied with kind exhortation to search the Scriptures daily. 
Who can estimate the results of what has been thus done 2 

They state in the next place, as a ground for humiliation, that 
while this society has been in operation twenty-eight years, there 
are now reported many instances where one-fourth of the families in 
a county, and in afew cases one-third, are found unsupplied with the 
Bible. In one State where explorations are now going on, the belief 
is expressed by the explorers that 30,000 families at least are there 
living without that book. Here is ground for humiliation, and should 
prompt the inquiry, How shall these wants be met 2 

As ground for encouragement, the Board have to state that they 
have now plates and presses at command, have the advantace of 
much experience, have rapid communication with nearly all parts of

‘With cheerfulness I enclose you One Hundred Dollars, asa 
donation to the American Bible Society, and as a thank-oflering to 
the Most High for all his tender mercies to me. You may almost 
hesitate to receive this donation, in view of my circumstanees ; but let 
me assure you, that I have experienced the truth of that text, “there 
is that scattereth and yet increaseth.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MANAGERS OF THE 
ONEIDA COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y., 1844. 


The Managers of the Society would present to the Society a 
review of their operations during the past year ; and, first of all, they 
would render thanks to the God of the Bible for the kind care with 
which he has watched over their interest, and succeeded them in their 
efforts to place the Bible in every destitute family in the county where 
it would be received. 

In accordance witha resolution passed at the last annual meeting 
to ascertain and supply the destitute with the Bible without delay, 
the Managers, on the 15th of February last, invited Mr. Horace Hunt 
to enter upon the work of exploring the county and supplying the 
destitute. Mr. Hunt entered immediately upon the work, and faith- 
fully discharged the duties devolving upon him in pursuing his 
labors ; a much larger deficiency was found to exist than had been 
anticipated. The Managers, however, believing that the great object 
before the Society, of supplying the destitute with the Bible, should 
not be delayed, ordered a supply of books from the parent Society. 
relying upon the friends of the Bible to meet the demands whenever 
they should be called upon for that purpose. 

Atthe annual meeting of the Society in January, 1842, it was 
stated the entire county had been visited, and 578 Bibles disposed of, 
andall supplied. In one town, in which thirty-seven families were sup- 
plied, we found 200 without the Bible; 187 Bibles furnished and 12 
refused; 400 Testaments were disposed of to the youth. 

In this town (Boonville) were 756 families visited ; 930 Bibles, 812 
Testaments, and 2763 readers. Bibles and Testaments on hand 1742: 
1021 without either Bible or Testament. Books furnished 587 74 34 
readers yet without Bible or Testament. ; ; 

In the three most destitute towns were 2163 families, 8797 readers 
2885 Bibles, 3446 Testaments, 514 Bibles given and 1287 Testaments, 
leaving in these three towns 2466 readers without Bible or Testament. 
Of these 1801 were supplied, and yet there are now 665 readers 
unsupplied. 

Doubtless the Society will be surprised, as were the Managers 
at such a large destitution as this, after a supply had been made. 
and, as was supposed at the time, (1841-2,) carefully done. The 
plan, however, which was pursued by Mr. Hunt, and which the Man- 
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agers deemed a most excellent one, was: after presenting the sub- 
ject to the people on the Sabbath, committees were appointed for 
each school district in the town, who engaged usually to make the 
examinations the ensuing week, ascertain every destitute family, and 
return their report; and, as soon as a supply of Bibles and Test- 
aments was received, the same individual usually completed the sup- 
ply without delay. In this way a very thorough examination was 
made, and the Managers believe a very full supply of the county has 
been accomplished. Bibles were given to those unable or unwilling 
to purchase, at the discretion of Mr. Hunt. Many interesting facts 
have occurred, in the course of the distribution, which have gladdened 
the hearts of the agent and distributors, and afford renewed test- 
imony of the value of the Bible to the needy and the destitute. 

In one of the towns (Boonville) a precious revival occurred while 
the distribution was going on. 

The Managers would urge upon the friends of the cause the im- 
portance of raising, without delay, the deficiency now needed to 
balance the account of the American Bible Society. It is of the 
utmost importance that this balance should be cancelled immediately. 
The Bibles and! Testaments are furnished by the American Bible 
Society at cast, and they are much in want of funds to extend their 
operations and furnish supplies for the destitute in foreign lands as 
well as our own; and while we would not in the least detract from 
the other benevolent associations which are receiving contributions 
from the benevolent, and which we wish might be increased an hun- 
dred fold, still we conceive that the Bible cause has a pre-eminent 
claim upon the benevolent. This is truly the parent of all benevolent 
institutions. The Bible must accompany the missionary wherever 
he goes. Whether among the burning sands of Asia, the eternal 
snows of Greenland, among the vine-clad hills of Palestine, or in 
whatever clime or country he is called to pursue his self-denying 
work, there must the Bible, the word of Eternal Truth, be pre- 
sented. The truth is the word of the Spirit, by which sinners are to 
be led to the knowledge of the Saviour, and, whatever else we may 
do without, we cannot do without the Bible. 

Without suggesting to the Society any course to be adopted to 
raise funds to meet the exigencies of the Society, the Managers would 
submit the whole matter to be disposed of as shall be deemed expe- 
dient by the Society. : 

In concluding our report we would express our gratitude to the 
great Head of the Church for the blessings that have accompanied 
our efforts during the past year. It will ever be a source of satisfaction 
to us to review the labor of the past year, and the reflection that we 
have been made the agents of your bounty and liberality in furnish- 
ing the word of life to thousands of destitute families will ever be 
most gratifying. 

We had designed to allude, in our report, to the progress made 
by the American Bible Society during the past year, but as our 
report is already somewhat extended, and as the report of the Society 
has been very generally circulated, we deem it unnecessary. 

We would indulge the hope that Oneida county—one of the most 
wealthy in the state, with a population who have enjoyed as richly 
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as any other in our land the blessings of the gospel—will not fail to 
meet the demands that are now made. ; ds 

The Managers would therefore urge upon the friends of the Bible 
to redouble their exertions, and let more be done the present year 
than has ever been done in any previous year since the Society was 
organized.

YATES COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW YORK. 
April 8, 1844. 

Dear Sir—It becomes my duty, as Corresponding Secretary of 
the Yates County Bible Society, to forward you our Annual Report. 
It will not be as full or as accurate, perhaps, as it would have been if 
our Recording Secretary had been able to render me some assist- 
ance: he is sick, and I have to write from the records and general 
information. 

For several years past this County Society has had little except a 
name. During the past year a very general interest has been excited, 
far greater than during any preceding year. This has been owing 
mostly, if not altogether, to the faithful services of the Rev. Abner 
Chase, the sole agent for this county. He has spent as much of his 
time in giving addresses, taking collections, and distributing Bibles, 
as his health would permit, being somewhat advanced in life, for 
which he receives a small salary at the option of the Executive Com- 
mittee. A more acceptable agent cannot be found. He can do all 
the business of the County Society at a small expense. 

This County Society held its annual meeting at the Methodist 
Chapel in Penn-Yan, on Tuesday, January 9, 1844. The following 
is an abstract of the reports of the Agent and Treasurer : 

Our Agent, the Rev. A. Chase, has visited, from house to house, 
about two-thirds of the county, and distributed to destitute families 
about 250 copies of the Bible, besides selling many copies to those 
who were able to buy. The remainder of the county will soon be 
visited. He preaches in all the churches embraced in the design of 
his agency, and takes collections. 

The Yates County Society is now indebted to the parent Society 
$165 52, The collections have amounted to about $110, after paying 
Agent’s and other incidental expenses. There will be due, after this 
date, about $50 to the parent Society, which will be raised, | am 
informed, by the Agent in a few weeks. More than that amount 
stands pledged. Were the Agent and Treasurer accessible, I would 
give a definite report. The above is the best I can do.

FROM INDIA. 


Letter from Bombay, continued from page 45. 
‘The Parsees form a large and important class of the native popu- 
lation. Their number is estimated at 25,000 in Bombay. In intelli- 
gence, enterprise, and wealth, they occupy the first place. Their 
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religion is the system of Zoroaster. There has been much religious 
inquiry amoung them for some years past, and a few of them have 
professed Christianity. This, however, has only made others more 
zealous for their own religion. Several books in vindication and ex- 
planation of their religious principles and practices, have been pub- 
lished by their learned men within two or three years past. They 
publish a magazine every month, which has for its chief object the 
support of their faith, and a refutation of Christianity. They think 
much of their public character as a class of people, and are very sen- 
Sitive in respect to every thing which appears likely to affect their 
reputation unfavorably in the view of Europeans. In the belief that 
unfavorable statements have been made, and unfavorable views are 
entertained concerning their religious principles and practices, the 
Parseés had lately under consideration the printing of the Zend 
Avesta with a commentary and notes in English. This was not 
with a view to its being used among themselves—for but few of them 
can understand English sufficiently well to read such a work intelligi- 
bly—but to show to the English in this country, and to the learned 
throughout the world, the principles and rites of the Parsee religion 
as understood and practised by themselves. Some leading and 
wealthy men among them offered to give very liberally towards the 
expense. It was expected the work would make two quarto vol- 
umes of several hundred pageseach. Inquiry was made at our press 
whether we would print it, and if'so, on what terms. But our mission 
press was established for other objects,—to diffuse a knowledge of the 
true God and of the way of salvation, to the Parsees as well as to 
others, and nat to assist them in supporting and endeavoring to per- 
petuate their system of superstition and error. Whether they will 
carry out their plan or not, remains to be seen. Should they do so, 
we have no doubt it will result in the furtherance of the Gospel. 

The Roman Catholics in Bombay are estimated at 15,000 or 18,000. 
They are properly a part of the native population, having come from 
Goa and other places on the Malabar coast, or being descended from 
Hindoos who professed the Catholic religion when Bombay belonged 
to the Portuguese. Of the priests, two or three are commonly from 
Europe. The present bishop is from Ireland,—but most of them are 
natives of this country. The state of intelligence, of education, and of 
morals, among the Catholics of Bombay, as well as through all India, 
is extremely low. As polygamy is not allowed among them, their 
domestic state is more quiet and comfortable than other classes of the 
native population. But no class is so much addicted to intemperance 
and all its accompanying evils. To this class of people we have 
given away many copies of the Scriptures. In some instances the 
priests have succeeded in obtaining possession of them, but in others 
they have been preserved, valued, and read. The Bible has been 
translated into the language, sometimes called the Indo-Portuguese, 
which is best understood by the Roman Catholics in India. 

The Jews form another class in the native population of Bombay. 
Their number is not large, but they have three synagogues. They are 
generally well acquainted with the Old Testament, but they give a 
perverted interpretation to all those places which prove that Jesus of 
Nazareth was the Messiah. They believe he is not yet come, and 
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they are looking for his appearance. They have not the strong 
prejudices commonly found in Huropean and American Jews against 
the New Testament. They seldom refuse to receive any part of it. 
Many read it, and some are well acquainted with its contents. Some 
of them have at different times appeared to be much affected with the 
history of our Saviour, and to be almost persuaded to become Chris- 
tians. May the Lord soon remove the veil of unbelief from their 
hearts. 

The statements which have been made, have respect to Bombay. 
But our field for distributing the Scriptures is far from being confined 
to this place. The vicinity is very populous, and the nearest mis- 
sionary or missionary station in any direction is 100 miles distant. 
We wish to spend a part of each year in tours among the large villa- 
ges on the continent. For such tours we feel quite unprepared, if we 
have not a sufficient supply of the Scriptures to give to those who can 
read them intelligibly, and who, if they read them, may, through the 
enlightening and sanctifying influences of the Holy Spirit, become 
wise unto salvation through faith in Jesus Christ. 

The Scriptures we have distributed in years past with the grants 
of the American Bible Society, were procured from the Bombay Bible 
Society at the cost price, or if we printed any for our own use, as we 
in a few instances did, they were the versions which had been printed 
by the Bombay Bible Society, and were in use by all missionaries on 
this side of India. And this is the course we shall pursue with any 
aid we may obtain. This course affords the best security which the 
nature of the case admits of, that any grants the American Bible 
Society may make to us, will be expended in putting into circulation 
translations which have the highest authority for their being faithfully 
made, and which are in general use. 

Should not such instances of zeal and liberality in the support of 
error and superstition excite Christians in America to express their 
gratitude to God for his holy word, by giving freely of their substance 
to impart it to the ignorant and deluded people of India? We hope 
they will thus honor the Lord with their substance, and devote to him 
the first fraits of all their increase. While we return our cordial 
thanks to the Committee of the American Bible Society for the aid 
they have rendered us in time past, we beg to intimate to them that 
we are now entirely without means to supply the people around us 
with the Scriptures. We assure the Committee and all Christians in 
our beloved native land, that we shall have great pleasure in being 
co-workers with them in receiving their liberality and communicating 
the word of God to the Hindoos, and Mohammedans, and other 
classes of people, among whom we live, and to whose spiritual good 
we have devoted our lives. 

Our Christian regards to the Committee and all the Officers of 
the Society, and our request for a daily remembrance in their prayers 
for ourselves and for the inhabitants of this country.

Turs Report, the twenty-eighth, is now ready for delivery. A copy 
is sent by mail to each of the Society’s travelling agents and to some 
officer of each auxiliary. Packages of the same will then be forward- 
ed, as fast as possible, to Life Directors, Life Members, &c., when 
Auxiliaries are ordering books, and in such other ways as may be pre- 
sented. The officers of Auxiliaries will confer a favour by sending for 
such copies as their field is entitled to, by some merchant or other 
individual visiting New York. No doubt many merchants in the 
city, if requested so to do, would procure and forward small packa- 
ges of these Reports to their customers in the country, and which 
could be delivered then to the officers of Auxiliaries for distribution. 

It is asked also, when this document is received, that it may be 
read, the destitutions which abound understood, and measures taken 
to supply them. It is all important that each local Society be stirred 
up to raise money to procure and distribute books without waiting for 
the return ofan Agent. Atall events, let each Society keep such a stock 
of books on hand, that when wanted for the destitute, or for schools, 
the applicant shall not be told, “ There are no books for you, the de- 
pository is empty.” How disheartening such a reply—how offensive, 
too, in the eye of Him who has given us the Scriptures, and told us 
to “search” them ! 
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Change of Financial Secretary. 


Quite unexpectedly to the Managers the Rev. Edmund S. Janes, 
D. D., has been called from his post in the Bible Society, and appoint- 
ed a Bishop in the Methodist Episcopal Church. From his peculiar 
adaptedness to the office which he held, his relinquishment of it is 
felt to be a matter of regret both by the officers and managers of the 
Society. The following letter and resolution will present the whole 
case in its true light: 


American Bible Society House, 
New York, June 19, 1844. 


To rue Mawnacers or THE Am. Bisie Society: 


Gentlemen—I hereby resign the office of Financial Secretary ofthe 
American Bible Society. 

Circumstances which have occurred since your last meeting ren- 
der this step imperative. 

My connexion with the Society has been, to myself, most satisfae- 
tory and pleasing. The uniform courtesy and respect of the Board of 
Managers, the affable, kind, and confiding deportment of my col- 
leagues, and the marked prosperity of the institution, have enabled me 
to endure the toils and exposures and sacrifices incident to the office, 
not only with cheerfulness, but with delight. 

My resignation is a painful duty. My feelings are relieved, how- 
ever, by the fact that the office to which 1 am called will enable me 
still to do much to promote the sacred and immeasurable interests of 
your noble institution. And be assured, gentlemen, that whenever 
oceasions offer for me to raise my voice or exert my influence in favour 
of the American Bible Society, I shall improve them with thankful- 
ness. And I believe that, while I have a heart to pray for myself, I 
shall not cease to plead with God for the constantly increasing pros- 
perity of the institution. 

I beg the gentlemen of the Board and the officers of the Society to 
accept my assurances of cherished affection for their persons, and fer- 
vent desires for their prosperity.

Resolved, That, as a token of regard for one who has done much 
to promote the circulation of the Bible, a copy of the same, in fine 
binding, be presented to the Rev. Dr. Janes. 


Appointment of a Successor. 


At the same meeting on the 19th, the Rev. Noah Levings, D. D., 
Pastor of the Wesleyan Chapel in Vestry-street, was unanimously 
elected Financial Secretary. The following letter of acceptance has 


since been received. 


To rHe Manacers oF THE AMERICAN BisLE SocietTy— 


Gentlemen—Having been officially informed of my election as F'i- 
nancial Secretary of the American Bible Society, I hereby signify my 
cheerful acceptance of the office, and beg permission to express the high 
sense of obligation under which your suffrages have placed me ; for, 
while the office is one of great responsibility and labour, I also regard 
it as one of distinguished honour. To be associated with the virtuous 
and good of every Christian country, and with so large a number of 
evangelical denominations, in labouring to promote the objects con- 
templated in the grand Bible enterprise, is indeed an honourable asso- 
ciation.

This worthy officer became connected with 
the Society as its Recording Secretary in 1816, which office he held 
until 1832, when he was elected a Vice-President. Until the last 
four or five years, he was never absent, it is believed, from an annual 
meeting, and in very few instances from the monthly meetings of the 
Board. It may be said, without qualification, that the Institution had 
never a more sincere and abiding friend. 


Letter from Ohio—County supplied. 


Spring field, April 16, 1844. 
Dear Sir: 

The annual meeting of the Bible Society of Clark county, Ohio, 
was held on the 28th of March last. Rev. James F. Sawyer was 
elected President; Rev. A. T. Mc Murphy and Rey. Jno. S. Gallo- 
way, Vice Presidents ; Henry Hedrick, Secretary ; and John Ludlow, 
Treasurer : all the officers reside in this place. The annual report of 
the Executive Committee is too long to copy here, and we will not 
tax you with the postage of another sheet. We have thoroughly 
explored and fully supplied this county with the Bible during the 
last two years. Although ours is, perhaps, as enlightened and as 
religious as any other county in the state, we have found that about 
one-fifth of all the families in this county were without the Bible, and 
to most of those we have donated the word of God. 

We also gave fifty Bibles to the Wyandott Indians, as they passed 
through here last summer, on their way to their home west of the 
Mississippi. It is the intention of the committee to keep an assort- 
ment of Bibles and Testaments on hand to sell at cost, and after this 
all, or nearly all, the money we can raise will be donated to the 
Parent Society. We are now making an effort to have the Bible 
introduced more generally into the common schools of our count

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Letter fromthe Agent of the American and Vermont Bible Societies. 


Dear Sir: 


A little more than seven years since, it was thought the state was 
pretty thoroughly supplied with the Scriptures; a few towns only 
were neglected. Thousands of destitute families were then found, 
and furnished with the bread of life. Since that time, a great 
change has taken place in the population. A large number of 
foreigners have taken refuge among us. These are generally Catho- 
lics, and of course without the Bible. Hence, when I became the 
Agent of the Vermont B. S8., about two years since. it was thought 
best to re-supply the state again. This work is now nearly completed. 
In thirteen counties it has been, or is being, faithfully attended to. 
Not far from twenty thousand of Bibles and Testaments have in 
this time been scattered over the state. And facts compel us to be- 
lieve that we had, at the commencement of this effort, six thousand 
families in the state destitute in part or whole of the word of God. 
One other county only remains to be explored. What the state of 
things there is, in regard to this work, Iam not advised. It is aux- 
iliary directly to the A. B. S., and of course will make returns to you. 
I hope, however, to visit them soon. 

It is intended in the future to keep up our supply, so that a draft to 
so great an amount may not be made upon our funds for home sup- 
ply again, at present. 

In regard to funds in the future, it may not be amiss to say a 
word. There is a pretty general conviction, I think, among the 
friends of the Bible cause in Vermont, that they have done far too 
little to sustain the enterprise in time past, and we are making a con- 
tinuous effort to systematize the contributions of the friends, so that 
we may depend upon an annual income to the treasury of the Bible 
Society. About fifteen hundred persons were secured to an annual 
subscription list, of one, two, and five dollars each, last year. These 
subscribers paid two thousand dollars. These lists will be increased, 
instead of being diminished, if proper attention is paid to the subject 
in future. 

From life members, other contributions, and the sale of Bibles, we 
raised about three thousand dollars more. This sum may, and in- 
deed should, be increased to ten thousand dollars annually. This 
would be but a small tax upon the churches of Vermont; and when 
the subject comes to be fully understood, I have no doubt it will be 
raised. 

Numerous and striking instances of conversion have already 
been related as the result of Bible diffusion among us. Some of 
these will be reported in their appropriate place. They are but indi- 
cations of divine pleasure in our glorious work. But when all the 
bread which has thus been “cast upon the waters ” shall be gathered ; 
when all the numerous instances of conversion shall be numbered up, 
and all the stones taken from the quarry of sin shall be brought to- 
gether; how will the Christian church, which has been engaged in 
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this holy enterprise, bring along the top-stone, crying, Grace, grace 
unto it!

Mr. John.G. Simpson, Agent of the Lexington and Vicinity Bible So- 
‘ ciety, Kentucky. 


We have in previous years given some interesting accounts of his 
labours. The following is from his last report, and should be read 
by all: 


The counties I last visited are located in the Northern part of this 
State, embracing the Kentucky and Licking rivers, Kagle Creek, and 
many of their tributary streams. Most of those counties are rough 
and broken, containing a considerable amount of unsettled territory, 
poor soil, and poor population. They are medium-sized counties, 
averaging about one thousand voters. ‘Taking into consideration the 
location of those counties, and their facilities for obtaining Bibles, the 
destitution was much greater than I anticipated. I found more fami- 
lies in good circumstances, of high standing in society, destitute of the 
Bible, than Ihave previously found in any other portion of this State. 
The destitution among professors of religion, of high standing in their 
respective churches, was astonishingly great. I met with no family, 
destitute of a Bible, that refused to receive one. The Bible, as in all 
other places which I have visited, was generally received with cordial- 
ity and thankfulness, and in many instances with indescribable feel- 
ings of gratitude. 

There are, also, other good and important incidental results 
growing out of, and inseparably connected with, the Colporteur sys- 
tem of circulating the Sacred Scriptures, which are worthy of consid- 
eration. Wherever a distributor of the Bible goes, public attention. 
for a time at least, and to some extent, is arrested—the Bible becomes 
the public and private theme of conversation—the destitution of the 
Bible, the wonder and astonishment of all. Many persons appear to 
wake up for the first time in their lives to the importance of the Holy 
Scriptures by the knock of the distributor at the door, with the Bible 
in his hand—many are mortified that they and others should be found 
without the Book of Books in their families. Preachers are amazed 
and mortified that so many of the members of their churches should 
be found destitute of the whole counsel of God; consequently, many 
of them, for the first time in the history of their ministry, preach and 
talk about the value and importance of the Scriptures of eternal life, 
and thus a new impulse is given to the reading and circulation of the 
Bible. A distributor of the Bible may also be instrumental in accom- 
plishing great good by his personal influence; he may be an effective, 
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practical preacher of the Gospel, though but a private member of the 
church. His calling introduces and recommends him to the respect 
and confidence of the better class of his fellow-citizens. His business, 
also, naturally introduces and brings up the subject of religion, in some 
form, before the minds of all his fellow men, of every class, with whom 
he comes in contract. In private and in public, by the way-side and 
around the domestic altar, he has access to the hearts and consciences 
of men, that could not be approached on this subject in any other way. 
Having it in his power to bestow the precious word of God upon the 
poor and destitute gratuitously, gives him such an influence, espe- 
cially over the minds of this class of men, as cannot be exerted by any 
other individual. In a word, the presentation of the Bible as a gift to 
a poor, wicked, thoughtless man, accompanied by such remarks as the 
occasion naturally suggests, is well calculated to bring such a man 
under strong obligations to read the word of God, and to serious re- 
flection. 

In concluding this my fourth report, permit me to present to your 
consideration a recapitulation of the services 1 have performed, to- 
gether with my plan of operation, during my connexion with your So- 
ciety. Ihave acted as Agent of the Lexington and_ Vicinity Bible 
Society for four years past, occupying from five to eight months in 
each year; in which time I have supplied the following counties with 
Bibles. In the summer and fall of 1840, I visited Clay, Laurel, Whit- 
ley, Knox, and Harlan. In 41, Perry, Breathitt, Estill, and Morgan. 
In 42, Floyd, Pike, Lawrence, Carter, Greenup, and Lewis. In 43, 
Owen, Grant, Pendleton, Kenton, and part of Campbell: twenty coun- 
ties in all, fifteen of which are mountain counties. Whole number of 
Bibles distributed, three thousand nine hundred and seventy-nine, and 
seventy-eight New Testaments. 

About nine-tenths of all the Bibles I have distributed, were wholly 
eratuitous. For the balance I received half price, and less than that. 
[ did not receive full price, fifty cents, for one in a hundred. After 
paying all the expenses, I have returned to the Treasurer of your So- 
ciety about one hundred dollars; most of which I received for octavo 
Bibles sold at half price. I distributed from ten to twenty-five of this 
description of Bibles in most of the counties. The expense for export- 
ing the Bibles from Lexington to the different counties where I took 
charge of them, I suppose, will consume the amount of money I have 
returned to the Treasurer of your Society. Since I have acted as 
Agent of your Society, there has been a great pressure in monetary 
matters. In addition to this fact, I suppose the twenty counties which 
I have visited embrace a larger amount of poor population than can 
be found in the same number of counties in this State. I have also 
made it my business, especially, to search out the poor and destitute 
of this world’s goods: poor young married people, widows, the dis- 
tressed and afflicted of every class, I have invariably supplied first. 1 
have never made an effort to sell Bibles to such families as had one, 
who were generally the most able and willing to purchase, or to any 
persons but housekeepers. These are some of the reasons, among 
others, that might be assigned for the small amount of money which 
T have received. Where it was at all practicable, I demanded fifty 
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cents as the highest price, or any amount under that sum for a Bible. 
I supplied all the destitute families I met with, either gratuitously, or 
for any amount under fifty cents that they were willing to give; fur- 
nishing one Bible to a family. I required a promise of all those that 
received Bibles, that they would keep it and read it, or have it read 
to them; accompanying each Bible with such remarks as were adapt- 
ed to the circumstances of those that received it. I visited the public 
meetings of the different denominations of Christians, and all such 
families as were known, or supposed to be destitute of a Bible. 

In attempting to carry out the great benevolent design of your 
Society, I have endeavoured to know no man after the flesh, or after 
the Spirit. I can say, with a clear conscience, that I have not shown 
partiality in the distribution of the Sacred Scriptures to any religious 
denomination or class of men, except it be the poor of every class." 

1 have supplied some Catholic females in the different counties I 
have visited. 

1 have also made it a special object to supply all the coloured peo- 
ple that could read. I have, therefore, made no distinction in colour, 
sect, or profession, in the distribution of this invaluable gift of heaven, 
which is pre-eminently designed and adapted for the benefiting of 
the whole human race. More than one half of all the Bibles I have 
distributed, have fallen into the hands of professors of religion ; that 
is, into families in which one or both of the heads of the family were 
members of some church. Many of these families had the New Test- 
ament, but a considerable portion of them were entirely destitute. 
Many of the heads of these families could not read; but in seven- 
eighths, if not more, of allthe families that I have supplied with the 
Bible, some one of the family could read, unless they deceived me. 
Many, very many, of these families, especially poor, pious wives and 
mothers, had long desired to have this invaluable treasure, but could 
not obtain it, and had not one cent for it, and would have died with- 
out the Bible, had it not been sent ta their doors gratuitously. While 
it is also true, that many families received the Bible as a donation. 
who were well able to buy it, and might have procured it: but not 
appreciating the worth of the Bible, and the privilege of its posses- 
sion, would have continued to live without it, unless obtained in this 
way. Whether, therefore, in pretence or in truth, from good or bad 
motives, the word of God has been received at your hands, yet I 
trust you do rejoice, and will rejoice, that so many immortal souls, 
who are our brethren and kinsmen according to the flesh, have 
received into their hands and their houses the sacred Scriptures 
which are able to make them wise unto salvation, through faith in 
Christ Jesus. Whatever may be the result of your work of faith, and 
labour of love, you have the satisfaction of knowing, brethren, that you 
have sent the Bible literally into the highways and hedges, and 
bestowed it upon those of your fellow-citizens who are deprived of 
many of the blessings and privileges so richly and profusedly bestow- 
ed by an all-wise Providence upon you and others, whose lot has 
fallen in more pleasant places, and who have a better heritage. 
Under your guidance and support, as the managers of the Lexington 
and Vicinity Bible Society, and by the help of God, I have been per- 
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mitted to deposit the word of God, which is ever quick and powerful 
as the sword of the Spirit. I have supplied 24 counties with the 
Bible, and the youth under fifteen years ofage with the New Testament, 
on the heights of the Cumberland mountain, and on the fertile banks 
of the Ohio river; on the cliffs, and in the highways and deserts, and 
along the fountain streams of the Cumberland, Kentucky, Licking 
and Sandy rivers. 

Including the Bibles and Testaments distributed for the Shelby- 
ville Bible Society, and Female Bible Society at Frankfort, and Lex- 
ington and Vicinity Bible Society, I have now circulated in Ken- 
tucky about five' thousand Bibles, and two thousand copies of the New 
Testament. It is peculiarly gratifying to me, as it will be, no doubt, 
to all who feel any interest in this glorious work, to know that the 
Bibles and Testaments which I have distributed, have been pur- 
chased, and the expenses of distribution sustained, by these Auxiliary 
Bible Societies. Most of them have also contributed liberally, in the 
meantime, to the funds of the American Bible Society, for the foreign 
distribution. Permit me to say to you, brethren, and through you to 
all who are blessed with the Bible, and who consider it a privilege to 
give of their substance to circulate God’s blessed word at home and 
abroad, that a great reaction has taken place ag to the reception of 
the Bible in this State. Some ten or twelve years ago, many fami- 
lies would not receive a Bible upon any terms; and distributors of 
the Bible were frequently and grossly insulted. Not so now. | Since 
I have been engaged in this good work, I have not been rudely 
treated but in one instance, and that was by a man who was a base 
Infidel of the lowest order, living at that time in Gallatin county. He 
not only attempted to insult me in a public company, but also circu- 
lated a malicious falsehood, well calculated to injure my character 
and endanger my life. I have travelled through all the counties in 
the State, that are properly considered mountain counties. I was 
brought in contact with almost all sorts of men, and under almost 
every variety of circumstances, and in no instance was I even mis- 
treated, much less insulted, and nowhere in the State was I more 
cordially received, more kindly, hospitably, and respectfully treated, 
than by the people living in the mountains, notwithstanding they are 
considered by some as scarcely civilized. Their hospitality and 
gratitude towards the stranger that goes among them, not for the 
purpose of spying out their nakedness, and prying into their domestic 
affairs, and publishing it abroad to the world, but for the noble pur- 
pose of trying to do good, and is satisfied with the very best treat- 
ment they can give him, is as free, and pure, and elevated, and un- 
bounded, as the mountain air they breathe. I would not, however, so 
much as intimate that I have experienced any want of hospitality in 
any part of this State in which I have travelled; but I have sald this 
much in reference to the mountain people, that no individual, at home 
or abroad, may be deterred from going among them for any benevo- 
lent purpose. I have never been charged for entertainment for my- 
self and horse, so far as I recollect, more than twice by private fami- 
ilies, while engaged in the distribution of the Bible. I have not met 
with one family destitute of a Bible, that positively refused to receive 
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one. We have great encouragement, therefore, to spend and be 
spent in circulating God’s blessed word of life and salvation among 
the poor and destitute on our own borders, and almost within sight of 
our homes and firesides. No doubt, brethren, it is to you, and to all 
who have contributed to the support of this good work, a matter of 
delightful contemplation, that a long catalogue of families, which, a 
few years ago, were living without the Bible, are now in possession 
of this inestimable treasure. Who can but rejoice that has been per- 
mitted to have any instrumentality in sending the bread and water of 
life to so many starving, thirsty souls, perishing for the lack of know- 
ledge; stumbling and falling over the dark mountains of sin and 
error, for the want of a lamp to their feet and a light to their path. 
How many weak, ignorant, doubting, disconsolate disciples of Christ, 
shall be strengthened, enlightened, established, and comforted, in 
their pilgrimage from time to eternity—how many poor, wicked, 
thoughtless sinners, shall be turned from darkness to light, and from 
the power of sin and Satan unto God, and become new creatures in 
Christ Jesus, through the instrumentality of all the Bibles distributed, 
we shall never know in this world. Duty is ours, results belong to 
God. With fervent supplication to Him on whom success in all our 
efforts to do good depends, and with whom is the residue of the 
Spirit, and who has said that his word shall not return unto Him 
void, but it shall accomplish that which He pleaseth, I commend thie 
blessed cause to the prayers of all such of God’s children who love the 
Bible above gold; yea, above fine gold.

From a Correspondent in Texas. 
Dear Sir: 


I regret that, for some time past, we have been able to do but 
little in the Bible cause. The state of affairs, both financial and polit- 
ical, in our country, has, for some time, been unfavourable to all benev- 
olent operations. Most of the Bibles sent to this country by your 
Society have been put in circulation. Excepting what was collected 
by your agent, Rev. Mr. Hoes, in 1838-9, | suppose nothing has 
ever been received for Bibles and Testaments sold, though quite a 
number have been committed to the care of various persons in the 
country, with instructions to sell them for cash, or on time, and remit 
the proceeds to us. But nothing has ever been returned, nor do I 
suppose that any thing need be calculated upon from that source. 
Money is so exceedingly scarce.that but few of those who possess it 
are willing to part with it for the Scriptures. But notwithstanding 
all that is discouraging in our circumstances, we would not entirely 
despair. Our countrymen need the Bible. A great many families 
are destitute of this treasure. Our Catholic friends, with sleepless 
vigilance, are strenuously exerting themselves to obtain the ascend- 
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ency in this Republic. They are establishing churches and semina- 
ries of learning in various parts of our country. Even during the 
present hard times, they are erecting three fine buildings at Galves- 
ton, to be used in the machinery of their varied operations. They 
propose to establish free schools throughout the country. We 
know of no more unobjectionable way of preventing their influence 
than by circulating the Scriptures extensively among our people, 
and, in order to effect this object, we have to ask for still more dona- 
tions from your Society. I think you should send immediately, if you 
ean, on board some vessel bound direct to Galveston, at least five 
hundred Bibles, and as many Testaments. They should be generally 
of the cheaper editions published by your Society. Rev. Mr. H. is 
permanently located at Galveston, and will attend to their judicious 
distribution throughout the country. 

Owing to the unsettled state of affairs in the country, there was no 
meeting of the Texas Bible Society at our last session of Congress, 
as contemplated by the Constitution. We will endeavour to get a 
meeting this year, if practicable. Should you send a box of Bibles 
to Rev. Mr. Henderson, please place in it several hundred copies of 
your last Annual Reports, (for two years,) as also of the “Monthly 
Extracts.” I will thank you to send me regularly, by every vessel 
that leaves for Galveston, the Bible Record; also one of the last 
Reports. Should you send say fifty copies of the Record per every 
vessel, Mr. H. could circulate them among the friends of the Bible 
cause throughout the country. This is the only way of getting peri- 
odicals from the U. S. at present, in consequence of your government 
requiring the postage to be paid within its limits, before packages 
can come to Texas. 

I hope you will write me soon, and let me know what your 
Society 1s doing, and especially whatit intends to do for Texas. Do 
not give up our country, although we are poor—we are needy.

Letter of the Pope. 


The Pope, Gregory XVI., has, under date the 8th of May of the 
present year, issued an Encyclical Letter, addressed to all the Patri- 
archs, Primates, Archbishops, and Bishops, from which the following 
is extracted :— : : 

“ Among the principal machinations by which the Acatholics otf 
different denominations endeavour to ensnare the faithful adherents to 
the Catholic Truth, and to avert their minds from the sanctity of the 
Faith, the Bible Societies—originally established in England, but 
since then disseminated far and wide—hold no mean place; they con- 
stitute, as it were, an army, uniting together for one common object, 
namely, to publish the books of the Holy Scriptures translated into 
every vernacular tongue, in an infinite number of copies, and to dis- 
tribute them indiscriminately among Christians and Infidels, so as to 
induce every one to read them without the aid of an SLED EENOE or

“Wor these reasons, several Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, 
being assembled with us in Council, and having gravely and maturely 
considered the subject, we have, conformably with their suggestion, 
resolved to address to you all, venerable Brethren, this (Encyclical) 
Letter, by which we condemn anew, in virtue of our Apostolical 
authority, all the Bible Societies before alluded to, and already disal- 
lowed by our predecessors: and by this present Decree of our Supreme 
Apostleship, we especially disapprove and condemn the New Associ- 
ation designated by the title of the “Christian Alliance,” instituted 
last year at New-York; as well as all Societies of the same descrip- 
tion, which already are, or shall be hereafter connected with that 
Association, # a Pe 7% “ 6 % 

“ As to you, venerable Brethren, called as you are to share in our 
solicitude, we strongly recommend to you in the Lord to publish and 
explain, as time and place may serve, to the people entrusted to your 
pastoral charge, our Apostolical Decree, and these our present injunc- 
tions ; and to use all your endeavours to preserve the faithful lambs 
from the before-mentioned Association of the ‘Christian Alliance,’ and 
from every branch connected with it, as well as from all other Bible 
Societies whatever. In accordance with this, it becomes your duty to 
remove from the faithful all Bibles translated into the vernacular 


tongues, and published contrary to the Decrees of the Roman Pontiffs, 
as cited above.”

Books in Season. 


Tuose Auxiliaries which cannot send to New-York for books, 
after navigation is closed, should see that a supply is now ordered 
without delay. Every winter we hear of distributing Agents in some 
of the Northern States, who are retarded in their work for want of 
books. 

Several instances have come to our notice of late, where minis- 
ters, colporteurs, &c., can procure no books at the county Deposit- 
ory, because it contains none. Individuals therefore within the 
bounds of some Auxiliary, are continually applying to the Parent So- 
ciety directly for books. It must not be expected that such applica- 
tions will often be granted. No duty can be more plain than that 
every local Bible Society should keepa supply of books on hand; 
and this duty must be urged until books are ordered. 

It should be stated here, that pastors sometimes complain that 
they cannot procure books of their county Society ; when the reason 
is that these pastors have taken no measures to furnish said Society 
with the means to purchase books. Let each congregation at some- 
time in the year, make a congregational Bible collection, and pay it in 
tothe Treasurer of the county Society, and he can then call for booke 
in a way which cannot be resisted. 
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Funds Wanted. 


The Managers of the American Bible Society are now greatly 
in want of means to prepare Bibles in English, French and German, 
for our own country. Also to print an edition in raised letters for the 
blind. They are furthermore wanted to carry on their distributions 
abroad, among the Cherokees and Choctaws, in France, Syria, 
Ooroomiah, in Persia, and in still remoter fields. This is a cause so 
obviously important, that no one who has means can innocently neg- 
lect it. And yet how many are there who suffer years to pass, with- 
out contributing enough to prepare a single Bible! Let us respect- 
fully ask the reader, how many copies he and his household furnish 
ayear? This isa good question to bring up and settle when read- 
ing the precious Bible, at family worship. 


* 
Interesting history of a Bible furnished to the Library through 


the Financial Secretary, Rev. Dr. Levings, at whose house tt 
was left, with the following note : 


For several years, up to January 1, 1825, I was a scholar in the 
Sabbath School connected with the Reformed Dutch Church in 
Poughkeepsie, of which the Rey. C. C. Cuyler was then pastor. 

The Scholars had been rewarded with tickets, which were, on 
the day above mentioned, redeemed with books of various kinds. 
Though I was but 13 years old I had fora long time wished to be 
the owner of a Bible, and now I expected soon to possess the treasure: 
but when I presented my tickets I received three or four smaller 
books, the titles of which I have forgotten. Albeit they were hand- 
somely bound and embellished with beautiful engravings, and yet 
they did not satisfy me while I saw on the table several copies of the 
Scriptures. My dissatisfaction was discovered by the good Superin- 
tendent, who inquired the cause. Returning the books to him, I 
said, entreatingly, “I want a Bible.’ He replied, “ You have not 
tickets enough to procure you a Bible,” and I turned away scarcely 
able to repress my feelings, while a tear stole down my cheek. A 
happy thought now came to my mind. He who had received me 
into the church by baptism, and who had manifested a parent’s regard 
for me, was in the room; I hurried to him and related the defeat of 
my hopes, and he offered “security for my future attendance and 
good conduct at the school,” and procured for me this Bible. In 
September following T left my native place and went several hundred 
miles from the -parental roof, to reside among strangers. My pious 
mother had given me some choice books, but when she packed my 
clothes she found no room for them in my trunk; however, the most 
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choice of them, the Bible, she tucked under my overcoat, which was 
lashed on the top, saying, “It will be handy to read while on the pas- 
sage,” and she exhorted me to make it my daily study, adding, 
“when you have read it through I will reward you.” I did so, and 
was recompensed with a purse of money; but before I had perused 
the sacred volume through I discovered a treasure of far more value 
than silver or gold—the pearl of great price; I had just reached 
the history of the Saviour of the world, when IJ received him as my 
Saviour, and found him to be more precious than rubies. 

During my apprenticeship this Bible was the only copy in the 
store, and was so much used by my employers and others, as well as 
myself, that it became necessary to have it re-bound. [for several 
years I was a teacher or superintendent in five different Sabbath 
Schools, in as many different and distant places, and in all of them | 
used this Bible. I became a miinister, and, with this Bible in my sad- 
dle-bags, I went to my appointments among the hardy pioneers on 
our western borders, and from its inexhaustible treasures brought 
forth things new and old. I was made an Agent for a branch of the 
American Bible Society; and when I presented the claims of that 
noble institution I showed this Bible and told its history, that the peo- 
ple, by seeing how a single copy had been blest, might be induced to 
aid that heaven-born charity. 

For twenty years this Bible has been my constant companion—in 
youth, and in manhood—at home, and when thousands of miles away 
—in my closet, and in the pulpit—by my father’s hearth, and by the 
altar in my own family. When I wasa child I studied it, and now 
my children learn its heavenly truths—it has guided me in prosper- 
ity, and solaced me in adversity—it led me to the Saviour, and it 
binds me now to his cross. 

“Dear, blessed Bible ;”? may it be preserved a thousand years, to 
speak in behalf of the American Bible Society.

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Work of Supply.—Delaware County Bible Society, N. Y. 


Annuat Mestine, July 10th, 1844. 


The Society met at the Court House at 10o0’clock A. M.—the 
President, Rev. Jamss McEwen, in the Chair. 

The meeting was opened by reading the 49th chapter of Isaiah, by 
the President, and prayer by the Rey. Dr. Levings, Financial Secre- 
tary of the American Bible Society. 

Minutes of the last meeting were read by the Secretary, A. C. 
Erkson, and approved. The report of the Executive Committee was 
then read and approved. 

Hon. C. Hathaway, Treasurer of the Society, reported as to the 
finances of the Society, which report was accepted and approved. 

Rev. James McEwen, J. M. Shaw, and Hon, C. Hathaway, were 
oe delegates, to attend the anniversary of the Parent Society, May, 
1845. 

Sermon by the Rev. M. Waters, from Rev. xxii. 2: “And the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations.” 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The Executive Committee of the Delaware County Bible Society 
report, that for the past year they have proceeded with the work of 
general distribution in this county. The towns of Delhi, Stamford, 
Kortright, and Davenport, having been before surveyed during the 
year previous tothe past. Our agent commenced with Meredith, 
and continued through Harpersfield, Bovina, Roxbury, Middletown, 
Andes, and Colchester. We obtained of the Parent Society for this 
distribution, 600 common Bibles, 400 pocket Testaments, 20 diamond 
tuck Bibles, and 6 quarto family Bibles. Mr. Redfield, the agent 
of the former year, was employed, and engaged, in all, three months 
and five days. 

From his report, we learn that in the town of Meredith were 26 
families destitute of all but some fragments of the Scriptures, and 8 
entirely destitute. They had been thus from two to thirteen years. 
29 Bibles and 9 Testaments were given. 

In Harpersfield were twenty-three families with only a piece of the 
Bible, and six entirely destitute, and one of the latter for twenty-five 
years, another for four years. 22 Bibles and 7 Testaments given. 

In Bovina were thirteen families with fragments only, and anoth- 
wholly destitute, and these from one to three years. 10 Bibles were 

iven. 
Ss In Roxbury were found eighty families having fragments only, 
and seventy-three wholly destitute; these from one to seven years. 
76 Bibles and 12 Testaments given. 

In Middletown were sixty-three families with fragments, and forty- 
four entirely destitute ; these from_one to fifteen years. 91 Bibles 
and 11 Testaments were given. Five individuals, together with one 
family, wholly destitute of the Scriptures, but of the Roman Catholic 
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religion, were unwilling to receive a Protestant Bible. Others of that 
persuasion gladly received them of our agent. 

In Andes were forty-three families mostly, and seventy-five wholly 
destitute; these from one to twenty-three years. 59 Bibles and 4 
Testaments given. . 

In Colchester were found forty-three mostly, and thirteen entirely 
destitute. 52 Bibles and 4 Testaments given. 

Our agent visited in all, 2516 families, and found in all, 414 desti- 
tute of the Scriptures, of whom 123 were entirely so. 

He sold 200 Bibles, amounting to $93 80, and 362 Testaments, 
amounting to $55 35.—He gave to families 325 Bibles, and to tran- 
sient individuals 14 and in all, 47 Testaments. He hasbeen received 
with uniform kindness and hospitality, making the incidental expen- 
ses of the way but trifling, while he has in some cases received small ° 
contributions to the cause. He has sought every favorable oppor- 
tunity to create an interest in the excellence and truth of the word 
of life, which he was disseminating. 

The work of continuing this distribution until it be completed 
through the whole county, the committee would earnestly com- 
mend to the consideration of the Society. 


Extract from an interesting Report of the Knoxville Bible Society, 
Tennessee, presented in July bythe Secretary, Mr. J.J. G. Smith. 


Resolved, that deeming it of the utmost importance that every fam- 
ily should have in its possession a copy of the Holy Scriptures, this 
Society will use every exertion to have the Eastern Division of the 
State supplied at as early a period as possible; and that as a first step 
to the attainment of this object, the Secretary be instructed to opena 
correspondence with one or more individuals in each county in which 
no regular Societies exist, requesting their co-operation with us in 
supplying the destitute of their several counties. 

Resolved, further, that the Secretary inform the Corresponding 
Secretary of the American Bible Society of our plan, and request 
their aid in carrying out the measure. 

At first the Board experienced some difficulty in securing the ser- 
vices of a suitable man. 7 

In the mean time, however, through the voluntary and efficient 
services of Messrs. Brantly, Hearan, Leach, and other students of the 
university, and the pastors of the different churches of Knoxville 
about two thirds of the county was regularly visited by districts, and 
every family supplied. ‘ 

About that time the Board were fortunate in securing the services 
of Mr. J. R. Smith, who at once entered upon his duties and finished 
the supply of the county ; so that we now have the happiness of say- 
ing to you, that we believe that a copy of the Bible can be found in 
the hands of every family in the county of Knox, with the exception 
of two families, and they refused to receive it upon any terms. 

As soon as the supply of this county was completed, Mr. Smith 
was furnished with Bibles, and sent to Roane County, where he has 
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since been operating, and has progressed considerably in the supply 
of that county; we find from his report that he has distributed 451 
copies of the Bible and Testament. Of this number 235 Bibles and 
Testaments were given to families entirely destitute. 

And but for the want of Books, he would probably have given the 

Board the further privilege of reporting that county as fully sup- 
lied. 

E The Board would state that the destitution in Hast Tennessee, is 

found to be infinitely greater than any of the friends of the cause 

had previously supposed. 

For example, in our own county this Society have supplied by gift 
and sale to those entirely destitute 569 Bibles. Although this large 
number of destitute have been supplied by our Society, yet it must be 
borne in mind, that a supply of Knoxville and vicinity had been made 
a short time before our organization. Including that supply, it is 
probable that little more than a year ago more than 700 families in 
Knox county, were without a copy of the Holy Scriptures; being 
at least one fourth of the whole number of families in the county. 

With such a destitution in this county, how much more destitute 
must those counties around us be, who have not the means nor the 
opportunities for supplying themselves that we have! 

By the reports of our distributors, we find that a large number of 
professors of religion in this county were found destitute. 


Communication from Cou. Tronenin, a distinguished layman, 
residing in Switzerland. We have aiso an important letter 
from Count Delaborde, one of the Secretaries of the French 
and Foreign Bible Society, which we shall publish in the next 
number. 

Geneva, April 27th, 1844. 

To the Corresponding Secretary of the American Bible Society : 

Sir: You have had the kindness to aid the American-Swiss 
Comunittee by repeatedly sending funds, within the last three years, 
to be employed in distributing the Book of Life.- Allow me to ad- 
dress a few lines to you on the subject of this important work, and 
more particularly respecting its progress in France. 

You are aware of the effect which was produced in Europe, in 
the twelfth century, by a few manuscript copies of the Bible, transla- 
ted into the vulgar tongue. The history of the Waldenses, the Albi- 
genses, the Lollards ; of the Slavonians of Bohemia, of Hungary, of 
Poland, and that of the revival excited by Savanarola in Italy,—the 
history of these, I say, is too well known to need any relation of it. 
it was, you know, in the sixteenth century, by giving the Bible to the 
people, that Luther in Germany, Zwingle in Switzerland, and Cal- 
yin in France, brought about the Reformation. The stake and the 
gallows followed the readers of the Bible in all countries where Rome 
reigned, up to the middle of the last century. Ws 

Tt was then that Satan brought forth from a Jesuitic school the 
famous Voltaire. A new era began with him. Taking the part of 
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a few Protestants in the south of France, he misled a great number 
oftheir brethren. The Roman Catholics were but too well prepared 
to undergo the influence of this dangerous sophister, by the disgust 
which they felt towards the clergy, and by the unbelief and the im- 
morality that had spread from the court of the Regent and from that 
of Louis XV. all over France. Christianity ceased, as it were, to 
exist in the cities; and the history of this country, from 1790 to 1814, 
has shown quite clearly that the ignorance of the lower classes and 
of the country people did not long protect them from the infection 
which reached others. The Bible was then a mere library book. In 
1820, the efforts of the Restoration party to re-establish the Jesuits, 
and, by means of this intriguing society, to procure for itself that as- 
cendency which it felt that it had lost, provoked a reaction of impiety 
from the Liberal party, and brought about a relapse into the Volta- 
rian infidelity. Not having the time, so to speak, to compose books 
themselves, for the purpose of opposing the fearful enemy, and being 
void of all religious principles, they spread, by means of the press, 
thousands of copies of the worst books of the last century, and France 
was overrun with the works of Voltaire, Dupuis, Volney, &c., which 
were sold at low prices. The evil would have been greater yet, had 
not the Revolution of 1830 occurred, which brought, or seemed to 
bring, Freedom of Religion and Freedom of the Press to France. 
Unfortunately, freedom of religion was not yet understood in 
France. This may be clearly seen by the declaration which M. Du- 
pin caused to be inserted in the Charter :—“ The majority of French- 
men believe in the Catholic religion”” The maintenance of the 
principle of a Religion of State, is found to be in France, as else- 
where, the source of continual political and moral trouble, which pen- 
etrates all parts of the social body. At present, the government can- 
not satisfy the Jesuits, its mortal enemies, nor can it preserve the 
attachment of the Protestants, who see a great part of the hopes 
which they had entertained respecting the dynasty of Orleans, vanish- 
ing. If God does not operate some change in the present state of 
things, it is to be feared that the Ultramontanists will triumph, for 
they possess the immense riches of the “ Legitimate ” party, and they 
do not scruple, for the purpose of succeeding, to make a temporary 
alliance with the Radiczls, and with the increasing party composed of 
those who hope to profit by a Revolution. Will the government 
have the courage, while yet it is time, to take the only means which 
can be efficacious in saving it, that is, boldly to sever the bonds which 
unite the Church and the State? This is in the hands of God. In the 
meanwhile, the French papers inform us daily of some new violation 
of the principles of freedom of worship. The Prefects and the Mayors 
arise as if they were judges of the conscience, tread under foot, in 
the name of power, the most precious article of the charter, and dis- 
perse, with armed forces, the peaceful assemblies of Christians. At 
present, the preaching of the Gospel is not free in France, at least in 
a great part of it; and consequently, it is not upon preaching that we 
must rely if we hope for any religious movement soon, which will 


spread over this country. This is what I wished to show by the de- 
tails I have entered into. 
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But the liberty of the press is, we hope, the best preparatory means 
which God chooses to make use of to make the Gospel reach the mass 
of the population. 

The Word of God is the terror of the Romish clergy. Listen to 
what a southern curate said recently in the presence of one of our 
colporteurs, who was selling his books beneath his eyes: 

“We would forbid the sale of these books, but it is too late, since, 
unfortunately, many houses are already furnished with it; it is a de- 
plorable thing for our poor France; since the freedom of the press 
has existed, these wretched colporteurs of the Bible Society have 
ravaged every thing; and in fifty years hence, unless Providence 
comes to aid us, our religion will be in a sad state in this kingdom.” 

Yes, the priests feel that Popery must fall as soon as the Word of 
God is in each family. The doctrine of gratuitous salvation has been, » 
is, and will ever be the great cause of terror to a church which sells 
every thing, and which is, as the Scripture says, a market house. 
The following words were written on the 20th of last February, by 
a man of influence, nominally belonging to the Romish clergy of 
France: 

“Our Catholic Priests are now your most zealous coadjutors in 
the south of France. More than ever do they urge on the people 
towards the Reformed faith, by their insatiable avarice, by their 
jesuitism, and their shamelessness; they sell the holy things ata 
price; they have made our churches dens of thieves. One would 
truly say that they are making haste to take from Catholicism the 
little life she has still.” 

One of the causes which have occasioned the present strife be- 
tween the University and the Romish clergy, a quarrel which has a 
very threatening aspect, is, that the University has given the New 
Testament (De Sacy’s translation) to the public schools, as an ele- 
mentary book. This decision was made a short time after the Revo- 
lution of 1830, and you understand that the Bible Societies have felt 
that their work was singularly facilitated by this sanction given to a 
book which the Romish clergy had put on their list of prohibited 
works. Alas! you are aware that wherever the Pope reigns, the 
word of God is severely proscribed. In Piedmont and in Italy, it is 
one of the books most strictly forbidden. Dramas, novels, and | cen- 
tious works are better, in the eyes of the governments of those coun- 
tries, than the Bible. Thanks be to God, it can freely circulate in 
France, and the priests begin to understand that there is no way of 
struggling against it. Good controversial tracts on the subject, for 
instance, of the opposition of the clergy to the Bible, on the use which 
the Fathers of the Church made of it, and their recommendations to 
read it, &c., have been of great service in facilitating the Bible cause. 
We find in a report of one of our colporteurs, written in February of 
the present year, the following words: “ We spent an evening with 
the curate and the notary of P——, who were anxious to see the 
books we had. The notary read atract. ‘I observe,’ said the priest, 
‘that in these books much is said of.conversion, and nothing of con- 
fession; these works come from Protestants, for that is their belief.’ 
The notary then spoke, and gave many proofs, showing that in the 
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Primitive Church no use was made of auricular confession. ‘Jesus 
Christ,’ he said, ‘forgave the thief on the cross, without needing any 
priest; St. Stephen died without making any confession to a priest.’ 
They had a long discussion on this point; the curate was unable to 
refute these passages; he ended by saying, that ‘The rule of the 
Church in olden times is not known in these days.’ ” 

There was another difficulty in France ; this was the state ofigno- 
rance in which the people are ; how can the Bible be introduced into 
families where nobody knows how to read it? Two means which 
the Christian Societies made use of, aided them in this difficulty. 

In the first place, ina town or village where there was no school for 
the people, some Society Ga others, the American-Swiss Com- 
mittee, ) founded free schools for children and adults; this forced the 
priests, through a spirit of opposition, to open large schools on their 
side. Thus, in the small town of T , of : 16,000 inhabitants, we 
opened three schools, and soon after the Catholics followed our 
example, and, by establishing other schools, furnished thousands of 
persons with the means of learning to read. Having obtained this 
result, the Committee shut up its schools, and carried its light else- 
where, wishing to prepare the way in many places for the colporteurs 
of the Bible. 

Secondly, We have also successfully employed Bible readers, 
Christians go and read and explain the Bible familiarly in little 
meetings of some twenty persons, or sometimes larger. The use of 
this means has been admirably blest in many places, and has con- 
tributed largely to making the value of the Bible be felt, and induc- 
ing them to seek it. Prudence deters us from naming the places 
where this is done. 

The American-Swiss Committee, wholly composed of men who, 
by the grace of God, have been enabled to consecrate many years to 
the cause of the advancement of His kingdom, have understood that 
they must, in their labors, make the spreading of the Word of God 
their highest object. They know that the Bible is the true source, 
and the only true one, of religious revival. A preacher can for a 
time arouse the masses, but experience demonstrates that all that 
which, in the effects which it produces, relies merely on man’s talent, 
must soon vanish. Itis only where the Bible is possessed, consulted, 
read, and meditated, that one can hope for lasting fruits. 

The debates into which the holy cause of. the Bible has led those 
who work in it, are not the least important means of making sure its 
success. Some years ago the Archbishop of Toulouse had the awk- 
wardness to revive against the Protestants the accusation of spread- 
ing editions of the Bible, in which the text was falsified. Several 
Christians, and, among others, one of the members of the American- 
Swiss Committee, sent the Archbishop a public challenge to prove 
what he had asserted, and soon after published a pamphlet known b 
the title of “ Reply to the Circular of the Archbishop of Toulouse.” 
This publication caused a salutary commotion, induced many minds 
to make inquiries, and since then several priests have left the Church 
of Rome. Two of them have just published, under the titles of 
“Farewell to Rome,” and “The Pope and the Gospel,” two pamph- 
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lets which have made a sensation, and one of which has already had 
four editions. We can say with gratitude that every where, where 
the Romish clergy has dared to attack the Bible cause openly, the 
Bible has shown its power, and its adversaries have been con- 
founded. 

One of the most active colporteurs of the Bible, whom we have 
this year employed, was once a Trappist monk. Another was 
once a capuchin in Spain, who, after having fought under the flag 
of Don Carlos, took refuge in France. A Romish fanatic, he 
abhorred all that appeared to him to have any relation to Protestant- 
ism. A colporteur gave hima Spanish Testament, and this capu- 
chin, still dripping with blood in civil wars, became in a few months 
a humble disciple of the Crucified One, and a zealous distributer of the 
Bible. A priest of the same nation has been converted by another 
copy of the New Testament. 

The Committee have placed at Toulon, on the sea-coast, an intel- 
ligent and zealous colporteur. He has sold a considerable number 
of Bibles and New Testaments to the French soldiers who embark 
there for Algiers, to the seamen, and to the wretched galley-slaves. 
This year a Mahometan marabout bought an Arabic Bible of him; 
the reading of the Bible worked upon the heart of that fanatic and 
vicious: man, and induced him to throw away his amulets and his 
beads. If God permits it, we hope that when he leaves the dock-yard, 
the priest of Mahomet will be a disciple and a preacher of Christ, and 
that, like a converted thief, he will go steal souls from Satan. This 
Mahometan was the companion of a Jewish convict, likewise from 
Algiers, who bought, at the same time as himself, a Hebrew Bible, 
for which he paid a dollar. He told the colporteur that he had long 
eagerly desired to possess this book. An agent of our Society lately 
visited the bagnio of Toulouse, where he saw two convicts, who were 
condemned to spend their lives there, walking to and fro, chained to 
each other. One of them was reading aloud to his companion. 
“ What book have you there?” “ The Bible.” “ Have you no other 
book than that?” “Oh! this book is never ended; when I have 
read it through I begin again.” This needs no reply.

More of Interest from France. 


From the Bible Society Reporter, published in August by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 


FROM MR DE PRESSENSE, 


Paris, Ju’y 12, 1844, 
Tur following is a very remarkable and important fact, brought 
about by the Bible Colportage for your Society, and of which you 
may make any use you may think proper; the publication of it, so 
far from being injurious, being, on the contrary, likely to prove ben- 
eficial. 
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I have already spoken to you of the labors of your Colporteurs in 
the Department of the Haute Vienna (Limoges), and ofthe good 
effected by them in a commune consisting of six hundred and more 
Roman Catholics, where the reading of the Scriptures has led the 
people to make inquiries after a religion more consonant with the 
truths of the Gospel. 

Ihave also already mentioned that the Popish Clergy have done 
all in their power to stop this movement, and the active and strong 
manner in which they have been seconded by the Authorities ; yet, 
notwithstanding all this, the perseverance on the part of the inhab- 
itants of Villefavard (the name of the commune here spoken of) has 
triumphed over every obstacle. tly 

They have come to the happy conclusion, not by violently resisting 
the Authorities and the Priests, but by declaring as one man (for 
nota single individual among them manifested the smallest hesitation) 
that they were firmly resolved to embrace the Protestant Evangelical 
Religion. The Church belonging to the inhabitants could not be 
taken by assault for the Priests, who were compelled, therefore, to 
begin their Masses at first in the open air: no one attended them. 

They then attempted to hire some place at a heavy price; but no 
one was found willing to yield to the temptation of realizing a profit 
on such terms. One person only, who did not belong to the com- 
mune, but who owned a barn worth about 1200f, sold it to the Priests 
for a much larger sum; no one, however, put his foot into this barn, 
which had thus been converted into a Chapel. 

At the request and repeated solicitation of the inhabitants of Ville- 
favard, a Minister of the Gospel has been stationed among them. It 
was long before the Minister could exercise the functions of his office, 
in consequence of the obstacles thrown in his way by the Authorities. 
At length, all his opponents finding that nothing had any effect on 
the inhabitants, left them wholly to themselves, to do what, in fact, they 
could not prevent them from doing, 

Last Sunday, the 7th instant, the Church, on which the seals had 
been placed by order of the Sub-Prefect, with a view to prevent the 
Gospel from being preached in it, was at length opened and given up 
to the inhabitants, whose property it is. The labors at this time 
carrying on in the fields kept many from attending, but still the Church 
itself was not only full, but there were as many as it held standing on 
the outside. Mention is made of 1200 persons from Villefavard and 
the neighboring communes having been present. During the two 
hours that the Service lasted, the crowd, in the Church and outside, 
remained stationary, attentive, and deeply affected. Three Pastors 
officiated on the occasion. One of them, the President of a Con- 
sistory, opened the Service with prayer and the reading of a chapter 
from the Bible, followed by some pertinent observations and a_ brief 
account of the religious movement manifested in Saintorge, under 
the sanction of the local Authorities, which movement was ‘also 
brought about by the labors of the Colporteurs, The second Pastor 
ascended the pulpit for the purpose of reading the official documents 
published by _the Prefect and the Mayor, in which the legality of 
their worship is acknowledged; and he concluded with a short and 
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appropriate address. The third Pastor endeavored to set forth in 
his discourse the following:—That a religion which has for its sole 
Head Jesus Christ, God; for its Confessor, God ; and for its Saviour, 
God,—a religion which has for its interpreter the Bible, and God the 
Holy Spirit for its Sanctifier,—is areligion from God; while, on the 
other hand, that religion which has at its head a mere man, the Pope; 
for its Confessor, a Priest, who alsoisa man; for its Saviour the works 
of man; for its sacrifice in the mass, man again, &c., &c., is necessarily 
areligion emanating from man. From this contrast the preacher drew 
the inference, that, in the religion of God, in which every thing is 
derived from God, Salvation is by free grace. The declaration or 
this truth met with a powerful sympathy on the part of those who 
heard it. 

At the conclusion of this Meeting, many persons from the sur- 
rounding communes, who had previously entreated the Minister re- 
cently established at Villefavard to visit them and to converse with 
them on the Holy Scriptures, repeated their request afresh; and there 
is reason to hope that the spark, which has thus fallen in the midst ot 
the Department, may soon be kindled, and burn in all directions. 

“Jn the mean time,” writes the friend from whom the above ac- 
count has been obtained, “‘ we behold a commune, consisting of more 
than 600 souls, passing over, with their Mayor, their Cure (that is their 
former Cure, converted to Protestantism and become a teacher), and 
their Church, to the Protestant Faith, or at least to the Protestant 
Worship: and ifall are not converted to the Lord, all willat least have, ; 
in future, an opportunity of hearing the word of God. Even at pres- 
ent, the reformation which has been effected in the commune of Ville-. 
favard manifests its influence upon those around them who are still 
Roman Catholics, by compelling their Clergy to be less haughty and 
less exacting.” : 

Here, then, my dear Sir, let me also add, we see a marvellous proof 
of the power and the glorious results of our work, though apparently 
small in its progress—the work of disseminating the Holy Scriptures; 
for after all, the movement at Villefavard owes its origin and its” 
development to the labors of our Bible Colporteurs. Who, then, 
can doubt whether this work be of God, blessed by him, and rendered: 
victorious by him ? 

But I must still relate, though very briefly, two facts connected: 
with Villefavard. ae 

Before the regular introduction of Protestant Worship in the com- 
mune, two Priests went through the whole of it; but finding their ap- 
plications every where rejected, they at length cried out: “ Unhappy 
men that ye are, we will call down hail from heaven upon your fields !? 
It really happened that, a few days afterwards, several heavy storms of : 
hail occurred; but though in the immediate and surrounding neigh? | 
borhood of Villefavard, they did not affect the place, which the Lord 


entirely spared.

BOOKS FOR LIFE MEMBERS, ETC. 


In 1842 the Managers adopted the following resolutions : 


Resotvep, That each Life Member of the American Bible Soci- 
ety be allowed to receive from the Depository, annually, for distribu- 
tion, two copies of the common minion Bible, worth 50 cents, or the 
value thereof in other Bibles and Testaments ; and that each Life 
Director be allowed to receive annually five copies of the same book, 
or the value thereof in other books, fan the same purpose. 

Resotvep, That the privilege here proposed is to commence with 
the present year, and that those entitled to books are to call for them 
annually, waderstanding that no Member or Director is to receive a 
larger amount than that specified above, in any one year. 

Resotvep, That the books in question may be issued on order, or 
wrilten application at the Society’s house, or through the officers of 
any local Auxiliary. 

Resotvep, That a separate book be provided in which to record 
this class of issues, and that an account of the same be presented in 
the Annual Reports. 


The motive which led to the adoption of such a measure is seen 
in the following extract from the twenty-sixth Annual Report: 


« The above resolutions were adopted from a conviction that there 
are a multitude of individuals in the community—orphans, apprenti- 
ces, servants, boatmen, stage-drivers, and the like, who have no Bi- 
bles and but few religious privileges, and who might to some extent 
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be supplied by the method now proposed: for who will be so likely 
to scatter the sacred volume among the needy, as those who have 
shown such regard for that volume as to make themselves mem- 
bers and directors of the Institution which furnishes it for distribu- 
tion ?” 


The reader will learn from what is given above, that the object of 
the Board in passing those resolutions, was a benevolent, charitable 
one, and that the books to be drawn out were designed to be usually 
the plain, cheap kind, suitable for gratuitous distribution among the 
persons specified. We mention this, as, through a misapprehension 
of the object, the more expensive sort has occasionally been sent for, 
contrary to the original design. If the true design of those resolu- 
tions is complied with, the effect will be to put the sacred volume into 
the hands of many who greatly need and would not otherwise receive 
it. But if expensive books are drawn out and presented, from friend- 
ship, to those who are not in want, so much is taken from the ability 
of the Board to furnish the cheaper sort to the destitute who are call- 
ing for it with increasing importunity. 


—_—_— 


LOCAL AGENCIES. 


The Long Island Bible Society, N. Y. has ordered a good supply 
of Bibles, and employed a local Agent, who is to make a thorough 
exploration of the Island, selling books where he can, and giving 
them to the destitute when necessary. From the careful attention of 
those who conduct the Society, we may expect that the present work 
will be thoroughly performed. 

In Cayuga, Livingston and Genesee Counties, a local agent has 
made thorough explorations, supplied the destitute, paid for the books 
used, and then enabled the Auxiliaries in those Counties to make each 
a donation to the Parent Institution. The same Agent, Mr. A. Lord, 
is now engaged in Orleans County. When an agent of the right 
stamp can be obtained, and be aided by the officers and members of 
an Auxiliary, great good results. 


RESPONSE TO THE CIRCULAR. 


Such is the want of funds by the Parent Society to aid in prepar- 
_ ing English, French, and German Bibles, and also Bibles in raised 
letters for the Blind, that it has been found necessary to send out a 
circular to many of the prominent Auxiliaries, ie 
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As.a response, the Massachusetts Bible Society has sent a dona- 
tion of $500, to aid in publishing the Bible for the Blind, and $500 for 
general purposes. @ 

The following response will also be read with interest, and will it 
is hoped lead other Societies to adopt a similar course. 


Kineszoro’, (Fulton Co. N. Y.) Oct. 17th, 1844. 


Dear Sir—Your circular of the 4th instant was laid before the 
Auxiliary Bible Societies of the Counties of Montgomery, Fulton and 
Hamilton, at a special meeting on the 15th. In reply to the question, 
“ What portion of the $200,000 can we be permitted to expect from 

oa ? We passed the following resolutions, with a short pream- 
es 
Thus—$2000, or the one hundredth part, we said, at our Annual 
Meeting, we will try to raise. And as a pledge to begin with, one 
gentleman gave his. note for $30, payable with interest.on the Ist of 
Noy. 1844. 

Resolved—1. That the Ministers of the Gospel within our bounds, 
be requested to preach on the subject, at least once, before the close 
of the year 1844. 

2. ‘hat we will endeavor, as far as practicable, to collect the sums 
heretofore subscribed, but not paid. 

3. That the Ministers of the Gospel who are not now life-mem- 
bers of the American Bible Society, we will endeavor to constitute 
such, by the aid of their congregations and friends. 

4, That the Ministers, who are now life-members, but not life-di- 
rectors of the American Bible Society, we will endeavor, in like man- 
ner, to constitute such, by adding $120 to the $30 already paid. 

5. That able and willing individuals be invited to consutute them- 
selves life-members by paying $30. 

6. That individuals be invited to constitute themselves life-mem- 
bers of the County Society by paying $10. 

7. That Female Bible Societies be affectionately and earnestly 
invited to co-operate with the Officers, Managers, and other members 
of this Society, in carrying these resolutions into effect. 

8. That the Corresponding Secretary be directed to procure the 
printing of one hundred copies of these resolutions in hand-bills, and 
that he circulate the same throughout our bounds, as soon as may be 
convenient. 

In a short time the hand-bill thus ordered, with a heading com- 
prising part of your letter, will be ready for circulation. I hope we 
shall accomplish what we have undertaken, though it is much more 
than. we do every year. The truth is, we are not alive to the im- 
mensely important work of supplying the world with the word of 
God. Itis a shame to all Christendom, that we leave a world to die 
for lack of knowledge, when we have the means, and are commanded 
of the Lord to send the Gospel to every creature. Let us do what 
we can.

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After reading the above resolutions, the following extract 
from the last Report of the same Society will be read with 
pleasure : ° 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


It gives us pleasure to hear and repeat what the two greatest 
Bible Societies in the world have done during the last year. The 
British and Foreign Bible Society received from all sources $436,714. 
They issued of Bibles and Testaments 944,041. The American 
Bible Society received from all sources $154,440 ; being an increase 
of $27,991 over the receipts of the year before. They issued of Bibles 
and Testaments 314,405; being an increase of 97,800 over the issue 
of the preceding year. ‘The sums together amount to $591,154; and 
the books issued to 1,258,446. ‘Pleasing thought, that, on an average, 
3445 Bibles or Testaments have been sent forth every day of the last 
year! Surely every friend of the word of God will rejoice in the 
great goodness of God, in thus giving free course to his word through 
the operation of Bible Societies. We too will rejoice that our contri- 
butions have flowed, as a little rill, into one of the streams, which 
revive and fertilize the dry places of the earth. Our officers, our 
managers, our members, our female helpers, who have labored and 
done any thing in this work, will not feel grieved that they have aided 
in the least to promote so good a work to the glory of God and the 
salvation of men. While we know that multitudes are even literally 
stretching out their hands to receive THz Boox, we do rejoice, and 
we will rejoice, that 3445 of them receive a copy, or a portion of it, 
every day, so that they need not perish for lack of knowledge. Blessed 
be the Lord God for putting into the heart of some, and into our heart, 
to give the bread of life to many, who were ready to perish. And 
‘shall we not every day, when reading this precious word, and drink- 
ing in its refreshing consolations, shall we not think of the millions, 
who sit in darkness and the shadow of death? And shall we not lift 


up our prayer that God would cause a speedy supply and condescend 
to use us in so divine a work ? 


ANNIVERSARIES. 


The Anniversaries of the Auxiliaries in Franklin, Hampshire and 
Hampden counties, Mass., were held near the middle of October, and 
were addressed by the Rev. Dr. Levings, Financial Secretary of the 
Parent Society. The contributions of these Auxiliaries are less than 
they were a few years since, while the wants of the Bible cause have 
increased. Some method ought evidently to be adopted which shall 
bring the claims of this cause before every town and congregation 
within their respective limits. It would then be liberally sustained. 

The anniversary of the Berkshire County B. S. was held on the 9th 
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of October at Lenox, and was addressed by the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Parent Society and the Rev. Dr. Vermilye of New York, 
as a delegation. 

The same delegation also attended the annual meeting of the 
Vermont B. S. at Montpelier on the 16th ultimo, and made addresses 
which were followed by an able and fervent speech from His Excellen 
cy William Slade, the Governor of the State. 

The annual meeting of the New Hampshire Bible Society 
was held on the 28th of August last at Concord, and was ably address- 
ed by the Rev. E. N. Sawtell, of the Foreign Evangelical Society, 
who had recently returned from a residence of several years in France, 
We give one extract from their report, showing the value of a Female 
Bible Association when properly conducted. 


“ The Ladies’ Bible Association of Keene has ever been an effi- 
cient auxiliary ; and has not yet, like many others, become inactive. 
Having several times supplied the destitute families in the town, and 
furnished all the sleeping rooms in the public houses with a copy of 
the Scriptures, they still with vigilant care supply the destitute when 
found, and find them if to be found; and then promptly aid the Parent 
Society in supplying others. 

The following is an extract from their last Report, and speaks for 
itself to their praise: 

“ The Ladies’ Bible Association of Keene held its sixteenth annu- 
al meeting, April 1, 1844. The Treasuress reported $41 30, received. 
from 100 subscribers. Of this sum $2 30 had been expended for dis- 
tribution of Bibles and Testaments at home, and $39 paid to the N,. 
H. Bible Society, to constitute our Secetary a life-member of said So- 
ciety, with a request from the Secretary that the money might be ap- 
propriated to printing Bibles for “the Blind.” . 

The resolution to appropriate the money raised last year, “ to print- 
ing Biblesfor the Blind,” was communicated to the Sopertitendens 
of the “ Boston Institution for the Blind ;” and soon after a letter was 
received from one of the pupils of that Institution, addressed to the 
Ladies’ Bible Association of Keene, of which the following is a copy: 

“ Ladies—I, in behalf of the pupils of this Institution, acknow- 
ledge the reception of your letter, and thank you for the donation 
therein specified. We listened to your retter with pleasure, and 
are happy to answer it; very, very happy, if by doing so we can 
contribute at all to the interest of that benevolent work in which you 
are engaged of giving Bibles to the destitute. ‘Those who from their 
earliest childhood have been able to read the sacred volume for them- 
selves, very rarely think of the sacred treasure which is theirs. Thus 
it is, that many of our richest blessings fail to excite gratitude in us, 
because they have always been ours, and we know not how to appa 
ciate them. Butit is not so in relation to the Bible. We have held it 
in our hands, and could not stay the tear, when we remembered that 
for us it was a sealed book, and we thought sealed forever. Now the 
scene is changed. God has verified his promise, has led us in ways 
that we have not known; and made darkness light before us. During

the past year, the Bible has been completed, and we are now able 
to read it for ourselves. To speak of the pleasure which we derive 
from it, is a task too hard; we find no words to express an idea of. 
what we feel. Could you but know the happiness which is ours, on 
being thus unexpectedly put in possession of this treasure, you would, 

“I doubt not, feel yourselves amply compensated for the aid you have 
given us, and for which we shall ever thank you. May God bless the 
effort you are making to give his word to those who are perishing for 
lack of knowledge; and that you may stand accepted through Jesus 
Christ our Redeemer, is the prayer of your friends the Blind.” 

Reference having been made in the Secetary’s Report to the la- 
bors of Rev. Mr. Goodell, missionary in Constantinople, having trans- 
lated the Bible into the Armeno-Turkish language, the following re- 
solution was adopted by the Association: 

“Tn consideration of the service Mr. Goodell has rendered to the 
cause of the Bible Society, and also as a testimony of our personal re- 
gard, we will appropriate the money raised the current year, by this 
Society, to constitute Rev. Wm. Goodell, missionary in Constantino- 
ple, Europe, a Life Member of the American Bible Society; or, if he 

e already a Life Member, we desire that the money raised by this 
Socety may be added to constitute him a Life Director of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society.” 

The vigilant and persevering activity exhibited by this Association, 
the Directors would commend to the consideration of all similar As- 
sociations, and of all ladies not yet thus associated, as truly worthy of 
imitation. 

Let every town have such an Association, and every Association 
have such officers and members; and then every town will be fully 
supplied with the sacred Scriptures. Then, should a family be found 
destitute, “justice to the Association would require the remark that 
the family had very recently removed into town.” Then would all 
the sleeping rooms of public houses be furnished with a copy of God’s 
holy Word; and then important aid would be given to the State and 
National Societies in their attempts to supply the country and the 
world with the Word of Life. 


Colonel Tronchin’s Letter from Geneva. 
[Continued from p. 91.] 


We could quote many facts to you which would show what power 
the Bible possesses even in the midst of Roman Catholic populations. 
Remark, sir, that the whole Popish system is founded on the princi- 
ple of making the priest, the whole clergy, the depositary of sal- 
vation, and of keeping up in the soul of the sinner a continual fear. 
Every thing is calculated to bring thisabout; as soon as any one is 
sick unto death, the monks and the priests seek to take possession of 
him; his family is sent away from his death-bed; the dying person 
must be sprinkled with holy water, surrounded with torches, accom- 
panied with prayers, and de profundises for-his deliverance from the 
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flames and torture. of purgatory, which are carfully unfolded before 
his eyes; his soul needs indulgences and masses, which can be ob- 
tained only through the priests, and for money. They take care to 
keep up disquiet in the hearts of relations, so that their purses may 
open at the exactions of the priests. Such is Popery. Now let the 
Word of God be heard in its turn at the bedside of this dying person, 
let it tell in his ear the good tidings of a merciful Saviour, who gave 
Himself gratuitously, and let him hear the voice of the God-man 
who cried from the cross, “It is finished ;” let the Gospel cover the 
voice of the mercenary priest, and be proclaimed in a country en- 
slaved to the clergy of Rome, and the souls are renewed and re- 
vived; the slaves break their fetters, and these prisoners escape from 
their dungeons. We have witnessed their mighty effects in the midst 
of Romish communities, saved by grace; it is a gift of God, it is not 
by works ! ‘ 

But you perceive that in the midst of the rubbish heaped up by 
Voltaireism and Popery, the Bible distributor needs not only much 
faith, not to allow himself to be hindered in his advance, but also he 
needs to be seconded by abundant distributions of other books, so 
that he may not lose considerable time in answering the objections 
both of infidels and of priests. Thus, while he presents the Book of 
Life, others, if not he himself, must spread writings in which these 
objections are victoriously refuted; for without that, the priests 
too often succeed in withdrawing copies of the Holy Books and de- 
stroying them. 

It is in France that the American-Swiss Committee have selected 
the principal field of their labors. In this, sir, we do not hesitate to 
say, that it is not we who have directed ourselves, but the Lord. 
All appears to show us that France is the country, of all Europe, in 
which is to be made the great battles which will bring on the triumph 
of the Gospel over Popery. 

I. And in the first place, notice that France and Belgium are the 
only two Catholic states which now enjoy, like Ireland, the freedom of 
the press, and that, by entirely providential means, these two coun- 
tries are also those on which, notwithstanding political liberty, the 
Pope still relies as his principal prop. In Spain, the freedom of the 
press is a mere name ; that country is evidently under the weight of 
a great judgment of God; the blood of the saints which Spain has 
spilt calls unto God. Although every thing seems to be prepared 
for opening that country to the Bible, yet, till now, an invisible hand 
holds the hearts and makes them insensible to the word of grace ana 
peace. Austria and Italy are still closed to the Bible and to tracts. 
France alone is open. ; 

Il. Remark, in the second place, the influence which France ex- 
erts and can exert over Europe by her language. It appears tous 
that there is a remarkable relation between the ascendency of the 
Greek and Latin tongues in the first age of the Church, and that of 
the English and French in our age. By means of these two ancient 
languages the primitive Christians could communicate with almost 
all parts of the then known world; and now the English and French 
are like the telegraphs of the Lord to transmit His despatches to all 
the Christian Churches. By your language you embrace three parts 
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of the world, and the French language is not only the diplomatic 
tongue of old Europe, but it is also its intellectual and religious lan- 
guage. How beautiful it will be to see this language, after having 
served asa vehicle to spread the poison of infidelity, employed in 
carrying to distant regions the truths of salvation ! 

III. France is the country where the greatest movements, both 
intellectual and political, which have agitated Europe, have often 
been prepared. It is the country whence issued the Vaudois, and 
later, Calvin, Farel, and a powerful part of the army of the Reforma- 
tion. We take pleasure in hoping that in the midst of that same 
country and that same nation, whichis now in a state of efferves- 
cence, there is preparing an immense revival, which the Holy Spirit 
may spread over all the Catholic nations. 

IV. It is assuredly not without providential views that France has 
become the great Forum of Europe, the rendezvous of men of all 
nations. English, Germans, Spaniards, Italians, Poles, Russians, 
all come to discuss in this vast Forum, and some come to hear the 
Gospel. You have heard that some Spanish robbers, taking refuge 
in France, found Christ there, who is the true refuge of the sinner. 
On the coast of Provence and in Languedoc, many Italians can pro- 
cure the Word of God. A multitude of workmen of all countries are 
drawn to France by the enterprises of commerce and of industry ; 
among these also the Bible cause exerts its influence, and many of 
them carry the Bible into the countries whence they came, and make 
it thus enter the strongholds of Satan. 

Make Popery fall, therefore, in France, and Rome will be shaken 
to its foundation, and its power will tremble even across the seas, in 
Mexico and in South America. The French press is perhaps des- 
tined to overthrow the Vatican, and deliver the world from the yoke of 
the Popes. 

You perceive, sir, that this is not the moment to stop before a 
cause so important and so hopeful. The Lord has placed in the 
hands of the societies which spread His Word, the destiny of the 
nineteenth century; and it is to these societies, we do not doubt, that 
the fulfilling of the great prophecies is intrusted. “Man is like the 
flower of the grass; the grass withereth, and its flower falleth, but 
the word of the Lord endureth for ever.” 

Thus, then, when the Lord put it into the hearts of Christians in 
the United States, four years ago, to found in the midst of Europe 
and in the city of Calvin, a Society which made the Churches of the 
Old and New Continents communicate with each other, he prepared 
a work which, though humble in the eyes of the world, may have im- 
portant results, if the Lord continues to direct and bless it. 

Geneva is a religious point towards which we may say with grati- 
tude, the eyes of all the Evangelical Churches are turned. Small as 
she is, and without political influence, this city holds an important 
situation in the history of the Church ; and Voltaire, another Balaam, 
prophesied, when he said, 

“Je ne décide point entre Genéve et Rome.” 
“IT do not decide between Geneva and Rome.” 


Rome without the Gospel cannot struggle with Geneva holding 
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the Gospel. For a long time she has ceased, making known her ex- 
istence to the nations of Europe, otherwise than by her literary and 
her commercial men, who put her in communication with all countries. 
But now the Lord seems to have given her the task of spreading the 
Gospel over the European continent. She has several religious so- 
cieties, the most considerable of which is doubtless the Evangelical 
Society, which annually sends forth numerous messengers of salva- 
tion. Closely united with this society and with all the Christian so- 
cieties of France, Belgium, Holland, and Switzerland, the Amerizan- 
Swiss Committee have been enabled, by a large correspondence and 
by the frequent travels of its members, to procure precious informa- 
tion respecting the Christian cause of the European continent. It 
has also been able, by aid given in proper time, to encourage socie- 
ties which were wanting in funds or in laborers. Without noise, 
without public reports, without great appearances, it has placed itself 
in such a way as to be able, with help from on high, to act with effi- 
cacy in many different places. 

For these reasons, sir and honored brother, the Committee re- 
joices in the codperation of your Society, and come to solicit it for 
the future more strongly thanever. If you believe, as the Holy Spirit 
declares, that there is now neither Jew, nor Greek, nor Gentile, nor slave, 
nor freeman, but that the ransomed of the Lord in all countries form 
but one family whose head is Christ, help us in the present struy gle. 
Calvin, writing to the Churches of the Reformation, said, “ Send me 
wood, and I will send you arrows for the battle.” We say to you, 
Send us Bibles, and soon we will send you preachers of salvation for 
the countries of your Cantinent, which are still covered with the dark- 
ness of Popery. Did not the laborers who now work in Canada 
come from Switzerland? Send us wherewith to spread the Book of 
Life in France, and you will receive in return the approbation of the 
Lord, and the thanksgivings of those who, by your instrumentality, 
have been led to the foot of the cross. 

Receive, sir, as well as your honored Committee, the expression 
of our most-affectionate feelings in Christ.

Letter from the French and Foreign Bible Society, by one of its 
Secretaries, Count Delabord. 


Paris, 28th June, 1844. 


To the Secretary of the American Bible Society— 

Dear Broturr: We have the satisfaction to inform you of the 
reception of your communication of the 29th of April, announcing to 
us that the Committee of the American Bible Society have kindly 
placed a supply of one thousand dollars at the disposition of our So- 
ciety, and containing a remittance of the said sum in a draft. 

We are greatly touched by this mark of affection and sympathy 
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which your Committee have given us, and we beg them to accept 
therefore our mostsincere thanks. We are convinced that by uniting 
with us, as you have done, in our work, you do important, service to 
the cause ofthe propagation of the Holy Scriptures among us. Your 
generous concurrence with us will put it into our power to call in sev- 
eral new colporteurs, and thus to have the sacred Volume disseminat- 
ed in some places where it has not yet penetrated. Of all the means: 
of action of Bible Societies, colportage is without doubt one of the 
most efficacious, and has been till the present day one of the most 
abundantly blessed. We want no other proof than that given by the 
religious movements which have appeared, alter an abundant distri- 
bntion of the Holy Scriptures, in the several Catholic parishes of West- 
ern France, and which, in a short time, have undergone so import- 
ant a development, that the moment is not far distant at which Evan- 
gelical churches will be seen to arise in the midst of these parishes. 
A considerable part of this population desires ardently that this mo- 
ment should arrive, and demands earnestly that pastors should be 
sent thither.. 

The Roman Catholic clergy see their dominion in such danger of 
perishing, that the Bishop of La Rochelle has thought it his duty to 
publish a pastoral letter to warn his flocks of the efforts of Christian. 
proselytism. The slanderous accusations and the gross invectives 
which the Bishop lavishes against the Colporteurs and Evangelists, 
sufficiently indicate what success the latter have had, and what se- 
rious fears this success gives to the clergy of Rome. We will quote 
some passages from this circular: 

“They (the colporteurs and evangelists) seek to make you de- 
spise your pastors, who you know are virtuous men; they wish to 
make them appear to be mercenary and interested men, that they 
may induce you to build churches for their ministers, who come to: 
you with their wives and their children, and who are not satisfied 
with twice or even three times as much as our poor country curates 
receive. We do not envy the wealth of their ministers; for Jesus 
says: ‘Blessed are the poor (Matt.); but let them not reproach the 
good pastor of the fields with the small crust of bread which sustains 
his existence, when St. Paul has decided that they who wait upon the 
altar should live by the altar. (1 Cor. ix. 14.) 

“The colporteurs are so audacious as to insult the glorious Vir- 
gin Mary. This trait alone is sufficient to mark them with a seal of 
reprobation. Wo, wo unto those rash men who do not even spare that 
gracious Virgin, announced by so many prophets, abounding in so 
many blessings, above all women adorned by all virtue! Here, 
dear brethren, we need not tell you, Reject with indignation those 
perverse hearts which do not understand that by insulting the mother 
of Jesus, they insult the Divine Saviour. Letit suffice that we should 
remind you that a great number of your mothers, your wives and 
your daughters, bear that beautiful and sweet name, Mary, and that 
the insult given to that incomparable virgin falls on your own 
families ! | 
Ray St. Paul, at the cradle of the Church, complained of those 
ignorant men who had the audacity to make themselves teachers 
(1 Tim. i. 7); and St. John branded with disgrace some pre- 
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sumptuous men who, without learning, interfered in the interpretation 
of the Holy Scriptures to sustain their conceits and their errors. 
(Epist. ad. Paulin.) What then shall we say of these colporteurs, 
incomparably more rash, as they leave-the various kinds of industry 
by which they might choose to live without shame and reproach, to 
devote themselves to the despicable trade of propagating falsehood 
and calumnies ? 

“One might inquire what intention these pedlars, and those who 
send them, have, in perverting Catholics? They have none other 
than that which the Devil himself has in driving men to sin and to 
hell; for what is taught more constantly and universally among those 
of the pretended Reformed faith, than the doctrine of the certainty of 
salvation for all true and faithful Catholics ?* But why then come 
they to torment them? The enemies of the Holy Church accuse us 
of intolerance, because we acknowledge but one faith in the Church 
of Jesus Christ, without which men cannot please God. But can we 
alter the Gospel? and are they not themselves intolerant indeed 
when they come, by their miserable doctrines, to trouble men who, ac- 
cording to their own confession, are in a certain path to salvation, so 
long as they are obedient to God and the Church? Let them then 
leave us alone in peace, and, if they will not receive light, let them 
know that we will not have their darkness. They wish to take re- 
venge on our zeal, but they may do their worst, nothing can stop its 
we shall continue to take from them the most estimable men of their 
sect, to make excellent Catholics of them, and will allow in return, all 
those among us who are unworthy of the Church, to pass over into 
their camp. 

“ We will conclude with a reflection which cannot fail to strike 
every sensible and reasonable man, St. Paul, pointing out the false 
Apostles of his day, remarks as characteristic of them that they leave 
behind them nothing but pride, vanity, disputes, seditions, and the 
seeds of hatred. And this is exactly what characterizes these propa- 
gandists. Can one place be named where their visits have rendered 
parents more vigilant, children more submissive, youth more discreet 
and chaste, married persons more united and faithful, commercial 
men more just, blasphemers more reserved? The very reverse has 
taken place. {t would seem as though the very steps of these danger- 
ous guests had left traces of malediction, impudence and audacity 
in their wake; they give trouble to our wise magistrates, they make 
confusion in our families, and these sinister ambassadors of the Devil 
are recognized by the results of their apparition. It is thus, says the 
Saviour of the world, that every corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. 
(Matt. vii. 17.) Oh how different are the fruits of the Catholic min- 
isty, when it meets with docile hearts! Then peace 1s soon seen 
flourishing every where, piety revives, and with it, consolation and 
happiness; enemies are reconciled, injuries are repaired, disorder 
and ecandal give way to an edifying and pure life: Paradise succeeds 
to hell.”

Extract from one of the Addresses made at its last Anniversary: 


’©Lorp Bisuop or WorceEster.—My Lord, Ladies, and Gentle- 
men—No one can regret more than myself, the absence of those tried 
friends of the Bible Society, the Bishops of Winchester and Chester ; 
not only because the interests of the Society may suffer from that ab- 
sence, but because, in consequence of it, a task is devolved upon me, 
which I am satisfied would have been better performed by them. 
However, having been placed by the Providence of God in a position 
in the Church which may give my opinions more weight than they 
would otherwise, perhaps, obtain, I have thought it good to com ly 
with the request that has been made to me; and to declare, that those 
opinions continue steadfastly in favor of the Bible Society. My 
Lord, I am old enough to remember—in fact I was then a young stu- 
dent in the University—when the controversy was first broached be- 
tween Dr. Marsh and Dean Milner upon this subject; and I well re-_ 
member the interest which the young men at the University took in 
that controversy. Perhaps it is not extraordinary, that, young as I 
then was, I hesitated about committing myself to the support of an 
Institution, with regard to which so much difference of opinion existed 
among those to whom I was bound to look up with the greatest pos- 
sible respect. When, however, I was afterwards elevated to the See 
of Sodor and Man, I found that on that island, consecrated b the 
faith and piety of Bishop Wilson, I should be considered little legs 
than a heathen, if I did not support the distribution of the Scriptures. 
Feeling, then, that I was no longer at liberty to halt between two 
opinions—for I was placed in a position where those opinions would 
have eflect,—I carefully examined the whole question; and the result 
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was, that I committed myself at once to the support of the Bible Soci- 
ety in that island; and I can safely say, that I have since had no rea- 
son to regret the part I then took. Placed now in a situation of yet 
more e importance, I am equally disposed to exert myself to the ut- 
most, in support of those principles which inculcate the disseminating 
of the Scriptures far and wide, by all denominations of Christians ; 
and which, I quite agree with my Right Rev. Brother, are principles 
peculiarly incumbent on us at the present time.”

This book is well adapted, by 
its size and print, for use in church pews, and may with propriety be 
called the Pew Bible. 

They have furthermore imported from France, in sheets, a small 
quantity of French octavo and quarto Bibles, which will be sold at 
cost, including freight and binding.

BIBLE MEETINGS. 


A meeting of the Dutchess County Bible Society, N. Y., has been 
held, and addressed by John Thompson, Esq., of Poughkeepsie, and 
the Financial Secretary, Rev. Dr. Levings. 

_ The anniversary of the Worcester County Bible Society, Mass., 
was attended by the Corresponding Secretary and the Rev. Charles 
H. Read, of New-York, as delegates from the parent Society. Gov- 
ernor John Davis presided, and expressed his hope that the County 
would raise the coming year $2000 to aid the noble cause of the 
Bible. 

The Corresponding Secretary, during the past month, has attend- 
ed two very gratifying meetings at the south, one at Richmond, Va., 

the other at Raleigh, N.C. At the meeting in Virginia, which was 
held in the Hail of the General Assembly, the Governor of the State 
presided, and delivered a feeling and eloquent address. Other ad- 
dresses were made by Wm. Maxwell, Esq., Rev. Mr. Woodbridge, 
Flemming James, Esq., Rev. Mr. Stiles, and the Secretary of the A. 
B.S. A subscription paper was circulated, about $400 subscribed, 
and a committee appointed to present the same to others not present, 
A large audience was in attendance, including many members of the 
Legislature. 

The following account of the meeting at Raleigh, is taken from 
the Raleigh Register of Dec. 13th: 


NORTH CAROLINA BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The annual sermon was delivered in the Presbyterian church, by 
Rev. Mr. Gilchrist, of Fayetteville, and an admirable discourse it 
was. ‘he meeting on Monday evening following, which was the 32d 
anniversary of the Society, was held in the Hall of the House of Com- 
mons—Hon. Duncan Cameron, the President, in the chair. 

On invitation of the President, the Rev, Drury Lacy, of this city, 
read the 19th Psalm. 

The President then delivered an address, giving a brief and rapid 
view of the origin and progress of the Society, its alternations of pros- 
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perity and adversity, and the renewed vigor of its operations within 
the last two years. The address displayed enlightened and enlarged 
views of the nature and objects of the Society, and that its members, 
though accustomed to worship at different altars, felt deeply sensible 
of the close and interesting relation which they sustain towards each 
other, as members of the church of Christ, standing together on one 
common platform, and drawn together by a common bond, which 
unites in one family all the redeemed on earth and in heaven. 

Extracts from the Annual Report of the Board of Managers were 
then read by Rev. Mr. Langdon, the Agent of the State, followed by 
a verbal statement of many interesting facts, relative to the extensive 
destitution of the word of God in many parts of our State—the eager 
and ever-increasing desire to obtain it—the extent of supply already 
effected—the obstacles to be encountered from ignorance and preju- 
dice—the active zeal of many of the Distributors—the amount of 
funds collected, and the amount needed every year for the successful 
prosecution of the great work. 

This was followed by a short address from our aged and venerable 
friend, Hon. Judge Potter, in which he gave utterance to his long 
cherished and ardent attachment to the Bible cause, and his hearty 
good wishes and prayers for its increasing prosperity. 

The meeting, which was favored with the presence of the Rev. 
Dr. Brigham, Corresponding Secretary of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, was addressed for nearly an hour by him, succeeded by Ex-Gov. 
Swain, President of the North Carolina University. The addresses 
delivered were remarkable for their adaptedness to the occasion of 
the meeting, making eloquent and powerful appeals to the under- 
standings and hearts of statesmen, citizens, and Christians, and were 
calculated not only to illustrate, but to prove the propriety and neces- 
sity of the whole State’s uniting its exertions in one great, noble, hon- 
orable effort, to circulate the Holy Scriptures within our bounds, and 
throughout other parts of our country, and of the world. The meeting 
was begun, conducted, and concluded, with a decorum and solem- 
nity, and with a spirit of harmony, unanimity, and zeal, which we 
hope will always characterize the meeting of our fellow-citizens for 

romoting the best interests of mankind; and which, we trust, will 
increase and extend, till the word of life shall be put into the hands of 
the thousands upon thousands who are now in spiritual darkness. 


Thirty-second Annual Report of the Vermont Bible Society. 


Tun Thirty-second Anniversary of the Vermont Bible Society 
was held at Montpelier, in the Brick Church, Oct. 16, 1844, 

Hon, Phineas White, President, took the chair, at '7 P. M. 

The Treasurer’s Report was read by Mr. H. Y. Barnes, 

The Report of the Board of Directors was read by the Rev. Mr. 
Gridley. 
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The President introduced to the Society the Rev. Dr. Brigham, 
Secretary of the Parent Society, and the Rev. Dr. Vermilye of the 
City of New-York, as delegates from the American Bible Society. 

Each of these gentlemen addressed the audience in a manner 
highly interesting and instructive. ; 

‘His Excellency Gov. Slade offered the following resolution, and 
supported it forcibly: 

Resolved, That the purpose of the Bible is not accomplished, until 
it transforms those who receive its truths into the likeness of its Great 
Author, making their hearts the overflowing fountains of his love, and 
their hands the ready ministers of his mercy to man; and that in 
opening new fields of action, and multiplying facilities for suc- 
cessful effort, the providence of God imposes upon Christians of the 
present age, a weight of obligation to disseminate the Holy Serip- 
tures, unknown to any other period, in the history of the world. 


REPORT. 


“A trewe word, and worthi al resceivynge, for Christ ihesus cam 
into this world to make synful men Saaf.” This is John Wickliffe’s 
version of a passage of Scripture,* which may be said to comprehend 
the sum of the Gospel; yea, it may be said, the condensed truth of 
the Bible. The annals, the narrative, the prophecy, the poetry, the 
doctrines, of the Bible, may be considered as comprised in the senti- 
ment of the passage we have just quoted. This being, then, the 
heavenly message—the essence of that Book, the circulation of which 
we have met this night to contemplate and promote, it needs no com- 
ment to set forth its importance, for it speaks its own errand, in terms 
of excellent earnestness and simplicity. 


ORLEANS COUNTY. 


This County has been thoroughly explored by your Agent, the 
past year; and as little had been done in it, for the last eight or ten 
years, he found ample work. ‘The County has now received a gen- 
eral supply, and has contributed, for that purpose, “several hundred 
dollars.” Our Agent says, in connection with a statement of the pro- 
gress of the work in this County—“ A young man had been traineda 
rigid Catholic in Canada. He at one time, being destitute of proper 
school books, took an old Catholic Bible, by the direction of his father, 
and carried it to school for a reading book, until his father could have 
time to procure such books as were necessary. The teacher, a de- 
cided Catholic, reported him to the Priest, who was visiting the school. 
The Priest severely censured him and turned him out of the school. 
This excited the lad’s curiosity, and he determined to read it. He 
soon left for the States, and brought away his father’s old Bible with 
him. He became deeply interested in reading it. Soon a friend 
furnished him with one of owr Bibles, which he continued to read till 
it resulted in his hopeful conversion. He is now quite active in per- 
suading his countrymen to embrace the Protestant faith.” 

Another case is mentioned, where a Bible was given by a female 
distributor, accompanied by some appropriate counsel, to the family

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of a most miserably poor and besotted drunkard. Every thing about 
the dwelling betokened extreme want and suffering. The holy book 
was left to do its work. A few years afterwards, this same family 
came again under the notice of this distributor, and the change found 
to be wrought in its condition was striking and happy. “The hus- 
band and father immediately seated himself by our distributor, and 
said, ‘When you called here before, | was a wretched drunkard. I 
spent all my earnings for ram. My wife and family were destitute 
and unhappy. But that Bible which you left us has produced a great 
change. Ihave read it, as you exhorted us to do; and I trust that I 
am now a happy Christian.’ He then gave a small sum in aid of the 
Bible cause, saying, ‘a cause which has done me so much good, must 
be sustained.’ ” 

The whole amount raised in the state the present year, including 
the sales of Bibles and Testaments, is $4,300 19. 


Worcester County Auxiliary Bible Society, Mass. 


The twenty-ninth Annual Meeting of this Society was held at 
Worcester, Nov. 13, 1844: the Hon. John Davis, President, in the 
chair. 

The Annual Report of the Directors was read, and committed to 
the disposal of the new Board of Directors. 

The Rev. Dr. Brigham, Secretary of the Parent Society, was then 
called upon by the President, and made an address. 

He was followed by the Rev. Mr. Read of New York, who, in a 
very impressive manner, enforced the duty of giving the Bible to all 
within the reach of our influence. 

The Report, which was full of interest, contained the following : 

“Efforts have sometimes been made by disorganizers to banish 
Christianity from our halls of legislation, to erase every vestige of it 
from our Statute Books. They would not have the divine blessing 
sought upon their deliberations, or any dependence on the Lawgiver of 
the Universe publicly recognized. But how promptly have those ef- 
forts been met in the spirit of determined opposition! The religion 
of our fathers had taken too deep a hold of our legislators as well as of 
the common people to allow the success of any such insane attempt. 
In all our Statute Books, God is acknowledged as supreme ; his laws 
are appealed to as the test of the rectitude or pravity of human 
laws; and, after making all the deductions which painful facts de- 
mand, it is still cheering to be able to say, that the great principles 
of the Bible are at the basis of our government, and to express the hope 
that its spirit is becoming more and more prevalent. In illustration 
of this, the deliberately uttered sentiments of one or two of our distin- 
guished statesmen may be recited. ‘“'The general principles and 
public policy are sometimes established by constitutional provisions 
—sometimes by legislative enactments—sometimes by judicial deci- 
sions, and sometimes by general consent. But how, or when it may 
be established, there is mothing that we look for with more certainty 
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than this general principle, that Christianity is part of the law of 
the land. This was the case among the Puritans of England, the 
Episcopalians of the Southern States, the Pennsylvania Quakers, the 
Baptists, the mass of the followers of Whitfield, and Wesley, and the 
Presbyterians—all, all brought and all adopted this great truth—and 
all have sustained it. And where there is any religious sentiment 
amongst men at all, this sentiment incorporates itself with the law. 
Every THING DECLARES IT. Themassive Cathedral of the Catholic; 
the Episcopalian Church, with its lofty spire pointing heavenward; 
the plain temple of the Quaker; the log church of the hardy pioneer 
of the wilderness; the mementoes and the memorials around and 
about us—the grave-yards—their tomb-stones and epitaphs—their si- 
lent vaults—their mouldering contents—all attest it. Tur DEAD 
PROVE IT AS WELL AS THE LiviING. ‘The generation that is gone be- 
fore speak to it, and pronounce it from the tomb! We feel it! All, 

“all proclaim Christianity—general, tolerant Christianity—Christiani- 
ty independent of sects and parties—that Christianity to which the 
sword and the fagot are unknown—general, tolerant Christianity, is 
the law. of the land !” 

Thus spoke one quite recently, of giant intellect, extensive attain- 
ments, and lofty station ; and that he spoke in earnest sincerity, may ap- 
pear from his declaration,—“ Not only my heart, and my judgment, my 
belief and my conscience, instruct me that this great precept should be 
obeyed, but the idea isso sacred, the solemn thoughts connected with 
it so crowd upon me,—that I stand and speak here in fear of being 


influenced by my feelings to exceed the proper line of my professional 
duty.” 


From the Twenty-first Annual Report of the New-York Bible 
Society, auxiliary to the American Bible Society. 


Our receipts during the past year have amounted to $7,071,52, 
exceeding those of the previous year by the sum of $701,89; and 
being unembarrassed with debt, we have been enabled to extend our 
operations. We have distributed 6973 Bibles and 6908 Testaments, 
making in all 13,881 volumes, while during the year next preceding 
our last annual Report, we distributed only 5328 Bibles and 4493 
Testaments, making in all only 9821 volumes. The increase thus 
shown, amounts to 5060 volumes. 

The distribution of the past year has been made chiefly among 
our Sunday Schools, at our Humane and Criminal Institutions, at 
our Military Posts and Naval Stations, and among the poor of our 
city, and the seamen and emigrants whom Providence has brought 
to our doors. 

During the twenty-one years which have elapsed since the organ- 
ization of the Society, we have put into circulation in all, 169,185 
Bibles and Testaments, in eighteen languages. 

Among those who have received our benefactions, seamen and 
emigrants constitute most interesting classes, and to them the Board 
of Managers have particularly directed th attention, while their 
labors in behalf of others have not been interm;tted. 
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During the twelve months ending on the first instant, 59,915 emi- 
grants arrived in this city, some of whom now dwell among us, but 
of whom much the larger portion are scattered throughout our land. 
How important to supply these strangers with the word of life in their 
own tongues! 

During the last six months we have had, and still have, in our 
employ Conrad Rilling, as distributing agent. He is a native of 
Germany, and speaks both German and French. The portion of 
emigrants, and of our foreign population, whom agents speaking those 
languages can reach, is very large, and is more accessible to us than 
any other. This class embraces among our resident population at 
least 50,000, and about ten or twelve thousand of the emigrants an- 
nually coming among us. 

A very great majority of this vast mass of immortal beings are 
wholly destitute of the means of grace. Ignorant of the only way of 
salvation through faith in the merits of Christ’s atoning sacrifice, and 
dwelling in darkness, even in the midst of light, they appeal to us for 
sympathy and aid. We have heard their cry, but how inadequate to 
their demands is the supply which we have been able to furnish ! 

Mr. Rilling has labored with commendable faithfulness, and with 
encouraging success. The following extracts from his Journal will 
illustrate the spirit in which his duties are discharged. 

“ Juné 12th. Visited several French and German families. Sold 
a Bible to a German woman, and had a long conversation with her. 
She seemed to be affected. She was very poor, and thought the 
price of a Bible too much for her, but when I explained the Society’s 
instructions, in reference to the poor, and that she could have a Bible 
for twenty-five cents, she blessed God. Her husband, a French Ro- 
man Catholic, however, refused my offer. I met with other German 
and French families, but they treated me with contempt. 

“ June 17th. To-day I found a poor family of Protestants, the 
mother of which had been sick for several months. I inquired if she 
had a Bible. She said she had not. I asked if she desired to have 
one. ‘Yes,’ she replied, ‘if 1 had the means.” Her desire seemed so 
sincere that I gave her one, as a donation from the Society; upon 
which she blessed God, and, began at once to read it. In the same 
house I found a Roman Catholic family, very poor, who said they 
would purchase a Bible as soon as their means would permit. I con- 
versed with them about the Scriptures, and they listened with pleas- 
ure. I asked, if, in case the Society gave them a Bible, they would 
read it. ‘Yes,’ said they, ‘we desire tne instructions of the Bible.’ 
1 then gave them one on the condition that they were never to give 
it to their priest. I visited other families, who, for the most part, were 
skeptics. Some threatened me with blows; others listened to what 
Isaid. May the Lord have mercy on them all. 

“ September 9th. Sold thirteen Testaments and four Bibles, all 
to Catholic emigrants. At first, on seeing the name of Luther, they 
said, ‘these books are not for us, we are Catholics.’ ‘But, my fellow- 
countrymen,’ said I, ‘have you no share with us in the Gospel ? 
These Bibles and Testamenis were not made by Luther, but were 
translated from the original into German, for Catholics as well as for 
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others, and the New-York Bible Society has no other object than to 
spread the Word of God without regard to sect. Those who say our 
books are not good, make no sacrifice to furnish you with the Bible. 
Judge then by their works this Bible Society, and those who forbid 
your buying our books.’ They replied, ‘Yes, these Bibles and Tes- 
taments are good;’ and several thanked me, and spoke with much 
esteem of the Society which takes so much interest in strangers. 

During the five mouths next preceding the Ist instant, Mr. Ril- 
ling has distributed in all 729 Bibles and Testaments, of which 563 
were sold. Of these, 677 were in the German language, 24 in the 
French, 23 in the English, and 5 in the Dutch. 


luteresting Movement. New Orleans Bible Society. 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of the New Orleans Bible 
Society, held on Friday, Nov. 22, at the office of J. A. Maybin, Esq., 
ee the following circular was unanimously adopted, to be 
addressed 


TO THE FRIENDS OF THE BIBLE IN NEW ORLEANS. 

The Board of Directors of the New Orleans Bible Society beg 
leave to state to the friends of the Bible in this cit , that the stock of 
Bibles and Testaments, English, French, &c., provided for by the 
last annual collection, is nearly exhausted, and that it becomes neces- 
sary to have it renewed as soon as practicable, in order to meet in 
due time the wants which promise to be greater than during any 
preceding season. eat are endeavoring to supply the greater part 
of the city systematically, street by street, and hope to. extend that 
supply through the whole city. In addition to this, the steamboats 
and shipping afford a very great and important field of labor, new 
every day ; and therefore requiring constant attention. This depart- 
ment of their duty was not entered upon till lately, and the want of a 
proper assortment of Bibles prevented the Board from making this 
distribution as complete as its importance requires. 

The state itself.is to be explored, and the five colporteurs (Ameri- 
can, French and German) employed by the American Tract Society 
in New Orleans and Louisiana, are to assist Mr. Maher, our ageni, 
in carrying on this noble enterprise. . 

Since April, 1843, five thousand one hundred and sixty-three copies 
of the Scriptures in French, English, Spanish, German and Italian, 
have been distributed, two thousand five hundred and forty-nine sold, 
the much greater portion in this city and Lafayette, the remainder in 
three adjacent parishes across the Lake. This number, they trust, 
will be trebled twelve months hence, and they now make an appeal 
to the friends of the Bible in New Orleans in order that the sum of 
two thousnad dollars be raised to procure the necessary stock, and 
prosecute efficiently a work which commends itself to the approbation 
and support of every enlightened American citizen. 
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A County supplied—a noble example.

Quincy, Mass., December 9th, 1844. 


Rev. AND Dear Sir:—Yours of the 30th of November was 
duly received; and I will answer your inquiries as distinctly as I 
can. During the last seven monthsI have been constantly engaged 
in exploring the County of Norfolk. The executive committee fur- 
nished me with a good horse and wagon, and with Bibles and Tes- 
taments. My course has been, in going from town to town—first to 
call upon the clergy of the town, and request that notice may be 
given from each pulpit, that the agent of the Norfolk Bible Society 
would‘visit every family in town; that each one would have an op- 
portunity to increase their stock of Bibles and Testaments at the so- 
ciety prices, and that all who were destitute and had no means of pur- 
chasing would be furnished gratuitously. The clergy of all denomi- 
nations (except the papists) have entered into the object with prompt- 
ness and zeal. Thus, after the people have been generally informed 
of my intention of calling upon every family in town, they have been 
prepared to receive me with readiness. I have taken along with me 
a good assortment of all the Bibles and Testaments published by the 
society. I have found the destitution much greater than we antici- 
pated; and the readiness on the part of those who were able, to re- 
plenish their stock of Bibles and Testaments at the society prices, has 
been truly surprising. I have sold and distributed among the desti- 
tute about 1,840 Bibles, and 3,345 Testaments, and 200 Testaments 
and Psalms. I have visited more than 11,000 families, and have 
found more than 500 of this number destitute of an entire copy of the 
Bible; anda large portion of those, without a leaf of a Bible in their 
house. About 100 of these destitute families are papists, who in 
general refuse our Bible with stern hostility. I have succeeded, how- 
ever, in several instances, to impart among families who attend the 
papist meetings our Bibles and Testaments. Several of the better 
sort of the Romanists have expressed an anxious desire to obtain a 
Bible, and have promised, if I would give them one, to take good care 
of it, and read it attentively every day; even (to use their own lan- 
guage) if their priests did scold. The number of Bibles that I have 
given tothe poor destitute and sold at reduced prices, is 409—Testa- 
ments, about 600. ' The whole cost of what I have given away, is 
$275. I sold for cash $1,540 worth—making in all $1815 worth in 
the 22 towns comprising Norfolk County. I have been every where 
cordially received and kindly treated both by clergy and people. The 
Rev. Mr. Holmes, the general agent, visited all the large towns and 
wealthy societies in Norfolk County, and took up collections for the 
parent society, before we came to the resolution to explore the Coun- 
ty; consequently our treasury was almost empty. In those small 
parishes that Mr. Holmes did not visit, I have generally lectured on 
the Bible cause, and taken up larger collections than they had ever 


made before. 
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Our Baptist brethren, although they have received me kindly, and 
wished me to circulate our Bible among their people, yet they have 
done nothing to aid our cause—having formed a separate society. 
Yet, notwithstanding our destitution of funds, and the expense of ex- 
ploration, and the books given away, we have succeeded in paying off 
all except about $200, which we hope to pay soon. Atour last An- 
nual meeting we voted to raise, before the next anniversary, $1000 for 
the Bible cause. From the interest that is felt throughout the coun 
on this subject, I have no doubt they will succeed. This will enable | 
them to pay off all demands, and send something as donation to the 
parent society. Several of the leading clergy in the adjoining coun- 
ties, learning what I was doing in Norfolk, have requested me to ex- 
plore their counties as soon as possible. It is generally thought that 
taking Norfolk county as an index of the other counties in the com- 
monwealth, that 20.000 Bibles and 40,000 Testaments are this mo- 
ment wanted for Massachusetts. Having for several years been a 
settled minister in Plymouth County, and personally acquainted with 
most of the clergy, I have at their earnest request commenced the ex- 
ploration of that section of the State. There is nominally a Plymouth 
County Bible Society, auxiliary to the parent society ;—but during 
the last ten years it has been in a dormant state: little or nothing 
has been done for the Bible cause, except ina few parishes. There 
is now an effort making to resuscitate the old society, and rouse into ac- 
tion the people of the whole county. The Board of Directors have 
recently held a meeting, and unanimously voted to employ me to ex- 
plore the county and furnish every family with an opportunity to 
have a Bible. They have addressed a circular letter to every clergy- 
man in the county, inviting their co-operation and aid in this impor- 
tant and charitable enterprise. = * 3 * * *

ciety, the donation of Widow H., of New Lebanon, N. Y., who sent a 
similar offering a year or so since, and who has loved your Society 
“from the beginning.”

As she has seen three 
whole generations of men pass away, and is now commencing anew 
with the fourth, and has herself borne the Christian name and char- 
acter for the space of threescore years and ten, the neighbors not with- 
out cause speak of her as “a mother in Israel ;” and truly, like her of 
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Abel, she is “one of them that are peaceable and faithful in Israel.” 
If, by adding the enclosed to other sums that she may have contrib- 
uted, you find enough for a Life Membership, I should strongly desire 
that a certificate might be sent her, to serve both as a gratification to 
herself, and as a memorial to her posterity of her Christian love and 
zeal, and of the “ good works and alms-deeds which she did.”

A Great Discovery. 


In D’Aubigné’s History of the great Reformation, we have a gra- 
phic account of the discovery which Luther made of the Bible, at the 
time when Providence was preparing him to be the grand instrument 
of a resurrection of the religion of the Bible. He had been two years 
at the University of Erfurth, and was twenty years ofage. One day 
he was opening the books in the library, one after another, in order to 
read the names of the authors. One, which he opened in its turn, 
drew his attention. He had not seen any thing like it till that hour. 
He reads the title; it is the Bible, a rare book, unknown at that time. 
His interest is strongly excited. He is filled with astonishment at 
finding more in that volume than those fragments of the Gospels and 
Epistles which the church has selected to be read to the people in 
their places of worship. Till then he thought that they were the 
whole word of God: and here were many pages and many books of 
which he had no idea. His heart beats as he holds in his hand all 
the Scriptures divinely inspired. With eagerness and indescribable 
feelings he turns over the leaves of God’s word. He returns home 
with a full heart. Oh! thought he, if God would give me such a 
book for my own! -He soon returned to the library to find his trea- 
sure again; he read, and re-read, and then, in his surprise and joy, 
he went back toread again. The first gleams of a new truth then 
arose upon his mind. 

This event had a sublimity in it, because that the impulse which 
the discovery gave to Luther’s mind, was to be communicated to the 
millions of other minds; because the whole Reformation lay hid in 
that Bible. This book, on the unknown shelves of a dark room, was, 
through his mind, to become the book of life to nations. It had now 
fallen into the hands of its translator, who was about to give it tongues 
to speak to all Europe. 
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Letter from a Papal Country. 


Serr. 28, 1844. 

Dear Sir:—I was honored by your Society during the past sum- 
mer with the trust of one hundred Spanish Testaments, sent for sale 
or distribution here, and at the same time received a letter from your- 
self, of which 1 acknowledged the receipt in a letter to Mr. Hyde 
under date of July 16. Ihave to-day remitted to Mr. H. $25—say 
twenty-five dollars--which I trust will doas much good in other fields, 
‘as I hope its equivalent will do here; and I would now give you a © 

succinct relation of my proceedings in this matter. 

When the books first arrived, I anticipated no trouble in being able 
to introduce them, on the payment of the usual duties on printed 
books, which on these would amount to about 18 cents per volume, 
and was informed by the appraiser that there would not be the slight- 
est objection on the part of the Censorship, but that,as a matter of 
form, | must procure their assent. I accordingly called on the Censor 
with a copy of the work, and, after a short conversation with him, was 
informed that on his part there was not the slightest objection—that 
he had rather they would be introduced than not, as they would do 
great good in assisting to correct the grossly immoral state of life of 
the lower orders; and that in his opinion the government would ben- 
efit itself by aiding the distribution of such works; but that the sub- 
ject being religion, I must procure the assent of the clerical Censor, to 
whom I might say from him, that he would consider it a personal fa- 
vor if the work was admitted. I accordingly called on an old priest 
who holds that office, and who desired me to leave the copy I brought 
with me for his examination. I did so, and after many fruitless calls, 

“he at last returned me the book, saying he was very sorry, but he 
could not suffer it to pass. I asked him if there was any thing in it 
contrary to the doctrine of the church of Christ? He said, “ Rightly 
interpreted, there was not.” “Then why could he not suffer it to go 
to the people?” “ Because it was printed without the notes of the 
Mother Church.” He then said to me, “I am a very old man, and 
have been sustaining throughout along life dogmas which it does not 
now become me to desert. 1 do not now wish to examine whether 
they are right or wrong, but will freely admit that the work you now 
hold in your hand is of the greatest importance to every living soul. 
That it be every where disseminated, I sincerely wish, when the 
people are prepared for it; but I cannot now admit it, because it is 
only a few short months since a special Bull from the Pope has been 
fulminated against it. I do not wish to condemn my past life, in 
which I have sincerely wished to do good, by an act so directly con- 
trary to every thing I have hitherto inculcated.” With that I took 
my leave, and again called on the government Censor; but it was 
all of no avail; and rather than lose the good I had anticipated from 
the sowing of this precious seed, I determined to introduce the work 
surreptitiously, which I have done, though at a great expense, and 
have had the pleasure of distributing and selling nearly all of them. 
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I have now twenty left. I have sold very few, as the scarcity of food 
here among the poorer classes, in consequence of the late disastrous 
drought, has reduced many, very many, to the extremest poverty. It 
has every where been received with thanks; and to show the tone of 
religion here, | would mention that I have been often asked if I could 
not give them also a history of the Holy Virgin. I trust the perusal 
of the volume they have received will so leaven their minds, that they 
will.no longer worship a simulachrum. I regret extremely that I 
cannot recommend another remittance of the Testaments. The ex- 
pense of getting them in isso great, that I cannot afford to pay it my- 
self; and I do not wish that the Society’s funds should be turned in 
so great a measure to this small field, when there are so many others 
where the same amount would doso much more good. Trusting my 
proceedings will meet your approval, I have only to apologize for 
intruding so long a communication upon you, and remain 
Your very obt. servant.

The Managers are desirous of obtaining the 25th and 22d Re- 
ports of the American Bible Society, as these numbers are exhausted. 
Indeed they would be very happy to receive any of the early Re- 
ports, previous to the 19th. Agents of the American Bible Society, 
and officers of the Auxiliaries, will confer a favor by forwarding said 
Reports, should they be able to find them. 


AGENTS. 


‘I'he Rev. Daniel Butler of Dorchester, has been appointed Agent 
of the American Bible Society for Massachusetts, and has entered on 
his duties. It is expected that in the course of the year he will visit 
all the counties, and in connexion with the local Auxiliaries, give a 
new impulse to the cause in that state. 

The Rev. John Storrs of Holliston, Mass., has been appointed 
Agent for Connecticut, and has commenced his labors. He also is 
expected to visit all the counties, and endeavor to invigorate the Aux- 
iliaries. Both these gentlemen have been settled pastors, and bear 
the most favorable recommendations, 


Cincinnati Young Men’s Bible.Society. 


The Ninth Report of this well managed Society has just been re- 
ceived. We make several extracts, which we hope will be read and 
pondered, and the example followed. 


Ten years ago, by the common consent of the churches in this 
city, the duty of distributing the Bible in Hamilton county, devolved 
on this Society. . 

Twice has the whole county been explored, and no family wil- 
ling to receive a Bible left destitute, and at this moment your Board 
may properly say, no family in the county is unsupplied, save by its 
own wishes. 

We cannot estimate the moral effects, or measure the spiritual in- 
fluences which have been produced by the dissemination of thirt 
thousand copies of the Scriptures; but we believe them to be great 
because we know that the Word of God, when sent forth, does not 
return void. ? 

In many instances, your Board have had gratifying evidences 
that your Bibles have been the means of transforming Bible-haters 
into Bible-readers, and readers into believers and doers of the Word. 


FINANCES. 


By the Financial Report just read, itappears that $2,175 82 have 
been received into the Treasury during the year, of which $984 99 
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were derived from collections in churches and donations, and the resi- 
due from sales of books. The income of the year exceeds, by the sum 
of $1,083 22, that of the previous year; but the whole income has been 
expended. 


ISSUES IN CINCINNATI. 


During the year, there have been issued from the Depository, one 
thousand five hundred Bibles, and four thousand seven hundred and 
ten Testaments, being an increase of nineteen hundred and thirty- 
three copies over the issues of the previous year, and making an ag- 
gregate of THIRTY THOUSAND SIX HUNDRED AND TEN copies of the 
Scriptures issued and put in circulation by this Society, in this coun- 
ty, in ten years. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Within the past year, thirty-eight Sunday Schools have been sup- 
plied, without charge, with 142 Bibles and 888 Testaments, making 
an aggregate of 142 Bibles, and 4581 Testaments furnished to Sun- 
day Schools since the publication of our pledge in 1837. 


STEAMEOATS AND BOATMEN,. 


The supply of steamboat cabins with a handsomely bound copy 
of the Bible, resolved upon and commenced eight years ago, is still 
continued, and no reason has. ever suggested itself why the practice 
should be discontinued. Often has the waylarer been gladdened by 
the sight of the book of God, as he entered the cabin of the steamboat 
on our western rivers, and good evidence has been repeatedly fur- 
nished that the books thus distributed have been well preserved and 
eagerly read. During the year twenty boats have been supplied at 
a cost of $62 12, making an aggregate of 348 steamboats supplied in 
eight years, at a total expense of $1306 62. 

To boatmen and emigrants, 17 Bibles and 372 Testaments, have 
been furnished within the year. The Society, for a short time, se- 
cured the services of the Rev. Mr, Leonard, Bethel Chaplain, through 
whose agency the above stated supply was effected. The Board de- 
sire hereafter to keep an agent constantly employed among the boat- 
men during the season of navigation. Boatmen usually receive the 
Scriptures with more readiness and gratitude than any other class of 
destitute persons. 


SUPPLY OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


Two years ago, it was announced to your Board that the city had 
been explored, and all willing to receive the Scriptures supplied. 
Their next object was to explore and supply the fourteen townships 
of the county, beyond the limits of the city, and that work has been 
accomplished within the past year. Having procured the services of 
asuitable agent, Mr. H. B. Perkins, your Board purchased a horse 
and wagon, and with a supply of Bibles and Testaments in the Ger- 
man, as well as English languages, they sent him forth upon hie 
mission. He visited two thousand seven hundred and forty-three 
families, from the 15th of August to the 3d of November ultimo; of 
whom four hundred and forty-four families were entirely destitute of 
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the Scriptures. Of these, forty-eight families refused to receive the 
Bible, even as a gift, but the residue were all supplied. The destitu- 
tion in Hamilton county proved to be much greater than had been 
anticipated ; for, only five years previously had this Society made a 
careful exploration and supply of the same townships, but notwith- 
standing this, the destitution in five years amounted to a little upwards 
of one family in every six visited! In many cases, domestics and 
others able to read, who were themselves destitute, although residing 
in families who were supplied, were furnished with the Scriptures ; 
and in many cases, families not destitute, purchased Bibles for their 
children or friends, thus increasing the number of distributions great- 
ly beyond the number of destitute families. In this visitation one 
thousand and twenty copies of the Scriptures were circulated as fol- 
lows: 156 Bibles sold, 284 Bibles granted ; 347 Testaments sold, and 
233 Testaments granted. 


Portage County Bible Society. 


Ravenna, Jan. 30th, 1845. 


Dear Sir:—Our annual meeting of the Portage County Bible 
Society was held yesterday in the Methodist Church in this village. 
Reports were presented, from which it appears that during the year 
five townships have been thoroughly explored and supplied, and that 
the work has been nearly completed in some others. The managers 
were directed to continue the work of exploring and supplying during 
the year; and we hope to be able to say at the next anniversary that 
the County has been supplied. 


From the Report of the Washington County Bible Society, Ohio. 


At the last annual meeting it was resolved that the Directors should 
supply the destitute in the County with the Bible, as soon as it could 
be done upon an economical plan contemplated by the resolution. 

From a partial report just received it appears that fifteen of the 
twenty-one townships have been thoroughly surveyed, and the desti- 
tute, as far asascertained, supplied. One hundred and thirty families 
were found entirely destitute, and sixty-four with but a part of the 
Bible. There has been delivered to the colporteur Bibles and Testa- 
ments amounting to $217 97, the most of which he has distributed, 
and paid into the treasury therefor $64 50. But few of the families 
who were supplied, felt able to pay for the Bibles, and some of them 
were very indiflerent about having it; yet we feel that Christian 
philanthropists are but dving their duty where they go to, and urge 
upon them the precious treasure; and though so little desired, it 
may prove of infinite value even to them. 

In conclusion the Directors ask, 

Ought not something more to be done by this Society than has 
been for afew years past? The population of this County is rapidly 
increasing ; having nearly doubled between the years 1830 and 1840, 
and the number of destitute which will need to be gratuitously sup- 
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plied will probably be as great during the few years to come as during 
any same number of years during the past existence of the Society. 
There are reasons, perhaps sufficiently good, why less has been done 
in the few last years. But has not the time now arrived when more 
money should be raised for the parent Society ? 


Tioga County Bible Society, N. Y. 


The seventeenth Annual Meeting of the Tioga County Bible So- 
ciety was held at the Methodist House in Newark, on Thursday 16th 
January, 1845. 

James Pumpelly, Esq., President, in the Chair. 

Meeting opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. Benedict. 

The Annual Report of the Board of Managers was read hy Mr. 
Wilcox, and accepted. 

The following extract from the Annual Report shows that the So- 
ciety since 1828 has contributed to the American Bible Society, the 
sum of $225175. Has remitted for Bibles and Testaments $2380 36. 
Has distributed during the past year 445 Bibles and upwards of 
1000 Testaments, to destitute (amilies and youth. 

The Society has received the past year $193 23; of this sum 
$32 29 was sent as a donation to the Parent Society, and the balance 
went to the payment of the debt due that Society, and for the pur- 
chase of Bibles and Testaments for gratuitous circulation. 

Treasurer’s Report read by William Platt, Esq., and accepted. 

A discourse was then delivered by Rev. Mr. Stanton, of Owego, 
trom Psalms 17: 4. 

Rey. Mr. Shipman, agent of the A. B. Society, reada circular from 
the Parent Society, calling for increased effort on the part of the 
friends of the Bible cause. The agent then requested that those who 
were willing to do something during the present year, should signify 
it by rising. The assembly generally rose. 


Washington County Bible Society, Towa. 


That Iowa is a very interesting and important part of that vast ter- 
ritory which is yet to be given to the Son of God for an inheritance, 
will be doubted by none acquainted with this fair portion of the West. 
The tide of emigration is pouring in from every quarter of the globe. 
Inhabitants from almost every tribe and nation are seeking homes in 
Iowa, bringing with them their peculiar notions of government and 
How important, then, is it that the Christian Bible should 


religion. t { 
be generally circulated among this mixed multitude, to melt down, as 
it were, this heterogeneous mass, purified from the dross of error and 


corruption, into one body of purity and morality! Catholics, aware of 
the future importance of Iowa, are pouring in their population with a 
rapidity truly alarming to those who have come here to find a home 
for themselves and families, and to worship the God of their fathers 
in simplicity and holiness. Almost every important point is already 
occupied by a priest. Many popular schools are already in operation 
managed by Sisters of Charity; sowing broad-cast the seeds of error 
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and corruption. While there are many circumstances to discourage, 
there are also many to encourage us in our endeavors to circulate the 
Bible among this large class of errorists. Removed as they are ina 
measure, in this new country, from those priestly restraints and terrors 
under which they must think and act in the large cities and populous 
districts of the East, they venture to read the Bible; and truth, backed 
by the power of the Holy Spirit, is often sent home to the heart ; they 
renounce their allegiance to the Man of Sin and become the meek 
and humble followers of the Lamb. 

This Society was organized in January 1844, but nothing was done 
towards carrying out the designs of the Society till the following Sep- 
tember, when the box of books arrived which were sent out by the 
American Bible Society. 

The Society has adopted the plan of establishing auxiliaries in the 
eee neighborhoods, in the county, which ,we think will greatly 
acilitate the work. Two such Societies have already been organized. 
Some neighborhoods have been visited, and families found destitute 
have been supplied with the word of God. In one neighborhood, con- 
taining some thirty families, fourteen were found without the Bible. 
Some few members of this Society have pledged themselves to visit 
every family in the county, which will probably be done soon. 


Report of Louisville and vicinity B. Soc., Ky. 


We have continued to employ two Agents to supply the destitution 
in the southern counties of this State. 

Mr. John Eggen, who has been laboring in Hancock and Ohio 
counties, has, in consequence of sickness, been able to accomplish but 
little. Writing from Hancock county, he says: 

“Out of a population of four hundred families I have found ninety- 
six entirely destitute, while I found quite a number who had only a 
copy of the New Testament. Ihave also supplied a goodly number 
of Roman Catholics ; whether the Pope’s emissaries will demand and 
burn them, I know not, but I have reason to believe that some of them 
will never come into their hands.” 

After enumerating some of the many discouragements he has to 
contend with, Mr. Hggen thus writes: 

“Still, when I pass from place to place, where I have been before, 
and find one here and another there, who, even in their working hours, 
have their new Bibles spread out by them, it revives my spirits; and 
when I saw the poor widow, two weeks after I had given her a Bible, 
making a public profession of her faith in Christ, I felt grateful to God, 
who has put it into the hearts of his people to scatter his blessed 
word.” 

Rev. William Knowles has been at work principally in Christian 
and Trigg counties. Has sold 174 Bibles, 937 Testaments, $527 07. 
Donated 241 Bibles, 41 Testaments, $91 29. Recéived contributions 
to the Society, $491 09. We extract from his report the following : 

“The counties I have to visit, are both very poor and destitute. In 
one part of the north, in visiting thirty families, I found twenty-five 
without Bibles, and every one of them were members of the church,” 
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Again: “I think I never saw such a general destitution of the 
Scriptures, and such an ignorance of God and his holy word. Found 
one man with a family of several children that had never seen a Bible, 
and when he was asked whether he had a Bible, he looked remarka- 
bly strange. ‘A Bible,’ said he, ‘and what is that? Afteran ex- 
planation was given, he said he could not read.” 

“JT have heard of one family that had lived without a Bible until 
they were grown old both in age and all manner of wickedness ; but 
in three months after a Bible was given them, the father, mother, and 
one son were converted, and instead of a family of drunkards and 
blasphemers, they now belong to the household of Christ.” 

There have been sold at the Depository, independent of the forego- 
ing Agents, 603 Bibles, 3270 Testaments, $116 12. Donated 38 
Bibles, 34 Testaments, $45 88.

Erie County Bible Society, Pa. 


The twenty-first annual meeting of this Society was held in the 
Session Room of the Presbyterian Church on the fifth inst., in the af- 
ternoon and evening. Owing to the inclemency of the weather but 
few persons assembled, yet the meeting was characterized by that 
warmth of feeling and zealous engagedness which the importance of 
the cause demanded. The proceedings generally evinced a unanimity 
of sentiment, and determined resolution of the members present to do 
all in their power to advance the object of the Society and continue its 
operations until every family in the county be supplied with a copy of 
the Bible, and every child with a New Testament, as also to aid the 
parent Society in.supplying the world. The annual report was read, 
and among other facts stated that 6706 Bibles and Testaments had 
been furnished to this county through the operation of this Society 
since its first organization.

The Sixth Annual Meeting of the Welsh Bible Society in Pitts- 
burgh, (Auxiliary to the American Bible Society.) 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Jan. 6th, 1845. 


Dear Sirn—We have this opportunity to let you know our progress 
with this good cause in the year 1844. 

On January Ist, 1845, the Sixth Annual Meeting was held in the 
Welsh Presbyterian Church. Opened with prayer. Rev. T. Pughin 
the chair. The President delivered a short address relating the ob- 
ject of the meeting; the report of the year just closed was then read, 
and accepted by the Society. The report stated that 44 Bibles and 
56 Testaments were distributed during the year; in all, 100. Making 
a total of 250 Bibles and Testaments since the organization of the 
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Society. About one half the distributions last year was sold for half 
price to the Sunday Schools. 

Our collections last year were $134,85. We shall be under the 
necessity of sending for a dozen or two of duodecimo plain Testa- 
ments. After all the collections are in, we shall be able to send a do- 
nation to the parent Society from $100 to $120 next April.

From the Eleventh Annual Report of the Maryland State 
Bible Society. 


RECEIPTS. 


The receipts of the Society during the year from all sources have 
been $4274 33. This sum includes the balances on hand at the close 
of the last year, being an advance of $532 89 over the receipts of 
that year. The balance in the Treasury is $165 27, and bills receiv- 
able $221. The indebtedness of the Society to the American Bible 
Society for books purchased is about $600. 

From auxiliaries direct to the American Bible Society have been 
remitted $423, making the whole amount from the State $4697 33, 
or $671 34 more than the receipts of the past year.

DISTRIBUTION AND DESTITUTION, 


Karly in the year your Board, after much reflection and consultation, 
adopted unanimously the resolution, to commence a systematic re- 
supply of the destitute families of the State with the Holy Scriptures, 
It was at the same time determined to test the comparative merits of 
the two systems of distribution, namely, by agents employed and paid 
for their services ; and by individual friends of the cause, volunteer- 
ing their services for a limited period, to supply each a small section. 
In pursuance of this arrangement, on. the 14th of last June, the Rev. 
John H. Kennard was appointed distributing agent, and directed to 
commence his labors in Caroline county. He spent one month in 
that county, and then, in consequence of the sickness extensively 
prevailing, he was advised to suspend his operations there, and spend 
the unhealthy season in Montgomery county, where he continued to 
labor to the close of the current year. The following is the result of 
his exertions. 

1. Of the 1505 families visited 440 were destitute, or one for every 
3 1-2 visited ! 

2. Of the 440 destitute, 136 could not read, or one for every 2 1-6 

destitute ! and equal to one for every 11 visited. 
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3. That the amount received for books and by donation, exceeded 
the salary of the agent, and freight on the books, by $71 09. 

4, That the cost of books, together with the salary and freight, ex- 
ceeded the receipts by $129 80. 

Your Board directed the General Agent to attempt to secure the 
re-supply of Caroll county by voluntary distributers. 

We have succeeded in procuring persons in each election district 
to visit every family, and supply the destitute within their bounds, and 
have delayed thus far to give in our report, hoping by this time we 
should be able to give a fulland satisfactory account of our operations, 
but it appears that unavoidable circumstances have rendered it im- 
possible to accomplish the end so much desired. 

But whilst we regret that this work was not undertaken at an ear- 
lier period, we rejoice that we can confidently say, our experiment 
willsucceed. The work has been commenced in every district of our 
county, and in several has been nearly or quite completed. We look 
forward with the bright anticipation of having the whole accomplish- 
ed between this and the commencement of the new year. 

We have thus far found the destitution much greater than our ut- 
most conceptions could lead us to anticipate. From one district, and 
we suppose the best supplied in the whole county, as far as the dis- 
tribution has progressed, the report is as follows:—Families visited, 
183; destitute, 24; a little more than one in eight. And in another, 
families visited, 197; destitute, 47; which would be nearly every 
fourth family without the Word of Life; and several other districts 
where the work is nearly or quite completed, from which we have 
heard, but not officially, give the destitution nearly as great as the 
last mentioned ; so that we think we can salely say that the report of 
the county will, at least, average one-sixth, if not one-fifth, destitute 
of the Sacred Scriptures. 


From the Report of Mr. John G. Simpson, Distributing Agent 
in Kentucky. Many will remember his reports in previous 


years. 
To the Managers of the Lexington and vicinity Bible Society : 

Through the goodness of Divine Providence, since our last meet- 
ing, I have been permitted to spend six months of the last year in 
circulating the sacred Scriptures among a portion of the poor and 
destitute families of this State. 

Ihave visited the following counties, and distributed Bibles and 
Testaments in each county as follows: Anderson, 158 Bibles and 70 
Testaments; Bath, and a portion of Montgomery, 200 Bibles and 151 
Testaments; Fleming, 256 Bibles and 58 Testaments; Nicholas, 121 
Bibles and 91 Testaments. I also distributed, in these counties, 90 
octavo Bibles. Whole number distributed, 825 Bibles, and 370 Tes- 
taments. 

The day before I arrived in Fleming county, the Rev, Mr. Sehon, 
agent of the American Bible Society, presented the claims of the 
Bible cause in an eloquent and powerful appeal to a large congrega- 
tion of the citizens of that county, which left a lasting impression on 
the minds of all that were present. When I arrived, I found the way 
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fully prepared for the successful prosecution of my business. Mr.’ 
Sehon also formed a County Bible Society ; and this Society deter- 
mined to supply their own county, and employed me as their agent. 

In the counties which I have visited during my last tour, there is 
a marked and striking contrast as it regards both soil and population. 
In most of these counties there is a considerable proportion of poor, 
mountainous country, and, consequently, settled by a poor popula- 
tion. There is also, in the same counties, much good farming land, 
with a comparatively wealthy and intelligent population, Amongst 
the poorer class of the population in these counties, I found a very 
great destitution of the Bible, which is evident from the number of 
Bibles distributed. With but few exceptions, I have found about the 
game proportionate amount of destitution in all the counties that I 
have visited. I have not taken the trouble to make out an arithmeti- 
cal calculation of the proportionate amount of destitution to the 
population in each county, as it is of no special benefit. My appro- 
priate business is, to supply the most destitute families with the word 
of God, in the shortest time and in the best mannerI can. It may be 
necessary to remark, that no one not a resident of the same region of 
country can find all the destitute families; and from the fact also, that 
changes are constantly taking place, and new families springing up, 
the destitution must necessarily continue to a greater or less extent. 

I wish it to be distinctly understood that my prominent object has 
ever been to supply destitute families only. While other Bible So- 
cieties are engaged in the good work of circulating every description 
of Bibles among the rich as well as the poor, my work has been con- 
fined almost exclusively to the poor. The few octavo Bibles which 
have been circulated, were deposited for sale at different points, and 
most of them were sold at moderate prices. But the duodecimo Bi- 
bles, which I have exclusively distributed, have been deposited in des- 
titute families, with but few exceptions, and a large majority of these 
familes were very poor, 

I have acted as the agent of your Society for five years, occupying 
about six months in each year. In this time I have supplied, so far 
as I could, twenty-four counties with the Bible. The whole number 
of Bibles and Testaments distributed by your Society, is four thousand 
eight hundred and four Bibles, and four hundred and forty-eight 
copies of the New Testament. Including the Bibles and Testaments 
distributed for other Bible Societies, I have up to this time circulated 
in this State about six thousand Bibles and nearly three thousand 
copies of the New Testament, and supplied twenty-eight counties 
with the Bible. About nine-tenths of the Bibles and Testaments 
have been distributed gratuitously. Iflam correetly informed, about 
nineteen-twentieths of the Bibles have passed into destitute families 
one Bible to a family, and many of them were entirely destitute of 
books of any description. 

A majority of the heads of these families were professors of reli- 
gion. If I was not deceived, as | have stated in my former reports, 
I found but comparatively few families in which no member of the 
family could read. But I presume many of those professing to be 
readers, could not read intelligibly. I found but few colored people 
that could read: all such as were destitute I supplied with the Bible, 
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with peculiar pleasure. I met with no Catholic families during my 
last tour, ; 

I occasionally bestowed the Bible upon poor young men and wo- 
men, as I met with them working from house to house for their living. 
I also bestowed the New Testament upon the most interesting children 
of poor parents that couldread. I found this the most interesting and 
encouraging and hopeful part of my work. Permit me, in this connec- 
tion, to make one or two remarks, which I deem of some importance. 
Ist. In associating with Christians of different denominations, I have 
discovered a remarkable indifference and neglect on the part of many 
respectable Christian parents, in good circumstances, in reference to 
furnishing each one of their children, as they grew up to the years of 
maturity, with the Bible, which they could claim as their own. Ihave 
often called upon such parents for information as to the destitution of 
the Scriptures in their neighborhood, and they could not inform me 
whether or not their own children, married and settled in the same 
neighborhood, had the word of God in their houses. Many such pa- 
rents come to the conclusion, that if they have one large family Bible 
(which is often considered too costly for youth to handle,) and a doz- 
en of children, they are abundantly supplied with the Scriptures. 2d. 
While I was treated with hospitality by Christians of all denomina- 
tions, it was only occasionally that I met with one who appeared to 
take a deep interest in my business. It was often said to me by pro- 
fessors of religion, by way of showing that the distribution of the 
Bible was a superfluous work, “that more families were now in pos- 
session of the Scriptures than made good use of them.” I could easily 
remove other objections, but this one, I acknowledged was true, la- 
mentably true, in reference to professors as well as non-professors. 
If all the professed followers of Christ who are blessed with the Bible, 
did but appreciate it, and could say with the Psalmist—“ O how love 
I thy law! itis my meditation all the day ;” “How sweet are thy 
words unto my taste! yea, sweeter than honey tomy mouth;” how 
much more blessed would be the work, and how infinitely greater 
and more glorious the results of the distribution of the word of God! 

As to the reception of the word of God, I have the same tale to 
tell, which I have told you again and again. While many received 
it cordially, without manifesting any peculiar interest, others received 
it with indescribable manifestations of gratitude. I have presented 
the word of God to families under a great variety of circunistances, 
and no family has positively refused to receive it, and in no instance 
was I ever treated rudely or unkindly. And I may remark, that no 
one knows the difficulty and delicacy of approaching a wicked, 
thoughtless man on this subject, but such as have experienced it. 
Brethren, I might occupy much of your time in attempting to portray 
the different manifestations of thankfulness, and the variety of excla- 
mations of deep, heart-felt gratitude, which I have seen and heard ex- 
hibited by many poor men and women, in receiving a Bible or New 
Testament. All that is necessary for us to know for our encourage- 
ment is, that the pure and unadulterated word of God has been re- 
ceived, either from good or bad motives, by so many of our fellow- 
citizens and fellow-travellers to the eternal world. Butif there is one 
individual in this congregation, or in this community, who still enter- 
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tains the delusive sentiment, that the distribution of the word of God 
in Kentucky, is a work of supererogation—that any person in this 
state wishing to have the Bible, can easily procure it, &c.; if such an 
individual could have stood by the side of your agent, in one of the 
lonely valleys of the Licking river, and heard the language of some 
poor women, as I presented to them the word of God: “ Sir,” said 
one, “I have no Bible—I love to read the precious word of God—I 
once owned the Bible, but it was sold to pay my husband’s debts.” 
Another one observed, that “she had long desired to have the Bible, 
and that she had been trying for some time to obtain one—I give you 
ten thousand thanks for this invaluable gift,” she replied. And an- 
other, whose earthly inheritance would not amount to five dollars, 
when | presented her with the word of God as a present, said she, 
“poor as I am, I would not take ten dollars for this blessed book.” If 
you could, my dear friends, not only have heard the language, but 
looked upon the countenances of these poor women, as they received 
the word of life and salvation as a gift, methinks you would have felt 
something of the import of that gospel precept, which must be felt to 
be appreciated, “It is more blessed to give than to receive,” and that 
the gratuitous distribution of the sacred Scriptures even in Kentucky is 
nota superfluous and unimportant work. Brethren, I tell you the sober, 
naked truth, what I have witnessed myself, that the Bible has been 
thus received by hundreds of poor women, who professed to be pious, 
and who appeared to appreciate the word of God. And it is also 
true, that many, very many, poor, wicked, thoughtless sinners, from 
the youth of fifteen, up to old age, solemnly promised me. when no 
eye but God’s rested upon us, that they would not only read the sa- 
cred Scriptures, but seek the salvation of their souls. 

I met with several individuals from different counties, who gave 
me some cheering intelligence of the immediate and happy effects 
which have followed the distribution of the word of God in different 
places. One man told me, that the distribution of the Bible, with the 
few remarks that accompanied it, was the means, under God, of the 
conyersion of one of his neighbors, and of doing much good in his 
neighborhood. Another said to me, that a revival of religion, to some 
extent, in which several persons made a public profession of religion, 
had grown out of the efforts of your agent, in holding prayer-meet- 
ings, in connection with the distribution of the sacred Scriptures. A 
minister of the gospel informed me that the distribution of the word 
of God had produced a great moral change in his neighborhood. 
These tokens of God’s presence and blessing in succeeding our weak 
and imperfect efforts to glorify his name in the salvation of sinners, 
are encouraging and comforting to every pious and benevolent 
heart.

TWENTY-NINTH ANNIVERSARY. 


AccorpinG to adjournment the previous year,the 
members of the Society met at the Society’s House 
at 9 o’clock A. M. on the 8th inst., for the trans- 
action of business. ‘The chair was taken by the 
President, assisted by several Vice Presidents. On 
invitation, the Rev. D. Butler, the Society’s Agent 
for Massachusetts, read the Ist and 2nd Psalms. 
The Society then proceeded to the election of nine 
members of the Board to fill the places of those 
composing the fourth class, whose term of service 
had now constitutionally expired. 'The following 
persons were unanimously elected: John Aspin- 
wall, P. Perit, Francis Hall, Horace Holden, Thos. 
L. Servoss, Richard 'T. Haines, James Donaldson, 
Silas Holmes, and William H. Aspinwall, Esquires. 

At half past 9 o’clock the Members of the So- 
ciety moved in the following order to the Broad- 
way ‘Tabernacle: first, the Vice Presidents and 
other officers, the Anniversary Committee, the 
Speakers of the day, Members of the Board, Del- 
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egates from Auxiliaries, Life Directors and Mem- 
bers, Clergymen, and Visitors. 3 

On reaching the place of meeting, the venera- 

ble President of the Society, the Hon. John Cotton 

Smith, of Sharon, Conn., took the chair at 10 
o'clock, supported by the Hon. Theodore Freling- 
huysen, Peter G. Stuyvesant, George Suckley, 
Isaac Carow, John H. Cocke, John Tappan, Hu- 
bert Van Wagenen, Esqrs., and Thomas Cock, 
M. D., Vice Presidents. 

On invitation of the President, the Rev. Nicolas 
Murray, D. D., read the 8th chapter of the Book of 
Nehemiah. 

The President then delivered an Address, which 
will be found on the first page of the Appendix to 
the Annual Report. 

The Treasurer’s Report was read by Joseph 
Hyde, Esq., Assistant Treasurer. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. C. Brig- 
ham, then read the following abstract from the 
Managers’ Twenty-ninth Report. 


ABSTRACT OF THE ANNUAL REPORT. 


Two devoted friends, Rev. Dr. Mitnor, and Joan Pinrarp, 
LL. D., both of whom have served as Secretaries of the Society, 
have died in the course of the year. 

Four hundred and sixty-five new Life Directors and Members 
have been added. Seventy new Auxiliaries have been formed, most 
of them.County Societies, 

RecerrerTs.— These, from all sources, have been $166,652, making 
an increase of $12,212 over those of the preceding year, all of which 
have been expended. The Society owes $11,000 for paper, and has 
other liabilities. For the most part of the year the Society has been 
without the services of a Financial Secretary. 

Booxs Issuzp.—There have been issued in the course of the year 
429,092 Bibles and Testaments from the Depository, (besides those 
gh at the Society’s expense abroad.) This is an increase of 

14,510 copies over those of the previous year, and an aggregate, since 
the formation of the Society, of 4,013,352. These books of the last 
year, have been sent into every State and Territory of the Union, to 
Canada, Texas, West India Islands, Mexico, Brazil, Buenos Ayres, 
and Greece. ‘To the Baptist mission in the latter country have been 
granted 1500 Modern Greek New Testaments, and 500 dollars worth 
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of other books published in the Levant. Various grants have been 
made by the Rev. Mr. Calhoun, late Agent at Smyrna, to other mis- 
gionaries in that region. 

New Booxs.—A new Bourgeois Bible, a new French and a new 
Spanish Testament have been published. Plates for a Minion 24mo 
Bible are in progress. A new edition of the Bible in raised letters 
for the Blind, is soon to be put to press. George Douglas, Esq., of 
Long Island, has generously contributed $500 for this object, and the 
Massachusetts Bible Society as much more. The work being in 
eight quarto volumes, and printed only on one side, is necessarily ex- 
pensive. Yet who can withhold the Bible, at any price, from those 
who can read it with their fingers, when deprived of sight ? 

Acents.—Nine have been in employ all the year, and eight more 
for a part of the time. Fourteen are now in employ. They are not 
sent where the cause can be sustained without them. Rev.S. H. Cal- 
houn has closed his agency in the Levant, and become a mission- 
ary on Mount Lebanon. During his agency he has put not far from 
60,000 Bibles and; Testaments in circulation in that region, where 
those sacred books were first given to the world. 

Grants or Monry.—While the Board have been occupied more 
than usual in the home distribution, they have still been enabled to 
remit and expend $13,792,87 for publishing the Scriptures abroad.— 
These grants have been made for France, Switzerland, Turkey, Syria, 
Persia, Northern India, and the Sandwich Islands. Next year more 
must be done abroad, if possible. 


After reading the above, accompanied with some 
further statements as tothe character and contents 
of the entire Report, which would soon be issued 
if the Society so directed, the following Resolu- 
tion was submitted by the Rev. Dr. Black, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., and seconded by the Rev. George 
Sheldon, of Ohio. 


Resolved, That the Report, an abstract of which has now been 
read, be printed and circulated, under the direction of the Managers,

Resolved, That experience has shown the feasibility as well as 
practical importance of united effort among Christians of different 
names, in circulating the Sacred Scriptures. 


On motion of the Rev. John Todd, of Pittsfield, 
Mass., seconded by the Rev. Bishop E. S. Janes, of 
New- York— 


Resolved, That while portions of the Bible are so profound as to 
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tax the energies of the highest intellect, it is matter of gratitude that 
other and larger portions are easily comprehended by the ordinary 
household circle. 


On motion of the Rev. Moses L. Scudder, of 
Albany, N. Y, seconded by D. O. Kellogg, Esq., of 
roys> : 

Resolved, That the best interests of the State, as well as the 


Church, are promoted by a free and wide circulation of the Scrip- 
tures among all classes. 


On motion of the Rev. John Spaulding, of New- 
York, seconded by Hubert Van Wagenen, Esq., of 
Poughkeepsie— 


Resolved, That while furnishing the blessed Bible to all the des- 
titute on the land, we must not forget the destitute on the sea. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. McCartee, of Goshen, 
N. Y., and seconded by the Rev. Henry Wilkes, of 
Montreal, Canada— 


Resolved, That while furnishing the Bible to our destitute coun- 
trymen on the land and on the sea, we must not forget the more des- 
titute and benighted in foreign countries. 


Most of the individuals above named made 
addresses, all of which were well received, and 
must have made on many minds deep and lasting 
impressions. We shall endeavor to collect sketches 
of what was spoken, and publish them in the Ap- 
pendix of the Report. 


SECOND SUPPLY OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


Philadelphia, April 26th, 1845. 
Bible Rooms, 144 Cheoineaa 
Dear SiR :— 


We have accomplished, through the blessing of God and the help 
of his people,a great work. Pennsylvania is, a second time, sup- 
plied with the Bible. 

A territory of a thousand miles circuit and forty thousand square 
miles area, has been traversed by the Bible Distributor; the homes 
of seventeen hundred thousand souls visited; and forty thousand deés- 
EE ee ae supplied with the Revelation of God. 

lis important work was resolved upon at our anni i 
May, 1840. P P nniversary, in 
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During the Bible year 1840-41, there were circulated through the 
State 11.238 Bibles, and 11,852 Testaments. / 

In 1841-2, 28,143 Bibles and Testaments. 

In 1842-43, 8,787 Bibles, and 14,001 Testaments. 

In 1843-44, 15,322 Bibles, and 25,669 Testaments. 

_In 1844-45, over 12,000 Bibles, and more than 20,000 Testaments. 
_ During the whole period of supply, there have been distributed 
about 63,000 Bibles, and 90,000 Testaments. ; 

It is to be regretted that we cannot state with precision the entire 
number of destitute families. ; 

But when it is remembered that no effort was made to supply 
families already possessed of the Scriptures, but the reverse ; to sup- 
pose that one-third of the Bibles circulated were so disposed of, is a 
very large estimate, yet leaves the moral certainty that, at least, 40,- 
000 families, before destitute, are now blessed by the possession of 
the Holy Bible. 

When we say that Pennsylvania is now supplied with the Bible, we 
do not mean to affirm that there is no family within our borders still 
destitute of God’s truth; but that the work of family supply, as a 
whole, has been accomplished. 

So extended a work as we have been engaged in, is necessarily 
liable to many imperfections. 

Some neighborhoods have, unquestionably, been wholly passed 
by ; others but superficially explored, and some not yet wholly com- 
pleted. Yet, as a whole, the work has been done, and done with 
much thoroughness. 

This is manifest from the whole number of Bibles distributed, as 
well as by the Reports of individual counties and townships. of 
these Reports, a detailed statement cannot be here given. It may be 
stated, in general, that the destitution in every section of the State 
has been such as to astonish its inhabitants, 

In entire counties, the greatest destitution (averaged for the whole 
county) has been one family in every four. 

In a number of townships, it has been one family in two. 

And in many neighborhoods, more limited, for every family found 
possessed of a Bible, two, three, four, or five famiiies were found 
without any. 

We take pleasure in acknowledging the aid received from the 
American Bible Society in prosecuting this work. By their kindness 
we have been always promptly furnished with Bibles for distribution 
in advance of our funds. Without such assistance, the work of supply 
must frequently have been arrested. 

Within our own State, we have been especially indebted for im- 
portant help to the Philadelphia Bible Society, the Female Bible So- 
ciety of Philadelphia, the Pittsburg Young Men’s Bible Society, and 
the Female Bible Societies of Pittsburg. Important aid has also 
been derived from many other auxiliaries and friends. 

Our Treasury is not able, at the present moment, to meet all the 
demands made upon it by this supply. 

To nearly every county we have been compelled to send books in 
advance. of funds collected. Many counties will, ultimately, pay in 
full, for Bibles received. Some have done so already. Others, how- 
ever, will make almost no return. We are, however, cheered by the 
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hope that in the course of a very few months, we will be able to 
meet all of our obligations to the National Bible Society for Bibles 
advanced to supply the destitute families of Pennsylvania. 

The exploration and supply of Pennsylvania with the Bible is at- 
tended with peculiar embarrassments compared with most other 
States of our Union. 

Some of these embarrassments are of a nature to make their pub- 
lic detail undesirable. 

- Those which are intrinsic and common to such an extended effort 
will be readily understood. They have been cheerfully encountered 
and successfully overcome. 

The exploration has been effected by voluntary agency, on the 
pat of students in our colleges, and township committees, and Bible 

istributors who received compensation for their ]abor. 

The latter mode of operation, we have found to be the most satis- 
factory. ‘The work is done, as a general rule, more thoroughly, on 
the whole, perhaps, even more economically, and the Reports are more 
explicit and full. 

As the grand result of our effort, there is added to the number of 
copies of the Sacred Scriptures previously existing in Pennsylvania, 
one hundred and fifty thousand copies ; and consequent upon this 
fact manifold blessings, some of which we have already been pri- 
vileged to see. These blessings are: 

1. Intellectual. In some instances the first elements of knowledge 
in relation to most important facts, were unknown until furnished by 
our Bible Distributors, : 

We need but allude to the tens of thousands of copies of the 
New Testament placed in the hands of the child in the Sabbath 
School, and in the Common School, most abundantly to establish the 
fact that in reference to the diffusion of knowledge, and that of the 
most healthful kind, our effort has not been in vain. 

2. Soctal.—In one neighborhood of four hundred families, two hun- 
dred families had no Bible. They were all supplied. Who can 
doubt whether the “social” interests of that neighborhood were 
blessed by God’s truth being left in those two hundred Bibleless fami- 
lies or not ? 

3. Domestic.—As the Bible Distributor approached a dwelling 
without a Bible, he heard the father cursing his son, and the son hurt 
back a father’s cursing on his own head. How many such and simi- 
lar scenes were wont to occur among the two score thousand families 
of our State without a Bible ? 

We have seen, in some instances at least, these things pass away. 
and “all become new.” ‘ 

4. Civil—An infidel, a professional man, intelligent and well edu- 
cated, remarked to me, while attending to this distribution, “The 
Bible is the Book of books.” And will not every intelligent friend of 
his country say so? Can 40,000 Bibles be placed in as many desti- 
tute families of freemen without a blessing to the republic? It is 
impossible. 

5. Religious—In some instances the outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit has followed the steps of the Bible Distributor. In one instance. 
atleast, an entire family has been brought into the sanctuary and into 
communion with the church. In other cases individuals have been 
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brought “ to know God, and Jesus Christ whom he has sent,” “ which 
is life eternal.” ; 

6. The Bible cause, too, has received a blessing. Those who 
loved it before, and contributed to its support, and labored for its 
prosperity, see abundant cause to abound in these things yet more 
and more. Multitudes who never did any thing before for its ad- 
vancement, have their affections now set upon it. Some who never 
knew what “Bible Society” meant, have had their minds enlight- 
ened as to its nature and design. Churches whose doors were never 
opened to a Bible Agent before, are at length unclosed. 

At least fifty new Bible organizations have been established dur- 
ing the progress of this work. 

The Bible cause in Pennsylvania has received a blessing. Its 
“cords have been lengthened, and its stakes strengthened.” Yet 
while it has experienced the verification of the Scripture, “ The 
waterer shall be watered,” there still remains in our Commonwealth 
emuch land to be possessed by the spreading interests of the Bible 
cause. 

With this hasty glance at the labors of the past five years, I 
remain, in behalf of the Managers of the Pennsylvania Bible Society,

ANOTHER CALL FROM THE JEWS. 
Pera, Constantinople, March 6, 1845. 
Rev. J. C. Baicuam, D. D., Secretary of the A. B.S. 


Very Dear Str:—We are appointed by the brethren of this Sta- 
tion to address you once more in behalf of the people of Israel. Nor 
do we think that this will be the last time we shall draw upon the 
charity of the churches for this people, for there is an evident and 
increasing opening among them to scatter light upon their path, 
through the Scriptures, and thus to bring these wandering sheep 
back to the fold of Christ, the only shepherd of souls. When the 
friends of Israel in Scotland came to your help two years ago, taking 
upon themselves half of the expenses of the Hebrew and Hebrew- 
Spanish edition of the Bible printed at Vienna, we rejoiced, hoping 
that you would thereby be encouraged and enabled to make farther 
sacrifices to the good cause, when the time for another edition should 
have come. This time is now come, and much sooner than we ex- 

ected; and the object of this letter is, to ask of you another grant 
ue a new edition of the Hebrew and Hebrew-Spanish Bible. 

We shall not at present attempt to give you a history of the edi- 
tion of the Sefardi Bible, which is now about to be entirely disposed 
of among the people for whom it was intended. We only wish to 
direct your attention to a few considerations which will, we trust, en- 
courage you to make another sacrifice to the cause of Israel’s conver- 
sion to Christ. 

1. The version of the original text, and the whole form of the 
edition proved to be what the people wished. The book is intelligi- 
ble and acceptable to them. ‘I'he temporary outcry which the Rab- 
bis raised against it here had the only eflect that we stopped the 
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gratuitous disposal of the books entirely, and confined ourselves 
strictly to a sale at reduced prices. Nor did this persecution at all 
go beyond the Capital. While the books were prohibited here, their 
sale went on freely at Broosa, Adrianople, and other places. Every 
where the people were extremely anxious to obtain copies. If there- 
fore another edition is to be published, no revision of the translation 
is necessary. The work can, in all respects, be published just as it is, 

2. You will probably remember, that about two years ago te 
Jewish Committee of the Scotch Church made various grants to the 
Jewish department of our Mission here, amounting in all to £2160. 
Out of this sum half of your Sefardi Bible was bought and paid. 
Among these grants was one for a travelling agent or book distribu- 
tor among the Jews of the inland cities and towns. During the sum- 
mer of last year an attempt was made, and a Christian brother from 
among the Armenians, accompanied by another very excellent man 
of the same nation, was sent out on a Bible tour among the Jews 
and the Armenians, furnished also with other useful books for the lat- 
ter. He passed through Roomelia, visiting Rodosto, Adrianople, Ser- 
res, Philippopolis, Sophia, and Salonica, and many places in the neigh- 
borhood of these cities. Several months were spent in this tour. 
We cannot enter into the particulars of this enterprise. Suffice it to 
say, that it was completely successful among the Jews, the success 
among these being far greater than even among the Armenians. 
The stock of Bibles they had were greedily bought and carried away 
in the chief cities. Smaller places went out empty, and even Sophia 
lost the share of Bibles to which it was entitled. Salonica, former] 
inhabited by the most stubborn and inaccessible Jewish population, 
now proved the most inviting field. The Jews of Salonica were ac- 
cessible, and eager for the Scriptures. Hundreds of copies were dis- 
posed of there, and interesting conversations on religious subjects 
took place. A few weeks ago our Agent went again to Salonica with 
480 copies of the Bible, but already has he written for 500 copies 
more. Our depot here, however, contains only 300 copies more! 
Thus this good work must stop for the present, till another edition is 
printed. Let me add also that all opposition has been hushed here also, 
and that the whole Jewish field is open before us with far more pleas- 
ing prospects of permanence and efficiency than ever. What provi- 
dential encouragements to enter into the harvest with cheerfulnese 
and fidelity, devising liberal things and pushing on to great and 
general results ! 

3. Our facilities for printing the work now proposed are vastly 
increased by the changes which have taken place with our mission 
press at Smyrna, and by the Hebrew and the Hebrew-Spanish type 
with which the liberality of Scotch friends has also furnished us. Not 
anly is there no more need of our going to Vienna for the purpose of 
printing, but the advantages are all on this side. The name of our 
press at Smyrna will not deter the Jews from receiving the Bible, 
provided they know that none of the labor bestowed upon it was done 
an their Sabbath. The presses go on with vigor and expedition, 
and the price of printing very advantageous compared with Vienna 
and taking all things into the account. KE. g. printing at Vienna an 
edition of three thousand copies, again, like our former one, the cort

Thus 6000 copies printed and bound here, now, will cost you little 
more than half that number printed and brought down from Vienna. 

It is true that the wse of the type is not reckoned in this account. 
We do not know what that ought to be, if the Publishing Committee 
at Smyrna, in whose keeping the Hebrew and Hebrew-Spanish type 
are, should charge you with the wear of it. But you know yourself 
to how much such a charge can amount, and we may therefore leave 
you to add this item to the above computation. You also know, that 
there are always some trifling incidentals occurring in the bringing 
out of such a work, of which however an accurate account will of 
course eventually be rendered. Now may we not consider this a very 
great encouragement in going forward with a work for which God has 
now furnished us in his providence with such superior advantages ? 

Whatever extravagant views and expectations may be cherished 
by some of the friends of Israel in some of the particulars of Israel’s 
future conversion and destiny, there can be no doubt of their eventual 
conversion to Christ. It isalso obvious to every attentive beholder 
that that conversion is drawing near. No sober Christian will deny 
that their conversion must be effected by the divinely appointed 
means, the Word and Spirit of God. It is an undeniable fact that 
those Jews for whom we now plead are still deplorably destitute of 
this blessed Word. By their Rabbis no provision will ever be made 
for this distressing want of the people. Christians, no doubt, must fur- 
nish them with the Word of Life. From among all Christians on the 
globe, your Society has providentially been called into this part of 
the Lord’s vineyard, and they have accepted the call, and have met 
with encouragement from other Christians, and with success among 
the Jews speedy beyond our boldest expectations. To them, there- 
fore, we look for farther help in this great work. We are bold in call- 
ing upon you, for we call you to a field of labor in reference to which 
God himself has especially insured an ultimate splendid and universal 
harvest, whatever its present aspect might be in some of its portions. 
No sacrifice, no labor, judiciously applied to this cause, can possibly 
be lost. The vision is for an appointed time. At the end it shall 
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speak and not lie. But of all the means that may now be employed 
in this cause among the Spanish Jews in Turkey, the Bible stands 
foremost; more—until the Bible shall have opened unto us the fields of 
Preaching and of Education, it stands almost alone. ' 

But there can be no doubt as to what the Bible will accomplish 
among the Jews. Being at last put in possession of it without Rab 
binic comments, they will read it by itself. Read by itself the Old 
Testament leads to Christ far more directly and more rapidly than 
Christians generally think. It will work the sure and speedy over- 
throw of Talmud, tradition,and Rabbinicauthority, and bring forth the 
gospel of Christ, in all its eternal truth and saving power, to the awak- 
enedand enlightened mind of the Jew. The Bible Society are there- 
fore preéminently called to bend their energies towards this portion 
of the Lord’s vineyard. They have not only to do their own appro- 
pee work in it, but they must. open the door of urrERANCE to the 

issionary Societies, whose appropriate department is preaching. 

A double Christian work, infinitely important in both respects, they 
must either perform or neglect. 

But we hope that you are more than ready for the work. We 
will therefore hasten to the close, and bring our proposal into a defi- 
nite shape. We do not suppose fora moment that you would con 
template an edition smaller than the former, but if your means render 
it at all possible, we should propose to you not to print under 5,000 
copies. If you conclude upon an edition still larger, there will at any 
rate be no difficulty in disposing of it, for tens of thousands of copies 
are yet needed before we can say that the most perishing need of the 
Spanish Jews in Turkey is at all supplied. 

One word more, in conclusion. ‘There is now before our Station 
the question of a revised edition of the Hebrew-German Bible for the 
Ashkenazees, (or the Jews generally called German or Polish,) scat- 
tered through South Russia, Maldavia, Wallachia, and many parte 
of the Austrian Empire, and in fact all about these countries. We 
shall probably bring before you the proposal of an edition of the 
Bible for these destitute people, in a very short time. Keep it there- 
fore before your minds when you vote for the Spanish Jews, that 
there are in our neighborhood hundreds of thousands of German or 
Polish Jews whose spiritual wants must not be overlooked for ever. 

We have nothing more to say, except that we request you to take 
this important subject into speedy and prayerful consideration. Let 
us hear from you soon, andmay the tidings from you be good. 
“Speak ye peaceably to Jerusalem.” May He in whose hand are the 
hearts of all men not only guide you aright in your dccision on this 
great subject, but may He also turn to you the hearts of his people 
in America, and open their hands liberally to supply you abundantly 
with all those means which may be necessary to carry out to perfec- 
tion the glorious work which He has given to your Society in partic- 
ular to do for him! 

May the Lord preserve and bless you, Sir, in your great work, and 
may we all be made faithful even unto death.

P.S.—Errara. In the Annual Report, several mistakes have oc- 
curred, the writer of the Report being absent, when some of the sheets 
were printed. In giving the amount of money received the past year 
from Massachusetts, the sum should be $24,297 86, instead of $4,297 
86. From the Pennsylvania Bible Society should be acknowledged 
$8,745 85 in payment for books. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


There seems to be an almost unaccountable difference as to the 
interest taken in the Anniversaries of Auxiliary Societies. With some 
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it is a joyful occasion, fully attended; with others few are assembled, 
and those not interested. _ In most cases the difference of interest 
arises from the unlike effort made to render them attractive. The 
practice is becoming ‘somewhat common to have a sermon or disser- 
tation by some prominent individual previously appointed, and the 
effect is happy. There are at this day many important questions as 
to the place which the Bible is to hold, in the church and in all systems 
of education, calling for examination. These anniversaries furnish a 
noble occasion for such examinations, and they are listened to with 
eagerness. The Rey. Drs. Sprague, Krebs, Adams, Stone, Board- 
man, and others, have preached on these occasions within the last 
year or two with great effect, and the Rev. Dr. Spring was invited 
the past month to deliver a discourse at the meeting of the Orange 
County Bible Society, New York. The practice may be extended 
with profit to the cause. 


Extract from the last Sermon preached by the Rev. Dr. Milnor, 
a few days before his decease. 


There is no duty more strongly urged in Scripture than charity, or 
brotherly love, nor any to which the unrenewed propensities of our 
nature are more averse. Pride and envy are the natural inmates of 
the human breast. “God, I thank thee that I am not as other men,” 
is still the pharisaic sentiment of many a corrupt and evil heart. 
But when Christians perceive that others who walk not with them in 
external things, or speculatively differ from them on some points of 
doctrine, are evidently one with them in spirit; when they are com- 
pelled to yield to the persuasion, that with all their supposed mistakes 
God has loved and accepted them, surely feelings of attachment must 
arise, which no points of unimportant diflerence can repress. Must 
not their hearts be drawn towards those whom they cannot but view 
as fellow heirs with them of an ‘inheritance of glory, into grateful 
exercises of Christian affection and esteem? Can they refuse to love 
those whom their heavenly Father loves? Can they deny the hand 
of fellowship, and the heart of sympathy, to brethren differing from 
them in name, but sprinkled with the same redeeming blood, justified 
by the same grace, sanctified by the same Spirit as themselves? Is 
there weight, dear brethren, in these suggestions? Then how must 
we lament that error, which suffers alienation of affection, and re- 
luctance to friendly intercourse, to be the consequence of differences 
about the inferior topics, or slighter circumstantials of religion! How 
egregious the mistake of supposing acclaim to heaven to be forfeited 
by any thing else than an abandonment of the faith and holiness of 
the Gospel! How inconsistent in those who so properly object to 
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popish infallibility, to claim it for themselves! Has not my brother 
as much reason to quarrel with me for differing from him, as I have 
for his differing from me? But [ allege Scripture for my course. So 
does he. I think that that holy influence, to which I desire in spiritual 
things to subject my mind, persuades me of its correctness... So does 
he. I have the opinion and practice of many wise and holy men on 
my side. So probably has he. But the church to which I belong 
maintains the dogma, or the usage, for which I contend. So has he 
been educated in a church which maintains its opposite, and neither 
of them professes, or if it does, has a right to claim infallibility, or the 
power of teaching or prescribing any thing contrary to the Word of 
God, Hear the expostulations of that Word: “Who art thou that 
judgest another man’s servant? ‘To his own Master he standeth or 
falleth”’? “Why dost thou judge thy brother, or why dost thou set at 
naught thy brother? For we shall all stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ.” “Let us not, therefore, judge one another any more.” 
‘Judge not, lest ye be judged.” “Whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you, do ye even so unto them.” 

O, brethren, had these amiable precepts been better understood, or 
practised, what endless, unprofitable contentions would have been 
avoided! Instead of such unsatisfactory disputes about the outworke 
of religion, and matters of belief or practice unconnected with salva- 
tion, Christians would have found an ample bond of union in the single 
sentiment which recognizes faith and holiness as- constituting the 
whole essence of pure and spiritual religion. Whatever their other 
discrepancies, they would have agreed in striving together in love for 
these; and the intercourse of congenial minds on earth, would have 
been at least a faint image of the peaceful harmony of heaven. 
There, without a question, will meet the holy and the good of every 
religious name, and it will be found that a thousand distinctions, that 
many deem here of immense importance, will be there utterly disre- 
garded and forgotten. 


Extract from the Annual Report of the Rev. Charles Fitch, 
Agent of the American Bible Society for Indiana. 


The month of June was spent chiefly in Jefferson county, Madison 
being the county seat. Extensive arrangements and appointments 
had been made for me in the county; in fulfilling which I visited 
all the townships in the county—preached eleven times—raised 
about $130, and procured explorers for the entire field. I regret to 
add, however, that up to this date, the work has not been fully accom- 
plished. From a statement of one of the officers just received, it 
appears that 375 families have been returned destitute, which amount 
‘he thinks will be increased to 500 when the work is done. In one 
school district there were 74 families and 24 destitute ; in another, 32 
families and 18 destitute ; in another, 47 families and 21 destitute. In 
one township of 174 families, 38 were destitute. “And,” adds he, “an 
intelligent visitor states, that in one township it is more difficult to 
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find who has a Bible, than who has not.” Oh! the destitution—how it 
swells as we progress! The subsequent months, till about the middle 
of September, were spent in the northern part of the State, em- 
bracing the counties of Lake, Porter, Laporte, St. Joseph, Elkhart, 
Marshall, and Stark. The work of exploration and supply was set 
on foot in all these counties, and from returns already in, it appears 
that the destitution corresponds very nearly with that in other parts 
of the State. During the fall and winter, I visited the counties of 
Wayne, Union, Orange, and Harrison, and more recently Bartholo- 
mey, in all which the work is progressing, more or less efficiently. 
The ratio of destitution in the whole State appears from the examina- 
tions already made to be about one-fourth. Ifso, then the population 
being about 800,000, there must be between 25 and 30,000 families 
in the State destitute! In summing up the whole of my labors 
during the period covered in the above detail, I find I have visited 20 
counties, organized 4 new auxiliaries and resuscitated many others, 
actually ascertained about 1200 destitutions, and travelled in accom- 
plishing thus much about 4000 miles. Much more would have been 
accomplished but for the fever contracted last season in the North, by 
which my efforts have been and still are greatly crippled. 


From the Report of the Chicago and Vicinity Bible Society. 


When the “Chicago and Vicinity Bible Society” was formed, in 
November 1837, it gave promise of great efficiency and good. A 
large number of Bibles and Testaments were ordered, and the foun- 
dation laid for a useful and permanent organization; but from many 
causes, not within the knowledge of the present committee, the organ- 
ization soon began to languish; the officers were not regularly 
appointed ; and the books that had been procured were left undis- 
tributed, and the destitute unsupplied. 

This inefficiency continued until the organization of the “Bible 
Society of the City of Chicago,” in April 1840, when the present 
constitution was adopted, officers chosen, and apparently new life 
given to the association. But with this change of men and measures 
the evil was not entirely obviated. Little was done towards carry- 
ing out the designs of the institution, until about twelve months after- 
wards, when the Society began to act at the earnest solicitation of the 
agent of the Parent Society. 

Measures were then taken for a thoreugh exploration of the 
county; and after the lapse of a few months, the committee had the 
pleasure of reporting every family in the county visited and supplied 
with the Bible. : 

Since this, the committee have extended their operations, as the 
doors of usefulness were thrown open, until they have now embraced 
within their sphere of benevolence, several objects that did not, at 
first thought, appear to have any special claim to their attention. 

A resolution was passed at our second annual meeting, directing 
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your committee to furnish the sleeping rooms of our hotels with a 
copy of the Bible, also to supply the shipping and other objects of 
need within our limits, and having a claim upon our benevolence. 
These instructions were complied with, so far as the means would 
permit, previous to the last meeting of the Society. 

There is another important subject the committee would recommend 
to the consideration of the Society. During the months of May, June, 
July, August, and September, there are thousands of persons arriving 
here in our steam and other vessels, who have emigrated from the 
different nations of Europe, to find a home on some of our wild prai- 
ries or rich river bottoms, and who belong to the poorer but more 
industrious class of our fellow-men. Many of these persons arrive 
here without the Bible, and perhaps have not the means for procuring 
it, but would esteem it their greatest blessing to own the sacred 
volume. The committee would therefore suggest the importance of 
having an agent employed, who could devote a part or the whole of 
his time, during these five months, to this class of individuals—to meet 
them, on their arrival among us, with the Bible, and sell to them if pos- 
sible, but in every case furnish each family with a copy of the Bible or 
Testament. How much good may be done to this particular class of 
our fellow-men, eternity alone will show. An overruling Providence 
may have directed them to this enlightened land, that they may here 
learn the great truth revealed for their good—that by its light and 
guidance they may be led in the strait and narrow way of life. 


From a Female Bible Society which has commenced in the right 
way. 


In accordance with the requirements of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, it devolves upon me to apprize you of the organization of an 
auxiliary society in Wellsville, Columbiana county, Ohio. Pursuant 
to previous notice, a number of our citizens, consisting of some four 
or five denominations, assembled in the Methodist Episcopal church 
on Thursday, June 5, 1845; and after listening to a discourse preached 
by the Rev. George Sheldon, agent of the A. B.S., a Bible Society 
was formed, the sole object of which is to promote the circulation of the 
holy Scriptures, by supplying all within our own district with Bibles, 
and raising all the money we can to aid the Parent Society in sending 
the Bible to the heathen. ' 

Several resolutions were adopted, but I have only sufficient space 
to give you one: : ! 

“ Resolved, That we will faithfully endeavor to ascertain, and sup- 
ply with a whole Bible, on such conditions as the circumstances may 
require, previous to the ist of September next, each family within 
our field of labor, and each person that can read; and by the sale of 
books and contributions, we will faithfully endeavor to obtain and for- 
ward to the treasurer of the American Bible Society, funds for the 
books we purchase, and as much more as we can from time to time, 
to aid the Parent Society in sending the Bible to the heathen.” 
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In compliance with this resolution, our several committees: have 
visited the different families and villages, and have raised money to 
the amount of Bibles we now need. Not knowing the description of 
Bibles from the name and size given in your report, I have described 
them in our own manner of speaking of them. You will discover 
the Society here is under the exclusive direction of us ladies, for 
whom you will please make all due allowances, for our want of busi- 
néss qualifications, and our inexperience in matters pertaining to the 
Bible Society. The cause meets the hearty approbation of all we 
have visited, and we trust by another year to be able to aid you in 
the way of furnishing some funds, but at the present it will require 
all we can raise to supply our own field of labor. Notwithstanding 
we are called a Christian community, we met with several families 
who had not a copy of the Bible; but we trust, by the blessing of 
Heaven upon our feeble efforts, to supply not only those among us, 
but to furnish this glorious lamp of life and light to many who are 
now in heathenish darkness. 


From the Report of the Chenango County Bible Society, N. ¥.; 


a lucid, instructive document. 


Soon after the formation of this Society (in 1826) the work of 
supplying the county was contemplated; resolutions were passed, 
and measures taken to carry them into effect; but the supply was not 
completed until the year 1830. The debt due the Parent Society at 
the time of the completion of this supply, was about $500. 

The noble proposition made by the national Society, to supply 
with a copy of the New Testament every child in the United States 
under fifteen years of age, who was able to read and destitute of the 
sacred volume, was heartily responded to by this Auxiliary; and at 
its annual meeting held in the same year, measures were taken to 
re-supply the county, and to carry into effect the resolution of the 
Parent Society respecting the children. This work was executed 
with great despatch, and finished before the next anniversary. It 
was then reported, that out of six thousand six hundred and fifty-nine 
families in the county, five hundred and eighty-eight were found des- 
titute; that ninety-eight Bibles and three hundred and _fifiy-one 
Testaments had been sold, and four hundred and ninety Bibles and 
one thousand and eighteen Testaments had been given away. The 
expense of this undertaking was about $1000, and the Society was 
about $160 in debt at the time of its completion. 

Inthe year 1841 the Society undertook a third supply of the county ; 
and although three years have now elapsed since the work was com- 
menced, and all the towns have been reported as supplied, yet the 
Board are not able to say that the work has been fully completed, 
and that all the destitute in the county have been supplied with the 
word of life. 

The towns from which no reports have been received, have been 
either wholly or partly supplied. From the reports rendered, it ap- 
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pears that out of four thousand three hundred and fifty-five families 
visited, four hundred and fifty-eight have been reported destitute, 
and among these families eight hundred and sixty-two Bibles and 
two thousand eight hundred and seventeen Testaments have been 
distributed. This statement, however, does not give the entire 
amount of destitution in the county, or the whole number of copies of 
the Scriptures which have been distributed. It is supposed that in 
the investigation, a large number of families, which were well known 
to be supplied with the word of God, have not been visited. From 
the returns which have been made, and all the data before us, it ap- 
pears that the average proportion of the destitute to those who-vare 
supplied with the sacred volume, at the commencement of this sup- 
ply, was about one to thirteen. In the supply of 1830, there were found 
eight hundred and forty-eight destitute in fourteen towns, the average 
ratio being about one to six. In the supply of 1835 it was about one to 
eleven. We have here the gratifying fact that the proportion of the 
destitute to the supplied is greatly diminished, and we trust that by a 
faithful continuance of these labors of love the destitution will decrease 
yet more and more, until not one family be found unsupplied. 

The Board of Managers would earnestly recommend that the 
branches in the several towns take the business of investigation and 
supply of the destitute within their respective limits, into their own 
hands, and that this work of love be prosecuted from year to year, 
until there shall not be found in the county of Chenango a single 
family destitute of the holy Scriptures. 

The whole amount expended in the above supply is about $1500. 
A part of this sum has, however, been refunded to the treasury by 
sales of Bibles and Testaments. The debt now due the Parent So- 
ciety is $244 72. The Board cannot urge in terms tov strong the 
importance of vigorous exertions on the part of the several branches, 
to raise a sufficient amount of funds during the coming year to cancel 
this debt; to supply the depository with a sufficient amount of books 
for our local wants; and to give a generous donation to the Parent 
institution to aid in sending the word of salvation to the perishing 
heathen. 


From the Report of the Executive Committee of the Bible Con- 
vention, held at Columbia, S. C., Nov. 26, 1844. 


1. Resolved, That this Convention deems it of vital importance to 
the objects had in view by those interested in the distribution of the 
Bible, that their general efforts should be combined, and unity and 
concert of action secured, through the instrumentality of a State 
Convention; and they earnestly recommend, that the several Bible 
Societies throughout the State should adopt measures to insure their 
being represented by one'or more delegates in the next assembly of 
this body, and that in the mean time they would cause regular re- 
ports of their transactions to be prepared and transmitted to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, or to the Convention at its next session. 
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2. Resolved, That there is great reason to apprehend that a large 
portion of the population of this State is destitute of the Bible; that 
strict inquiry should be made as to its extent; and that such destitution 
furnishes the strongest reason for adopting more efficient measures 
on the part of this Convention, to supply the wants of all who are in 
need of this great and essential blessing to our race. 

3. Resolved, That the experience of other sections has demon- 
strated the advantages of the Colporteur system, both for inquiry and 
distribution ; and that efforts should be made by the several Societies, 
in connexion with this Convention, for the adoption of that system in 
this State. 

4, Resolved, That in addition to the measures which have been 
already adopted, it be recommended to the several Bible Societies 
throughout the State to direct their unceasing attention towards sup- 
plying with Testaments the young at our Free Schools and Sunday 
Schools, not only for the benefit of themselves, but for that also of 
their friends on their return to their homes. 

5. Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be tendered to 
the Executive Committee for the faithful and efficient discharge of 
the duties which have been laid upon them by this Convention, and 
that the same gentlemen be requested to continue the discharge of 
the same duties for the ensuing year. 

6. Resolved, That the next Bible Convention be held at Columbia 
on the Tuesday after the fourth Monday in November next; and that 
the several Bible Societies of this State be requested to appoint de- 
legates to attend the same, 

7. Resolved, That the communications received from Bible So- 
cieties by this Convention be placed in charge of the Executive Com- 
mittee, together with the proceedings of this Convention, and that 
they be requested to cause the same, and also their own Report, to be 
printed and circulated.

Ata meeting of the Board of Managers of the Greene Count 
Bible Society, convened at Catskill on Tuesday, the 10th of June, 
1845, the following proceeding was had in relation to the faithful en- 
deavors of Mr. Horace Hunt to carry out the benevolent designs of 
the Society, viz.: 

Mr. Horace Hunt, an Agent of the American Bible Society, who 
has been laboring for several months pastin this county, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the wants of its inhabitants in respect to the sa- 
cred Scriptures, and supplying them either by sale or gift, and also 
for collecting funds in aid of the Bible cause, made his report. 
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Whereupon, Resolved, That this Board has listened with great 
satisfaction to the report of Mr. Hunt. They consider it due to him, 
to ourselves, and the Parent Society, whose agent he is, to express 
our sense of the prudence, diligence and fidelity with which_he has 
discharged the duties of his agency, and their gratitude to God for 
the success with which he has crowned Mr, Hunt’s labors. 

As he is about to leave and enter upon another field of labor, we 
commend him to the protection and blessing of the Adorable Author 
of the Volume he is so diligently laboring to circulate. 

The above preamble and resolution is a true copy from the record- 
ed minutes of the proceedings of the Board of Managers on the 10th 
of June inst.

Death of a Bible Agent.— From the B. S. Reporter. 


From the Rev. W. B. Lewis, British Chaplain at Smyrna, announcing the 
Death of the Society's Agent in Greece, the Rev. H. D. Leeves. 


Smyrna, May 19th, 1845. 


Ihave but a few moments, before the departure of the French 
steamer for Europe, to give you information I have just received, and 
which I have no doubt will cause much pain to you and the Com- 
mittee of the Bible Society. You are aware that our friend—our 
dear late friend, the late Mr. Leeves—left this, with his daughter, the 
latter end of March, for Syria, with the intention of proceeding to 
Jerusalem, and visiting Egypt, if possible. But the great God has 
ordered it otherwise. Instead of being permitted to see the earthly 
Jerusalem, his spirit has been taken to the Jerusalem which is above. 
He became ill soon afier leaving Beyrout, and with difficulty reached 
Mount Carmel. There he and his dear daughter were confined, I 
believe, nearly three weeks, in the Latin Convent, daily hoping for 
his recovery; but as he did not get better, although there was no 
appearance of danger, it was considered prudent that they should 
return to Beyrout for medical aid, and thence, in the course of a few 
weeks, to come back to Smyrna and Greece, giving up their long 
cherished visit to the Holy Land.. Miss Leeves wrote to me to this 
effect the 4th of this month from Beyrout, which they had reached 
that day by boat. But I have now received another letter from her, 
conveying to me the last sad intelligence; and I cannot do better 
than to make an extract from what she says on this mournful occa- 
sion— 

“« Beyrout, May 12, 1845. 

“Little indeed did I think, when I penned to you my Jast hurried note, en- 
closing one just as hurried to my dear mother, that ere four days had passed 
over my head I should be an orphan. My dear excellent father departed this 
life on Thursday evening [May 8], in the most calm state of mind, and was 
buried in the burial-ground here by Mr. Winbolt yesterday at 2 o’clock. You, 
my dear Mr. Lewis, will sympathize, I am sure, in my bereavement, and in 
that of my poor dear widowed mother, You, who have known the dear 
departed one so long, know what a father and what a husband he was; but 
‘it is the Lord, let Him do what seemeth Him good,’ J_only knew of his 
danger the day before his death, so little was I accustomed to see death; and 
was with him to the last, witnessing how our blessed Saviour hath withdrawn 
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the sting of death. He never expressed’ the slightest fear; but from the first 
moment when told that ‘all hope was over, till the instant that his blessed 
spirit entered into its rest, all was one uniform calm state of mind; and one 
could read, in the beautiful smile with which he regarded us, how happy the 
departing spirit was in anticipation of the rest to which it was fleeting. Oh, 
my dear Mr. Lewis, this was indeed the triumph of Christianity, and never, to 
the last hour of my life, can I forget the calm repose of that solemn hour.” 


Thus writes Miss M, A. Leeves, the only one of his family who 
was near him at his last moments. Verily “blessed are the dead 
that die in the Lord, even so saith the Spirit, for they rest from their 
labors.” 

Before this reaches you, the account of our dear friend’s death 
may have been sent to you from some other quarter. Nevertheless, 
I have thought it proper to write to you, and to offer on this, as well 
as on every other occasion, my willing services to the Society.

BIBLE DISTRIBUTION. 


In supplying counties in former years, little was attempted be- 
yond furnishing the Bible to those who were found destitute. Of 
late, several Auxiliaries in Massachusetts and New-York have em- 
ployed Bible colporteurs to go out with a variety of Bibles and Tes- 
taments, instructed to sell to all who chcose to buy for their own use, 
as well as to give to the poor. In this way it is found that large 
quantities are disposed of in families that had but.a copy or two 
among eight or ten inmates. Now each child is in many cases sup- 
plied, and the Bible read with a new interest. If, in addition to these 
sales, the Bible colporteur is authorized to make collections of money, 
the Auxiliary finds at the close of the undertaking that the destitute 
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are not only supplied, but that there is means to pay the colporteur for 
his labour, and the parent Society for the books purchased; and some- 
times even to make a donation to aid the general cause. Not less 
than eighteen county auxiliaries are now engaged in this improved, 
economical mode of distribution. Why should there not be more 
Auxiliaries in all the States engaged in the same way? Surely 
there is need of this, if the Bible is of any value to the thousands who 
have it not. 


JOINT LABOURS. 


The question is frequently asked whether the agents of the 
American Bible Society cannot at the same time be agents of other 
Institutions, and dispose of various religious books besides the Bible ? 
The answer is, by no means. The Bible is to be circulated “ with- 
out note or comment,” a restriction which must be wholly inconsist- 
ent with such a practice. 

The truth is, the Bible work is a work so vast and so important, 
that the Parent Society and the Auxiliaries may well expend time 
and labour to carry it forward, without collateral employment. So 
any Society will learn which adopts the course recommended in the 
previous article.

Somerville, August 20, 1845. 


Our XXVIIIth Annual Meeting was held on Tuesday, 19th inst., 
in Somerville.

ANOTHER COUNTY SUPPLY. 


From the Jefferson County Bible Society, Ohio.—At the meeting 
held on the 3d of June last, the following persons were appointed offi- 
cers of the Society for the ensuing year: President—H. H. Leavitt; 
Vice Presidents—Messrs. C. C. Beatty, G. Buchanan, J. Morse, H. 
G. Comingo, E. 3. Hogland, and C. D. Battell; Secretary—Jos. H. 
Chambers; Treasurer and Depositary—D. Moody ; Auditor—J. W. 
Halstead. 

The Treasurer and Depositary of the Society made a Report, 
from which it appears that there were in the Depository, Bibles and 
Testaments to the amount of $53 50, and in the Treasury a balance 
of 37 1-2 cents. 

In 1843 the Society undertook the supply of this county with the 
Word of God, but from various causes only a small part of the coun- 
ty was explored and supplied. It was deemed highly important that 
this work should be completed, and measures were concerted to have 
it accomplished as soon as practicable. 

In furtherance of this object, a resolution was passed by the So- 
ciety recommending it to all the pastors and churches throughout the 
county to have a sermon preached on the subject of the Bible, and a 
collection be taken up, by the Ist of September next, for the purpose 
of supplying the rest of the county. The Society likewise instructed 
the Board of Managers to make the necessary arrangements to accom- 
plish this important undertaking as soon as practicable. 

Ata meeting of the Board of Managers, held June 4th, it was 
resolved to employ one or more agents, with a reasonable compensa- 
tion, to explore those portions of the county which have not yet been 
explored, and to supply the destitute families with the Scriptures. 
Mr. William Hubbard has since been appointed to this agency, and 
will enter upon his work immediately. i 

The Treasurer was directed to order four hundred copies of the 
cheapest kind of Bibles, and one thousand Testaments. These books 
have arrived. 

Mr. William Hubbard was instructed by the Board of Managers 
to furnish each minister and congregation in the county with a copy 
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of the resolution relating to the sermon and collections, and to use his, 
endeavors to have these matters attended to. And it is fondly hoped 
that all the ministers and congregations will respond to the recom- 
mendation; and that they will, in all suitable ways, co-operate with 
the Society and its agent in this great and glorious undertaking. 


Extract of a Letter from Dr. Kain, Agent of the Society. 


Athens, Tenn., August 16th, 1845, 


My dear Brother :—There is a waking up in some good degree 
to the importance of supplying the country with the Bible, and I 
think I can see the effects of my previous labors in E. Tennessee. 
The fact has now become generally known, that an appalling desti- 
tution exists, and a determination is felt to have every family supplied 
with the Bible. The destitution amounts to one fourth the families 
in all those counties which have not been recently supplied, and was 
fully that in those which have been in whole or in part supplied. In 
many counties there are no Bibles for sale. This is the case in 
Blount county, where there is a Theological Seminary, and where 
they have many churches and preachers. I have visited some nine 
counties, and made the best arrangements I could for the immediate 
re-supply of the destitute. Some societies will order their books from 
the Parent Society, and others will obtain them from Knoxville. I 
regret that there are so few nonpareil Bibles at Knoxville. The de- 
lay that necessarily occurs in getting Bibles from New-York is a se- 
rious inconvenience. I have endeavored to impress on the young 
men of K. B. S. the importance of keeping up the stock in their de- 
pository. I presume you have received their order for books, I have 
arrived here at a very good time, as a Bible meeting had just. been 
appointed. I find here, as in other parts of East Tennessee, the in- 
terest in our work advancing. You may anticipate an increased de- 
mand for the Bible from this section for some time to come. T am 
using every effort in my power to send forward money with the or- 
ders for books, but in many instances I think it very important that 
the orders should be larger than the amount of money, which can be 
immediately sent. An agent hereafter will be able to collect arrear- 
ages with more facility than formerly. The people now are averse 
to incurring debts, and they sometimes decline ordering books till 
they have the money to send for them. Collections are now being 
made to purchase Bibles in all the counties T have visited, and though 
the orders may be small, I think they will be paid promptly. 

I propose to work my way from this down the Tennessee river 


into Alabama. 


THE BIBLE CAUSE IN TEXAS, 


Letter from the Rev. C. Richardson to Rev. Dr. Levings. 
Dear Sir :—Such has been the distracted state of the country for 
the ast three years, and the migratory character of the seat of go- 
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vernment during that period that the Texas Bible Society has been 
inactive. 

The President of the Society having resigned, and being the first 
Vice President, it devolved on me to call a meeting of the Board of 
Managers and of the Society. : 

In obedience to the call, the Board of Managers met on the fifth 
instant in the city of Austin, and made arrangements for a public 
meeting of the Society on the sixth instant, in the Convention Hall. 

A notice of that meeting of the Society I herewith enclose to you, 
taken from the La Grange Intelligencer. I called a meeting of the 
new Board of Managers on the 7th instant, which passed unani- 
mously several interesting resolutions, in substance as follows :— 

To supply every family in Texas, destitute of the Holy Bible, with 
a copy at the earliest practicable period. 

To solicit the active co-operation of all the ministers of the Gos- 
pel in the Republic, in forming auxiliaries, and in distributing the 
Scriptures. 

To direct the President of the Society to order $1,000 worth of 
Bibles for the supply of Texas. 

The wants of Texas are great, but the people generally at this 
period have very little money, and I learn with pleasure that it is the 
established policy of the A. B, Saciety to furnish Bibles for gratuit- 
ous distribution in new States and Territories. Unquestionably many 
of them could be sold, but the greatest portion should be donated, and 
must be, if disposed of. 


The following is the notice of the meeting in the La Grange In- 
telligencer: 


TEXAS BIBLE SOCIETY. 


City of Austin, Texas, 
Sabbath Evening, July 6th, 1845. f 

This evening at 3 P. M., a meeting of the Texas Bible Society 
was held in the capitol, by order of Rev. C. Richardson, 1st Vice 
President, the President having resigned since the last meeting of the 
Society. Owing to the government having been removed from the 
capital for the last three years, it was found difficult to secure a quo- 
rum of the Board of Managers to transact business; the Society has 
in consequence renfained dormant; but the importance of its being 
revived is now deeply felt. - 

Rev. C. Richardson being in the chair, opened the meeting by giv- 
ing out that beautiful and appropriate hymn, commencing, 


“ Go, Holy Book! thou word divine.” 


An appropriate prayer was offered by Rev. Jno. Haynie. 

The minutes of the last meeting and the constitution of the Soci- 
ety were then read. 

President Richardson then explained to the meeting the reason 
why the Society had not held its regular annual meetings; likewise 
that a report of the proceedings of the Society had not been received 
from the Corresponding Secretary, in consequence of which, a full 
explanation of its present situation could not be given. He then pro- 
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ceeded to furnish the audience with an interesting and luminous his- 
tory of the origin, character, operations and eminent usefulness of the 
American Bible Society ; also of the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety, and other kindred Societies—comprising, indeed, the history of 
the Bible cause of the nineteenth century, and was listened to with 
profound attention. 

The Hon. Isaac Vanzandt then offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is of the highest importance that every family 
in Texas be furnished with a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 

Which being sustained by the mover by an able and impressive 
speech, it wag adopted. 

The Hon. Thos. J. Rusk then rose, and, in his usual eloquent 
style, urged the importance of all governments taking the Bible as 
the man of their counsel, and the great necessity of youths being 
trained up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord; and citing as 
an encouragement to the prosecution of this great and good work 
the promises of the Bible, that they should not depart from the good, 
when old, if trained to it in youth. He offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the general circulation of the Holy Bible tends 
directly to the permanency and prosperity of Republican Govern-

From the Monthly Extracts, &c., of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. 


THE BIBLE AMONG THE SOLDIERY. 
From the Fifth Report of the Protestant Bible Society in Russia. 


Unper the Report of the Riga Auxiliary, the Clergyman of Lenne- 
warden writes, among the rest :—“ Although we have often seen with 
regret that many recruits considered the present of a New Testament 
as of little value, and even, after having had it in their possession a 
few days only, made away with it; yet we have of late been gratified 
by finding that the sacred volume has been more highly prized by 
others. Thus, a couple of soldiers who went from home, as recruits, 
more than twenty years ago, and, on their departure, were supplied 
by the Bible Society which formerly existed in this place with a copy 
each of the Livonian New Testament, returned hither a short time 
ago, on obtaining their dismissal from the army, and brought back 
with them their New Testaments, which they had preserved during 
the Turkish and Polish wars ; declaring, with unfeigned gratitude, 
that they had found in the precious boon a rich source of comfort, 
strength, and encouragement, amidst the numerous and harassing 
vicissitudes to which they had been exposed.” 

In the Report of the Narwa Auxiliary, the Rev. Dr, Flittner, Su- 
perintendant-General, communicates the following, in testimony of the 
beneficial effects of the distribution of the Holy Scriptures witnessed 
by a Clergyman in that place :— 
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“Some time ago an officer despatched seventy soldiers to him from 
asmall neighboring town, entreating him, as they were Protestants 
and Lutherans, to administer the Holy Communion to them, of which 
they were desirous to partake. They consisted of Germans, Livoni- 
ans, Esthonians, speaking the Dorpat and Reval dialects, Finns, and 
even a few Lutherans speaking Russ; and ‘I had to prepare these 
seventy people,’ writes the Clergyman, ‘for the approaching solem- 
nity, by addressing them in German and Russ, and, as well as I could, 
in Ksthonian also ; but with so much the greater power and effect did 
the Lord himself condescend, by the voice of His Holy Spirit, to speak 
to their hearts. I hada stock of New Testaments in these various 
languages; and, after the Public Address in the Church, I invited 
them to my house, premising to give to every one of them who could 
read, and was willing to accept my offer, a copy of the New Testa- 
ment. Never shall I forget the impression made on my mind on this 
occasion; and often do TI revert to the scene I then witnessed, as a 
convincing proof that an anxious longing for the word of God can ex- 
ceed in intensity the warmest desire of obtaining worldly wealth, and 
that the possession of it affords greater satisfaction than the posses- 
sion of earthly riches. I called every soldier to me individually, and 
directed him to read a few verses from the New Testament in his 
mother tongue. Whoever among them could read was presented 
with a copy, and singular were the effects produced upon different indi- 
viduals on receiving the sacred volume. A veteran warrior, by birth 
a Livonian, whose resolute mien and muscular frame seemed to bid 
defiance to the very notion of fear—who had, moreover, crossed the 
Balkan—had stood before Warna and Brailoff—had seen Prague, and 
had assisted at the storming of Wola and entered Warsaw, grasped 
the book which I offered to him, and pressed it to his bosom: then 
kissing it, while the tears trickled down his furrowed cheeks, he ex- 
claimed, “Many thanks to you, Sir! It is long since I have had an 
opportunity of visiting a Protestant Church, or hearing the word of 
God in my native tongue, and of approaching the Table of the Lord 
my adorable and ever blessed Redeemer. Often have I siched for 
spiritual comfort, and, in distress of soul and body, earnestly prayed 
to the Lord to have merey upon me and grant me relief. And now I 
have obtained it; for here I possess a treasure which will make me 
rich and happy. Qnce more accept, Sir, my warmest, my sincerest 
thanks.” Another soldier related, that, thirteen years before, when 
he joined the army as a recruit, on taking leave of’his afflicted mother 
he had received from her, in token of her lasting remembrance, a small 
Prayer Book, which he had carried with him during all his marches 
in Turkey and Poland. Many a ball had passed through his knap- 
sack, and sees a shower of rain had penetrated to his book, so that 
it had at times been completely watered through ; but he had as often 
earefully dried it and carried it with him (nearly a dozen years), to: 
his great comfort and encouragement. At length, about a year ago 
the book which he prized as his richest treasure had become so wort 
out that it actually fell to pieces, and he could keep it no longer to- 
gether. Ever since it had been the earnest desire of his heart to ob- 
tain a similar book in his own dear native tongue ; and inexpressible 
therefore, was his delight in becoming possessed of one which sur- 
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passed every other book—the word of God itself, from which he de- 
clared that nothing should separate him till death. ‘ But, continues 
the Clergyman, ‘ never before did I behold such deep, unfeigned, and, 
I may say, heavenly joy, as was manifested by a young Livonian from 
Mitau, about. twenty-five years of age, when I presented him, in his 
tarn, witha New Testament. He kissed my hand and the hem of my 
gown, patted me on the cheek and the back, while, amidst tears of 
delight, he assured me, in Livonian and Russ, that he would never 
cease to pray to the Almighty for me, and my wife and children, and 
he was sure that God would hear him and reward me at the last day 
for having enriched him, and made him so unspeakably happy. He 
went on to say, that, since entering the army, he had often saved 
money sufficient to purchase a New Testament, and had frequently 
inquired where a copy might be had, but all in vain; so that he had 
again spent his savings on other things: but now that he had so un- 
expectedly come into the possession of that invaluable jewel which 
he had so long and fruitlessly sought after, he declared it should re- 
main with him to the end of his life. 

“¢ After the crowd had dispersed, amidst lively and loud protesta- 
tions of gratitude, and I was Jeft alone musing on the scenes which I 
had just witnessed, a knock was heard at the door, and an old soldier, 
whom I had not particularly noticed before amowg the rest, entered 
once more. He was an Esthonian; and bowing low, with an appear- 
ance of great bashfulness and reserve, atlength stammered out, “ Ah, 
Sir! you have not thought proper to give me a New Testament, be- 
cause I cannot read. It is true, 1 am an old man, and my stupid head 
is no longer able to learn what I neglected in my youth; but next 
spring the term of my service expires, and I shall return to my home 
in Esthonia. There I have a wife and two children; and if | might 
be so bold, I would humbly beg you to give me a New Testament for 
them, that they may be instructed in the word of God, and thereby 
rendered better and more pious than myself.” His joy was very great 
when, in consequence of his urgent application, I presented him with 
a New Testament.’ ” 

The Clergyman who has communicated the foregoing, also relates 
astriking instance of the operation of divine grace through the reading 
of the Holy Scriptures. A Swiss, who had a long list of crimes to 
answer for.and was condemned to work on the fortifications, came 
into the possession of a New Testament. Aftef reading in it afew 
days the Spirit of God was pleased to touch his heart; and giving 
him an insight into the awful depravity of his siate by nature, caused 
him to mourn over his sins with that godly sorrow which leadeth to 
salvation, until he found forgiveness and peace through Him who is 
set before us in the Gospel as the Saviour and Redeemer of a guilty 
world. He was converted, and, according to the testimony of his su- 
periors, became altogether a different person from what he had pre- 
viously been; so that shortly afterwards he was released from con- 
finement, and passed on to one of the regiments as a soldier. 
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; LETTER FROM HAYTI. 
Porte Plate, May 22, 1845. 


Str,—The Box of Bibles and Testaments you sent me through 
Mr. Barnes, by way of Port au Prince, did not reach me until Novem- 
ber last. Ishould have acknowledged the receipt of them sooner, but 
have been much from home, and the, opportunities to New York that 
presented were during my absence. “I thank you for your kind atten- 
tion to my request, and trust the books received will prove a spiritual 
benefit to many. I have two stations, Samand and this, to attend to, 
and have just returned from the former, by land. During my stay 
there, I sold some copies of Scripture, and presented a Spanish Bible 
to the Commandant. On my journey home, I met with some of your 
Testaments at the houses in which I reposed, and with one old man 
Thad much conversation on the Word of God.—We arrived at his 
gate in the evening, and the country being thinly settled, we inquired 
how far distant was the next house; he told us there was none for 
some hours’ travel, and we had better pass the night in his house, to 
which we were welcome. We dismounted and entered, and he soon 
began to converse on the Bible, by saying he was about to send to 
town (two days’ journey) to my house for a copy. He said he had 
read the Bible, but it was a borrowed one, and he wished to have one 
of his own. He produced a Testament which he received from our 
Missionary, Mr. Cardy, who once passed a night at his house. asked 
him many questions about the Testament to know if he had read it, 
and found to my astonishment that he knew considerable and most 
important parts off by heart. Do you remember, said I, the conversa- 
tion of Jesus Christ and Nicodemus? he repeated the whole of it ver- 
batim. Do you remember what St. Paul says about justification ? he 
answered in Scripture language, and while speaking to him on ‘faith,’ 
he said St. James tell us “faith without works is dead.” He spoke 
of the rejection and restoration of the Jews, of the death of Christ and 
his prayer for his murderers, of the martyrdom of Stephen and his 
prayer, of the conversion of Saul, and of many other subjects and 
characters, both of the Old and New Testaments, so that the old Span- 
iard must have read the Scriptures with the deepest attention. I told 
him I should be glad to supply him with a Bible, and on leaving early 
the next morning, he reminded me of the promise, and said he should 
send his son for it. . 

Through the aid of your Society many copies of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures have been distributed through this island, and we may hope 
that some will thereby be led to forsake sin, and in God’s way seek 
the salvation of the immortal soul. 

I now send a Bill of Exchange to Mr. W. E. Barnes, out of which 
T request him to pay $19 to your Society, the amount received by me 
for Bibles and Testaments.

Since receiving the above letter, another from the same Island 
has come to hand froma Wesleyan Missionary, who finds a great 
lack of the Scriptures, and a desire to receive and read them, 
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FROM A HEATHEN CONVERT. 


The following communication has been handed to us by the Rev. 
Dr. Scudder, through whom it was sent by the writer, Raamu, from 
Madras. 


To the Bible Society: 

Sirs,—I was born of Heathen parents, and was educated in the 
same principles to worship creatures and images of man’s work ; as an 
unbeliever I was quite ignorant of the nature of sin, of heaven and 
hell. Icommitted many sins, such as lying, drunkenness, adultery, 
and was without any thought or concern about my soul, but by the 
grace of God I was presented by a Missionary with the Gospel of St. 
John. After a serious perusal of this I found a great difference be- 
tween Heathens and Christians, and thereby felt greatly troubled. 
Besides this, some small books or tracts were presented me by the 
Rev. Mr. Winslow, who had the kindness to give mesome concern- 
ing the false doctrine of the Heathen Religion, the actions of the false 
gods, the punishments that follow from the worship of the idols, and 
the benefits of true religion as revealed in the Holy Bible, and the 
blessings that are derived from Jehovah. The Rev. Mr. Winslow 
was also in the habit of conversing with me on heathenism, and he 
once desired me to attend the.divine service on Sunday, whereupon I 
had the opportunity of obtaining the knowledge of God and of Jesus 
Christ our Saviour. Upon this my mother, sister, wife, and other re- 
lations and friends, began to assault me through the power of Satan, 
and they directed me not to enter into my house, and also not to re- 
ceive water from them. In consequence of this my heart was troubled 
a great deal. But the Rev. Mr. Winslow preached ona certain Sun- 
day from the 4th Chapter and 14th verse of St. John’s Gospel, and 
obtained comfort to my fainting heart by God’s grace. I saw that the 
little advantages which I might gain from my relations, would be only 
for this world, and not for the next, and J reflected that the living~ 
water is also for the other world to come, and furnished through 
Christ. I then left the heathen religion in which I worshipped before, 
and was admitted into Christ’s flock. I began to make known the 
Gospel of the Saviour to the Gentiles, who were in darkness, accom- 
panying Dr. Scudder on some tours, and preaching the Gospel now 
and then. Dr. Scudder can show you the image which I worshipped 
formerly. 

There are about 400,000 people in the place where I reside, who 
know not the true God, neither what heaven or hell is. They wor- 
ship stone, copper, wood, water, fire, bullocks and cows. They more- 
over worship horses, birds, snakes, men, brooms, and winnowing fans, 
believing in false gods and walking in darkness. There are not la- 
borers to preach the true God to all the multitudes of people which I 
mentioned above. There are only four or five Missionaries here who 
can preach in the native language. These few cannot preach as 
much as they would on account of an unfavorable climate and indis- 

osition. Now I think the said amount of people require about four 
Penared Missionaries ; and if this is the case, how can these four or 
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five Missionaries be sufficient for the place? As the harvest is plen- 
teous, | beseech God in my prayers to raise up reapers both here and 
in Christian countries, and I entreat you all to do the same.

The beneficent labors of your Society have a marked tendency to 
check the power and spirit of infidelity. The reading of the Scrip- 
tures in an intelligible language has been the means, by God’s bless- 
ing, of curing many of their skepticism. They have become convine- 
ed, that whatever occasion they had had to doubt about the truth of 
Christianity, from what they were seeing around them, yet that here, 
in this book, they could see that there is a pure, living Christianity. 
One individual, a banker among the Armenians, said, “Our nation 
owes to those who have been the means of making us acquainted 
with the word of God, in an intelligible language, a great debt of 
gratitude. They have saved not only me, but many others from in- 
fidelity ; for we have found that Christianity has deeper foundations 
than what we had supposed; and that there is in the word of God 
something upon which to anchor our faith.” A young man from the 
interior came to purchase of us some copies of the Scriptures in Ar- 
menian, and said, “I have just received a letter from my native city, 
requesting me to send a pecuniary contribution for building a church 
of stone; but aslam more desirous of contributing to build up a 
church of living stones than of material stone, I have concluded to: 
send home my contribution in the form of the printed word of God.” 

_ There is not, probably, a city in Turkey, where the Seriptures in 
modern languages have not been carried; and we might mention 
twenty towns, where Armenians are found, who daily search them, 
for the purpose of guiding their lives according to its supreme teaching.

We had a good Anniversary—a fine 
address from Mr. Dempster, and at the meeting of our new Board 
of Directors, we voted to send the parent society $1000, as a dona- 
tion—the money will be forthcoming soon. Wealso resolved to raise 
$7000 in the State, the current year, for the cause of the Bible, and 
appointed two agents to perform the work. 

We did not conclude to accept your kind suggestion in respect to 
one half the salary of our agents.* 

I hope we shall be enabled to accomplish much this year for the

FROM THE REPORT OF JAY COUNTY B. S., INDIANA. 
September 1st, 1845, 


Soon after the formation of the Society, (in August, 1843,) the 
work of supplying the county was commenced. Application to the 
Parent Society was made, and we received two hundred Bibles and 
one hundred Testaments, with $133.43, Two visitors were appoint- 
ed in each township, and the whole amount of Bibles and Testa- 
ments, distributed. One township (Wayne, including the county seat) 
wholly, and several others nearly supplied. Application was then 
made to the American Bible Society, and one hundred and fifty Bi- 
bles and one hundred and fifty Testaments were received in November 
last, and the supply continued. Most of the visitors have been indus- 
trious, and the county is supplied, excepting Penn township. The 
visitors of that township have, so far as the Board can learn, done 
nothing. The cost of the last Bibles and Testaments is $73.93; freight, 

3.25, 

‘ About three hundred and six Bibles and two hundred and fifty 
Testaments have been distributed by this Society. Ten (10) families 
refuse to have the Word of God; they give as a reason, they are 
not able to buy. But the heads of those families, to say the least, do 
not reverence the Bible. The destitution of this county at the orga- 
nization of this Society was three hundred and fifty; there are about 
fifty families unsupplied in Penn township. It is confidently believed, 
that under present arrangements, this township will soon be supplied ; 
then there are but forty-five Bibles left to supply with. 

The Board regret that the visitors have sold so many Bibles on 


* During a part of the last year, the Vermont Bible Society was without 
an agent, and consequently, had a diminished income.

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credit. As our Treasurer was absent at our annual meeting we can- 
not state the amount of money we have to remit; whatever it is will 
be sent the first opportunity. Among others, the following resolution 
was passed— 

Resolved, That without the aid of the American Bible Society, it 
would have been impossible to have supplied the county. Wee soli- 
cited aid and were heard; let us then as fast and as faithfully as we 
_ would pay any other debt, cancel this to the parent society, and be- 
come donors, tosend the Bible to the destitute of this and other lands. 
_. We need more Bibles, yet our Board of Managers think it not best 
to ask further aid until we can raise funds.

The thirty-first Anniversary of the Dutchess County Female 
Bible Society was celebrated at Ameniaville, on the 27th of August, 
1845. Addresses were delivered by the Rev. Mr. Vail, of Sharon, 
Conn., and the Rev. Mr. Waldo, and John Thompson, Esq. of Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y. About $50 were collected and subscribed. The fol- 
lowing, among other resolutions, were adopted— 

1. That the next Anniversary be held at the city, Amenia. 

2. That we will endeavor to raise $100,and as much more as pos- 
sible, the ensuing year. 

3. That the money raised by extra effort be applied to Texas. 

The following is the Report. 

During the year, 51 new members and 1 life-emember have been 
obtained ; 2 have died, 7 removed, and 6 withdrawn. There arenow 
29 life-members, and 300 annual subscribers; in all, 329. 

The following persons have within the year been constituted life- 
members of the American Bible Society; Rev. Mr. Chittenden, Mrs. 
Wn. N. Sayer, Mrs. Henry Barber, and Mrs. Wm. J. McCord.

this county, and Ancram in Columbia. It is called the First Female 
Bible Society of Dutchess County, because it is believed to have been 
the first society of the kind formed in the county, having been in ex- 
istence longer than the American Bible Society. There has been a 
remarkable steadiness in its operations now for a few years—it raises 
about such an amount, and puts in circulation just about so many 
copies of the Scriptures annually ; and it is gradually widening the 
sphere of its influence, and pushing its efforts out into the surround- 
ing destitutions. It is in these outskirts that the greater number of 
the destitute are found. We would invite the attention of our sisters 
in other towns to the great Bible cause. Our books are sold at New- 
York prices.

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The Secretary, Rev. R. G. Tuompson, then read the Report of the 
Managers of the Society, which after a slight amendment, was ac- 
cepted by the Society, and will doubtless be early published for gen- 
eral circulation. 

The President of the rik or then rose, and delivered an able and 
impressive address, on the difference of Christianity with or without 
the Bible, as it has existed in various parts of the world, illustrating 
by the events of the French Revolution, whose details surpass in hu- 
man cruelty and guilt all other occurrences in modern history, where 
life and prosperity was trampled upon in every form, notwithstanding 
the presence of multitudes of priests, and the endless formulas of wor- 
ship, as thereligion without the Bible; and citing the events of the 
Revolutions in England and America, where the knowledge of the 
Scriptures existed, and in which the rights of person and of property 
never were wantonly disregarded. 

The Hon. Tuomas R. Ler, of Somers, was next called upon, and 
made some very happy and appropriate remarks upon the Divine au- 
thenticity of the Scriptures, and their adaptation to the wants and 
uses of the human race, and reasoned most admirably of the fitness 
of the institution of the Sabbath as a period when the masses of man- 
kind can and ought to be instructed in their heaven-derived principles 
and promises. Mr. L. likewise demonstrated in a well digested and 
conclusive argument, that all the principles of free governments are 
derived from and rest upon the principles laid down in the Scriptures, 
by their Divine Author. 

Ww. P. Lyon, Principal of the Irving Institute, followed, upon the 
invitation of the Chairman, and remarked, that he loved the Bible, 
because its precepts had beena guide to him in youth and manhood ; 
had been precepts for his direction in all the vicissitudes of life, and 
continually taught him to look to another and higher existence for the 
consummation of man’s eternal felicity. 

Next succeeded Rev. Mr. SawTE.LL, Delegate from the Parent So- 
ciety, who, after remarking upon the edification he had derived from 
the observations of those who had preceded him, proceeded with some 
highly interesting details of the influence of the Bible in the Roman 
Catholic countries of Europe, where he had been sojourning for a 
few {years past, under the system of colportrage recently established 
in several parts of that country. The limits prescribed for this article 
will not allow us to follow this speaker, who was very fluent, and ap- 
peared to have full possession of his subject. 

At the close of his address a collection was taken up in aid of the 
funds of the Society, which, besides the life and annual subscriptions, 
amounted to $11. 

The meeting was then dismissed with the benediction by the Rey. 
Mr. Smiru; after which the new Board of Managers formally re-elect- 
ed the former officers of the Society ; and adjourned to meet again 
on the third Wednesday of September in the village of Sing-Sing. 
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LETTER FROM THE FRENCH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
: Paris, July 18th, 1845. 


Rey. and dear Brother:—We have the satisfaction of acknowledg- 
ing the receipt of your communications of the 19th and 21st of April, 
remitting to us the sum of 5,250 francs, granted to our Society 
by the Committee of the American Bible Society; the second contain- 
ing a second of exchange to the same amount. Permit us to express 
to you, as wellas to your honored colleagues, our sincere gratitude 
for this renewed testimony of your sympathy with the labors of our 
Society. We are deeply touched by the generous aid which you have 
kindly given us up to this time, and we take the liberty of requesting 
a continuation of it. 

We are happy to learn that your Committee have been interested 
by the details which we have communicated with regard to the labors 
of our colporteurs. We hope they will be no less interested in read- 
ing the account of the labors of our Society during its twelfth year. 
We send you, to-day, a package containing fifty copies of the report 
submitted to our general assembly on the 18th of April last; we 
rely on your fraternal kindness for their distribution in the most use- 
ful manner. At the request of some friends, we send, together with 
the reports, some copies of the last report of the Evangelical Society 
of France; these reports are, so to speak, one work. That of the Bi- 
ble Society will inform you of our efforts and those of our colporteurs 
to disseminate copies of the Holy Scriptures in France; that of the 
Evangelical Society will show you the results of that dissemination. 
In former times we could only appreciate the importance of our work 
by means of the amount of copies of the Scriptures distributed; now 
we can appreciate it by means of the results obtained. In fact, there 
is at present, with respect to many points, a spirit of inquiry, and dis- 
1inct movement in favor of the Gospel, in our country. Those reli- 
gious movements do not manifest themselves only in individuals, or 
isolated places; but in very extensive districts, where they spread 
from house to house. We will only mention, as examples, the reli- 
gious movements in the Departments of Haute -Vienne, of Charente- 
Tnferieure of Yonne, and of Var ;—which are evidently the result of 
the distribution of the Scriptures ; this close connection is perfectly 
described on the 11th page of the report of the Evangelical Society. 
We have planted, others have watered, and the Lord has been pleased 
to give the increase. We feel more than ever encouraged in the pur- 
suit of our work; and we feel assured that our feelings and inclina- 
tion will be shared by all the friends of the Bible cause, 

The copies of our report which we send, make it unnecessary for us 
to enter into more detail at present ; we therefore eonclude, commend- 
ing our cause anew to your Christian affection, and presenting to you 
and to your honored colleagues, the assurance of our devoted and

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BIBLES FOR SEAMEN. 


Honolulu, March 24, 1844. 


Dear Brother :—Last Sabbath a German sailor called at my study 
and took away with him my last copy of the German Bible. All my 
supply of the Danish Scriptures has been exhausted for many months. 
Only three French Bibles remain, and they would have gone long 
since if I had been at all free in the distribution. Before stating my 
wants, I will endeavor to ‘convey to your mind the situation of Hono- 
lulu, as a field for Bible distributionamong seamen. On my first ar- 

rival, two and one-half years ago, I had but few calls for Bibles, but 
there has been a most wonderful change. About one year since, I 
received from your Society fifty Portuguese Bibles, and one hundred 
do. Testaments ; nine-tenths have already gone. Toscores of Portu- 
guese, German, and French seamen, it has appeared a perfect won- 
der that copies of the Holy Scriptures, in their own language, could 
be obtained in Honolulu. I have never, ina single instance, been 
under necessity of going on ship-board to dispose of copies of the 
Bible. Seamen call at my study, which affords me an excellent op- 
portunity for ascertaining the real views of these men in asking for 
copies of the Holy Bible in their respective languages. My rule, in 
regard to compensation, is this; I say to them that these books cost 
money in the United States, and that I am desirous of realizing their 
value in part, or the whole, in order to obtain more. Some willingly 
pay, but others say, “we have no money, the captain no pay us mo- 
ney in this port.” The actual truth is, that French, German, and Por- 
tuguese, have but very little money paid them, so that they do not have 
itto give. In such cases, I always feel it my duty to supply their wants, 
according to my judgment and the extent of my means. As yet, I 
have never learned that a sailor has foolishly parted with a copy of 
the Bible that I have given to him, but on the other hand, I am know- 
ing to numerous instances wherein sailors have become diligent read- 
-ers of those volumes which I have been enabled to place in their 
hands. I find many English and American seamen destitute of the 
Bible ; the demand among them has much increased of late months. 

Last June I wrote you a full letter, and aimed to give you an ac- 
count of Bibles and Testaments in my hands on the fourth of June, 
1844. The letter I forwarded over land; I have not heard of its arri- 
val in the United States. Since that time I have received a grant of 
Bibles through the Seamen’s Friend Society, and another forwarded 
to the Hawaiian Bible Society, The last grant was very acceptable, 

_ inasmuch as I am now able to offer Bibles and Testaments, of good 
quality of binding, for sale. Ihave already met with something of a 
sale. At the end of the year I shall pay over the receipts into Mr. 
Pinamaber allie hands, after paying necessary expenses of duties and 

reight. 
Allow me now to solicit a grant of Bibles, comprising them in the- 
following languages: 


100 German Bibles, 50 do. Testaments. 
100 French do. 80 do. do. 
50 Portuguese do. 100 do. do. 
10 Danish do. 10 do. do. 
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Should you think this request too large, let me remark that Rev. 
L. Andrews, Seamen’s Chaplain at Lahania, and Rev. Mr. Coan, at 
Hilo, wrote to me for Bibles in these languages. Often have they 
sent, but I have not had them to forward. Instead of applying for one 
less, if Ihad the means to command, I would gladly order as many 
more, because I am convinced they will all, in two shipping seasons, 
(Fall and Spring), be most profitably distributed among the hundreds 
of foreign seamen visiting Honolulu and Lahaina. 

As for Bibles and Testaments in the English language, I would re- 
mark that I have a supply for 1845; next year shall probably want 
more. 

In conclusion I would remark that I recently have been applied to 
for English Bibles and Testaments, from an unexpected quarter.— 
William Tensoe, a Sandwich Islander, educated at the Cornwall 
School in Connecticut, has recently opened a school for teaching 
Hawaiians the English language. _ I have sold for his school three 
dozen Testaments, and one dozen Bibles, at your Society’s prices. 

Should the Executive Committee of your Society see fit to grant 
the Bibles and Testaments as mentioned above, I hope you will im- 
mediately communicate the intelligence to the rooms of the American 
Seamen’s Friend Society, so that I may receive the same by the ear- 
liest opportunity.

Rev. and Dear Sir :—All the portions of Scriptures enumerated 
in these bills, except about 1100 copies of Genesis, and Exodus 20 
Chapters, and about 2500 of Mark’s Gospel, have been distributed 
among the various missionaries to the Tamil people in Ceylon, and toa 
part of the missionaries in Southern India. Not much has been done 
here the past year in the way of printing. In connection with the 
mission and the Jaffna Auxiliary Bible Society, 1000 copies of Luke’s 
Gospel in English and Tamil, and 3000 copies of Mark’s Gospel, and 
2000 copies of Genesis and Exodus, 20 chapters, have been issued 
from the press. The last two are brought into your account. The 
- whole amount of distributions from these two sources is 13,724 Scrip- 
ture portions in Tamil, 96 English Bibles, and 25 English Testaments, 
Most of the missionaries use the Scriptures largely in connection with 
“the village schools ; and this is, perhaps, the best use (though not the 
only good use) that can at present be made of these, except in some 
few rare instances of serious inquiry after the truth. The manner of 
using them, and the nature of the encouragements afforded to efforts 
to impart Biblical knowledge, will be best learned by the reports of 
the Missionaries, who have been thus employed ; a few extracts from 
which I will now quote. ' : riers 
Dr. Ward, stationed at Batticotta, writes,—“ Within the last few 
months, [ have brought into use, in the village schools, above 100 cop- 
ies of the Tamil New Testament, viz. at Batticotta and in the im- 
mediate neighborhood 75, at Moolar 12, and at Oodoopilly 26—113 ;

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and over 300 of the smaller portions of the sacred Scriptures. ‘These 
were received with evident pleasure, especially the Testaments. The 
care with which they are preserved is gratifying. Some of the class- 
es have read, in course, to the Epistle to the Romans, and will go on 
through the books, and then, I trust, take up parts of the Old Testa- 
ment, or the whole Bible. The children carry these books wherever 
they go, and there they often read them, and as Tamil people always 
read aloud, the matter they read is heard tosome extent by those who 
would not otherwise come within the sound of the Gospel.” One of 
the native assistants at Batticotta, in the Report, writes as fol- 
lows :—“ Those boys in the School who received portions of the 
Bible, are desired to read them in their houses before their pa- 
rents and friends for their own improvement. Ihave noticed that such 
boys as are fond of reading, often read before their parents, and their 
parents are much pleased to hear their own children. Thus also a 
way is opened for the parents to hear and know that Christ is the only 
way and life.” Another reports, ‘‘ that two men, who have the whole 
Bible, are in the habit of reading it, and often make inquiries as to 
the meaning of what they have read.” 

The Rev. 8S. G. Whittlesey, stationed at Oodooville, in his Report, 
writes: “It is expected that the study of the Bible will hereafter be 
made a far more prominent class book than ever before. Formerly 
there was a difficulty in procuring New Testaments for the school, 
except in detached portions. A goodly number of the last edition, 
published by your Society, has been recently distributed, so that all 
the girls, excepting two or three, who do not read well, now own the 
Testament. They seem, in consequence, to have received a new im- 
pulse, not only in reading the Bible, but in all other departments of 
study. 

Not unfrequently, when consulting with the church members and 
assistants, as to the best course to be pursued, for their own and oth- 
ers’ improvements, they have urged to a more frequent and thorough 
instruction in the Bible. When, too, girls in the Boarding School, 
have had their option between two or more studies, one of which was 
the Bible, they have chosen the latter. In one or two instances an 
interest has been manifested by persons ina village, and they have 
asked some of the assistants to appoint evenings for reading the Scrip- 
tures, and it has been done. 

Beside the regular preaching on the Sabbath, which has been at 
times expository, a service has been held every Sabbath afternoon, 
the express object of which has been to read and explain passages 
verse by verse. This plan has also been pursued, in some measure, 
at the regular Friday afternoon service. More recently a regular 
course in each has been commenced, in one with the Old Testa- 
ment, and in the other, with the New Testament History. So far as 
can be done, the place of every event is shown upon large maps, pre- 
pared originally to exhibit the various mission stations of the Ameri- 
can Board, but admirably adapted to the present purpose. The effect 
of this is remarkable. An opportunity is often given and embraced, 
for any one to ask questions. This serves to keep all aroused, and 
has often brought and impressed very important truths, which other- 
wise would have been unheeded. At times, the questioner, while 
encouraged in his inquiries, is referred back to the record, and ex- 
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-horted to investigate for himself, with the expectation that on some 
succeeding occasion, the matter will be again brought up. 

In a recent. conversation with a Christian man, he represented 
himself as but just awoke to a new life. While reading, he had hith- 
erto not read. Now every word came with a meaning and a relish; 
new thoughts and new views were breaking in upon him on one side 
and another. His whole evenings, though spent in reading and study- 
ing and comparing, were not enough; and alas for the days and 
hours formerly mis-spent and wasted! Was not this the feeling of 
David when be exclaimed—“ Oh, how love I thy law, it is my medi- 

_tation all the day. Open thou my eyes, that I may behold wondrous 
things out of thy law ?” 

The native assistants at Varany report the following incidents : 
* Once at the house of a notary public, we read to some persons the 
44th chapter of Isaiah. The people listened. After we finished read- 
ing, every one of them requested us to furnish each of them with a 
copy of Isaiah. They said also, ‘How true are the accounts of the 
carpenter and the blacksmith with their tools to form an idol. It is 
the same as is now common in our country.’ One man said, ‘My 
son has become a learned boy to some degree, by reading the seve- 
ral books you gave him from time to time.’ ” 

The Rev. R. Payster, of Batticaloe, writes as follows: “The Na- 
tives in general, through the district, are not only willing to receive 
the Word of God, but in many cases, manifest an earnest desire to be 
in possession of the Scriptures, and several instances might be no- 
ticed where the perusal of the Scriptures has been the first step _to- 
wards obtaining the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus. The 
Moormen, too, receive the word with gladness; and though we can- 
not bring forward any instances in which it has led these deluded and. 
prejudiced people to seek salvation, yet we may hope, that even some 
of these, upon whom the curse of Heaven appears to rest, will, sooner 
or later, see the true light and obtain mercy. A number of the Cath- 
olics also, have been particularly anxious to obtain copies of the New 
Testament, and notwithstanding the opposition, and threats and denun- 
ciations of the Priest, have searched for themselves the sacred oracles, 
and drank from these pure streams the waters of life. Our numbers are 
increasing weekly. Recantations from Popery are frequently occur- 
ring. Heathenism is daily losing its hold upon the minds of the people, 
and the impression in favor of Christ is general throughout the District, 
so that we may say of this people, “ They are prepared for the Lord.” 
This change is owing, no doubt, partly to the circulation of the word 
of God ; many having been led by perusing the tracts and Scriptures 
they received, to attend the house of prayer, and listen to the glad 
tidings of salvation.” 

The Rev. Mr. Brotherton, of Canmandergoody, near Tanjore, 
writes—“ The extent of my mission is so great, and in the course of 
my travels I come in contact with so many people, that the portions 
of Scripture sent, have been scattered far and wide, over a large ex- 
tent of country. That the copies thus distributed, will sooner or later 

roduce effects adequate to what may be expected, there is, and can 
be no doubt.” 

For further particulars of the use made of the sacred Scrip- 
tures in Ceylon and India, I must refer you to the Report of the Jaff- 
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na Bible Society, now in the press, of which I will send you copies 
when published.

BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


From the Rev. Messrs. Howe and Jesson, addressed to the Directors 
of the London Missionary Society. 


“ Notwithstanding the painful circumstances which have recently 
transpired in the Tahitian group of islands, so as in a great measure 
to suspend our Missionary operations, we are happy to have it in our 
power to state that the attachments of the Natives to the Protestant 
Christian Institution established amongst them remains unabated. 

“Inno way, we conceive, can sympathy and aid be rendered to 
them in their present circumstances so effectually, as by furnishing 
them with a new and large edition of the Tahitian Scriptures. This 
they could use for their instruction and consolation in the fastnesses 
of the mountain, where no Foreign Missionary can now obtain access. 

“ It is to be remembered, that there were but 3000 copies of the en- 
tire Scriptures for a population of about 23,000 who have been trained 
in our Schools. And although a much larger number of Gospels and 
Testaments were sent out, the people universally said, ‘ Why give us 

arts of the word of God? We have had it long enough in little bits ; 
Tet us now have it entire.’ From this feeling we were pressed for 
copies of the Scriptures by the people in Tahiti and Eimeo, who could 
not be supplied as well as from the Leeward, Paumotu, and Austral 
groups, so as to render our position often truly painful. 

“When the war broke out, owing to the French aggression, and 
the people were obliged to take to the mountain, many of them at first 
took their Bibles to their Missionaries, and said, ‘Keep these in safety 
until we have beaten our-foes, when we will ask for them again, But 
some time afterwards they returned, saying, ‘ Weare likely to be long 
absent from our dwellings; give us, therefore, our Bibles again, that 
we may use them in the mountains,’ The officers of our Churches 
also, who joined the people, asked for skeletons of Sermons, that they 
might use when called to address their brethren. 

“It should also be remarked, that long after the people had left 
their stations, even within a short period of their departure, man peo- 
ple from the Paumotu group were offering an increased price for the 
Scriptures ; but of course could not obtain them. 

“ We are happy to be able to state, that every Ordinance of Reli- 
gion, (the Lord’s Supper excepted) is as regularly observed as when 
the people were dwelling on the sea-shore in their villages.”

DEATH OF THE HON. JOHN COTTON SMITH, 


PRESIDENT OF THE AM. BIBLE SOCIBTY. 


Tuts distinguished and excellent man expired on Monday, the 7th 
of December, in the 81st year of his age. His health had been on 
the decline since September, and though able, most of this time, to 
leave the house, he was frequently a severe sufferer. His sufferings 
were borne, however, with a cheerful resignation, and his great 
desire seemed to be that he might be patient until his change come. 

It will be remembered that he attended the last Anniversary of 
the Society in May, and delivered, in person, the opening address, 
characterized, as usual, by elegant diction and devout sentiment. He 
was pre-eminently a lover of the Bible, and perused its pages with in- 
creased frequency and delight as his long life drew near its close. 

During the last eight or ten years he has read it through annual- 
ly, and had well-nigh committed the New Testament to memory 
at the time of his decease. He looked with interest and hope on the 
efforts made in different parts of the country to supply the destitute 


with the Bible, particularly youth, emigrants, and seamen, — 
On the Tuesday following his interment, a Special Meeting was 
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held at the Bible House, which was fully attended by Vice Presi- 
dents, managers, and clergymen, After several appropriate ad- 
dresses the following Resolutions, prepared by a committee, were 
unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That the members of this Board, convened in Special 
Session by the death, on the 7th instant, of the Hon. John Cotton 
Smith, President of the Society, record, with unfeigned emotion, their 
sense of the loss which they and their fellow labourers throughout the 
country have sustained by this afflictive dispensation of Divine Pro- 
vidence. They feel that a truly wise and good man has been taken 
away. Through his long public career in his native State, which be- 
stowed on him its highest honours, and in the councils of the National 
Legislature, they see every where evidence of his exalted and pure 
motives, his dignified and courteous deportment, and his untiring as- 
siduity as well as ability, in the discharge of all trusts committed to 
his care. They see him in middle life and in old age, the abiding 
patron of sound learning ; the promoter of every humane and philan- 
thropic enterprise; and above all, the decided, consistent advocate of 
the doctrines and duties of the revealed Scriptures. At the com- 
mencement of this Society he was appointed a Vice President, and 
manifested a deep interest in its welfare. In 1831, he was chosen its 
Presiding officer, and from that period has, with two exceptions, at- 
tended its anniversary meetings, and with his own voice expressed 
his sacred regard for the Bible and his earnest desire for its universal 
diffusion. The removal of such a distinguished leader and associate, 
though of more than fourscore years, cannot but be viewed as a 
bereavement; and while the Board offer this affectionate tribute to 
his memory, they would be exhorted by his example to new zeal in 
prosecuting the work still devolved on the Institution which he so long 
and so fondly cherished. 

Resolved, That the above memorial of their departed friend and 
President, be inscribed on the minutes of the Board, anda copy of 
the same be communicated to his surviving son. 


The funeral of Gov. Smith was numerously attended at Sharon, 
the place of his birth and death. Clergymen and others from seve- 
ral contiguous towns were present. An interesting discourse was 
delivered by the Rev. Grove L. Brownell, pastor of the church to 


which he belonged, an extract of which, pertaining to his public life, 
is here given. 


The discourse from which this extract is taken was founded on 
1.Sam. 25201. 


And Samuel died, and all the Israelites were gathered together 
and lamented him, and buried him in his house at Ramah. 

“ The subject, to which we havenow given our attention, is appli- 
cable to our own case. The removal of Gov. Smith by death, is to 
us all a just cause for lamentation. The relatives mourn not alone: 
we are all afflicted by this event of God’s Providence. Respect to his 
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name and memory, and fidelity to the cause of Christ, justly demand 
a public notice of his character as a man and as a Christian. 

* John Cotton Smith was the son of Rev. Cotton Mather and Mrs. 
Temperance Smith, and was born February 12th, 1765. In his in- 
fancy he was publicly dedicated to God in baptism by his devotedly 
pious parents, and trained up by them in such a way as to warrant 
the expectation which they fondly cherished of his future piety and 
usefulness .At the age of 14 he entered Yale College, and graduated 
there in 1783. He soon after entered upon the study of the law in 
the office of John Canfield, Esq., of this town, and was admitted to 
the bar in this county in March, 1786. But here his career, though 
brilliant, was’ comparatively short, as he was early called to higher 
official duties. His first election as a representative of his native town 
to the General Assembly was in the year 1793. He was afterwards 
chosen a Representative, in both sessions of the General Assembly in 
the years 1796, °97, ’98 and ’99, and in the latter session of the last 
named year, he was chosen clerk of the House. In May, 1800, he 
was chosen Speaker, and in September of the same year he was 
elected a representative to the second session of Sixth Congress, being 
the first session of that body held at the present seat of government. 
He was re-elected to the seventh, eighth and ninth Congress, but 
after the first session of the Ninth Congress, he resigned his seat in 
July, 1806. In October of the same year, he was again elected a 
representative to the State Legislature and chosen Speaker of that 
body. And also in 1807 and ’8. In 1809 he was elected a member 
of the Council; and in October of that year he was appointed an As- 
sociate Judge of the Superior Court, and of the Supreme Court of 
Errors. InMay, 1811 and 1812, he was chosen Lieutenant Governor; 
and from the death of Gov. Griswold, in October, 1812, he officiated as 
chief magistrate to the end of the term. He was then chosen Governor, 
and he continued in that office four years. He received the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws from the Corporation of Yale College it 
September, 1814. In April, 1813, he was elected a member of the 
Historical Society of Massachusetts ; and in July, 1836, a member oi 
the Royal Society of Northern Antiquarians in Copenhagen in Den- 
mark. In 1826 he was chosen President of the Am. B. C. F’. M., and 
in 1831 he was elected President of the American Bible Society. 

“ All these public stations he filled with ability and integrity. He 

resided over deliberative bodies with ease and dignity. He had 
beg if any, equals as a presiding officer; and it is believed that he 
had no superior among his contemporaries. In the transaction of 
public business, he was attentive and diligent, ever serving his gene- 
ration faithfully. Perhaps few men in public life have more sincerely 
aimed to promote the general welfare, or have been more successful 
in the benevolent undertaking. His life extended over a very inte- 
resting and important period of our country’s history, and his influ- 
ence has been greatly felt in establishing upon a firm basis and in 
perpetuating our civil and religious institutions. 

“ The natural endowments of Governor Smith were of a superior 
order, and he was diligent in cultivating his mind and in storing it 
with various knowledge ; and he thus qualified himself to fill places 
of public trust, with honour to himself and with great usefulness to 
his fellow men. He was a correct and accomplished scholar. He 
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was an indulgent companion and father, and an affectionate and faith- 
ful friend. For his gentlemanly deportment at all times and on all 
occasions, he was greatly distinguished. He was uniformly courteous 
to all; he kindly welcomed all who called to pay him their respects, 
and strangers left his hospitable dwelling with veneration for the man 
and with grateful recollections of their profitable intercourse with him. 
Very few men have been more extensively known, revered and loved. 
Great confidence was reposed in his judgment and discretion, espe- 
cially in relation to the management of the benevolent enterprises of 
the day ; and his advice was sought from distant parts of the land by 
those who were not personally known to him.” 


After the interment the Rey. Mr. Andrews of Kent uttered the 
following remarks, which found a response in every heart present. 


I return thanks on behalf of the mourners, for all the kindness you 
have shown to our departed friend during his sickness, and for the 
honours you have now paid to his memory. We all feel that a great 
man has fallen in Israel. Beyond the bosom of his family, in whose 
inmost affections his memory will be embalmed; beyond the circle 
of his townsmen, amongst whom the most of his blameless and digni- 
fied life was passed; beyond the border of his native state, which de- 
lighted to honour him, and which he faithfully served in many and 
most distinguished stations; even throughout our common country, 
whose councils he helped to guide in times of darkness and peril; 
and especially in the Church of God, to which he freely gave the 
light of his wisdom and the aid of his benefactions, will his death be 
mourned as a calamity. One of the noblest of the men of a former 
and better age has been taken from us, and ‘ we ne’er shall look upon 
his like again.’ But our joy and boast this day, is not that he was a 
statesman of enlarged insight; not that he was a scholar of refined 
taste ; not that he was a gentleman, in whose deportment dignity and 
courtesy were so remarkably blended— the observed of all observers’ 
—but that he was a meek and humble disciple of Christ, rejoicing in 
the consolations, reverencing the ordinances, and labouring for the ad- 
vancement of the Christian Faith, And we have laid him in the 
grave in the hope of a blessed resurrection, assured that the spirit. 
which now rests in peace, shall at the coming of our King, be re-uni- 
ted to the body, then raised and glorified after the likeness of the 
Lord. Amen. 


THE BIBLE CAUSE IN MASSACHUSETTS.—LETTER FROM THE REV. p. 
BUTLER, STATE AGENT. 


Waltham, Dec. 26, 1845. 

My Dear Sir :—The Bible Societies in the three counties on Conn 
River, viz. Hampden, Hampshire, and Franklin, have within a few 
months undertaken the work of supplying the people within their 
limits. At the meeting of the Benevolent Societies of Hampden co 
in October, the committee to whom was assigned the work, made an 
interesting report of the labours then performed, which was ordered to 
be printed, and a copy of which you have donbtless ere this received 
The distribution was every where welcomed, and an unwonted 
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interest in the study of the Bible had been created throughout the 
county. In Hampshire county, the work has I suppose been com- 
pleted, though I have been unable to obtain specific information on 
the subject. A Clergyman settled in a town in that county contain- 
ing less than 1200 inhabitants told me that he sold Bibles and Testa- 
ments to the amount of $180 00. With reference to the work in 
Franklin co. one of the Committee writes as follows: “ Our work is 
very favourably commenced and promises a happy completion. We 
have two good men as Agents, and we have laboured to have the 
work put and kept in its proper place, as a benevolent work and not 
as a mere matter of book-selling. The individuals who volunteer 
their assistance come in exceedingly interested and hungry for books. 
In two months from this time the work will probably be thoroughly 
done for this county.” 

At the last meeting of the Worcester co. B.S. it was voted to em- 
ploy an Agent for four months in distributing Bibles, at the end of 
which time the question respecting the exploration of the whole 
county, would be decided. I have little doubt from whatI know of the 
feeling in that county that the work will be carried forward to its 
completion. 

The Rev. Mr. Wolcott, who has recently explored the counties of 
Norfolk and Plymouth, is now engaged in the same work in the 
county of Middlesex, He has visited about one half of the county, 
and will in a few months have gone over the remainder. Before 
commencing in Middlesex he visited several towns in Bristol co., and 
the work has been recently recommenced there. 

In Essex co. the Salem and vicinity B. 8. have decided recently to 
commence the work of distributing the Bible through the southern 
portion of the county. A Bible Society in Newburyport will do the 
same in a portion of the Northern part of the county, and it is not 
unlikely that measures will be adopted to supply the whole county. 

The work so far as I know has been very acceptable to all the 
friends of the Bible in the State, and the various denominations have 
cheerfally opened their churches on the Sabbath to the Agents labour- 
ing among them. To multitudes it has awakened a new interest in 
the study of the Bible and increased the desire to aid in its circulation 
among the destitute. The good effected has been very obvious, 
nor is it easy to see any evil flowing from it. | entertain the confi- 
dent expectation that more will be done in the work of giving the 
Bible to a destitute world for the interest which this home movement 
has excited. : i 

You will perceive that but asmall portion of the State is at present 
unengaged in this work, and it is not unlikely that the remaining 
counties will soon follow the example so extensively set them.

LETTER FROM DR. COOLEY. 
Granville, Mass., Dec. 4, 1845. 


Rev. and Dear Sir :—I have recently spent two days in Tolland, 
the western town in this county, attending religious meetings, where 
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I witnessed pleasing evidences of the presence of God’s Holy Spirit. 
This town, during many years, was one of the moral wastes of Zion. 
Efforts to recover it from desolation for years seemed unblessed. An 
attempt has been made in the western part of Hampden county, to 
supply every family, and as far as consistent and practicable, every 
reader with the Holy Scriptures. The Gospel is now settled in 
Tolland, and the work of supply was commenced here, where some 
scores and even hundreds of copies were distributed, being sold at 
cost. Twenty-five days were employed by the Pastor and Agent, 
and this wasin the midst of harvest. The method was, upon entering 
a house, to ascertain their destitution of the Holy Scriptures; and upon 
finishing the secular business, plain and faithful and serious conver- 
sation was had with the family, closing the interview with prayer. 
Each evening a meeting was holden for prayer and conference. In 
the progress of the visitation, several instances of deep seriousness 
were discovered. The revival thus commenced has resulted in a 
number of conversions, and the blessed work is still advancing. In 
my late visit there, I had opportunity of conversation with several of 
the young converts, who appeared well. How truly may we say, 
“Thou hast magnified thy word above all thy name!” “The Bible! 
The Bible is the religion of Protestants !” Are not our churches 
rebuked at this moment, for remissness in giving God’s pure word to 
our people? Does not all past experience prove, that in no way are 
revivals of religion promoted and their power and purity more effec- 
tually sustained than by giving prominence to the Holy Scriptures ! 
I write in haste, and am truly,

LETTER FROM THE REV. CALVIN WOLCOTT, AN EPISCOPAL CLERGYMAN 
ENGAGED IN BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN MASSACHUSETTs., 


Lowell, December 5th, 1845. 

Rev. and Dear Sir:—Your favour of the 29th of’ November was 
duly received, and I will now employ this snow-stormy morning in 
suggesting a few things that may by the blessing of ‘God aid the 
cause for which we are engaged. 

During the last 19 months I have been constantly engaged in 
circulating the SN did tld among the people of Norfolk Ply- 
mouth, Bristol, and Middlesex counties. I have founda great desti- 
tution in every town that I have explored—much greater than what 
was anticipated by the clergy and good people generally. In Norfolk 
county, containing 22 towns, more than 500 families were destitute 
of an entire copy of the Bible—a large portion of this number with 
no part of the Bible in their possession. In Plymouth county near] 
600 families in a similar condition, including 54 families of Romanisis 
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who refused to receive our Bible. In the three towns in Bristol 
county which I have explored, I found more than 200 families with- 
out an entire copy of the Bible. In the 24 towns in Middlesex 
county which I have explored, I have found nearly 500 families in a 
similar conditionbesides nearly one-third of the population, in al- 
most every town, but very poorly supplied with the Holy Scriptures. 
Many large and respectable families in a worldly point of view, with 
only one Bible in their house, and that laid away like a Sabbath- 
day’s garment, to be taken out perhaps once a week, while five or six 
sons and daughters, hired men, apprentices and domestics, making 
a company of ten or twelve persons sitting around the dinner table 
at noon, and not one among them all who could say in truth they 
owned a Bible; some had a ‘Testament, and some had no part of the 
Bible that they could call their own. Among that class of the com- 
munity (and I am sorry to say in many towns a large class) who 
care but little about the Bible, who seldom read it, or attend public 
worship on the Sabbath—their condition is truly alarming. They 
usually satisfy themselves, if they can say that they have something 
in their possession that they can call a Bible—perhaps an old rusty 
worn out book, handed down from their great-grand parents, con- 
taining not a chapter in ten that is legible. And yet they will say 
they are pretty well supplied. When I ask them if they wish for 
any addition to their present number of Bibles, the answer which I 
generally receive from this class of people is—‘“that they have now 
more Bibles than they read.” My usual course has been, when I 
visit such families and get such replies, simply to say in a kind and 
familiar way—perhaps they would read more if they had a better 
copy of the Bible—and then exhibit the various specimens of Bibles 
and Testaments—stating how good and how cheap they are. In 
the meantime all the members of the household will gather around 
me, and the whole contents of my load will be examined—various 
will be the conclusions they will draw—generally they are “mon- 
strous cheap and of excellent print.” By this time the husband will 
say, “ Wife, I believe we must have this family Bible; you know I 
always intended to get a good Bible ever since we were married, but 
never had so good an opportunity before.” The wife replies, “I 
don’t think we shall do better.” The sons and daughters view the 
books with anxious solicitude—at last one exclaims, “Father, do buy 
mea Bible—Mother, do buy me a Bible, I want one very much.” 
The smaller children will vociferously exclaim, “Do buy me a 
Testament—do buy me a Testament.” The result usually is that I 
sell three or four dollars worth of Bibles and Testaments to families 
which in all probability would go down to their graves without the 
word of God. Before I leave every family that I thus supply, I 
always say something on the importance of reading the Bible with 
prayerful attention, and then leave. them by expressing the hope 
that the good books they have purchased will prove a blessing to 
them. The next Lord’s day the ministers see several new faces at 
meeting, and a number of children wishing to join the Sabbath 
school. The ministers, in several of the towns that I have explored, 
have said to me, that my coming among them has preduced quite a 
new Era—it has excited an interest in reading the Bible which they 
had never witnessed before. I find considerable destitution even 
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among pious people—even communicants—members of Churches— 
without a Bible that they can see to read a word from. A short time 
ago, I found three such persons in one of the most pious and flourish- 
ing congregations in this part of the commonwealth. I will describe 
one instance, which will be a specimen of many such. I called ata 
small house at some distance from the meeting-house-—an elderly 
woman, venerable in appearance, came to the door. I said, Good 
morning, madam—I am the Agent of the County Bible Society; I 
called to ascertain whether you wish for any addition to your present 
number of Bibles or Testaments. She paused a moment, and then 
said, “I should be glad to have a Bible that I can see to read in; I 
have an old Bible, but it is so much worn, and the print is so fine, that 
I have not been able to read a chapter for twelve months. Iam 
poor—-depending on the charity of my friends for support—I should 
be glad to pay for a large print Bible, but I have not a cent in the 
world.” I gave her our large octavo Bible. She burst into tears, 
and exclaimed, “God reward youathousandfold. I can see to read 
this Bible even without my glasses. I shall read it every day as 
long as I live, and consider it as my choicest treasure.” I informed 
her minister of this fact; he exclaimed, “ What! had not Mrs. 
B—— a good fair copy of the Bible? IfI had known it I should not 
have slept on my pillow; I would have gone at midnight and car- 
ried her one, for she is as pious a woman as I have in my Church.” 
Such scenes as I have described meet my view almost every day, as 
I pass from street to street and from town to town. The truth is 
that ministers and good people generally have taken too much for 
granted. They have supposed that in this Christian land every 
body was furnished with the Bible. In their parochial visits among 
the poor of their parishes, ministers have inquired carefully after 
their bodily wants, and have done what they could to supply fuel, 
food, and raiment; but have forgotten to ask whether they were in 
possession of a good, fair copy of the Bible—the food to sustain and 
nourish their souls, 


FROM REV. MR. BROWNSON, N. Ye 


Troy, Dec. 1, 1845. 
My Dear Sir:—Yours of the 28th ult. is at hand, and I hasten 
to reply. 1 think well of your proposition—of sending out a number 
of extra copies of Bible Records. I think, were the wants of the 
Bible more fully known, there would be an increasing number of 
friends raised up as annual contributors to aid in giving “a wider 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures,”—I am fully convinced of the fact 
In Columbia county, as well as in Rensselaer county, where [ am 
now labouring as Agent for your Society, I have invariably found 
that those the best acquainted with the doings and wants of the 
American Bible Society, are its most liberal supporters,—and thig 
is the case in every place where I have laboured since my con- 
nection with the Bible Society. What we most want is a stead 
co-operation on the part of the friends of the Bible cause annually. 
to enable the Managers of the American Bible Society to meet its 
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increasing demands. And this I am happy to say is the case with 
many of the Auxiliaries, and particularly with Rensselaer County 
Bible Society. Last year this County Bible Society raised from all 
sources over Two Thousand’ Three Hundred Dollars,-—and this 
year we have indications that as much or more will be raised. 
Already one gentleman, who paid $156 last year, has paid this year 
$302; one other gentleman, who paid $150, has this year paid 
$100. Weare looking, praying, and labouring to extend the Bible 
cause; and hope the time is not far distant when every family within 
the bounds of our widely spread confederacy will have a sufficient 
number of Bibles and Testaments to supply all its inmates that can 
read ; and when the Bible shall be translated, printed, bound, and 
circulated in all the languages which are spoken in our world, that 
they may read in their own tongues the wonderful works of God. 

The work of supply is going on in this (Rensselaer) co., and quite 
a number of families have already been supplied. 1 expect at the 
Annual Meeting a full account will be rendered, &c. 

In Columbia county, as far as I have visited, they have con- 
tributed freely, and the work of supply is also going on. I purpose to 
return to that county after spending a few weeks more in this, and 
finish up in that place.

FROM A COMMUNICATION BY REV. G. W. WARNER, AGENT FOR CENTRAL 
NEW-YORK. 


Interesting Incident.—A very little daughter of a Mr. Hoyt, who 
was present on the Sabbath, returned home, filled with a desire to do 
something for the Bible cause. She wanted a Testament herself, 
and also desired that others, who were without, should be supplied. 
When she reached her bed-room that evening, she inquired, “ Mo- 
ther, how many nights will I have to sleep before the Bible meeting 
will come?” On being told, she laid herself down very cheerfully, 
repeating her mother’s answer : “ four nights, and then I can go to 
the Bible meeting; four nights, four nights.” When Thursday came, 
she came, notwithstanding the severity of the weather; and as soon 
as she had an opportunity, she paid over the price of a Testament 
for herself, and one for that little girl in the Sandwich Islands, who 
had none. Had the day been favourable, the schools near to the place 
would have been dismissed to give the children an opportunity of at- 
tending the meeting. I often meet with instances of great interest 
in the Bible cause among children, but it seemed to me, that I had no- 
where else seen so much interest among this class of hearers, as at 
La Fayette. anhets t ; 

Deeply affecting and afflictive Incident.—In the village of Cardiffe, 
(already noticed,) there was a Sunday School Celebration, on last 4th 
of July: It was numerously attended, and went off very well. Near 
the close of the day, when the children from a distance had returned 
home, and when most of the village children had retired to their res- 
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pective habitations, the cannon which during the early part of rt 
day had been stationed entirely out of the village, upon a very lofty 
eminence, was brought down to the centre of the village, contrary to 
the express and explicit injunctions of the Committee of A Teese 
ments ; and having stationed their piece to their liking, these lovers ns 
noise began their thundering display. A few discharges, anda lou 

cry, which reached the very heavens, was heard, “ Elizabeth degen: 
is shot.” This little girl, one of the loveliest of all the group who 
were assembled on that day, was returning from the celebration 
ground with an article of furniture belonging to the family, and which 
had been left there, and was just crossing the street as the cannon 
was discharged. The wad, which was composed of the shavings of 
leather from her father’s tan-yard, was completely buried in her side, 
so that her death was instantaneous. To her father, (her mother has 
been dead a few years,) sister, and two brothers, this was a sore be- 
reavement. They still feel it most tenderly. It so happened, on the 
morning of my visit to this Church, that in speaking of the hopes and 
consolations of the gospel, a cord was struck which, in many who were 
present, but especially in their hearts, appeared to vibrate very 
strongly. Hence in addition to the very respectable donations from 
each member of the family, the surviving sister presented to the 
Bible cause two English crowns—gift pieces—one of which belonged 
to herself, and the other to her lamented Elizabeth. I think a great 


deal of these two crowns ; and I wish I had time and space to tell all 
my thoughts about them. 


MARYLAND BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The anniversary of this Society was held at Baltimore, recently. 
The Rey. Mr. Carter, the Bible agent, read the Annual Report, from 
which it appears that during the year ending Nov. 6th, 1845, the So- 
ciety has received $2140 47 from various sources, including a balance 
of $167 27 in the treasury at the close of the last year. Of this sum 
$2062 84 has been expended, leaving a balance now in the treasury 
of $77 63. The bequest of $500 made by the late lamented Gen. 
Wm. McDonald was suitably acknowledged. From the depository 
during the year there have been issued 2406 Bibles and 4155 Testa- 
ments. ‘Total number put in circulation 6561. 

The report presented a sketch of the labours of the several agents. 
The Rev, J. H. Kennard has been engaged in supplying the coun- 
ties of Queen Ann and Cecil, in part. In the former he visited 
1602 families, found 521 destitute of the Scriptures, and distributed 
941 copies thereof. In the Port Deposit district he visited 508 fami- 
lies, of whom 77 were destitute of the Scriptures, and distributed 246 
copies. The report announced the resignation of the Rev. J. §S, 
Mitchell, the former agent of the Society. / 

In Frederick county there were established 10 Bible Societies and 
4 Bible Committees, which with the Frederick County Society and 
the two Auxiliaries previously existing. make 17 organizations in that 
county for the distribution of the Scriptures. 

In Howard District, where no Bible effort had ever before been 
made in connection with the State Society, a District Society was es- 
tablished atKllicott’s Mills, auxiliary to the State Society, and one 
local Auxiliary at the McKendrean Chapel. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF THE HARRISON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 


The Harrison County Bible Society met at the call of the Mana- 
gers, on the 20th day of November, 1845. 

The Secretary read the proceedings of the last meeting of the 
Society, together with the proceedings of the Board of Managers 
making arrangements for this meeting. The reports of the Deposi- 
tary and Secretary were then read, and were severally accepted 
and approved. 

The Rev. E.isua Batss, of Mount Pleasant, preached a sermon 
from Psalm xix. 130: “ The entrance of thy word giveth light ; i 
giveth understanding unto the simple.” 

The resolutions recommended to the Society by the Board of 
Managers were taken up and adopted, namely: 

Resolved, That an effort be made to supply every family in the 
county, destitute of the Holy Scriptures, with at least one copy; and 
every child under sixteen years of age, who can read, and for whom 
there is neither a Bible nor Testament in the house, with a copy of 
the New Testament. 

Resolved, That a sufficient quantity of Bibles and Testaments be 
ordered on forthwith, for this purpose; and that the Secretary, 
Depositary, and Treasurer, be instructed to carry out this resolution. 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers be authorized to employ 
a suitable agent or agents, to superintend the whole matter of distri- 
bution throughout the county. 

The Committee to nominate officers for the ensuing year, re- 
ported. The report was accepted and adopted, as follows, namely: 

President, Rev. Alexander Wilson. Secretary, Rev. James Kerr. 
Treasurer, Wm. Tingley. Depositary, A. F. Hanna. 

Resolved, That each clergyman within the county be requested 
to preach a sermon, and take up a contribution, on behalf of the Bible 
cause, on or before the first day of February next. 


ALLEN COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, INDIANA. 


Pursuant to a call of the Executive Committee, this Society 
convened at the Methodist E. Church on Sunday evening, Nov. 
23d, 1845, Allen Hamilton, President, in the Chair, 

The meeting was opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Dickson. 

The Rev. S.R. Ball, Distributing Agent of the Society, then 
presented a report of his labours, which, being read, was approved 
and accepted. 

On motion of Rev. Charles Fitch, Agent of the American Bible 
Society, it was 

Resolved, That the past success which the God of the Bible has 
given to the efforts of fis people to circulate his Word, demands 
from us devout thanksgiving, and encourages us to redoubled efforts 
for its universal diffusion. : 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Beecher, it was 

Resolved, That, as not only the best interests of the Church, but 
of the State, are promoted by the wide and free circulation of the 
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Scriptures among all classes, we feel it incumbent upon us as Chris- 
tians and patriots to bear our full part in their circulation. 

On motion of Rev. Mr. Bayless, it was 

Resolved, That while the friends of the Bible in the older and 
more favoured States are engaged in the noble work of diffusing the 
blessed Book in States and countries remote from them, it becomes 
its friends in the newer States and Territories to put forth a united 
and vigorous effort to supply the destitute at their own doors; and 
that to this end this Auxiliary pledges itself to secure the exploration, 
and supply speedily and thoroughly the destitute of the counties of 
Allen and Adams. 


The movers sustained their several resolutions by appropriate 
and interesting remarks.

CLOSE OF THE FISCAL YEAR. 

This now closes on the last day of March, and not the last of 

April, as heretofore. Auxiliary Societies andfindividuals, who expect 

their remittances to be acknowledged in the next Report, will please 
to forward them with as little delay as possible. 


NEW DISTRIBUTION OF BIBLES. 
In former years it has been the aim of the American Bible Socie- 
ty and of its Auxiliaries to see that each destitute family was sup- 
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plied with one copy of the Bible. "This was a good beginning, butis 
now seen to be a very inadequate ‘supply, particularly where the fam- 
ily is large. To have this divine book read and its designed effects 
produced, every adult should have a copy and every reading child a 
Testament. But alas! how far is this from being the case even in 
the best parts of this land. Inquiry has shown that many, very many 
families in good circumstances as to property, are in possession of 
only one copy, and this book oft-times an illegible, uninviting one. 

In view of this state of things, some twenty of the local Auxilia- 
ries have adopted a new mode of effecting supplies.. They either di- 
vide their field into districts, and secure a voluntary visitor for each, 
or hire fora time (a more common method) some devoted, well 
qualified man to go to every dwelling and invite all to purchase such 
copies as they need, and when unable to purchase, to receive them 
as a gratuity. 

In this way, not only are the destitute thoroughly supplied, but hun- 
dreds of families procure for themselves an additional supply for their 
children, apprentices, and hired hands. In one county, on this method, 
the distributing agent visited 11,000 families, supplied 500 of them 
who were destitute atan expense of $275, and sold to such as could 
buy and had need, more than $1500 worth of Bibles and Testaments. 

This is but a sample of what is in progress in other counties, and 
which ought to be undertaken in every county, from New Brunswick 
to the borders of Mexico, And if the work is undertaken and prose- 
cuted in the right way, it is easily accomplished. The process is this. 
In the first place let there be a well defined local Bible Society, aux- 
iliary to the American, with punctual energetic officers. Let funds 
to some extent at least be early secured. Leta suitable and varied 
stock of books be ordered from the Parent Society and be in part paid 
for. Let a pious, efficient, prudent distributor be engaged for two or 
three months witha horse and wagon. Lethim go to every house as 
above described and offer his treasures to every family. Let him pay 
over to the said Society what he receives for sales, and account for 
such as he distributed. gratuitously. Let him be authorized to receive 
contributions from the friends of the enterprise, and pay over the 
same to his employers. If this plan is carried out thoroughly, a few 
months will present a county well supplied with the Word of Life, and 
all dues paid to the Agent, and the parent Society. Will not the ae 
iliaries give this subject, so momentously important, their early and 
prayerfal consideration? The land will thea prosper, peace will 
abound, angels will rejoice, and the God of the Bible will be glori- 
fied. 
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LONG ISLAND BIBLE SOCIETY. 


This Society held its Thirtieth Anniversary in the Rev. Mr. Ja- 
cobus’s Church, Brooklyn, on Thursday, the 18th of December, 1845, 
at 7 oclock, P. M. 

The President, the Rev. John Goldsmith, in the Chair. 

The Agent commissioned by your Board to traverse our Island 
and re-supply its destitutions, has been providentially hindered, to 
some extent, by ill health. He has visited, thus far, the region which 
is best furnished by local agents and friends of the cause, and of 
2,103 families, he has found only sixteen totally destitute. These 
he has supplied. Many families were found to have only a portion 
of the scriptures. But what a pleasing testimony is this to the faith- 
fulness and success of your Society in these quarters, that so re- 
markably few are found without the Word of Life. A primary ob- 
ject of the agent is to sell copies, and he offers them in their numer- 
ous and attractive varieties. Many are glad of such an opportunity 
to purchase a finer edition—with larger type, or of more portable 
form-—and their exceeding cheapness astonishes those who are re- 
mote from the Bible House and its operations! He has sold 217 
Bibles and 291 Testaments.—He has given away 63 Bibles and 82 
Testaments. In all he has disposed of 653 volumes valued at 
$260 40. 

As far as can be ascertained, there have been actually distributed 
on different parts of the Island, during the year, 843 Bibles and 1,292 
Testaments—in all 2,135 books. 

The whole number of copies circulated on the Island by this So- 
ciety since its organization in 1815, is 27,333; of which 9,818 were 
Bibles and 16,515 Testaments. 

The aggregate amount of moneys raised by this Society since its 
organization, is $26,241 28; of which $13,344 have been paid over 
to the Parent Society as a donation, and $12,897 28 on account.

Dr. 8. Wickes, corresponding secretary, presented an abstract of 
the annual report, which was read, and a motion of Louis Rosseau. 
—Ordered published under direction of Board of Managers. 

Rev. Samuel W. Fisher, of Albany, then addressed the Society on 
the general subject of the Bible cause. 

Rev. Dr. Tyng of New-York, presented the following resolution, 
adopted by the Board of Managers of the American Bible Society, 
Jan. 8th, 1846. 

As the Anniversary of the Rensselaer Co. Bible Society occurs on 
the 20th inst. at Troy: 

Resolved, That the Rev. Dr. Tyng (who has been requested to 
attend) be appointed to represent the American Bible Society on that 
occasion, expressing the cordial thanks of this Board for the contribu- 
tions liberally and punctually furnished by that Auxiliary for many 
years past, and assuring our fellow-laborers that the cause of the 
Bible is growing in interest and promise, with the rapid growth of 
our country and the growth of Foreign Missions; and inviting future 
co-operation in this work corresponding with the times and circum- 
stances in which we live. 

The Rey. delegate followed this resolution by one of the most 
eloquent and powerful addresses, of about an hour’s length, ever pro- 
nounced in this city, upon the duty of Bible distribution, which was 
listened to with marked attention. After this speaker took his seat, 
Dr. Beman submitted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That this meeting present their thanks to the Rev. Dr. 
Tyng and to the Rev. Mr. Fisher, for their very appropriate and ex- 
cellent addresses delivered this evening. 

In moving this resolution, the speaker remarked, that he would not 
wish to have it understood, that it was done as a matter of course. 
On some occasions he might do such a thing as an act of ordinary 
courtesy, but in this case, his heart was concerned,—his better feel- 
ings were all enlisted. .The striking views given us of the value of 
the Bible, in these addresses, and the able advocacy they contained 
of Bible Societies and their operations, could not fail to do us good. 
They had already done us good, and he could not but consider this 
anniversary, (though the state of the weather had diminished our 
numbers in attendance,) as a new starting point, from which we 
should set out in good earnest, to do more by the help of God, than 
we ever had done for this cause. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Choir for their aid on this occasion.

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JEFFERSON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


The Twenty-ninth Anniversary of this Society was held at Sack- 
et’s Harbor, Wednesday, Jan. 28th, 1846. 

O. V. Brainerd, Esq., President, in the chair. 

On motion of Rev, I Brayton, it was resolved, That we undertake 
during the present year the work of supplying the county with the 
Bible; and that the Directors of the American Bible Society be re- 
quested to appoint their Agent, Horace Hunt, Esq., to superintend it. 

Addresses were made by Rev. Messrs. Brayton, Stebbins, Bene- 
dict, Knox, and Lieut. Patrick ofthe U.S. A. 

“ The discussion, (it is stated,) upon the resolutions was for the 
most part very able and interesting. It was evident that some pre- 
paration had been made by the speakers to give the right character 
to the evening’s exercises. 

“Tt was only to be regretted that time did not permit a more full 
discussion of the topics presented, and the introduction of other reso- 
lutions by other gentlemen present. We are forewarned that it is 
only necessary that the clergymen and laymen of the various 
churches should unite their efforts with the same energy as on the 

resent occasion, in order to render the anniversary of our Society 
what it should be to itself and to the community in general. The 
officers of the Society are resolved to repeat the efforts which were 
made the present year, to secure gentlemen of the different religious 
denominations who will take the necessary pains to render their ad- 
dresses such as the importance of the occasion requires. The friends 
of the Bible cause throughout the county may be assured that they 
are not a little the losers by their non-attendance upon the Annual 
Meeting of the Society.” 


FROM THE REPORT OF THE REV. THOMAS STRINGFIELD, AGENT FOR 
EAST TENNESSEE, 


This Report was written in December, near the beginning of his 
Agency. He has since formed a good number of small Societies, as 
he proposed to do, and is now furnishing them with books, which are 


gladly received. 


The field before me is, in many respects, highly important and 
deeply interesting. Consider, first, its northwestern border, the 
Cumberland Mountain. Its extent, from the Cumberland Gap to its 
southwestern terminus, is some one hundred and forty miles, and its 
average width forty. The summit level of this dreary range, as well 
as its lower and varied slopes, are occupied by multitudes of families 
who never hear a gospel sermon without travelling many miles for the 
purpose. These poor people are hospitable and clever, in their way, 
and some of them religious; but many of them never heard of a Bible 
Society in their lives. How are these lost sheep to be supplied with 
Bibles? The Knoxville Society has been supplying Morgan county, 
on this mountain; but still many are believed to be destitute, even in 
that county. Of late, a German colony has been forming there, hav- 
ing purchased one hundred thousand acres of land. These are mostly 
destitute of Bibles, and should be speedily supplied. 
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Between the Cumberland and Blue Ridge range of mountains 
is an area of sixty miles in width, extending two hundred miles in 
length, from the Lookout Mountains in Georgia, to Burk’s Garden in 
Virginia. This superficies abounds with small mountains and ridges, 
separated by beautiful valleys of rich land, watered with numberless 
streamlets running in different directions, mainly toward the south- 
west, losing themselves in the. Tennessee River above its passage 
through the Cumberland Mountain, at what is. called the. “Suck,” 
This entire country is remote from commercial facilities, separated 
from the Atlantic + some of the highest mountains in the United 
States, as well as from the Mississippi by circuitous and difficult pas- 
sages. Money is.scarce, and. our literary, benevolent, and religious 
institutions are all greatly depressed for want of pecuniary aid. 

East and south of this area are the Chilhong, Smoky, Iron, and 
other mountains, out of which flow the Tennessee, the Little River, the 
Big and Little Pigeons, the French, Broad, the Chuckey, and many 
smaller streams, near to which are valuable parcels of land, cultivated 
by a hardy race of mountaineers, many of whom are destitute of Bi- 
bles. To supply these is truly a difficult task. 

When I entered on my task, I felt satisfied that if I aimed solely 
or even mainly at the collection of funds, | should not thereby most 
promote the benevolent objects of your Society in this country. The 
great masses of people here need to be stirred wp, and set at work. 
But this cannot be done by visiting the populous. towns only. The 
poor.can give small sums, but their peculiar province is to be the 
distributors of other. men’s bounty, by uniting with auxiliary_ socie- 
ties and co-operating with committees, agents, &c. This will give 
them Aabits which will ultimately subserve the Bible cause, in all its 
bearings. 

I was satisfied, from my long acquaintance with the people of this 
country, that I would much better serve the cause by taking with me 
Bibles and Testaments, differing in quality and prices, exhibiting 
them to the people in contrast with those purchased of our merchantg. 
This succeeds inely. I left Knoxville in a light one-horse buggy, 
with some seventy Bibles and Testaments, to which I added some 
forty more in Rogersville. These I have used to great advantage 
leaving afew with every new Society, as well as with influential o0s- 
pel ministers. 7 
_ My late tour was made during the coldest weather we have had 
in this country for some years past, I have at no time had more than 
about one hundred persons in a congregation, except in Chatanuga 
I have succeeded better than I had expected. The different religious 
denominations, as well as intelligent citizens generally, unite harmo- 
niously in the common Protestant cause, and will labor together for 
God and their country, Nine-tenths of the merchants will! sell our 
Bibles and Testaments without charge; thus becoming distributors 
by sales. I shall be able to have the Bible introduced into nearly all oF 
our common schools, as well as Sunday schools. Maultitudes of chil- 
dren who attend these schools are of poor parentage, and to donate 
them Bibles and Testaments would be an act of munificence on which 
the. God of.“tender mercies” would smile most graciously. I am 
careful not to teach an undue reliance on your bounty. Such’a cours¢ 
would beget habits of reliance on others, which but weakens aaa 
energies. It is right, however, that you, should be apprised of the 
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fact, that this country will remain destitute of.the Bible, in its remote 
mountainous portions, for many, many years to come, unless you give 
us help. Our population is subject to great fluctuations and changes. 
Not less than one thousand families from the upper.and poorer. parts. 
of Virginia and North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, haye 
removed to East Tennessee within the last three months. These 
are, for the most part, extremely destitute of every thing. In short, 
the valley of East Tennessee is a cort of resting-place for thousands 
who emigrate from the Atlantic to the western states, This state. of 
things creates an extra demand for supplies, and re-supplies, of the 
blessed book of God. 45 


HOUSTON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, GEORGIA. 


The Annual Meeting of this. Society. was held on the 9th inst. at 
the, Baptist church in Perry. The President, Dr. C. West, in. the 
chair. 

The Treasurer, Dr. W. S. Townsend, then made his Report, by 
which it appeared that the total amount of receipts for the year was 
two hundred and twenty-five dollars sixty-eight cents., 

The Report of the Executive Board was then read by Mr. I. E. 
Thompson, the Secretary, from which we present you an abstract :— 
That the Board contemplating an entire investigation and supply of 
the Bible within the bounds of the Society, ample arrangements were 
made to fully effect it, as was confidently expected, by the appoint- 
ment of three distributors in each militia district in the county. In. 
nine districts, the work of supply has been nearly accomplished. One. 
hundred and sixty Bibles and ninety -five Testaments have been thus 
circulated, the distributors furnishing the destitute poor gratuitously, 
and.to, all who.desire.to purchase at the New-York cost, reference 
being had to the cheap edition of Bibles and Testaments. Surprising 
destitution and. insufficiency of supply were found to exist in some.of: 
the districts: in one near thirty families entirely without the “ Book of 
Books,” and in.all to a greater or less extent. About seventy Bibles 
and Testaments have been furnished to the destitute by the district 
distributors. The Report concludes with the following : 

“That, in view of the supposed destitution and want in the re- 
maining unexplored districts of the county, means be afforded the 
Board of Managers to fully complete the investigation and supply. 

“That it is for the interest and permanent maintenance of the So- 
ciety, that the depository for the sale of books be properly supplied 
with an assortment. ; 

“ That the distributors in the districts reported temporarily sup- 
plied, be earnestly requested to continue their benevolent and efficient 
services. That means be adopted to see that annual contributions 
are made in the several churches in the county to aid this Society in 
its efforts to promulgate the Word of Life.” 

« Resolved, That this. Society regard the efforts which are being 
made by Bible Societies to disseminate the ‘ Word of God’ as of in- 
finite importance, and conducive to the best interests of mankind, ; 

“Resolved, That, as many large families are found with but a lim- 
ited supply of the Bible, this Society will endeavor to furnish a Tes- 
tament to every destitute child within its limits, who is able to read,” 
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The Board of Managers were further directed to procure persons 
to perfect the exploration of the remaining part of the county, at no 
expense, if possible; if not, to procure some suitable Colporteur, as 
soon as the funds of the Society will permit, to finish the distribution 
throughout the county.” 


STARK COUNTY B. S., OHIO. 


This society held its annual meeting at the Lutheran Church in 
Canton, on Monday evening, Dec. 8, 1845, H. Griswold, Esq., in the 
chair. 

Various efforts have from time to time been made on the vol- 
untary system, to explore the county and supply the destitute, but 
without effecting the object intended. The extent of these labors 
and their result are not known by the Secretary. 

At the last annual meeting it was “Resolved, that inasmuch as 
the voluntary system, of exploring the county and ascertaining the 
amount of the destitution of the word of God, having proved ineffec- 
tual, the society recommend to the Board of Managers to employ a 
suitable individual who will undertake the work.” 

In pursuance of this resolution, and under the advice and instruc- 
tions of the Board of Managers, your Secretary, in February last, em- 
ployed Daniel Grace, (who is believed to be well qualified) to discharge 
the duties of Colporteur, ata very moderate cost. Mr. Grace visited 
264 families consisting of 1631 persons. These labors were discon- 
tinued in March, and renewed in November; and he is now busily 
engaged in exploring and selling Bibles to the destitute. Since the 
renewal of his labors, he has visited 218 families, consisting of 1271 
persons. 

In February last the Board, upon reviewing the condition and 
wants of the county, ordered that a number of German and French 
Bibles be procured, and to that end ordered the Secretary to write to 
Mr. Spencer, of Wooster, to send some ; that source failing, it was 
ordered in October last, that an order be sent to the parent Society 
for 150 dollars worth of Bibles and Testaments. In accordance with 


which we received two boxes—amounting to $155 78 
In addition to which we had on hand 

148 Englis hbibles 59 20 

2 Testaments 84. 

3 French bibles 3 00 

Total on hand $218 82 


The plan by which the managers expect to supply the destitute in 
this county is briefly this: ; 

Their agent in his travels from house to house is expected not 
only to sell Bibles, or give to the destitute, but endeavor to enlist all 
the sympathy in behalf of the Society which he may be able ; to obtain 
donations from all willing to contribute their mite ; appoint meet- 
ings in various school districts through which he may pass. The 
pastors of several churches in Canton have promised their aid in at- 
tending these meetings and explaining its objects and advantages, so 
that the people in various neighborhoods may be induced to do what 
they can in carrying on the work. If this plan be successful, the en-- 
tire county can be supplied and a Bible be put into every house. 
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AFFECTING LETTER FROM A CHAPLAIN ON THE CANAL. 


; Rochester, February 12th, 1846. 

On or about September Ist, 1844, I received from your depository 
nearly 200 Testaments. I gave the most of them to drivers on the 
towpath. They received them gratefully, promising to read and take 
good care of them. Many of them are orphans; some seek a life on 
the towpath in consequence of unhappy second marriages of a parent, 
or of drunkenness in afather or mother. A few brief statistics may 
not be unacceptable to you. Of 94 Testaments which I gave away 
in 90 days to these drivers, 20 were motherless, 15 were fatherless, 
12 had neither father nor mother, 47 had signed the Temperance 
Pledge previously, 26 signed it on receiving a Testament, and 21 
could not. be induced to sign. One of the number had a parent or 
parents that were Congregational, 1 had Quaker parents, 3 Episco- 
pal, 3 Roman Catholic, 12 Presbyterian, 16 Baptist, 25 had Methodist 
parents, and 33 had parents belonging to no church that they knew of. 

These 94 lads were from 63 different places, scattered over Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Michigan, New-York, and the Canadas. They had 
been on the canal from one to 13 seasons each, making a total of 276 
seasons of Sabbath breaking, and allowing 6 months to the season, 
and 4 Sabbaths to the month, it would make 6624 days of Sabbath pro- 
fanation by these 94 lads alone. Taking these statistics as data for 
the drivers of this state, and allowing 6000 drivers to be employed, and 
granting that 1000 boys have Testaments and also rest on the Sab- 
bath, we have yet the mournful evidence that the remaining 5000 
have been induced to steal from God on the canal 352,340 of his 
Sabbaths. And numbers of them have been hired to do so by pro- 
fessors of religion against the consciences of these lads, many of 
whom have been to the Sabbath School. Says one, “I was not 
brought up so;” another, “If we don’t go Sabbath day, they won't 
pay us any thing; but Mr. , who hires us, is a PRESBYTERIAN.” 
Another, “I should think we ought to stop, for our boss is a Metho- 
dist.” 2500 are orphans, 2500 are drinking whiskey, 5000 have no 
Testaments, and 3085 are children of professors. What an account 
to be rendered at the bar of God!! I found one man, a dwarf, who 
has been driver twenty years. 

Said one of the 94, an orphan, “My home is where winter over- 
takes me. I was going to buy a Testament when I get change. | 
bought one, and a boat carried off my trunk, and I lost it, Another, 
who said he had drove 10 years, said also that he had never hada 
Testament before. 

Another, who had drove 6 years, said, “I shall keep mine in my 
trunk clean ;” said another, “Mine is worth more than 50 cents,” (pa- 
rents Catholics) ; another, “ Mine is worth more than gold,” (parents 
Presbyterians); said another, “1 once learnt the six first chapters of 
the Testament,” (parents Methodists) ; driver 6 seasons. 

I saw one little fellow witha few rags on foracoat. He recogniz- 
edme. Said I, Have you got your Testament? “ Yes, Sir.” He looked 
so shabby I was incredulous, but my uncharitableness was rebuked, 
as among the rags I found a little pocket fastened on just large 
enough to hold the Testament, where it was snugly encased and 
carefully kept. 
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There are some lads that are very vicious, but scarcely one but 
what will receive a Testament with much gratitude. Poor fellows! 
when will the time come when they shall have a Sabbath as well asa 
Bible ? 


LETTER FROM OREGON, BY REV. MR. GRIFFIN. 


Tnalatin Plains, Oregon Territory, Nov. 19th, 1844. 
To the Sec. Amer. Bible Society : 


Dear Brother—A few weeks since, I received from Rev. Harley. 
Goodwin a box of books, in which were twenty Bibles and fifty Tes- 
taments from your Society. I am happy to see these books, and shall 
find them of great service in my feeble efforts for good in this dark 
land. The larger Bibles and some of the smaller ones, I am selling 
with the view of forwarding the avails to the Society. Many in our 
settlement have no Bible, but most of them are disposed to possess 
one, and hence receive the sacred volume gladly. Emigrants are 
now arriving from the frontier states, and many of these arrive in 
great destitution, and generally loose all their books by getting them 
into rivers on the way. On my first visit I inquire as to their success, 
in getting books into the country, and promise them a Bible, if the 
are found without one. Some feel ita privilege to purchase, but it 
will be some little time before they can well pay. Mr. Wm. Geiger, 
formerly a member of the Mission Institute, and now a worthy member 
of our little church (Congregational), is successfully engaged by the 
year in a school in our settlement, and I have found myself happy in 
furnishing a class with Testaments, and as often asa child can be 
recommended by its teacher as sufficiently advanced to read in the 
Testament, I am under pledge to furnish the book. This proves avery 
happy arrangement. There are more or less children learning to 
read in private families, to whom I am giving Testaments in the 
same way. The reference Bibles are found a help in our Bible class 
exercise every Sabbath afternoon. Our congregation is small on the 
Sabbath, as most of the people are of frontier Sabbath habits, and 
are sure to adopt some substitute for that religion which keeps holy 
the Sabbath day. 

Myself and two other brethren of the church came into this country 
as missionaries to the Indians. In 1841,I settled in these plains. 
The first one who commenced a cultivation was an Indian chief; im- 
mediately followed amalgamated families from the Mountains; then 
half-breeds from Red River east of the Mountains, then families from 
the frontier states. I hope I am here, in the providence of God, for 
good to these bye ends of earth; we hope in God; and maintain stead- 
ily the ordinances of the Gospel. We have not felt it necessary to make 
much noise at home, as our hands have ministered to our necessities, 

Our Temperance Society is large, and takes decided grounds 
against strong drink getting afloat in the land. 


; April 12th, 1845. 
Having failed of the opportunity of sending down the river to the 


vessel about to sail at the time the above was written, I will now 
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close. it and forward by. a parishioner across. the Mississippi, who is 
returning to Missouri for his. family. , 

At is astonishing how. the whole United States, exists in a single. 
point as contemplated by us in this vast distance. from them, and 
when our New-York friends publish things under title of the “Far 
West,” and we find it only pertains to Missouri, it seems to us as, 
though their imaginations were rather short. ‘* 

I do not make any collections yet from the Bibles of consequence 
though some. chose to buy, but must have. credit, and if their circum- 
stances permit them to d oit, it will be sent to the Society. One of the 
large New Testaments I have given to an Indian woman of my little 
congregation, who has learned to read under sister Smith’s efforts; and 
we have. considerable hopes of her.being.a Christian. She.is a.neat 
tidy wife of one of the prosperous settlers, and greatly prizes her assim- 
ilation to a Christian people, and her. ability to read intelligently 
the Scriptures. . 

I shall need another just such a box of twenty Bibles and fifty or 
sixty Testaments from your Society. I find young men asking for 
pocket reference Bibles; a few perhaps would be useful. 


BENEVOLENCE OF THE BLIND. 


Pennsylvania Inst’n for the Blind, 
Puitavewruia, Dec. 16, 1845. 


Dear Sir :—I enclose $4 50 for foreign distribution of the Bible. 
This amount is from a number of little blind boys here, most of whom 
are about eight years old. They proposed of their own accord to do, 
something for others, as they all read the Bible themselves; and in 
the last few months have collected the above, the greater part being 
the proceeds of their little work expressly for this object. { may add 
that I never knew any set of boys of their age so interested in read- 
ing the Bible, or possessing such a knowledge of Scripture. 

A line acknowledging the donation will no doubt encourage and

THIRTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


Tue Society met according to adjournment, at the Soci- 
ety’s House in Nassau-street, at 9 o’clock, A. M., for the 
transaction of business. The President and several of the 
Vice-Presidents, most of the Managers, together with a large 
number of delegates, clergymen, laymen, members, &c., 
were in attendance. On invitation of the Chair, the Rev. 
Dr. Wyckoff, of Albany, readthe 96th Psalm. The Socie- 
ty then proceeded to elect nine members of the Board, to fill 
the places of that portion of the Board whose term of office 
had now expired. The following individuals, on recommenda- 
tion of a nominating committee, were unanimously chosen Man- 
agers for the next four years, to wit: James Boorman, Timothy 
Hedges, Edwd. Richardson, James Lenox, Benj. L. Swan, 
Nathaniel Richards, Cornelius Dubois, Jr., Frederick T. 
Peet, and Isaac Wood, M. D. 

At half-past 9 o’clock, the procession was formed, and 
marched to the Broadway Tabernacle in the following order : 
the President, Vice-Presidents, and other officers, the An- 
niversary Committee, the Speakers of the day, Members of 
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the Board, Delegates from Auxiliaries, Life Directors, Life 
Members, clergymen:and visitors. he 

Arriving at the» Tabernacle, the Chair was taken at 10 
o’clock, by the President, the Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, 
supported by Vice-Presidents Peter G. Stuyvesant, George 
Suckley, John Tappan, Hubert Van Wagenen, Esqs., Hon. 
John H. Cocke, and Thomas Cock, M. D. - 

On invitation of the President, the meeting was opened 
by reading the first twenty verses of the fifth chapter of the 
Gospel of Matthew, by the Rev. C. B. Tippett, of New York. 

The President then delivered the following address: 


The interesting occasion which has brought us together has not 
met us’without fresh cause for sadness, at the instability of all things 
here. The death of our venerable and excellent friend, who latel 
so usefully and honorably presided over the concerns and deliberations 
of this Society, aflords another affecting proof that neither station nor 
character, the ties of friendship, nor the love and esteem of the wise 
and good, can hinder the appointment of God or arrest the course of 
mortality. 

Itis at such times of bereavement, when we are called to mourn 
the loss of the excellent and the deprivation of their counsels and in- 
fluence, that the religion of the Bible manifests its unspeakable value ; 
and shines forth in adversity, the brighter for the clouds that gather 
around us. 

Gov. Smith, by a life of singular purity and uprightness and of 
uniform and consistent piety, both in our national councils and the 
public concerns of his own State, has shown that it well befits the 
statesman to fear God and honor his laws. He loved the Bible for 
its doctrines and duties. He found therein the best guide of his steps ; 
and he sought in its promises for the consolations which he needed. 
And there he was cheered by the hope that never makes ashamed— 
a hope that spread its tranquil light over many years of his pilgrimage 
on earth, and hallowed the closing scene with a peace and joy full o 
immortality. a 

The circulation of the Scriptures in our own and other languages 
can. never cease to awake emotion, while the souls of men are to be 
made wise unto salvation, and the glory of the Redeemer can be 
farther declared. This Society has peculiar claims to our regard, be- 
cause it is American in its great purpose and therefore first charges 
itself with the enlightenment of our own people. And if there can 
exist causes which augment the value of the Bible, from the moral 
condition of the men it addresses, they may be found in unwonted 
strength among ourselves. 

» A free people, acknowledging no‘ master but God and the laws of 
the land, here, where opinion constitutes the basis-and is the life of 
authority, here, if any where on the earth, should public sentiment 
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be found regulated and established, under the controling influences 
of the Word of God. What other refuge can we look to beside ? 
What else can safely combine and wisely restrain the moral elements 
in our political system, that often threaten our ruin, and would, in the 
fury of their power, overwhelm our institutions and extinguish our 
best hopes? Let every American statesman and Christian patriot 
lay the thought near to his heart, for the meditations. of his pillow 
and the subject of his earnest prayers, that our only sure hope must 
be sought in the God of the Bible and the Word of His truth. 

All this emigration from abroad and this boasted freedom of 
thought and action at home, serve only to fix more deeply the convic- 
tion and absolutely shut us up to the momentous alternative, that we 
must, by the blessing of God, bring over these masses of mind the 
conservative influence of His word and Spirit, or prefer to meet the 
catastrophe, that certainly awaits the people who reject. His counsels 
and condemn His authority. 

Let us ponder well and faithfully cherish the sentiment, that to 
protect and preserve our national and social privileges, we must have 
@ Bible influence—the dominion and sway of sound principles that 
are of mighty energy, reaching the heart and deciding the issues of 
life. The code of ethics, to move us, must come to us on the authori- 
ty of God and hold us to the responsibilities of the judgment; and 
this can be taught only from the Bible. All other schemes of refor- 
mation and improvement that are of human device, partake of human 
frailty. They are defective in the motives which bow the will and 
bind the conscience. But when God speaks in his word, men will 
hear, and multitudes heed to good purpose. _. 

‘These rules are given to meet every relation and state of social 
and individual existence—whether domestic or public—rulers or peo- 
ple, bond or free—to all classes and in all conditions the way is made 
known, by which men may be led to the happiest results. No de- 
partment of commerce—no relations of friendship, nor claim of be- 
nevolence, but will find its law clearly written and forcibly enjoined. 
Every plea that can rouse the conscience, and every hope that can 
cheer and elevate the soul, bas a record in the Bible. A system of 
truths, precepts and duties, pure and exalted as the Spirit who gave 
them, and those ranging over every department of human life and 
action, and turning to the inner man and requiring purity, upright- 
ness and kindness there. 

- Such a life-giving agency it is our privilege, by the divine blessing, 

1o send forth to the thronging millions of the West and to the be- 
nighted myriads of the heathen world—and to encourage our efforts 
God has graciously made known his purpose concerning his word, as 
rich in promise as his benignity could make it, “ As the snow cometh 
down and the rain from heaven, and returneth not thither, but watereth 
the earth and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it may give seed 
to the sower and bread to the eater, so shall my word be, that goeth 
forth out of my mouth; it shall-notreturn to me void ; but it shall ac- 
complish that which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing where- 
tanto I send it.” roy 

We perceive that while our dependence for prosperity is as abso- 
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lute as the hopé of the husbandman, the blessing is as sure as the 
word and faithfulness of God. 

Let it then be among our fervent desires, that he would greatly 
multiply the means of this national charity, and that his word may 
run and be glorified to the ends of the earth. 


The Treasurer’s Report was read by Joseph Hyde, Esq., 
Assistant Treasurer. 


The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. Dr. Brigham, read. 
the following abstract from the Managers’ Report: 


ABSTRACT OF THE REPORT OF THE AMERICAN 
BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Thisis the Thirtieth Anniversary of the Society. Since it was 
formed, in 1816, a generation has passed away, and many and great 
changes have occurred. Of the officers first elected, nmeteen In num- 
ber, not one is now living, and but four out of the first Board of thirty- 
six Managers. 

The President of the Society, for the last fifteen years, the Hon. 
John Cotton Smith, closed his useful life in December last, aged 81 
years, beloved and lamented byall. Kew men have set such a high 
and salutary example in Church and State. ‘The Hon. Theodore 
Frelinghuysen has been unanimously elected his successor. 

Since the Society was formed, the population of the country has 
increased from 8,500,000 to 20,000,000, greatly enlarging the field of 
labor, and the work to be done in our own country. 


NEW AUXILIARIES. 

Seventy-one new ones have been added during the year, viz. one 
in Massachusetts, four in Connecticut, four in New York, four in 
Ohio, one in Michigan, eight in Indiana, seven in Kentucky, four in 
Missouri, one in Virginia, three in Mississippi, eleven in Tennessee, 
fourteen in Georgia, six in Alabama, one in [owa, one in Wisconsin, 
and one in Texas. Many of these Societies have been founded in 


places which were an unbroken wilderness when the Institution 
commenced. 


LIFE DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS. 


Thirty-nine of the former, and four hundred and fifty-four of the 
latter, have been added since the last Anniversary, making the total 
of both kinds not far from seven thousand. 


RECEIPTS. 


These from all cources have been $197,367 48, being an increase of 
$30,715 48, over those of the previous year. The fiscal year too 


& 
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closed on the last day of March, instead of the last of April, as here- 
tofore, making the year in fact but eleven months. Had the receipts 
of April been included, they would have exceeded $200,000. 

The legacies have been in amount more than usual. Two of 
these, Hon. Daniel Waldo of Massachusetts, and Mr. John Fleetwood 
Marsh, are particularly noticed in the Report. 


BOGKS PRINTED. 


In all, 483,000, being an increase of 69,750 copies over those of 
the previous twelve months. 


BOOKS ISSUED. 


In all 483,873 copies, an increase of 59,871 over those of the twen- 
ty-ninth year. 

They bave gone into every State and Territory, and to a vast 
majority of the counties included in those civil divisions. i 

At the end of the first ten years of the Society the income was 
$58,000, and the issue of books 81,000 copies. At the end of the 
second ten years the income was $104,899, and the issue of books 
221,000 copies. Atthe end of the third ten years they are as stated 
above. The distributions of the last year are only for eleven months. 
Had those of April been included as usual they would have exceed- 
ed 500,000. 


BIBLE FOR THE BLIND. 

The whole Bible is now stereotyped, as before stated. A newedi- 
tion has been printed the past year, and others can be printed as 
called for and as means are furnished. 


NEW BOOK. 
A new 18mo Bible has been published after an Oxford copy. 
“Though of small size, it has a large minion letter which is easily 


read. wa 
A new Portuguese Protestant Testament is in course of publica- 


tion, and will soon be issued. The entire Bible will probably soon 
follow. 


AGENTS. 


Eighteen are now in employ, one in New Hampshire and Maine, 
one in Massachusetts, one in Connecticut, three in New York, two in 
Ohio, one in Indiana, one in Illinois, one in Michigan, one in Missou- 
ri, one in Kentucky, two in Tennessee, one in Georgia, one in Ala- 
bama and Texas, and one inJArkansas. Several of the large State 
Auxiliaries employ theirown Agents. Many of the county auxiliaries 
too are employing temporarily Bible colporteurs, for the purpose of 
visiting every family within their limits. 
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FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETIES, AND YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETIES.. : 


The report speaks in high commendation of both classes of the 
above Auxiliaries, and would have them multiplied, particularly in 
cities and large villages. 


SEAMEN AND BOATMEN. 


The distribution of the Bible among this class of men continues 
still to increase. Grants have-been made the past year for armed 
vessels, for merchantmen, whalemen, and for steamboats, and canal 
boats. Not only English Scriptures have been called for, but Danish, 
German, Swedish, Spanish, and Portuguese, the latter repeatedly, 
by those in American whale ships. 


DISTRIBUTIONS ABROAD, 


In the course of the year, books have been sent, on request, to 
Canada, to the Cherokee Nation, to Cuba, St. Croix, St. Thomas and 
Hayti, W.1.; to Brazil, Buenos Ayres, and Chili, S. A., to Oregon, 
more than 1,000 copies; to the Sandwich Islands, to West Africa, to 
Spain, to Ceylon, Siam, and China. _ To the last three places English 
Bibles have been sent to native youth in schools, who are learning our 
tongue. 


BOOKS PUBLISHED ABROAD AT THE SOCIETY'S EXPENSE. 


Near the close of each year, when the home wants have received 
attention, the Board is in the practice of granting such funds as can 
be spared, to aid the publication of the Scriptures abroad. As this 
fiscal year closed the last of March, the grants made in April do not 
appear in the present Report. 

Applications for aid in publishing have been made from France 
and Switzerland, and from several of the Foreign Missionary sta- 
tions, and it is the design of the Board that where they have not al- 
ready been met, they shall all be met in future. 

From Messrs. Schauffler and Goodell, of Constantinople, an urgent 
request has been made for means to publish another edition of the | 
Hebrew Spanish Old Testament for the Spanish Jews, the former edi- 
tion being wholly exhausted. The Board have pledged the requisite 
aid which will be nearly $10,000. They have already paid $1200 to 
print the Hebrew Spanish Pentateuch for the use of Jewish schools.— 
Since these pledges were given, a similar request comes through the 
same channel from the German Jews, for an edition of the Scriptures 
in Hebrew German, for the multitudes who speak this tongue in Ger- 
many, Poland, Russia, and Turkey. 

The Board have also been urgently requested by the Missiona- 
ries in the Levant to defray the expense of translating and printing 
the Old Testament in Modern Armenian. $1000 has been appro- 
priated to commence this work. 

The Mission at Ooroomiah in Persia has prepared the New Tes- 
tament in Modern Syriac, and on request the requisite aid for pub- 
lishing it promised.—Very recently a similar request comes for means 
to publish the Old Testament in the same tongue. Aid too has been 
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promised, trusting that the friends of the cause will enable the Board 
as heretofore to fulfil. 

From the Rev. Mr. Winslow, of Madras, a request is made within 
a few days (since the Report was written), for $2000 towards print- 
ing anew edition of the Tamil and of the Telegu Scriptures for 
Southern India. 

Further demands from Bombay, from the Sandwich Islands, and 
from the millions of China to whom a new access is now given, are 
daily expected. Time will not admit of lengthened details or argu- 
ments. - 

But it may be said in a word that whether we look at the home 
field or the foreign field, we have belore us prospects of Bible distri- 
bution such as no previous period has presented; such as demand 
a new activity from every friend of the cause. 

The Report closes with suggestions as to the probable changes 
of the next thirty years, at the end of which our population may reach 
50,000,000, and the Bible be circulated in every nation.

Resolved, That the Bible is for'man a necessary of life, and that 
its present scarcity, and the unparalleled demand for it at home and 
abroad, imperatively urge us to more vigorous effort for its distribu- 


tion. 


On motion of the Rev. Joel Parker, D. D., of Philadel- 
phia, seconded by the Rey. Hector Brownson, 


Resolved, That the pacific tendencies of the Bible, proclaiming 
eace on earth and good will towards men, should lead to an early 
and wide diffusion of this blessing among all nations. 


On motion of William Maxwell, Esq., of Virginia, second- 
ed by the Rev. Mr. Milburn, Chaplain to Congress, 


Resolved, That the general circulation of the Bible among all 
classes of our citizens is eminently calculated to perpetuate our happy 
form of government, and to promote all the best interests of our 


country. 
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On motion of the Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, D. D., of New 
York, seconded by John Tappan, Esq., of Boston, 


Resolved, That from the destitution of the sacred Scriptures which 
is found still to exist in all our States and Territories, and from the 
unprecedented growth of our population, it is the conviction of this 
Society, that there should be a great enlargement in its home opera- 
tions ; that there should be prepared and circulated the coming year, 
not less than 750,000 Bibles and Testaments, and 1,000,000 copies 
of the same the succeeding year. 

Resolved, That the Local Auxiliaries, the Life Directors, Mem- 
bers, and agents of the Society, be invited and entreated to co-operate 
with the Parent Board incarrying the proposed needful measure into 
effect, in a systematic and thorough manner. 


Addresses were made by all the movers of the resolutions 
and by Mr. Milburn. They were of a high character as to 
sentiment, and spirit of delivery, as will be seen by the 
sketches in the public papers. We shall endeavour to gather 
up and publish portions of those stirring appeals, in the Ap- 
pendix to the Annual Report. 


POWER OF THE BIBLE. 


It may well be questioned whether this power is by any fully ap- 
preciated. We sometimes see the immediate striking effect of aser- 
mon, ef a private religious conversation, or of a searching tract, but 
do not on a single mind so clearly see the slow, silent, effective influ- 
ence of the inspired volume. Its power is like that of gravitation 
which though noiseless and unseen moves the deep tides of the ocean, 
and holds and guides the planets in their spheres. On nations, and 
on smaller communities, even on families, we see by contrast the 
mighty influence of this divine book, and occasionally see its efficac 
on individuals. The following is one instance of the latter kind. 
The communication is from a Bible Agent, who is familiar with what 
he relates. 


THE PRODIGAL’S RETURN. 


Two years since, there lived in the stirring town of W—, N.C, 
a young man, so far fallen, that to all human appearances, he es 
lost to society and usefulness forever. He was a son of pious parents 
and in his childhood some religious principles had been instilled into 
his mind. His mother, whom he loved, was, however, in the wisdom 
of God, in his early youth taken from him, to herrest inheaven. Af. 
ter a time his father married again, and he, like many foolish boys 
didn’t love his second mother. Forgetting to “honor his father,” he 
left his home, in one of the northern cities, and went out alone into a 
sinful world. He joined himself to wicked associates, he travelled 
from place to place, he hastened from one degree of vice to another, 
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until two years ago he was sunk so low, that reclamation seemed im- 
possible. He was in that state, in which he neither did good for him- 
self or others. A pious lady of W—, had found in an old box, a few 
of the American Bible Society’s Bibles which had been left there years 
before. She immediately commenced visiting and supplying the des- 
titute in her neighborhood. One day, during one of her excursions, 
she was relating to some persons several incidents that had occurred 
in her visits. The young man of whom we are writing, happened 
(in common parlance) to be in the company, and hearing what she 
was saying, carelessly remarked, “I don’t believe I have any Bible.” 
Her heart was touched—she knew the power of truth, and a faint 
hope that he might yet be saved sprung up in her bosom. She went 
home, got a Bible, wrote a little note of presentation in it, and sent 
itto him. He received itthankfully. Doubtless the thought, “there 
are some who care for me yet,” aliected him. He opened his Bible 
and commenced reading. He was at once interested, and he read 
almost incessantly day and night. In about three weeks the kind. 
lady saw him again. He had had no guide but his Bible, but she 
remarked to me, “He was the most distressed man I ever saw.” She 
knew the cause of his anguish. The Bible had shown him what he 
was. The lady did nottell him to quit reading the book that made 
him feel so badly, but she told him to read on. “The same book,” 
said she, “that has brought you to a knowledge of yourself will en- 
able vou to apprehend the righteousness of that Saviour who died 
for you.” He in deep penitence followed her advice. He did “read 
on.” In two or three days she saw him again, and “Oh,” said she, 
‘what a change!” “His eye sparkled with joy, a smile played over 
his features, and his mouth was filled with the praises of God.” He 
immediately, like the “ Prodigal Son,” left his old companions—left 
his haunts of vice—and with a heart overflowing with gratitude to 
God, got on board a vessel and hastened to his home far away, to 
confess his sins, and tell his father what “great things the Lord had 
done for him.” Who would not be willing to use means to circulate 
the Bible, when results equal to this are daily occurring ?

“ The thirty-eighth year of the existence of the Pennsylvania Bible 
Society has terminated. And with its predecessors, it affords in the 
review much cause for thankfulness to those who, under its organiza- 
tion, have been engaged in distributing the Word of Life. The in- 
terest in behalf of the Bible, has greatly increased within our bounds, 
for a few years past. The Churches more generally and regularly 
contribute to its support, and our auxiliaries have increased in num- 
ber and efficiency. There are now more than one hundred auxilia- 
ries connected with the State Society. hg ; 

During the past year there have been put in circulation, thirty- 
four thousand one hundred and thirty-three volumes. Eleven thou- 
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“sand nine hundred and five Bible, and twenty-two thousand two hun- 
dred and twenty-eight Testaments. j ' 

The Treasurer’s Report shows the receipts of the Soviety, during 
the same period, to have been $13,753 29. 

_ Since the year 1840, when a re-supply of the State was commen- 
ced, seventy-five thousand one hundred and erghty-nine copies of the 
Bible, besides many more thousand copies of the New Testament, 
have been put in circulation. Hence we cannot but think that the 
grievous destitution in our own State has been materially lessened. 
The whole number of Bibles and Testaments circulated by this So- 
ciety, since its organization, is four hundred and ninety-six thousand 
seven hundred and forty-siz. 

We have at present two agents in the State, one east and the 
other west of the mountains, who employ in their fields more local 
agents, as the necessity of the case requires, for exploration and dis- 
tribution of Bibles. We hope, with the blessing of God upon our 
labors, to be enabled to do much in the ensuing year, for those who 
are “perishing for lack of knowledge.”

SANDUSKY COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO, 


The Secretary of this Society, Dr. F. Williams, has drawn up and 
sent us not only areport of the above auxiliary, for the past year, but 
a sketch of its labors for the past sixteen years. 

In 1830 and 1831 the whole county was thoroughly supplied. In 
1836 another effort was put forth to supply every destitute family with 
the Bible, every child with a New Testament. Then succeeded four 
years of apathy. In 1840 the cause was again revived, and has since 
been active. Several societies have been formed in the different town- 
ships, and individuals have volunteered each to visit several townships, 
and see the destitute supplied. It is furthermore proposed to employ 
for atime a Bible colporteur, and to give efficacy to his labors, the 
officers and others have agreed to visit every township on some given 
day, with the person employed, and by a public meeting, collections, 
&c., to make his way prosperous. From the method here pursued, 
and the devotedness of those who conduct the Society, we shall an- 
ticipate pleasing and useful results.

Extract of a letter from New Orleans, May 9th, 1846. 


“You will be rejoiced to hear that we have taken it strongly in 
hand to supply our volunteers each with a small New Testament to 
put into their knapsacks ; a few are sold; we are obliged to give most 
through our distributers, who for that purpose are favored with free 
entry at the barracks below the city, whence the troops embark daily. 
I wish you to help us again in this good work, if possible. Three 
hundred and seventeen Testaments have thus been distributed since 
last Friday when. we began. Could you not give us say 2000 Testa- 
ments, 32mo sheep, (being stronger,) for this purpose? Whatever 
cash can be received as proceeds can be. passed to your credit. I 
would not be surprised if 15,000 troops were to leave this place for 
Point Isabel within a month to come; they pour in daily upon us from 
all parts along the rivefand tributaries. Please request the Com- 
mittee to take this matter promptly into consideration. Our Testa- 
ments are well received indeed by the soldiers; they know that the 
Pope is on the other side of the Rio Grande, and will be glad to furnish 
themselves with that which he so much hates. . Exposed as they will 
surely find themselves before long to all the horrors of war, what a 
blessing to many among them may not this little volume prove to be.”

Ar the last meeting of the Society in May, the following Resolu- 
tions which had been well considered, were proposed and unanimously 
adopted : | 


Resolved, That from the destitution of the sacred Scriptures which is | 
found still to exist in all our States and Territories, and from the unprece- 
dented growth of our population, it is the conviction of this Society, that 
there should be a great enlargement in its home operations; that there 
should be prepared and circulated the coming year, not less than 750,000 | 
Bibles and Testaments, and 1,000,000 copies of the same the succeed- | 
ing year. 

Resolved, That the Local Auxiliaries, the Life Directors, Members, and 
agents of the Society, be invited and entreated to co-operate with the Pa- 
rent Board in carrying the proposed needful measure into effect, in a sys- | 
tematic and thorough manner. 5 | 


These Resolutions were submitted from a deep and painful conviction, 
that while half a million of Bibles and Testaments were put in ‘circula- 
tion the past year, there is still an alarming deficiency of these Sacred | 
books in all parts of the country. Let any one examine the pages of 
the last Report and the Appendix, and then the subjoined article in the 
Report from Ulster County, N. Y. and he will feel that it is high time for | 
every Minister and Christian and Patriot to move in the work of exploring 
and supplying our land with the Bible—that blessed book, which, more | 
than all others combined, has given us such a place among the nations, | 

Will not every member agree at once to do his part in carrying the |

Returns of Bible Distribution in Ulster County, May 30, 1846. 
\ a n r 
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Above you have in a condensed form the result of my labours in Ulster 
County. In some respects they have been crowned with success and fa- 
vate God; in others, have been unfavourable, and the result such as I 
| did not anticipate when I came to this County. The good seed has been 
| sown in every part of the County, and we are sure that it was in accordance 
with the will of God, and therefore confidently expect that it shall accom- 
plish that whereunto it is sent. 

The work was a necessary one: The result demonstrates this: and is it 

not surprising that within a few hours ride of your city, in this wealthy 
| river county, that of 5696 families visited, 1104 should have been found 
without the Holy Scriptures! and is it not a matter of rejoicing that every 
family that would accept of a Bible, have been supplied, and that near 
6000 vols. should have been disposed of, and so large a proportion paid 
for, amounting to $1157 38, and only $305 88 given, in supplying desti- 
tute families, individuals, and children also with the New Testament. 

It was a difficult work. The County of Ulster is very large, and in the 
| mountain towns the population is sparse and scattered through the woods 
far on the hills and mountains, difficult of access. In these sections the 
people are poor, and have but little religious instruction, seldom attending 
a place of worship: many children are growing up without a common 
school education, and it is not uncommon to find the head of a family un- 
_ able toread. The religious state of the population is low, and give but 
_ little influence to aidin the work of distribution, and there is not that har- 
| mony and catholic spirit in the different denominations which should exist, 
| and especially for the prosecution of any benevolent work. 
| Reasons for the great destitution of the Bible. Firstly, Little has been 
done in supplying the destitute since 1831, and many families had but an 
imperfect copy of the Bible, some half, others a quarter, and others a Bi- co 
_ ble so defaced as to be illegible. Another reason is, the creation of new 
| families by marriage; in some parts of the county I was told that men 
more frequently married before 17 years old, than after 21 years. I have 
found such families that lived some one, five, ten to thirty years, always 
intending when a convenient opportunity should arrive, to purchase a good 
family Bible. 

There are also many Roman Catholics in the county, about 100 fami- 
| ies refused the Bible. Ihave been pained that they should be so enslaved

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pb beggedknee and so completely under the dictation of their spiritual 
guides. 


I have visited the most difficult districts personall , and on presenting 
a Bible, the first thing is to look at the title page and then return the book. 
“T would like a Bible,” said an interesting woman “but cannot receive 
| this. If I take this, I must not conceal it from the Priest, and he will lay 
_ a penance upon me that I shall not be able to bear. I have lived in Pro- 
testant families, and the Priest would suffer me to read any book but the 
Bible, but that I must not touch.” I was obliged to leave the poor woman 
without a Bible, but I cherish the hope that she may be delivered from 

the unholy influence that shuts her out from the truth. 
| Infidelity also rears its head and places itself in array against the Bi- 

ble; but silently the Bible winds its way into the family and tells its own 
story, which is the best weapon we can use. An infidel said to me, “I 
want no Bible; I gave mine away 10 years since, and have not had one 
in my house since.” I said, “you should have a Bible, it may benefit 
your wife and other inmates of your family, if not yourself, and I shall | 
feel it my duty to leave a Bible at your house, if you will receive one.” 
The next day he came to the store, where my books were deposited, lead- 
| ing a little girl ; said she was poor, bought a Bible for her, which she took 
with great joy: the next day the old man procured a common Bible for 
himself; the next day he called, and said he and his wife.were growing 
_ old, and wanted a Bible they could read, and exchanged for an octavo, 
paying the difference. May the Lord in whosethands are the hearts of 
men cause them to receive the truth in the love of it. 

Future prospects of the Society. For several years no meeting of the 
Ulster County Bible Society has been held. Agents have visited the coun- 
ty, but their business has been, the collection of funds. The Society is 
now re-organized, and a Constitution prepared, and it is recommended to 
_ the churches to organize a Church Bible Society, auxiliary to the County 
_ Society, so every church can take up its own collections and report to the 
County Society. This gives uniformity and system to their operations; 
' and as the pastor of the church is President of the Society, we trust some- 
thing will now be done. These Societies are now organizing and prepar- 
ing to take up collections for the Society, and as the County is well sup- 
plied with Bibles and Testaments, the funds will not be needed in their 
respective towns. 


FROM THE CLARKSVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN. FORMED IN 1844, 


The last year has been one of peculiar trial. A series of Providences 
| have frustrated the aims of the committee, and have limited the work of 
_ distribution to an extent which would have been gladly avoided ; amongst 
| the hindrances to more extended operations, may be enumerated the fol- 
lowing :—Three months of excessive cold weather—the loss of a horse— 
_ the sinking of a large lot of Bibles and Testaments: these, together with 
the difficulty of procuring a suitable vehicle and horse in the beginning, 
| have, as before remarked, greatly curtailed the work of distribution. Al- 
though the committee have had much to discourage them, and although 
they have felt the want of interest on the part of Christians, particularly 
that sort of interest which leads to systematic effort, yet, there are fea- 
tures of the enterprise which should excite in every Christian heart, the 
| most profound gratitude to the great Author of the Bible, and Head of the 

_ Church, whose right it is, to direct and dispose of all things. 
Since the organization of the Society, 2560 Bibles and Testaments 
_ have been received from the Parent Society, 903 of which are yet on hand, 
| the balance, 1657, have been distributed, and 744 of these have been 
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placed in the hands of families who were entirely destitute. Who will 
undertake to tell the good which has been done by the distribution of so 
much revealed truth ! 

The travelling Agent of the Society, Rev. Jordan Moore, has explored 
Montgomery County thoroughly, and estimates the number of families, 
entirely destitute of a Bible or Testament, at 400. He explored all of 
Dickson County, except two civil districts on Perry River, and estimates 
the destitution as far as he went, at 200. He explored all of Humphrey’s 
County except that part south of Duck River, and a small portion on Hur- 
ricane Creek, and estimates the destitution as far as he explored it, at 
100. He also spent two weeks in Robertson County,‘ and three in Stew- 
art, and found thirty families who were destitute of the Holy Scriptures. 

When the Society was organized, the agent of the Parent Society, 
(Dr. Kain,) assigned the supply of the Counties of Montgomery, Robert- 
son, Dickson, Stewart and Humphreys, to this Society, and this Society 
agreed to use every exertion to do the work, and not only so, but after- 
wards to aid the work of distribution in other destitute portions of our 
own State, and in heathen lands, by contributions to the Parent Society. 
According to the best estimate which can be made, about one half of the 
territory in the counties enumerated in this congressional district remains 
unvisited, and the agent represents it to be quite as destitute as that which 
he has already visited. Now it remains for this meeting to say how far 
they will go in carrying out the original object of the Society. 


The following is part of a letter from a German Missionary in Ohio, to 
whom was granted on request, some Bibles and Testaments for his coun- 
trymen. The sketch which he gives of his own life, is calculated to en- 
hance our appreciation of the Bible. Little do we realize our indebted- 
ness to this great storehouse of wisdom. 


“With the profoundest gratitude I would acknowledge the receipt of the 
German Bibles and Testaments, which were, some time ago by the Board 
of your Society, most kindly directed to the ‘German Evangelical Mis- 
sion,’ of this city. The books, (viz. 50 Bibles and 100 Testaments) did 
not come to hand till the commencement of last month; and asJ just then 
had to attend our annual Conference, which heltl its session in Seneca Co. 
Ohio, I was tomy deepest regret hitherto detained from acknowledging 
my own obligations to the Society, and returning the warmest thanks to 
the sare, from my humble Society, for such a token of respect and Chris- 
tian love. 

“The books are undermy charge ; and most conscientiously will I try 
to distribute them to the best advantages of your Society, and to make do- 
nations only in such cases where it appears from the circumstances of the 
destitute, and in my own best judgment necessary. The proceeds of the 
books, I shall (after deducting my own personal expenses for freight, &c., 
therefrom,) joyfully and punctually send to the Treasury of the Society. 

“By considering your extensive business in correspondences, and the 
performance of the various duties of your station in the Society’s service, 
it might be thought prudent of me, to close at once ; but especially so by 
regarding another strong inducement, that is, my inability to use the En- 
glish_ language, as one who was born and educated on the soil of France. 
(the Rhine Country,) whose mother tongue is the German, and who never 
in his whole life, was permitted to enjoy the privilege of being seated be- 
fore any theatre of learning or seiences, although his mind was created 
for these. And even within these ten years, during which I have sojourn- 


| I myself have suffered 


l 
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ed in this new western world, I could not obtain regular instructions in 
the language of the country. But after all this I feel a burning desire to 
express part of my feelings, which pervaded my mind upon the reception 
of the sacred volumes, to communicate to you some of my own sentiments 
in regard to the Bible, and so to draw out the contents of the present, with 
its imperfections still a little farther. I hope you will bear with me, dear 
sir, whilst I endeavour to speak a word in favour of the Bible. 

“ AsT viewed this good number of Bibles and Testaments, I could hard- 
ly restrain myself of praising God, aloud, and at the same moment these 
words reverberated in my mind, ‘What has been denied me in my ear- 
liest youth, is now given to me freely and in abundance ;’ namely, the 
Word of God. Only those can appreciate its gain, who have experienced 
its want and loss. Not till in my fourteenth year did I become a possess- 
or of a copy of the New Testament, and then I could not have had it, had 
the book not been presented tome bya kind hearted widow woman of 
the Anabaptist Confession, for whose family I used to read in the long 
winter evenings, and who had become acquainted with my desire for 
books. The Testament so received, I always regarded as a precious gift, 
and brought it with me to this great Bible land, where it became, under 
God’s blessing one of the principal means to my subsequent and happy 
conversion. In our family was no word of God, and indeed no other books 
but an old prayer book, and the Catechism, together with a small volume 
called the “Bible Histories ;’’? which two last ones were among five schol- 
ars alternately, used as school books. In my whole native village, num- 
bering over 500 families, I knew of but two volumes of the Bible; the one 
was brought into the place by a Bohemian emigrant, which he afterwards 
sold under very necessitous circumstances to a wealthy farmer for a bush- 
el of grain; the other was a very old copy, and doubtless a copy of the 
Protestant translation. In my school days, | was occasionally called upon 
to read, for example, the history of Isaac, David and Goliah, Jephthah, 
&c., in both these Bibles, to the families that owned them. No greater 
happiness could I then have wished, than to possess a copy of the Sacred 
Scriptures: but from the low dwellings of the day-labourers I was often- 
times Jed to the palaces of the rich, gentlefolks and magistrates, and I 
have seen no Bible there. I have dwelt many a long winter in the halls 
of common Edueation, and visited, all the years of my youth, more than 
every Sabbath, the place of the sanctuary, and have not seena Buble there, 
nor even heard or learned its precious name. The religious service was 
performed without the Bible: the sons and daughters of the wealthy as 
wellasof the poor, were educated without the Buble ;—yes, the people hved 
in general, and died without the Bible; and had kind Providence not led 
me away, under mysterious circumstances, from friends and home, into a 
land of Bibles, light and liberty, I would have to this day remained with- 
out the Sacred and only Book, and hkewise without the knowledge of its 
saving contents and a Saviour’s redeeming love. :

T ought to mention to. you that for a number of years I have drawn 


' about $100 per annum, from your funds in our care, to assist in an impor- 
| tant effort commenced in 1828, to supply the word of God to prisoners 


and exiles to Siberia and other parts, the result of which up to the present | 


time is 17,224 copies of Scriptures, besides. large number of religious tracts 
and books, have been put into the hands of these poor outeasts, of whom 


it might have been said, that previously no man cared for their souls; | 


| some local contributions, and also a few from England have been receiv- 


ed: for this particular object ; but the chief help has come from the British |

Extract from the Sermon. 


“ About one year-since, I was appointed to deliver the annual address 


choice of officers, but those now in office should serve for the coming 
year. Although that course will be pursued, yet I feel it to be my duty 
| to present the Bible cause before the congregation worshipping under my 
ministry. I desire in the first place, to state the object of the Society, and

1. “It was originally the design of the Hawaiian Bible Society to re- 
ceive donations from the American Bible Society, and cause the Bible to 
be printed and distributed among the native inhabitants of these Islands.

2. “The Society also has it in view to maintain a depository for Bibles, 
in the English and various other languages in which readers are to be 
found in this quarter of the world. From the position that I occupy, the 
kek of this part of the enterprise has mainly devolved upon my- 
self. 

“ Atthe commencement of the year, or upon the first of June 1844, (just 
one year ago) I had in my possession 479 Bibles, and 483 Testaments, in 
various languages. During the year I have received 212 Bibles, and 126 
Testaments; all from the American Bible Society, except six English Bi- 
bles, and 12 English Testaments, from Admiral Thomas, and two dozen 
| Spanish Bibles from a gentleman at Mazatlan, Mexico. During the year 
just closed, I have disposed of, by sale and gratuitous distribution, 379 Bi- 
bles, and 263 Testaments \in various languages. Some of this number 
have been forwarded to Lahaina, to Hilo and Waimea, on Hawaii, for dis- 
tribution among foreign residents and seamen. 

“T have sold sufficient to realize $6298. Sales have been made to for- 
eign residents on the Islands, and seamen visiting this port. I have also 
| received for the benefit of the Bible cause a donation of $16, from the 

Hon. Capt. Hope, of Hopetown, Scotland, who has been a visitor at the 
| Islands; hence the amount of funds at the end of the year in my hands 
is $78 98. 
“ Gratuitous distribution among seamen visiting this port, has more than 
doubled during the past year over that of the preceding. I have made 
| gratuitous distribution to seamen, as follows :— 

“To American seamen, 51 Bibles and 7 Testaments ; toFrench seamen 
29 Bibles and 5 Testaments; to Portuguese seamen, 10 Bibles and 26 Tes- 
taments ; to German seamen, 20 Bibles and 1 Testement; to Spanish sea- 
men, 9 Bibles and 2 Testaments ; to Swedish seamen, 5 Bibles and 1 Tes- 
tament!; to Danish seamen, 1 Bible; to English seamen, 9 Bibles. Total 
134 Bibles and 42 Testaments. as , 

“J have usually made it a point to solicit payment for copies of the sa- 
cred Scriptures when disposed of among seamen, upon the principle, that 
hat aman pays for he will be more liable to prize than what is given to 


aa :

Committee, it has been thought best that there should not be an annual | 


in the second place, to speak of the sale and distribution of Bibles and | 
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him gratuitously. Oftentimes there has been a great willingness to pay 
the full value, and at other times a part, while in other cases, persons al- 
though destitute, yet they would rather remain so than part with their 
money for the book, whose value is ‘above rubies.’”? In not a few in- 
stances I have taken great pleasure in presenting a copy of the Bible to 
those who were unable to pay for it; and in such instances I never should 
feel justified in withholding a copy of the precious volume, so long as I 
had one in my possession. 

“This port, Lahaina, Hilo, and wherever whale ships touch, are favour- 
able stations for the distribution of the Bible among German, French, and 


| Portuguese seamen. IfI had had a full supply of Bibles and Testaments 


in those languages, where I have given away one, I might have increased 
that number tenfold. Seamen speaking those languages always evince 
a very strong desire to obtain copies of the Bible in their vernacular 
tongue. 

“In numerous instances have I given Bibles to those who never before 
had been the owners of that invaluable treasure. To some the Bible has 
been presented who had resolved to abandon for ever the use of intoxica- 
ting drinks. For them to come into the possession of a copy of the sacred 
Scriptures, was the next step to the recovery of their ruined characters 
and they left me with the promise to read that book, which if read aright, 
would become the means of their salvation. Some have applied to me 


_ for Bibles whose hearts were moved to inquire the way of life, and we 


have sat down together to converse about that great scheme of pardon 
and salyation which the Bible unfolds. ”’ 


BIBLE SOCIETY ADDRESSES. 


In the Appendix to the Annual Report of the American Bible Society 
just issued, are found two Addresses delivered before the late meeting of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, the one by the Viscount Sandon, 
M. P. and the other by the Bishop of Caleutta, formerly the Rev. Daniel 
Wilson of Islington, London.—We now give extracts from several other 


| addresses on the same occasion ; the first. from Viscount Ashley. 


‘““My Lord—It will not, I hope, be attributed to disrespect, if the obser- 


- vations which I shall address this Meeting be exceedingly brief, for public 


business of great importance will call me away almost immediately. At 
one time I feared I should not be able to attend this anniversary. . But 
when I recollected that I had so recently joined the Parent Society, and 


_ that its committee had done me the honour of raising me to the truly 
_ dignified post of one of the Vice Presidents, I did think I ought to come 


here to express, in the most sincere and emphatic language, the very deep 
esteem I entertain for its operations, and for those who conduct them, and 


_ to say that I adopt the language, the motto of one of our peers, “ serd sed 


serio.” 

‘My Lord, the resolution that I have to move tells so well its own 
story and sets forth so clearly its own purport, that I might spare myself 
and you the trouble of any observations. But I cannot, in this: Society or 
many kindred Societies, refrain from expressing my deep and extreme 
joy when I have to speak on behalf of associations founded, as this is 
upon the great and unchangeable spirit of the Protestant religion. N. ow 
the Society stands upon this basis: its vital principle is Protestantism : it 
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exists, and it can only exist in full and free operation, when encircled by 
a Protestant atmosphere. It declares the great and leading principle of 
the all sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures : it declares the right of private 
judgment: it asserts the duty and necessity of the universal distribution 
of the word of God: it declares, moreover, that the Scriptures should be 
circulated, read, and studied in a language understood by the people : and, 
moreover, it says that they ought to be placed in the hands of every hu- 
man being, from the king that sitteth upon the throne to the maid that 
grindeth behind the mill. Now my Lord, at all times it would give me 
infinite pleasure to assert these principles; but in these days it not only 
gives me pleasure so to do, but the assertion of them is beyond my con- 
trol. I cannot keep it back; and, by the blessing of God, wherever I 
am, wherever | go, whatever I am called upon to do, I will stand on this 
great principle. Ah! My Lord, these were the great principles devel- 
oped and enforced at our blessed Reformation: these are the great princi- 
ples that have made this empire what it is. It is for the assertion of 
these principles, and for the maintenance and diffusion of these truths, 
that we have been invested with wealth, and dignity, and power. In pro- 
portion as we decline in the assertion of them, so will this empire decline. 
If ever a time shall come when we shall be ashamed to maintain such a 
Society as this, established for such a purpose, why then I believe the 
period will have arrived at which we shall sink down, and most deserved- 
ly too, to the condition of a feeble and a third rate power. 

“But how, my Lord, must this Society rejoice, when they look to the 
amazing increase in the issue of Bibles in the past year! Must they not 
rejoice in the principle on which this Institution is founded, and the mode 
in which its operations are conducted? Humanly speaking, what but a 
Society like this could have produced such a desire for the word of God ; 
and then have instantaneously met the great and almost overwhelming 
demand? I hope, and I believe, that this may be, by God’s blessing, the 
beginning of a new era in the history of these realms. We are now liv- 
ing in a period of great progress. Go where you will, you see and hear 
of literature for the million, food for the million, many things for the 
‘million, and I rejoice in them all. But I hope that we shall soon see that 
which may be called Bible Associations for the million, because we then 
shall not only enlist a large proportion of the working people into the sup- 
port of the Society, but should thereby greatly enlarge its powers: for if 
each individual were to contribute but one shilling, you would by that effort 
alone have added to your yearly contributions exactly one half of that 
which you now receive. Now, my Lord, I do sincerely hope, that, in af- 
firming this Resolution, the great assembly here met together will not 
affirm it in words merely, but by their redoubled operations ; and that 
they will endeavour to re-fill the empty storehouses of the Bible Society, 
emptied in such a cause, and by such blessed means ; and that that they 
will not only fill these storehouses, but, by their efforts, increase that store 
to a tenfold or twentyfold amount. And then, My Lord, when hereafter 
distinguished foreigners shall come to this land to see what is the main- 
spring of our wealth and the secret of our strength, we shall show them— 
certainly our docks and our arsenals, our fortresses, our ships, our rail- 
roads, and all our means of external and internal commerce—but then, 
at last, we will take them to these great storehouses of the Bible Society, 
and point to them a hundred Bibles in a hundred languages—point out to 
them the endeavour that will be made by this blessed Society that there 
shall be Bibles in all languages, for the teaching of all nations, thus ful- 
filling the last command of our blessed Lord: and we will tell them that, 
politically as well as spiritually, to nations as well as to individuals, the word 
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of God has been, and ever will be, a buckler, a shield, a refuge, a fortress 
and a defence. ugar 
Rev. Dr. Grey of Edinburgh.—“ This scene, my Lord, and this time, 
call lively recollections and emotions to my mind. I have not often had 
an opportunity of attending the Anniversary of this Society ; for though 
affection, and choiee, and communion of aim have made me in some 
measure a partaker in the proceedings of this Society, anda sharer in the 
joy diffused by its successes and good fruits, 1 have but seldom had the 
| pleasure of meeting with the great body of its supporters and friends, or 
| of hearing at the fountain head the narrative of the year’s proceedings. 
| So long ago as the year 1812, a season I can never forget, I had the luxu- 
| ry of seeing and hearing the illustrious men who were its founders and 
patrons make their statements, and express their mutual congratulations. 
The platform at that time presented men of renown, ornaments of the 
Gospel, Epistles of Christ—Wilberforce, Teignmouth, Thornton, Simeon, 
Owen, Hughes, Steinkopff, and many others, of whom some are with- 
; drawn, while others happily still hold their places among us. _ The 
Society was not at that time what it is now—one of a host of Christian 
Institutions, all well countenanced by public favour, strong in the appro- 
bation and support of good men, and free from all hurtful censure or op- 
position. Its place was in the van of those good enterprises, for which it 
helped to clear the way. Its march, though with a numerous army, was 
through a host of assailants, the large domain and well consolidated 
power it now possesses were gained only by right of conquest. How 
beautiful and happy has been the union of Christian effort ; and what 
; Strength and animation are derived from the co-operation of societies 
having the same great end in view, but addressing themselves to different 
parts of a large and laborious work. Continually we find reason to say, 
| What a blessed idea it was that gave rise to the Bible Society! What 
| Should we have done without it? How often have the different bands of 
Christian labourers met thankfully together, and joined in returning thanks 
to God for the help they have ministered one to another. The Bible So- 
ciety has all along acted the part of a faithful spouse and ally of all the 
| other Societies. Friendly and accessible, free from prejudice and suspi- 
cion, not critical or censorious, not dictating to others or taking the lead, 
it has stood ready to minister its help at the best time, to supply every 
want, to see that no hand remained embarrassed, and that no good work 
| stood still for lack of its services.. The records of Missionary Societies 
present more of incident, more of action, more, it may be, of romance 
| than those of the Bible Society, but not a larger measure of useful fruit 
| If others, called to the foremost rank, must face more arduous enterprises, 
| and seem to carry the palm for fervent zeal and self-sacrificing devotion, 
| yet your Bible labourers are ever found near them, to offer them their 
| help, to serve out their ammunition, strengthening and enlarging their 
line, uniting with them in all their toils and labours, and contributing es- 
sentially to the happy result. So that whatever other Societies have done, 
and wherever other agents have reaped their laurels, the Bible Societ 
claims to stand next to them, to give permanency and extension to the 
good work. And then in other fields its strenuous, unobtrusive agents 
have been sole labourers; bearing the burden upon their own shoulders ; 
as is particularly the case with the noble Colporteurs, toiling without in- 
termission, carrying on, without noise or observation, their most effective 
and valuable work. In respect of this part of the Society’s operations I 
must say, that in all the best and most real fruit of Missionary exertions 
your labours have been excelled by none. Your Monthly Extracts now 
present a continued narrative of the most affecting and remarkable inci- 
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dents that give character and interest to Missionary history. The prog- 
ress that Bible Christianity has made in France of late years, through 
these means, calls certainly for our warmest acknowledgments, and awa- 
kens a hope that it will give rise to very striking results. The Reforma- 
tion ‘had gained all but the preponderance in France at the close of the 
sixteenth century, when the mysterious course of Providence gave the 
ascendant on the other side; leaving a large Protestant population strug- 
eling, scattered abroad, and gradually sinking into decay. But we hope 
for a resurrection of the Truth on that soil, which has drunk in, at distant 
periods, so large a portion of the blood of the Martyrs. The good seed 
lies deep buried there, to give rise, we trust, to a strong and abundant 
harvest, to the praise of God and for the extensive good of the rest of 
mankind. The acute intelligence and active energy of the people of 
France seem to give us some certainty that the seed shall not remain un- 
fruitful, that the rising influence will not sleep. Many noble theologians, 
confessors, and martyrs for the faith, have flourished there in ages gone 
by ; and I shall not wonder if the memory of their renown inspire their 
glory-loving posterity, and raise them up successors worthy their ancient 
name and character in the Church of Christ. 

“My friends, [am unknown to you, and feel diffident in addressing such 
an audience as this; yet I trust you will allow me to offer one remark more : 
—perhaps it may be presumption, coming from a stranger; yet I rather 
think it will come with more propriety and grace from a stranger, and 
particularly from a presbyter of the Church of Scotland, than perhaps 
from any other quarter. Your custom of entering on the proceedings of this 
great and happy occasion without publicly invoking the Divine Blessing, 
either by direct prayer or by reading a portion of the word of God, compre- 
hending both supplication and thanksgiving—has been much objected to 
by us, and, I cannot help thinking, with some reason. It would ill become 
me, a stranger, to find fault with your arrangements. I deprecate the 
idea of dictating to men, of whom many are far more learned and far 
more pious and devoted than myself. Still I cannot understand the 
causes of the arrangement. For though there may have been reasons, 
satisfying on the ground of Christian discretion, for the omission, at one 
time, we can hardly think that these could not have been overcome, and 
made to give way to the claim of Christian duty. They can at best be 
only of a secondary and ceremonial kind, which the Christian temper and 
genuine charity, not to say the urbanity and kindness, that distinguish the 
Bible Society, should find it easy to dispose of.” 


Rev. John Blackburn.—“‘ My Lord—In the days of Cowper, the poet of | 


Olne, a Peer who would stand on God’s behalf before the public was a 
rare spectacle. He speaks of one who wore a coronet and prayed. My 
Lord, we have reason to bless God—to bless God on behalf of the indi- 
viduals themselves—on behalf the Institutions of our country—and on 


behalf of the interests of this mighty empire—that now there are nota | 


few in the higher walks of life, who bend their knees before their Maker, 
and who come forward to patronise this noble Society for the circulation 
of His revealed word amongst every kindred and nation and tongue and 
people. Having made these remarks, my Lord, with reference to the 
motion entrusted to my care, allow me to say, that I did greatly rejoice to 
hear that noble Lord Ashley assert the Protestantism of this Institution, 
so fully in accordance with a sentence I met with the-other day in a vo- 
lume of that noble man, the lamented Dean Milner, who, as an apologist 
for the principle of this Society, declares that ‘It was not Saxon Confes- 
sions, neither was it Saxon Liturgies that broke the pillars of Popery on 
the continent of Europe ; but it was the Bible, translated and cireulated by 
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Martin Luther.’ This was the testimony of one of your first advocates ; 
and I am sure that while this sentiment—the entire sufficiency and sole 
authority of the word of God—is cherished by us, we may expect the ful- 
filment of that promise, ‘They that honour me I will honour, but they 
that despise me shall be lightly esteemed.’ ; rose 
“Allow me, My Lord, to say, that it seems most important at this time, 
when, in certain quarters, such strange theological opinions have been re- 
vived—it seems most important that we should hold to this principle, and 
adduce, for the confirmation of our faith, instances of the sufficiency of 
the word of God to enlighten and sanctify men, irrespective of human 
ministrations. Asa humble minister of one of the sectionsof the Church 
of Christ, you will not suppose I stand here to deprecate what I account to 
be a divine institution—the institution of the Christian Ministry: but at 
the same time, I must maintain that the Lord the Spirit, by whose inspl- 
ration that blessed Book was given, can bless the perusal of the same ; 
| so that when an individual utters the prayer of the Psalmist, ‘Open thou 
mine eyes, that I may behold wondrous things out of thy law,’ he finds 
by the illumination of the Eternal Spirit, that in his light he sees ight—a 
ight which shall make the word of God as a lamp unto his path: ~ Read- 
ing the Autobiography of the eminent Richard Baxter the other day—and 
| Tam sure there is not a Christian here, who does not venerate the memo- 
ry of that excellent man—who does not appreciate the high benefits that 
have been conferred upon the Church of Christ, and the souls of men, by 
| his incomparable writmgs—I was much struck, my Lord, on observing 
how Religion entered into the family of that venerable man, and how he 
himself became religious. He tells us that he lived ina village in Shrop- 
shire, ona little freehold that belonged to his father; and he describes, in 
terms that I will not repeat, the state of the public Ministry at that time 
in that district ; and then he adds, ‘But though we had no better teach- 
| ers, it pleased God to change and instruct my father by the bare reading 
of the Scriptures in private, without either preaching or godly company, 
| or any other book but the Bible ; and God made him the instrument of my 
| first conviction and approbation of a holy life.’ So that all the good that 

Baxter has instrumentally accomplished was derived from the influence of 
| an excellent father who had learned to know God, not from the teaching 
| of man, but by the teaching of the Spirit of God through the inspired 
word alone. 

“My venerable friend, Dr. Grey, has taken the liberty to offer a sug- 
gestion—I think he felt it to be a liberty—and as it is said bad examples 
are infectious, Iam going to follow it with a suggestion also. You have 
done vast things for the masses, but I desire to see something done for 
| poor scholars, poor students, and poor pastors, who want learned books, but 

cannot afford to buy them at the price at which the publishers usually 
| issue them. Now the Roman Catholic Church has supphed the polyelots 

of Paris and Antwerp, and our noble Walton has supplied the London po- 
| lyglot, which every candid Roman Catholic would confessis a monument 
of learning honourable to the church of which he was a member, and to 
the country to which he belonged. In these days no publisher would 
venture to produce such books as those. Besides, much has been done, 
done critically for the text of Scripture since the period that I have men- 
tioned; and as this Society marshals under its banners some of the most 
learned members of both Universities, and of various Dissenting com- 
munities, why, may I not be permitted to ask, out of your happily 
growing funds, might there not be such an edition of the word of God; a 
noble edition in the original languages, employing the best scholarshi 
ja could command, that should be a monument of this Society that 
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should go down and be looked at two hundred years hence as the Bible 
Society’s Polyglot? Sure it is high time that Protestantism should take 
such a position in the literature of the world ; ; itis high time that Protes- 


tantism should be thus represented.”

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOOT BD Ye 
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PROGRESS OF DISTRIBUTION. 


In the previous No. of the Record were given the Resolutions of the 
Society, adopted at the last Anniversary, urging the distribution of 750,000 
Bibles and Testaments the current year. As four months or one ah of 
this Bible year are now passed, it should be known what progress is made 
in carrying out the Resolutions referred to. 

We will state therefore, that since the 1st of April there have been 
called for and dispatched from the depository, 216,620 copies. Althoug 
this is an increase of 40,000 over the issues of the same months in 
the previous year, yet the number falls short of one-third of the pro- 
posed annual distribution by almost 33,000 copies. The Auxiliaries, 
therefore, which have- not yet begun the work of exploration, will see 
the importance of early and vigorous action in order to perform their part 
of the good work in hand. 

It should here be stated also that while the distributions of the first third 
of the year, have increased about 40,000 copies compared with those of 
the same portion of the previous year, the income of this year is thus far 
diminished. The income of the first four months of the previous year 
was $70,562,43, while that of this year for the like months is 69,472,57. 
It will be seen then, that in carrying out the resolutions in question, early 
and particular attention must be paid to collections and remittances. 
Those auxiliaries in debt for books, should lose as little time as possible 
in making payment, and those that purpose to aid the work by donations 
will see the importance of their early assistance. 

It should be further stated, that while making increased exertions for the 
supply of our own country with the Bible, we must not shut our eyes to 
what the providence of God is demanding of us in foreign lands. 

During these first four months of the year many an application has 
come from abroad for the Scriptures, or for fundsto print them. For the 
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use of the army on the Rio Grande, more than 500 Bibles and Testaments 
have in this time been sent, on request; others have been sent to 
Canada, to Hayti, to Brazil, to Chili, to California, and to the Sandwich 
Islands. In this same time, too, $8000 have been remitted to aid the 
publication of the Bible in Europe, Turkey, and India, where promise of 
assistance had been previously given. 

The Board, too, are now under obligation to furnish means for publish- 
ing a second edition of the Old Testament in Hebrew-Spanish at Constan- 
tinople, an edition also of the Hebrew-German at the same place. The 
Rev. Messrs. Dwight and Everest, asa Committee from the Mission in 
Turkey, have ‘given notice the past week that the Pentateuch is now 
ready for the press, and in view of the persecuted suffering state of the 
Armenians, is to be at once issued by itself. The managers are then un- 
der promise to the American missionaries at Ooroomiah, in Persia, to 
furnish means for publishing the entire Bible in modern Syriac, now in 
process of translation, and the New Testament ready for the press. 

In view of these plain urgent calls for the word of God both in our 
own and foreign lands, may it not be anticipated that the officers and 
committees of auxiliary societies will take measures at once to enlarge 
their operations? Will not ministers of the gospel who know the power 
of the Bible, from the days of Luther down, call attention to the unusual 
opportunities now presented in almost every quarter of the world, for giv- 
ing this book of books to the ignorant and the perishing ?

An Affecting Incident. At a recent meeting of the friends of the 
above society at Patchougue, the Hon. Judge Gillet was expected to be 
present and deliver an address; but it appeared on assembling, that ow- 
ing to a temporary illness, the Judge had concluded not to attend in per- 
son, but to prepare and forward an address to be read. It further appeared 
that he had prepared an address in part, but, to the astonishment of all, 
that just before the meeting he had suddenly expired, leaving his produc- 
tion unfinished. The address, however, as far as written, was brought and 
with emotion not easily described, was read and listened to by the audi- 
ence. We give a few extracts including his last sentence : 

“View the Sacred Scriptures in whatever light we may, they stand 
unrivalled and preeminent alike in all. Whether we take the Scriptures 
as a rule or law governing our conduct in our intercourse with our fellow 
men, and in our every day business transactions ; as a standard of morality, 
or as prescribing our duties to our Maker, they have and ever will stand un- 
rivalled and without a competitor. Such is the fallibility and weakness 
of the human mind, and such the depravity of our fallen nature, that it is 
the business of our law makers of the present time, to undo, or amend the 
doings of the last previous legislation. The collected wisdom of this 
State is now in session for the purpose of amending the old, or of giving 
to the state a new code of fundamental law as a base of future legislation, 
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and we need not hesitate in declaring, that the country will be benefited 
or injured by their labours, in the same ratio that the laws they may 
make, do or do not embody the rules and principles laid down in, and 
enjoined upon us by the Holy Scriptures. The miser, while pausing over 
his hoarded treasures, and exulting in their possession, does not once re- 
flect that he owes it to the principles laid down in the Bible, and the 
security given to the possession of property by the restraints of the gospel, 
that he is permitted to enjoy in peace and safety his ill-gotten gains. 

“The infidel who scoffs at the Bible and all revelation, is indebted to | 
that sacred book for all and every thing in and about him, that makes 
him in ahy way worthy of the esteem of his fellow men. 

“And now, if the Bible is such as we have endeavoured to portray it, | 
and we recognise the authority which declares, ‘where much is given | 
there is much required,’ and if this prize has been put into our hands, 
with the injunction, ‘Freely ye have received, freely give,’ and if, as | 
we have reason to believe, there are a great proportion of our fellow men | 
famishing for want of this bread of life, it well becomes us to pause in | 
our hurried career of worldly concerns, and ask each for himself, what 
does duty demand of me? what have I done? and what remains for ap | 
to do in diffusing the blessing ? 

But while we feel rejoiced at what has been accomplished, and give 
God the glory, we cannot but mourn over the scanty pittance that has 
been afforded that heavenly institution, the American Bible Society, to 
enable its Board to prosecute their benevolent intentions. The contribu- 
tions for the last year, from all sources, is less than 170,000 dollars. 
What returns are we making to God for all his mercies? A country 
prosperous and happy beyond precedent, with a population of twenty | 
millions, has contributed to this greatest and best of all benevolent insti- | 
tutions, 166,000 dollars, less than one cent to each inhabitant. But this | 
same country has become embroiled in a war, and immediately ten mil- | 
lions of dollars are voted to prosecute the same. * ease.

In presenting the fifth Annual Report of this Society, your Trustees 
have the great satisfaction of reporting, that not only is one important ob- 
ject aimed at in the organization of this Society, a general exploration 
and supply of the destitute in the county, accomplished, as was an- 
nounced at the last anniversary, but, also, that our Society has balanced 
its accounts with the Parent Society in full, and have on hand, as appears 
by the Depositary’s Report, Books amounting to. : - $260 86 

Balance of cash with Treasurer and Depositary : : 38 19 


Leaving our Society out of debt, and with assets amounting to $299 05 


E. Hinman, Esq. has continued, as occasion required, in the agency 
of the Society during the past year, and his services, since he first ac- 
cepted the agency, your Trustees cannot neglect to notice, as having 
been of great value, and contributing an essential part to the means used 
to bring about so early and thorough an exploration and supply of the 
county. 

Nearly all our auxiliary societies, during the year, have preserved 
their organization, and done more or less in circulating books, and settling 
old accounts. The balance against township societies reported last year, 
amounted to $444,60; this year your Depositary reports due from the 
same but $133,93. There has been received, as appears by the Treasu- 
rer’s Report, since the last anniversary, mainly through the agency of our 


| auxiliary societies, $587,28. 


The condition of our Society, although sufficient cause of congratula- 
tion and great gratitude to God, should not induce us to settle down into 
inactive satisfaction with what has been attained, but incite us to attempt 
and accomplish yet more for the universal spread of that blessed Book, to 
the influence of which may be traced, directly and remotely, all our high- 
ly prized spiritual and civil blessings. And your Trustees would urge as 
strongly as possible upon the township societies the importance of a con- 
tinued and efficient organization. The necessity of constant watchful- 
ness in supplying the destitute, is seen in the result of a re-supply of 
several sections of the county, by the auxiliary societies, during the past 
winter.. The township of Braceville was thoroughly supplied in 1844, 
yet six destitute families were supplied by that society during the past 
season, within their own limits. Upon her auxiliaries, this society must 
depend almost entirely for asistance in accomplishing its objects. 


_ .To the Christian these objects need but to be mentioned to cause him 
tightly to appreciate our society, and give us:his hearty co-operation.

preachers 2, churches 2; Episcopal 2, Churches 2; and Universalist £ 
church 1; amounting to 48 preaches, and 60 churches. 

The difference, then, between the 12 non-rent, and the 7 rent towns, 
is as follows :— 

12 Nonrent, 60 houses of worship with a population of 31,975 souls 
have 48 preachers; or one preacher to 666 souls; while in the 7 Rent 
towns, one preacher to 2,229 souls. Something ought to be done to give 
more religious instruction to the inhabitants in the manor. I do hope 
that the Missionary Societies of the different denominations which now 
have churches planted there, will aid the feeble churches by sending men 
full of faith and the Holy Ghost, and money to support them. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT AT THE WEST. 


Keosauqua, Van Buren Co., Iowa Ter., July 15, 1846. 
My Dear Sie :— 


Some three months since, the Am. Bible Society received a remit- 
tance of $50 00 from the Van Buren Co., Bible Society, Iowa Territory. 
The Treasurer of this branch Society has just informed me that there is 
now on hand in the Treasury, the amount of about $50 more, An oppor- 
tunity will be given in the course of seven or eight weeks, to forward you 
this latter amount, making in all $100, which sum has accumulated from 
the sale of the Bibles and Testaments forwarded to us from the Parent 
Society about one year since. If I recollect right, the whole value of the 
books sent us, for which we are responsible to your Society, was not far 
from $240. The amount of sales is something more than $100, so that 
we are in your debt, after our next remittance, for a sum in the neighbor- 
hood of about $140. 

There would uot have been this delay in the sale of our Bibles, had it 
not been for the sickness of the last season. All the officers of the Soci- 
ety in this County, were disabled by disease, so much so that nothing 
could be done in forwarding the good object of supplying the County with 
Bibles and Testaments, till the present year. In addition to this, on ac- 
count of the ill health of my wife, I was obliged by advice of physicians 
to leave the West, early in the Autumn of last year, for the New England 
States, and was absent about nine months. I am now returned—my wife 
restored—and we are happy again to renew our labours in this our former 
field of effort. During our absence at the East, and in the midst of sick- 
ness here the time arrived for the annual meeting of our County Bible So- 
ciety. Of course it passed by, for such was the sickness here at that 
time, that there was scarcely any business done in any stores of this place 
except at the Drug Store and the Groceries. Religious meetings on the 
Sabbath were suspended for want of hearers, all of whom were sick, or 
engaged in taking care of the sick. 

_ Our physicians say that some of their patients died for want of proper 
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care.and nursing. A sufficient number of persons in health could not be 
found to take the care of them. 

'__ After recovery from.this, the place has been visited by Small-pox, 
Measles, Whooping-cough, and now the Scarlet Fever. All this, in con- 
nection with my absence, has contributed to render our County Bible So- 
ciety inefficient in carrying out the object of its formation. You will 
now understand why you have not heard a Report from us, which should 
have been sent last October. Excuse us now till next October, and you 
shall hear from us, Providence permitting. In the mean time we wish to 
be making an effort for the supply of the County with Bibles and Testa- 
ments. We have not enough to do it, now in a Depository here, and 
therefore I am authorized by the Executive Committee of our Society, to 
make the following request, viz:—That you send to us zmmediately, 20 
Small Pica Bibles, price 872 cts., 7 Quarto do., sheep, $2 12%; 4 Roy- 
al octavo, cf., embossed, $275; 25 Royal oct., shp., price $1.50; 100 
Nonpareil, shp, 25 cts., 10 Pearl ref., cf., gilt, $100; 20 Diamond, Tucks, 
75 cts; 12 Ger. Bibles, shp., 623 cts.; 100 Pocket Tests., glt., tucks, 25 
cts.; 600 Pocket Test’s, shp., 9 cts; 300 Test’s, cloth, 6¢ cts.; 20 Ger. 
Test’s, shp., 12% cts. 

I am instructed also to ask for a donation of as large amount of Testa- 
ments in particular, and Bibles, as you can give us—We shall find use for 
them. There are three of us, Congregutional Ministers, in this County, 
who came here nearly three years ago, from Andover Sem., Mass. Near- 
ly the whole time till now, since the Bibles came to us from the Parent 
Society, there has been two of us.unable to labour here, on account of 
sickness. _ Thanks to God, he has restored us.. We wish now to put our 
shoulders to the work of supplying this Abner Kneeland County, with the 
Holy Bible. God favouring us through the medium of your Society, we 
will see the work done, either by a colporteur, or by owr own hands. Will 
you help us without delay ? 


OTSEGO COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


Extract from a Circular. 
Cooperstown, July 6, 1846. 


Dear Sir,—At the annual meeting of the Otsego County Bible So- 
ciety, held at Unadilla on the second Thursday of June, 1846, it was 
made the duty of the Board of Managers to prepare a Circular, stating 
the plans of the society, and what we are doing in the cause, and to send 
it to all the friends of the Bible Society throughout the county. 

In accordance with the above resolutions, we address you, presuming 
that you feel a deep and lively interest in the prosperity of this cause, 
and every other which has for its object the welfare and happiness of 
man. You are doubtless aware of the fact, that it has been the practice 
of our society to supply all the families destitute of the Sacred Scriptures, 
in our county, once in five years. We are now engaged in furnishing that 
supply ; and that we may do the work thoroughly, we have employed as 
our agent the Rev. Mr. Ketchum. But we are dependant, for the funds 
necessary to the completion of the work, upon the friends of. the Bible 
cause. We are well aware, that it might seem, at the first view of the 
subject, as though the number of the poor who would be unable to pro- 
cure for themselves the Sacred Scriptures, would be very small; but our 
agent in visiting one of our largest and wealthiest towns in the county, 
and a town enjoying in the fullest manner the labours of the ministry,

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found fifty-six families either too poor to purchase a bible, or unwilling to 
buy, and were supplied by him. In another town, one of the officers of 
the Society went to every family in about one-half of the town, and found 
twenty-six families destitute. Taking these two towns as a basis of cal- 
culation for the county, you will readily see that we require a considerable 
amount of means to carry forward the work of supply to its completion. 
Besides, we greatly desire to be able to furnish all the children who are 
capable of reading with a copy of the New Testament. 

Will you not, then, dear sir, give us your aid in this work? Will you 
not send us a donation, or make yourself or some member or members 
of your family life members, by the payment of five dollars each? Will 
you not present the subject to your neighbours? and will you not take 
some measures to have the subject of the Bible cause presented to the 
congregation with which you are connected, and a collection taken up for 
the cause, some time in the month of August, or as soon as convenient, 
that we may be able to procure books before the close of navigation?»

KNOXVILLE BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The third anniversary of the Knoxville Bible Society was held in the 
First Presbyterian Church on Monday evening the 3d instant. 

It appears from the Reports of the Board of Managers and Treasurer 
that the receipts of the Society during the year have been $519,03, and 
the disbursements $535,78. 1000 Bibles and 1023 Testaments have been 
distributed by donation and sale during the year. The whole issues of 
the Society during the three years of its existence, have been 5743, to- 
wit: of Bibles 3473, and of Testaments 2270. 

Very appropriate and interesting addresses were delivered by Rev. 
Mr. Tomes, rector of the Episcopal Church, and Rev. Mr. Myers, pastor 
of the 2d Presbyterian Church. Rev. Mr. Stringfield, agent of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, submitted some facts in regard to his operations as 
agent. 

” We did not learn the amount of money collected and subscribed on 
the occasion. The individuals composing the Board of Managers during 
the past year were re-elected. At a subsequent meeting of the Board, 
the following officers were elected :

The Board of Managers of the Chambers County Bible Society, would 
respectfully invite all its members, with whom they now have the satis- 
faction of meeting, to unite with them in humble acknowledgment of 
our obligations to God, for the unmerited favours which he has bestowed 
upon us, as well as for the favourable prospects surrounding the Institution 
during the first year of its existence. Notwithstanding we at first met 


with disappointment, and then with considerable delay in procuring a | 


supply of Bibles and Testaments, we finally succeeded, and can only Re- 
port that we have just entered upon the great work of circulating the In- 
spired Volume in our community. 

Since the reception of the books, we have disposed of some, and we 


have appointed agents in each beat of the County to seek out and supply | 


the destitute in their respective neighborhoods. The extent of the desti- 


tution of the various portions of our County has not yet been ascertained. | 
Much can be done in a very short time to carry out the benevolent de- | 


signs of the Institution, provided the Board is not trammeled by the hm- 
ited state of its funds. 
Should we be able to keep such a Depository of Books on hand as will 


enable us to furnish the Agents with a sufficient supply, it is to be hoped, | 


that during the coming year, no family within our bound will be found 
without the “Lamp of Life.’? We rejoice in stating the fact that many 
good and worthy Citizens of the County have united in the benevolent 
enterprise of circulating the Holy Scriptures, with members of various 
churches 6f Christ in our County; for the principles of the Institution re- 
quires no member to sacrifice his individual opinions—they place no tram- 
mel on his conscience. We therefore feel no restraint or reluctance in 50s 
liciting all to embrace the opportunity this Society affords in uniting to 
place a copy of the Holy Scriptures in the hands of every one whomay 
not already possess this invaluable treasure. 


LETTER FROM THE FRENCH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 
Dear Broruer :— Paris, June 10, 1846. 
We have the pleasure of acknowledging the receipt of your communi- 
cation of the 18th of April, remitting tous the sum of 5,230 franes, grant- 
ed to our Society by the American Bible Society at New York. We are 
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deeply affected by this renewed token of sympathy from the members of 
your Committee, and we pray you to act as interpreter of oursincere and 
profound gratitude. _ ite inn ; 

The labours of our Society have been very active the past year, and 
they have been greatly blest. We have undertaken at our own expense, 
the printing of the New Testament in the Sessonto tongue by the French 
Missionaries in Southern Africa. The execution of this work, which has 
been committed ‘to the French printing establishment at Beersheba must 
now be in progress. 

We have turned our attention to the care of our Colporteurs and De- 
pots, as well as the auxiliary associations which are connected with our 
Society. We expect that good will result from the resolution passed by 
the Committee of Ladies éstablished at Paris, to form Bible Sub-Commit- 
tees. “It has seemed to us,’’ write the Ladies of this Committee, ‘“ that 
one of the best meansof extending the sphere of our labours would be, to 
form sub-Committees of females, who would be united to the central 
Committee. Each of us will therefore endeavour to gather around her a 
few pious women, whom she will call together once a month, for the pur- 
pose of uniting with them in receiving instruction by reading and medi- 
tating upon the word of God, conversing respecting the best measures for 
giving that word a place in families, and receiving their remarks and de- 
mands for copies of the Scriptures, for the purpose of afterwards laying 
them before the Central Committee. We trust that God will put into the 
hearts of many ladies the desire to give us the hand of fellowship in the 
execution of this project which may become a source of blessing’ to 
many.’ 

But the most efficacious means employed by us this year, and that 
which has been most abundantly blest, in the distribution of the Sacred 
Scriptures, is the use of Bible Colporteurs. Thanks to the generous as- 
sistance of the American Bible Society, we have been enabled to send 
forth several more colporteurs into the field. As you will find many de- 
tails respecting this class of labourers in our Report, we will restrict our- 
selves to what has just been said, and sum up the result of our labours. 

During the past year, 28,611 copies of the Scriptures have been dis- 
tributed. 

_ The receipts of this year have been 46,034 francs, 58 centimes. 

But the result of our labours are not to be judged merely by the num- 
bers of the copies of the Scriptures distributed. To appreciate all their 
importance, we must take into consideration the influence exerted by 
the distribution of the Scriptures upon the religious state of our country. 
We do not for a moment hesitate in regarding the Bible cause as the ori- 
gin and cause of those religious movements which are taking place among 
the Roman Catholic population in various quarters of our country, and 
particularly in the Departments of Haute-Vienne, the Manche, the Yonne, 
Charente, and Lower-Charente. 

In closing, we recommend our cause to your Christian affection and 
prayers, and beg you, dear brother, to accept, both for yourself and for 
your honoured colleagues, the cordial assurance of our fraternal regard.

ENCOURAGING FROM SOUTH AMERICA. 


Rev. Stnc— Valparaiso, May 24th 1846. 
_ I sent a letter by private hand nearly a month since to Lima, hoping 
it might find a bearer for the rest of the way immediately. According 
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toa promise then made, I present an account of the use made of the 
copies of Scripture put under my care. The English were disposed of 
among seamen, going from vessels. One brig last week bought three 
Bibles and one Testament. The majority of the French Testaments were 
sold on board two vessels of war to the officers and men. Among the 
merchantmen I have not yet sold one. The Spanish found a very ready 
disposal. Mr. Wheelwright bought 15, a bookseller bought 12, nearly 30 
I sold from vessel to vessel to Spanish children and Peruvian and Colum- 
bian sailors. I have given away five; sent five down the coast, which 
were bought by a merchant at Quinque; the remainder I have disposed 
of ashore, occasionally stopping at a house, saying a few words, and offer- 
ing the history of Jesus Christ. And if at this hour I had 500 copies they 
could I think be quickly disposed of. Onone vessel 7 copies were bought. 
To. a servant woman in the house where I live, I gave a Testament. 
Often since then in the evening I have heard her reading it aloud to her 
old mother, and occasionally one or the other would speak out in approba- 
tion of the sentiment then read. Well, a day or two since she came and 
asked if I had any more, she wished to buy one for her brother who goes 
to sea, saying too she could not buy such books in this place. Afterwards 
she came again and wanted a Bible, and bought it also. One day I 
called at a house quite humble but neat, with a ground floor, and a few 
religious pictures hanging around a crucifix. I showed the volume, told 
the-woman what it was, and she bought, called again and sold another. 
Sold one to a youth, who in happy surprise ran to his house for the rials, 
soon returned and took the book. To-night I entered a shop and offered 
one to a woman, her husband came in, looked at and bought it, as soon as 
I explained what it was. 

I grieve to think my supply is exhausted ; but I hope not a vessel will 
be allowed to leave Baltimore, Boston, or New York after receipt of 
this without bringing me a full supply. A vessel in the regular trade, 
the Edward Everett, left here six weeks ago for Boston, and will be re- 
turning about that time, when, unless one starts still earlier, I shall look 
forthem. Freight to B. isa smallitem. Perhaps by that time the Lord 
of the vineyard will have raised up a labourer, a colporteur, to aid in the 
distribution. But then send the books, and they shall not lie idle and last 
long; I will, in want of aid, take them about myself. I have a helper 
in a Swedish sailor, converted in New York in a Bethel church, under Mr. 
C.; hisname is § ; is now captain of a schooner on the coast, and 
will take the Scriptures wherever he goes. Lest my former letters have 
miscarried, I will make out a list—Spanish Testaments, 250, and as many 
more as you choose; Gospels 100; 25 Bibles. F rench Testaments 60 large, 
30 small, and 10 Bibles. English, 100 English Testaments, some strong, 
and bound for schools; from 50 to 100 minion 12mo Bibles. German 
Testaments 75, Bibles 10; Swedish Testaments 50, and Bibles 10. Danish, 
Portuguese, Italian, 30 Testaments of each, and 2 or 3 Bibles. A few 
Russian Testaments, besides 10 English Bibles, Small pica, 8vo. And 1 
or 2 of the more elegant and larger copies may find purchasers ; I think 
they would, say royal 8vo. in calf or morocco. rm 

Farewell, my brother; in this good work may God guide and bless 


all our plans.

FROM MR. E. MILLsoM—A Bible Colporteur. 


, Lyons, March 7, 1846. 

If the religious revivals of moder times could be surely traced to 
their source, it would no doubt be as easy to prove that but few of them 
have taken place without the instrumentality of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, as it is easy to prove that no religious revival affords 
good grounds for rejoicing, unless the written word of God has been 
extensively disseminated. Both these remarks apply to the religious 
revival at Lyons, which, on more than one occasion, has experienced the 
kind sympathy of your Committee, without, perhaps, your being aware 
that the very first appearance of religious life in this place was called 
into existence by your Society. vir, Ls BOP, 7e 

Up to the year 1822 the Protestant community of this city was in the 
most deplorable spiritual condition, and both ministers and people were 
buried in one common sleep. The former preached a cold morality, 
which was listened to by the latter with even colder indifference. It 
was your Society which aroused both from their deadly torpor. In that 
year a case of the Holy Seriptures was forwarded by your Committee to 
Monsieur P., then Minister here, for dissemination by him. Insensible or 
indifferent to the precious gift, he consigned the case to apparent oblivion 
in the loft, immediately under the roof of his house, where its contents 
were exposed tothe dirt and damp generally found in such places. At 
that period the scarcity of the sacred volume in this city was very great 
indeed; and the descendant of an old Protestant family of the Cevennes, 
named M (from whom we have received these particulars,) being 
in want of a copy, after having sought in vain for a Bible at the Book- 
sellers’, enquired of Monsieur P. where he could obtain one. He was | 
directed to the above-mentioned loft, and told to help himself. He did | 
so; and although at that period very unenlightened as to the real value | 
of the Bible, he was grieved at the state in which he found such tum- 
bers of the Holy Scriptures, and their uselessness in Monsieur P.’s loft. 
The subject was impressed on his mind; and shortly after, having met 
with an account of the proceedings of your Society in some religious 
publication, he mentioned it to his Minister, who concurred in his 
observations, and advised him to endeavour to dispose of some of the 
volumes, which he consented to do. M soon discovered two other 
like-minded men, who united with him in his efforts, and who met, at 
stated periods, in prayer for a blessing om the good seed sown by them. 
Such was the commencement of the Bible Society of Lyons, and of the 
religious revival still continuing here. 

‘A Colporteur found a crowd of workmen, who had just terminated 
their day’s labour, assembled together at the door of a large manufactory. 
He made his way into the midst of them, with his New Testament in his 
hand. ‘A few words, accompanied with the blessing of the Almighty,’ 
said he to them, ‘may enable you to conclude the day ina pleasant man- 
ner.’ Every one stopped short, and regarded him with looks of surprise ; 
then, taking hold of his book, which they passed on from one to another, 
several exclaimed at once, ‘Oh, this is a book that we well know, we 
have it ourselves!’ ‘That is good news indeed; but what use do you 
make of it? A momentary silence prevailed, which was, however, in- 
terrupted by a young man, who declared that, for himself, he frequently 
read it, and had derived much happiness from it. . ‘How 7 inquired one of 
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the oldest workmen, who had recently come into that part of the country? 
‘Can this book confer happiness, and have I been hitherto. without it’ 
Be quick, Colporteur, and let me have a copy, for I, too, wish to be happy. 
On hearing this, the young man again observed, ‘Reflect, my friend, on 
what you are about to do. This book is not, perhaps, what you think it 
is. It says nothing of Mass, of Purgatory, or of Saints. No mention is 
made in it of purchasing heaven through payments made to the Priests, 
who, for a certainsum, will pardon all your sins. No, no; but it will 
teach you the religion of the primitive followers of Christ, and will tell 
you that Salvation, instead of being bought with silver and gold, can be 
obtained without any price by believing with the heart in the Saviour, Je- 
sus Christ, the Son of God. 


FROM THE REV. N. DAVIS. 


Tunis, May 17th, 1846. 

Ir will, [am sure, give you, and the friends of the Society, pleasure 
to hear some of the results of our labour of love. A few mouths ago a 
circumstance came under my notice, which I shall here transcribe from 
my journal. Ties 

About twenty years ago, a number of copies of the Hebrew New 
Testament were sent here, either by your Society, or by one of your 
Agents in the Mediterranean, to Mr. Oglander (now I believe Sir Richard), 
then British Consul-General at Tunis. He gave one to a Mr. Nigijar, 
who, having been at Paris, and taught Volney and other infidels the 
Arabic language, had imbibed their principles. Mr, N., on returning to 
his native country, was anxious to propagate his views amongst his 
brethren, and thought the New Testament at least calculated to unsettle 
them in their religious opinions. He therefore lent it to a certain Mr. 
Bishmoth with that intention. He perused it, but it had a different effect 
/ on him. Instead of making him what is falsely called liberal-minded, 
| he hecame seriously-minded ; for he saw there was no other way left him 
| but either to embrace the truth of the Gospel, or continue without peace 
| in this world, and without hope beyond the grave. “‘ After twenty days,”’ 
Mr. Nigjar himself told me, ‘‘B. returned with the Testament. I was sur- 
prised to find him in tears, and inavery agitated state of mind ; and. more 
| so still, when he exclaimed, ‘Is this the history of Jesus, who is so mis- 
represented by our Rabbies? I fully believe Him to have been the Mes- 
siah, and all predictions of a Messiah to be fulfilled.in Him. Our nation 
is in darkness, and will be so till they believe in Him.’ He called on 
me often, and brought me such wonderful. things from Moses ,and the 
| Prophets, as would greatly surprise you.” Mr.N. himself, has, through 
| the instrumentality of this man, been brought to a more serious state of 
mind. Both visit me. One is in his eighty-third year of age, and the 
other has passed seventy.

PROGRESS OF DISTRIBUTION. 


Tue demand for Bibles continues still very great, and we hear of distribu- 
tions going forward vigorously in Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Vermont, New York, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Georgia, Tennessee, Ala- 
bama, and in fact, in more or less counties in nearly every State and Ter- 
ritory. New Jersey is just entering on a supply, Somerset and Essex 
counties having set the example and invited the co-operation of others. 
There is too, more of system and thoroughness in these distributions than 
was usually found in former years. 

Theissues from the Depository in September were 75,355 Bibles and 
Testaments, and in October were 77,044. 

But it must be remembered, that while some counties in each State are 
engaged in this good work, there are others in a condition of excuseless 
torpor. Individuals in some of the large counties of Connecticut, N. York, 
and N. Jersey frequently call at the Bible House for books, because they 
can find none in their own region. We beg that thzs evil may be corrected.

From the Report of the Treasurer, it appears that since the last anniver- 
sary he has received in behalf of the Society, in donations and from sales 
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of books, $519 03, which, with the small balance of '75 cents then on hand, 
makes a total of $519 78. 

The amount paid out on account of books purchased, transportation on 
same, and contingent expenses, is $535 78—showing a balance against 
the treasury of $16. 

At the beginning of the year there were in the Depository 462 Bibles and 
158 Testaments, and during the year there have been added 1352 Bibles 
and 1469 Testaments—making the whole number at the disposal of the 
Board during the year, 1814 Bibles and 1627 Testaments. Of this num- 
ber, there have been donated and sold 1000 Bibles and 1022 Testaments, 
leaving now on hand 814 Bibles and 605 Testaments. Of the above 500 
Bibles and 500 Testaments have only came into the Depository within a 
few days, having been ordered in June last. 

The whole number issued from the Depository since the formation of 
the Society, now three years, is 5643 volumes, viz: of Bibles, 3373, and 
of Testaments, 2270. 

In the month of October last, the Rev. Thomas Stringfield was appoint- 
ed the agent of the American Bible Society for East ‘Tennessee, and has 
labored extensively within the bounds in which this Society has been oper- 
ating. He has effected much for the general cause, in organizing and re- 
viving Societies, but of the precise extent of his labours we are not informed. 
The Board, however, notice with pleasure the formation in this place, 
under his direction, of the Young Ladies’ Bible Society, designed to supply 
Sabbath Schools with the Scriptures. This Society, though possessed of 
but limited means, has furnished a number of Bibles and Testaments to 
Sabbath Schools, and from the experiment already made, the Board ex- 
press the opinion, that if the Society is sustained, it is calculated to do 
great good; for, as was suggested in our last Report, “in many parts of 
the country Sabbath Schools would be established, had the children means 
of getting books; and in other parts, where schools are already in success- 
ful operation, Bible classes would be formed were it not for the want of 
Bibles.” The Board would therefore heartily recommend this interesting 
Society to the favour and patronage of the benevolent. 

Quite a number of Bibles and Testaments have been sold and donated 
to Societies and individuals in other counties. This circumstance, to- 
gether with the fact that some of the old Societies have been reorganized, 
evinces, we think, a greater interest in the subject of Bible distribution the 
past year than in years previous; and the Board feel encouraged to hope, 
that the day is not far distant when they shall be enabled to record the ac- 
complishment of the supply of East Tennessee with the Scriptures. 

A pleasant incident in the labours of the past year occurred in the month 
of June last, in furnishing about 350 Testaments (labelled with the name 
of this Society) to the volunteers then about leaving this place to join our 
army in Texas. It was gratifying to the gentlemen who walked along the 
lines to present the books, as well as the hundreds of interested spectators 
who witnessed the scene, to observe the civil and courteous manner with 
which the troops received the precious volume ; and although the distribu- 
tion was thought by a few individuals to be a useless labour, yet without 
stopping to trace the brave men who so cheerfully received them, through 
the events of hardship and danger which await them in their country’s 


service, your Board, satisfied to scatter the good seed and leave the result 


to Him in whose han 
blessing upon the effort.

THE BIBLE AMONG SEAMEN. 


I have distributed during the past month, 300 Bibles and Testaments in 
English, Spanish, German, Italian, Swedish and Danish. My visits among 
the shipping and the boarding houses have been kindly received by the 
seamen. 

3d May. Visited in the vicinity of the Mariner’s Church, distributing 
the Scriptures to the destitute, and inviting seamen to the sanctuary. My 
yisit was a cheering one, the Scriptures and Tracts were thankfully recei- 
ved. At a house in James street, a sailor in reply to the question, have 
you a Bible? said, “I have, and trust I love it, and it rejoices my heart to 
see you engaged in this good work; I wish I had some money for the 
cause.’? 

4th. A sailor called at the office and purchased two Bibles to give away. 
I told him to call when he saw an opportunity to do good with the Scrip- 
tures, whether he had money or not. He replied, “having experienced, 
as I trust, a rich blessing from the word of God, I esteem it a privilege to 
give it to others.” 

12th. An old pilgrim of nearly four-score called for the Scriptures. He 
loves God’s word I am sure, for whenI gave him a copy of the Testament 
and Psalms, his eyes filled with tears as he said, “‘ May Heaven’s richest 
blessings rest upon you.’’ 

17th. Visited the sailors’ boarding houses and supplied several destitute 
seamen with the Scriptures. Tracts in different languages were also dis- 
tributed and thankfully received. A gentleman from the country closely 
watched my movements. I approached him and said, my friend, what 
can I do for you? Handing him a tract which he readily accepted, he 
expressed an interest in our labours, handed me a small donation for the 
ee and accepted my invitation to accompany me to the Mariner’s 

urch. 

20th. Visited and supplied a ship from Canton with the Scriptures. They 
expected to sail in a few hours and were very busy, still the mate took 
me into his room and showed me a Bible presented by his mother, which 
he called a “treasure.” I expressed the hope that he would treasure it 
up in his heart. 

22d. Visited among the emigrants, mostly sick, who generally refused 
the Scriptures. . One remarked “we want nothing to do with that Bible ;”? 
another said, “‘Luther and Calvin corrupted your Bible.” ‘ 

Finding it impossible to supply them with the Bible I thought I would 
see what effect a few of its leading truths would have on their minds, and 
accordingly began to tell them, in familiar language, the way of salva- 
tion by faith in Jesus Christ. Their whole demeanor changed from an 
attitude of hostility to respectful attention, and:as I unfolded truth after 
truth their interest increased, till one near me took off his hat and looking 
up to Heaven exclaimed, “blessed be God,” or words to that effect. At 
an emigrant house in Whitehall street sold a Bible and Testament at cost. 

23d. Visited among the sailor boarding houses, sold one Bible and gave 
away four Testaments to the destitute. . 

30th. A sailor boy and three seamen called for the Scriptures, &c. One 
of them purchased a Bible and remarked, “That boy would like one but 
he is unable to purchase it. He is an orphan; his father was a sailor and 
was lost at sea, and his mother has several children to support.” I need 
scarcely add that the privilege of dispensing your bounty under such cir- 
cumstances affords me much pleasure.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY, IN 
MASSACHUSETTS. 
Lowell, June 3, 1846. 


In presenting this the First Annual Report of the Executive Committee 
of the Middlesex County Bible Society, it isdeemed sufficient to state the 
measures which have been adopted, with their results, as far as those re- 
sults are known, and to offer those suggestions which have arisen from the 
experience of the year regarding future plans and operations. 

Upon commencing their duties the Committee found their work so dis- 
tinetly laid out by the votes adopted at the organization of the Society, as 
to leave them in no doubt as to the line of action to be pursued. 

’ These votes give to this organization a specific design, and indicate the 
ee in which it was to be accomplished. They are in the following 
words: 


1. Resolved, That, in the opinion of this meeting, the present distribu- 
tion of the Bible in this Country imperiously demands, as the most effec- 
tual method of supplying it, that the contributions which may in future 
be made in this Country for distributing the Sacred Scriptures, should be 
made through the County Society. 

2. Resolved, That the Executive Committee be authorized and request- 
ed to employ, as soon as it may be done, a competent person to visit all 
the towns in the County, to solicit contributions by preaching and in oth- 
er ways, and to supply every family, if practicable, by sale or by gratu- 
itous distribution, with the Word of God. 


The work thus assigned them the Committee have sought to perform as 
expeditiously and as economically as was consistent with fulfilling, in any 
considerable degree, the benevolent views and intentions of the Society. 

Although, while acting under these instructions the Committee have not 
regarded themselves as assuming any pecuniary responsibility, yet this 
subject has been from the first one of careful and anxious deliberation. 
In religious and charitable operations more, if possible, than any where 
else, should a cautious foresight be adopted to guard against the possibil- 
ity of a failure to meet every pecuniary engagement, It would be an 
unfortunate feature in an effort to disseminate the Bible, if it should be 
deficient in one of the cardinal virtues which that volume inculcates, 
With something less than two hundred dollars at the Society’s command, 
the entering upon a project expected to require an outlay of some twen- 
ty-five hundred dollars, seemed at first a hazardous step. Embarrassment 
on this point was inereased by the circumstance that the meeting for or- 
ganizing the Society was a small one, representing the County but imper- 
fectly, although not very unequally, in respect to the portions of it in 
which the members of that meeting resided, The project of soliciting 
in advance pecuniary pledges from responsible persons in different towns 
in the County was suggested, but seemed to be beset with difficulties, 
Upon conference with gentlemen in different parts of the County, and 
upon learning the success which had attended a similar effort in the 
Counties of Plymouth, Norfolk and Bristol, the Committee were satisfied 
that the good feeling of the County of Middlesex, the Christian and phi- 
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lanthropic spirit of our citizens, taken in connection with the peculiar 
character and objects of our undertaking, furnished the best security for 
the meansof executing it. The endeavour to circulate and to promote the 
reading of the Word of God by means to which none could take excep- 
tions, especially to supply the destitute poor'among us who might be de- 
sirous of obtaining them, with the treasures of eternal truth and life, the 
Committee were confident would enlist at once the sympathies of all good 
people of nearly every religious sect, and command, without risk of fail- 
ure, the pecuniary means of carrying it into execution. There was, 
moreover, reason for believing that the contributions made in some single 
years for the Bible cause within this County did not fall very far short of 
the amount needed for this work. If those contributions could be turned 
into the treasury of this Society, the requisite funds, it was believed, 
would be ensured. Evidences of deplorable destitution in nearly all our 
towns were so palpable, and the claims of the poor or of the indifferent, 
in our own neighborhoods and at our own doors, are so obviously para- 
mount to those of any and all others, that the Committee could not view 
themselves either as fulfilling the trust committed to them, or as showing 
a proper and reasonable confidence in the good sense and Christian feeling 
of the Country, in hesitating, despite of the somewhat formidable pecu- 
niary responsibility of the undertaking, to commence and to prosecute it | 
as vigorously as circumstances would allow. 
On looking around for a suitable person to act as their agent, the atten- 
tion of the Committee was early directed to the Rev. Calvin Wolcott, of 
Quincy, who had just completed the exploration and supply of the Coun- 
ties of Norfolk, Plymouth and Bristol. The testimonials of his fidelity 
and success in those Counties were ample; and it was deemed no incon- 
siderable object to secure the services of one who, having been long in | 
the work, could bring to our aid the benefits of an experimental familiar- 
ity with all its details. An agreement was accordingly made with him 
to perform the same work in this County, and to receive six hundred dol- 
lars per annum during the time thus spent, together with his traveling 
expenses. He was authorized to furnish himself witha suitable equipage, 
to hire an assistant, and to purchase of the American Bible Society, Bibles 
and Testaments, of various qualities and prices, in such quantities and at 
such times as might be found necessary, on the credit of this Society. He 
was instructed to visit, as far as practicable, every family in the County, 
inviting them to purchase, if disposed, at cost, and supplying, gratuitous- 
ly, such families as might be found destitute and too indigent to purchase, 
though desirous to own and disposed to read the Sacred Scriptures. The 
extreme cheapness of these books, together with their superior quality, it 
was believed, would lead many to purchase copies offered at their doors, 
who would not have thought of going or sending for them to a bookstore. 
Many, it was hoped, would purchase them as gifts for their children, 
friends, or domestics, and many, too, for their own use, on learning their 
very reduced prices, compared with that commonly demanded by the 
book trade. The increased circulation of the Sacred Scriptures in this 
way is no inconsiderable object. It is eminently desirable, not only that 
a copy of the Bible should be found in every family, but that every mem- 
ber of every family who can read should have one of his own. ‘The ex- 
pectations of the Committee, regarding this department of their agent’s 
duty have been fully realized. 6,281 Bibles and Testaments have been 
sold at cost. If the increase of biblical reading shall correspond at all 
with the increased number of copies in the County, this single result will, 
it is believed, compensate the labours of the year. ° 
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In the department of gratuitous distribution, much was necessarily in- 
trusted to the agent’s discretion. In the gratuities of the Society are in- 
cluded the sales under cost to those who were disposed to purchase, and 
felt themselves able to pay something, though not the full price. In such 
cases, as well as where the grant was wholly gratuitous, it was necessarily 
left to his judgment to determine to whom and in what measure the 
charities of the Society should be shown. He has never bestowed them | 
without satisfying himself that they would be properly used, and has com- 
monly sought to obtain a promise of the daily perusal of a portion suffi- 
cient to complete the whole ina year. Alike for the benefit of the recei- 
vers of the books, and out of regard for the resources of the Society, the 
largest amount, which they felt thmselves able to pay, though it might be 
small compared with the cost of the book, has been sought to be obtain- 
ed: the payment of twenty-five or fifty cents of a copy, though it be 
worth twice or three times that amount, being at least some evidence of 
a desire to possess it, and a pledge of its being valued, preserved, and 
more orless read. That none of them will remain unread, would be too 
much to hope. Some waste is to be calculated upon in every scheme of 
charitable effort. And if only one copy in five thus given should be dili- 
gently read, and that one should produce its appropriate results, this charity 
will not have failed, beyond the common lot, to fulfil its useful aims. 

Appended to this Report is an accurate statement of the amount of gratu- 
ities bestowed in each town: the aggregate cost being six hundred and thir- 
ty eight dollars, and the number of copies given or sold under cost, seven- 
teen hundred and eighty-nine. Twelve hundred families were found 
destitute of a complete copy of the Bible. Three hundred of these were 
Roman Catholics, most of whom declined receiving it. Four hundred 
families destitute of any portion of the Bible have been supplied. The 
whole number visited, is twenty-one thousand three hundred and forty. 

The collections made by Mr. Wolcott, amount to eight hundred and fifty- 
nine dollars and fifty-four cents. A particular statement of the contribu- | 
tions received by him from each congregation will be found in one of the 
papers appended to this Report. 

By the Treasurer’s account it appears that after all the money now in his 
hands shall have been paid over, there will be standing against us a bal- 
ance of five hundred and eighty-five dollarsand thirty-two centsdue tothe | 
American Bible Society. The Committee would urge the importance of 
discharging this debt at the earliest possible moment, and with the view 
they suggest to the pastors of churches of all denominations friendly to our 
purposes, the desirableness of a vigorous effort to raise the annual contri- 
butions for the Bible cause in their respective congregations to as higha 
point as possible, and at as early a period in the year as may be consistent 
with their respective plans of benevolent effort. The Committee are per- 
suaded that the debt may be extinguished during the present year without 
difficulty. And they rely upon the pastors of the churches and the friends 
of the Bible to continue their exertions in behalf of this Society, as the 
surest and most efficient way of aiding in the great work of giving the 
Bible to the whole world. The surplus funds, after paying these arreara- 
ges will, unless otherwise disposed of, go to the Parent Society to increase 
its resources for foreign distribution. : AJ 

It should not be forgotten, moreover, that with a population increasing 
as rapidly as ours, the work of exploration and supply ought to be resu- 
med within three or four years; and if asmali fund could be accumulated 
to start upon, it would serve to encourage the renewal of these efforts. In 
the first survey of the County, the Society has but entered upon the work 
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which it was instituted to perform. It must be renewed and re-renewed, 
as fast as the wants of the County require. The presumption is, that one 
visitation will hardly have been effected, and its expenses defrayed, before 
another will be needed; and that, partly by reason of the rapid multipli- 
cation of the destitute poor, and partly because the more the Bible is read 
the greater will the demand for it become. ere 

Providential indications point very clearly to the diffusion every where 
of the Word of God, as the great Christian duty of ourtimes. Never, per- 
haps, was the divine authority of the Sacred Scriptures more insiduously 
assailed. Never was it more incumbent upon us to assert and defend the 
right and duty of every man to have and to read the Scriptures, and to judge 
as to their meaning, responsible to God only for the correctness of his opin- 
ions. On this volume we profess to rely as authoritative on all subjects of 
religious doctrine and duty, as our great source of consolation under afflic- 
tions and sorrows, and of courage and hope inthe hour of death. Toit we 
look as our only safe guide to immortal life and glory. Here, too, we find 
the charter of our civil privileges. And on the instruction of the masses 
of our population in its truths, and their sympathy with its spirit, must we 
depend asthe bulwark of our security against anarchy, confusion and so- 
cialruin. The claims of philanthropy and charity here coincide with a 
due regard to our most precious and sacred interests and hopes. Let us 
then spare no reasonable effort to extend, as far as we may, the opportuni- 
ty and the disposition to study the oracles of heavenly truth, as the best 
service which we can render to our own land, and the surest means of es- 
tablishing the dominion of righteousness, truth and love, thoughout the 
whole earth.

BIBLE FOR THE ARMENIANS. 


Constantinople, June 13, 1846. 

Dear Str:—We have the satisfaction of informing you that the printing 
of the Old Testament.Scriptures in the modern Armenian language, about 
which we wrote you May 13th of last year, is now actually in progress. 
It is our purpose to publish the first edition in parts, following each other 
in the order of the Books—the first part to contain the five books of Moses; 
and each part to be bound separately and sent forth to the people as soon 
as it isready. The advantages of this plan are, that it will secure to the 
Armenians the privilege of reading, at least portions of the Old Testament 
Scriptures very soon, while, on the other plan, they would be obliged to 
wait along time for the whole to be completed, and it will also enable us 
to receive and profit by any criticisms on the translation that may be offer- 
ed, so as to be better prepared to bring out the whole Bible together when- 
ever the proper time shallcome. In the present state of the Armenian 
mind, we feel confident that these separate portions of the word of God 
will be eagerly sought for, and profitably read ; and we cannot but congrat- 
ulate you that you are called by the Providence of God, thus to furnish the 
Word of God to those who are truly hungering for the “bread of life.” 
The present is a most eventful period in the history of the Reformation 
among the Armenians in this country. 

A considerable number of the evangelical portion of this community 
have recently been cut off by excommunication and anathema from their 
own church; and they, with many others who are ready to join them, will 
soon organize themselves into a new church, of a simple New Testament 
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character. Much and sincerely as we have wished that this reformation 
might extend its influence over the whole Armenian community in sucha 
manner that, without rupture, the entire church might be regenerated ; it 
is vain to hope any longer for such a result. The rupture has been made 
by the Patriarch himself who has attempted, by the most violent meth- 
ods, to separate from the body all who in his view were tainted with her- 
esy. We do not entertain a doubt that what has thus been permitted by 
Providence will result in the highest good to the true church of Christ in this 
land. And in the mighty work of reformation which is going forward 
here, analagous in its character to that which took place in Europe in the 
16th century, the American Bible Society is called to take a conspicuous 
part. The evangelical Armenians are eminently Bible Christians. They 
search the Scriptures daily and studiously, and we may add, prayerfully ; 
referring every thing to this one infallible standard, and apparently desi- 
ring only to know what is the revealed will of God on whatever may be 
the subject of their inquiries. The New Testament they have had in 
their own native tongue for some years past, through the assistance of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society; the translation of the last edition hav- 
ing been made under the critical supervision of Mr. Adger. To the Old 
Testament in Armeno-Turkish, translated in like manner by Mr. Goodell, 
they also have access. But although this last has been of immense use to 
multitudes, and will always continue to be, still it can never preclude the 
necessity of a translation into the modern Armenian language. Weneed 
not dwell upon this subject, however, since it was fully presented to you 
in our last annual communication. 

The printing of the second edition of the Hebrew-Spanish Old Testament, 
translated by Mr. Schauffler, is now going on in Smyrna under your auspi- 
ces, and has already advanced to Exodus. A new power press has been 
obtained from England with special reference to this work, which will 
media Lt proceed much more rapidly in future than it has hitherto 

one. 

The edition of the Hebrew-Spanish Pentateuch lately published by your 
funds, at Vienna, hasnearly all been received here, and is now being cir- 
culated successfully. It is eagerly sought for by all classes, rabbis as well 
as others. 

You have already been written to by Mr, Shauffler more than once, in 
reference to the publication of the Old Testament in the Hebrew-German 
language, and we earnestly hope that we shall soon receive encourage- 
ment from you to proceed with this work, 

We have had six book agents employed during the year past in selling 
and otherwise distributing our publications, among which the Scriptures 
will hold a most important place. One of these individuals has a shop in 
Constantinople, and the others are itinerating agents, who go about dis- 
tributing books, and, as occasions offer, orally making known the gospel, 
either in the different quarters of the capitol or in the interior. One of 
them has recently visited Beyroot and Jerusalem, having been at the lat- 
ter place during the time of Easter, when the City issure to be filled with 
strangers from all parts of the country, Owing to the opposition of the 
Patriarch, however, he was not able to see many of the people. 

The persecution has, for the time being, suspended almost entirely the 
sale of books, though not their distribution. 

You wil] be gratified to learn that during the past year the evangelical | 
Armenians formed among themselves a Bible Society, though with a 
somewhat different plan from yours. The object of this Society was, first 
of all, to procure the preparation and publication of a complete commen- 
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tary on the whole Bible in the Armenian language. The Missionaries 
were requested to prepare the commentary in English, and a translator 
from among themselves was employed, at their own expense, to put it 
into Armenian. Much zeal wasmanifested, and allsubscribed cheerfully 
to the object according to their ability. It was the intention of the soci- 
ety after the commentary should be completed, to devote itself to the 
circulation of the Word of God. The persecution, however, by throwing 
most of the evangelical Armenians out of employment, has caused a sus- 
pension in the operations of this infant Society, though we confidently be- 
lieve that it will soon be again in successful operation. It is an humble 
beginning, but it promises large results.

SOCIETY, CONTAINING A LETTER FROM THEIR AGENT, MR. B. BARKER. 


Smyrna, Aug. 8, 1846. 

I nave before me your very kind Letter in answer to mine of the 15th 
of May, and am pleased to find, by the Resolution therein enclosed, that 
a thousand Hebrew Bibles were to be forwarded to the Constantinople 
dépot. I have just received a few from Malta, but they will go buta very 
little way towards satisfying the pressing demands for these Scriptures. 
The Annual Report of our Society has not yet reached me; but I was 
much gratified with the Speeches which I first saw in the Record, and 
afterwards in the Monthly Extracts of our Society. Itis really delightful 
and encouraging to witness the immense labours of the Society, and how 
wonderfully they have been supported by funds, in times so critical, when 
the crisis in England rendered cash so scarce. It has thrown astonish- 
ment into the circles of wordly-minded persons, and grateful acknowl- 
edgments into those who view,the labours of our Society as going forth with 
the blessing of Him whose revealed word is promulgated. What you say 
respecting the Sultan of this realm is perfectly correct. He deals not in 
vain words ; for when circumstances occur, he shows by deeds that he is 
sincere, when he declares that he has his people’s welfare and hap- 
Bie at heart. To exemplify this, I will relate to you what lately took 
place. 

A number of Protestant Armenians (for those who read and follow the 
Scriptures are now openly denominated Protestants) were sadly persecu- 
ted at Erzerom by the Armenian Bishop of that place; so much so, that 
one of them at last took the bold resolution of going to Constantinople, 
and complaining to the Sultan of their cruel position. He applied to Mr. 
Consul Brant for a letter of good conduct, which, it appears, he was fully 
entitled to, for he obtained it readily ; and, simply with this document, he 
proceeded to the Capital, and found means to lodge his complaints against 
the persecutor of himself and brethren. This affair was duly taken into 
consideration, and the result has been that he was furnished with a puis- 
sant firman for the Pacha of Erzerom, with special orders to see that 
there was none molested in consequence of their religious opinions, and 
that all were at liberty to follow the dictates of their conscience in spir- 
itual things. Nothing has reached us as yet of what was adjusted in con- 
sequence of the Bishop’s conduct, but the least must have been a severe 
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reprimand, and no doubt strictly enjoined to take great care how he com- 

ported himself henceforward towards those who differed with them on 

religious points. This has so elated the Protestant Armenians at Constan- 
| tinople, who are now become numerous, that they are devising the means 
| of shaking off the shackles of their Church, and forming one independent | 
| of it, founded entirely on the Scriptures. In order to arrive at this they | 
_ must induce the Government to accept and acknowledge a representative 
| of their own, in lieu of their present Patriarch, as the Roman-Catholics 
| have done. All this is most encouraging for our work, and all Missionary 
labours, and when generally known, people will take courage, and apply 
to the study of the Scriptures, fearless of any persecution from the Tur- 
| kish Government. and even of their own Priests. 

I know not whether I ought to attribute it to the foregoing circumstan- 
ces, but the fact is, thatI have since sold in Smyrna 150 Bulgarian New 
Testaments, when before I could not dispose of a dozen copies durmg the 
year. We are perfectly well pursuaded that the Lord’s word will “not 
return unto him void ;?? yet it is pleasing and refreshing when we see any- 
where this prophecy accomplished. I have been informed, by my Amer- 
ican Missionary friends, that ina village near the town of Nicomedia, a 
| congregation of Protestant Armenians have sprung up who have the 
| Scriptures for their rule of faith. No Missionary has ever been amongst 
them excepting the Missionary of Missionaries—the Bible. They have 
suffered much by persecution, and were driven to the necessity of con- 
gregating in the fields to carry on their Public Worship. On one of these 
occasions they were attacked with stones, which they calmly took up, and 
| went and deposited them at the Governor’s feet, demanding protection 
| and redress, which, I am happy to say, were granted them. We have not 
heard lately how these poor persecuted followers of the Gospel are get- 
ting on; but as the Sultan’s wishes in such matters are clearly and forci- 
bly demonstrated, we have reason to hope that all goes on well with them 
now. 

Whilst writing the above, most interesting news has reached us from 
Aleppo. The American Missionaries write from thence, that in the town 
of Antal there exists at least 200 Evangelical Christians, formerly of the 
Armenian Church, and many more to the north of that place, dispersed in 
different villages. The Armenian Patriarch has most solemnly excom- 
municated them, but to no purpose, for more are daily added to their 
numbers. They call the Patriarch’s proceedings very unjust in driving 
them from their Church because they read and follow the precepts of our 
Lord and Saviour. This good work has been wholly wrought by their 
reading the Scriptures, for no Missionary has ever been amongst them. 
When at Aleppo, many years back, I forwarded a good many Armenian 
New Testaments in this direction, and even as far as Arab-Kiser; and I 
then mentioned how anxious the Armenians were to possess the Scerip- 
tures, and with what avidity they were read by those of that nation resi- 
ding at Aleppo. Those books, and others sent since to those wild dis- 
| tricts, have brought about this delightful change amongst them. They 
have been writing most earnestly to Beyrout, requesting that a Missionary 
may be sent to them. Now that liberty of conscience has been proclaim- 
_ ed, the fruit of the good seed sown becomes manifest, and the Committee 
| will find that their many years’ labour of love has not been in vain. 


SINGULAR HISTORY OF A BIBLE. 
The American Bible Society received afew years’ since a valuable 
Folio Manuscript Bible in ancient Syriac, from the late excellent Dr. Grant 
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Misionary to Nestorians of the mountains. At the suggestion of the Dr, 
some half dozen copies of the English Bible, (one bound in red morocco, 
gilt,) were sent to him to be presented to the Patriarch and some of the 
Bishops and Clergy, whom he named. 


From the last Missionary Herald we give a few extracts, which will 
show the history, thus far, of the Patriarch’s Bible. May it yet prove the 
sword of the Spirit to its dark and cruel possessor. 


Visit to Messrs. Wright and Breath to Bader Khan Bey. 


Ir was stated in a letter of Mr. Perkins, published in the September 
Herald, that Doct. Wright had been urgently requested by Bader Khan 
Bey to make him a professional visit. ‘This request was communicated to 
Doct. Wright by Yahyah Khan, Governor of Oroomiah, to whom the wish- 
es of the Chief of Buhtan were made known, by Noor Ali Khan, the Hak- 
kary Chief, residing at Julamerk. Wishing to do all in their power for the 
introduction of the gospel among the Nestorians of the mountains, the 
mission decided that it was expedient that the visit should be made. Mr. 
Breath was requested to accompany Doct. Wright. They took with them 
deacon Tamo, a mountaineer, who has long been in the employment of 
the mission, and who has recently become hopefully pious, and deacon 
Yoosuph, an assistant in the medical department. The present commu- 
Beason giving an account of their joumey, has been prepared by Doct. 

right. 

The party left Oroomiah, May 4. The following night was spent in an 
encampment of Koords, situated near the road side. In the morning they 
proceeded to the fort of Ali Aga, a Koordish Chief, who resides on the 
frontier of Koordistan. Here they spent the day, hospitably entertained 
by the Chief, 

Having crossed a high range of mountains, Messrs. Wright and Breath 
reached Hoshgan, a small Koordish village, where they spent the night. 
The next day being rainy, they rode only two hours, when they stopped 
till the following morning at a place called “Four Churches.” "This vil 
lage was once inhabited by Nestorians; now, however, only one poor fa- 
mily remains. The succeeding night was spent at Kermé. In the ‘even- 
ing the villagers came in and filled the room occupied by the travellers. 
The Scriptures were read and expounded ; and after Messrs, Wright and 
Breath had sought the repose which they needed, deacon Tamo, in another 
room, continued to urge repentance upon his little audience, 

“We were detained at Julamerk thirteen days, it being reported that 
the mountains beyond were still covered with snow, and that it would be 
impossible for us to pass them for some time to come, We were the 
guests of the Chief, and spent the time in pleasant intercourse with the 
inmates of the castle. We were visited by many Nestorians from Diss, 
Tehoma, and other districts; from whom we obtained much information 
in relation to the condition of the people in those parts. 

The last three days of our stay at Julamerk, the Chief was at home. 
He treated us in a very friendly manner, At first his bearing towards us 
was rather haughty, for he is naturally very proud ; but before we left, he 
became as familiar and kind as we could wish. We were sitting with 
him one night, a large number of guests and most of the Hakkary nobility 
being present, when, having heard of a little pocket Bible of mine which 
he wished to see, he remarked that he had a splendid book, which he ors 
dered to be brought for us to look at. It was brought in and handed ta

us; and you may imagine our surprise when, upon opening the volume, 
the first thing that met our eyes, was the following, “ Presented to Mar 
Shimon, Patriarch of the Nestorians, by the American Bible Society,” 
signed by J.C. Brigham. It isa beautifully bound book, got up in the first 
style of art, and excites the admiration of all who see it. The chief said 
that he valued it very highly, and that he was taking lessons in it; the lat- 
ter assertion being of course false, as he has no one near him who knows 
anything of the English lancuage. He asked the price of it; and when 
we told him what we supposed it cost, he said he would not take that for 
the cover. It was not the time or place, of course, to inquire into the his- 
tory of that sacred volume; but we were at no joss to know that it fell 
into the hands of the Koordish Chief in the sacking of Diss, and was 
by him transferred from the patriarchal mansion in that district to his 
castle in Julamerk. Blessed volume! How. changed thy situation! 
Once loved and honored in Christian America for thy precious contents ; 
but now a prisoner in a strong castle in the heart of Koordistan, and hon- _ 
ored too, but mainly for the gilt and beauty of thy cover!”

PROGRESS OF DISTRIBUTION. 


Ir must still be borne in mind that at the last Anniversary of the So- 
ciety, the following important Resolutions were adopted : 


Resolved, That from the destitution of the Sacred Scriptures which is — 


found still to exist in all our states and territories, and from the unprece- 
dented growth of our population, it is the conviction of this Society, that 
there should be a great enlargement in its home operations; that there 
should be prepared and circulated the coming year, not less than 750,000 
Bibles and Testaments, and 1,000,000 copies of the same the succeed- 
ing year. 

= eealbeah That the Local Auxiliaries, the Life Directors, Members, and 
Agents of the Society, be invited and entreated to co-operate with the Pa- 
rent Board in carrying the proposed needful measure into effect, in a sys- 
tematic and thorough manner. 

These resolutions were adopted under a deep impression that the friends 
of the Society would come short of their duty, by any less distribution than 
that proposed. There was, too, an amount of zeal and determination a 
ifested by the members, which seemed to warrant that the terms of the 
resolution would be fully carried out. 

We have now come to the close of the third quarter of the year, and it 
should be known how the proposed work stands. We willstate, therefore, 
that in these first nine months, there have been called for, and issued 
504,590 Bibles and Testaments, leaving 245,410 copies still to be called for 
by the first of April, when the accounts of the Society close. 

Shall this remaining number be put in circulation, and if so, by whom ? 
To the northern interiour auxiliaries, books cannot well be sent, as internal 
navigation will not be open. But this class of auxiliaries have now a con- 
siderable supply, ordered the last autumn, and we are happy to hear 
that in many instances a thorough distribution is in progress, of which, 
account will be given at the next anniversary. But the societies in 
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New Jersey, Delawate, Maryland and all those south and south west of 
these states can now be reached, and the winter is the time for efforts in 
that quarter. oe 

And it is a matter for thankfulness, that in more or less eounties, in 
most of these states referred to, measures are in train for a thorough dis- 
tribution. In Somerset, Essex, Morris and Warren counties in New Jer- 
sey the object of supply is taken up in earnest. So it might be said of 
several counties in Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Kentucky, where books have been called for. In South 
Carolina we hear, an agent is about to be employed with a view of a tho- 
rough state exploration. . 

Our earnest desire is, that other auxiliaries may, without delay, enter on 
the same blessed work, thus causing many a destitute household to rejoice 
in receiving the Word, and also the friends of the Bible to rejoice when 
they assemble in May next, in finding their resolution for the first year 
carried into effect. 

It must be stated here that while the distributions of this year thus far, 
have greatly increased, compared with the previous year, it has not been 
so in regard to funds, they have rather diminished. No less than $14,000 
are now due for paper, besides unredeemed pledges to the foreign field, 
Funds are now greatly wanted. Will the auxiliaries remit, as fast as they

FRANK COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY REPORT. 


The late Report of this Society is so important that we make exten- 
sive extracts. 


The committee appointed by the “ Franklin County Bible Society,” 
at its last anniversary to carry into effect a resolution then adopted with 
reference to the Bible distribution in the county, would respectfully sub- 
mit the following Report: 

It was not without solicitude, that the committee entered upon arrange- 
ments for the work with which they were entrusted. 

he resolution authorizing it was sufficiently explicit as to the work to 
be done, but the method of doing it was not so fully settled. 

One or two agents were to be employed. Personally, or by voluntary 
distributors under their direction, the Bible was to be carried to every 
family. In engaging two agents, the committee were influenced by the 
reasons, that neither of the two were willing to undertake the whole labour, 
and that much inconvenience as well as additional expense would neces- 
sarily attend such an arrangement. 

The agents employed were the Rev. Messrs. Colburn and Thompson. 
The former laboured thirteen weeks, the latternine anda half weeks; the 
time spent by each very accurately corresponding with the amount of pop- 
ulation in their fields. 

With iheygebonrs, as with those of Mr. Wm Elliot, through whom they 
received supplies from the Parent Society, the committee would express 
the highest satisfaction. 

The agents were instructed to carry the Bible, or cause it to be carried, 
to every family, and to every individual. They were to urge the princi- 
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ple that all, every child even, who can read, should possess it as his own. 
Those destitute and unable to purchase were to be supplied gratuitously. | 
This liberty of gratuitous distribution, however, was carefully guarded by 
the committee, and as carefully exercised by the agents. The few instan- 
ces in which it was too freely used, were with voluntary distributors.— 
There have been distributed in the county, 1381 Bibles and 2863 Testa- 
ments, making the whole number of Bibles and Testaments 4224. Of 
these there were sold to the amount of $1194 82, given to the amount of 
$90 02, making the sum total by gift and sale $1284 84. 

The agents in their reports express the conviction, that the time had 
fully come for a re-supply of the county. And this also appears, not only 
from the amount distributed, but from the fact, that 107 Protestant fami- 
lies were destitute of the Bible. 

Only two, of the twenty-six towns in the county, were without family 
destitutions; and in these were individual wants almost as important to be 
supplied. . 

For the most part the destitute were in indigent circumstances. Some, 
however, from mere indifference and neglect were without the Bible ; and 
would probably have long continued without it, but for the timely visit of 
the agent. One family of six members all of whom could read, were 
without “a single leaf of the Old Testament or the New.” And whether 
looking upon a single family—or gathering the many thus found destitute 
into one sad view we feel that the time had fully come for engaging anew 
in the work of Bible distribution in the county. 


The agents also bear witness to. the happy influence of the work, in 
turning the attention of the community more strongly to the word of God: 
One of them remarks thus— During the week in which a town was being 
visited, the Bible, and the agency were the topic of general conversation. 
In taverns, stores, and other places of public resort, as well as in the fam; 
ily circle, the subject of the Bible distribution came up, to say the least as 
a prominent subject of remark.” 

Another fact, and one of grateful interest has been developed. Not- 
withstanding all adverse influences, there still appears in the mass of the 
community, a deep-seated reverence for the Holy Scriptures. In this we 
rejoice. Itshows that atheism and its kindred abominations, are strangers 
here. It shows that ‘mental emancipation’’—a phrase used or rather 
abused to mean, independence of God’s government, and full license to 
scoff at every thing pure and holy, finds little material corrupted enough 
for its debasing designs. S é ai 

The sentiment, that a family without the Bible is rapidly becoming a 
heathen family, is acknowledged, and felt. Many shrink from exposure. 
They too often show their great need of the: Holy Bible, by the wicked 
evasions to which they resort, rather than confess themselves without it. 

“ Qecasionally,” says one of the agents, ““we have met with a har- 
dened and bold blasphemer, who would speak contemptuously of the word 
of God. But such instances have been exceedingly rare. When they 
have occurred, the expressions of amazement and almost of horror, which 
they have called forth on every hand, only showed that such persons were 
looked upon by the mass, as monsters of impiety.” 

A few poison drops of infidelity have indeed fallen. The most har-.- 
dened sceptic might be crimsoned with shame, as he looks upon the sad 
results. A woman—a mother too, with a rising family around her, “wish- 
ed to have no Testaments left for her children.”” She would have “no 


more Bibles about her.’’ 
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Let mothers think of this, and bless God in their own and their chil- 
dren’s behalf, that the curse of infidelity has not fallen upon their hearts. 

An aged man of ninety years, “did not want a Bible, but a story book,” 
that is,a novel. Let novel readers ponder this result of a depraved taste. 
A passion engendered in youth, now clinging to the very extreme of age. 
How unspeakably sad the view! An aged man tottering a step or two 
more to his grave. From eternity’s entrance he turns back his sunken 
eye, reaches forth his feeble, trembling hand, and calls for fiction, as one 
dying of delirium tremens does for more of the fatal poison which has 
already destroyed him. 

What will he do with his passion beyond the graye? Can he throw 
aside God’s truth and have fiction in heaven? Can he have it in hell— 
though more fitting there than in any other department of eternity ? 

Let the young, let parents, beware of the poison which eats out all 
relish for the truth of God from the soul. 

One of the agents visited nearly 100 families of Catholics, along the 
line of the Railroad. All with one exception, so far as the agent could 
learn were destitute of “any kind or part of the Bible.” A striking com- 
ment upon the assertion recently put forth by the Catholic reviewer of 
D’Aubigne that “In the United States Catholics have published at least as 
many editions of the Bible as any Protestant sect,’ and that ‘“ the Bible 
may be found in most Catholic families.” 

Many of the Catholics visited would declare that they had the Douay 
Bible. But in these assertions lurked the Jesuit principle of “‘no faith 
with Protestants.” 

When a little pressed, they would reply that their Douay Bible was 
left, when they last removed, or it was locked up in the “big chest”? and 
some one having the key was absent, or to keep up the deception they 
would search the shanty, opening trunks and boxes and turning everything 
upside down, most evidently from their appearance all the while not ex- 
pecting to find a Douay Bible at all. Nor were they disappointed in a 
single instance, as they doubtless would have been, if a Bible had been 
found, and it thus have been made to appear that they had spoken the 
truth. 

A Bible and as many Testaments as readers, were left in every family 
willing to receive them. Children begged to have Testaments, and pa- 
rents often consented when they would take none for themselves. The 
books thus left were generally loaned, and are still therefore the property-of 
the Bible Society. With few exceptions the agent was kindly received. 
When at first he was roughly met, a moment’s conversation made all calm 
and pleasant. And often “when I left’? says the agent, ‘those who at 
first refused the offered gift, having received it, would wish me success, 
pat: pour blessings upon me in a style and manner peculiar to the sons of 

rin.” 
; ois the precious seed thus scattered, even in such a soil, we may hope 
or fruit. 

A Bible was given to a youne man, a native of Scotland. He had 
rarely seen one for years, and although hardened in scepticism he promised 
to read it. A few weeks afterwards as the agent stood in the door of an 
Irish shanty, he was told that a young man boarding in the family had a 
Bible, and read to them from it every evening. It appeared that the 
boarder to whom the Bible had been given, having become deeply inter- 
ested in it, and desiring the family to hear, read aloud. They. being 
Catholics, refused to listen, and he ceased. But soon after, seeing with 
oa earnestness he was reading by himself, they requested him to read 
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again to them. He did so. And from that time it was the employment 
of every leisure hour. As the young man himself afterward expressed it 
“the family would hasten to have their evening labour done, that they 
might have the longer to listen to the word of God.” Thus he became a 
“Bible reader”? to those unable to read for themselves. From the dark- 
ness of Romanism, they may be translated into God’s “ marvellous light,” 
and may trace their salvation back to the gift, of trifling cost to us, but full 
of eternal treasures to them. 

Without multiplying details, we would simply say: the work has been 
done, we believe thoroughly ; and so done, that instead of being lowered 
down to a mere matter of bookselling, an impression of its sacredness and 
benevolent design has been left upon the public mind. 

We stop not now to speak of the direct results of an expenditure of 
more than $1200, for Bibles and Testaments, in a population of less than 
30,000; nor of the blessings borne to the destitute, save to repeat the 
united testimony of those who have been the almoners of your bounty. 
Could you have listened to their story, and especially could you have 
witnessed the expressions of grateful emotion from the poor and the aged, 
as they received a Bible or Testament, whose large type was distinct to 
their dim sight ; could you have witnessed the tears as the agent gathered 
up his books to depart, leaving a wife and mother with an intemperate 
husband and wretched family, but with no Bible to impart consolation, 
no word of heavenly wisdom to be her guide in training her more than 
fatherless children ; and then could you have stood by and witnessed the 
fuller flow of tears as the agent returned and placed in her own and in 
her children’s hands the precious word of God, you would have ex- 
claimed, 

“Tt isa blessed work—upon it is Heaven’s approval. We would not 
have had an effort the less made, a dollar the less expended, or a single 
Bible taken back from its mission of mercy.” 

Other results we trust there will be. The conviction seems stengthen- 
ing, that every child who can read should have a Bible of his own. It is 
not enough that there be a family Bible, which the children may gather 
around sometimes on the Sabbath. God’s word should be the constant 
companion of every child. The moment he can read it for himself, a new 
era in his moral history commences. His relations to God become more 
direct. Individual responsibility is out in its perfectness. Before, the 
message of God reaches him more indirectly from parental lips. Now, it 
comes at once to himself, and fastens to his own moral nature and destiny. 
At this point therefore if not before, every parent should place the word of 
God in the hand of his child. Let it be his own and not another’s, God’s 
message direct to himself, and it will be perused and loved the more. 

A deeper interest has also been awakened in the general work of Bible 
distribution. If important here, it is equally so for other portions of our 
land, and for every land, is a truth a thousand times repeated to all who 
have been interested in this limited effort. 

A donation of $120, by a lady in the county while the work was in 
progress, is a specimen of a right response to the appeal, a kind of first 
fruits, to be followed, we hope, by an abundant harvest. j 

High and efficient, this instrumentality stands among the sisterhood of 
charities. Itrisesmore and more luminous. Every Christian heart should 
receive new and warmer impulses from the view of what the Bible is to 
do for our race—when the work begun with so much promise shall be 


complete. 
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DISTRIBUTION IN CONNECTICUT. 


The following is a letter addressed to our agent, Rev. Mr. Storrs :-— 


j Milton, Litchfield Co., Conn., Nov. 9, 1846. 


Rey. anp Dear Broruer Storrs. It may be interesting to you to 
learn what we have been doing towards supplying the people in this re- 
gion with the Word of God. ; 

As I anticipated, your visit to this place in July last, awakened a deep 
interest among our people relative to the Bible, and’as soon as practicable 
I endeavoured to redeem the pledge I gave you, by procuring 50 or 60 
copies and engaging in the work of distribution. I supposed at the com- 
mencement that these would be amply sufficient, but they were soon dis- 
posed of, and many more were needed. My method has been to procure 
Bibles and Testaments from the Depoistory at Hartford, on my own account 
and to employ the gratuitous labour of such asI could enlist in the work 
of distribution. I have found no difficulty in obtaining colporteurs among 
my people for the work. One man, a member of my church, has gone 
over two or three school districts and would go over as many more, if we 
had Bibles. One of the members of our sabbath school, a lad of perhaps 
13 years, has interested himself greatly in the cause, and many has been 
the time that he has come to my study for a supply, on foot, the distance 
of two and a half miles. He began by supplying the school children with 
Testaments, and soon became the regular colporteur for the district. 

[ regret that we comrnenced the work with so little system, for it ren- 
ders it impossible for me to give you some statistics which might have 
been interesting. I cannot tell you the number of families visited. In 
one section the gentleman above named called upon about 60 families, as 
near as 1 can calculate. Of these, forty purchased Bibles, and six fami- 
lies were found entirely destitute. Doubtless this proportion of families 
destitute, would be too large for this whole region. But yet a most sur- 
prising destitution has here existed. Within one mile of our village and 
in sight of three churches, we found one family that had been for 9 years 
without a Bible. Another family had never had a copy of the Word of 
God till within a few weeks, and yet it consists of three generations, or 
rather I should say, of grand-parents and grand-children, the latter, noto- 
rious for intemperance, having died last winter. Other cases I might 
mention of a similar nature, when we have found large families destitute 
of any portion of the word of God, and this is the shire town of Litchfield 
county. 

Our work of supply is not yet completed, but in the region south of us, 
comprising a tract of country say 4 miles long by 3 broad, I think every 
family is now supplied. We have sold about 220 copies of Bibles and 
Testaments, many more of the former than of the latter, and I fully be- 
lieve that within the limits of my society the Word of God has been pe- 
rused in the last four months, more than in the two years preceding. 


1am thoroughly convinced that it is of little avail simply to seek out 
destitute families and supply them. We need to call public attention to 
the subject before our people can be made to realize how poorly supplied 
even our best families are, with the word of God; and it is astonishing 
how many will gladly purchase, if the beautiful productions of the Bible 
Society are only offered them. I need not tell you that I feel a deep in- 
terest in the work in which you are engaged, and may God prosper you.

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Extract from an Address by the Hon. Judge Potter, at a meeting of the 
Monroe county B. S., Penn. 

The Bible cause was one which should meet a response in every bosom 
that was warm with the love of country, or the love of man. It furnished 
a broad platform, so broad that the whole Protestant world could meet 
there. He rejoiced that it was so. It was a blessed and most philan- 
thropic cause. He trusted they were all acquainted with its origin. It 
grew out of the felt necessity that all should possess that book which fur- 
nishes the sole guide to a better world. It was a common and just senti- 
ment that charity should begin at home; and while he rejoiced at what 
was doing by the Christian world to send the blessed gospel to the be- 
| nighted pagan, he felt the strongest conviction that our first care should 
_ be to supply the lamentable destitution at home. We need not cross 
_ oceans to find heathen. Within the bounds of this Christian common- 
wealth there were many, very many, as ignorant of the Bible, as the Hin- 
doo who has never heard of it. Every county should be explored and 
every destitute family should be supplied. This should be done for the 
most cogent reasons. The Bible should have a place in every household, 
if only as a book of history. Where else should we go for the records of 
_ the origin of our world, and the history of our race, for century upon cen- 
tury after the creation. It was a matter of common observation that the 
reading of the Bible was favourable, in a far larger degree than the read- 
ing of any other book, to general improvement. Look over the whole 
world, and the two communities that stood highest in the scale of intelli- 
| gence, were Scotland and New England. Those people were Bible read- 
ers, and as a consequence, they were a shrewd, order loving, law abiding 
people. There were strong political reasons why the Bible should be 
spread abroad. A free Bible and a free people go together. Shew him 
a community that had a just appreciation of that inspired book, and that 
was a community that would be proof against the arts of the wily dem- 
agogue. 

Last, and above all, the Bible should be in every one’s hand, because 
it speaks of God, the soul, eternity, salvation, vast and pregnant themes 
throwing into infinite distance every theme that is merely temporal and 
worldly. Your society should go forth with the message of peace toa lost 
race, since by this method God is pleased to enlighten and bless benighted 
and sinful man with saving grace.

LETTER FROM AN AUXILIARY IN MAINE, 
Belfast, Me., Dec. 17, 1846. 


Dear Sir,—The following is an abstract of the report of the Waldo 
county Bible society :—To furnish the society some facts, shewing the diffi- 
culties in the way of exploring and supplying the county, some prelimina- 
| ry remarks are deemed necessary. ' 
This county embraces twenty seven towns; most of them are destitute 
| of the preaching of the gospel and the means of religious instruction. In 
the whole county are only eight Congregational ministers, and only three 
| Congregational churches that can support their own ministers, five being 
aided by the Maine missionary society. The number of Methodist min- 
isters in the county is only six, and three only of them can be sustained 
| by their own congregations. The whole religious strength of the county 
| is, therefore, exceedingly small. Only six churches, the most of them 
| being small, among all denominations combined, can contribute a dollar 
| to aid the Bible cause in the county. Yet it was supposed, one year since,

that many hundred families were living in the county without a Bible, 
and without any of the means of grace. To reach and supply them with 
the Scriptures, seemed to a few friends in Belfast and vicinity, to be a 
most desirable work. Rev. Mr. Cutter the Congregational minister of this 
town, and the corresponding secretary of the county society were very 
anxious the work should be commenced. Rev. Mr. Adams also came in- 
to the county about that time, and lectured in several places, and urged | 
the immediate commencement and prosecution of the work, encouraging | 
the society to expect a donation of books from the Parent Society if neces- 
sary ; and also promising to raise some funds in other parts of the state, if 
he could, to help defray the unavoidable expenses in the employment of 
an exploring agent. Under these circumstances the work was begun, 
books were ordered from the Parent Society. An agent witha horse and 
carriage was hired and sent out, with directions to visit every family per- 
sonal]ly in the whole county, and supply all who were destitute. The 
agent spent eight months in this important work, or two hundred and forty 
days. As many of the towns were large and sparsely settled, the families 
residing in remote and widely separated parts, the agent found the work 
laborious and difficult; but he believes no families have been omitted 
The number of families visited, amounted to 5582. Of these 607 had not 
a whole Bible, and 531 had no part of a Bible. The agent relates many 
affecting incidents. One family numbering ten children had never had a 
Bible in the house. Some were sick and dying with no Bible. Many on 
receiving the precious volume moistened it with their grateful tears.— 
Four heads of families in one town have been hopefully converted through 
the instrumentality of the Divine Word, given them by the agent. Truly, 
“The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul.” It is felt that a 
great work has been done, but it has been attended with considerable ex- 
pense, though great economy has been studied. The poverty of the peo- 
ple and the fewness of religious families, rendered it necessary for the 
agent to give away a large number of Bibles, and also to pay out consid- 
erable for horse keeping and incidental expenses. 

The whole expense for agent, horse and wagon, and travelling ex- 
penses, has been $479 00. The number of volumes given away was 
1023 ; the number sold 674 ; received for sales $167 00; received in col- 
lections $125 00, making total receipts $292 00. 


THE CAUSE IN NEW HAMPSHIRE— LETTER FROM THE 
REV. MR. ADAMS, AGENT. 


The last month I have spent principally in Merrimack county, preach- 
ing and lecturing and raising funds to help the Merrimack county Bible 
society in its efforts to explore and supply the county. The county con- 
tains twenty-four towns, with a population of 19,989 souls. The whole 
number of Congregational and Methodist churches in the county does not 
exceed thirty, of which some eight are aided by the missionary society. 
Five out of these thirty churches are in Concord. About one half of the 
towns are poorly aufppliot with preaching, the societies being small and 
unable to employ a permanent minister. The county Bible society has an 
agent in the field, oh visits every family, prays with the sick, supplies 
the destitute with the Bible, &c. " During last month, he says in a letter 
to me, that he has visited 614 families, found 16 large families without a 
Bible, gave away 41 volumes, sold 276 and received for sales $102 02. 
Respecting the good effects of this work he says, “Thus you see I have 
scattered in those three towns, 317 volumes of the Holy Scriptures. The 
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effects of thus selling and giving away the Bread of Life are most happy, 
and often have I seen the tears of gratitude flow freely. In one family 
that had only a single leaf of the Bible, and that was very poor, there 
was a little boy who had learned his letters from that leaf, and had also 
learned to read the whole leaf well. I gave the parents a Bible and this 
bright little boy a Testament. In another case of destitution and poverty 
Pe te the house and found the woman watching a sick child, and 
eeping. Her husband was dissipated. Finding they had no Bible, I 
told them they needed the instructions and consolations of that sacred 
volume. The woman wept aloud on receiving the blessed treasure, and 
requested me to pray withthem. In another part of the town, I found a 
poor and destitute family, the woman was sick but sceptical. She said 
they had no Bible, for they had not been married long enough to have one, 
having been married only two years! She added that she did not care 
anything about the Bible, and should not read it if she had one. I then re- 
hearsed the afflictions of this life, referred to the certainty and awfulness 
of death, and the fact that her soul would soon go to God and her body to 
the worms, and asked her what she had to lay hold of beyond the grave. 
She burst into tears and wept aloud. She then thankfully received a Bi- 
ble and promised to read it. I then stepped to the door, and raising my 
hands prayed God. Almighty to command the blessing of his providence 
and grace to abide where I had deposited his Word. I left her weeping, 
and heard afterwards that her heart was deeply touched by awakening 
grace, and she was much interested in her Bible. I found another family 
that had kept house nine years and had never had a Bible. They were 
not poor. After pleading some time, they bought one of our common Bi- 
bles. In another instance, I found two very poor families, in one old di- 
lapidated house, I gave each of the women a plain common Bible; one 
wept, and the other made a very polite courtesy and said she wished she 
could do something for the Bible Society for sending her so rich and pre- 
cious a treasure. I told her I would put it in her power so to do, by wash- 
ing a few articles for me, and thus save the Society a little expense, she 
readily did so.” 
Thus you see the work is going on thoroughly and usefully in this 
county. I have preached every Sunday, usually twice and three times 
each day, and obtained collections to carry forward the work. 


FROM THE FIRST ANNIVERSARY OF THE STRAWBERRY PLAINS 
BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN. 


During this, the first year of the organization of our society our opera- 
tions have been limited, but under all the circumstances we feel encour- 
aged to persevere in the good cause of aiding in the circulation of the 
Holy Scriptures to the destitute in all lands. 

Our society was organized by the Rev. Thomas Stringfield, agent of the 
American Bible Society, on the 23d Noy., 1845, and subscriptions taken 
to the amount of $23 65, which was subsequently paid. The executive 
committee met on the 10th Dec. following, and made an order to the Pa- 
rent Institution for 30 Bibles and 36 Testaments. They also solicited a 
donation of 24 Bibles and 100 Testaments, which was granted, and these 
together with the ones ordered, were promptly shipped at New York, but 
were delayed in reaching this place until about 25th April. On their arri- 
val the executive committee were convened, and concluded for the pres- 
ent, to confine their operations principally to District No. 6, Jefferson 
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county, together with adjacent portions of Knox and Sevier counties. 
They also determined to put the Bibles and Testaments at prices barely 
sufficient to cover cost and carriage. 

During the year we have sold and donated 29 Bibles and 118 Testa- 
ments, leaving on hand 25 Bibles and 18 Testaments. 

In reviewing the labours of the past year, we regret that we have not 
been able to accomplish more, but we feel thankful that we have been the 
humble instruments of the circulation of 147 copies of the Word of God, | 
amongst our neighbours and acquaintances. ra | 

Praying for more abundant success in the future, the foregoing is 
respectfully submitted. 


EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE TOMBIGBY BIBLE SOCIETY, 


MISSISSIPPI. 


It will be recollected that at the last anniversary meeting of this 
society, a resolution was adopted which contemplated the supplying of 
those who might be destitute of the “ Word” in the counties of Fayette 
and Marion, state of Alabama, and that in furtherance of that object a 
collection was taken up. Upon that resolution, assisted by that contribu- 
tion, the committee proceeded to act. Rev. S. W. Donnathan was enga- 
ged as a distributing agent, to visit those counties at a monthly salary of 
$35, and so faithfully and successfully did he labour, that the stock of Books 
on hand in the Depository were soon exhausted, and a new supply from 
the Parent Society ordered ; and although our agent has been in the field 
but a few months, he has disposed of nearly 900 volumes, which with 
those distributed from the depository make an aggregate of nearly 1100 
volumes during the past year—which success the committee feel justified 
in attributing (under God’s blessing) to the exceedingly low price at 
which the books have been offered, and the faithfulness of the agent 
employed. 

That the Society may have a correct idea of the prices at which the 
books are disposed of under the present system, their attention is solicited 
to the subjoined list. 

The prices here named are such as have been asked not only at our 
depository here in town—but in the districts above named, at the very 
doors where ’till within the past year the same books could not have been 
purchased for any thing like these prices, if at all. The Committee are 
thus particular, that all may see how much good can be done by moderate 
distribution, thus enabling all in a greater or less degree to become co- 
workers in the glorious cause. 

The executive committee in this detail of their present plan of operations 
desire to bring to the notice of every one, that, for the coming year the 
success of the enterprise depends solely upon the liberality of an enligh- 
tened public—to that we must look for the means of defraying the monthly 
pay of our distributing agents, and other smaller expenses incidentally 
necessary—for sustaining the present means employed in the purchase of 
Bibles and Testaments, which is necessarily diminished every time a book 
is given away, (and it is one of the chief designs of this Society to distribute 
gratuitously where there is an inability to purchase :) and last, though by 
no means least, to enable this Society to go on, extending its operations 
until every one within our utmost bounds shall be possessed of this “Book 
of Books” —“ this inestimable gift of God to man.”

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EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE LAFAYETTE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, 
MISSOURI. 


It is a source of regret to the committee, that the affairs of the society 

have been so loosely attended to, as to allow the first two years of its 
existence to pass by without having its regular annual report laid before 
its members, and the public attention called to its existence. 
_ This society was formed July 28th, 1844, at which time, and a 
few days afterward, the treasurer received from members and for dona- 
tions, the sum of seventy-four dollars and fifty-five cents, which on the 
5th day of September following, he paid into the hands of Mr. Holmes, 
agent for the Parent Society, and at the same time received from him 214 
Bibles and 250 Testaments. Again in the spring of 1846, we received of 
the Parent Society, 14 large Bibles, and 200 small Testaments—making 
in all 228 Bibles, and 450 Testaments, which have been disposed of in 
the following manner: 

To Greenton Society 18 Bibles, 63 Testaments; to Dover Society 12 
Bibles and 40 Testaments ; to Davis Society 38 Bibles and 46 Testaments ; 
distributed to different persons, 61 Bibles and 105 Testaments ; sold for 
cash, 20 Bibles and 191 Testaments. 

Making the whole amount disposed of 150 Bibles, and 445 Testaments, 
for which we have received in cash $46 15, and have paid out for freight, 
&c. $12 46; leaving a balance on hand of $33 69, which with donations 
of $8, we have paid into the hands of the Parent Society. By this statement 
it will be seen that we have received of the Parent Society, books amounting 
to $160 06, and have paid to its agent $115 55, and have yet left on hand 
78 Bibles and 5 Testaments, and have debts due from auxiliary societies 
of $19 50—being quite sufficient when sold and collected to settle up 
in full. 

The committee take the liberty of recommending that a set of officers 
be elected who feel deeply interested in the circulation of the Scriptures, 
and who will give strict attention to the advancement and interests of the 
Society—as such are not only necessary to its prosperity, but to its exis- 
tence. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE CHEROKEE BIBLE SOCIETY. 
Tahlequah, Oct. 21st, 1846. 


The Cherokee Bible Society met in the court house, and held its annual 
meeting in accordance with the constitution. Walter 8. Adair, President 
of the Society in the chair. The meeting was opened with singing and 
prayer in the English language. The minutes of the last annual meeting 
were read. The Secretary then submitted the following brief report: 

Through the mercy of God we have been spared during the last year 
and are permitted to attend another anniversary of our society. Several 
members however of our society, including two presidents of an Auxiliary, 
have finished their labours on earth and have gone to their rest—-these are 
James Spencer and Aaron Price. Of the doings of the auxiliary societies 
generally, but little is known. There are good reasons for believing 
however, that but little, comparatively, has been done, during the past 
year, towards circulating the Scriptures among the people or raising funds 
for that purpose. The only auxiliary society yet heard from is the Illinois 
district society. The secretary of that society reports there is quite an 
interest awakened on the subject of the distribution of the Bible, in that 


vicinity, and that the interest thus awakened is increasing. The desire, 
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says the secretary, is not only to possess the Bible, but to study it. This 
is as it should be. A similar interest I am confident is felt in other district 
societies from which no reports have been received. A favourable oppor- 
tunity has only been wanting to report their doings to this society. And 
now such an opportunity is likely to be presented, and a better state of 
things to exist throughout the nation, I hope that every friend of the Bible 
and of the Cherokee people, will take hold with renewed vigour, the good 
work of circulating the Scriptures among the whole people. Iam sure we 
can do much towards helping forward this work of benevolence. We have 
the means, and so far, we have manifested quite a disposition to do so. 
Only let us go on. We may accomplish but Little compared with what 
other similar institutions are doing, or compared with what even we in 
in other circumstances might accomplish. Still let it be our constant aim 
to do what we can. If we can do but little, let that little be done. He 
who is able to give but one dollar a year, let him give that one dollar—he 
who is able to give but an half a dollar, let him gwe that half adollar—he 
who is able to give but two bits, let him give only two bits—he who is able 
to give but one bit, let him give only one bit. Let us all feel that this is 
a great and good work,—a work that deserves the support of every philan- 
thropist. Let no one conclude because the times are hard, he is excused 
from acting—on the contrary, let his efforts be great in proportion to the 
greatness of the pressure. 

The executive committee report, that, within the past year, they have 
caused to be purchased 477 copies of such portions of Scriptures as is 
published and bound in one volume of the Cherokee language at 37 1-2 
cents a copy, making $178 874, which was the amount of money found 


in the hands of the Treasurer when the purchase was made in February 
last. 


IMPORTANT FROM CHINA. 

From the Rev. Dr. Medhurst and Dr. Lockhart, to the Rev. Arthur Tidman, 

Foreign Secretary to the London Missionary Socicty. 

Shanghae, April 10, 1846. 

We have now the pleasure to inform you that the Gospel of Luke has 
been completed, and forwarded to the other stations for inspection ; the 
Epistle to the Romans is also finished, and is in the hands of the. trans- 
eribers; while those to the Corinthians are half done, and will be fully 
completed in a week or two. This constitutes the portion assigned to this 
station. The Gospel, Epistles, and Revelations of John have been revised, 
some more than a year ago, by the Missionaries at Siam, and forwarded 
to the various stations for inspection. These we shall go over very care- 
fully once more, and endeavour to supply what is wanting, and render it of 
a uniform character with the other portions. The Gospel of Matthew, 
with the Epistles to the Galatians, Ephesians, Colossians, and Thesalonians, 
were originally allotted to Missionaries who might occupy Fuh Chow ; but 
as no Missionaries are resident there, we have resolved, in conjunction 
with our brethren of the Episcopal Mission here, to revise that portion, in 


addition to our own, which we hope to have completed in time to forward 
to the Missionaries in the other stations. The desire on their part corres- 
ponds to the outcry of the natives of this country, who have heard our 
preaching, to be put in possession of our Sacred Oracles, that they may 
search the Scriptures daily to see whether these things be so. Andas for 
the Missionaries who labour in word and doctrine, it is absolut 


ely impos- 
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sible to move a step further in our work without an edition of the Scrip- 
tures to put into the hands of inquirers. With regard to ourselves, we 
have not a sufficient number of copies to supply half a dozen members of 
a very interesting Bible Class, two being obliged to look over one book ; 
and as to allowing them to take the volumes home with them, it is alto- 
gether out of the question. Delays, under such circumstances, are dan- 
gerous, particularly when the agents of a corrupt form of Christianity are 
at our elbow diffusing the Popish legends and monkish fables, the only 
antidote to which is the tree of life intended for the healing of the nations, 
and the best weapon which we can wield in such warfare, the sword of 
the Spirit, which is the word of God. In order to expedite the matter, we 
have judged it expedient to calla meeting of the brethren belonging to 
the Episcopal Missions of England and America, now resident in Shanghae, 
with ourselves, which wiil be held to-morrow, for the purpose of cousider- 
ing what steps should be taken with regard to the immediate putting to 
press of such portions of the revision as are already prepared, im order to 
meet the present wants of the people before the meeting can be held in 
September, and the revision finally approved of. 


At a Meeting of the Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety, Oct. 20, 1846, it was 

Resolved, That the sum of One Thousand Pounds be granted to the 
London Missionary Society, for the purpose of enabling them to forward 
to Shanghae a cylinder printing-press, and an additional quantity of Chi- 
nese type; and also to defray the expenses connected with sending assis- 
tance from this country for printing the Chinese Scriptures.

EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM REV. M. B. STARR, OF OHIO. 


: Dear Sir,—Last year the Washington Co. B.S. employed me to explore 

Morgan Co. I entered upon the work, and supplied over six hundred 
families with a copy of the sacred Scriptures. While engaged in this 
work, J became acquainted with several neighbourhoods where I thought 
the gospel ought to be preached, and churches organized. .I selected four 
points at equal distances from the county town most destitute of the means 
of grace, and commenced visiting from house to house. I now have 
three organized churches—50 members in all, mostly converts since I 
came there one year since—2 Sabbath schools, from 75 to 100 each— 
mostly young people. 

We have in Morgan co. three Catholic chapels, and two priests. It isan 
encouraging fact that the Roman Catholic population have received and 
read the Protestant Bible more cordially than I have ever known them to 
do before. And were it not for the vigilant opposition of the priests, 
there would be no difficulty in giving the Bible to the poor Catholic. In 
one township where many families had received a copy, the priest told 
them the next Sabbath, that the Bibles they had taken were all books of 
corruption, and that they must take every one of them to the men from 
whom they got them. Some of the more fearful and fastidious did bring 
them back, but others who had been here long enough to know what was 
meant by American freedom, said they would do no such thing. 

Said an intelligent Irish Catholic while in conversation on this subject : 
“And if the priest think the Douay translation is right, why does he not 
give it to us? And if he were to send out a man to carry it about like 
yourself, and every Protestant family were to take it as a gracious eft, 
and then some Methodist, Baptist, or Presbyterian priest were to tell them 
it wasall a book of corruption, and that they must take it back again to 
the ee who gave it,—why they would be kicked out of town.’’? So they 
would, 

T have but one more fact to relate, showing how grateful some persons 
are for acopy of the Bible. I was preaching one evening in alittle cabin 
to a small congregation, and at the close of the meeting, a man came to 
me and inquired if I thought his face looked well enough to be trusted 
with a Bible. I saidI thought it did. “Well, sir, if you will trust me 
with a Bible, when you come to your next appointment I will either give 
ign the money or return the book.”? On my return, to my great surprise, 


— 
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the man was notthere. I inquired where he lived, and made it convenient 
to stop on my way, having a curiosity to know the reason for his delay. 
Found a woman and a large family, very poor, at home. I inquired for 
the husband. “He has gone to see a man who preached about five miles 
from here yesterday.” And what has he to do with the preacher: “ Why, 
sir, a short time ago he bought a Bible of him, and promised to bring the 
money or the book—he could not get the money, and has gone to return 
the Bible. We have been trying a long time to get a Bible, and I told 
him I could not bear to see him take it away ; so when I was out he took 
the book and left,—-and I had almost rather he had taken my cow that my 
children depend on for a living, than to have parted with my Bible. Here 
the poor woman’s lips began to quiver, and she sat down, giving vent to 
her feelings in sobs and tears. Isaid to her. ‘ Madam, tell your husband 
when he returns, that I gave the book to you.’ “And are you the man 
who sold him the Bible.” It would be hard for me to call to mind or 
repeat the hearty “God bless you” and compliments that this poor wo- 
man called down upon the society, when she received the book. 


EXTRACT FROM A CIRCULAR JUST ISSUED BY THE NEW YORK BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Two agents have now been employed in this field of labour for nearly 
two months, and three wards, (the 10th, 7th and 13th,) have been fully 
explored and supplied. 

The results thus far ascertained warrant the conclusion, that there were 
within the bounds of our city, when our efforts commenced, 11,000 fami- 
hes destitute of God’s Holy Word. This destitution is indeed lamentable, 
when we reflect that it exists in the midst of a Christian community, in- 
trusted by God with abundant means for its relief. We would not divert 
attention from the wants of perishing millions in other lands, and in 
other parts of our own land; but while our contributions are freely given 
for thezr relief, we must not close our ears to the appeal now made in be- 
half of our fellow-citizens destitute of the bread of life. Nor would we 
diminish at all the contributions for the supply of the temporal wants of 
the poor, whom we have always with us. God has blessed the Christians 
of our city with sucha degree of temporal prosperity, that the amounts 
given to other religious and benevolent objects, do not at all diminish the 
ability of his people to respond to the cry of relief which proceeds from 
those dwelling among us who have not the Bible. 

Tt will be borne in mind, that the usual amounts contributed to owr treas- 
ury will still be required for the ordinary operations of the society, and that 
the amounts to be subscribed in answer to this special appeal, are independent 
entirely of the ordinary contributions, which will be solicited im the sa 
manner as heretofore. We hope, indeed, that their amount will be largely 
increased. The society distributed last year nearly 20,000 Bibles and 
Testaments, and it is believed that the distribution during the current year 
will exceed that number, independently of the supply to be furnished in 
the prosecution of the particular enterprise to which attention is now 
called. The wants of our Sunday schools, of seamen in the merchant 
and government service, of soldiers at our military posts, of emigrants ar- 
riving at and passing through our city, and of the poor in our almshouse, 
and of the inmates of our humane and criminal institutions, must not be 
neglected. ;

FROM THE TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NEW YORK BIBLE 
SOCIETY, AUXILIARY TO THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

Our labours are conducted under the personal supervision of commit- 
tees of the board of managers, to whom distinct fields of effort are as- 
signed. We have a committee on Humane and Criminal Institutions, a 
committee on Naval Stations, a Marine committee, an Emigrant commit- 
tee, and acommittee for each Ward in our City ; and we have two agents 
whose entire time is devoted to the concerns of the society. The distri- 
bution of the past year has been greater than that of any previous year, 
and amounts to 9,451 Bibles, and 9,782 Testaments, making a total of 
19,233 volumes. It is now twenty-three years since our society was or- 
ganized. During the first twenty-two years we distributed 62,274 Bibles, 
and 121,263 Testaments, making 183,537 volumes; adding to this the 
distribution of the present year, we have 202,770 volumes put into circu- 
lation by this society. 

The peculiar position of this country with reference to other lands, 
brings annually to our shores large numbers of foreigners, who are thus 
thrown by Providence within the sphere of our influence. From Nov. 
Ist, 1845, to Noy. Ist, 1846, 104,131 emigrants arrived at this port. Some 
of these were unwilling to receive the Bible; but such instances have 
been comparatively rare, and in many cases the book has been received 
with joy and gratitude. 

A short time since a poor woman was found in the yard of the alms- 
house. She had recently arrived here from Rotterdam, after a voyage of 
117 days, in the course of which, she as wellas her husband and children 
had nearly died of hunger. When asked if she wanted a Bible, she re- 
plied, “not at present,”? but added that as soon as she could earn some- 
thing: she meant to buy one. She was then told that God’s Holy Word 

uld be furnished to her without money and without price, and her joy 
was unbounded, “This gives me more pleasure,” said she, “than mo- 
ney would, I shall now be able to read the truths taught me in my child- 
hood.”? She then took her Bible, and showed it to all around her, at the 
same time expressing her thankfulness and wonder. 

A Swiss from Zurich, whom we furnished'with an English Bible, said 
o our Emigrant Agent, “Brother, I served the Lord in my country twelve 

e. as an Evangelist, and I have come here for the Gospel’s sake. 
We petitioned the government to grant us the same privileges we had en- 
joyed in the canton of Geneva, but we were refused, the government re- 
plying that we must submit to the National Church which had been 
brought under the influence of the infidel Strauss.” Thus we have been 
enabled to minister to one who suffers for conscience sake, and who, like 
our fathers, seeks in this land those privileges which are denied him in 
his own. 

At another time our emigrant agent gave a Testament to a young girl 
on board a vessel which had just arrived from Memel. Soon afterwards, 


_ ,her father inquired why this had been done. The reply was, “to teach 
_ your daughter that God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 


\ 


Son, that whosoever believeth on him might not perish but have everlas- 
ting life.’ “T thank you very much for the gift,” said the father ; 
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“write your name and the date in the Testament, and my daughter will 
remember all her life, what she has received to-day. It is the first thing 
given to her in this country, and it is the greatest treasure she could re- 
ceive. I have the word of God with me, and esteem it more precious 
than my life.” On another occasion, our agent met with five families 
from Treves, who had much to say of the “holy coat,’’ and the wondersit 
had wrought. They however received the New Testament cheerfully, 
and promised to read it. 

May we not hope that the seed thus sown will yield a glorious harvest ? 

Our labours among seamen generally have been of their usually inter- 
esting character. It may be hoped that a brighter day has dawned upon 
this long neglected class of men—that a work of reformation has com- 
menced among them, which is destined to elevate them in the estimation 
of the community, and to command the respect of their fellow-men. It 
affords us great happiness to believe that our labours are contributing to 
this desirable result. In our last report we referred to the increased 
amount deposited in the Seamen’s Bank for Savings, as affording proof 
that seamen were abandoning their habits of improvidence, for which 
they have long been proverbial. The books of the bank show a large in- 
crease of deposits during the last fiscal year. During the year ending 
30th Sept., 1845, the amount deposited was $443,993,90, being $184,890, 17 
more than the amount deposited during the previous year, and showing 
an increase at the rate of more than seventy per cent as mentioned in our 
last report. During the year ending 30th Sept., 1846, the amount deposi- 
ted was $712,013,25, being $268,079,35 more than the amount of the 
preceding year, and showing an increase of more than eighty. per cent. 
The first deposit was made May 11th, 1829, and at the close of the first 
year the amount due to depositors was $22,169,26. Thissum has steadily 
increased year by year, and has now swelled to more than a million of 
dollars. 

Sailors almost always receive God’s word with gratitude, and cheerfully 
pay for it, in whole or in part, when they have the means of so doing. 
They have heretofore had too much reason to believe that no man cared 
for their souls, and they are gratified at every manifestation of interest in 
their spiritual welfare. ° 

In October last, a weather beaten tar came to our office, and gave this 
account of himself. ‘Tam the mate of the brig T called on you 
with some shipmatesabout a year ago, and procured the Scriptures. Soon 
after we sailed, it was manifest that the truth was exerting an influence 
on the crew. The captain, who is a pious man, became much interested. 
One after another was convicted of sin, and six, we have reason to believe 
were brought to the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus, leaving only 
one out of the ark of safety.” 

During one day in March last the crews of four different vessels, which 
had been recently wrecked, applied for Bibles. One sailor purchased a 
Bible on two successive days—on the second occasion he said, ‘“‘the Bible 
I purchased yesterday, I have given away.” 

Of the foreigners whom we have supplied, a large portion are Catho- 
lies, ignorant of the Bible, but curious respecting its contents. Many of 
them receive it gladly, paying for it in whole or “in part, as their means 
will allow, or receiving it oratuitously if they are unable to purchase it. 
Our experience is, that the confidence of this class is best won by kind- 
ness, and that the most powerful weapon which can be employed against 
the errors to which they are wedded, are sympathy and love. , 

Since our last report we have supplied a large number of our national 
vessels with the word of God—among these are the sloops of war Preble, 
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and Dale, the store-ships Lexington and Relief, the schooners Bonita, 
Petrel, Gallatin, and Reefer, the steamers Vixen and Spitfire, the frigates 
Cumberland, Potomac, and United States, the razee Independence, and 
the sloops of war Boston and Albany. In addition to these we have sup- 
plied the French brig of war Vigilant, the Belgian man-of-war Louisa 
Maria, and the Norwegian sloop of war North Star. From the comman- 
der of the last named vessel, the following interesting communication was 
received : 2 
“ Royal Norwegian Sloop of War ‘ Nordstiernen,’ 
im New York Harbor, Nov. 18th, 1846. 

GENTLEMEN,—My early departure from this port prevents my having 
the pleasure of calling on you personally, and I therefore beg herewith to 
express my best thanks, for your acceptable present of five Norwegian 
Bibles and two Testaments, which shall hereafter remain on board the 
‘Nordstiernen’ as the property of the vessel, at the same time serving for 
the edification of the crew, and for memorials of our visit to this country, 
where we have been so kindly and hospitably received.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF COLUMBIA BIBLE SOCIETY, TENN. 

The board of managers of the Columbia Bible society, in presenting 
their second annual report, rejoice in being enabled to state, that through 
the blessing of God, they have supplied with the Holy Scriptures the des- 
titute families in those counties, which by the arrangement of the general 
agent of the American Bible Society, two years ago, were assigned them 
in their field of labour. 

For prosecuting this object, they have received, during the past year, 
from the several churches connected with the society, the following

In our last Report, it was shown that 159 Bibles, and 142 Testaments 
had been distributed in Wayne County, 45 Bibles having been left in fam- 
ilies destitute of the Scriptures. 

In December last, the services of Rev. Benj. Walker were secured. As 
the supply of the previous year in Wayne co. had been made at different 
points, he found it necessary to go over the whole county. Inso doing 
notwithstanding the numberthat had already been supplied, he discovered 
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242 families destitute of a complete copy of the Bible. Some of these 
had in their possession the New Testament; but most of them had no 
part of the Sacred Scriptures, and many had no book of any kind in their 
dwellings. In this county, he distributed 251 Bibles and 67 Testaments ; 
67 of the Bibles were sold, and 46 of the Testaments, the remainder were 
given away. In this county he was employed 2% months. 

After completing the supply of Wayne, in April last, he commenced 
his labours in Hardin county. Mr. Walker states that two-thirds of the 
population of this county is on the east side, and on the west side of the 
Tennessee river. In this county he found 311 families destitute of a 
whole copy of the Bible. He then distributed 354 Bibles and 80 Testa- 
ments; 112o0f the Bibles and 58 of the Testaments were sold, the re- 
mainder were given away. In this county he was also engaged 24 
months. 

After supplying Hardin, having a few copies of the Bible on hand, Mr. 
Walker distributed some eight or ten copies to destitute families in Perry 
county. 

Some of the facts mentioned by our agent are worthy of attention. 

One is, that until investigation is made, very few are inclined to be- 
lieve, that so many families are destitute of the Scriptures in this land, 
where Bibles are so abundant and so cheap. Many of those to whom 
Bibles are given, are professors of religion, who are connected with 
churches usually termed Evangelical. Not less than five of the families 
found destitute, had, as one of the heads of the family, children as min- 
isters of the gospel. In one neighbourhood, a Baptist minister said, there 
was no use of visiting there, for all the families were supplied with the 
Bible ; but in that neighbourhood, more than thirty families were destitute 
of a copy of the Bible, and among the number was a son of the minis- 
ter, who made the remark just repeated. In another neighbourhood in 
Wayne Co. in a bend of the Buffalo, containing 18 families, 15 were found 
destitute of the Bible; on each side of the bend was a distiller. 

Another fact is, that many of the destitute families were unable to 
read. The agent, however, left with them the Bible, endeavouring to im- 
press upon them the importance of a knowledge of the Word of God; 
and in some cases, they promised to get some of their friends to read it 
to them. 

In but two instances was the privilege of leaving the Bible entirely re- 
fused. In one of these, the agent used every inducement within his 
power; but all in vain. The family would not buy ; they would not take 
it as a gift; nor would they permit him to leave it in the house. 

But it should also be noted, that in many cases the Bible was thankfully 
received. Inone instance particularly it was received with marked glad- 
ness. A man had been confined to his room for six weeks, in consequence 
of a wound which he had received. He had borrowed a Bible which the 
agent had given to a poor family on his first visit to that neighbourhood. 
During the six weeks, the man had read the book carefully, and although 
he had never had a Bible in his family before, it was evident that the 
truth was making a deep impression upon his mind. The Word of God 
was given to him; he was commended to God, and to the word of his 


grace, and the agent went on his way rejoicing. 


ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY OF 
CINCINNATI. 
In pursuance of public notice, the Young Men’s Bible Society of Cincin- 
nati held its eleventh annual meeting on Tuesday, the third of November, 
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1846, at seven o’clock P. M., in the First Presbyterian Church ; the 
President Edgar M. Gregory in the chair. ; 

The meeting was opened with prayer, by Rev. Samuel R. Wilson, the 
Pastor of the church, after which a portion of the 119th Psalm was read 
by Rev. E. L. Magoon, Pastor of the Ninth Street Baptist Church. 

The eleventh financial report was read by John D. Thorpe, treasurer ; 
and the eleventh annual report was presented and read by Flamen Ball, 
corresponding secretary. 

During the evening, several appropriate anthems were sung by the 
choir, and addresses were delivered by Rev. Messrs. E. L. Magoon, Jo- 
seph M. Trimble, R. 8. Killin, and J. P. Strickland, Agent of the American 
Bible Society. 

Financus.—By the financial report just presented, it appears that the 
sum of $2,632 86, have been received into the treasury during the year, 
of which $1,287 54 were derived from the sale of Bibles and Testaments at 
the depository, or by distributing agents, and the residue $1,345 32, from 
collections in churches, donations, yearly subscriptions, and subscriptions 
for life-memberships. 

Two years ago, this society found itself in debt to the Parent Society, 
in the sum of $1,502 48. At the last anniversary, it was reduced to 
$1,062 25, and it now stands at $419 08. It is a source of great 
gratification to the board that.it has been thus reduced, and it is their ex- 
pectation, that before the close of the year upon which we are now enter- 
Ing, it will be extinguished altogether. During the past year, in conse- 
quence of their desire to reduce the debt, the board refrained from 
granting to the heathen, any of the funds donated to the society for gen- 
eral purposes: they only remitted to the Parent Society, for that object 
such sums as were directed by the donors to be so applied ; but they hope 
that hereafter, when the debt shall have been paid off, the funds contrib- 
uted by the friends of the Bible, will be sufficient, not only to meet our 
wants here, but to enable this society to render to the Parent Society con- 
siderable aid in its operations in foreign lands. 

Drpostrory.—There are now on hand in the depository 1,044 Bibles, 
and 2,982 Testaments, in the various languages required for distribution 
in this vicinity, of the value, at prices corresponding with the present 
reduced prices of the Parent Society, of $1,014 18. 

This stock of books is less than it was at the beginning of the year, and 
much less than it should be, to meet the wants of a community so rapidly 
increasing and frequently changing as our own. At least one thousand 
dollars should be now invested in books, but the board are unwilling to 
increase the debt, and must, therefore, await the contributions of their 
patrons. 

Issums 1N CinciNNATI.—There have been issued and put in circulation 
from the depository during the year, two thousand three hundred and for- 
ty-four Bibles, and seven thousand three hundred and seventy Testaments, 
making an aggregate of nine thousand seven hundred and fourteen copies 
of the Scriptures circulated within the year, and forty-five thousand, one 
hundred and ninety-six copies, in twelve years. “The issues of the last 
year were nearly twice as great as those of any former year, and about 
double the issues of the previous year. Of these issues, 1,607 Bibles, and 
3,901 Testaments, were soldat cost or less, at the depository or by agents : 
and the residue, 737 Bibles and 3,469 Testaments, were distributed era- 
tuitously to boatmen and emigrants, Sunday Schools, steamboats, soldiers. 
and the needy destitute generally. : 

It is an agreeable fact, and one filled with promise for the future, that 
the recipients of the Scriptures in the German language, are rapidly in- 
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creasing. The effects of the new reformation in Germany, are felt here, 
and it cannot be doubted, that all who embrace it, will gladly receive the 
Scriptures; preparation should therefore be made by an increased supply 
of German books, to meet the increased demand. 

Srzampoats.—The resolution of the board, adopted ten years since, of 
supplying a Bible for the cabin of each steamboat touching at our wharf, 
is still adhered to. 

During the year eighteen boats have been supplied, at a cost of $40 55, 
making anaggregate of four hundred and three steamboats supplied in 
ten years, at a cost of $1,414 53. The healthful influence upon the pub- 
lic mind, excited by this mode of distribution, has been seen and acknowl- 
edged by almost all travellers upon the Western waters, and the board 
feel justified in continuing the supply. 

BoatMEN anp Emrerants.—During a great part of the year, the board 
have had distributing agents employed among boatmen and emigrants, 
and more than usual of the Scriptures have been thus distributed. Five 
hundred and forty-three Bibles, and seven hundred and seventy-two Testa- 
ments, have been circulated among them. They usually receive the 
Bible with grateful hearts, and often seem surprised, that so much interest 
should be manifested by strangers in their welfare. 

It is impossible to compute the amount of good educed, by thus sowing 
the precious seed, as it were, broad cast, over the whole valley of the 
Mississippi ;—for few, if any, of these men permanently reside in this 
city, and many are journeyiug towards the western confines of our 
country. 

Ouro VotunteERs.—As soonas these troops had assembled at Camp 
Washington, (in the neighborhood of this city,) the standing committee 
on distribution, determined to supply them with the Scriptures, and began 
to make preparation to that end. Shortly afterwards, the two thousand 
Testaments-granted by the Parent Society, were received, and thus the 
expense to this society was in a great degree obviated. Of the three 
regiments, composing two thousand four hundred men, four companies 
had been fully, and other companies partially, supplied, before leaving 
their homes in other parts of the state, but the residue, about 1,560 in 
number, were destitute. 

A day having been fixed upon, by an arrangement with the officers, 
the committee attended at the camp, and as each company was drawn 
up for the purpose, addresses were made, to which the captains gener- 
ally made responses appropriate to the occasion ; after which, a Testament 
was delivered to each soldier willing to receive it. In this way 1,331 
English, and 114 German Testaments were distributed, and of all the 
number present, but two individuals refused to receive the sacred book. 


FROM RUSSIA. 


An interesting communication has been received from Messrs. Ellerby, 
Gellibrand, Mierrielees and Ropes of St. Petersburg (to whom Bible 
funds have repeatedly been entrusted,) from which we give the following 
extracts. 

Aided by contributions from abroad chiefly from England and America, 
we and a few other Christian friends, residents in this city, have, for sev- 
eral years past sought to disseminate divine truth by all available means, 
throughout the Russianempire. Under the peculiar circumstances of the 
country, our only mode of access to many millions of immortai souls, pro- 
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fessing the Greek faith, has been by means of copies of the New Testa- 
ment in the Russian and Sclavonic languages, and of small religious 
books, tracts, and hand bills, in the Russian language. The former were 
published many years ago, by the Russian Bible Society, and were the 
remnants of an edition placed in the hands of the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties, when that society discontinued its operations in 1826, and which 
we have procured by purchase, and then distributed amongst the peo- 
ple, at a low charge, whenever opportunity occurred. These remnants 
amounting originally to several thousands of copies, are now no longer to 
be obtaimed, and there seems no prospect of any fresh issues. 

You will be aware doubtless that there are numerous bodies of German 
Colonists scattered over the face of the Russian empire. The Lutheran 
faith, which they profess, being fully tolerated, we have had unrestricted 
liberty to distribute amongst them German tracts and Scriptures—and 
aided moreover by the zeal and devotedness of many of their pastors 
this distribution has been carried on to a very considerable extent, and 
is still in progress. 

A very large and important field of labour—altogether distinct from Rus- 
sia Proper, has been opened to us in the province of Finland. 

Scarcely less interesting is the religious aspect of Esthonia, whose pop- 
ulation has manifested for years past the utmost eagerness for the posses- 
sion of the precious volume of God’s word. At the sole charge of the 
American Bible Society, 13,000 copies have been distributed since 1841, 
and a very large, if not an equal number, at the cost of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. Our brethren of the American Society, having 
expressed a desire that the Baltic provinces should be their peculiar sphere 
of labour, we have for some time past supplied both Esthonia and Li- 
vonia with the Holy Scriptures, from funds placed by them at our dispo- 
sal. The latter province presents a scene of deep and painful interest. 
Statistics have been furnished us, from which we gather that not less than 
14,000 families are altogether destitute of a single copy of the Old or New 
Testament. To meet this exigency many very formidable difficulties 
—arising from the apathy of many of the pastors—the poverty and igno- 
rance of the peasantry—and other circumstances have to be surmounted. 
We are however employing every means for the prudent, speedy, and 
effectual circulation of the Divine word. A letter addressed to us from 
that province, only yesterday, contains the following passage :—‘“In the 
difficult times in which we live, it is a great consolation to hear sometimes 
of the love of the people for the word of God, and this we heard from two 
sources at our last meeting. The Lord help us ina rich distribution of 
his word, and send us faithful coadjutors in se clergy.” 

The Scriptures we have distributed have been in the following languages 
and dialects :—Slavonic, Modern Russian, German, Polish, Livonian, Re- 
val Esthonian, Darpet Esthonian, Finnish, Hebrew, Armenian, Modem 
Greek, Ancient Greek, Turkish, Tartar, Mongolian, Samogetian, Calmuc, 
Karelian, Georgian, Moldavian, &e. Without specifying particulars, we 
may state, that our total issues of the word of God up to the close of 1845, 
have amounted to 191,896 copies. 

We esteem it, dear brethren, a very distinguished honour, to have been 
so placed by Divine Providence, as to be rendered thus instrumental in 
Sowing the seed of Divine truth so widely, and among a people exceeding- 
ly adverse in language, modes of life, and degree of civilization. In 
these regions no living preacher could uplift his voice, and yet the gospel 
has been preached as a witness. We are assured by Him, whose promi- 
ses are alike an incentive and an encouragement to our labours, that His 
word shall not return unto Him void, and hence we rest in the confident 
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hope, that the disclosures of eternity will show that extensive and ever- 
lasting benefit has been conferred upon immortal souls, by this distribu- 
tion far and wide of so many portions of saving truth. 


LETTER FROM FRANCE, 


To the Secretary of the American Bible Society. 
Paris, Jan. 15th, 1847. 

Dear BrotuEr,—tThe interest manifested by your Board in the labours 
of our society, leads me to give you some account of its present condition, 
and to commend the cause to your fraternal good-will 

Thanks to the aid afforded us by your Board in the early part of the 
present year, we have been enabled actively to prosecute our labours, and 
to engage several new Bible colporteurs. These labourers have met with 
no less encouragement and no fewer blessings than those who have been 
longer in our service ; and the favour with which their efforts have been 
regarded by the Lord, has been displayed not only by the conversion of 
individuals by means of the study of the Holy Scriptures, but also by the 
healthful influence exerted in certain districts over a considerable portion 
of the population. In many places, the presence and labours of the col- 
porteurs, have occasioned a disposition to reject the ancient superstitions, 
a decided disgust of Popery, a spirit of serious inquiry, and an earnest 
desire for religious teachers, permanently settled, to proclaim the loving 
kindness of the Saviour. 

As was to be expected, the success of the Bible cause has been the 
subject of alarm among the Romish clergy of our country, and has led 
them to redouble their hostility toward the work of disseminating the 
Holy Seriptures. The Archbishop of Lyons has lately addressed to the 
clergy of his diocese, a letter in which he exhorts them to make every 
effort in opposition to the distribution of the sacred volume. The influ- 
ence of this manifesto, which has obtained great publicity, by means of 
the newspapers, is not limited to the diocese of Lyons; it has spread 
throughout the whole body of the clergy in the kingdom; and they have 
thus been put more than ever on their gaurd against the efforts of the Bi- 
ble colporteurs. 

Though it be true that the arguments contained in the letter of the 
Archbishop of Lyons against the study of the Scriptures by the people, 
are mere declamations, worn out, and worthless; and though the attacks 
of the new Pope upon the Bible Societies are no newer or more mighty ; 
yet we must acknowledge that new obstacles to the cause of the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures have resulted from them. The attacks and the 
declamations of the Pope and Archbishop are repeated by the priests 
from the pulpit, in town and country. The colporteurs are described as 
dangerous men, and their books are spoken of as pernicious works, which 
must be rejected. Of this we might quote many instances; one will suf- 
fice. ‘Much opposition is met with,” writes a colporteur, “in many 
places, especially since the priests of Rome have received orders from 
their new Pope to hinder the distribution of God’s word. The bishop of 
(C: o did not need the encyclical letter to persuade him to fetter our 
operations, for he did all he could in that way, in anticipation. But this 
gives him new strength; and God knows whether he will profit by it.” 

These, dear brethren, are new and serious difficulties which we have to 
face ; not to let ourselves be frightened, but to labour to overcome them. 
In view of redoubled opposition, we feel it to be our duty to make 
corresponding efforts to repel it. But unfortunately our willingness is im- 
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peded by the insufficiency of our resources. Not only is our treasury 
empty, but cumbered with considerable debt. The state of the country 
is such, this year, that we cannot hope to obtain assistance proportionate 
to our wants, in France. In consequence of the failure of the crops, the 
increased cost of provisions, and the scourges which have afflicted several 
departments, there exists around us a general uneasiness; and though 
there is no decrease of sympathy in our cause, there will certainly be a 
diminution in the receipts of our society. And then, in spite of the ne- 
cessity for enlarging the sphere of our labours, we shall be forced to straiten 
it; unless your Committee, which have more than once given us proofs of 
their liberality and sympathy, will again come to our aid. Will you be 
so good as to examine whether, in view of our present wants, your Com- 
mittee will not think it to be their duty to furnish us with the means of 
pursuing our work of distribution on a scale as large as the new circum- 
stances of which I have been speaking seem to require. 

Accept, dear brother, for yourself, and on behalf of your honoured 
colleagues, the assurance of our fraternal regard.

THIRTY-FIRST REPORT. 


Accorpine@ to adjournment one year-since, the members of the Society 
met on the ninth inst., at the society’s house, at 9 A. M., for the election 
of Managers. The President took the chair, and invited the Rev. Calvin 
Wolcott of the Protestant Episcopal church, to read the Ist. Chap. of the 
I. Epistle of Peter. A committee of five was then appointed to nominate 
nine managers in place of those whose term of service had now expired. 
This committee was presented with a list of the times in which the reti- 
ring members had attended the meetings of the Board during their con- 
tinuance in office. After mature reflection by the committee, the following 
individuals on their recommendation were unanimously chosen for the next 
. four years, viz: William B. Crosby, James L. Phelps, M. D., B. L. Woolley, 
G. P. Disosway, John Slosson, ‘Alfred Edwards, A. Robertson Walsh, Hen- 
ry Roosevelt, of New York, and John Sargent of Philadelphia. 

At nine and a half o’clock, a procession was formed and moved to the 
Broadway Tabernacle in the following order, viz: the President, Vice 
Presidents and other officers, the Anniversary Committee, the speakers 
of the day, the Board of Managers, Delegates from Auxiliary Societies, 
Life Directors, Life Members, clergymen and other visitors. Onreaching 
the Tabernacle, the chair was taken by the President, the Hon. Theodore 
Frelinghuysen, assisted by the Hon. Peter D. Vroom, and the Hon. John 
C. Hornblower, of New Jersey, Peter G. Stuyvesant, Hubert Van Wagen- 
en, Esqrs., and Thomas Cock, M. D., of New York, and John Tappan, Esq. 
of Massachusetts, Vice Presidents. 

On invitation of the President, the Rev. Joseph McCarroll, D. D., of 
Newburgh, N. Y. opened the meeting by reading the 52d chap. of the 
Prophecy of Isaiah. 

The President then delivered the following address : 


aoe ee ee . 
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There has been no age of the world when the influence of the Bible 
was more needful than the present, as the’ standard of sound principles. 
It cannot be disguised that the ardent, overstrained activity which urges 
forward the thousand useful enterprises of modern improvement, has not 
left undisturbed the foundations of truth and of social and public order. 
Every thing is now questioned, and by every body. The good old ways 
that man never mended are disputed or despised, and new schemes of as- 
sociation are put forth witha presumptuous confidence, which, if successful, 
would undermine all that is sacred in principle and Cone in noe 2S 
rules of duty and property are seriously discussed and seriously main- 
tained, alike repugnant to the dictates of enlightened conscience and hos- 
tile to the lasting welfare of society. » From all this agitation that unset- 
tles the public mind, we turn, as our best and last hope, to the God of the 
Bible, and the word = his truth. We rejoice to know that here are living 
peindiplee, giving and preserving life in all the institutions of men, and 
among all the ranks of exalted intelligences. 


The men who first colonized this western world deemed it to be a most 
valuable privilege that they could bring with them the common law of: 
their own country ; and laid it here as the great basis of our civil and po- 
litical institutions. And with the blessing of God and by the vigour of its 
principles, our country has grown to its high place among the nations. 

What, then, may we hope for, under the hallowed and life-giving ener- 
gies of the ses laws, spreading their influence among all the cepaiigs 
ae responsibilities of human existence. Laws which meet man, as an 
individual, a citizen and a Christian; as a ruler,a statesman and a friend. 
The laws of purity, peace and piety. and the head spring of all true. lib- 
erty—the freedom that bows to law, and reveres the institutions of Heaven 
ordained to maintain it, 

The Bible is the great Book of duty and right, adapted to the condition 
and wants of man inall the variety of his relations. _He who fears God 
and honours the government has within him the elements of a good citi- 

ied so where he may ; his patriotism is subordinate to his piety, and his 

chts are. subservient to his duties—and the fever of discontent, and the 
love of change will find here the only influence that can happily restrain 
and controlthem. It is fullof encouragement to perceive that, as the in- 
creasing millions of our-people open the forests, and occupy the vast soli- 
tudes of the West, the Bible, the tract and the missionary are all set in 
motion and meet a welcome in every hamlet and habitation: and although 
the supplies fall far short of the demand, yet let us bless God that the want 
is felt, and the ery for help i is heard. No sound is more cheering to the 
Christian philanthropist, unless it be the report of the glorified course of 
the word of God, as its triumphs multiply in the land. 


This sacred volume it is our honoured privilege to print and publish, that 
its message of “merey may reach the utmost ee of ignorance and 
sin. 

May God grant it prosperity, and bring the nations of our fellow-men 
into willing subjection to its power.

The following abstract of the Managers’ Report was read by the Cor- 
responding Secretary, Rev. Dr. Brigham : 


The Managers commence by stating, that no one of their number has 
been removed by death during the year. They have to-record, however, 
the demise of a highly respected Wiee President, the late Groner Suck- 
LEY, Esq., of New York. 

Having obtained a recent History of the English Bible, they give a 
brief sketch of the same. It is not improbable that in this foiteae more 
copies of the Scriptures have been published and circulated than in all the 
other tongues of men. The annual issues in this tongue now far surpass 
those made by all the world beside. How far does this circumstance ac- 
count for the position and prospects of those who use that tongue 2 


The number of new Auxiliary Societies recognized the past year, is 
one hundred and ten, and in nineteen different Statés and Territories. 


The number of new Life Directors and Life Members meen 18 slx 
hundred and forty-eight. 


The Receipts of the year have been $205,068, ,hedng an advance of . 
$7,760 25 over those of the previous year. 


The number of Bibles and Testaments printed is 671, 500, in Eng- 
glish, German, French and Spanish, besides 4160 ae od in rothier foreign 
tongues. 


The distributions of the year have been 626,878 copies, an increase 
of 143,006 over those of the previous year, and an aggregate, since the 
formation of the Society of 5,124,143. These books have been scattered 
the past year from the most oaaieu counties of Maine to the most western 
of Missouri and Texas, and from Florida in the south to the new Territory 
of Minesota in the einer with scarcely an intervening county which 
has not received a portion. Tt will be perceived that the increase in the 
issues of books is much greater than that of the increase of funds. There 
is consequently a considerable sum now due for paper. 


The Managers have just published a new Protestant Portuguese Bible, 
In no language is there a more eager desire to obtain the Word of God 
than in this, particularly, among Portuguese seamen and whalemen, in 


American service. 


Thete have been employed through the year sixteen Agents, and 
seven more for a portion of the year, The aim is to procure for this ser- 
vice, industrious, prudent men of catholie spirit, and the Board have rarely 
héard any complaint as to the course they pursue. 

Some of the local Auxiliaries employ Agents, ps many employ Bi- 
ble Colporteurs under their own direction. 
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Besides the home distribution of books, and the large grants for the 
army and for seamen, others have been sent the past year to three of the 
W. India Islands, to. Maracaibo, to Easter Mexico, to California, to Hon- 
duras, to Brazil, to Buenos Ayres, to Chili, to the Sandwich Islands, to. Gi-. 
braltar, to Brémerhavend in Germany, to Western Africa, and to India, the 
latter for the use of natives who are learning the English language. 

In addition to these grants of books already printed, grants of money 
have- been made to publish other. copies abroad, in France, Switzerland, 
Russia, at Smyrna and Constantinople, at Oroomiah in Persia, at Bombay, 

" Madras and Lodiana in India, making a total of $18,000. The Board have 
also appropriated $10,000 to aid in the circulation of the new version about 
to be issued in China, and nearly the same amount towards publishing the 
Hebrew-Spanish, Hebrew-German, and Modern Armenian Scriptures in 
the Levant. 

Never has there been sucha demand for the Bible, both at home and 
abroad, as during the year now closed, and there is every prospect that the 
demand will be still greater during the year to come. Shall the demand 
be met ? 


In concluding the abstract, the Hon. P. D. Vroom offered the following 
resolution, seconded by Thomas Cock, M. D. 

Resolved, That the Report, an abstract of which has been read, be prin- 
ted and circulated under the direction of ‘the Managers. 

The Rev. Dr. Levings, Financial Secretary, presented the following res- 
olution, (in place of Rev. Thos. B. Sargent, of Baltimore, detained by in- 
disposition, ) seconded by the Rev. Justin Edwards, D. D., 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society be presented to those Auxilia- 
ries which have procured and circulated Bibles, and made remittances the 
past year, and particularly to such as have been engaged in a regular sys- 
tematic supply of the destitute within their respective fields of operation. 

On motion of the Hon. Luther Bradish, of New York, seconded by Johu 
Tappan Esq. of Boston, it was 

Resolved, That the universal dissemination of the Bible is an object that 
should intoriet the best feelings and engage the highest efforts alike of the 
philanthropist and the Christian, for it is not less conducive to the.well- 
being of man inthis life, than it is essential to his happiness in that which 
is to come. 

On motion of the Rev. Ebenezer Halley, of Salem, N. Y., seconded by 
E. Corderoy, Esq., Delegate from the British and Roreiea B. Society, 

Resolved, That there are existing circumstances in the history of the 
Church, anid features in the sonatitution of American Society, which will 
render the wide diffusion of the Scriptures among our youth a measure 
highly expedient and important. 

On motion of the Hon. Emory Washburn, of Worcester, Mass, ) seconded 
by Mr.M. J. Gonsalves, 

Resolved, That the general diffusion of the Holy Scriptures as an effi- 
cient measure of domestic police in a Republic, deserves the countenance 
and support of every friend of our free institutions. 
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_ On motion of the Rev. Wm. W. Andrews, of Kent, Conn., seconded by 
the Rev. Willard Child, of Lowell, Mass. 

Resolved, That the Bible should be precious to us not only for what it 
| reveals in relation to present duties, but for the light it pours’ on the distant 
past and the future, where human learning fails to instruct. 

Addresses of a highly interesting character were made by most of the 
movers of the above resolutions, sketches of which will be) furnished in 
the appendix of the Annnal Report, soon to be issued.” 


PENNSYLVANIA BIBLE SOCIETY. 
| Philadelphia, May 15, 1847. 
Dear Sir,—As our annual report will not reach you before the American 
Bible Society’s Report goes to press, lam requested by our board to send 
you a brief statement of facts in regard to the progress of the Bible cause 
in Pennsylvania the past year. We have had more than ordinary prosper- 
ity in our Bible work during the year now closed. Our issues have been 
55,277 Bibles and Testaments, an excess of 21,000 copies over the pre- 
vious year.” Notwithstanding Pennsylvania was reported as supplied in 
1845, still we find the demand for the word increasing every year. Those 
counties that were supplied in 1843--4 are now engaged ina re-supply, and 
find large destitutions. In Fayette County 688 families were found desti- 
tute, and supplied; and over 4000 youth were supplied with the New Tes- 
| tament. This county was supplied in 1843. In addition to the 688 Bibles 
disposed of in that county to families destitute, over 800 copies were sold 
to families requiring additional copies. In Green County over 400 families 
! were found destitute, and supplied. In Warren County were found 300 fam- 
| ilies destitute out of 1500 visited, equal to one fifth. These are fair speci- 
| mens of the destitutions where investigation is made. And thistoo in those 
counties which were supplied in 1843 and 1844. 

Facts like these teach us that we have no stopping place in the Bible 
| work. Supply a county thoroughly the present year, and ifthe county is ex- 
plored even the succeeding year a considerable destitution is found. 

Many of the friends of the Bible cause in different parts of our state 
| are settling down under the conviction that a Bible distributor should be 
employed in each of the counties constantly. Many of our county societies 
are circulating from $1000 to$1500 worth Bibles and Testaments within 
their limits. And though our circulation was large the past year, I have 
no doubt it will be equally great for the year to come. Would that we 
could have aided you more the past year in giving the Bible to foreign 
lands, as we have done in years gone by: but while prosecuting the work 
in our own state, we trust we are sowing the good seed that will ultimately 
spring up and bring forth some thirty, some sixty, and some an hundred fold 
| jn aiding to spread the Word of Life throughout the world. The receipts 
into the treasury during the year have been about $15,000.

BARNSTABLE- COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY. 
Sandwich, Mass., April 10, 1847. 


Dear Sir,—As the time for the secretary’s Report of the Barnstable County 
Bible Society is not till in June, and as your annual meeting will be ante- 
cedently to that time, and you may desire to hear something as to our posi- 
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tions in the county, I send you a few lines, including a general statement, 
not yet being informed myself of minutia from the returns of the county 
agent. I will say in few words, therefore: : . , 

1. That the work for the county is now nearly finished ; one of the agents 
has just completed his part of the field, the other will be soon, through. 

2. The principal agent has distributed Bibles and Testaments to the 
amount of $690 18, of which amount $152 60 was gratuitous; from the 
other agent returns have not been received within the past month; but 
he has been but a short time in the field. — His distribution will not prob- 
ably be far from $150. 

3. The plan of operations has been, where agents preach on the sub- 
ject in the various pulpits in the places of their labour, instead of a gen- 
eral collection, to give notice of a solicitation and calls on the various 
families. The donations made in form of membership and otherwise will 
probably about meet the expenses of agents and the gratuitous distribu- 
tion, perhaps a little short. : 

4, A portion of the county, and indeed most of ithas been found much 
less destitute of the scriptures than wasapprehended. The occasion of the 
less comparative destitution is doubtless the fact, that in very numerous in- 
stances families of seamen have been supplied through the agency of Bible 
societies at our different sea ports; some lamentable instances of destitu- 
tion, however, have been found. Our agent speaks of a widow with sev- 
en children, without the scriptures ; the other writes, “I have found some 
who have been married 8, 9, 10, 18, and 20 years, who never owned a Bible 
or Testament ; one good old woman of about seventy years, who never 
owned a Bible, though there have been Bibles in the families where she 
has lived.” 

5. The work has met with very general favour from all denominations, 
and many instances of joy have been witnessed at the presentation of the 
Word of Life to the destitute and poor. 

6. We shall probably have on hand something like $150 worth of Bibles 
over and above the demand for our county : Shall we return them to your 
Society in New York forthwith, or wait till after our annual meeting and 
see whether the county society will raise funds to establish a county | 
depository?

NEW HAVEN COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY. 
May 6th, 1847. 

Dear Srr,—Some time in February, 1846, a New Haven County Bible 
Society was formed, of which I was appointed Seeretary, and I suppose it 
is incumbent on me to give a general account of its operations. 

I send you herewith a printed circular (which was transmitted to ever 
church in the county which contributes to the Am. Bib. Soc.,) that gives 
_ account of the formation of the society, and of its constitution and 
officers. 

The society has established a depository in New Haven; and. has em- 
ployed agents in making a thorough survey of the county. This survey 
has been completed, except in the city of New Haven, and in four or five 
| towns in the western part of the county, in which places it is now going 
| forwards. We have not yet received full reports, except from fifteen 

towns, in which were sold 541 Bibles, and 1045 Testaments ; given 151 
Bibles, and 122 Testaments; in which were found 76 families destitute 
of the Bible.

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GENEVA BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW YORK. 


The Geneva Bible Society was organized March 10th, 1846, auxiliary 

to the American Bible Society, agreeably to its recommendation in order 
to effect a thorough and systematic distribution of the Holy Scriptures in 
all parts of the county. 
At a meeting of the executive committee, it was resolved to employ an 
| agent to circulate the Bible, and obtain subscriptions, and in accordance 
| with this resolution, Mr.Wm. Miller was employed at one dollar per day, 
and was supplied with Bibles and Testaments from the depository, and 
commissioned to supply by gratuity, in this and the adjoining towns, as in 
his judgment the circumstances required: after traversing a small portion 
of his field, he made to the executive committee a report of his success, of 
which the following is an extract. 

After visiting over 200 families, and finding in that number twenty 
families entirely destitute of a Bible, and most of them without a Testa- 
ment, he says: ‘The indifference manifested by some was astonishing ; 
others seem to have neglected the opportunity to get a Buble, being en- 
tirely ignorant of the cheapness of those copies sold by the A. B. S., and 
upon inquiry have frankly confessed their neglect, and immediately pro- 
cured a copy. The cheapness of the Bibles offered has at once struck 
them with surprise, and in the end, given them exceedingly friendly feel- 
ings towards the enterprise of circulating the Holy Scriptures by benevo- 
| lence. In not asingle instance have we been met with an objection to 

the principles or precepts of the Bible by an open or avowed infidel. 

“Though I have met witha number of cayillers, I have not indulged in 
| controversy upon difference of creeds or opinions. But have endeavored 
to urge the claims of the Bible as teaching our duty to Godand our fellow 
men. My aim has been to impress the people that the socvety contempla- 
ted their benefit alone; that there could be no sinister motive whatever 
influencing them to spread broadcast the word of life. without note orcom- 
ment. A wealthy family expressed great surprise that I should find any 
destitute of the Bible, and inquired if any in that neighborhood were des- 
fitute. I replied, “Yes; I gave one to your next neighbour.” That neigh- 
bour happened to be present, and expressed his gratitude, saying he had 
long thought of getting one, but had not had the means, on account of 
sickness in his family, and had been very poor. You may be assured in- 
stances similar to this are not unfrequent, and whatever crosses or trials 
may be associated with the calling, there is no sacrifice too great for the 
| pleasure of being instrumental in thus visiting these huts of poverty and 

fulfilling the Saviour’s words, “The poor have the Gospel preached unto 

them.” 

“ Expressions of gratitude are not unfrequent from those who at first look 
upon the subject with indifference. The Bible alone, “without note or 
comment,’’ cannot meet with the objection of sectarianism, or of sinister 
design. Who that considers the object of this institution cannot but see that 

it lies at the very foundation of the civil prospects of our country. The 

Bible is the great platform of all moral purity, and consequently of the 

stability of the civil institutions of our country. Take away the Bible and 

you take away our liberty. With an exemplification of its precepts we 

must be free. It-cannot be otherwise. Without its restraints upon the 

sordid passions of the human heart, man lies a “slave to corruption,” and 

dies without hope.. The Bible in its free and unrestrained circulation, 

should be the motto of every American freeman. This alone can elevate 

us beyond the reach of sordid avarice, the caprice of ignorance, and the 
' scoffs and writings of the depraved.” 
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Mr. Miller’s services were contmued for about four month’s, during 
which time he visited the towns of Phelps, Manchester, Hopewell, Gor- 
ham, and a part of Seneca, and made the following report of his. sue- 
cess, V1Z.: ;

PASSAIC COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW JERSEY. 

The executive committee of “‘ The Bible Society of Passaic County, aux- 
iliary to the American Bible Society,” respectfully report : 

The organization of this society on the 31st of August 1846, having been 
communicated to the Parent Society, a certificate was received from the 
latter, recognising this society ‘‘as an auxiliary of the American. Bible 
Society.” A 

The committee entered upon the discharge of its duties by establishing 
a depository at the book store of Mr. Milton Sears, who kindly consented” 
to take charge of it; and by appointing the Rev. H. T. Hopkins their col- 
porteur for the town of Paterson, and its immediate vicinity. 

The depository has since been removed to the shop of Mr. Davis Miller ; 
and Bibles and Testaments have been sold at the depository to the amount 
of $27 54. 

The colporteufr has visited every family in Paterson, Dublin, Sandy Hill, 
and Manchester, performing his laborious duties, as we believe, with great 
conscientiousness. In his own words, he “ferreted out all families from 
the basement to the attic, and as far as time and circumstances would ad- 
mit, strove to console the disconsolate, exhort all to a faithful reading of 
the Bible, reprove the scorner, and rebuke the neglecter of the Bible.” 
He visited in this way 1964 families. Of these 339, or nearly one-fifth, 
were Roman Catholics, who, almost without exception, refused either to 
buy a Bible, or accept of one asa gift. Out of the 1625 Protestant fami- 
hes visited, only 33 were found to be destitute of the Bible ; and seventeen 
of these thirty-three families, were too poor to purchase the Bible for them- 
selves. Of professed Protestants, nine individuals “totally rejected the 
Bible.” The colporteur gave away 17 Bibles, amounting in value to the 
sum of $4 60; and sold 93 Bibles and 152 Testaments, amounting in value 
to the sum of $80 57, 

Your committee review this work with great pleasure, especially for 
the following reasons, 1st. Because we have ascertained that compara- 
tively few Protestant families in our community have been entirely desti- 
tuteof the precious Word of Life. When we consider the number and va- 
riety of our population, the different parts of the world from which they 
have been gathered together, and how large a proportion is composed of 
poor and labouring people, one cannot regard the result in this respeet, of 
our colporteur’s labours without surprise and gratitude. 2ndly. We rejoice 
that those who were destitute have been supplied. That there is no house 
or family in Paterson and Manchester, where the light of God’s truth is 
not now burning, except where it has been voluntarily rejected. 3rdly. 
We hope and believe that our colporteur has spoken a kind and hortator 
word to many individuals who do not come under the influence of the re- 
gular means of grace. What fruit shall’be thence produced, eternity 
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alone can show. But if only one soul has been persuaded to read God’s 
word, or awakened to a sense of sin, or induced to trust in the Redeemer, 
we are sure the society will feel that these labours have not been in vain. 

While we have had ample means to carry on the work in the town of 
Paterson, we need much larger contributions to enable us to send a col- 
porteur through ourcounty ; to do our part towards supplying the destitute 
in the state, and also to assist the parent institution in its more extensive 
operations. ; 

In conclusion, your committee would especially ask your attention to 
the effort now making to explore our whole state, and supply its destitute 
with the Scriptures.

ERIE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 


The Erie County Bible Society was organized October 7th, 1845. Im- 
mediately after the organization, a, proposition was made to raise by sub- 
scription, the sum of $500, for the purpose of establishing in this place a 
depository of Bibles and Testaments, for the better and more permanent 
supply of this and the adjoining counties: the books to be obtained of the 
American Bible Society at N. Y., and sold to purchasers at the Parent So- 
ciety’s prices, merely adding the cost of transportation. This proposition 
was responded to by the friends of the Bible in this place, Castalia, and 
Huron, and the whole amount subscribed in sums varying from 265cts. to 
one hundred dollars: thus encouraged, the executive committee immedi- 
ately, on the opening of navigation, ordered a bill of Bibles and Testa- 
ments from the Parent Society at N. Y., amounting to over $500, and em- 
bracing 1600 volumes. Mr.C. Campbell & Sons, consented to become the 
depositaries of the society, and were accordingly elected,—where may 
be obtained Bibles and Testaments, at the American Bible Society prices, 
of every size and variety, from $7 50, to 64cts. The friends of the Bible 
cause, (very justly, I think,) regard the establishment of this depository as 
an interesting event in the history of the Bible operations of this county, 
and as forming an important part of the great and blessed work of supply- 
ing all the people with the word of God. 

In the early part of June last, the executive committee employed the 
Rev. Dr. Betts, of Brownhelm, to explore this county, with a view of sup- 
plying all the destitute with the Bible ; by this last report received by the 
executive committee, he had been engaged in his work five and a half 
weeks, principally in Huron, Oxford, Groton and Perkins townships, during 
which time he had visited six hundred and sixty families; 50 of whom 
were found without a whole Bible, and 25 without any portion of God’s 
word. Or to put it into an another form, it would appear thus: Every. 
12th family in Erie Co., (supposing these four townships to be'a fair spe- 
cimen of the whole county,) is witheut a whole Bible, and every 24th is 
entirely destitute of any portion of the Holy Scriptures. Supposing each 
of these families to contain five persons who could read, then this society, 
by its colporteur, has put the word of life into the hands of 250 persons 
who were before without it. an 

If this society should, from this moment cease to exist, its organization 
now be dissolved, never to be renewed, its hand of benevolence never 
again be stretehed out to supply those who might be perishing for the 
bread of life, who amongst its iriends would regret the time they have de-: 
voted to promoting its interest, or the money they have contributed to 
give to those 250 destitute ones the blessed Bible ? 
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The Bible colporteur says that he has uniformly been well received by 
the families whom he has visited, and by many, heartily welcomed as the 
almoner of the society’s bounty.. Many hearts have blessed your society 
through him. 

Permit me here to present you a few extracts from his reports. He 
says: “One poor man who had been sick all the summer, said he had 
never had a Bible, and wept when I gave him one, at the same time ex- 
pressing the wish that it might be profitable. A woman said she had kept 
house five years without a Bible, and was glad of an opportunity to pur- 
chase one.’”’ After expressing the opinion that some of the families to 
whom he had donated the Bible might, by a little more effort, have sup- 
plied themselves by purchase, he adds, “And yetI think that neither the 
committee nor any member of the society would have had me left them 
destitute. Certainly not the mother who was sitting with her children in 
very great sadness, for her husband had just gone to the foreign land from 
whence they came, and they had no book in the house. Nor to her who 
had kept house five years, and because her husband would not procure a 
Bible, had been compelled to use a borrowed one. Or a Testament to the 
poor sickly-looking foreigner to whom I offered to sell one, but he shook 
his head and said he had been sick, and had nothing to pay ; and when 
Tasked him where his home was, he said he had none. After saying a 
little more.to him on the advantage of having a Testament, I said, “ Well 
I think I will give you one.” “ Will you?” said he, as if he was as gla 
as he was surprised.” He says further: ‘I have reason to believe that 
in several cases the Bible I left was about the only book in the house. 
The committee will be glad to be informed of the eagerness with which 
several of the destitute, who were just beginning in the world, embraced 
the opportunity of purchasing for themselves. One young father, who 
was just recovering from sickness, when I asked him if he wished to buy 
a Bible’ for twenty-five cents, seemed actually to jump at the opportunity, 
as if it was the very thing of all others that he wanted. His wife, as I 
learned in a few moments, was equally interested; for as I was disposing 
of another to a man and his wife, another woman standing by wished him 
to ask me if I had sold one at that house—pointing to the one I had just 
left. Sure Iam that the time to re-supply your field has fully come ; 
though only four years have elapsed since I had supplied most of that 
which I have now gone over again, I am truly thankful to be the almoner 
of your bounty, though the labour has often been exhausting.” 

He has distributed by gift and sale, 188 English and six German Bibles, 
and 393 English and German Testaments; these, together with 605 
volumes sold and donated at the depository, makes thé whole number of 
copies put in circulation by the society since last June, about twelve hun- 
dred. When we remember that a great proportion of these 1200 Bibles 
and Testaments have been put into the hands of those who were before 
destitute, who can compute the amount of good which has been accom- 
plished by the efforts of this society. 


FROM THE REPORT OF THE INDIANAPOLIS FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY, 
INDIANA. ‘ 


Though the primary object of our society, as will be inferred from the 
preceding statements, is to supply our own town and county, yet it does 
not stop there; small as it_is, the rivulet, which has its soureé in our so- 
ciety, we design to have it unite with: others, in enlarging. that noble 
stream, which is bearing on its bosom the bread of life to the famishing 
of every clime. With intense emotion we have read the reports of the Pa- 
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rent Society; revealing the appalling destitution even in our own beloved 
country: and surely no American lady can hear of such multitudes, 
without the bread of life, in the land she has so gratefully called her 
own, and not feel a sympathy that will prompt her to extend a hand for 
‘their relief. There is a field, where we, as females, who love our country, 
and our Saviour too, may, with propriety, exert an influence more power- 
ful in preserving the liberties so dearly bought by the heroes of ’76, than 
the most thrilling eloquence, or crowded convention, or imposing proces- 
sion can effect ; where such ignorance of religious truth prevails, we can- 
not expect religious, or even civil, freedom long to last. 

Had we time we might add many incidents to those already brought be- 
fore the public, calculated to encourage all those who are engaged in this 
heavenly enterprise ; one only will be given, illustrating the happiness im- 
parted by the precious gift of the Bible to the destitute poor. A gentle- 
man who visited our town a short time since, related that an agent called 
at the house of a poor widow, who very cordially welcomed him, and wept 
when she told him her cireumstances were such that she had not had a 
Bible of her own in her possession for years. He accordingly gave her one ; 
she immediately commenced reading it, and continued to do so the re- 
mainder of the evening ; the last thing before falling asleep, he heard her 
voice reading the blessed volume, and to his surprise, the first thing in the 
morning that saluted his ears was the old lady’s voice still reading the 
Bible. On entering the apartment where she sat, he remarked, ‘‘ My 
good woman, you must have had very little rest last night.” “0,” said 
she, “it has been so long since I have read these precious promises, I 
could not lay the book aside, or close my eyes to sleep the whole night.” 
In view of such facts, surely every Christian female will not only desire 
to be found with Mary, sitting at the feet of Jesus, hearing and reading 
the word for herself, but also, with the holy women, whom the Apostle so 
highly commended for laboring with him, in giving the glad news of sal- 
vation to the perishing. 

A short extract from the last report, read at the anniversary of our so- 
ciety, Nov. 1846, will give the prominent reason. why, for the last three 
years, our efforts have been mostly confined to our own town and county, 

“‘ The present efforts of the Papis's to make this place one of their strong- 
holds, we cannot but hope will rouse all who love the truths of the Bible 
to redouble their efforts in disseminating these truths; it was the remark 
of an eminent man, that “ the best way to keep the chaff out was, to fill the 
vessel with wheat.’ Let us do all we can to fill the mind of the commu- 
nity with the truths of the Bible. This will be the surest means of keep- 
ing them free from the errors of Popery ; to accomplish this, we must be 
careful to see that every family in our town and county has a copy of the 
word of God, and all the children taught to read and love it, in our sabbath 
and day schools. The superstitious and deadly errors of Rome cannot 
take root in soils impregnated with the salt of divine truth; her votaries 
may scatter their seed, but they will have no fruit in return to encourage 
their labors In view of suchconsideration, it is the intention of the society 
to procure anagent to explore the county ; our funds and our efforts will 
therefore need to be greatly increased ; but if He who blessed the “ widow’s 
mite,” smile on our exertions, we will be encouraged to go forward, strong 
in the strength of our Leader, and clothed in the armor He gives us, we 


eannot but succeed.” 


THE CAUSE IN VIRGINIA. 


Dvar Srr,—It gives me sincere pleasure to inform you that the work 
| of distribution is going on systematically and thoroughly in Va. The 
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friends of the Bible are manifesting a becoming zeal and liberality in this 
great work. Since the first of April, I have visited several of our cities and 
counties, and presented the claims of the Bible cause in a number of our 
churches, Episcopal, Presbyterian and Methodist, and have received in 
cash, during that period, about $1000, and a donation from a lady in Lon- 
don county, of 100 acres of land. At King George, C.H,I was most 
kindly invited by the honorable court, to present the subject on the occa- 
sion of their meeting, and ‘obtained a subscription of $126; a noble exam- 
ple, which I doubt not will be followed in many other counties of our state. 


At Fredericksburg, it was my good fortune to meet with Bishop Johns, 
who most generously. postponed the collection which had been announced 
for the diocesan mission, and with his accustomed eloquence and power, 
urged upon his people the claims of the Bible Society. 

We have sent since the commencement of the present year, to the 
Virginia B. 8., April 1, two thousand Bibles, and about twenty-five hun- 
dred Testaments to the most destitute counties, and have several faith- 
| ful Bible colporteurs, who are exclusively employed to devote them- 

selvesto their distribution, besides 500 Bibles to be distributed by the 
tract colporteurs in the counties of Nicholas, Braxton, Taylor, Barbour, 
Randolph and Pocahontas, and 300 Bibles to the same for the counties of 
Cabell and Wayne.

PEORIA COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, ILLINOIS. 


The annual meeting of the Peoria County Bible Society was held on the 
evening of the 4th of March, in the Methodist Episcopal Church. Samuel 
H. Davis, Esq., was called to the chair in the absence of the president and 
vice president. A report of the condition of the society and of its doings 
during the last year, was then submitted by the secretary, from which it 
appeared that an agent had been employed during part of the year, in tra- 
versing the county, ascertaining and supplying the destitute, delivering 
lectures on the importance: of a general distribution of the Bible, and in 
soliciting subscriptions in aid of that object. And that he had found in the 
county 143 families destitute of the Bible ; having no part of the Scriptures 
in their houses. That he had sold and distributed 406 Bibles and Testa- 
ments ; delivered nine public lectures ; organized two branch societies in 
remote parts of the county, and that the whole occupied 334 days.

THIRTY-SECOND YEAR OF THE SOCIETY. 


On: this we have now entered, and what, many a one inquires, is to be 
done this year? What does the Society propose for itself, what is recom- 
mended for the auxiliaries ? ; 

Little can be said on these points beyond what is found in the last re- 
port, now in course of circulation. To every reader of that document it 
will be seen that in all parts of the country, north and south, east and west, 
in the old states as well as in the new, there is an urgent demand for more 
effort in home distribution. To this point attention is first called. In our 
growing and moving population, no auxiliary which has not explored its 
field within two or three years can venture to pronounce how many fami- 
lies are living without the Word of God. There are many cases ascertain- 
ed where the number of destitute in this time has been five and six hun- 
dred in a single county. 

Last year much was done in re-supplying counties which had before 
been supplied. The same work is now taken up in earnest by a number 
more of auxiliaries since the late anniversary. We give below the pro- 
ceedings of the Columbia County B.8., New York, on the 16th of June, and 
would hope that a similar course may be adopted by other auxiliaries, 
as they hold their respective anniversaries. When these have supplied 
again their own people, there are wide doors open for supplying the new 
states, emigrants, seamen, and foreign countries, of which notice will be 
taken at a future time.. The attention is here called to what is proposed 
by an auxiliary of thirty years’ standing. : 
® After an address by the corresponding secretary of the Am, Bible Soci- 
ety, the following preamble and resolutions were moved by the Rey. Timo- 
thy Woodbridge, of Spencertown, and seconded by J. W. Fairfield, Esq. of 
Hudson. Others favoured the undertaking by their voice, and the resolu- 


tions were unanimously and heartily adopted. 
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“As there are strong reasons to believe that numerous families in this 
county are living without the Bible, and as it is one of the first of Christian 
duties to furnish such familes with that sacred book, therefore, 

“Resolved, That this auxiliary society (with the encouragement of aid 
from the Parent Institution, should such aid be necessary,) will, in reliance 
on the Divine blessing, endeavour, in course of the next twelve months, 
to have the county entirely explored, and every destitute household sup- 
plied with a copy of the Word of God, and an offer made at the same time 
to all families to purchase, where they need an additional supply. 

“Resolved, That in order to secure a prompt and thorough execution of 
this undertaking, a Bible colporteur be employed to co-operate with such 
voluntary distributers as may be obtained in the different towns. 

“Resolved, That before the first of January next every congregation be 
earmestly requested to take up a collection in aid of this important mea- 
sure. 

“Resolved, That in the month of January next an extra meeting be call- 
ed to hear a report as to the progress of this work, and when an appropriate 
sermon shall be delivered by some one specially appointed. 

“Resolved, That a committee of seven be appointed, including the pres- 
ident, secretary, and treasurer of the society, to carry the above resolu- 
tions into effect. 


“Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be furnished to the Corre- 
sponding Secretary of the American Bible Society, New York, for insertion 
in the Bible Society Record.” 


BIBLE COLPORTEURS. 


The question is sometimes asked of late why the American Bible Soci- 
ety does not employ colporteurs to distribute its books 2 . 

The reply is that it prefers to have them employed and directed by the 
local auxiliaries after the manner of the Columbia County B.S., cited above. 
In this indirect way, scores of these are employed. Where the auxiliaries 
really need help in the exploration and supply of their respective fields, 
the Parent Society does allin its power to help them, their circumstances 
being made known. But the duty of looking up, and employing, and di- 
recting these labourers must be left where it belongs, and ought to belong, 
to the auxiliaries. If there is to be any departure from this system, it 
must be in places where there are not yet materials to constitute an aux- 
iliary, for the reason that the British and Foreign Bible Society employs 
scarcely one colporteur in England, while it employs more than a hun- 
dred in France, and many more in Ireland and Belgium. 

It is to be feared that some auxiliaries, and some of ability too, and 
which once laboured faithfully, are beginning to feel that the work of 
looking up and supplying the destitute with the Bible, had better be seen 
to by the Parent Institution. Such an impression, wherever it exists, is 
unhappy, and should be removed. The PArent Society can never consent 
to take charge of and sustain such an army of local distributers as would 
be requisite. It has not time, nor means, nor facilities for the performance 
of such a service, and it would only work injury to the auxiliaries were it 
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In some townships the distribution surpasses our expectation... At a day 
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to beattempted. If left to do nothing, would they not soon sink into list- 
less apathy, and become extinct? It is hoped that-these honoured local 
branches will all feel it their duty and privilege, as many now do, to see 
that the destitute around them are looked after annually, and furnished 
with the zndispensable book—the word of God... There is state and county, 
church and individual responsibility here which should be seriously pon- 
dered. 


LIVINGSTON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. Y. 


The annual report of the managers and of the treasurer were read, from 
which it appears, that though nothing of special interest with respect to 
the Bible cause had occurred within the county during the year, yet there 
was a steady adherence to the cause, encouraging continued and increa- 
sing exertions. 

A resolution was passed making a donation of one hundred and fifty 
dollars to the Parent Society. It was also resolved that a re-survey and 
re-supply of the county with Bibles be made the ensuing season, it having 
been nearly five years since the county had been thoroughly explored and 
supplied; and that in connection collections be taken both for our own 
purposes within the county, and also to aid the funds of the Parent Society. 

There were also several resolutions of a more general character with 
respect to the great subject passed, by which interestingand profitable ad- 
dresses were called forth. 

For the ensuing year Allen Ayrault, Esq. was appointed president, Rev. 
B. B. Stockton, cor. secretary, and William Walker, Esq., treasurer. 

The exercises of the meeting were of a character instructive and ani- 
mating, and we cherish the hope that, by the Divine smiles accompanying 
the efforts of the friends of the Bible, the cause will greatly advance in 
our county during the yéar upon which we have entered. 


MORRIS COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, N. J. 


During the latter part of the society’s year closing this day, the N. J. 
Morris County Auxiliary, after years of suspended action, has been revi- 
ved again. .In December last this auxiliary was re-organized, and resol- 
ved to enter at once upon the work of re-supplying the county. The work 
has been commenced in every township in the county. Ina few of the 
townships it has been completed ; in all the others it is now in progress. 

In adaptation to the different views of our friends in different townships, 
we have adopted different modes of operation in carrying on the work. In 
some townships we have employed Bible colporteurs ; in others a system 
of voluntary agency. The former mode has proved the most expeditious, 
and in some cases the most efficient, The latter has its peculiar advan- 
tages, and in some cases works well; in others it is yet uncertain as to its 
results, and in all cases it is a tardy process. 

We are not yet prepared to communicate in detail the results of our ope- 
rations. Thus much, however, we can say, In view of facts already ascer-. 
tained, that the re-supply of our county was demanded, and demanded 
now by the necessities of the people. 
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not far distant I trust that we shall be able to report to you that our work 
has been done, and also to tell you how it has been done.

CAYAHOGA COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO, SECRETARY’S STATEMENT. 
April 10th, 1847. 


Mr. Chambers was employed last fall to visit the township societies, to 
revive, re-organize, and form new, as the state of each township might 
seem todemand. He spent 74 days in this work, and visited all the towns 
but one. Most of the towns he visited twice or three times, and by his 
lectures and personal efforts created considerable interest in the cause. 
He reports that he travelled more than 700 miles, 220 of which he went 
on foot. In some places he found the societies in good condition, in oth- 
ers not. He succeeded in re-organizing societies where necessary, and 
forming new ones where Mr. Patch had failed to do so. Most or all these 
societies appointed visiters and engaged to re-examine their fields of labor. 

The Newburgh Society reports that in view of the thorough exploration 
and supply of the past year, it was deemed inexpedient to repeat the work 
this year, and they venture to announce that the several families in that 
township are now all or nearly all, who will receive the word of life and 
can read it, furnished with at least one copy of it. 

The principal effort of the society has been directed towards Ohio city 
and Cleveland. Mr. Corlett was employed to explore and supply both 

| cities. He was interrupted in his labours by sickness, and only completed 
his work on the 9th of April, 1847. 

In Ohio city 234 volumes were disposed of and 40 families found desti- 
tute of any portion of the Scriptures. The heads of ‘six of these families 
were members of evange!ical churches and able to buy. These cases 
were reported by the agent to the pastors of the churches to which they 
belonged, after they had refused to purchase Bibles of him. 

In Cleveland City of 2081 families, were found 239 families destitute of 
a whole Bible, and 113 families destitute of any part of the Scriptures. 86 
families, ascertained to be Roman Catholics, had 14 Romish Bibles and 12 
Romish Testaments, and 21 Protestant Bibles and 13 Protestant Testa- 
ments. Days labour 52. 

Mr. Corlett says he was kindly received by all. Ina few instances he 
succeeded in selling Bibles and Testaments to Romanists, but generally 
they refused them, he found a spirit of inquiry among some of the more 
intelligent Romanists, that is quite encouraging. Some were willing to 
compare versions with him, and where they differed he would endeavour 
to show that the Protestant version was right. These discussions were 
always friendly, andsometimes resulted in the sale of a Bible or Testament. 

An intelligent Irishman said he did not want a Bible, but would like to 
see a Protestant History of the Reformation. He had read the Roman 
Catholic histories, and wished to know what the Protestants had to say 
about it. His wish was gratified. 

Mr. Corlett found it difficult to ascertain the exact number of Bibles 
amorg the Romanists. They would frequently say they had the Bible 
and when asked to show it would produce some missal or other book oe 
church service. He adopted the plan in all cases to call for the book. 
The Romish Priest told him that if the Bible Society would print the Douay 
Bible, he would himself take hold and aid its circulation among his people.

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The Jews, of whom we have some 500, were unwilling to buy, and as 
there was no evidence that they would make good use of the Bible if given 
to them, no donations were made. j 

We are satisfied that Mr. Corlett has been thorough in his work, and 
that every family in Cleveland and Ohio city that would receive the Bible, 
| and can read it, has been supplied, except the six in Ohio city above re- 
ferred to, and perhaps two others who promised to purchase, but from 
whom we have not heard since.

We expected to have the supply of the county complete before the 
end of the past year. From sickness in the agent’s family and other cau- 
ses, he failed to do the work, and has also failed to make a full report of

To the Board of Managers of the Jefferson County Bible Society : 

Gent LEMeN—lIt is with pleasure that I announce to you the fact that 
this county is again supplied with the Bible. As the agent I have visited 
all the towns not previously visited; that is to say, Alexandria, Adams, 
Antwerp, Ellisburgh, Henderson; Lyme, Clayton, Orleans, Brownville, Lor- 
raine, Rutland, Wilna, Champion and Philadelphia. The families desti- 
tute of the Bible in these several towns were as follows: Alexandria 91; 
Adams 53; Lyme 147 ; Ellisburgh 108 ; Henderson 56 ; Clayton 98 ; Or- 
leans 87; Brownville 89; Lorraine 37 ; Rutland 32; Champion 46; Phila- 
delphia 31; Antwerp 49; Wilna 43 —-Total 967. To supply these fami- 
lies and meet the wants of others, I have received from the depository the 
number of 3,273 Bibles and Testaments of different sizes and bindings

| amounting to $668 42. 
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lisburgh and: Lorraine, belonging to the Society, have all been distributed 
either by sale‘or gift. About 450 Bibles and 425 Testaments have been 
presented gratuitously ; the Bibles being given to destitute families and 
the Testaments to poor children and young persons. These, with very 
few exceptions, have been received with warm expressions of gratitude, | 
and there is ample reason to believe they will exert a happy influence, not 
only in time but in eternity. 

In soliciting funds the claims of the Bible cause have been presented in 
the churches of different Christian denominations, in school houses, in fami- 
ly circles, and before individuals. And the funds collected show a good 
degree of unity and interest in the cause on the part of the people. As 
the cause presents itself to the benevolent feelings of all classes, so it re- 
ceives the countenance and support of all. The whole amount collected 
by donations to the society and sales of Biblesand Testaments is $1,039, 10. 
Of this sum about $490 have been received from sales and the re- 
mainder, $549,10, as donations. Four life memberships have been con- 
stituted in the County Society, viz: Rev. Joseph A. Canfield, Rev. Hugh 
Carlisle, Rev. Hiram Woodruff and Henry Esslestyn ; the former three by 
members of their respective congregations, the latter by his own contri- 
bution. Three life memberships have been constituted in the American 
Bible Society, viz: Rev. Samuel Orvis of the M. E. Church, of French 
Creek, Rev. Frederick J. Jackson of the Presbyterian Church of Adams, 
and Mrs. Isaac Stone of the M. E. Church of Watertown, by the members 
of those congregations respectively. Several small sums, in addition to 
the above, may find their way into the treasury as the result of our effort. 
Thus a successful effort has been made in supplying the inhabitants of the 
county with the Bible, and in raising funds to aid the society in its noble 
and benevolent operations. And thus this auxiliary has nobly sustained 
her character for activity and energy as a fruitful and efficient branch of 
the parent institution. 

Though the county is now supplied with Bibles, and another successful 
effort is made to advance the interests of the cause, yet we must not relax 
our exertions, and say that enough has been already done. The many 
changes in the population, the formation of new and additional domestic 
relations, and the perishable nature of books, render it necessary to keep 
up periodical distributions of the Bible. Hence our efforts, like the flow- 
ing of a perennial stream must never cease, but be perpetuated. Nor 
should our efforts be circumscribed by the limits of the county ; our country, 
and other countries, have high and urgent claims upon us. Our field of 
benevolent and successful effort should be the world. The entire world, 
with its numerous wants and fervent entreaties, is almost literally spread 
out before us, Our efforts should be repeated, until these entreaties aré 
heard, and these wants supplied. We should embrace the entire world in 
the arms of faith, of love, and charitable efforts ; and endeavour to promote 
the circulation of the Bible among all its destitute, ignorant, degraded and 
perishing inhabitants. 

Permit me to say, in conclusion, that, in the different parts of the county, 
the agent has been very kindly received and hospitably entertained. And 
he desires through you to present his cordial thanks ‘to all those families 
and individuals whose friendly attention and kind hospitality he has 
received, 

Of the remaining six towns not included in the field of Mr. Chittenden’s 
labours, add the following report : 

Tn the town of Hounsfield 689 families were visited, of which 103 were 
found destitute of the Bible: 186 Bibles and Testaments were gratui- 
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tously distributed ; amount sold $37,00. Of 337.families visited in the 
town of Pamelia, 58 were destitute: 145 Bibles were distributed, either 
by sale or gift. Amount sold $38,63. 2 

In Le Ray, of 730 families visited, 138-were destitute: 115 Bibles and 
Testaments gratuitously distributed, and 110 sold. 

In Theresa 393 families were visited, 100 found destitute, and 302 copies 
of the Scriptures distributed. 

In Watertown, of 853 families visited, 94 were destitute ; 117 Bibles 
and Testaments gratuitously distributed, 112 sold. The returns for Wa- 
tertown are not complete.

THE NORWEGIANS IN THE UNITED STATES.—EXTRACT OF A LETTER 
FROM A CLERGYMAN IN ILLINOIS. 


A pious young man, a Norwegian, commenced to study with me two 
years since: he has made almost unexampled proficiency in his studies, is 
an humble and devoted Christian, and now promises to be a man of great 
usefulness among the thousands of Norwegians who have immigrated to 
this western country. He is preparing to preach the gospel among them. 
We obtained for him last fall a commission as colporteur among them, in 
which service he spends three or four months in a year, until he shall 
have completed his studies, and shall enter fully on the ministry. 

There are already more than 20,000 Norwegians west of Michigan Lake, 
and their numbers are increasing by the immigrations of thousands annu- 
ally. They are located chiefly in settlements by themselves, varying from 
three hundred to two thousand in each. All can read the Danish language, 
but few comparatively can read English. Their children and youth are 
fast learning our language, so that our tracts and Bibles distributed among 
them will find some one to read them in very many of their families. 
Their own literature is extremely limited, not exceeding half a dozen 
books to a house among them: they are generally eager for knowledge, 
and are disposed to read all they can get. The state churchof their own 
native land, as you know, embraces almost the entire population, so that all 
who come here are already members. The mass, however, are wholly 
destitute of evangelical knowledge and vital piety. Such is the condition 
of the ministers of the establishment, a few of whom are here, doing 
what they can to keep out the light of truth, and continue the people under 
the dominion of their dead forms and ceremonies. There is but one evan- 
velical minister among them, who in connexion with the young man above 
alluded to, has already organized five evangelical churches in their 
different settlements. God has brought almost the entire population within 
the reach of Christian effort. 

My student, Mr. Anderson, wishes to spend several weeks distributing 
tracts and Bibles among his people as soon as the books can be obtained. 
Owing to their ignorance of our language, and their prejudices, American 
colporteurs and Bible agents get access to but few of them; the only way 
the mass can be reached is through evangelical men of their own nation. 

From his knowledge of their wants, Mr. Anderson is confident he can 
sell many Danish Bibles and Testaments among them if he had a supply; 
many will also purchase English Bibles and Testaments. Will not the 
Bible Society furnish Mr. A. a supply? He should have at least 50 Danish 
Bibles and as many Testametts, with from 70 to 100 English Bibles and 
Testaments. He should have liberty to give copies at discretion. You 


ean safely confide to his judgment in this matter.

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BIBLE CAUSE IN EASTERN TEXAS. 
_ Steamer Gladiator, on the Mississippi, May 11th, 1847. 

My Dear Brotuer,—Some time since I wrote the Society from Texas, 
giving some account of my labours there, but not intending it for a report 
to the society. I therefore embrace some leisure hours in making outa 
report which I hope may be acceptable to yourself and the managers of 
the society and subserve the interests of the blessed cause for the exten- 
sion of the Holy Scriptures. ae ; 

fam now, my dear brother, on my way home, with a heart filled with a 
sense of the mercy and protecting providence of God, which has been over 
me for good, and with gratitude and thanksgiving I apply myself to the 
work before me. 

I will commence with my labours in Fannin County, situated in the ex- 
treme part of Eastern Texas, and bounded by the great plain or prairie, 
extending to the Pacific Ocean and the Rocky Mountains, and inhabited 
by various tribes of wild Indians. 

The country is exceedingly fertile and pleasant, and fast settling with 
an industrious class of people, mostly from the southern and western states, 
and generally of the poorer class, having expended their means in remo- 
ving and purchasing farms. In this county I organized a society called the 
County Bible Society of Fannin, which extends its operations over the ad- 
joining counties of Grayson, Collin, Hunt, and Denton, which were embra- 
ced in the old county of Fannin. It will also extend its benefits to the 
Choctaw nation, which lies some ten or fifteen miles north, on the oppo- 
site side of the Red River, and is fifty miles from the Armstrong Mission. 

I was fortunate in procuring stable and judicious men for officers of the 

’ society, and those who are permanently settled and responsible men. 

In Lamar county I organized a society which promises well. _ Its offi- 
cers are. men of piety and worth, and responsible men. They embrace 
the county of Hopkins in their operations. The society in this county is 
older and somewhat in advance of Fannin, and there is more wealth, as 
there are several large and flourishing plantations in the county. I was 
received with great cordiailty, and found some warm friends to the Bible 
cause, The report of their excellent secretary will show the prospects of 
this society and the deep interest they take in the cause, with their busi- 
ness management. Their depository is kept by the secretary, at Paris the 
county seat. My next labours were in Red River county, where I orga- 
nized a society at Clarksville, embracing the counties of Titus and Bowie, 
and succeeded in getting a good and efficient set of officers. This county 
embraces more of wealth, and is in advance of either of the other counties 
I have visited. The soil is very productive, and its early settlers were 
mostly professors of religion, connected with the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church. It is an exceedingly 
pleasant section of the country, and has a very interesting and pleasant 
society, and is as desirable a location as can be found in Eastern Texas, 
a much resembling many of the flourishing villages in Western New 

ork, 

My next field of labour was in Harrison county, where I succeeded in 
organizing a society under very favourable auspices. In some respects 
this county is in advance of either of the other counties, or will compare 
favourably with Red River county. It embraces in its operations the 
counties of Cass, Upsher, Panola, and Shelby. The corresponding secretary 
is a talented lawyer, and is very much interested in the Bible cause : and 
as his professional business leads him into the aforementicned counties, he 
will get up auxiliaries and extend the benefits of the society to them. 
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There is a great demand here for large and fine Bibles, and I have an 
order from the society for $132 00 worth. There is also.a great destitution 
here of the Scriptures and demand for Testaments for Sabbath Schools. In 
all of these counties I have succeeded in opening a depository, and provi- 
ded a limited means of supplying the destitute, and in furnishing families 
with large and better bound volumes of our society, and have orders for 
further supplies, which I trust your Board will forward as soon as prac- 
ticable. I have encouraged these societies to ask small donations in order 
to aid them in furnishing the poor with the Scriptures, and Sabbath schools 
with the New Testament. 

It may not be improper here to give my views in relation to future ope- 
rations in this new and interesting field. Though I have full confidence 
in the organizations which have been effected through my agency, yet my 
knowledge of human nature, and the peculiar habits of this portion of our 
country forbid the hope of a general supply without further encourage- 
ment and the fostering care of the Parent Society ; and it is vain to expect 
the desired result without some one to superintend and earry forward the 
work, I therefore took great pains to learn what course would be advisa- 
ble, and in order to obtain counsel and assistance I attended the session of 
the Eastern Texas Conference, at which Bishop Payne presided ; and after 
carefully looking over the ground and advising with the different denomi- 
nations of Christians, I concluded that it was best to ask of that body to 
appoint an agent to labour within the bounds of Eastem Texas for the co- 
ming year. I had been favourably situated to form an acquaintance with 
one of its members, the Rev. George West, of San Augustine, and after a 
consultation with the bishop, and Rev. Mr. Sampson of the Presbyterian 
Church, I asked for his services as agent for your Society. Mr. West isa 
very gentlemanly, pious man, aged 52 years, has been presiding elder for 
seven years, is a very catholic man, and of good business habits. 

When I made the request, I hoped the conference would have not only 
given him the appointment, but have sustained him in the field: but on 
reviewing the situation of the ministers, the very small stipends they re- 
ceive, and of that $1000 is furnished by the Missionary Society, it could 

. hardly be expected ; and as it was judged that from all the denominations 
he might collect enough to pay him a moderate compensation for his ser- 
vices, [ ventured to ask his appointment, though I did it with much relue- 
tance, knowing that I was not authorized to take sucha step. But I trust 
the Managers will not attribute it to a disposition to assume responsibilities, 
and if I have erred, will allow it to be an error of judgment and not of the 
heart. Mr. West is favourably known throughout the bounds of the con- 
ference, and will be able in one year to systematize the Bible operations 
in Eastern Texas. 

My entire trip has been a pleasant one. Ihave enjoyed good health, 
have been kindly received by the friends of the Bible on my way in Tex-» 
as. Perhaps there are no more hospitable people in any section than in 
Eastern Texas; and though the fare be plain and humble, it is given with 
a hearty good will that more than compensates for other deficiencies. 

To this I annex my account with the Society, all of which is most re-

AN@THER LETTER FROM INDIA. 


Madras, February 18th, 1847, 

My Dear Brother,—I beg to forward a memorandum of our expenditures 
“In the department of your society’s labours, and for which your funds have 
been appropriated. You will perceive that the balance on hand at the 
commencement of last year, of Rs. 1008 7 11, which was credited to the 
A. B.C. F. M., has been absorbed, with the exception of Rs. 580 11°10. 
More than this amount will be needed to complete the binding of the Ta- 
mil Bible, printed on your account; and we have most of the New Testa- 
ment in large type with marginal references to bind ; of which one share 
for your society—used here and to be sent to Madura and Jaffua, was 
2100. This is a nice volume of 775 pages octavo, and’ proves peculiarly 
acceptable to Catechists, and all other native Christians able carefully to 
read the Scriptures. This, as well as the entire Tamil Bible, has been edit- 
ed by me at great expense of time and labour—but time and labour well 
bestowed. It contains all the references and various readings of the Eng- 
lish Bible, with the headings of chapters and chronology. “ 


We need funds also to complete the printing of the Telugee New Testa- 
ment, delayed, after finishing the 1st Corinthians, for want of revised copy ; 
and to print one or two Gospels in Tamil, for the schools and for genetal 
distribution ; and probably to print Genesis in Hindustanee, and some addi- 
tional copies of the New Testament Tamil, of duodecimo size. The Ma- 
dras Bible Society is to put this to press ere long in an edition of 5000, and 
we wish to add some copies, it being a very useful size, of the Tamil Testa- 
ment. ‘The Hindustanee Genesis is nearly ready for the press. We have 
printed nothing in Hindustanee of late for want of revised copy. The 
versions used in Calcutta and Bombay need adaptation by some changes 
* pi and even of idiom, to make them generally useful in Southern 

ndia. 

_It will therefore be evident to you, that we again need your generons 
aid. We shall require at least $1000 to do any considerable part of what 
is here proposed, and cannot but hope that your Society will kindly grant 
that sum. The aid in time past, if not acknowledged ‘so fully as it might 
have been, has been most important, and not without even obvious results. 
it is true that the reading of the Scriptures is generally so connected with 
teaching and preaching, that independent of these it may not be easy to 
find marked cases of conversion. But they are more numerous compara- 
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tively in. India among nominal Christians, than in countries where the 
other means of grace are’ more accessible, and are not wholly unknown 
even among idolaters. There have been instances where heathen persons, 
with little or no other help than the simple word of God, have been brought 
to a knowledge of the truth, and to embrace that truth as soon as an oppor- 
tunity was presented, accompanied perhaps with more or less of explana- 
tion, such as was given by Philip tothe Ethiopian eunuch. Among nomi- 
nal Christians, especially Europeans, scattered about the country, in isola- 
ted stations, the cases have been very numerous in which the simple word 
of God has evidently been made an instrument of conversion. The pre- 
sent military secretary to government, at this presidency, once told me 
that he knew something like thirty persons thus brought to Christ, at diffe- 
rent times. 

In connection with teaching and preaching, we have had, in addition to 
the comfort of seeing most evident progress in pupils and hearers, by 
growth in grace on the part of those quickened by the Spirit, and growth 
in knowledge on the part of many still dead to the life-giving power of the 
Gospel; some instances of power accompanying the word, so as to lead 
those under its influence to brave persecution. One youth perhaps I men- 
tioned last year, who with two others impressed about the same time, 
asked for baptism, but was carried away from us by force the preceding 
autumn. He was too young at the time to be lawfully detained, but the 
Lord preserved him ; and near the beginning of last year, having returned 
from the temple near Suchinapoly—to which he was carried—to a school 
of our Scotch Free Church friends, about ten miles from Madras, he at 
length got shelter in their institution here, and was baptized. 

Another case occurred the last year, in a promising lad who requested 
to be received by us, and would have been; but as he attended a meeting 
and staid a little time after at the mission house, before he was fully pre- 
pared to come and we to receive him, his friends became alarmed, and 
unknown to me, came for him and drove him home. He was afterwards 
confined, and carried for a time out of the city. He once attempted to get 
back to us, and came as far as the gate, but was discovered and again 
carried off. Still another, not in the school, but an attendant on preaching 
oceasionally, became a candidate for baptism, and was accepted to be re- 
ceived the next Sabbath. There were then no signs of opposition from his 
friends; but they were probably stirred up by an anti-mission society here, 
and in course of the week they carried him off by force from the house of 
the catechist, to which he had resorted, relinquishing his caste. They 
threatened to kill him, and he has not since been heard of. 

The more pleasing fruit is in the children of the schools, male and female, 
to the number of about 700 in our two stations in Madras; early imbi- 
bing the milk of the word, and evidently deriving benefit, if not salvation, 
from it; and the native Christians who feed upon it daily and ‘“ grow in 
grace.” May the great Master of the household enable and incline your 
Society to continue to aid us in giving a portion unto many.

Although the great calamity which has overspread our land has exerci- 
sed a very unfavourable influence over Sundey-schools in general, yet the 
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attendance in many is increasing, and they are just now re-assembling 
after the winter, and we look confidently for a great revival during the 
| summer. I need scarcely add, that the local funds, hitherto available for 
the schools, have been absorbed in providing food and clothing; and our 
society will be looked to to furnish books, as far as its .means and limits 
will admit. et 

The value of the grant of Bibles made by your Society, for gratuitous | 
distribution in cases of necessity, is becoming more apparent from day to 
| day, under the distressing circumstances of this country. * i “a 

it is an encouraging feature, in the distress of the times, to observe that 
there is an apparent desire growing up amongst our Roman Catholic fel- 
low-countrymen, for the knowledge of the word of God, which we earnest- 
ly pray may become permanent, and bring forth much fruit to the glory of 
God. The Sunday schools have largely partaken of this awakened feel- 
ing, and there is a good attendance of Roman Catholic children at many 
; of the schools. I will only insert one extract from the letter of a clergy- 
man, lately received, on application for a gratuitous grant. He writes 
thus: “ Your Committee will rejoice to hear that there are now 143 Roman | 
Catholic children attending this Sunday school, notwithstanding the oppo- 
| sition made bythe priest. I consider this school to be the chief instrument 
of usefulness to the Roman Catholics of this district; and the good effects 
of it are not confined to the childrenalone. More than onceI have found, 
on visiting Roman Catholics in the time of sickness, that they had been 
taught by their children the texts which they had learned at the school.” 
“‘T have been petitioned,” he says, ‘“‘ by some of them, to establish another 
school at the opposite end of the parish, which I purpose to do, God will- 
ing, on next Sunday; and I hope that your Committee will be so kind as 
to grant me twenty Bibles and forty Testaments for this school. Most of 
the children are forced to stand during school hours, as there are not suffi- 
cient seats; but our chief want is clothing: many more would come if 
they had clothes. Some attend almost naked; and I have been obliged to 
send away some for want of cleanliness,”

FROM THE REV. G. W. H. PAULI. 
Amsterdam, April] 23, 1847. 

In all my missionary exertions I have invariably found that, unless the 
Bible society is the pioneer, the doors for the blessed Gospel remain to a 
great degree shut. Last winter my missionary and clerical duties called me 
daily to the bedside of sickness and death, in the two large hospitals of this 
city, one within and the other without the gates. To my great surprise 
and grief, there was not a Bible or Testament to be found in the two and 
twenty or more wards in the hospital without the gates. 

To whatever bedside I came, I was begged for a Bible or New Testa- 
ment, in, language that at once showed a work of God, the blessed Spirit, 
the only author of a true evangelical repentance and sorrow for sin not to 
be repented of. 

In the hospital within the gates of the city I found, in a few wards, one 
or two Bibles ; but, alas! none of the nurses were either aware of the trea- 
sure deposited there, or willing to offer it to the sick. I applied to your 
venerable Society for a grant of thirty Dutch and thircy German Bibles, and 
your reverend Committee was so kind as to comply at once with my re- 
quest ; and these most precious rivers of the water of life are now flowing 
in these places of sickness and death; but chiefly in the one without the 
gates of the city, where they are most wanted and asked for. Blessed be 
our God! the precious seeds of eternal life thus sown with many tears, 
& cares and anxieties, have not been sown in vain.

DEMAND FOR THE SCRIPTURES, 


Turs still continues unabated. The issues in July were 79,971 copies, 
and in August 58,508. The receipts of the former month were $22,875 10, 
| andthe disbursements $25,187 06. The receipts for August were $14,822 15, 
and the disbursements $17,329 02. When itisremembered that the mana- 
gers have now three hundred hands employed in preparing books, and an 
urgent call for more copies than are made, all will see how important it is 
that early payment be made for books sent out on credit, and particularly 
| for such as were ordered six, nine, and twelve months ago; several in- 
| stances have come to knowledge of late where the treasurers of auxiliary 
societies retained funds long after they were paid in. This is a matter 
| which executive committees should examine where, in their case, any 


doubt exists. 


SUBSCRIBING FOR BIBLES. 
Some auxiliaries when formed take measures at once to collect funds, 
ot else obtain subscriptions. They can then order books with a probabi- 
lity that they will be paid for. There are others organized which collect 
nothing at the time, but order books with no definite plan as to pay, and 
say nothing of it when ordering., This embarrasses the Parent Society, as 
it knows not what to expect in the way of payment. A good method is 
(adopted by some agents and others) to have samples of books present 
when the auxiliary is formed, and let those who need, subscribe for quar- 
tos, octavos, or pocket Bibles, as they may choose, and specify the time of 
payment. The auxiliary can then order such as are wanted, (with an ad- 
ditional number) and can tell when they will probably be paid for. At- 

tention to this suggestion will do much good. | |

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EXPLORATION OF NEW YORK CITY. 

It is known to many readers that in the course of the last few 
months the New York Bible Society has caused a thorough canvass of 
the city as regards Bible destitution. The followmg report presents the 
results, and which, it is hoped, will be carefully pondered by others 
who feel the value of the. Bible, and would know their duties in con- 
nection with it. 


The Agency Committee, to whose special superintendance was entrusted the recent 
exploration and supply of our city with the Holy Scriptures, present the follow- 
ing report : ’ . 

The city of New York, from the extent and varied character of 
its population, presents by far the largest as well as most interesting field 
for Bible distribution of any in our country. 

Like the ancient Jerusalem at the first promulgation of the Gospel, 
there are here gathered together the dwellers from all parts of the world, 
and on us is conferred the high privilege of declaring to each “in his 
own tongue, the wonderful works of God.” : 

The organization of our labours has heretofore been such as to reach 
all classes of this varied community, so far as this could be accomplished 
without the aid of a paid labourer in each department of distribution. 
Under the superintendance of our faithful agent and the several commit- 
tees of our board, to whom were entrusted the care of our marine and em- 
igrant department, the humane and criminal institutions, and naval and 
military posts, the distribution has heretofore been large and accompanied 
by much that was of interest. The supply of the destitute poor of our 
city has also been attempted, and with the valuable aid of the distributors 
of the N. Y. City Tract Society, Bibles have been circulated among them 
as far as their wants could be ascertained, but the vastness of our popula- 
tion, and the great extent of surface over which it is spread, seemed to 
require a more systematic and thorough exploration, in order that the Word 
of Life, carried from door to door, should be offered to all classes of those 
around us, the responsibility of whose eternal destiny, so far as this in- 
strumentality is concerned, is, in the providence of God, thus devolved 
upon us. 

d The magnitude of the work, embracing a population of nearly 400,000 
souls, and the completion of it within a reasonable space of time, seemed 
to place it beyond the reach of any system of mere voluntary effort; 
and the advantages to be derived from the greater accountability, and 
consequent reliableness, of a paid agency in the accomplishment of such 
a work, and the promptness thus secured in its completion, were thought 
sufficiently great to warrant the board in adopting this mode of distribu- 
tion; and on 8th Dec. last a commencement was made by the Rev. Cal- 
vin Wolcott, in the 10th ward. The result of the distribution in this ward 
not only proved the destitution to be quite as great as had been feared, but 
also demonstrated the adaptedness of this method of supply to the success- 
ful accomplishment of the work. Ont of 3,500 families visited, 504 or 
one in seven were found without the Scriptures, 283. of whom were gra- 
tuitously supplied, 210 refusing to receive them; 128 copies were sold 
to those willing to purchase; and 428 Bibles and Testaments were put 
into circulation. The agent reported that he was every where kindly 
received, and that the tear of gratitude was frequently the only response 
to his presentation of the sacred volume. 

Mr. Wolcott adds in illustration of the surprise and incredulity fre- 
quently expressed at his gratuitous offer of the Scriptures, that a German 
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woman, upon receiving a Bible in her own language from his hand, and 
being told that no return would be exacted for it, seemed lost inamaze- 
ment, and asked several times if he meant to give it to her; and being 
answered in the affirmative, seemed still unable to comprehend that she 
had heard aright, and followed him out of the room and to the bottom of 
the stairs with a repetition of the inquiry, and expressions of thankful- 
ness for the gift, still hardly persuaded that he would not return and claim 
the price of the volume. 

Encouraged by the success of this experiment, the committee felt 
that with a humble reliance upon God for his blessing, they were author- 
ized to persevere in the course in which Providence seemed to be thus di- 
recting them ; and as the harvest was great, they at once sought the aid of 
additional labourers. 

The work has been conducted first under the direction of Rev. Mr. 
Wolcott, and afterwards of Mr. Peter M. Borst, with the aid of Mr. Jabez 
Turner, and the occasional assistance of two sons of Mr. Wolcott, and two 
assistants, and was at length successfully terminated on the 20th of Aug., 
having occupied a little more than eight months in its prosecution. 

The amount of destitution has of course been found to vary with the 
character of the locality in which the exploration was made, the highest 
average of an entire ward being about one to five and a half, though in some 
of the more degraded sections of our city it has been found much 
greater. The average number of families found destitute throughout our en- 
tire city was about one in eight, or about twelve and a half per cent. of 
our population. 

The total result of the work is as follows:—Number of families and 
places of business visited 68,415—families found destitute 8,479—supplied 
4,793—refusing the Scriptures 3,321—volumes distributed 9,109 ;—cost of 
gratuitous distribution $ 1,761. 69—amount paid for services of distributors 
$1,094. 88—amount received for sale of Bibles $ 1,137.71. 

The visitations of our agents have of course been confined exclu- 
sively to the settled population, the distribution to emigrants and seamen 
forming another and separate department of our operations. 

The distribution has been carried on a large portion of the time by 
four distributors and two assistants, and economy both of time and labour 
was found to be greatly promoted by uniting the labours of two distribu- 
tors and one assistant or carrier, so that while one labourer on either side 
of a street with a small basket of books in his hand, explored the dwell- 
ings from garret to cellar, penetrated the alleys and rear buildings, and 
thus sought out and supplied those destitute with the Word of God ; the carri- 
er, with a much greater supply of books in his large basket, was ready to re- 
plenish the stock of the distributors, go back to the general place of deposit 
inthe ward to procure a further supply, or incidentally to sell to the passer 
by, or supply the little crowd which sometimes gathered in curiosity around 
him. In this way during a portion of the time, the work has been pro- 
gressing in different parts of the field at the same moment. ; 

The labours of our distributors have also been facilitated by notices 
announcing the nature of the work, and requesting the cooperation of the 
well-disposed, being read from the pulpits in the particular sections of 
the city where it was progressing, and occasional notices of the press, 
have served to prepare the minds of the community for the visits of _our 
agents, and in this way the work has been prosecuted to its completion ; 
and we have now reason to believe that our entire community has been 
supplied with the Scriptures as thoroughly as such a work can be accom- 
plished in so transient and ever-changing a population as that in which 
we live. 
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Two distributors and one carrier can yisit and supply about 200 fami- 
lies per day. 

The book generally given to families has been the minion Bible, at 
thirty-seven and a half cents; to individuals, the nonpariel, at twenty-five 
cents; while to very aged persons, a large print Bible or Testament and 
Psalms has been given. Bibles of a much finer description, in morocco 
and gilt bindings, have met with ready sale among some already supplied ; 
but the facility for procuring the Bible either at our own sales room or at 
the book stores is so great, that few of those able and willing to supply them- 
selves are found destitute. The amount received for volumes sold has 
from these causes, been proportionally much less than in similar distribu- 
tions in other parts of the country where the same facilities for supply do 
not exist. 

Our distributors have generally been received with cordiality, and 
treated with respect ; occasionally the kind word of encouragement and 
God speed has helped to cheer how on their way, and in a measure to 
lighten their labours. Instances of opposition, rude treatment, and even 
threats of personal violence, they have indeed occasionally met with; but 
they have been the exceptions only, which while they evinced the enmity 
of the natural unrenewed heart to God and his truth, serve but to quicken the 
zeal of those who love his cause, and induce them to labour yet more earn- 
estly for the souls of those who thus despise his mercy. 

Perhaps no labourer in his Master’s cause has need of better prepara- 
tion successfully to combat the multifarious errors of the day than the 
Bible distributor: he meets with men of all classes and of every form of 
opinion ; he meets them in their own homes in the presence of their fam- 
lies, where they feel most tenacious of maintaining their individual opin- 
ions, and with religionists of every class, the more ready to introduce dis- 
cussion and uphold their own dogmas in proportion as they differ mote 
widely from the received opinions of those around them. He should in- 
deed be richly imbued with the spirit of the holy volume which, it is his 
aim to circulate. 

Of the foreign portion of our population by far the most numerous aré 
the Irish Roman Catholics, who, in some localities constitute almost the 
entire population, Though as a class extremely ignorant and generally 
bigoted, and though they seemed trained up toa rejection of our Bible, and 
to great indifference to their own, yet are we permitted to hope that 
much good has resulted to them through the medium of these labours. 
Though at first rejecting the Bible, and violently opposing its reception by 
others, it not unfrequently happened that a few words of conversation and 
kind expostulation was blessed of God in removing to some extent their 
prejudices, and exciting in them a desire to read the Bible for themselves 
and see if these things were so. It was the constant aim of the distribu- 
tor to direct them to God’s word as their only rule of faith, the Holy 
Spirit as their only director and guide, and God himself as their only 
judge ; and to impress upon them the necessity of that change of heart 
under the Spirit’s influence, without which external privileges can avail 
nothing for the soul’s salvation, and he was often impressed with the 
conviction that the Bible which he gave would be preserved and read 
even by those who at first rejected it almost with scorn. 

_ By the Roman Catholic priests who were met with in the course of the 
distribution, it was universally denied that they withheld the Bible from 
their people. One priest, with whom the distributor conversed thought 
that not more than one in twenty were destitute of the Scriptures 5 that | 


they had cheap editions of the Bible, and that all who wished misht sup-- 
ply themselves. i 
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Upon inquiry he stated, that $1 50 was the price of the cheapest 
edition of their Bible. 

‘A large number of Bibles have also been distributed among the Ger- 
mans, who constitute a large, useful, and thrifty portion of our popu- 
lation. In some sections of the eastern portion of our city they form en- 
tire communities. Living almost entirely within themselves, and con- 
ducting their smal] trading and business transactions with each other, 
they are slow in acquiring our language, or adopting the habits of our 
country. The Protestants, who constitute nearly one half, are the most 
intelligent and best educated, though they nearly all read. Many affect- 
Ing instances of gratitude for the Bible occurred among this people, 
though from want of knowledge of the language, beyond what was ne- 
cessary to ascertain their wants in regard to the Bible, the intercourse 
of our distributors was necessarily very limited. 

_ The French, Spanish, Italian, and Swedish population, were all sup- 
plied with the Scriptures in their own languages, whenever they would 
receive them. 

Though the promise of God is sure that his word shall not return unto 
him void, yet seldom is it that the Bible distributor is himself permitted to 
witness the happy results of his labours. He casts his bread upon the wa- 
ters in faith, and the unfoldings of the judgment alone will tell ofthe salva- 
tion through his instrumentality of many, the songs of whose rejoicing he 
was never permitted to hear. Yet in several instances has God honoured 
this work with his signal blessing ; and we are permitted even now to re- 
ore over souls redeemed, we humbly trust, through the means of these 
abours. 

Mr. Borst remarks,—After visiting two families in the same house, I 
was directed to a third up stairs in which was a sick female. Immedi- 
ately on entering the room, the woman whom I found very ill, addressed 
me and said, “Do you not remember me 2” and upon my replying that I 
did not, she said, “Iam the person to whom you gave a Bible in the 
Bowery a short time since.’’? I then conversed with her in relation to her 
sickness and her spiritual condition, when she told me that she thought 
the Bible I had given her had led her to trust in the Saviour, and rest 
upon, and prize him above allelse; and that should she be taken away, 
she could confidingly commit all to him and rest upon him as her Saviour. 
She died the next morning. 

The same distributor while pursuing his labours was accosted by a 
man in the street, who with happy face and out-stretched hand, ex- 
claimed, “‘ My worthy benefactor.” He had presented him with a Bible 
some time previous, and had conversed and prayed with him. The man 
now stated that he had read his Bible, that his views were changed, that 
he thought he loved the Saviour more than anything else, and that should 
Christ require the sacrifice, he would willingly lay down his life in his 
service. 

The limits of a report forbid our citing more out of the many incidents 
of interest and encouragement which have occurred in the work. Though 
feeble the instrumentality, the work has been accomplished ; the word of 
God has been offered to all within our reach, and to God would we in faith 
commit the result. The work has indeed been done, yet to those fa- 
miliarto the. transient nature of our population, it must be evident that it 
must be shortly repeated ; scarce a week, or a day, but works a change 
in ‘the ever-changing material of our community. The far west 
continually receives into her bosom thousands who have briefly _so- 
journed among us: they go and their places are quickly filled by oth- 


ers, but with them they carry our Bibles, again to bless the communi- | , 
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ties in which they cast their lot, there to implant the seeds of peace, hap- 
piness, and eternal life. Let us then boldly persevere, in humble reliance 
upon God for his blessing; looking forward in faith, and with prayer for 
that day when righteousness shall run down our streets like a river, and 
God, even our own God, dwell in the midst of us.

Dear Sir—I wrote to the Executive Committee of the American Bi- 
ble Society in the month of May, stating the intentions of brethren in Nor- 
thern Wisconsin, to form a Bible society, and asking a donation, together 
with a credit of Bibles and Testaments, which letter we are glad to see 
we have had answered to our fullest wishes by yourself. According to 
my statement in that letter, a meeting of considerable interest was held 
in Fond du Lac, on the eve of June Ist, anda society was formed called 
“The Northern Wisconsin Bible Society,”’ auxiliary to the American Bi- 
ble Society. The constitution adopted is. essentially the same with the 
form given in your reports for auxiliary societies. The officers chosen 
were Rey, Cutting Marsh, president, Rev. Alexander Montgomery, secre- 
tary and treasurer, Rev. A. P. Allen, Rey. L. C. Spofford, and Rev. H. Ly- 
men, vice presidents. Rev. M. Ordway, Rev. A. Montgomery, Rev. J C, 
Hurd, Rev, Mr. Smith, Brothers Kirk, Gillett, and M. Norton, executive 
committee. Weare now making a vigorous effort to get an auxiliary to 
our society in each county. Brother A. Lord, your agent, is now with us, 
and we have voted to employ a person for a time to assist him in the work 
of thoroughly canvassing the field. 

You may think our draftsare great, and nothing sent in retum: we do 
hope to send you money before the season is through. As we have only 
begun business, and on a large field, we are compelled to operate for a 
time before we can have fundsto return. It is our purpose to doa lively 
business as far as circumstances will allow. You will perceive that our 
field is very large, embracing eleven counties, and all of them quite needy, 
still the prospect for raising funds seems to promise. more than it did at 
first.

ORGANIZATION OF THE BUFFALO CITY BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The congregations of the several evangelical churches of this city, 
met at the first Presbyterian Church on Sabbath evening, for the purpose 
of organizing a Bible society, whose primary object should be to provide 
every destitute family in the city with a copy of the Holy Scriptures, The 
church was filled to overflowing, and the interest manifested in the cause 
was deeply gratifying to every christian heart, as giving ‘assurance that 
the great objects of the meeting would be carried out in a spirit worthy of 
their great importance. N. H. Gardner presided, The proceedings of 
the meeting were opened by an impressive prayer by the Rev. Dr. Tucker, 


of the Washington street Baptist Church, who afterwards introduced the 
following resolution : 
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Whereas, There are strong reasons to believe that there are numerous 
families in this city living without the Bible—and as it is one of the first ~ 
ehnetige duties to furnish such families with the sacred volume, there- 

ore, . ; . 

Resolved, That we proceed to re-organize a Bible society for this city, to 
be denominated the Buffalo City Bible Society, auxiliary to the American 
Bible Society, and adopt the printed constitution recommended in their 
annual report, preparatory to an effort to supply each destitute family in 
the city with a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 

Dr. Tucker spoke to this resolution. He went into the general question 
of the influence of the Bible upon individuals, communities and nations, 
in forming their character, and giving direction to all public and private 
institutions. He spoke also of the destitution which prevailed even in 
our midst, where there were large numbers to whom the word of God 
was almost a stranger, and appealed to Christians—those who have the 
means intrusted to their hands—to go forth and supply the destitute with 
the Bible, that they too might feel the power and influence of its holy 
teachings. 

He pledged his efforts, and those of. the denomination to which he be- 
longed, in behalf of this cause. The First Church had heretofore mainly 
sustained this cause alone in our city—but it should be so no longer. It 
was a common field of labour, in which all Christians should engage with 
all their means—with all their energies. After the conclusion of his ex- 
cellent.remarks, the resolution was adopted. 

Rev. Mr. Heacock, of the Lafayette street Church, offered the fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved, That the influence of the Bible upon the young men, as a 
class, of a growing and commercial community, makes the general distri- 
ieee of the Scriptures in our city a matter of imperative Christian 

uty. 
Mr. Heacock, in speaking to this resolution, alluded forcibly and feel- 
ingly to the dangers and temptations to which the young men of our city 
—of all cities, were exposed. Away from home—from the guardianship 
of parents—isolated in a measure, from community—thrown upon their 
own resources—their general companionship was more likely to lead them 
to ruin, than to restrain them, and continue them in the paths of virtue. The 
Bible, then, was the only hope. Place it in their hands, and though it be 
thrown aside for a while, yet its influence would be felt—it would work 
its own vindication, and many a young man would live to bless the effort 
which had resulted in rescuing him from the evils of a course into which 
temptation had led him. 

Rev. Mr. Abbott, of N.Y., and the Rev. Mr. Thomas, of the Niag- 
ara street Methodist church, also addressed the meeting, in some excel- 
lent remarks upon the general subject of Bible distribution, and upon the 
special matters embraced in the resolution. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Rev. Manly Tooker, agent of the American Bible Society for Western 
New York, presented the following : said) 

Resolved, That experience has shown the feasibility, as well as practical 
importance, of united efforts among Christians of different names in circu- 
lating the Sacred Scriptures. 

Mr. Tooker spoke of the happy influence of the united action of the 
evangelical churches of the United States, in the Bible cause. It was one 
in which all agreed—a common ground upon which all might meet and 
blend their efforts in sending the word of God broad cast over the world, 
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to bless the destitute, and to carry its holy influence to thousands, to whom, 
but for this effort, itwould have beema stranger. The investigation made 
by the agents of the Society, had shown that there were large numbers, 
even in our favoured land, who did not possess, nor ever had possessed a 
Bible. This was a state of things which ought not to. exist, and Christians 
should not rest until the Sacred Scriptures were placed within the reach 
of every man, woman and child in the United States, and even efforts 
should not rest here, but should extend the world over, and embrace the 
whole human family. 

The Rev. Dr. Hopkins alluded to a remark made by Dr. Tucker, 
that the First Presbyterian Church had heretofore mainly sustained this 
cause in Buffalo, and congratulated the friends of the cause, at the differ- 
ent aspect of things presented this evening. He rejoiced to see around 
him so many of his brethren in the ministry—so many of their congrega- 
tions, who had come up to join hands ina common effort—the distribu- 
tion of the word of God. It was true, the church and congregation to | 
which he belonged had heretofore maintained the organized Bible effort 
in this city, but nobly had his brother pledged his own efforts and those 
of his denomination, to the cause, and not only this, but others around 
him—all the evangelical churches in the city, he doubted not would join 
heartily and zealously in the great work. 

The resolution was adopted. 


A benediction was pronounced by the Rev. Mr. Sternberg, and an in- 
vitation given to those who chose, to remain and organize a Bible so- 
ciety. 


After the adoption of the Constitution, the society proceeded to the 
election of the following officers :

We trust that this organization may be followed by concerted and well | 
directed action, on the part of the churches of this city, to carry out its 
objects. It is a common cause of Christian effort, and the supplying the 
destitute of our city with the Bible is no less a duty, than it should be a 
privilege, with all who have the present and eternal well-being of their 
fellow men at heart. 


XENIA BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 


This excellent, persevering auxiliary held its thirty-first annual meet- 
ing on the 18th of August, when various resolutions were adopted, and 
spirited addresses made. We give the following extracts from the mana- 
ger’s report, and append one or two propositions, which are worthy of at- 


tention by other societies. We refer particularly to the appointments of 
committees to assist the agent. 


Mrs. Margaret McClelland, who has long been a devoted friend to the 
cause, has left evidence on record, that the multiplying and disseminating 
of the Bible was not only dear to her during life, but at her death, in her 
last will and testament, she bequeathed one-fourth of her estate to the 
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American Bible Society, which is supposed to be worth at least $400, 
thus leaving a noble example for others to do likewise. 

In accordance with a resolution passed at the last anniversary of this 
society, the board employed Mr. Thomas Brown to act as agent and col- 
porteur, distributing Bibles to the destitute, making sales, and soliciting 
contributions. -During the months of October and November, he spent 
twenty-three days principally in Ross and Silvercreek townships, where 
he found 90 families without an entire copy of the Scriptures, and distri- 
buted 40 copies of the Bible and 62 Testaments. 

In the month of May the exercises were resumed by Mr. Robert 
Cooper, commencing where Mr. Brown left off, who has prosecuted the 
work throughout the remaining townships very successfully. -He found 
103 families destitute. Distributed 141 Bibles, and 119 Testaments. 

The township of Beavercreek having a number of persons in it speak- 
ing the German language, Mr. Cooper advised the board to employ an 
eau acquainted with that language, to visit that township, which was 

one. 

Families found destitute throughout the county, were over two 
hundred. 

The treasurer’s report will show the finances of the society. 

Having once more finished a re-supply of the county for the third time, 
shall we now fold our arms and cease action? Certainly not whilst the 
call from abroad is so loud, and in our own state Mr. Sheldon the state 
agent reports that he has visited 20,000 families, 4,000 of which had not 
an entire copy of the Bible, and 1200 no part of one. When wants 
like these are presented to those long favoured with the Bible, shall we 
not lend our aid in giving it to those who have it not? Shall it be said 
that there is one minister of the gospel who has never called on his flock 
to engage in this work, nor. given the influence of his own example ; or 
that there is many a man of wealth who has not connected himself with 
the cause, nor enabled the Board to supply even one destitute household, 
and are now permitting many within their limits to live without any por- 
tion of the sacred Word. This work, with all its promises, is entrusted to 
us. For lack of aid, thousands are in darkness and without hope. The 
voice of Providence is inviting us to bear it through the doors that are 
opening throughout the globe. 

A collection was taken up, and members present paid their annual 
subscriptions, amounting to $183. | 

On motion, Dr. T. 8. Towler was appointed agent for the society, to vi- 
sit the different villages of this county, and endeavour to organize auxilia- 
ry societies, similar to the one in Cedarville. 

Revs. R. Chaney and Wm. Mills were appointed to aid at Yellow 
Springs; Rev. Mr. Stiner, at Fairfield ; Daniel Holmes, at Bellbrook ; R. 
D. Poague, at Burlington; D. Brown and G. C. Harper, at Jamestown ; and 
| the several clergymen in those vicinities are requested to aid and co-ope-_ 
| rate in forming organizations. 

On motion of Rev. S. Ritz, the clergymen of this county are requested 
to preach a sermon in favour of the Bible cause, and take up a collection | 
in aidthereof. The thanks of this society is presented to those congrega- 
tions who have taken up collections during the past year,

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SIXTH ANNIVERSARY MEETING OF THE MERCER COUNTY 
BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 

Pursuant to notice this society convened in the Presbyterian church on 
evening of July 2ist, 1847. : 

Among a variety of resolves made for the more prompt and efficient 
operations of the society, the following prominent and important resolu- 
tions were adopted : : 

1. That the ladies in this community be requested to organize a fe- 
male. Bible society, embracing in their field of labour the population of the 
town, and one mile of the vicinity. f sty Gb 

This resolution, with the aid of the agent, was immediately carried in- 
to effect, and prompt and effectual action manifested. 

2. That we will receive the books, ordered to this place by Rev. Mr. 
Sheldon, (agent of the A. B.S.,) last fall, upon the following terms and 
conditions. : 

This society will take immediate measures to procure a suitable person 
to act as agent for this society in the sale and distribution of Bibles and 
Testaments in our bounds; and if successful in obtaining such suitable 
person, we will make a faithful effort in conjunction with such person, to 
obtain the means by the sale of Bibles, and donations, to remit the money 
to the Parent Society for the payment of the books as speedily as circum- 
stances will admit. 

3. By Divine aid,(and provided a suitable county agent soon be obtained, ) 
we will faithfully endeavour to furnish with a whole Bible, on such con- 
ditions as the circumstances require, by the first of November next, each 
family in the county in which there is not one; and each youth under six- 
teen years of age who can read, and for whom there is neither Bible nor 
Testament in the family, with at least a new Testament. 

4. That each clergyman, preaching in this county be, and he hereby 
is, respectfully requested to present the Bible cause to each of his congre- 
gations, and take up a subscription, and report the result to our treasurer 
by the first of October next. 

5. That we will hold a special meeting at early candle light on the 
last Wednesday of November next, at the Baptist church, to hear a 
(uae on the results of our efforts to supply the people with the Sacred 

criptures. 

é. Thatthe Rev. Mr. Thomas, ( pastor of this place,) be requested to 
preach the sermon, and that Rev. Mr. Cameron, be his alternate. 

The two following resolutions were appended, which for information 
are deemed important to be published, viz: 

1. All clergymen preaching statedly within our bounds, and contribu- 
ting annually any sum to the funds of this society, shall be vice presidents. 

2. We will not sell our books for any more than the cost at our deposi- 
tory ; and except to the poor and destitute, we will not sell them for less ; 
nor even to them without giving each purchaser the distinct understand- 
ing, that the difference between what is paid and the price of the book, 
is a donation from this Bible society, that all may know that there is no 
speculation in the business. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE WOOD COUNTY BIBLE 
% SOCIETY, OHIO, 

_ Your Board of Managers, in presenting this, the first annual report 

since the re-organization, have the high gratification of being able to re- 

port that the first, and one great object aimed at in the formation of this 
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society is now accomplished ,—that is, the supplying every family within 
our territory, willing to receive it, with a copy of the Holy Scriptures. 
Every township within the county has been, we believe, faithfully ex- 
plored and supplied. To accomplish this object, your Board found it ab- 
solutely necessary to employ an agent to travel through the county, organ- 
ize branch societies, solicit donations, and superintend the work of distri- 
bution, calling to his aidas much voluntary labour from the friends of the 
cause as possible. They were fortunate in securing the services of Eras- 
tus Hinman, Esq.,a gentleman whose experience in such labour, rendered 
his aid desirable, and it is to his energetic and valuable services we are 
ina great measure indebted for the fullness of our returns, and the early 
completion of the work. In discharging the duties assigned him, he re- 
ports that he has travelled 940 miles, 291 of which were on foot—has per- 
sonally visited 226 families, 34 of whom were destitute of an entire Bible 
and many without any portion of the Scriptures in their dwellings ; an 
has secured the services of exploring committees for every township. 
The returns of these committees are mostly full and explicit in their de- 
tail, much more so than could reasonably be expected. Some slight inaccu- 
racies may perhaps have occurred; but in the main we believe them to 
be perfectly correct. 

The summary of returns is as follows: 1329 families visited ; 7837 
persons ; 5750 readers; 1700 readers under 16 yearsof age; 2952 whole 
Bibles; 2264 whole Testaments ; 164 families without Bible; 64 families 
without any portion of the Scriptures. 

Three families were found in the county unwilling to report, and about 
the same number unwilling tobe supplied. Their reasons were various— 
“Speculation ;” “opposed to all societies, or the Bible itself.” By these 
returns it will be seen that our county, previous to this supply, averaged 
one family in every eight destitute of a whole Bible, and one in every 20 
without any portion of the Holy Scriptures. This is a result unexpected ; 
indeed, many thought the work entirely a work of supererogation, as it 
would be unreasonable to suppose there could be much destitution when 
Bibles and Testaments were so cheap. These facts show us a different 
result, and teach us that there are many, who within reach of the Bread 
of Life, will not stretch forth their hands to take it. Need we be in doubt 
any longer as to our duty? Can any be found who feel not themselves 
indebted for the “ Word of Life ?’—any whose principles have so withered 
their moral sense that they can treat with cold indifference, and even with 
direct opposition, the efforts made to place the “ Word”? into the hands of 
the destitute, when such destitution is found within sight of their own 
doors ? 

We pity the man who loves not his Bible, and the God of the Bible, 
more than to actthus. By the depository’s report, it appears that 258 
Bibles and 567 Testaments have been distributed through your depository 
within the past year. ' 

Since the organization he has received from New York 426 Bibles and 
1120 Testaments, costing them $247 79. By the treasurer’s report it 
will be seen, that after meeting the expense of the agency, and all other 
current expenses, there yet remains in the hands of the treasurer as do- 
nations, and from the sale of books, $172 43, leaving a balance due the 
Parept Society of $75 36.

BOOKS ON CREDIT. , 
Ir has often been stated by the Managers, that they are very willing to 
sell books to auxiliaries when necessary, on a credit of about six months, 
until there is time to re-sell the books, and return the proceeds... While a 
great number of the auxiliaries comply with the views of the board in this 
respect, there are others which suffer nine, and even twelve and eighteen 
months to pass before payment is made. This delay of payment is ex- 
ceedingly injurious to the whole Bible cause. Many families are thus 
kept destitute of the word of life, which might have been furnished with 
it, had the debts referred to been paid-in proper time. In view of this 
state of things, a circular has just been prepared and sent to those societies 
indebted for books, with an urgent request that payment be early made 
for those ordered six months since. It is hoped that the request of this 
circular will not be disregarded.

JERSEY CITY AND HARSIMUS BIBLE SOCIETY. 

This society had its anniversary in November, and was addressed by 
Bishop Janes of New York, and Rev. Dr. Eddy of Newark. 

This society has employed a Bible colporteur pad explored its field 
the past year, and in connexion with the Bergen Bible Society and the 
Hoboken Bible Society, has explored and supplied all Hudson county. 
2500 families were visited, and about 200 found destitute. In the opera- 
tion, not far from 400 Bibles and Testaments were put in circulation. 
Several schooners and ferry boats were supplied. We trust the attention 
of our friends will now be turned to the destitute afar off, but which can 


easily be reached through the Parent Society. 
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WASHINGTON CITY BIBLE SOCIETY, D. c. 


_-A semi-annual meeting of this society was held on the 20th of Dee,, 
which seems to have been one of much interest. The Rev. Mr. Bean, 
ene of the vice-presidents, presided. 


After a voluntary by the choir, the exercises commenced with prayer 
by the Rev. Mr. Slicer, chaplain of the senate. . 

A statement of the operations of the society generally during the 
portion of the current year then past was presented by the secretary, 
M. H. Miller, Esq. From this statement it appears that the entire city 
has, within the last seven months, been thoroughly and systematically 
visited by the agent of the society, under specific instructions issued to 
him by the managers immediately previous to commencing; that the 
coloured Sabbath schools of the city have been visited, examined, and 
supplied with such a number of copies of the Bible as they needed in 
order to the formation of Bible classes ; that the vessels in our rivers, and 
the boats along the canal, have been visited at several different times by 
the agent, and Bibles and Testaments sold to individuals, or placed gra- 
tuitously on board, with a promise from the owners or captains that they 
should be preserved as the property of the boats, for the use of the hands; 
that three companies of soldiers, enlisted in this city during the past sum- 
mer, were supplied, while in rendezvous at Fort McHenry, with 105 
Bibles and 84 Testaments, embracing those in English, Spanish, German, 
and French; that the number of Bibles issued from the depository thus 
far in the present year is 735, and of Testaments 520; that the receipts 
of the society, from subscriptions, donations, and the sales of Bibles and 
Testaments, for the same period, including a balance of $164,06, received 
on the day of the last anniversary, amounted to $855,62, and that the 
disbursements for the purchase of Bibles and Testaments, salary of agent 
and of depositary, freight and printing, have been $849,69; that there is 
consequently very little money in the treasury; that the stock of books 
in the depository is also unusually small; and that on these two important 
facts a plea is based for increased liberality. The report closed with 
some account of the extensive operations and present condition of the 
American Bible Society. 

The agent of the society gave a particular account of the exploration 
of this city, and the supply of those found destitute, and mentioned a 
number of exceedingly interesting cases, illustrating the happy effects of 
the pure Word of Truth when brought home to the mind and heart.» From 
this account it appears that the agent visited in this city 6,210 families 
and places of business, found 667 of them destitute of any portion of the 
Sacred Scriptures, supplied 597, the other 70 having refused to purchase 
or receive ; distributed gratuitously 327 Bibles and 247 Testaments; sold 
90 Bibles and 34 Testaments for $50,55; obtained subscriptions to the 
amount of $334,32; found 808 children of suitable age, conneeted with 
destitute families, not attending any Sabbath school. Of the destitute 
families, 317 acknowledged that they were not in the practice of attending 
any place of Divine worship; 282 professed to attend with tolerable 
regularity. The agent endeavoured to persuade all parents neglecting 
the public ministrations of the gospel to attend regularly some place of 
Divine worship; and to introduce, through their parents, all such children 
into some Sabbath school. 

The Rev. Mr. Bannatyne, of this city, then presented, and advocated 
in a most appropriate and forcible address, the following resolution ; 
which was, on motion, adopted : 
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Resolved, That the existence in tne Bible of “some things hard to be 
understood, which they that are unlearned and unstable wrest unto their 
own destruction,” doesnot constitute a valid argument against its unl- 
versal circulation. - ; : , 

The Rev. Mr. Poisal, general agent of the Va. Bible Society, presented, 
in a glowing and impressive manner, the claims of the Bible to our faith, 
our love, and our obedience as individuals; its happy and powerful in- 
fluence over us as a nation, as well as individuals, which positions he 
illustrated and enforced by many appropriate references and thrilling 

incidents.. Mr. P. spoke likewise somewhat particularly of the history 
and operations of the American Bible Society, and of the Bible Society 
of the State of Virginia. 

Some remarks were also subsequently made by the Rev. Mr. Butler, 
the Rev. Mr. Slicer, and the Rey. Mr. Smith. é 

After which a contribution was made, amounting in cash and sub- 
scriptions to $77,50. 

The interest was well sustained throughout the evening, and the 
feelings of many at the adjournment similar, no doubt, to those of the lady 
_ who remarked to an officer of the society, “If all your meetings were 
like that; the churches in which they are held would always be crowded.”

A SIMPLE PLAN FOR DOING MUCH. 
Letter from a Pastor in Connecticut. 


We hope the officers of auxiliaries will inquire whether they have not 
some pastors within their respective limits who could, and would “go 


and do. likewise,” if properly addressed on the subject, and furnished 
with books. 


“I propose herewith to hand you $13,47, which, with the $13,424 re- 
mitted last August, amounts to $26,894 received for the Bibles you sent 
me last June, leaving $25 still due. « 

- From my small experiments in the distribution of your books, it has 
occurred to me that very much might be done for the more general diffusion 
of God's Holy Word, if all pastors and ministers of the Gospel would Sur- 
mish themselves with a supply and keep them on hand. 

The greater part of those disposed of by me have been sold at my own 
study and house to visitors; a few from the church, where I keep a small 
assortment ; and some in the course of pastoral visitation, as 1 carry a 
basket in my wagon whenever I go among the people. 

I have one of the very smallest congregations in Connecticut, not 
averaging more than one hundred in their attendance on the Sabbath— 
in fine weather, 125 to 150. I have not found as yet a single family 
not having several copies of God’s word; nor do I believe there is one 
family among us (except foreigners) who are unsupplied. Yet I have 
disposed of 36 Bibles, 32 Testaments, and 4 copies of “ Testament and 
Psalms.”? All are astonished at their wonderful cheapness. 

Now, sir, if every pastor, stated supply, minister in charge, missionary 
and itinerant, would pursue a similar course, how much might be effected 
in even one year? You know (approximately, at least) how many minis- 
_ ters there are in the United States, and can form some estimate of the 
extent of such a distribution. Might not 1,000,000 copies* be circulated in 

this way alone? I commenced my labours with two sermons, in which, 
among other things, I insisted that every child, servant, apprentice, as 
well as every other member of each family, should own a Bible; or if 
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this cannot be, then a Testament at least: and that there should be one 
for every seat mm church. They ought also to be found in all markets, 
vessels, and small coasters, as well as in larger vessels, and steamers. 

Many I have sold to children, for their own little savings; some to 
servants; some to supply places of worn-out family Bibles, and one large 
one, with good type, to a pious young mistress for her old ‘ambassador in 
bonds” in Middle Florida.

BARNSTABLE BIBLE SOCIETY, MASS. 

This society held its first anniversary in September last. During its 
first year it undertook a thorough exploration of the county, by the tempo- 
rary employment of two Bible colporteurs. 

Various incidents of interest have been noticed by the agents, and 
embodied in the report of the secretary; a portion of which only will 
appear in this communication. As specimens of these items are the 
following: , 

“T found,” says Mr. Pratt, “two or three large families who had never 
had a Bible for twenty years. The parents of one of them had grand- 
children. On asking them why they had lived without God’s Word, they 
told me that they never saw the time, when, after obtaining food and 
clothing for themselves and their children, they could buy a Bible. I 
supplied them with Bibles and Testaments, which they received with 
great apparent gratitude, and promised to read them. Another was a 
man of considerable property and business, and esteemed by his neigh- 
bours as an honest man, who acknowledged that he had never owned a 
Bible nor had one in his house. He acknowledged it might be a good 
book,—that he ought to have one; but said he could not afford to buy one. 
He did not attend public worship on the Sabbath, or at any other time. 
His wife urged him to buy, but after spending nearly an_ hour in religious 
conversation with him, I was obliged to give him a Bible, or leave him 
destitute. In the same school district I found seven other families des- 
titute. This was a very obscure part of the town, and the people poor 
and degraded. Very few of them ever attended public worship. And 
this was the case with nearly all the families found destitute. Others 
whom I have supplied, had lived without the Bible, some two, three, five, 
seven, eight, nine, and all along up to fifteen and seventeen years. A man 
who had been married nineteen years, said he had never had a Bible; and 
though he owned shares in two or three vessels, said he was not able to 
buy. I therefore gave him a Bible, and Testaments to his children. Cases 
are too numerous to specify in which families had lived many years with- 
out Bibles, and who doubtless would have continued so to live, had not 
the Word of God been carried into their houses, by this, or some other like 
agency. Such persons are either ashamed or too indifferent to go to a 
depository to ask for a Bible. In some cases, the gift was received with 
strong expressions of gratitude; and in most with some—and none de- 


clined acceptance.

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“In one place I found a family, married eight years, which had never | 


had a Bible; and seven others within one mile where the minister said 
there could be no destitution.—Prominent persons in all the towns were 
very confident I should find no families destitute near them. But in visit- 
ing, I found such in every town, and almost in every neighbourhood ; 
some under the very droppings of the sanctuary, and in densely populated 
streets.” 

The above extracts from the report must suffice for the present. 

The friends of the Bible will have, in the foregoing, a sufficiency of 
evidence that the call for the formation of the Barnstable county Bible 
society, was not without an abundance and the best of reasons. And it is 
also believed that they will feel themselves amply repaid for all their in- 
terest and efforts hitherto, in the evidence that their labours have not been 
in vain. They will also perceive that the resolution passed at its recent 
annual meeting, contemplates the completion of the work so desirably 
begun, as well as further effort in the raising of funds to liquidate the 
debt of the society already incurred by its operations in explorations and 
supply during the last year. 


MISSOURI BIBLE SOCIETY. 


This society held its first anniversary in the Second Presbyterian Church 
on the 11th November, at 7 P. M., Peter G. Camden, Esq., president, in 
the chair. Prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Capers, of the Centenary M. 
E. Church. Rev. Mr. Tucker, the secretary, read the annual report ; after 
which the following resolutions were offered, and ably sustained by 
Edward Bates, Esq., and Rev. Messrs. Post and Bond: 

1 Resolved, That the thorough supplying of our whole population with 
the Word of God, as an efficient measure of sustaining the free institu- 
tions of this republic, deserves the encouragement and aid of every true 
patriot in the land. 

2. Resolved, That the general circulation of the Bible is not less essen- 
tial to the securing of the present right development of human character 
and energies, than it is for the future well-being of the soul. 

3. Resolved, That the great destitution of the Bible in this common- 
wealth, particularly among our immigrant population, should excite a 
deeper solicitude, and enlist a more active effort for the cause to which 
this society is committed. 

The following gentlemen were elected officers of the society for the 
ensuing year: Hon. Peter G. Camden, president ; Rev. J. T. Tucker, sec- 
retary; David Keith, treasurer. The following extracts from the report 
are given : 

Donations or Booxs.—To the county farm-house, twenty-five Bibles ; 
to the new city hospital, fifty Bibles ; six steamboats have been furnished 
each with two large cabin Bibles ; to Captain E. H. Shepherd’s company 
of volunteers for Mexico, sixty-seven Testaments were furnished ; by our 
colporteurs in this city, two hundred and ten German Bibles, six French 
and seventy-eight English Bibles, have been gratuitously distributed. 
Besides these, many books have been donated from this society through 
the colporteurs of the American Tract Society, and by the city tract distri- 
butors. The amount of donations is: First quarter, $129 64; second 
ety ¥ $137 68; third quarter, $43 35; fourth quarter, $7 07; total, 

: GENERAL OPERATIONS.—While the depository of our society has fur- 
nished books to a considerable amount, upon sale, for the surroundin 
country, its efforts in exploring and supplying the destitution of the Bible 
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-have been mostly confined to our own city. In thus “ beginning at Jeru- 
salem,’? we have commenced at a spot, than which a more needy could 
scarcely be found even in this most needy section of the land; but with 
no intention of thus circumscribing our labonrs, longer than our limited 
resources render it unavoidable. The following extracts from the report 
of Mr. J. W. Beuchel, who has laboured principally in this field, will ex- 
hibit the state of things in this community: ‘‘ Where families were able 
to purchase eel Mr. B.), but were unwilling to give or promise anything 
for Bibles, I have withheld them, until places of greater necessity were 
supplied. I have found two families out of thirteen , on an average, with- 
out the Bible. Two out of three Roman Catholic families were without 
the Word of God, two-thirds of whom would refuse it. In some neighbour- 
hoods almost every other family were destitute. Among the French pop- 
ulation the distributor has not been able to do much, since the reading 
portion of it is mostly Catholic, to some of whom I have left Bibles, but 
they were mostly returned to me; and in one instance they would have 
burnt the Bible, had I not taken it back. The colored population seemed 
also to be in a most deplorable condition, few being able to read the Word 
of God, much as they seem to desire it. Most of the Jews refused the 
Bible ; but three copies I have left with them, which were gratefully 
received, and there have been inquirers for more.” 

In another report, the distributor says: ‘The lower part of the city 

“IT have found very destitute of the Scriptures. Out of eight hundred and 
thirty-two families, two hundred and fifty-five were without the Bible, 
being almost one out of three. By far the greater part of this population 
is Roman Catholic.” 

A still subsequent report of the same distributor states, that he had 
visited 3,622 families; found 628 without the Bible, and in one month 
found 153 who refused to have the Word of God. But notwithstanding 
these and many other discouragements, he “feels himself unspeakably 
indebted to God and this society for being enabled to carry the Scriptures 
into so many families.”

CINCINNATI YOUNG MEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY. 

This vigorous coadjutor at the west held its annual meeting in Novem- 
ber last, and was addressed by the Rev. Dr. Levings, financial secretary 
of the American Bible Society, and by the Rev. 8. H. Calhoun, missionary 
in Syria, and formerly agent of the American Bible Society for the Levant. 
We give the following extracts from the society’s report : 

There have been issued and put in circulation from the depository in 
this city during the year, two thousand six hundred and sixteen Bibles, 
and eight thousand four hundred and ninety-one Testaments, making an 
aggregate of eleven thousand one hundred and seven copies of the Serip- 
tures circulated within the year, and of fifty-six thousand three hundred 
and three copies in thirteen years. 

The issues of the last year exceeded by 1,393 copies those of the pre- 
vious year, while those of the previous year were nearly double those of 


any former year. 

Of these issues, 1,182 Bibles and 5,838 Testaments were sold at cost 
or less at the depository or by agents, and the residue, 1,434 Bibles 
and 2,653 Testaments, were distributed gratuitously to Sunday-schools, 
steam and canal-boats, hotels, soldiers, to the inmates of the jail and hos- 
pital, and to the destitute generally. 

At the commencement of the year it was determined by the board 
to re-explore the city and supply with the Bible every destitute family 


} 
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willing to receive it, and suitable steps were taken to carry that determi- 
nation into effect. 

The whole city has been explored, and detailed reports have been re- 
ceived from all the wards. The result is, that nine thousand and forty- 
four families have been visited, of whom five hundred and fifty-six were 
found destitute of the Bible. Of these, four hundred and thirty-one fami- 
lies were supplied, and one hundred and twenty-five refused to receive 
the book on any terms. In many instances, besides the books purchased 
by such as were destitute, many members of families that were not des- 
titute purchased copies of the Scriptures, whereby the'sales made by the 
distributors amounted to 270 copies of the Bible, and 1,225 copies of the 
New Testament, and to such as were unable to purchase, 199 Bibles and 
132 Testaments were distributed gratuitously. ) 

It may now be said that every family in Cincinnati willing to receive 
the Scriptures is possessed of the Bible, and it is a gratifying circumstance 
that the proportion of destitute was much less than existed in 1842, when 
the city was last explored by this society ; while the number of refusals 
was also less. Then about ten per cent., refused to receive the book under 
any circumstances ; now about six per cent. only of the families visited 
were found destitute; of whom twenty-two per cent., or about one-fifth 
only, refused to receive. This shows an increased desire among a certain 
class of the community to possess the Scriptures, and that the influences 
which have hitherto restrained that class from receiving them, are less 
potent than they formerly were. 

These books have usually been received by the destitute with cheer- 
fulness, and aside from the ordinary expressions of gratitude evinced by 
the poor on being supplied, some instances of peculiar interest were de- 
veloped. Our agent visited a poor widow: she had once had a Bible, but 
her husband having sold almost all their furniture to obtain the means of 
purchasing alcoholic drinks, at length sacrificed the family Bible to gratify 
his unnatural appetite ; and at last, when he sunk into a drunkard’s grave, 
his widow, friendless and penniless, had not even the light of the Bible 
to cheer her desolate home. Too poor to buy, and ignorant of the willing- 
ness and ability of the society to give, she groped her way in moral dark- 
ness until our agent came to her with the blessed book. ‘She is now sup- 
plied, and we trust that the recollections of her past trials are merged in 
the bright revelations of the future disclosed to her mind by its sacred 
pages. Another woman, a German, had been unable to buy a Bible, until 
our distributor approached her with one at a reduced price. She said she 
had been desirous to possess the whole Bible, for, she said, that when sick 
some time since in the hospital, she had learned to trust in the Saviour from 
reading a Testament which had been given her there. 

During the year nineteen steam and six canal boats, have been fur- 
nished with twenty-six Bibles at a cost of $42 90, making an aggregate 
of four hundred and twenty-two steamboats, and six canal boats, supplied 
in eleven years, at a cost of $1,457 43. 

These books are lettered in gilt with the name of the boat, and are 
placed in the cabin, where they are uniformly well kept and well used. 

Until the past year, the board have been unable, from want of means, to 
carry into effect their long-expected distribution of the Scriptures among 
the hotels in the city. They have now supplied nineteen hotels with 747 
Bibles. In each sleeping-room a Bible has been deposited, and one in 
each parlour and sitting-room. In every case the proprietors received the 
books with cheerfulness, and pledged themselves that they should be care- 
fully preserved in the places assigned them. 


In consequence of the protraction of the Mexican war, two additional 
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regiments were called for from Ohio, and as the troops reached this city 
it became our duty to see that they took with them the Scriptures. At 
proper times the officers of the society attended the camps, and to the 
regiments commanded by Cols. Brough and Irvin, two hundred and twen- 
ty-six Bibles were furnished to the commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, and 1,239 Testaments to the privates, and we trust that the seed 
thus sown will in due season bear fruit. 


FROM THE THIRTIETH REPORT OF THE AUXILIARY BIBLE SOCIETY OF MONT- 
GOMERY, FULTON AND HAMILTON COUNTIES, N. Y. 

Thirty years and six months have now passed away since this society 
was formed. Every year have we experienced changes and prosecuted our 
work with some degree of success. And here it may be well to take a 
view of the results of the labors of these years. The following statistics 
present them with as much particularity as this report allows. Seven mi- 
nisters of the gospel have been constituted life directors of the American 
| Bible Society, $150 each, paid chiefly by their congregations and friends. 
| Eighty-seven individuals have been made, or have made themselves, life 
members of the American Bible Society, $30 each. Three have been made 
life directors of the county society, at $50 each. And three hundred and 
seventy-five have been made life members of the county society, at $10 
each. The monies, acknowledged by the American Bible Society as paid 
into their treasury by this society till May 1847, are as follows, viz: Do- 
nations, $9,940,81, for books, 7,768,59, total, $17,709,40. 

We would be humbled in view of the fact, that during thirty years, 
we have raised, on an average, only a little more than $500 a year. And 
yet we are sorry to say, that only six societies in the state have paid more 
into the treasury of the Parent Society.—Those societies are Long Island, 
New York, New York Female, Albany, Rensselaer, and Washington. 

During our existence, we have twice thoroughly explored, and suppli- 
ed with the Bible, so far as we know, all the families within our bounds, 
that were willing to receive it. And we are happy to say, that it has 
rarely been refused. Besides this we have endeavoured to keep books 
ready, and accessible to our managers, to supply any of the destitute, who 
might, from time to time, come to their knowledge. Our field is one of 
great extent, containing about 2800 square miles, in three counties, separ- 
ated by the Mohawk river, and in some parts very sparsely settled and 
difficult of access. 

In review of the events and changes of thirty years a deep feeling 
pervades some of us, who have long been in the field. We have toiled, 
and prayed, and mourned, and rejoiced together. We remember some, 
who are with usno more. And the rather because, on this our 30th an- 
niversary, we are assembled in the village, where the society was formed. 
We remember those, whom we have been accustomed to respect, and even 
revere. We will name but two, though we think of many; and those 
two because they were of the little company, that met in the house di- 
rectly across the way, in 1816, to consult about the formation of this so- 
ciety. The Rev. Simon Hosack, D. D., then pastor of this church; and 
the Rev Halsey A. Wood, then pastor of the Presbyterian church in Am- 
sterdam. Honour to their memory, and to the memory of all our departed 
friends, with whom we have labored, and with whom we hope hereafter 
to rejoice, May we then, and may all, who follow us, in the “work of 
| faith, and labor of love,” be allowed with them to sit at the feet of “Him, 
who loved us,” and say, “‘ Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us; but unto thy 
name give glory, for thy mercy, and for thy truth’s sake.’’—Whhile the day 
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lasts, however, it is our duty and privilege to labor, and to labor in hope. 
Great facilities for carrying on the work have been developed during the 
last thirty years. At that time a common Bible cost one dollar, and a 
New Testament, from 30 to 50 cents. Nowa Bible ean be had for 25 cents, 
and a New Testament for one quarter of that sum. Then it was doubted 
whether many Bibles were needed: now, after having spent $7,768 to 
supply our own field, and $9,940, to send the word to distant regions; we 
have calls for hundreds every year at home, and we learn the need of 
hundreds of millions abroad. At the beginning, the work was represent- 
ed by some as a speculation; now, it is generally understood and known 
to be a work of sacrifice and self-denial—Then books were made at the 
slow rate of former times; now they are made by thousands in a day. 
Then the way was open to few foreign fields, and special agencies were 
necessary to distribute books; now the world is open and easy of access, 
and missionaries of various names are ready to receive and carry the word 
of God to the destitute. Indeed, allthings are now ready. And we need 
contribute but a small sum individually, to light wp new lamps along the 
dark avenues, over which the prince of darkness has spread his wings. 
Up then again to the work, and let the labours of another year be more 
abundant, with the hope of more abundant success. 


BIBLE SOCIETY OF VIRGINIA. 

The thirty-fourth annual meeting of the Bible Society of Virginia was held 
jn St. Paul’s church, in the city of Richmond, on Tuesday, April 6, 1847. 
Extract from Report. 

At an early period of the year, the cries of destitution and the calls 
for help from the trans-Allegany country, forced upon the consideration of 
the board the propriety of directing the operations of our general agent 
to that portion of the state. But eastern Virginia still required his ser- 
vices. The question came with painful earnestness, ‘which shall be 
given up?’ After prayerful deliberation, it was determined to employ 
an additional general agent, assigning to him western Virginia as his field 
of operation, and leaving eastern Virginia still under the management of 
Mr. Shipman. Accordingly, the Rev. John Poisall, strongly recommended 
to us, was, in October, elected a general agent. He entered upon his du- 
ties in November. The season of the year, the state of the roads, and the 
weather, have materially retarded his operations ; but in spite of these 
obstacles, he has given himself faithfully to the work, accomplished mueh 
good, and judiciously arranged the plans for the accomplishment of much 
more. 

Our general agent, Rev. B. Shipman, has continued efficiently and 
faithfully to serve the board, devoting his time and his talents zealously 
and cheerfully to this great work of Christian benevolence. In the month 
of July, his health became seriously impaired. Feeling that he could 
not meet the just demands of the cause by labors efficient and unremitted, 
he tendered his resignation; but the board of managers, impressed with 
the importance of retaining his services, prevailed upon him to remain. 
At their request, he retired for relaxation a few weeks from the work, to 
recruit his health, He then returned, and has since been engaged, ac- 
tively and successfully, in promoting the objects of the Bible cause. 
Wherever he has gone he has been kindly received, and has successfully 
commended the enterprise in which he was engaged, to the sympathies 
and liberality of those he visited. Their donations testify the interest 
which has been awakened. 


The success of his efforts, and the flattering testimonials in his favor,

received from various quarters, confirm our assurance of his entire merit 
of the continued confidence of the board, and of the public. 

He has visited during the year Norfolk, Petersburg, Fredericksburg, 
Alexandria and Lynchburg, and the counties of York, Elizabeth city, 
Gloucester, Middlesex, Nortolk, Nansemond, Isle of Wight, Southampton, 
Hanover, Caroline, Powhatan, Cumberland, Prince Edward, Albemarle, 
Bedford, Roanoke, Pulaski, Montgomery, Wythe, Alexandria, Fairfax, 
Clarke, Jefferson, Greensville, Sussex, Spottsylvania, Fauquier, and 
Loudoun. 

Mr. E. W. Hudnall, long and favorably known to the board and to the 
ublic as a zealous, indefatigable, and prudent colporteur, has devoted 
imself with his accustomed energy to the work of distribution. He has 

visited and supplied Petersburg and the counties of Surrey, Prince George, 
Appomattox, Buckingham, Cumberland, Amelia, Dinwiddie, and Chester- 
field. He has distributed 523 Bibles and 316 New Testaments, and has 
received for books sold $83 40, and as donations $519 39. 

The town of Petersburg, and the counties of Dinwiddie, Amelia and 
Chesterfield were visited and supplied by him, under the direction of the 
Petersburg Bible Society—that society furnishing the books and paying 
the agent’s salary. 

The county of Grayson has been fully supplied by Mr. Myers. In it 
were found 321 destitute families. 

The counties of Roanoke and Pulaski have been explored and supplied 
by Mr. McLenahan. In the former he found 70 and in the latter 112 de- 
stitute families. 

Monroe county has been explored and fully supplied under the super- 
intendence of the Rev. Samuel R. Houston, who, with 2 most commenda- 
ble zeal and devotion, has redeemed time from other and pressing engage- 
ments, for earnest and gratuitous exertions for the supply of his county 
with the Book of Life. What other pastor will go and do likewise ? 

The city and county of Alexandria have been fully, and the county of 
Fairfax in part, supplied by the Rev. H. J. Hall, under the superintendence 
of the Alexandria Bible society. In Alexandria city and county he dis- 
tributed 117 Bibles and 75 New Testaments. Of the number of families 
visited in Fairfax one-eleventh were found destitute. He distributed 26 
Bibles. 

The counties of Loudoun and Fauquier have been visited and supplied 
by the Rev. J. A. Woodward. Destitute supplied—in Loudoun 118—in 
Fauquier 70. 

The city of Richmond, the town of Manchester, and the county o- 
Henrico, have been supplied under the superintendence of the board, by 
Mr. John D. Smith. In Richmond and Manchester he distributed 129 Bi- 
bles and 386 New Testaments. In all 515 volumes. In the county of 
Henrico he distributed 34 Bibles and 207 New Testaments —in all 241 vo- 
lumes. He also, by direction of the board, gave to the volunteers, on the | 
eve of their departure for Mexico, 167 Bibles and 320 New Testaments. 
Of these, 80 Bibles were a present from the ladies of Staunton to Capt. 
Harper’s company. In this connexion, it is proper also to state, as we 
most cheerfully do, that, at the instance and through the exertions of Mrs. 
Doctor Alexander, whose zeal in the cause is worthy of all praise, the la- 
dies of Jefferson county presented to the Jefferson volunteers, under Cap- 
tain Rowan, 80 Pocket Testaments, of the better quality, and a Bible to 
each of the officers. 

The Rev. J. Poisal, our general agent for Western Virginia, has visi- 
ted 9 counties, including 7 of the larger towns within his field of labor. 
In all of these he has been cordially received and liberally sustained. He | 
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has also made arrangements for the exploration and supply of 36 other 
counties, making 45 counties now receiving the benefits, in part, of his 
agency. 

z The reports of agents show, that the labors of this society have been 
prosecuted in 84 counties and 15 of the cities and larger towns of the state. 
$7975 97 have been collected. 4,020 Bibles and 6,918 New Testaments 
have been issued from the depository, and sixteen agents have been em- 
ployed ; at an expense to this society of $1837 33 for their salaries and 
charges. There has been paid to the American Bible Society the sum 
of $7477 16. 

The receipts into the treasury amount to $10,13197. Balance of last 
year, $640 55. Making an aggregate of $10,772 52. The disbursements 
have been $10,143 92, leaving a balance in the treasury of $628 60. 

The treasurer’s report, herewith submitted, will show in detail the 
receipts and disbursements, exhibiting the cheering fact that the collec- 
tions of the year almost double the amount collected in any year since 
1836, This furnishes the pleasing evidence of an increasing interest in the 
Bible cause, and of a steady advance of christian benevolence. 


FROM THE MONTHLY EXTRACT ISSUED BY THE BRIT. AND FOR. BIB. SOC. 


From Lieutenant Gray, R. N. 
BERNE, Suisse, April 30, 1847. 

ALTHOUGH it is but four days ago that I had the pleasure of sending you 
my quarterly account of sales, and remitting you the proceeds, save a 
smal] balance, I cannot help writing again to say that, on the following 
day, I was induced to revisit the dépot at Lausanne. You are aware that 
it isin an hotel there, and the principal one of the placee—‘‘The Gibbon,”’ 
built on the very spot or site on which, but a few years ago, stood the 
house occupied by the too sadly celebrated author whose name the hotel 
now bears, and whose heart never vibrated at the joyful sound of salvation 
by grace, but rather sweltered with deadly venom. Well; on that very 
spot the worthy landlady of the hotel handed me over, on my arrival, one 
thousand frances as the proceeds of the sale of 915 copies of the New Tes- 
tament between the 1st of January and the 28th of this month; making 
upwards of 2100 copies she had despatched to the many applicants in va- 
rious parts of that fine Canton in the short space of five to six months, and 
for which ready money was most cheerfully paid. What a happy reverse 
of celebration to the name of “Gibbon !”? and what bitter and eternal an- 
guish to the soul which once gloried in that name, while it was employ- 
ing its day of grace, and many and great privileges, in sneering at the 
religion of Him who had borne even his griefs, carried his sorrows, and 
had been bruised for hisiniquities ! Thus, even in this vale of tears, are or- 
dered the judgments—even most instructive judgments of the Lord ; and 
blessed be His wisdom and His love that it is so, and that they are not 
always hid from eyes that He has opened.

CAUSE AMONG THE WELSH. 


The American Bible Society has no friends more constant than the 
Welsh, and none which perform their work with so little expense to the 
Parent Board. In Pennsylvania, Ohio, wherever found, they are ready to 
take hold with vigour and supply their own people, and then to supply 
others at home and abroad. We give a few extracts from a communication 
of our old and excellent auxiliary in Oneida County, N. Y., which it will 
be seen is devising a plan for more extensive action and usefulness. 


REMSEN, Oneida County, NV. Y., January 6th., 1848, 

Rev. anp Dear Sir,—Permit me to give you a brief history of the 
Welsh Oneida County Bible Society, recognised January 1817. This 
society has embraced and been composed of the Welsh people in Oneida 
county up to the present time ; but as they have increased and spread more 
generally in the county, they have thought that the prosperity of the good 
cause, and the convenience of the Mother Society would be promoted if 
they were one society. It has therefore been resolved to divide the county 
into two large districts, north and south; the southern district to embrace 
Utica, Rome, Floyd and vicinity, and the name to be, The Utica Welsh 
Bible Society and its Vicinity. The northern district to embrace Remsen 
Steuben, Trenton, and Boonville, &c, to be called the Remsen Steuben 
Welsh bible Society and Vicinity ; each society will claim the original date 
of commencement, to wit, January 1817, and claim half of the society’s 
labours as per report, and hereafter to operate under the new names, claim- 
ing half of the original amount of moneys paid and given as donations. We 
hope you will grant us this favour, a recognise us hereafter under the 
present names. [would here remark that our separation took place in 
the bonds of love and friendship, having laboured thirty-one years in 
union. The distance caused us to have two treasuries, and two secr 
and two accounts, which caused conflicting accounts in New York. 

We will now give you a brief account of our yearly meeting, held at 
Pen-Graig church in Remsen, January 6th, 1848. After readings i portion 
of the Holy Scriptures by Rev. Morris Roberts, and prayer, “the meet-

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ing was called to order on motion of Rev. Morris Roberts. The vene- 
rable Father James Owen Sen. was unanimously elected President 
for 1848.

Resolved, To call the society, The Remsen Steuben Welsh Bible Soci- 
ety and Vicinity. Resolved, We divide the northern district of Oneida 
county into thirty-two districts, and to select two persons in each of the 
districts to visit each family, obtain all the charity and benevolence of all 
persons, also Resolved, to be the duty of those persons styled and called 
collectors, to make diligent search and inquiry as to the supply of the holy 
word, and report to the treasurer those families which are destitute, and 
give them certificates to go to the treasurer to obtain a Bible or a Testa- 
ment free, if too poor to purchase. Resolved, After hearing the favour- 
able report of our faithful treasurer, that all we collect this ensuing year 
be remitted to the Mother Society for the benefit of the heathen. 

The amount of donation of the Welsh Oneida County Bible Soci- 
ety since January 1817, is $4202 74; remittance for books since January, 
1817, $2752 21; we claim half. Our meeting held this day was spiritedly 
addressed on this glorious cause by Rev. D. Williams and Rev. Morris 
Roberts, and our prospects for being able to give a good account which 
will give tokens of feelings for the heathen are flattering, although our 
labours are limited to one-eighth of the population of the county. Yet for 
ull we are as a nation from a foreign land, we feel it a duty and a great 
blessing to be attached to your honourable society ; we are generally poor, 
but yet we can report many faithful members of the Bible cause. We 
hope you will approve of our manner of proceeding. 


BRISTOL COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MASSACHUSETTS, 
Extract from a Report recently issued. 


At a meeting of this society, held at Seekonk, March 3d, 1847, the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That the executive committee be authorized and requested 
to employ as soon as it may be done, a competent person, to visit all the 
towns in the county, not already supplied, to solicit contributions by 
preaching and in other ways, and to supply every family, if practicable, by 
sale, or by gratuitous contribution, with the Word of God. 

Soon after the meeting at Seekonk, the executive committee, agreeably 
to the preceding resolution, appointed an agent to explore and supply such 
portions of the county as appeared to require a supply. Rey. Mr, Robin- 
son, recently a pastor at Assonett, and who had already laboured in a few 
towns of the county asa Bible agent, was regarded as a suitable person to 
perform the work required by this society. He was therefore appointed 
their agent, and we are happy to state, that the exploration and supply of 
the county seem to have been thorough and complete. The following is 
a summary of what has been done in the eleven towns of the county which 
required the services of an agent :— 
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Number of Bibles refused, in Norton 5, in Taunton 12. Total, 17. 


The agent remarks, “a portion of the families in the two central 
villages of Taunton have been passed by, to save time, being supposed to 
be well supplied. With this exception, my rule has been to call on every 
family. Ihave found some cases where a mother with from two to half a 
dozen children, and in one case, I thmk, the mother of eight or nine 
children, said she never had a Bible. In some instances, families, where 
every thing in and around the house, and on the premises indicated thrift 
and worldly prosperity, have had no Bible, or at most, only part of one, in 
their dwelling. Sometimes a family, where from their dwelling and 
furniture there appeared no reason to suspect destitution, have not ac- 
knowledged the fact, nor wished to buy, leaving me to ascertain the truth 
in some other way. The workings of human nature and human selfishness 
have been often exhibited, in excuses for using still the old defaced and 
even mutilated Bible, against the wishes of a part of the family; or for 
purchasing but a small and cheap copy ; or in attempting to cheapen and 
banterabouta copy of the Bible or Testament, already astonishingly cheap. 
Some young housekeepers have been found inexcusably without a Bible, 
making a most wretched beginning of the family relation. One man 
wished ‘Apocrypha, plates, and every thing that is in a Bible, if it cost 
him two or three times as much as a common large copy ;’ and one man 
thought it best to have a Bible for his children, though he did not believe it 
nor need it for himself. But many who were destitute, readily purchased 
for themselves. Some made an effort to do it; and all, to whom I gave a 
Bible or a Testament, have received it with expressions of thankfulness, 
frequently with great feeling, and sense of obligation for the gift. In sev- 
eral instances, a mother has bought copies of octavo or quarto Bibles for 
her children, saying that that was probably all the inheritance she could 
leave them ; and none better could she find, had she thousands of gold and 
silver. Many have rejoiced to be possessed of a new and very legible 
Bible or Testament, being just the thing they had long desired, and 
affording them new pleasure in perusing the treasures of God’s holy word. 
In one case, a mother and her daughter, living a little distance apart, 
called the same Bible their own; but the print of that was so poor that 
the mother could not read it, and the book itself was much of it gone. 
Both seemed glad to have new Bibles; the mother being poor, and having 
recently lost her husband, was supplied by gift. In some cases, from one 
to half a dozen destitute families have been found within about a mile 
from one or more meeting houses, in a sparse population. In very few 
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cases have Bibles been refused as a gift, and then, because they pre- 
ferred a different translation ; but some of this class have concluded to 
receive such as I had to give. I have often sold Bibles to the poor ata 
reduced price, instead of making them a clear gift, so that they may value 
more that which costs them something.”’

FROM THE SECRETARY OF THE SALISBURY BIBLE SOCIETY, CONNECTICUT, 
REV. JONATHAN LEE. 


Soon after the last annual meeting, pursuant toan appointment by the 
executive committee to explore the town, and ascertain fully the families 
that might be destitute of the Scriptures, and at the same time, to collect 
funds, your secretary entered upon this service, and finished it by the last 
of February. The labour was arduous, but of such a nature as to afford 
much satisfaction in its prosecution. It is believed that but two or three 
families, and those in the extreme parts of the town, were overlooked. 
The result of the exploration was as follows: Families visited 499 ; Bibles 
owned 1281; Testaments owned 722; Families destitute 21; Number of 
readers 1976. Contributions in 1840 amounted to $88 00; in 1841, $79 42; 
1842, $86 96; 1843, $82 76; 1844, $95 82; 1845, $102 86; 1846, $102 
06; 1847, $112 00 ;—Total $749 23. 


FROM THE REPORT OF THE ALLEGANY CO. BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW YORK. 


The annual meeting of this society was held December 22, at 
2 o’clock, P. M. An able and eloquent address was made by Rev. Joel 
Wakeman, of Almond, after which the treasurer’s report was called for, 
and read as follows : 

A brief statement will suffice to show what has been done during the 
past year. We have bought of the American Bible Society, during the 
past year, 683 Bibles and 1168 Testaments, making in all 1851 volumes, 
which have cost the county society including freight and cartage $514 89. 
The payments during the same time to the Parent Society have amounted 
to $442 01. 

There are now on hand in the depository 142 Bibles and 239 Testa- 
ments, (381 volumes,) which have cost the society without freight 
$132 63. 

The society employed an agent to visit each town for the purpose of 
organizing town societies, auxiliary to the county society, and distribute 
Biblesand Testaments, to the end that each family in the county might be 
supplied with the word of life, and that the friends of God’s truth might 
have an opportunity of contributing to the cause. 

The result of his labours is very gratifying. He has raised by dona- 
tions and pledges near $1500, completing redeeming the pledge of the 
society made at the last annual meeting. It cannot be expected however, 
that all of this large sum will be collected. 

The small number of families and persons found destitute of the Bible, 
and unwilling to buy, reflects much credit upon the character of the 
population of the county. The poor have been furnished gratuitously, 
and it is believed very few are now destitute within our borders. 

The number of Bibles and Testaments called for by the town societies 
have been quite large, and the county society felt itself justified in run- 
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ning in debt to quite a large amount to supply this demand. Double the 
amount purchased might have been sold to, or left with town societies to 
be paid for when sold. , 

The county society has been in arrears to the Parent Society for a 
number of years, and we have been struggling hard to liquidate this old 
debt. The purchases have consequently been in proportion to the means 
provided ; and as few Bibles have been ordered as would answer fora 
present supply, hoping that the town societies would collect all that is due 
on subscriptions, and forward the amount to the county society, so that its 
operations might be enlarged, and a larger supply of Bibles be kept in the 
depository ; and that for the future this society might transact its busi- 
ness more in accordance with the spirit of the age, and especially in that 
of the Gospel, which requires us to “owe no man anything.” 


THE OAKLAND COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MICHIGAN. 


Held its annual meeting on Wednesday, January 5, 1848. There had 

been no meeting of the society or its executive committee for nearly two 
ears. 

: Up to January 1847, there had been 664 Bibles and 1494 Testaments 

purchased, which cost $707 703; and in the year then ended 104 Bibles 

and 336 Testaments, amounting to $150 464. 

During that year there was paid to the American Bible Society $85 16 
and to the Detroit depository $16 284 and at the end of the year the 
indebtedness was $60 82% to the American Bible Society. To this date 
there have been 695 Bibles and 1694 Testaments purchased, worth 
$739 064, and in the past year 31 Bibles and 200 Testaments at $31 36. 

The sum of $60 823 has been paid to the American Bible Society and 
$13,60 to the Detroit depository. 

The executive committee distributed 56 Testaments among the volun- 
teers who left here in November last. 

The resources of the society are cash on hand $7 77, 3 Bibles at 25 
cents, and 36 of all other qualities, $50 20; 61 Testaments at 64 cents, 
48 do. at 9 cents, and 20 of other qualities, $13 78; amount due for Bibles 
and Testaments deposited in towns in this county $37 46% ; one book case, 
$10 00; one reprint of reports $2 00. 

Indebtedness to Detroit depository $13 25, and $2.50 to Rev. E. Prince, 
a deposite on which he intends to draw Bibles and Testaments. 

The expences for the last two years for postage and transportation 
were $3 73.

Corresponding Secretary, J. A. Peck ; Recording Secretary and Treasurer, 
James A. WEEKS. 


SOUTHPORT BIBLE SOCIETY AND ITS AUXILIARIES, WISCONSIN. 


Ir is gratifying to know that amid the many subjects which engage 
the attention of the citizens of Wisconsin, the interests of the Bible cause 
are not overlooked. The results of the efforts for this cause in the south 
part of Racine county are especially gratifying. 

Within sixteen months past, a Bible society has been formed in nearly 
every town in the southern part of the county, auxiliary to the Southport 
. wee and a small depository of books established in connection 
with each. 


Funds have also been raised, and Bibles circulated in most of the 
school districts of these towns. 
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The annual meetings of these branch societies have recently been 
held, and arrangements made for a new effort in behalf of the cause. 
The series of meetings was closed by the annual meeting of the Southport 
Bible Society, held in the Methodist church on the evening of the 15th inst. 

From the report of the treasurer of the society presented at that meet- 
ing, it appeared that since the presentation of the last report, a period of 
about two and a half years, the sum of $462 41 has been received from the 
following sources, viz: From P. Prairie Bible Society, $62 53; from 
Bristol, $147 04; from Salem, $63 74; from Wheatland, $28 78; from 
Brighton, $62 99; from Paris, $32 34; from Sylvania, $64 31; from local 
agents of Southport Bible Society, $95 97; for books sold in the depository, 
$17 50; from sundry sources, $17 21; total ¢492 41. 


BOONE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, ILLINOIS. 


Messrs. Epirors,—The seventh anniversary of the Boone County Bible 
| Society, auxiliary to the American Bible Society, was held at Belvidere 
on the 25th. ultimo, in the Presbyterian church, in connection with the 
public exercises of thanksgiving. The weather was very unpropitious, 
and the number in attendance to listen to the address not large. The 
reports of the secretary and treasurer were submitted, showing that the 
friends of the Bible in this county have not been inactive during the past 
year. An agent was employed, Mr. H. Norton, of Byron, to take our Bibles 
and ‘Testaments, and call on every family in the county for the supply of 
the destitute. He faithfully performed his work, and in his report stated 
that he had visited seven hundred and eighty families, and among them 
found fifty-two, or one in every fifteen, destitute of the Bible. These were 
supplied by sale or donation, except two, who refused the Scriptures though 
offered them gratuitously. ‘With few exceptions,’’ says Mr. Norton’s 
report, “the families supplied expressed much satisfaction for the Bibles 
furnished them. In a distant part of the county, away out on the prairie,” 
said he, ‘‘I met a family who had been more than two years without a 
Bible or any other book, and who during that time had had no opportunity 
of attending any religious meeting. When I showed the lady my books, 
she exclaimed, ‘O how I wish for money to buy mea Bible. I have not 
seen one before in two years. But I can’t have one, for[ have but ten 
cents in the world, and I do not know where I can get more.’ I pre- 
sented her a Bible which she received with many expressions of grati- 
tude. Jn another part of the county I called on an aged man whose house 
in the state of New York, with all its contents, had been destroyed by fire, 
thereby reducing him to extreme poverty. He is now living in a little 
log cabin about ten feet square, with no floor but the cold earth, no furniture 
except a couple of benches for seats, a board for a table, and a few old 
blankets for a bed. But he had no Bible. When I gave him one he 
exclaimed with emphasis and deep feeling, “ may the blessing of Heaven 
rest upon you, and the society who furnish the bible to the poor and the 
destitute !”” 

Three times has Boone county been explored and the destitute been 
supplied through the agency of our county society ; once in 1841, again in 
1843-4, and last in 1847. 

It is estimated that there are in the county from 100 to 125 families of 
Norwegians, one-fourth of whom are destitute, but who were not visited 
by our agent, as we have no Bibles in their language, and they cannot 
read English. The officers elected for this society for the ensuing season

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JEFFERSON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, NEW YORK. 


The Thirty-first Anniversary of the Jefferson County Bible Society 
was held in the Presbyterian church at Adams, Wednesday, January 26, 
1848. The president of the society, O. V. Brainerd, Esq., took the chair 
at the usual hour, 2 o’clock P. M. 

D. D. Otis presented the treasurer’s report, which was adopted. It ap- 
peared from the report that there have been paid into the treasury since 
the last anniversary in donations and sales, $1,506 83; cash paid the 
American Bible Society during the year, $1,247 50; cash in the hands of 
the treasurer $287 88 ; Bibles and Testaments on hand at the repository, 
$284 41. 

Resolved, That the wonderful success of Bible societies in our own and 
foreign lands, in translating and publishing the Sacred Scriptures in whole 
or in part, in at least one hundred and thirty-eight languages and dialects, 
and thus placing the word of God within the reach of six hundred 
millions of the human race, furnishes at once an occasion of profound 
gratitude, and a motive to renewed effort to render their success final and 
complete, 

In addition to the addresses made, other remarks were added by Rev. 
Mr. Dayan of the M. E. church, Rev. Mr. Chittenden of the Presbyterian 
church, and Mr. J. C. Sterling. The discussion was throughout animated 
aud interesting, and listened to with marked interest by the audience. 

The different denominations of Christians who unite in the objects of 
the County Bible Society, were well represented at this meeting, and the 
best feeling prevailed in all its deliberations. Sectarian views and differ- 
ences were forgotten in the contemplation of the great subject which 
occupied the attention of the meeting, and a spirit of true Christian fellow- 
ship and unity prevailed. During the past year an evidence has been 
afforded of the efficiency of Christian effort when thus combined in the 
supply of the whole county of Jefferson with the Sacred Scriptures, a work 
which, while it could hardly be performed at all by the different denomi- 
nations acting separately, becomes practicable and easy when undertaken 
by all in concert. The society has not only distributed the Bible to every 
destitute family in the county during the past year, but has collected 
funds more than sufficient to defray the whole expenditure. It has paid, 
as appears from the treasurer’s report, more than one thousand dollars 
into the treasury of the Parent Society. A better illustration could hardly 
be furnished of the genuine spirit of Christian union which exists and is 
steadily increasing between the prominent evangelical denominations 
throughout our county. Let all who desire to see this spirit still further 
promoted, join with us in the great and good enterprise, that our acts as 
well as words may testify to the sincerity of our wishes, and that the 
world seeing that, notwithstanding our differences of names and forms, we 
are baptized into the same spirit, may exclaim,“ Behold how good and 
how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity !”? 


GADSDEN COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, FLORIDA. 


The first anniversary of the society was held in the Presbyterian 
church of Quincy, Sabbath morning, Jan, 30, 1848. The services were 
opened with reading a portion of the Scriptures, singing, and prayer. 

After reading the minutes of the last meeting, the executive committee 
presented their annual report, which was read by the secretary, and on 
motion adopted, and a copy ordered to be sent to the American Bible 
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The report is as follows :-— 

“The executive committee of the Gadsden County Bible Society, in 
presenting their first annual report, would express their gratitude to God 
for being permitted to engage in a work so eminently calculated to honour 
Him and bless mankind as that of circulating the Holy Scriptures. 

As this is the first anniversary of the society, we have but little more 
to report than the organization of the society, and the arrangements made 
for future labour. The society was organized the 17th of February, 1847, 
with eleven life members, and fifty-nine annual members. Afterwards 
three more life members were obtained, and thirty annual members, 
making in all 113 members. The first supply of Bibles and Testaments 
reached here in April. These were ordered by the Rev. Dr. Pierce, 
agent of the American Bible Society, and consisted of Bibles and Testa- 
ments in various styles and prices, amounting to one hundred and seventy- 
eight dollars. 

There is now on hand 105 Bibles and 145 Testaments, costing $84. 
There have been sold 57 Bibles and 73 Testaments, producing $135. 
Donations to the destitute amount to about 20 Bibles and 35 Testaments. 

_ These sales and donations were chiefly from the depository and by mem- 
bers of the committee. But the executive committee felt that the simple 
keeping of a depository, and the individual efforts of the members of the 
committee in circulating the Scriptures among the destitute, could not meet 
the wants of the community, nor effect the great and immediate object of 
the society, which is the supply of the whole county. There are multi- 
tudes of families living in distant parts of the county who seldom come 
to town, and who would still more seldom think of purchasing a Bible 
when they did come, and who are seldom, if ever, seen by members of 
the committee. And it is for the benefit of such especially, that the 
society is formed. And how are they to be reached?—by what means 
shall they be supplied with the Word of Life? In many instances they 
are deprived of all meansof grace, except such as they enjoy at home, 
living too far from any church, or destitute of the means of conveyance to 
take their families to the house of God. For such families it is all impor- 
tant that they be supplied with religious books for Sabbath reading, and 
above all with the word of God, which is able to make wise unto salvation 
through faith in Jesus Christ which it reveals. 

Believing that the society and the community generally would sustain 
them in the effort fully to explore and supply the whole county, the 
committee at a late meeting resolved to employ an agent or Bible col- 
porteur, who should visit every family in the county, carrying with him 
a supply of Bibles and Testaments to sell to those who were willing and 
able to buy, and to give away to such as were destitute and unable to 
purchase. In carrying out this resolution, the committee have employed 
Mr. J. C. Cain, a resident of this county, whose character for uprightness 
and piety is so well known as to need no recommendation from us. He 
has just commenced his work, and will, with the Divine blessing, prosecute 
it uninterruptedly till’he shall have explored the whole county. And it is 
now for the society to say whether they will come forward, and -with the 
liberality which has heretofore characterized this community, sustain the 
committee in the effort they have commenced of supplying the whole 
county. The committee think that on this point there will be no 
difference of opinion—that you will say to them, in a way that cannot be 
misunderstood, Go on in the good work you have commenced, and we will 
hold up your hands. 

It is indeed the cause of God in which we are called to labour, and 
must succeed. The Bible must be circulated till every family on this 
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habitable globe shall have a copy in his own tongue, and happy are 
those whom God permits to be co-workers with him in hastening on the 
blessed day.

THE PONTOTOC COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MISSISSIPPI. 
At the last meeting it was resolved, ‘‘ That an effort be made to supply 
every family in our county during the year with a Bible.” i 

The plan adopted by the committee to effect this very desirable object, 
was to secure the aid of a voluntary distributer to perform the work in 
each township, the whole to be under the supervision of the committee. 
This plan was pursued in order to avoid all unnecessary expense, and be- 
lieving it could be done sooner than by employing a single agent, and 
believing also, that the work being done by individuals known to the citi- 
zens of the various townships, would be less calculated to excite prejudice, 
and could not be regarded as an intrusion into private families. The 
committee immediately forwarded an order for books, and on the 15th of 
January last, a lot of two hundred and sixty-eight Bibles and two hundred 
and fifty two Testaments, in all five hundred and twenty volumes, were 
sent us by the Parent Society, but were not received until late in the spring, 
from the difficulty of transportation at that season. The cost of this lot of 
books was $127 18. The total number of volumes received since the 
organization of our society up to this time is eight hundred and sixty five ; 
total cost, $261 38. It is with much pleasure the committee can siate that 
all the claims against the society have been punctually paid, and that a 
small balance now stands to our credit with the Parent Society. And 
they would respectfully but earnestly recommend that in all our future 
operations, cash payments, for books ordered, be invariably made; as they 
conceive that nothing tends more to cripple and retard the progress of any 
benevolent association, than debts of long standing hanging over them. 
They would have been much gratified if they could have reported that the 
resolution to supply our county had been fully accomplished. But in this 
they have been disappointed: First, from a want of books, and secondly, 
from a want of punctuality on the part of a few of the distributing agents, 
either in performing their work, or in making their reports. The books 
were apportioned to the different townships, in proportion to their supposed 
wants. In some instances they fell far short of the number required, and 
in but few were more than necessary. 

Within the last few days, sixteen Bibles have been returned, but at too 
late a period, and in fact a number wholly inadequate to supply the defici- 
ency in other townships. There are in this county twenty five townships 
seventeen of which have been reported fully supplied. Two other town- 
ships are known to have been supplied by the Rev. T. C. Stewart, but 
whose absence from the state has prevented a detailed report being made 
to the committee. Two other townships have been supplied in part and 
uot finished for want of books. One other township has been partially ex- 
plored, and from the three remaining townships no report has been received. 
During the year 342 Bibles and 183 Testaments were placed in the hands 
of distributing agents, and about 80 Testaments were given to volunteers 
leaving for the Mexican war; to which add the amount sold at our depo- 
sitory, and it will appear, after deducting those returned, that our 600 
volumes have been sent forth with their messages of mercy. It thus 
appears that more than twice the number of books have been distributed 
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than were during all the previous years of the existence of the society. 
From the reports received it appears that 605 families were visited, of 
whom 181 were without a Bible, being on an average of one to three and 
one-third. The proportion destitute in the different townships raised 
much, from a full supply to near an entire destitution. It is gratifying to 
learn that of fifty families on the “ town section’? there was only one 
without a Bible, “and,” says the report, “nearly every family has over 
two Bibles, and some five or six, so that on a general average it may be 
safely estimated that there are three Bibles to each family on the section. 
But in others the destitution is woful’ “In one,’’ says the distributer, 
“T visited forty families, and found twenty destitute.” In another town- 
ship fifty-four families were visited and thirty-three found destitute ; and 
in one instance of destitution the man and his wife were both members of 
the church, and in numerous others the wives were members of the church. 
Says another distributer, “I visited twenty-six families and found but nine 
Bibles.” Says another, “I visited twenty-six families, of which sixteen 
were destitute, and I could have disposed of many to families that had 
one, but wished to buy more. _I find we have long been saying much of 
the wants of the heathen, but I think so far as my little tour has afforded 
me information we ought to begin at home. And I therefore shall take 
pleasure, and think I am doing nothing more than my duty, to act as agent 
for your society, at any time you think proper to employ aA) 

‘All the reports concur in testifying to in all pervading reverence for the 
word of God throughout the county, and a desire on the part of many 
families already supplied to procure more. But two or three instances of 
absolute refusal to receive have occurred. One of which, an aged man 
with a family of grown children around him, said he had lived to long 
without a Bible, and he presumed he could get along the balance of his 
days. In conclusion, we feel assured the society will join the committee 
in expressing their obligation to the various individuals, who have volun- 
tarily prosecuted the noble work thus far in our county. And who will 
venture to determine the influence upon our citizens of these loaves given 
by God “for the healing of the nations.” Of this we fee] assured, that 
having cast our bread upon the waters, it shall be gathered after many 
days.

FROM THE BIBLE SOCIETY REPORTER, OF THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN 
BIBLE SOCIETY. 
* Report of T. J. Bourne, Esq., respecting his Mission to South A [frica. 

Durrine the ten months and a half that I have spent in South Africa, 
there have passed through my hands, to the several auxiliaries, branches, 
and associations, to schools and to private individuals, no fewer than 
29,269 copies of the Sacred Scriptures. Of these, there have been sold 
23,601, and issued in grants to schools and individuals, and to the stripped 
and rajned inhabitants of farms and villages by the Kafir war, 5668 copies, 
the latter having been given to the committee of the board of relief, and 
sent with the supplies of clothing and provisions so liberally raised in Cape 
Town and its vicinity. 

There has also been already remitted to your society, during my visit, 
the sum of £730; of which £50 is a free contribution, as the first-fruits of 
the re vived auxiliary at Cape Town; £68 8s. from our excellent and devo- 


| ted friend Mrs. Philip, who has been for many years the mainstay of our 
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society at the Cape, and in payment for Bibles and Testaments previously 
supplied: this, with the amount brought home by me, and accounts due 
from sundry persons for Bibles, will close the account for books supplied 
to me from London and Brussels, and from Mrs. Philip’s stock in Cape 
Town. 

During my sojourn in South Africa I have been privileged to visit 
almost every town and village within the colony, and two mission stations 
in Kafir land. JI have also seen and inspected numerous schools and 
mission settlements, together with convict stations and prisons, addressing 
schools and missionary meetings, and frequently lecturing to considerable 
congregations on the Lord’s day. 

I have travelled considerably more than 3000 miles on horseback, and 
my duties and labours have been as varied as they have been frequent 
and with very rare exceptions I have met with nothing but kindness an 
hospitality wherever I have bent my steps; and I am bound to acknow- 
ledge with thankfulness the official and personal attentions which have, 
in almost every place, manifested the Christian sympathy felt in the 
object of my mission. I have, indeed, on many occasions, witnessed a 
feeling of gladness at the opportunity afforded to the Dutch boor and his 
willing “ vrouw ’? while supplying all that the house and the stable could 
furnish, and resolutely refusing any payment, on the Shunamite principle 
of doing it for the sake of the Master whom I desire to serve.
